Come,  let  us  reason  together !  Tou  are  of  the 
Caucasian  race.  You  were  born  in  Ireland,  under 
the  Queen  of  England,  and  educated  as  Catholics. 

Tou  did  not  like  the  government  of  your  country. 
Tou  left  it  for  larger  liberty.  Tou  came  to  Ameri- 
ca, to  be  free  and  happy. 

When  you  arrive  here  you  find  land  and  freedom. 
The  people  receive  you  with  open  arms  and  offer 
you  all  the  advantages  of  citizenship.  They  require 
of  you  only  to  say  that  you  like  to  be  free,  that  you 
love  the  Republic,  accept  its  principles,  and  will 
support  them  with  your  lives. 

You  readily  take  this  oath.  The  Irish  Catholics 
hasten  to  do  so.  They  are  the  first  to  rush  to  the 
Courts  and  take  out  their  papers.  "We  have  never 
known  one  of  you  to  refuse  to  take  the  necessary 
oatb. 

After  having  done  s",  we  should  naturally  expect 
that  you  would  fall  into  our  ways,  and  be  with  us, 
the  advocates  of  the  greatest  liberty  for  all ;  that 
you  would  eagerly  lay  down  the  narrow  prejudices 
of  the  land  of  your  birth,  and  fall  into  the  broader 
views  of  American  life. 

But  we  are  disappointed  in  you.  It  is  a  part  of 
our  system  to  hear  all  things  and  hold  fast  to  that 
which  is  good.  The  Republic  is  based  upon  the 
idea  that  the  human  mind  tends  to  accept  what  is 
right,  and  may  freely  listen  to  all  opinions.  Thus 
we  intend  to  educate  our  people  to  hear  all  thiDgs, 
and  judge  for  themselves.  In  politics  they  must 
do  so,  to  be  good  citizens.  In  religion  they  ought 
to  do  so,  to  be  sensible  men  and  women. 

But  you  do  not  consent  to  do  this.  Tou  bring 
with  you  your  own  priests  from  Ireland.  Tou  re- 
fuse to  hear  any  others.  In  building  a  great  hall 
here  in  San  Francisco,  you  agree  with  your  bishop, 
that  there  shall  be  no  book  in  the  library,  and  no 
lecture  in  the  hall,  but  what  he  approves. 

We  expected  you  would  wish  to  become  like  us, 
mingle  with  us  in  thought  and  action.that  in]course 
of  time  we  might  be  one  people.  This  is  especially 
desirable.  No  people  can  feel  that  patriotic  union 
of  heart  that  is  so  necessary  to  national  life,  unless 
there  is  a  free  exchange  of  thought  among  them. 

But  you  do  not  do  so.  On  the  contrary,  you  are 
doing  all  you  can  to  build  up,  not  an  American, .,ut 
an  Irish  character  for  yourselves  and  your  children. 
Tou  are,  as  it  were,  fortifying  your  errors  in  our 
country,  insisting  on  being  what  we  are  not,  and 
keeping  yourselves  apart  from  us. 

Tou  bring  your  own  priests,  build  your  own 
Churches,  and  now  propose  to  build  your  own 
schools.    Nothing  American  will  do  you. 

And  that  Church  of  yours,  what  is  it?  What  has 
it  done  for  other  nations  and  peoples  V  Has  it  been 
the  friend  of  freedom? 

Never!  We  defy  you  to  show  where  the  Pope  and 
his  Church  have  favored  a  free  people.  It  has  de- 
graded you,  in  Ireland,  till  you  are  regarded  as  the 
lowest  people  in  Europe.

Bah !  Bosh !  There  is  no  proof  of  any  such  thing. 
No  such  power  was  conferred  upon  Peter,  or  any 
body  else.

There  is  no  proof  of  any  such  thing. 

There  is  no  key  to  Heaven  but  goodness.  Im- 
prove the  mind !

Now,  this  is  a  very  s 'range  proceeding, to  say  the 
least  of  it.  It  is  unnatural.  Uh,  it  is  a  rank  abuse 
«f  all  humanity  I 

Here  is  a  sweet  girl,  it  may  be  beautiful,  frivo- 
lous, thoughtless,  playful  as  the  kitten.  She  has 
1>een  to  that  school  but  one  or  two  years,  and  all  is 
■changed.  Just  as  her  sisters  outside  are  beginning 
to  wake  up  to  the  fact  that  the  men  are  worth  some- 
thing, just  as  their  mothers  have  to  watch  them  and 
the  all  absorbing  love  that  steals  into  their  hearts, 
this  one  has  suddenly  plunged  into  the  opposite 
condition.

But  most  as- 
suredly,  but  very  seldom. 

What  is  it  then  wins  these  young  girb'  Love ! 
Love  alone  1  Not  love  for  God  1  Love  for  some 
priest.    There  is  no  other  solution  for  the  problem 

Read  the  musty  works  of  the  old  monks.  You 
will  there  find  it  set  down  in  a  thousand  pages  that 
the  priest  may  win  the  souls  of  women  for'  the 
Church,  through  their  affections.  Make  love  to 
them,  says  one  old  sinner,  win  them  lo  yourself 
and  then  give  them  to  the  Church  1  And  when  you 
find  that  a  young  girl  in  a  few  months  has  been 
won  to  shut  herself  up  in  a  cloister,  and  don't  want 
to  see  her  best  friends,  depend  upon  it  that  is  the 
way  in  which  it  has  beeu  done.  She  has  become  a 
bride,  and  not  a  vestal  virgin.

They  Stand  Unimpeaclied! 


It  was  considered  a  great  duty  to  exert  ourselves 
to  influence  novices  in  favour  of  the  Roman  Cath- 
olic religion ;  and  diflerent  nuns  were,  at  different 
times,  charged  to  do  what  they  could,  by  conversa- 
tion, to  make  favourable  impressions  on  the  minds 
•of  some,  who  were  particularly  indicated  to  us  by 
the  Superior.  I  often  heard  it  remarked,  that  those 
who  were  influenced  with  the  greatest  difficulty, 
were  young  ladies  from  the  United  States;  and  on 
some  of  those,  great  exertions  were  made. 

Cases  in  which  citizens  of  the  States  were  said  to 
have  been  converted  to  the  Roman  Catholic  faith, 
were  sometimes  spoken  of,  and  always  as  if  they 
were  considered  highly  important. 

The  Bishop,  as  we  were  told,  was  on  the  public 
square,  on  the  day  of  an  execution,  when,  as  he  said, 
a  stranger  looked  at  him  in  some  peculiar  manner 
which  made  him  coofidently  believe  God  intended 
to  have  him  converted  by  his  means.  "When  he 
went  home,  he  wrote  a  letter  for  him,  and  the  next 
day  found  him  again  in  the  same  place,  and  gave 
him  the  letter,  which  led  to  his  becoming  a  Roman 
Catholic.  This  man,  it  was  added,  proved  to  be  a 
citizen  of  the  State. 

The  Bishop,  as  I  have  remarked,  was  not  very 
dignified  on  all  occasions,  and  sometimes  acted  in 
such  a  manner  as  would  not  have  appeared  well  in 
public. 

One  day  I  saw  him  preparing  for  mass;  and  be. 
cause  he  had  sorae  difficulty  in  getting  on  his  robe 
showed  evident  signs  of  anger.  One  of  the  nuns 
remarked:  "The  Bishop  is  going  t0  perfonn  a 
sionate  mass."  Some  ol'the  others  exclaimed:  "Are 
you  not  ashamed  to  speak  so  of  my  lord  ?"'  And 
she  was  rewarded  with  a  penance. 

But  it  might  be  hoped  iha,  the  Bishop  would  be 
free  from  the  crimes  of  which  I  have  declared  so 
many  priests  to  have  been  guilty.  I  am  far  from 
entertaining  such  charitable  opinions  of  him-  and 
I  had  good  reasons,  after  a  time. 

I  was  often  required  to  sleep  on  a  sofa,  in  the 
room  of  the  present  Superior,  as  I  may  have  already 
mentioned.  J 

One  night,  not  long  after  I  wjs  first  introduced 
there,  for  that  purpose,  and  within  the  first  twelve 
months  of  my  wearing  the  veil,  having  retired  as 
usual,  at  about  halt-past  nine,  not  long  after  we  had 
got  into  bed,  the  alariu-bell  from  without  which 
hangs  over  the  Superior's  bed,  was  mug.  She  told 
me  to  see  who  was  there;  and  going  down,  I  heard 
the  Signal  given,  which  I  have  before  mentioned,  a 
peculiar  kind  ?f  hissing  sound  made  through  the 
teeth.  I  answered  with  a  low,  "Hum— buml''  and 
then  opened  the  door.  It  was  Bishop  Lartique,  the 
present  Bishop  of  Montreal.  He  said  to  me  ''Are 
you  a  Novice  or  a  Received  ?"  meaning  a  Received 
nun.    I  answered,  a  "Received." ' 

He  then  requested  me  to  conduct  him  to  the  Su- 
perior's room,  which  I  did.  He  went  to  the  bed, 
drew  the  curtains  behind  him,  and  I  lay  dowua°ain 
upon  the  sofa,  until  morning,  when  the  Superior 
called  me,  at  an  early  hour,  about  daylight,  and  di- 
rected me  to  show  him  the  door,  to  wliich  I  conduct- 
ed him,  and  he  took  his  departure. 

I  continued  to  visit  the  cellar  frequently,  to  carry 
up  coal  lor  the  fires,  withoutany  thing  more  than  a 
general  impresssion  that  there  were  two  nuns  some 
where  imprisoned  in  it.  One  day  while  there  on 
my  usual  errand,  I  saw  a  nun  standing  ou  the  right 
of  the  cellar,  in  front  of  one  of  the  cell  doors  Iliad 
"before  observed ;  she  was  apparently  engaged  with 
something  within.  This  attracted  my  attention.  The 
door  appeared  to  close  in  a  small  recess,  and  was 
fastened  with  a  stout  irou  bolt  on  the  outside,  the  end 
of  which  was  secured  by  being  let  into  a  hole  in  the 
stone-work  which  formed  the  posts.    The  door, 


which  was  of  wood,  was  sunk  a  few  inches  beyond 
the  stone-work,  which  rose  and  formed  an  arch  over- 
head. Above  the  bolt  was  a  small  window  supplied 
with  a  fine  grating,  which  swung  open,  a  small  bolt 
having  been  removed  from  it,  on  the  outside.  The 
nun  I  had  observed  seemed  to  be  whispering  with 
some  person  within,  through  the  little  window;  but 
I  hastened  to  get  my  coal,  and  left  the  cellar,  pre- 
suming that  was  the  prison.  When  I  visited  the 
place  again,  beiDg  alone,  i  ventured  to  the  spot,  de- 
termined to  learn  the  truth,  presuming  that  the  im- 
prisoned nuns,  of  whom  the  Superior  had  told  me 
ou  my  admission,  were  confined  there.  I  spoke  at 
the  window  where  I  had  seen  the  nun  standing,  and 
heard  a  voice  reply  in  a  whisper.  The  apcrturewas 
so  small,  and  the  place  so  dark,  that  I  could  see  no- 
body ;  but  I  learnt-that  a  poor  wretch  was  confined 
there  a  prisoner.  I  feared  that  I  might  be  discover- 
ed, and  after  a  fewwords,  which  I  thoughtcould  do 
no  harm,  I  withdrew. 

My  curiosity  was  now  dftve,  to  learn  every  thing 
I  could  about  so  mysterious  a  subject.  I  made  a  few 
inquiries  of  Saint  Xavier,  who  only  informed  me 
that  they  were  punished  for  refusing  to  obey  the 
Superior,  Bishop,  and  Priests.  I  afterward  found 
that  the  other  nuns  were  acquainted  with  the  fact 
I  had  just  discovered.  All  I  could  learn,  however, 
was,  that  the  prisoner  in  the  icell  whom  I  had 
spoken  with,  and  another  iu  the  cell  just  be- 
yond, bad  been  confined  there  several  years  with- 
out having  been  taken  out;  but  their  names,  con- 
nexions, offences,  and  every  thing  else  relating  to 
them,  I  could  never  learn,  and  am  still  as  ignorant 
of  as  ever.  Some  conjectured  that  they  had  refused 
to  comply  with  some  of  the  rules  of  the  Convent  or 
requisitions  of  the  Superior;  others,  that  they  were 
heiresses  whose  property  was  desired  for  the  Con- 
vent, and  who  would  not  consent  to  sign  deeds  of  it. 
Some  of  the  nuns  informed  me,  that  the  severest  oT 
their  sufferings  arose  from  fear  of  supernatural  be- 
ings. 

I  often  spoke  with  one  of  them  in  passing  near 
their  cells,  when  on  errands  iu  the  cellar,  but  never 
ventured  to  stop  long,  or  to  press  my  inquiries  very 
far.  Besides,  I  found  her  reserved,  and  little  dis- 
posed to  converse  freely,  a  thing  I  could  not  won 
der  at  when  I  considered  her  situation,  and  the  char- 
acters of  persons  around  her.  She  spoke  like  a 
women  in  feeble  health,  and  of  broken  spirits.  I 
occasionally  saw  other  nuns  speaking  to  them,  par- 
ticularly at  meal  times,  when  they  were  regularly 
furnished  with  food,  which  was  such  as  we  our- 
selves ate. 

Their  cells  were  occasionally  cleaned,  and  then 
the  doors  were  opened.  I  never  looked  into  them, 
but  was  informed  that  the  ground  was  their  only 
floor.  I  presumed  that  they  were  furnished  with 
straw  to  lie  upon,  as  1  always  saw  a  quantity  of  old 
straw  scattered  about  that  part  of  the  cellar,  after  the 
cells  had  been  cleaned.  I  once  inquired  of  one  of 
them,  whether  they  could  converse  together,  and 
she  replied  that  they  could,  through  a  small  opening 
between  their  cells,  which  I  could  not  see 

I  once  inquired  of  the  one  I  spoke  with  in  pass- 
ing, whether  she  wanted  any  thing,  and  she  replied, 
"Tell  Jane  Ray  I  want  to  see  her  a  moment  if  she 
can  slip  away."-  When  I  went  up  I  took  an  oppor 
tuuity  to  deliver  my  message  to  Jane,  who  concert" 
ed  with  me  a  signal  to  be  used  in  future,  in  case  a" 
similar  request  should  be  made  through  me.  This 
was  a  sly  wink  at  her  with  one  eye,  accompanied 
with  a  slight  toss  of  my  head  She  then  sought  an 
opportunity  to  visit  the  cellar,  and  was  soon  able  to 
hold  an  interview  with  the  poor  prisoners,  without 
being  noticed  by  any  one  but  myself.  I  afterward 
leamt  that  mad  Jane  Ray  was  not  so  mad,  but  she 
could  feel  for  so  miserable  beings,  and  carry  through 
measures  for  their  comfort.  She  would  often  visit 
them  with  sympathizing  words,  and,  when  necessa- 
ry,  conceal  part  of  her  food  while  at  table,  and  se- 
cretly convey  it  into  their  dungeons.  Sometimes 
we  would  combine  for  such  an  object;  and  I  have 
repeatedly  aided  her  in  thus  obtaining  a  larger 
supply  of  food  than  they  had  been  able  to  obtain 
from  others. 

I  frequently  though  of  the  two  nuns  confined  in 
the  cells,  and  occasionally  heard  something  said 
about  them,  but  very  little.  Whenever  I  visited  the 
cellar,  and  thought  it  safe,  I  went  up  to  the  fiist  of 
them  and  spoke  a  word  or  two,  and  usually  got 
some  brief  reply,  without  ascertaining  that  any 
particular  change  took  place  with  either  of  them. 


The  one  with  whom  alone  I  ever  conversed,  spoke 
English  perfectly  well,  and  French  I  thought  as 
well.  I  supposed  she  must  have  been  well  educa.. 
ted,  for  I  could  not  tell  which  was  her  native  lani 
guage.  I  remember  that  she  frequently  used  these] 
words  when  I  wished  to  say  more  to  her,  and  whicnj 
alone  showed  that  she  was  constantly  afraid  of  pun- 
ishment:  "Oh,  there's  somebody  comiDg — do  go| 
away!"  I  have  been  told  that  the  other  prisoner 
also  spoke  English. 

It  was  impossible  for  me  to  form  any  certain] 
opinion  about  the  size  or  appearance  of  those  twoj 
miserable  creatures,   for  their  cells   were  perfectly 
dark, and  I  never  caught  the  slightest  glimpse  even  I 
of  their  faces.    It  is  probable  they  were  women  no*' 
above  the  middle  size,   and  my  reason  for  this  pre-5j 
sumption  is  the  following:   I  was  sometimes  apA 
pointed  to  lay  out  the  clean  clothes  for  all  the  nuns  ) 
in  the  Convent  on   Saturday  evening,  and  was  al-  j 
ways  directed  to  lay  by  two  suits  for  the  prisoners.  | 
Particular  orders  were  given  to  select  the  largest 
sized  garments  for  several  tall  nuns ;  but  nothing  of 
the  kind  was  ever  said  in  relation  to  the  clothes  for 
those  in  the  cells.

Maynard  said 
the  situation  was  a  difficult  one.  It  was  necessary 
to  be  very  cautious  how  we  make  speches,  and 
frame  resolutions.  The  Democratic  patty  has  as- 
sumed in  this  campaign,  every  attitude  that  could 
tend  to  success.  And  in  commending  the  one,  wo 
are  often  led  to  condemn  the  other.

We  have  declaimed  against  the  presence  of  Uni- 
ted States  troops,  as  deterring  Democrats  from  the 
pools,  contrary  to  law,  while  we  allowed  the  Ku- 
Klux  to  do  the  same  thing, 

We  committed  all  sorts  of  frauds  on  the  poor 
colored  folks,  to  make  a  solid  South.  Obstructed 
registration,  stuffed  ballot  boxes,  put  them  out  of 
the  reach  of  colored  voters,  and  then  waylaid  re- 
turning officers, and  endeavored  to  coerce  returning 
boards,  all  contrary  to  law,  and  tending  to  defeat 
the  will  of  the  people. 

In  the  North  we  couid  not  do  these  things.  We 
had  to  work  under  the  cover  of  law,  and  pretend 
to  stick  to  the  constiiution.  We  lost  the  election  in 
San  Francisco  in  [consequence  of  the  folly  of  our 
last  legislature,  and' the  Roman  Catholic  odor  ot 
our  party.  We  pretended  a  huge  virtuous  indigna- 
tion, and  commenced  investigating,  but  found  the 
hair  all  on  the  wrong  side  ot  the  nurse. 

We  have  appealed  to  the  Courts  to  susta'n  Wig- 
ginton  on  a  technicality  against  the  actual  count  of 
the  people's  votes. 

We  have  serenaded  Grover  of  Oregon,  because  he 
took  shelter  under  the  law,  and  aimed  to  defeat  the 
will  of  the  people  of  Oregon. 

And  after  all  these  things,  we  have  to  call  these 
national  meetings  on  tho  eighth  of  January,  say 
that  Tilden  has  been  fairly  elected,  that  the 
Republicans  have  formed  a  conspiracy  to  defeat 
him,  and  so  defeat  the  will  of  the  people  by  fraud 
and  technicality:  and  to  declare  that  wo  wont 
stand  it,  if  we  have  to  fight  it  out  on  that  line.  I 
say,  gentlemen,that  these  resolutions  need  to  be 
drawn  with  great  care.

The  ordinary  Demo- 
cratic intellect  could  be  so  muddled  by  a  drink  or 
two,  that  a  little  discrepancy  and  contradiction 
would  not  be  noticed;  but  the  utter  absurdity  and 
incongruity  of  our  position  must  not  be  poked  to  the 
front.

The  Utter  Misdirection  of  their  Means. 


The  Sleepy  Directors. 

It  is  written  that  the  poor  should  be  with  us  al 
ways.  Yes.it  is  most  probable  that  while  humanity 
lasts,either  from  defect  of  organization  or  education, 
or  by  some  special  calamity,  the  poor  will  always 
abide  with  us. 

We  make  public  provisions  for  them.  We  pay 
taxes  for  their  support,ample  taxes.  ■  But  the  money 
is  misappropriated  or  stolen.  Little  ofit  goes  to 
the  really  poor.  And  that  little  under  such  circum- 
stances that  it  is  felt  to  be  a  disgrace  to  accept  of  it  j 
and  a  perpetual  misery  to  receive  it. 

Why  this  is  so.we  cannot  imagine.  It  would  be 
far  cheaper  for  society  to  build  plain  neat  ho*uses 
for  all  the  poor,  and  keep  them  there,  in  reason, 
able  comfort,than  to  be  taxed  at  every  street  corner, 
and  waited  upon  for  subscriptions  to  a  hundred  be- 
nevolent societies. 

Why  cannot  the  Mayor  and  Supervisors  of  San 
Francisco  so  provide  for  all  the  poor,  that  every 
citizen  might  say  with  a  good  conscience  when 
asked  for  charity,  "Go  to  the  city!  There  is  a  home 
for  you!" 

It  would  be  the  best  econemy.  Have  large  grounds, 
cottage  homes,  not  palaces,plain  but  good  food, and 
warm  beds,  and  no  stealing,  and  twenty-five  cents  a 
day  each  is  ample  to  keep  either  pauper  or  prisoner. 
There  is  many  a  gentlemanly  fellow  on  Montgomery 
street  who  does  not  pay  so  much  a  day  for  his  food. 

But  no,  this  sensible  course  cannot  be  pursued. 
And  so  private  charity  must  come  in  to  help  out  the 
taxes.    We  have  a  hundred  benevolent  socities. 

Do  they  answer  the  purpose?  Never!  They  are 
managed  no  better  than  the  public  institutions. 
Directors  who  have  no  time  to  spare  are  put  in 
charge.  Superintendents  and  agents  are  appointed, 
who  are  favorites  of  the  directors, and  by  and  by,the 
whole  thing  has  become  a  mere  scheme  for  theben- 
efit  of  the  favorite. 

The  San  Francisco  Benevolent  Association  is  one 
of  this  kind.  The  directors  confided  its  manage- 
ment to  a  tainted  rascal,  whose  sole  object  was  pec- 
ulation and  self  iudulgence. 

He  has  expended  nearly  twenty  thousand  dollars, 
as  he  states, but  it  is  impossible  to  know  whether  he 
tells  the  truth  or  not. 

Isaac  S.  Allen  has  done  just  as  he  pleased  with 
his  patron's  money.  He  paid  it  out  to  his  mistress 
bought  her  a  piano,  set  her  up  in  a  lodging  house, 
gave  her  rings  and  theatre  tickets,  and  charged  all 
to  the  common  fund. 

Nay,  the  lady's  brother  got  after  him  for  black- 
mail, and  in  the  fullness  of  his  heart,  the  agent  set 
him  down  as  an  object  of  charity,  and  made  him  a 
pensioner  for  hundreds  of  dollars. 

This  is  one  of  the  most  scandalous  transactions 
ever  brought  to  light  in  our  city.  It  throws  sus- 
picion over  all  our  charitable  institutions.  What  is 
the  use  of  directors,  if  they  permit  such  doings? 
What  is  the  use  of  charities  at  all,  if  they  are  to  be 
directed  in  this  way.? 

Let  our  city  authorities  see  if  they  cannot  fill  the 
bill  wilh  tbepublfc institutions, and  makeall  others 
unnecessary !  They  are  simply  double  taxation. 
Let  one  dose  suffice.  Make  the  public  hospital  and 
workhouse  meet  every  case,  and  clear  our  streets  of 
beggars,  and  our  city  of  benevolent  imposters. 

And  let  no  dollars  go  outside  of  the  official  staff! 
Magdalens  and  all  others  can  be  better  cared  for 
under  the  supervision  of  the  Mayor  and  Board  than 
by  any  drunken  Roman  Catholic  priest  under  the

Short  Patent  Sermons. 


In  our  last  we  showed  that  the  rich  and  poor 
alike.wcrc  wanting  in  true  Christian  sympathy  for 
the  children,  evm  for  the  little  ones  of  their  own 
blood.  We  showed  that  many  of  those  parents 
who  complain  of  the  heartlestuess  of  the  rich,  are 
themselves  touched  with  the  self  same  quality. 
They  w  11  permit  their  own  flesh  and  blood  to  suf- 
fer.raiher  than  forego  the  most  useless  if  not  vicious 
indulgence. 

Who  is  to  blame  for  this?  No  one!  Everyone! 
It  is  the  system,  the  fashion, the  rage  of  the  moment 
that  captures  the  people,  and  reigns  supreme. 

Since  the  advent  of  man  on  earth,  human  society 
has  been  subject  to  great  panics,  that  seem  to  swal- 
low up  rvery  other  consideration.  The  mass  moves 
in  that  direction,  and  no  individual  can  stay  the 
tide,  or  help  moving  with  it,  more  or  less.  We  are 
creatures  of  the  age  and  nation  in  whieh  we  are 
born.  We  are  but  individual  straws  in  the  whirl- 
wind, and  must  move  round  and  round  as  the 
rest  do. 

'"^.Ordinarily,  man  is  a  very  simple  and  domestic 
creature.  His  home  is  his  world.  His  wife  and 
children  are  his  first  care,  and  claim  a  monopoly 
of  his  love. 

But  the  popular  frenzy,  the  fashionable  rage,  can 
prevail  upon  him  to  abandon  his  wife,  leave  hia 
little  ones  to  starve,  and  ride  his  hobby,  though  the 
heavens  fall.  Others  are  doing  so!  Why  not  he? 
What  others  do,  and  so<  iety  approves,  he  may  do 
too.  If  other  men  leave  wife  and  child,he  would  be 
a  poor  weakling  to  be  tied  to  an  apron  string  while 
others  despised  such  care. 

And  so  in  all  ages,  the  domestic  virtues,  those 
simple,  and  constant,  and  natural  sources  of  the 
highest  and  purest  happiness,  have  given  place 
to  some  grand  panic,  some  excitement,  some  rage 
of  fashion,  that  has  seized  upon  the  public  mind, 
and  crushed  out  every  other  consideration. 

Sometimes  it  is  the  love  of  diess.  At  another,  of 
dainty  food,  and  luscious  tables.  Drunkenness  is 
an  abiding  vice  that  sticks  to  every  age.  At  one 
time  the  passion  for  being  monks  and  eunuchs 
threatened  to  depopulate  Europe.  At  another, 
men  rushed  to  the  crusades.  The  love  of  dress, 
grandeur,  display,  has  sapped  the  virtue  of  many  a 
great  nation,  and  paved  the  way  for  its  down- 
fall. 

These  thi  'gs  do  not  all  come  at  once.  It  seems 
as  though  there  were  borne  madness  in  the 
air.  All  tend  a  little  iu  the  direction  of  the  mania. 
He  who  goes  furthest  is  most  admired.  The  back 
ward  are  whipt  up  by  public  opinion.  The  grand 
march  is  forward,  till  the  climax  is  reached,  and 
the  emptiness  of  the  bubble  is  seen.  Then  people 
fall  back  again  upon  the  domestic  affections,  and 
wonder  how  they  could  have  been  temptel  to  leave 
them  fur  such  mere  moonshine. 

We  are  in  one  of  these  whirlpools.  We  have  been 
brought  there  very  naturally.  Our  country  is  rich 
and  great.  Thousands  of  men  have  acquired  im- 
mense wealth,  almost  without  a  stir.  They  spent  it 
freely.  They  have  gilded  all  about  them  with 
gold. 

Their  poor  neighbors  have  seen  and  coveted  the 
treasures  that  could  do  such  wonders.  They  loo, 
would  be  rich.  They  have  tried,  and  won  the 
prize.  Others  too,  must  try.  There  was  a  general 
movement.  It  became  the  rage.  It  is,  to-day,  the 
rage  in  our  country,  to  get  rich.  No  matter  howl 
Wife,  children,  honor,  humanity,  all  are  lost  in 
this  absorbing  passion.  We  admit  it!  We  jeer  each 
other  with    worshiping  the  "Almighty  Dollar." 

When  it  was  proposed  to  put  upon  our  coin,"In 
God  we  trust,"  some  wag  proposed  an  amendment, 
"The  God  we  trust  in!"  It  was  no  jest.  It  was  too 
near  the  truth.  The  average  American  has  no  other 
God. 

This  mood  has  grown  upon  us  till  we  no  longer 
see  it  as  a  sin.  Our  own  eyes  are  so  jaundiced  that 
we  cannot  see  the  disorder  in  our  fellows.  It  has 
crept  into  the  pulpit.    It  Is  everywhere,  and  there 


is  no  denying  it.  All  that  remains  to  us  is,  how  lo 
arrest  its  progress,  before  it  proves  our  ruin. 

In  the  simplicity  of  the  human  heart,  the  en- 
tranced lover  said  to  his  sweetheart,  "Come  with 
me!  Together  we  will  seek  fortune,or  share  poverty 
and  obscurity.  Our  affection  is  first  of  all."  To 
the  Utile  ones  who  come  to  bless  the  union, he  gave 
the  service  of  his  life.  He  wouldliave  no  pleasure 
they  did  not  share,  and  take  no  comfort  till  they 
were  happy. 

But  now, the  deluded  worshiper  of  Mammon, says, 
"Wait  till  I  am  rich!"  And  if  he  cannot  get  rich, 
she  may  wait  till  death.  The  devotee  of  the 
saloon,  and  the  victim  of  tobacco,  say  to  their  Ut- 
ile ones,  "I  must  have  my  glass,  and  my  cigar.

"Count!  Count!"  said  I,  "Unsay  those  words,  or 
let  me  here  and  now  release  you  from  your  vows.

But 
say  the  worj.and  all  shall  be  undone  Yourdaugh 
ter's  love  is  worth  a  world  of  fame!

Grant  me  this  boon 
I  beg  it  on  my  kuees,  and  for  your  daughter's 
sake!" 

'•Oh  neverl  never!"  said  he.  "It  cannot  be!  I  do 
believe  indeed  your  honest  love  led  you  astray. 
But  I  Bhould  have  known  better.  Tou  did  not  know 
the  sweet  serenity  of  mind  that  my  free  thoughts 
inspired.  I  did!  I  knew  their  worth,  and  bar'ered 
them  away.

My  clerical  business  and  my  lectures  occupied 
most  of  my  time.  When  a  little  leisure  dawned 
upon  me,  a  visit  to  the  Chateau  was  a  pleasure  and 
a  duty. 

She  found  me  her  best  adviser.  And  in  her,  I  be- 
held my  sun,  my  pearl  of  price,  the  nectar  of  the 
gods,  too  sweet  to  sip,  till  fully,  wholly  ripe,  and 
ready  for  the  vintage. 

My  preferment  in  the  Church  had  been  sudden, 
and  was  still  full  of  promise.  I  was  to  be  a  Bishop 
on  the  first  opportunity.

11  is  because  our 
youug  men  are  not  ang  's,lhat  we  have  a  nation. 

And  so  all  people,  though  with  one  voice  they 
praise  the  qualities  of  mercy  and  kindness,  and 
lamblike  forbearance, rejoice  in  their  time  of  need, 
rejoice  that  they  have  soldiers,  who  care  neither 
for  the  one  nor  the  other,  but  crush  the  foe  with  un 
relenting  butchery. 

Nor  can  any  nation  afford  to  forget  or  neglect 
those  who  fought  for  it.  There  is  no  telliDg  what 
a  day  may  bring  forth.  No  nation  is  sale  from  a 
great  war.  It  may  be  forced  upon  it  any  day.  And 
then,  if  its  old  soldiers  have  not  been  paid  and  hon- 
ored and  amply  cared  for,who  will  volunteer  agaiu? 
None!  None! 

And  so  France  honors  its  braves.  They  march 
through  Paris,  proud  of  their  achievements;  but 
not  half  so  proud  as  the  substantial  shopkeeper.who 
seems  to  share  their  glory  for  that  day.  He  is  more 
magniloquent  than  the  soldier.  He  knows  only  of 
the  final  triumph.  The  poor  soldierremembers  the 
blood  and  dust  and  smoke  and  death  of  the  drear 
conflict.  His  picture  is  shaded  with  these  dark 
backgrounds.  But  the  exulting  citizen  sees  only 
the  gay  uniform,hears  but  the  ringing  trumpet,aud 
thinks  of  nothing  but  the  glory  of  France. 

And  so  Paris  turns  out,  and  is  gay.  Berlin  does 
the  same.  Even  sober  and  foggy  and  Protestants 
London  must  do  the  same  thing.  Puritanical  Bos 
ton  has  a  touch  of  the  same  fever.  Frozen  St.  Peters. 


burg  receives  the  victorious  cossaque  with  festivity: 
and  joy  and  ringing  of  bells.  All  nations  honor 
their  heroes. 

And  it  is  right!  why?  Lest  they  should  have  no 
heroes  to  honor !  True,  with  those  who  have  lost 
friends  in  battle,  with  widows,  daughters,  and  still 
more  with  lovers,  who  have  parted  forever,  the  te'ar 
fountains  are  opened  anew.  These  returning  brave 
remind  them  of  the  brave  who  do  not  return.  And 
their  tears  spring  afresh.

Its  Police   and  Its  Hoodlums! 


Why  the  Democrats  Lost  the  Election- 

(SEB   ILLUSTRATION.) 

Great  cities  are  the  hot  beds  ot  crime.  All  the 
criminal  classes  of  the  country  gravitate  there. 
Thoy  may  practice  a  little  in  suburban  towns,  but 
just  as  quick  as  they  become  expert  or  notorious, 
they  seek  the  city.  It  is  the  best  hiding  place, nud 
the  best  fluid  lor  enterprise  and  indulgence.  The 
city  authorities  prosecute  a  perpetual  war  against 
these  classes.  They  are  never  extirpated.  But  they 
may  be  kept  under.  In  some  cities  they  are  held 
down  with  a  strong  hand.  In  others  they  find 
freedom  and  immunity,  and  sometimes  open  en- 
couragement. It  is  the  proper  business  of  the  po- 
lice to  hunt  up  and  repress  these  characters.  It  is 
the  proper  business  of  the  courts  to  see  that  they 
are  duly  punished.  It  is  the  province  of  the  Mayor 
and  Town  Council,  to  see  that  every  measure  is 
taken  for  the  aafety  and  comfort  of  the  citizen,  and 
the  capture  ot  these  depredators.  Under  a  Demo- 
cratic government  this  work  is  difficult  to  do.  There 
are  people  who  are  not  exactly  criminal,  and  yet 
interested  in  crime  drunkenness  and  debauchery, 
who  have  votes  and  influence,  and  who  use  them  to 
guard  and  protect  those  who  bring   them  revenue. 

These  people  use  all  their  power  to  elect  crea- 
tures of  their  own,  to  influence  those  who  are  elect- 
ed, to  get  their  friends  on  the  police,  and  thus  pre- 
vent the  great  purpose  of  the  law,  and  make  it  the 
protector  instead  of  the   enemy  of  crime. 

And  therefore,  in  all  popular  forms  of  govern- 
ment,large  cities  are  proverbially  ill-governed.  The 
wicked  instead  of  the  just  sometimes  acquire  the 
reins  of  power,  and  crime  runs  riot,  and  does  as  it 
pleases.  New  York  has  been  an  example  of  this 
deplorable  state  of  things.  Under  the  Tweed  rule, 
the  city  was  plundered  by  the  million,  and  the  hon- 
est citizen  was  nowhere  safe  in  the  streets.^San  Fraa- 
cisco  has  not  come  to  that  pass  yet.  We  are  not  old 
enough.  Our  dangerous  classes  are  not  yet  so  num- 
erous and  overwhelming.  But  we  are  running  in 
that  direction.  Ihere  is  no  evil  so  great  as  that  of 
Bpecial  policeman  in  league  with  houses  of  ill-fame 
and  disorder.  These  should  be  abolished  at  once. 
They  are  nothing  mere  than  treaties  and  compro. 
mises  with  crime.  If  respectable  persons  have  prop, 
erty  to  protect,  and  wisli  to  hire  a  special  officer, 
let  them  do  so'fix  his  salary,  and  forbid  him  to  ac- 
cept a  cent  outside  of  it.  Let  the  city  do  the  same 
thing.  These  corruptionists  on  the  city  police, who 
accept  bribes  and  gifts,  are  a  mere  fence  for  crime, 
instead  of  protectors  of  the  public  peace.  When 
Mayor  Bryant  and  Chief  Ellis  were  elected,  it  was 
hoped  that  we  should  have  some  vigorous  measures 
inaugurated  against  these  low  elements,  and  the 
places  that  make  them.  But  we  have  been  in  a 
great  measure  disappointed.  The  Mayor  has  made 
some  efforts  in  the  right  direction.  But  we  need 
more.  The  people  demand  a  thorough  execution 
of  the  law. 

Let  all  disreputable  houses  be  visited  repeatedly, 
their  licences  be  withdrawn  for  disorder,  and  all 
hoodlumism  put  under  a  severe  discipline. 

But  above  all,and  first  of  al),the  hoodlum  element 
must  be  ejected  from  the  Police  itself.  There  is  too 
much  Romanism  round  the  Police  Office,  and  the 
Sheriff's  Office  too.  The  Catholics  are  the  crim- 
inals' of  our  city.  They  need  watching  and  re- 
pressing; And  other  Catholics  are  not  the  men  to 
do  it.  The  fathers  of  hoodlums  cannot  be  efficient 
Policemen. 

Our  Artist  has  given  us  a  little  scene  this  week 
from  one  of  our  iow  saloons,in  which  one  man  was 
killed,  and  a  worthy  member  of  the  Police  Force 
shot,  and^in  danger  of  death. 

In  this  case  the  main  cause  of  the.  disturbance 
was  two  young  hoodlums,  sons  of  an  Irish  Ro- 
man Catholic  Policeman.  These  scions  of  crime 
were  probably  supported  out  of  their  father's  pay. 
They  were  educated  at  the  Catholic  school,  and 


their  morals  attended  to  by  the  priest,  and  here  is 
the    result. 

This  is  why  the  people  of  this  city  have  voted 
the  Republican  ticket.  They  do  not  want  any  more 
of  this  sort  of  city  government.  They  want  our  Po- 
lice and  Sheriff's  officers  to  be  men  who  love  and 
honor  American  institutions,and  will  try  to  sustain 
them,  and  have  no  affiliation  with  the  criminal  and 
dangerous  classes. 

And  they  are  right.  We  can  never  have  a  good 
government  anywhere,  in  the  hands  of  men  who  be- 
lieve that  the  Pope  is  God,  and  the  people  have  no 
right  only  to  obey  his  commands. 

If  Mayor  Bryant  and  his  party  ever  expect  to  carry 
another  eleciion,they  must  cleanse  our  public  offices 
of  this  Papal  element.  •

The  people, too,  will  come  to  the  rescue,  and  the 
legislature, if  need  be.will  take  these  Bulls  of  Bash, 
an  by  the  horns. 

We  cannot  have  an  embargo  laid  on  our  beef 
and  we  will  not  for  any  men's  persuasion.  Who- 
ever proposes  such  a  thing  must  go  to  the  wal],how- 
ever  rich  and  influential. 

In  other  cities  the  people  have  suddenly  resolved 
not  to  buy  a  pound  of  beef  for  a  week  at  a  time, 
rather  than  submit  to  such  wicked  contrivances. 
And  we  can  do  so  here.  We  will  teach  these  fel- 
lowsjhow  to  behave  like  human  beings,  if  it  takes 
us  all  summer. 

Already  the  galled  jade  winces.  Even  the  Utile 
newsboys  knew  Lux  from  the  picture  we  gave  of 
him  last  week.

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LETTERS  FROM  ROME. 


No.  1. 


Editor  Jolly  Giant,  Sik  : — I  am  sensible,  that 
by  this  time  you  cannot  but  be  desirous  to  have 
some  account  of  the  entertainment  J  that  I  have  met 
■with  in  Rome;  for  as  you  have  often  heard  me  de- 
clare a  very  high  opinion  of  the  pleasure  which  a 
curious  man  might  reasonably  expect  to  find  in  it, 
so  you  will  be  impatient  to  hear  how  far  my  ex- 
pectation has  been  answered,  and  my  curiosity  sat- 
isfied. You  have  observed,  without  doubt,  from 
my  former  letters,  that  the  pleasure  of  my  travels 
seemed  to  grow  upon  me  in  proportion  to  the  pro- 
gress which  I  made  on  my  journey,  and  to  my  ap- 
proach towards  Rome;  and  that  every  place, which 
1  had  seen  the  last,  still  pleased  me  the  most.  This 
was  certainly  true  in  my  road  through  Lyons,  Tu- 
rin, Genoa.'Florence,  but  is  much  more  remarka- 
bly so  with- regard  to  Rome;  which,  of  all  the 
places  that  I  have  yet  6een,  or  ever  shall  see,  is  by 
far  the  most  delightful ;  since  all  those  very  things, 
which  had  recommended  any  other  place  to  me, 
and  which  I  had  been  admiring  before,  single  and 
dispersed,  in  the  several  cities  through  which  I 
passed,  may  be  seen  in  Rome,  as  it  were  in  one 
view,  and  not  only  in  greater  plenty,  but  in  greater 
perfection. 

I  have  often  been  thinking,  that  this  voyage  to 
Italy  might  properly  enough  be  compared  to  the 
common  stages  and  journey  of  life.  At  our  setting 
out  through  "France,  the  pleasures  that  we  find.like 
those  of  our  youth,  are  of  the  gay  fluttering  kind, 
•which  grow  by  degrees,  as  we  advance  towards 
Italy,  more  solid,  manly,  and  rational,  but  attain 
not  their  full  perfection  till  we  reach  Rome;  from 
which  point  we  no  sooner  turn  homewards,  than 
they  begin  again  gradually  to  decline;  and  though 
sustained  for  a  while  in  some  degree  of  vigor 
through  the  other  stages  and  cities  of  Italy,  yet, 
dwindle  at  last  Into  weariness  and  fatigue,  and  a 
desire  to  beat  home;  where  the  traveler  finishes 
his  course,  as  the  old  man  does  his  days,  with  the 
usual  privilege  of  being  tiresome  to  his  friends,  by 
a  perpetual  repetition  of  past  adventures. 

But  to  return  to  my  story.  Rome  is  certainly  of 
all  cities  in  the  world  the  most  entertaining  to 
strangers;  for  whether  we  consider  it.  in  its  ancient 
or  present,  its  civil  or  ecclesiastical  state;  whether 
we  admire  the  great  perfection  of  arts  in  the  noble 
remains  of  old  Rome;  or  the  revival  of  the  same 
arts  in  the  beautiful  ornaments  of  modern  Rome; 
every  one,  of  what  genius  or  taste  soever,  will  be 
sure  to  find  something  or  other,  that  will  deserve 
his  attention,  and  engage  his  curiosity;  and  even 
those,  who  have  no  particular  taste  or  regard  at  all 
for  things  curious,  but  travel  merely  for  the  sake 
of  fashion,  and  to  waste  time,  will  still  spend  that 
time  with  more  satisfaction  at  Rome,  than"  any- 
where else,  from  that  easy  manner  in  which  they 
find  themselves  accommodated  with  all  the  con 
veniences  of  life;  that  general  civility  and  respect 
to  strangers ;  that  quiet  and  security,  which  every 
man  of  prudence  is  sure  to  find  in  it.  But  one  thing 
is  certainly  peculiar  to  this  city;  that  though  trav- 
elers have  generally  been  so  copious  in  their  de- 
scriptions of  it,  and  there  are  published  in  all  parts 
of  Europe  such  voluminous  collections  of  its  cur 
iosities,  yet  it  is  a  subject,  never  to  be  exhausted; 
since  in  the  infinite  variety  of  entertainment  which 
it  affords,  every  judicious  observer  will  necessari 
ly  find  something  or  other,  that  has  either  escaped 
the  researches  of  others,  or  that  will  at  least  afford 
matter  for  more  particular  and  curious  remarks, 
than  a  common  traveler  is  capable  of  making,  or  a 
general  collector  has  time  to  reflect  on.  The  learn- 
ed Montfaucon,  speaking  of  the  Villa  of  Prince 
Borghese,  says,  "though  its  antique  monuments 
and  rarities  have  been  a  hundred  times  described 
in  print,  that  many  more  of  them  still  have  been 
overlooked  and  omitted,  than  are  yet  published." 
And  if  this  be  true  of  one  single  collection,  what 
an  idea  must  we  have  of  the  immense  treasure  of 
the  same  kind  which  the  whole  city  is  able  to 
furnish  ? 


As  for  my  own  journey  to  the  place,  it  was  not,  I 
own,  any  motive  of  devotion,  which  draws  so  many 
others  hither,  that  occasioned  it.  My  zeal  was  not 
bent  on  visiting  the  holy  thresholds  of  the  Apostles, 
or  kissing  the  feet  of  their  successor.  I  knew,  that 
their  ecclesiastical  antiquities  were  mostly  fabulous 
and  legendary;  supported  by  fictions  and  impos- 
tures, too  gross  to  employ  the  attention  of  a  man  of 
sense.  For  should  we  allow,  that  St.  Peter  had 
been  at  Rome,  (of  which  many  learned  men  how- 
ever have  doubted)  yet  they  had  not,  I  knew,  any 
authentic  monuments  remaining  of  him;  any  visi- 
ble footsteps  subsisting,  to  demonstrate  his  resi- 
'dence  among  them.  And  should  we  ask  them  for 
any  evidence  of  this  kind,  they  would  refer  us  to 
the  impiession  of  his  face  on  the  wall  of  his  dun- 
geon, in  which  he  was  confined;  or  to  a  fountain 
in  the  bottom  of  it,  raised  miraculously  by  him 
outof  the  rock,  in  order  to  baptize  his  fellow  pri. 
soners;  or  to  the  mark  of  our  Savior's  feet  in  a 
stone.on  which  he  appeared^to  him, and  stopped  hi  m, 
as  he  was  flyidg  out  of  the  city  from  a  persecution 
then  raging;  in  memory  of  which,  there  was  a 
church  built  on  the  spot,  called  St.  Mary  delle 
Piante,  or  of  the  marks  of  the  feet,  which  falling  in- 
to decay,  was  supplied  by  a  chapel,  at  the  expense 
of  our  Cardinal  Pool.  But  the  stone  itself,  more 
valuable,  as  their  writers  say,  than  any  of  the  pre- 
ciou  ones,  being  a  perpetual  monument  anil  proof 
of  the  Christian  religion,  is  preserved  with  all  due 
reverence-in  St.  Sebastian's  Church;  where  I  pur- 
chased a  print  of  it,  with  several  others  of  the  same 
kind.  Or  they  would  appeal,  perhaps,  to  the  evi- 
dence of  some  miracle  wrought  at  his  execution  ;[as 
they  do  iu  the  case  of  St  Paul,  in  a  Church  called, 
At  the  three  Fountains;  the  place  where  he  was  be- 
headed; on  which  occasion,  it  seems,  "Instead  of 
blood  there  issued  only  milk  from  his  veins;  and 
his  head,  when  separated  from  the  body,  having 
made  three  jumps  upon  the  ground,  raised  at  each 
place  a  spring  of  living  water,  which  retains  still, 
as  they  would  persuade  us,tue  plaiujtaste  of  milk;" 
of  all  which  facts  we  have  an  account  in  Baronius, 
Mabillon,  and  all  their  gravest  authors,  aud  may 
see  printed  figures  of  f5em  in  the  description  of 
modern  Rome. 

It  was  no  part  of  my  design,  to  spen  my  time 
abroad,  in  attending  to  the  ridiculous  fictions  of 
this  kind.  The  chief  pleasure  which  I  proposed  to 
myself  was,  to  visit  the  genuine  remains,  and  ven- 
erable relics  of  pagan  Rome;  the  authentic  moau- 
ments  of  antiquity,  thai  demonstrate  the  certainty 
of  those  histories  which  are  the  entertainment,  as 
well  as  the  instruction  of  our  younger  years;  and 
which,  by  the  prejudice  of  being  the  first  know- 
ledge that  we  acqu.re,  as  well  as  the  delight  which 
they  give,  in  describing  the  lives  and  manners  of 
the  greatest  men  who  ever  lived,  gain  sometimes  so 
much  upon  our  riper  age,  as  to  exclude  too  often 
other  more  useful  and  necessary  studies.  I  could 
not  help  flattering  myself  with  the  joy  that  I  should 
have,  in  viewing  the  very  place  and  scene  of  those 
important  events,  the  knowledge  and  explication  of 
whicli  have  ever  since  been  the  chief  employment 
of  the  learned  and  polite  world ;  in  treading  that 
ground, where  at  every  step  we  stumble  on  the  ruins 
of  some  fabric  described  by  the  ancients;  aud  can- 
not help  setting  a  foot  on  the  memorial  of  some 
celebrated  action,  in  which  the  great  heroes  of  an- 
tiquity had  been  personally  engaged.  I  amused 
myself  with  the  thoughts  of  taking  a  turn  in  those 
very  walks,  where  Cicero  and  his  friends  had  held 
their  philosophical  disputations,  or  of  standing  on 
that  very  spot,  where  he  had  delivered  some  of  his 
famous  orations. 

Such  fancies  as  these,  with  which  I  often  enter- 
tained myself  on  my  road  to  Rome,  are  not,  I  dare 
say,  peculiar  to  myself,  but  common  to  all  men  of 
reading  and  education;  whose  dreams  upon  a  voy- 
age to  Italy,  like  the  deceptions  of  the  Elysian 
fields,  represent  nothing  to  their  fancies,  hut  the 
pleasure  of  finding  out  and  conversing  with  those 
ancient  sages  and  heroes,  whose  characters  they 
have  most  admired.  Nor  indeed  is  the  imagination 
much  disappointed  in  the  event;  for,  as  Cicero  ob- 
serves, "whether  it  be  from  nature,  or  some  weak- 
ness in  us,  it  is  certain,  that  we  are  much  more  af- 
fected with  the  sight  of  those  places,  where  great 
and  famous  men  have  spent  most  part  of  their  lives, 
than  either  to  hear  of  their  aotions,  or  read  their 
works;"  and  he  was  not,  as  he  tells  us,  "so  much 
pleased  with  Athens  itself,  for  its  stately  buildings 


or  exquisite  pieces  of  art,  as  iu  recollecting  the 
great  men  whom  it  had  bred ;  in  carefully  visiting 
their  sepulchres ;  and  finding  out  the  place  where 
each  had  lived,  or  walked,  or  held  his  disputations." 
This  is  what  every  man  of  curiosity  will.in  the  like 
circumstances,  find  true  in  himself;  and  for  my 
own  part,  as  oft  as  I  have  been  rambling  about  in 
the  very  rostra  of  old  Rome,  or  in  that  temple  of 
concord,  where  Tully  assembled  the  Senate  in  Cat- 
aline's  conspiracy,  1  could  not  help  fancying  my- 
self much  more  sensible  of  the  force  of  his  eloquence, 
whilst  the  impression  of  the  place  seived  to  warm 
my  imagination  to  a  degree  alm«st  equal  to  that 
of  his  old  audience.

Turkey  and  Russia  Will  Fight. 


England  and  the  Best  Will  See  Fair  Play 

[SEE    ILLUSTRATION.] 

The  Conference  of  Constantinople  has  met  and 
resolved,  and  by  this  separated. 

England  insisted  that  Russia  shall  acquire  no 
new  territory.  This  seems  to  have  been  conceded, 
and  so  England  and  Russia  shook  hands. 

It  remained  only  to  secure  certain  measures  of 
justice  for  the  Christians  of  European  Turkey.  The 
great  powers  were  not  disposed  to  quarrel  about 
this,  and  a  programme  was  decided  upon,  to  which 
they  all  gave  their  consent. 

It  was  understood  that  they. would  permit  no 
more,  and  Russia  would  be  contented  with  no  le«s. 
The  embassador  of  England  undertook  to  talk  with 
the  Sultan  of  Turkey,  and  bring  him  over  to  these 
terms. 

Had  he  succeeded,  peace  would  have  been  as- 
sured. But  the  Grand  Turk  would  not  accept  the 
terms  for  any  man's  persuasien. 

He  said  they  were  reasonable  enough.  For  him. 
self,  he  would  gladly  accept  them.  But  it  was  im- 
possible. He  would  only  lose  his  throne  and  his 
life,  if  he  did.  He  might  as  well  fight  the  Russians, 
as  his  own  people. 

He  sai<l  he  was  not  only  the  Sultan  of  Turkey, 
but  the  Pope,  as  it  were,  of  all  the  Mussulmans. 
They  held  him  to  be  almost  God,  who  could  do  as 
he  pleased.  They  held  a  Turk  to  be  a  favored  mor- 
tal  who  had  a  right  to  rob  and  murder  Christians, 
at  his  pleasure.  Tbcy  held  a  Christian  dog  to  have 
no  rights  which  a  Turk|was  bound  to  respect  They 
considered  a  Christian,  as  the  Pope  docs  a  Protes- 
tant, in  Spain,  not  fit  to  live  in  the  country,  as  hav. 
ing  no  rights,  and  as  being  proper  objects  of  plun- 
der, torture  and  murder. 

For  him  to  unsay  tbese  things,  and  admit  that 
they  were  not  true,  would  be  to  abdicate,  just  as  it 
would  for  the  Pope  to  admit  that  he  is  not  the  su- 
preme ruler  of  Christendom. 

The  Pope  would  not  do  it,  and  he  would  not  do 
it.  Let  the  Russians  come!  He  will  meet  them  as 
best  ho  can,  and  if  the  British  will  not  help  him,he 
will  stand  alone. 

Like  the  Pope,  too,  he  believes  that  God  will 
help  him,  but  would  like  to  have  some  great  guns, 
and  a  few  ironclads.  He  has  taith  in  large  armies, 
though  he  believes  that  legions  of  angels  are  ready 
to  fight  on  his  side.  The  Pope  thinks  just  the  same 
thing,  but  does  not  like  to  throw  down  the  gauntlet 
against  Bismarck,  depending  on  angels  alone.

CHURCH    PROPERTY, 


The  property  of  Churches  has  in  all  eountries 
been  a  source  of  trouble  and  contention. 

Who  does  it  belong  to,  is  the  primary  question  ? 
Does  it  belong  to  the  government,  the  people,or  the 
priests?  We  are  speaking  of  the  Catholic  Church, 
of  course. 

When  the  Church  has  been  established,supported 
by  taxes,  and  enriched  by  public  donations,  there  is 
no  doubt  that  the  accumulated  property  belongs  to 
the  State,  and  may  justly  be  withdrawn,  whenever 
the  State  chooses  to  take  charge  of  it. 

\Vhen  the  gifts  and  support  have  been  wholly 
voluntary,  the  property  belongs  to  the  people,  to 
those  who  gave  it,  aud  to  their  heirs  foiever.  I*  is 
only  put  in  the  hands  of  the  clergy  in  trust  for  the 
people,  and  for  a  particular   purpose 

In  no  case  can  it  be  the  property  of  individuals, 
to  do  as  they  please  with  it, whether  they  be  priests 
bishops  or  Popes. 

The  Church  is  an  everlasting  corporation  lor  iv 
certain  purpose.  That  purpose  is  to  teach  the  peo- 
ple certain  ideas  and  practices.  The  money  and 
property  given  to  it,  are  given  to  that  idea,  and  not 
to  any  men,  or  set  of  men. 

When  the  German  Gevernment  was  Catholic,  it 
enriched  the  Catholic  Church.  The  Church  taught 
the  people  to  be  loyal,  and  the  State  paid  the 
Church  for  it. 

Now  the  government  is  Protestant.  It  no  long- 
er desires  Catholic  teaching  Nay,  more,  the  Pope 
has  set  himself  in  antagonism  to  the  empire,  and 
says  he  is  the  supreme  power.  And  all  the  Roman 
Catholic  clergy  are  teaching  treason  and  disobedi- 
ence to  the  civil  law. 

Under  these  circumstances  the  empire  refuses  to 
support  the  Church,  and  takes  the  control  of  all 
Church  property. 

And  the  empire  is  right.  The  Church  is  not  the 
Church  it  was.  It  is  changed.  This  infallibility  is 
a  new  dogma.  This  supremacy  of  the  Pope  is  a 
political  danger.  It  places  the.  Church  in  a  new 
position.  It  is  an  enemy,  and  not  a  frtend  of  the 
State.  Aud  the  State  does  right  to  defeud  itself,and 
take  back  its  property. 

Let  us  suppose  lor  a  moment  that  in  our  country, 
this  Roman  Catholic  aud  Apostolic  Church  should 
multiply  its  churches,  and  schools,  and  convents, 
till  they  were  worth  a  thousand  millions  of  dollars, 
or  even  more  than  that. 

Then  let  us  suppose  that  the  "Holy  Father,"  as 
they  are  pleased  to  all  call  him,  should  openly 
curse  and  excommunicate  the  Republic,  and  all 
who  support  it. 

Then  let  him  bless  some  royal  or  imperial  Maxi- 
milian, aud  send  him  over  here  to  conquer  us,  and 
set  up  a  throne! 

Suppose  our  Catholics,  having  a  little  sense  left, 
were  to  abandon  a  Church  that  so  openly  anathe- 
matizes liberty,  and  in  a  body,  leave  its  fold. 

What  would  then  become  of  the  property  of  the 
Church?  Whose  would  it  be ?  Who  would  take 
control  of  it? 

Without  a  doubt,  our  government.  Its  old  pur- 
pose would  be  lost.  The  corporation  would  be 
dead.  There  would  be  no  heirs.  The  entire  mass 
would  escheat  to  the  State. 

Do  you  say  no!  Then  who  to?  The  priests  of 
Romel  The  appointees  of  the  Pope!  Never!  The 
American  people  would  never  permit  them  to  sell 
that  property,  carry  the  proceeds  to  Rome,  and  so 
enable  the  Pope  to  make  war  on  us. 

Now,  Germany  has  just  done  as  we  should  do.  It 


has  taken  charge  of  the  Church  property.  It  says 
that  the  enemies  of  the  State  shall  not  have  it  to  do 
as  they  please  with. 

And  Cardinal  Ledochowski  says  it  is  an  unwar- 
ranted outrage.  He  protests  against  it.  He  says 
that  this  property  was  given  to  the  Church  by  roy- 
al decree,  and  cannot  be  taken  away  without  the 
consent  of  the  Church. 

And  he  is  a  Cardinal  who  talks  thus.  The  State 
gave  the  Church  property  to  teach  religion 
and  loyality.  But  the  Church  has  changed,  and 
now  teaches  papal  supremacy  and  treason.  And  this 
Cardinal  says  the  State  may  not  take  back  its  prop- 
perty  without  the  consent  of  the  Pope ! 

And  this  is  one  of  the  men  who  pronounced  the 
Pope  infallible.  This  stupid  dolt,  who  has  no  bet- 
ter sense  of  right  andjnstice  than  this,  has  pre- 
sumed to  say  that  t'ie  Pope  is  infallible. 

What  monstrous  folly  I  He  and  his  master  too, 
are  far  more  fitted  for  some  lunatic  asylum  than  for 
the  papal  chair,  or  the  Cardinal's  hat. 

And  this  Church  property  question  is  as  impor- 
tant to  us,  as  to  Germany.  The  time  will  come 
when  it  will  be  equally  troublesome. 

In  any  given  country,  if  the  Romish  clergy  are 
permitttad  to  buy,  beg,  steal  and  swindle  the  peo- 
ple out  of  their  property  without  limit,  the  time 
will  come  when  the  Church  will  hold  nearly  all 
the  property  of  the  country.  This  has  occurred  sev- 
eral times  in  different  countries,  and  the  people 
have  been  compelled  in  the  end  to  take  all  back, 
and  begin  again. 

Individuals  die.  The  Church  never  does.  Fam- 
ilies fail  and  die  out.  But  the  Church  never  does. 
It  sells  nothing.  Bit  by  bit,  it  acquires,  and  never 
spends.  In  hard  times  it  begs  the  harder.  In  flush 
times  it  rushes  ahead.  There  is  no  back  set.  And 
in  course  of  time  it  owns  all. 

We  should  limit  and  tax  Church  property.  This 
is  the  only  safe'.y  of  the  people  and  the  State.  Our 
Protestant  Churches,  as  a  general  thing,  hold  noth- 
ing but  pure  Church  property.  But  the  Catholic 
Church  has  uo  limit.  Schools,  monasteries,  nun- 
neries, aud  a  thousand  religious  orders  and  found- 
ations are  ready  to  absorb  all  they  can  get. 

We  must  put  a  curb  ou  them,  or  they  will  event- 
ually shut  off  wilh  our  liberties  altogether.

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THE  HOLY  ROMAN  CATHOLIC 
CHURCH 

Takes  a  Hand  In    Our  Government,  In- 
dorses Gov.  Nichols  of  Ijouisana, 
and  Blesses  His  Inauguration.

The  Holy  Roman  Catholic  ami  Apostolic 
Church,  as  John  W.  Dwindle  calls  it,  is  the  most 
inipud"nt  religious  institution  in  the  world.  It  has 
less  regard  for  the  rights  of  man,  and  for  all  the 
rules  of  common  decency,  than  any  other  power  or 
corporation  whatsoever. 

In  times  past  the  Popes  of  Rome  have  presumed 
to  dethrone  kings  and  emperors,  to  determine  the 
right  of  succession,  and  to  give  its  blessing  and  ap- 
probation, and  with  it, all  the  power  of  tho  Catholic 
world,  to  whomsoever  it  would. 

In  modern  times  it  has  cursed  all  Republics,  all 
government  by  the  people,  and  pronounced  theni 
damnable.  It  has  excommuuicated  Victor  Emanu- 
el, the  chosen  ruler  of  the  Italian  people,  and  would 
dethrone  him  if  it  could. 

In  our  country, it  has  hitherto  been  more  modest. 
We  have  been  a  unit  in  favor  of  Republican  liberty, 
and  Rome  saw  no  chance  to  assail  us, or  our  system. 
Nay,  it  has  pretended  to  accept  of  liberty,  and 
taught  its  followers  to  boast  of  their  valor  and  de- 
votion to  our  constitution. 

But  now  wo  are  somewhat  divided.  The  two 
great  parties  of  our  country  are  pretty  equally  bal- 
anced. There  is  a  chance  for  difficulty  and  misfor- 
tune. The  time  has  come  when  a  meddling 
enemy,  by  favoring  the  one  or  the  other,  may  ag- 
gravate our  differences,  and  plunge  us  into  civil 
war. 

Now  is  the  Pope's  opportunity.  lie  has  cursed 
all  Republics.and  will  do  the  best  he  can  to  destroy 
ours.  He  has  sent  a  Cardinal  of  his  Church  among 
us,  to  wield  his  influence  as  a  unit.  That  influence 
has  been  so  exerted  on  the  side  of  slavery  and  se- 
cession, and  now  to  bring  into  power  the  very  men 
who  sought  to  destroy  our  form  of  government. 

And  now,in  the  State  of  Louisiana.therehas  been 
an  election  for  Governor.  Two  gentlemen  claim  to 
have  been  elected.  Mr.  Packard,  and  Mr.  Nichols. 
Both  have  been  inaugurated  by  their  friends ;  and  it 
is  an  open  question  which  is  the  true  Governor. 

Gur  own  people,who  are  candid,  and  desire  to  see 
fair  play,  our  best  informed  editors,  hesitate  to  say 
which  has  been  duly  elected.  The  President  of  the 
United  States  has  not  yet  accepted  either,  and  will 
not  do  so  without  inquiry.  Congress  will  probably 
be  called  upon  to  determine  which  gentleman  has 
been  elected. 

But  in  the  meanwhile  a  priest  of  the  Holy  Ro- 
man Catholic  and  Apostolic  Church  attended  the 
Democratic  inauguration  of  Nichols,gave  it  his  ap- 
probation and  his  benediction.  The  inauguration 
took  place  in  St.  Patrick's  Hall,  and  Father  Allen, 
representing  the  Pope.blessed  the  whole  affair. 

Now,  we  protest  against  this  impudent  interfer. 
enco  in  our  affairs.  If  this  thing  is  tolerated  in  si- 
lence, Cardinal  McCloskey  will  soon  bless  Slippery 
Sam,  and  pronounce  him,  in  the  name  of  the  Pope, 
President  of  the  United  States. 

Tho  priestsof  Rome  have'done  just  such'things  in 
tho  Republics  of  South  America.  They  are  doing 
the  same  thing  in  Mexico  now.  And  if  we  permit 
them  to  pursue  the  same  course  with  us,  we  may  as 
well  bid  aduejto  liberty  at  once. 

Gur  Artist  gives  a  picture  of  this  good  high 
Church  affair.  It  is  Roman  Catholic  in  every  res- 
pect. The  picture  of  St.  Patrick  is  overhead.  The 
Papal  chair  is  next  to  that  of  the  Governor,  occu- 
pied by  the  Pope's  legate,  the  priest.  Thus  Church 
and  State  are  inaugurated,  and  the  Governor  takes 
his  place,  by  and  with  the  blessing  and  consent  of 
the  priest. 

Democrats  ot  America!  Tou  must  shake  off  this 
Church,  or  it  will  be  your  ruin.  No  Protestant  can 
act  with  you,  while  priests  are  in  your  councils, 
and  order  your  proceedings.  The  priest  has  ruined 
you  in  San  .Francisco,  and  will  everywhere,  if  you 


do  not  teach  him  to  keep  his  place,  and  let  our  pol- 
tica  alone.

library  on  one  occasion,  and  seeing  the  tomes  piled 
one  above  another,  bearing  an  aspect  of  great  eru- 
dition, said  to  himself,  how  easy  it  would  be  for 
me  to  destroy  these  volumes  of  profound  wisdom 
which  have  flourished  for  centuries. 
Thus  it  is  a  fabric  built  by  the  hand  of  knowledge 
may  receive  a  blow  that  will  stagger  it,  or  cause  it 
to  fall,  when  rudely  assailed  by  the  hand  of  effront- 
ery. 

The  dramatic  critic  has  a  profession  that  re- 
quires as  much  study  and  skill  as  any  of  the  pro- 
fessional pursuits  in  life.  He  must  commence  at  the 
a  b  c,  and  gradually  move  on  until  he  reaches  the 
terminus  x  y  z.  He  must  have  a  thorough  knowl- 
edge of  the  subjectho  handles,  the  minutia;  not 
excepted,  not  bringing  it  to  a  ludicrous  smallness, 
however,  as  we  have  before  observed.  How  absurd 
it  would  be  for  a  man  to  undertake  the  erection  of  a 
building,  if  he  had  no  knowledge  of  the  use  of  the 
tools  required  in  its  rearing.  So  it  is  with  an  article 
of  any  kind,  we  must  learn  first  how  to  use  our 
implements  to  the  best  advantage  b»fore  we  can 
successfully  write. 

A  great  many  so  called  critics  do  not  criticize, 
that  is,as  we  understand  it,it  is  beyond  their  scope. 
Great  importance  may  be  attached  to  Mr.  so  and 
so's  appearance.'whether  he  is  sufficiently  deformed 
in  his  part,or  whether  his  hair  is  too  long  or  short, 
or  some  such  idiotic  sentence.  The  acting  is 
generally  dismissed  with  a  wave  of  the  hand, or  a 
short  sentence, — full  of  expression  perhaps.  Shaks- 
pere  says  that  brevity  is  the  soul  of  wit,  and  prob- 
ably he  is  uppermost  in  the  critic's  mind  as  he 
writes.  Critics  in  England  and  Australia  are 
obliged  to  understand  the  drama  thoroughly ,and  to 
be  conversant  with  music  in  all  its  branches,  and 
as  is  natural,  the  criticisms  are  generally  unbiased 
and  correct.  Not  so  at  home,  the  most  eligible  per- 
sonages are  those  who  seem  to  know  the  least  about 
it.    By  their  works  ye  shall  know  them. 

This  country  of  ours  is  a  fast  one.  We  are  obliged 
to  live  fast,  write  fast,  and  eat  fast,  but  we  do  not 
sleep  fast,  nor  do  we  wish  to  die  fast.  That  is  about 
the  only  thing  that  we  wish  to  do  slowly.  Of  course 
we  no  not  expect  an  article  written  on  the  spur  of 
the  moment  will  be  a  finished  piece  of  composition, 
nor  do  we  expect  the  profound  wisdom  of  Doctor 
Johnson,  nor  the  elegant  writting  of  Lord  Chester- 
field, but  we  do  expect  one  that  i3  sound  and  to  the 
point. 

We  would  feign  have  it  to  say  that  some  one  has 
gleaned  an  idea  of  some  profit  to  himself  from 
their  writing;  that  they  have  been  benefitted  by 
its  perusal,  and  charmed  by  its  piimitive  simpli- 
city. We  hope  to  see  a  new  era  of  criticism, and  an 
article  that  shall  be  full  of  the  milk  of  human  kind- 
ness.  •

DuriDg  the  past  two  -weeks  the  Sau  Francisco  Be- 
nevblent  Society  has  had  a  pretty  thorough  exam- 
illation. 

It  was  intended  to  relieve  those  temporary  dis- 
tresses that  seem  to  be  outside  of  the  province  of 
the  workhouse,  or  the  hospital.  Persons  out  of  em- 
ployment, temporarily  sick,  strangers,  and  all  un- 
usual and  -worthy  objects  of  charity,  were  to  come 
under  its  cure. 

The  State  gave  to  it  certain  sums  of  money  from 
the  Police  Court,  amounting  to  five  thousand  dol- 
lars per  annum.  Our  charitably  disposed  citizens 
have  swelled  this  amount  to  nearly  twenty  thousand 
dollars. 

Certain  gentlemen,  Abram  Block,  Captain  Stev- 
ens, W.  W.  Montague,  and  J.  C.  Patrick,  were  ap- 
pointed directors.and  it  was  hoped  that  under  their 
control,  the  means  of  the  society  would  find  their 
proper  objects. 

These  gentlemen  selected  Isaac  S.  Allen  to  be 
their  agent,  and  a  Mr.  Smith  to  be  the  secretary. 
And  the  sequel  shows  that  too  more  unprincipled 
and  graceless  scoundrels  could  not  have  been  found 
in  our  city. 

Why  they  should  have  been  selected,  nobody  can 
divine.  Allen  had  been  suspected  and  marked  for 
a  long  time.  "We  have  ourselves  warned  the  Direct, 
ors  of  the  utter  unfitness  of  this  Allen  for  any  pub- 
lic trust  whatsoever.  Aud  for  such  a  purpose  as 
his,  most  unfit. 


They  were  put  on  their  guard,  and  cannot  stand 
excused  of  gross  and  wilful  negligence,  when  the 
present  facts  are  considered. 

Allen   and  Smith  soon  understood  each  other. 

They  devised  a  system  of  vouchers  which  enabled 
them  to  draw  the  money  out  of  the  safe  at  their  pleas- 
ure. Had  either  been  honest,  he  must  have  discov- 
ered the  falsehood  and  dishonesty  of  the  other,  But 
they  were  alike,  and  pursued  the  same  game. 

When  poor  worthy  persons  appealed  to  them,  no 
poor  house  guardians  were  ever  more  insolent, more 
inquisitive.or  more  penurious.  In  no  worthy  case 
can  we  hear  of  anything  being  given  but  a  few 
meal  tickets  of  fifteen  cents  each,  or  something  in 
that  style. 

But  when  a  little  feminine  beauty  put  ia  an  ap. 
pearance,  the  whole  policy  was  changed.  It  be- 
came liberal,  extravagant,  and  preposterous. 

A  little  while  before  the  great  fire  of  the  German 
Hospital,  a  widow  and  a  good  looking  daughter  ap. 
plied  to  Smith  for  relief.  Allen  was  not  in  this  case. 
In  a  few  days  they  received  as  much  as  fifty  dol- 
lars, in  one  shape  or  other.  Smith  was  a  lrequeut 
evening  visitor  at  their  house.  And  when  that  fire 
took  place,  they  were  the  recipients  of  large  stores 
from  what  was  collected  for  the  sufferers.  They 
lived  far  enough  from  the  fire.  Our  informants  do 
not  know  if  the  young  lady  in  this  case  paid  Smith 
in  the  same  way  that  Miss  Nathan  did  Allen ;  hut 
the  presumption  iB  very  strong  that  she  did.  Allen 
aud  Smith  would  not  expose  each  other.  They 
were  in  the  same  boat.  Miss  Nathan  and  her  moth- 
er found  Allen  himself.  They  told  their  story,  and 
were  liberally  supplied  at  once.  Allen  applied 
to  the  Jews'  Benevolent  Society  for  aid  for 
them.  Between  the  two,  these  poor  persons  were 
set  up  in  a  lodging  house  of  eighteen  rooms,  and 
furnished  for  lodgers,  and  the  rent  paid. 

Allen  did  not  stop  here.  Wood  and  coal  and 
groceries  were  supplied,  out  of  the  society's  fund. 

Nay,  a  piano  was  partly  paidfor.and  the  balance 
of  the  money  promised. 

The  young  lady  got  ten  dollars  to  buy  gloves. 
Theatre  tickets  were  also  bought  for  her.  She  was 
kept  a  fine  lady  out  of  the  bread  of  the  poor. 

She  must  visit  Allen  and  his  daughter.  This 
pretty  pauper  was  highly  honored,  bhe  went  to 
Allen's  house.and  in  his  wife's  chamber  repaid  him 
for  all  his  favors.  The  villain  gave  the  money  of 
the  poor  to  his  mistress. 

She  was  to  become  a  mother.  Here  was  a  new 
difficulty.  Butthe  Benevolent  Society  was  equal  to 
it.  Allen  was  an  adept.  He  got  her  the  proper 
medicine  to  make  away  with  her  child,  and  gave 
her  fifty  dollars  to  go  in  the  country  till  it  was  all 
over.    He  gave  her  other  people's  money. 

She  came  back  all  right,  and  their  happy  rela- 
tions were  resumed. 

The  Benevolent  Society  might  have  been  feeding 
this  happy  couple  till  now,  and  for  years,  but  for  a 
naughty  brother,  who  stepped  in,  and  like  a  torpe- 
do,  blew  the  whole  affair  up  in  our  faces. 

Her  brother  was  a  rough,  a  gambler,  a  disreputa- 
ble scoundrel.  He  discovered  how  the  land  lay,and 
went  after  Allen  for  blackmail.  And  the  society 
made  a  pensioner  of  hirn  too.  Why  not?  It  was 
all  in  the  family.  The  money  came  easy,  and  it 
-went  easy.  And  this  gambler,  when  broke,  went  to 
Allen.and  supplied  his  table  with  liquors  and  choice 
cigars  on  the  Society's  vouchers. 

The  vouchers  were  the  easiest  things  in  the  world 
to  make,  and  just  as  good  as  greenbacks.  This 
brother  signed  a  receipt  for  a  poor  family  to  go  to 
Chicago,  for  a  sick  man,  for  a  helpless  family,  for  a 
a  lone  widow,  the  money  was  paid  to  him,  and  en- 
tered on  the  books. 

But  this  brother  was  an  insatiable  cormorant.  He 
knew  Allen's  secret,  and  he  resolved  to  burst  the 
Society,  and  Allen,  too.  There  was  no  end  to  his 
demands. 

At  last  Allen  hit  upon  a  scheme.  He  would  get 
this  brother  to  swear  before  a  notary  that  he,  Allen, 
was  a  most  proper  gentleman,  and  he  knew  noth- 
ing bad  of  him.  Allen  would  pay  him  for  this,and 
then  no  mote. 

The  gambler  humored  him,  gave  the  affidavit, 
took  his  pay,  and  in  a  few  days  came  again  for 
more.  Then  Allen  saw  danger.  He  must  defy  this 
brother.

All  the  facts  are  on  the  side  of  the  bsother's  state- 
ment.   Not  one  agrees  with  the  affidavit.    The  girl 


has  confessed  all.  She  declares  that  she  was  forced 
by  Allen.  The  drug  store  haa  been  found  where 
Allen  got  the  prescription.  The  medicine  was  to 
procure  abortion. 

Atl  is  known,  and  the  truth  is  as  clear  as  day. 

Our  Artist  has  given  us  a  series  of  pictures  rep- 
resenting Allen's  career  through  life,  and  in  this 
case.  A  more  criminal  and  disreputable  wretch  iffl 
nowhere  to  bo  found. 

We  are  astonished  that  he  is  not  yet  arrested. 
What  are  our  prosecuting  officers  about?  Here  is 
a  man  openly  charged  with  fraud,  embezzlement, 
rape,  adultery,  procuring  an  abortion,  subornation 
of  perjury,  and  we  do  not  doubt  but  direct  larceny 
could  be  proven  against  him.  Why  is  he  at  lib. 
erty? 

In  all  this  time  he  has  beon  getting  rich    He  has 
been  buying  real  estate.    Does  he  propose  to  defendi- 
himself  like  a  man,  and  repay  what  he  has  stolen„f 
should  it  be  proven  against  him?    Not  at  all.    He 
is  preparing  for  the  worst,  by  deeding  his  property 
to  his  family.  '• 

What  should  be  done  with  such  a  wretch  ?  He-f 
is  worse  than  a  murderer.  He  has  robbed  and  in-, 
suited  the  poor,  and  taken  "their  money  to  gratify ' 
his  lust  I  Let  him  be  prosecuted  to  the  extent  of 
the  law  I  Charge  him  with  every  crime  he  has  been> 
guilty  of  I  And  let  his  estate  be  seized  to  meet  liiBg. 
defalcations! 

The  character  of  our  city  demands  no  less.  The 
outraged  poor  will  not  be  satisfied  with  anything 
else !  1 

And  the  Directors,  who  appointed  this  wretch, 
and  whose  neglect  encouraged  him  in  his  crimes,, 
should  resign  at  once,  and  never  again  aspire  to 
any  place  of  public  trust  or  honor.  They  are  un- 
worthy the  confidence  of  any  decent  community. 

Whatever  they  may  do  or  say  in  this  matter  can 
have  no  weight.  They  must  resign,  and  leave  to 
other  and  more  competent  and  honest  men,  the 
work  of  rectifying  their  criminal  blunders. 

We  have  no  evidence  that  they  have  participated 
in  Allen's  vices.  We  trust  they  have  been  merely 
negligent.  But  negligence  is  a  crime  in  such  cases. 
They  were  put  there  to  see  that  the  business  was 
done  right,  and  they  should  have  done  it.

tI  had  not  been  long  a  veiled  nun,  before  i  request- 
of  the  Superior  permission   to  confess  to  the 
^aint  Bon  Pasteur,''   (Holy  Good  Shepherd,)  that 
*  the  mysterious  and  nameless  nun  whom   I  had 
aid  of  while  a  novice.    I  knew  of  several  others 
10  had  confessed  to  her  at  different  times,  and  of 
me  who  had  sent  their   clothes  to  be  touched  by 
*r  when  they  were  sick ;   and  I  felt  a  desire  to  un- 
it irden  my  heart  of  certain  things,  which  I  was 
h|ath  to  acknowledge  to  the  Superior,  or  any  of  the 
KHests. 
'The   Superior  made  me  wait  a  little,  until  she 
_mld  ascertain  whether  the  "Saint  Bon  Pasteur" 
~ as  ready  to  admit  me;  and  after  a  time  returned, 
Tid  told  me  to  enter  the  old  nuns'  room.   That 
partment  has  twelvebeds,  arranged  likc'tke berths 
F  a  ship,  by  threes;   and  as  each  is  broad  enough 
)  receive  two  persons,   twenty-four  may  be  lodged 
pjere,  which  was  about  the  number  of  old  nuns  in 
le  Convent  during  most  of  my  stay  in  it.    Near 
ofn  opposite  corner  of  the  apartment  was  a  large 
irlass  case,  with  no  appearance  of  a  door,   or  other 
yipening,  in  any  part  of  it ;   and  in  that  case  stood 
coie  venerable  nun,  in  the  dress  of  the  community, 
k<Hth  her  thick  veil  spread  over  her  face,   so  as  to 
Conceal  it  entirely.    She  was  standing,  tor, the  place 
igid  not  allow  room  for  sitting,   and  moved  a  little, 
wihich  was  the  only  sign   of  life,   as  she   did   not 
Vjieak.    I  fell  upon  my  knees  before  her,  and  began 
g.jD  confess  some  of  my  imperfections,  which   lay 
eavy  upon  my  mind,  imploring  her  aid  add  inter- 
pjession,  that  I  might  be  delivered  from  them.     She 
,nppearefl  to  listen  to  me  with  patience,  but  still  nev. 
'__r  returned  a  word  in  reply.    I  became  much  affec- 
— 3d  as  I  went  on,  and  at  length  began  to  weep  bitter- 
y;  and  when  I  withdrew,  was  in  tears.    It  seemed 
K>  me  that  my  heart  was  remarkably  relieved  after 
■obis  exercise,   and  all  the  requests  I  had  made  I 
^epund,  as  I  believed,  strictly  fulfilled.    I  often,  after- 
ward, visited  the  old  nuns'   room  for  the  same  pur- 
iose,  and  with  similar  results,  so  that  my  regard  for 
ter  iutercessiou,  were  unbounded. 

What  is  remarkable,  though  I  repeatedly  was 
ent  into  that  room  to  dust  it,  or  to  put  it  in  order,  I 
emarked  that  the  glass  case  was  vacant,  and  no 
igns  were  to  be  found  either  ot  the  nun  or  of  the 
Jray  by  which  she  had  left  it;  so  that  a  solemn  con 
id'lusion  rested  upon  my  mind,  that  she  had  gone  on 
^ne  of  her  frequent  visits  to  heaven. 

A  priest  would  sometimes  come  in  the  daytime  to 
each  to  us  to  sing,  and  this  was  done  with  some  pa- 
rade or  stir,  as  if  it  were  considered,  or  meant  to  be 
Considered,  as  a  thing  of  importance. 
,a)  The   instructions,  however,  were  entirely  repc- 
'orltions  of  the  words  and  tunes,  nothing  being  taught 
hf  ven  of  the  first  principles  of  the  science.    It  appear, 
jd  to  me,  that  although  hymns  alone  were  sung,  the 
Exercise  was  chiefly  designed  for  our  amusement,  to 
ncaise  our  spirits  a  little,  which  were  apt  to  become 
lulepiessed.    Mad  Jane  Ray  certainly  usually  treated 
;erjhe  whole  thing  as  a  matter  ot  sport,   and  often  ex- 
,  ;ited  those  of  us  who  understood  English  to  a  great 
•    iegree  of  mirth.    She  had  a  very  fine  voice,  which 
i0was  so  powerful  as  generally  to  be  heard  above  the 
»  -est.  Sometimes  she  would  be  silent  when  the  other 
)r(iuns  began;  and  the  Superior  would  often  call  out, 
en'Jane  Kay,  you  don't  sing."  She  always  had  some 
trifling  excuse  ready,   and  commonly  appeared  un- 
lcwilling  to  join  the  rest. 

After  being  urged  or  commanded  by  the  Supe- 
■ior,  she  would  then  strike  up  some  English  song, 
>r  profane  parody,  which  was  rendered  ten  times 
nore  ridiculous  by  the  ignorance  of  the  Lady  Su- 
>erior  and  the  majority  of  the  nuns.  I  cannot  help 
aughing  now  when  I  remember  how  she  used  to 


stand  with  perfect  composure  and  sing. 

"I  wish  I  was  married  and  nothing  to  rue." 

"With  plenty  of  money  and  nothing  to  do." 
"Jane  Ray,  you  don't  sing  right.'1   the  Superior 
would  exclaim.  "Oh,"  she  would  reply,  with  perfect 
coolness,  "that  is  the  English  for, 

"Seigneur  Dfeu  de  clemence, 
"Recois  ce  grand  pecheur;" 
and,  as  sung  by  her,  a  person  ignorant  of  the  Ian- 
guage  would  naturally  be  imposed  upon.  It  was 
extremely  difficulty  for  me  to  conceal  my  laughter. 
I  have  always  had  greater  exertion  to  make  in  re- 
pressing it  than  most  other  persons ;  and  mad  Jane 
Ray  often  took  advantage  of  this. 

Saturday  evening  usually  brought  with  it  much 
unpleasant  work  for  some  of  us.  We  received  the 
Sacrament  every  Sunday;  aud  in  preparation  for  it, 
on  Saturday  evening  we  asked  pardon  of  the  Supe- 
rior and  of  each  other  "for  the  scandal  we  had  caus- 
ed them  since  we  last  received  the  Sacrament,"  and 
then  asked  the  Superior's  permission  to  receive  it 
on  the  following  day.  She  inquired  of  each  nun 
who  necessarily  asked  her  permission,  whether  she 
naming  her  as  Saint  somebody,  had  concealed  any 
sin  that  should  hinder  her  receiving  it;  and  if  the 
answer  was  in  the  negative,  she  granted  her  per- 
mission. 

On  Saturdays  we  were  catechised  by  a  priest,  be- 
ing assembled  in  a  community-room.  He  sat  on  the 
right  of  the  door,  in  a  chair.  He  often  told  us  sto- 
ries, aud  frequently  enlarged  on  the  duty  of  enticing 
noviceB  into  the  nunnery.  "Do  you  not  feel  happy," 
he  would  say,  "now  that  you  are  safely  out  of  the 
world,  and  sure  of  heaven  ?  But  remember  how 
many  poor  people  are  yet  in  the  world.  Every  nov- 
ice you  influence  to  take  the  black  veil,  will  add 
to  your  honour  in  heaven.  Tell  them  how  happy 
you  are." 

The  Superior  played  one  trick  while  I  was  in  the 
Convent,  which  always  passed  for  one  of  the  most 
admirable  she  ever  carried  into  execution.  We  were 
pretty  good  judges  in  a  case  of  the  kind,  for,«s  may 
be  presumed,  we  were  rendered  familar  with  the  arts 
of  deception  under  so  accompolished  a  teacher. 

There  was  an  ornament  on  hand  in  the  nunnery, 
of  an  extraordinary  kind,  which  was  prized  at  ten 
pounds;  but  it  had  been  made  and  exposed  to  view 
so  long,  that  it  became  damaged  and  quite  unsalea- 
ble. We  were  one  day  visited  by  an  old  priest  from 
the  country,  who  was  evidently  somewhat  intoxica- 
ted ;  and  as  he  withdrew  to  go  to  his  lodgings,  in  the 
Seminary,  where  the  country  priests  often  stay,  the 
Superior  conceived  a  plan  for  disposing  of  the  old 
ornament.  "Come,"  said  she,  "we  will  send  it  to 
the  old  priest,  and  swear  he  has  bought  it." 

We  all  approve  of  the  ingenious  device,  for  it  evi- 
dently might  be  classed  among  the  pious  frauds  we 
had  so  often  had  recommended  to  us  both  by  precept 
and  example;  and  the  ornament  was  sent  to  him  the 
next  morning,  as  his  property  when  paid  for.  He 
soon  came  into  the  Convent,  and  expressed  the  great- 
est surprise  that  he  had  been  charged  with  purchas- 
ing such  a  thing,  for  which  he  had  no  need  and  no 
desire. 

The  Superior  heard  his  declaration  with  patience, 
but  politely  insisted  that  it  was  a  fair  bargain ;  and 
we  then  surrounded  the  old  priest,  with  the  strong- 
est assertions  that  such  was  the  fact,  and  that  no- 
body would  ever  have  thought  of  his  purchasing  it 
unless  he  had  expressly  engaged  to  take  it.  The  poor 
old  man  was  entirely  put  down.  He  was  cerlain  of 
the  truth :  but  what  could  he  do  to  resist  or  disprove 
a  direct  falsehood  pronounced  by  the  Superior  of  a 
Convent,  and  sworn  to  by  all  her  holy  nuns?  He 
finally  expressed  his  conviction  that  we  were  right ; 
he  was  compelled  to  pay  his  money. 

Some  of  the  priests  from  the  Seminary  were  in 
the  nunnery  every  day  and  night,  and  often  several 
at  a  time.  I  have  seen  nearly  all  of  them  at  different 
times,  though  there  are  about  one  hundred  and  fifty 
in  the  district  of  Montreal.  There  was  adiffeience 
in  their  conduct ;  though  1  believe  every  one  of  them 
was  guiity  of  licentiousness;  while  not  one  did  I 
ever  see  who  maintained  a  character  any  way  be- 
coming the  professsion  of  a  priest.  Some  were  gross 
and  degraded  in  a  degree  which  few  of  my  readers 
can  ever  have  imagined;  and  I  should  be  unwilling 
to  offend  the  eye,  and  corrupt  the  heart  of  any  one, 
by  an  account  of  their  words  and  actions.  Pew  ima 
ginations  can  conceive  deeds  so  abominable  as  they 
practised,  and  often  required  of  some  of  the  poor 


women,  under  the  fear  of  severe  punishments,  and 
even  of  death.  I  do  not  hesitate  to  say  with  the 
strongest  confidence,  that  although  some  of  the  nuns 
became  lost  to  every  sentiment  of  virtue  and  hon- 
our, especially  one  from  the  Congregational  Nun- 
nery whom  I  have  before  mentioned, Saint  Patrick, 
the  greater  part  of  them  loathed  the  practices  to 
which  they  were  compelled  to  submit,  by  the  Supe- 
rior and  priests,  who  kept  them  under  so  dreadful 
a  bondage. 

Some  of  the  priests  whom  I  saw  I  never  knew  by 
name,  and  the  names  of  others  I  did  not  learn  for  a 
time,  and  at  last  learnt  only  by  accident. 

They  were  always  called  "Mon  pere,"  my  fa- 
ther ;  but  sometimes  when  they  had  purchased  some- 
thing in  the  ornament-room,  they  would  give  their 
real  names,  with  directions  where  it  should  be  sent, 
many  names,  thus  learnt  and  in  other  ways,  were 
whispered  about  from  nun  to  nun,  and  became  pret- 
ty generally  know.  Several  of  the  priests,  some 
of  us  had  seen  before  we  entered  the  Convent. 

Many  things  of  which  I  speak,  from  the  nature 
of  the  case,  must  necessarily  rest  chiefly  upon  my 
own  word,  until  further  evidence  can  be  obtained : 
but  there  are  some  facts  for  which  I  caa  appeal  to 
the  knowledge  of  others.  It  is  commonly  known 
in  Montreal  that  some  of  the  priests  occasionally 
withdraw  from  their  customary  employments,  aud 
are  not  to  be  seen  for  some  time,  it  being  understood 
that  they  have  retired  for  religious  study  .meditation, 
and  devotion,  for  the.  improvement  of  their  hearts. 
Sometimes  they  are  thus  withdrawn  from  the  world 
for  weeks:  but  there  is  no  fixed  period. 

This  was  a  fact  I  kuew  before  I  took  the  veil; 
for  it  is  a  frequent  subject  of  remark,  that  such  or 
such  Father,  is  on  a  "holy  retreat."  This  is  a  term 
which  conveys  the  idea  of  a  religious  seclusion 
from  the  world  for  sacred  purposes.  On  the  re- 
appearance of  a  priest  after  such  a  period,  in  the 
church  or  the  streets,  it  is  natural  to  feel  a  peculiar 
impression  of  his  devout  character — an  impression 
very  different  from  that  conveyed  to  the  mind  of 
one  who  knows  matters  as  they  really  are.  Sus- 
picions have  been  indulged  by  some  in  Canada  on 
this  subject,  and  facts  are  known  by  at  least  a  few. 
I  am  able  to  speak  from  personal  knowledge :  tor 
I  have  been  a  nun  of  Soeur  Bourgeoise. 

The  priests  are  liable,  by  their  dissolute  habits, to 
occasional  attacks  of  disease,  which  render  it  neces- 
sary, or  at  least  prudent,  to  submit  to  aiedical  treat- 
ment. 

In  the  Black  Nunnery  they  find  private  accom- 
modations, for  they  are  free  to  enter  one  of  the  pri- 
vate hospitals  whene7er  they  please;  which  is  a 
room  set  apart  on  purpose  for  the  accommodation 
of  the  priests,  aud  is  called  a  retreat-room.  But  an 
excuse  is  necessary  to  blind  the  public,  and  this 
they  find  in  the  pretence  they  make  of  being  iu  a 
"Holy  Retreat."  Many  such  cases  have  I  known; 
aud  I  can  mention  the  names  of  priests  who  have 
been  confined  in  this  Holy  Retreat.  They  are  very 
carefully  attended  by  the  Superior  and  old  nuns, 
and  their  diet  mostly  consists  of  vegetable  soups, 
&c.,  with  but  little  meat,  and  that  flesh.  I  have  seen 
an  instrument  of  surgery  laying  upon  the  table  in 
that  holy  room,  which  is  used  only  for  particular 
purposes. 

Father  Tombau,  a  Roman  priest,  was  on  one  of 
his  holy  retreals  about  the  time  when  I  left  the  nunj 
uery.  There  are  sometimes  anumber  confined  there 
at  the  same  time.  The  victims  of  these  priests  fre- 
quently share  the  same  fate. 

I  have  often  reflected  how  grievously  I  had  been 
deceived  in  my  opinions  of  a  nun's  condition!  All 
the  holiness  ot  their  lives,  I  now  saw,  was  merely 
pretended.  The  appearance  of  sanctity  and  heaven- 
ly mindedness  which  \\\ey  had  shown  among  us  nov- 
ices, I  found  was  only  a  disguise  to  conceal  such 
practices  as  would  not  be  tolerated  iu  any  decent 
society  in  the  ^orld;  and  as  for  peace  and  joy 
like  that  of  heaven,  which  I  had  expected  to  rind 
among  them,  I  learnt  too  well  that  they  did  not  exist 
there.

Americans  I  behold  what  is  going  ou  around  you, 
and  weep  ami  blush  for  your  country,  and  lor  those 
who  arc  becoming  her  citizens. 

As  a  whole,  we  arc  the  uiosl  intelligent,  the  best 
clothed,  the  best  educated,  and  the  most  civilized 
nation  on  the  lace  of  the  globe. 

Theie  is  no  doubt  of  it,  and  there  can  be  none. 
There  is  a  style  of  education  and  refinement  in  the 
old  world  tliat  we  have  not  reached,  and  we  do  not 
want  to  reach  it. 

And  there  is  a  state  of  degradation  among  the 
peasantry  of  Europe  that  we  have  no  parallel  to. 
And  we  want  none  of  that  either. 

We  are  essentially  a  middle  class  people.  Our 
richest  men  are  Intelligent  workers.  Aud  our  poor- 
est, as  a  general  thing,  are  small  property  holders. 
We  have  few  beggars,  flunkies,  and  mere  serving- 
men. 

Our  common  schools  are  open  to  all.  The  chil- 
dren of  the  rich  and  the  poor  sit  down  together,and 
play  and  mingle  without  distinction. 

Our  press  is  the  most  numerous  and  independent 
in  the  world.  It  discusses  all  things.  It  is  replete 
with  all  knowledge.  Tnere  are  no  abler  editors 
on  earth.    And  they  educate  the  public  mind. 

Now,  there  are  two  countries  in  Europe  that  are 
just  the  reverse  of  all  this.  They  have  no  common 
school.  They  have  no  free  press.  They  have  a 
bloated,  pampered,  and  ignorant  aristocracy  They 
have  a  degraded  and  almost  idiotic  peasantry.  They 
have  no  liberty,  no  public  intelligence,  and  no  per. 
mission  to  acquire  either,  until  a  very  late  day. 

In  Europe,  they  are  the  most  dark  and  degraded. 
To  come  from  either  is  a  disgrace.  These  countries 
are  Italy  and  Ireland.  The  Italian  abroad  is  known 
by  his  monkey  and  his  hand  organ.  The  Irishman 
as  the  most  inveterate  beggar,  drunkard,  brawler, 
and  fanatic  in  Christendom. 

Yet  strange  to  say,  these  two  nations  presume  to 
send  priests  to  educate  and  instruct  people  in  the 
United  Slates.

Our  glove  is  down 
against  the  ablest  champion  Rome  can  put  iu  the 
field.     But  darkness  fears  the  light.

About  this  time  my  days  were  days  of  pleasure 
and  excitement.  Every  bishop's  palace  in  France 
was  my  home,  and  every  religious  house.  My  lec- 
tures were  an  entire  success,  and  my  whele  career, 
one  of  fame,  wealth  and  adulation. 

Nothing  could  have  added  to  my  pleasures,  ex- 
cept the  moment  when  I  could  call  the  beautiful 
young  Duchess  de  Lune  my  own. 

And  even  of  that  I  felt  assured.  It  was  but  post 
poned.  In  anticipation  she  was  mine  already.  I 
felt  certain  that  only  the  denouncement  was  want- 
ing. 

But  other  sceues  demanded  my  attention.  Italy 
was  couvuised  from  end  to  end.  Revolution,  the 
cry  of  liberty,  had  gone  up  from  old  Sicily  al 
the  South,  to  Piedmont,  at  the  foot  of  the|  Pyrenees. 
State  after  State  had  been  overthrown,  and  Rome 
itself,  and  the  Holy  Father ,were  in  peril. 

There  came  an  order  for  me,  the  orator,  the  sol- 
dier Jesuit,  who  had  fought  in  Spain,  to  repair  to 
the  Holy  City.and  if  need  be,to  battle  for  the  Pope's 
temporalities.

These  partings  are  a  sort 
of  bitterment.  The  heart  is  stirred  to  its  innermost 
depths,  and  often  exhibits  what  had  been  concealed 
before.  We  leave  people,  on  such  occasions,  con- 
scious that  our' next  meeting  will  be  all  that  wecan 
desire. 

During  these  parting  revels,  the  chateau  de  Lune 
was  often  visited.  And  as  the  end  drew  nigh,  and 
the  last  meeting  was  at  hand,  its  character  was  fore- 
shadowed, by  the  earnest  manner,  the  tender  clasp 
of  hands,  the  kind  solicitude,  the  tearful  doubt,  if 
indeed  we  should  ever  meet  again. 

I  exaggerated  the  perils  to  be  encountered,  and 
although  theladywaa  of  heroic  mould.they  touched 
her  sensibilities,  and  brought  her  tears.  She  would 
insist  that  I  should  come  often,  make  the  chateau 
my  home,  the  gathering  point  for  my  baggage,  and 
the  point  of  my  final  departure. 

And  when  the  end  drew  nigh,  there  were  sighs 
and  tears.  Her  father's  friend,  her  counsel,  her 
guide,  was  going  from  her  side,  she  said;  and  she 
alone  in  the  wide  world. 

On  my  part,  I  said,  "Surely  she  had  other  and 
better  friends.  A  poor  priest,  who  could  only  im- 
portune her  to  turn  tn  Christ,  who  could  ofier  her 
only  the  eonvent,  whose  life  was  devoted  to  a  relig- 
ion she  dispised,  could  be  no  great  loss." 

She  said,  "Ob,  do  not  talk  thus!  Though  I  can- 
not receive,  I  can  never  despise  anj  thtng  in  which 
you  are  engaged,  my  best  and  truest  friend !  And 
did  not  my  father  accept  it  aflcr  all  ?  He  found  rea- 
son to  do  so.and  so  may  I.  But  it  is  not  the  priest, 
it  is  the  friend,  the  philosopher.the  philanthropist, 
whom  I  admire.  I  cannot  comprehend  these  mys- 
terie.3  you  deem  so  important.  But  I  can  compre- 
hend that  my  dear  friend  is  the  perfection  of  man. 
hood  and  the  idol  of  my  poor  admiration." 

At  this  outburst  I  was  constrained,yes,conslrained, 
you  know,  that  is  the  word, — I,  who  am  always  de. 
liberate,  who  do  nothing  without  forethought, — I 
was  so  overcome,  that  forgetting  my  priestly  garb, 
and  the  distance  between  us,  I  embraced  her,  and 
imprinted  a:kiss  npon  her  forehead. 

And  there  she  clung.  The  salute  was  repeated. 
And  still  she  tore  not  away.  Then  I  raised  her 
beautiful  face,  now  wet  with  tears,  and  on  her  lips 
impressed  the  evidence  of  my  passion,  and  my  ut. 
ter  inability  to  control  it. 

And  still  no  sign  of  anger  or  displeasure.  But 
here  I  thought  it  best  to  pause.  We  sat  down.  We 
became  calmer.    We  looked  in  each    other's  eyes. 


All  was  known,  confessed.  No  word  was  said.  But 
no  word  could  have  more  plainly  expressed,  "I  am 
yours.    Call  for  me  when  you  will !" 

And  so  I  departed  for  Italy.  On  the  way  were 
plenty  of  Jesuits  and  priests,  and  volunteers  for  the 
army  crowding  all  the  great  roads.  Italy  was  in  a 
blaze,  and  Fiance  was  warmed  up  by  '  the  reflec- 
tion. 

There  was  no  delay.  Rome!  Rome  is  in  danger, 
was  the  general  cry;  and  on  to  Rome  we  sped  like 
the  wind. 

Arrived  there,  all  was  confusion.  For  priests 
was  no  room.  For  soldiers  every  house  devoted  to 
the  Pope  was  open.  Soldiers  were  wanted.  Priests 
were  at  a  discount.  Luckily  I  was  ei  her,  and  took 
more  kindly  to  the  sword  than  the  cross. 

It  took  no  time  at  all  to  transform  me  into  a  pa- 
pal Zouave;  and  the  Pope  himself  declared  that  he 
had  no  soldier  in  whom  he  had  more  confidence. 

The  Irish  volunteers  were  then  pouring  into 
Rome.  They  found  in  me  a  n&tional  leader.  Irish 
myself,  I  knew  their  humor,  and  could  use  them  at 
my  pleasure.  The  great  difficnlty  was  to  keep  them 
sober,  clean,  and  ready  for  service.  Nothing  could 
have  accomplished  this  end,  but  a  most  ligorous 
system  of  religious  exercises,  that  allowed  them  no 
time  for  drunkenness. 

The  city  was  in  disorder.  All  Italy  was  in  dis- 
order. Garibaldi,  and  his  rabble,  as  we  called  them, 
entered  province  after  province,  and  Rome  itself  was 
threatened  with  insurrection.  We  lay  upon  our 
arms  night  and  day. 

The  citizens  became  more  and  mose  bold  every 
moment.  They  called  meetings,  which  were  sup- 
pressed. They  placarded  the  town,  but  the  posters 
were  torn  down.  The  press  sided  with  the  rebels, 
and  the  Pope  suppressed  the  newspapers. 

At  last,  a  secret  meeting  was  held,  and  a  petition 
signed,  and  men  found  bold  enough  to  ask  to  pre- 
sent it  to  the  Pope  in  person.  They  were  denied, 
of  course.  The  petition  was  received  by  Antonel- 
li.  The  conclave,  or  papal  cabinet,  sat  upon  it.  I 
well  remember  the  day  when  this  was  done.  Rome 
was  stirred  as  never  before.  "Liberta!"  was  the 
common  cry.  The  papal  guards  were  all  out.  The 
Irish,  the  most  rabid  and  furious,  were  held  in  the 
Background ;  but  the  the  Pope  often  blessed  them 
as  his  most  sure  defence. 

The  petition  set  forth  : 

That  the  people  of  Italy  were  about  to  resume 
their  ancient  liberty,  independence,  and  unity. 

That  those  of  Rome  desired  to  join  with  their  fel- 
low-countrymen in  this  movemert. 

That  a  free  government  for  the  City  and  the  Ro- 
man States  was  essential  to  this  step. 

That  therefore,  they,  being  good  Catholics,  and 
with  the  most  profound  respect  for  "His  Holiness" 
and  the  Church,  did  yet  desire  that  such  a  govern- 
ment should  be  inaugurated  as  would  give  the  peo- 
ple a  substantial  voice  and  iufluence  in  public  af- 
fairs, and  enable  Rome  to  affiliate  with  the  rest  of 
Italy.

To  this  the  |Pope  and  his  cabinet  jnade  reply : 
That  Pius  the  Ninth  wis,  by  the  Gr  ice  of  God.and 
the  gift  of  Charlemagne,  time  honored  usage,  and 
divine  right,  the  King  of  Rome,  Vicegerent  "i'God, 
Vicar  of  Christ,  Fontifrx  Maximus,  Supreme  Ru- 
ler of  Christendom,  and  altogether  infallible  and 
above  all  peoples  and  nations. 

That  their  petition  was  an  impertinent  invasion 
of  his  rights,  and  not  to  be  listened  to  for  a  mo- 
ment. 

That  Garibaldi  and  his  crew  were  rebels  and 
schismatics  who  deserved  death  in  this  world,  and 
the  curse  of  the  Church  in  the  next. 

That  the  people  of  Rome  had  no  rights  which 
the  Pope  was  bound  to  respect ;  but  owed  him  obe 
dience  only,  whatever  his  commands  miglit  be. 

That  these  modern  notions  that  all  men  had  in- 
alienable rights  were  damnable  heresies  imported 
from  America  and  France.  That  the  idea  that 
government  should  have  the  consent  of  the  govern- 
ed, was  a  monstrous  heresy  altogether  absurd. 

And  that  His  Holiness  was  and  would  be  king, 
and  do  as  he  pleased,  and  commanded  all  men  at 
the  peril  of  their  lives  and  souls  to  obey  the  same. 

When  this  bold  answer  was  read,  our  Irish  sol- 
diers hurrahed  lustily  .and  invited  the  unarmed  pop- 
ulace to  come  on  and  fight.  They  would  die  for 
the  Pope.  But  they  did  not  die,  and  the  Pope  lost 
his  power.

And 
when  tho  conclusion  is  reached,  it  will  be  impossi- 
ble for  any  one  to  say  with  certainty  that  it  is 
wrong. 

Certain  it  is,  that  some  of  the  States  have  had  a 
full,  free,  fair  election,  and  the  result  expresses  the 
absolute  will  of  the  people  These  States  alone, aro 
entitled  to  solid  consideration, in  the  determination 
of  the  contest. 
In  all  those  where  fraud  and  violence  have  prevail- 
ed, the  result  cannot  have  much  weight  with  sober 
minded  men  Our  Presidential  election  is  not  a 
gamblers'  aud  blacklegs'  arena,  wherein  everything 
is  fair,  aud  the  biggest  ruffian  gets  away  with  the 
prize.  It  should  be  an  honest  effort  to  learn  the 
will  of  the  people,  and  it  must  be,  or  our  liberties 
are  a  sounding  i,rass  and  a  tinkling  cymbal. 

In  all  these  States  there  is  need  of  some  sober  in- 
quiry. Have  the  people  freely  spoken  V  Though 
there  may  have  been  fraud,  or  even  outrage,  if  they 
have  not  materially  affected  the  result,  let  the  vote 
be  counted  as  it  stands.  But  no  honest  man  would 
desire  to  couut  the  vote  of  a  State,  where  the  legal 
voters  had  been  deprived  of  their  rights,  and  the  re- 
turn not  tho  voice  of  the  majority. 

These  things  once  settled,  a  very  few  small  points 
only  remain,  and  perhaps  nine.  The  technical 
proceedings  of  Returning  Boards,  and  the  conduct 
of  the  Governor  of  Oregon,  then  come  up  for  con- 
sideration. 

We  can  give  no  opinion  on  these  cases.  Only 
ihose  w.ho  have  examined  the  law,  and  looked  to 
the  details,  can  be  competent  to  do  so.  But  we  ap- 
prehend that  the  truth  is  not  past  finding  out  in  any 
of  them,  aud  as  the  truth  stands,  let  the  decision 
be. 

In  the  Oregon  matter,  it  would  seem  that  there  is 
no  doubt  of  this,  that  the  people  voted  for  Hayes 
and  Wheeler.  And  a  Democratic  Governor,  know- 
ing this,  has  yet  had  the  hardihood  to  attempt  to 
cheat  them  out  of  their  honest  votes,  by  assuming 
and  exercising  powers  that  are  extremely  doubtful 
Had  he  done  this  to  give  full  expression  to  the  peo- 
ple's will,  good  men  might  have  accepted  the  in- 
tegrity of  his  intention,  though  they  might  doubt 
his  judgment.  But  when  he  thus  steps  into  de. 
feat  the  people,  his  conduct  cannot  have  the  appro- 
bation of  the  candid  and  wise.  It  will  be  utterly 
rejected.  His  flimsy  pretexts  will  be  cast  aside, and 
his  honor,  and  patriotism,  aud  manhood,  be  severe- 
ly questioned.  Already  he  droops  his  head  before 
the  public  condemnation. 

And  what  are  we  to  think  of  our  Governor  of  Cal- 
ifornia who  applauded  and  feted  this  poor  trick- 
ster ?  In  his  speech  before  the  people  of  San  Fran- 
cisco, he  said  there  was  a  conspiracy  to  defeat  the 
people  out  of  their  choice,  meaning  a  Republican 
conspiracy. 

Did  he  tell  the  truth?  Can  he  prove  his  assertion? 
Does  it  become  the  Governor  of  the  State  of  Cali- 
loruia  to  be  thus  reckless  and  false  in  his  charges 
against  a  great  party  of  the  nation?'  Does  it  not 
tend  to  alarm  the  country,  and  inspire  war  ?  What 
are  we  to  think  of  a  mau,  a  chief  magistrate,  who 
can  thus  indorse  aconspirator  against  the  will  of  the 
people,  and  then  charge  others  with  conspiracy  ? 

He  is  beneath  contempt !  There  is  no  conspiracy 
only  of  Democrats,  to  elect  a  president  by  force  and 
fraud. 

'lid  when  they  are  defeated  in  their  nefarious  pur- 


pose, they  cry  out  conspiracy.just  as  the  thief  cries 
stop  thief!" 

We  shall  remember  this  shallow-pated  Governor, 
and  take  care,  if  possible,  that  he  is  Governor  no 
more.

It  is  said  that  quite  a  number  of  our  clergy  have 
signed  an  invitation  to  the  great  revivalists  to  visit 
San  Francisco.

We  are  uot  unware  that  some  means  are  very 
necessary  to  awaken  the  California  mind  to  a  high- 
er and  better  sense  of  human  existence,  aud  set  a 
hundred  thousand  souls  in  the  path  of  serious  life 
that  are  now  lost  in  the  slough  of  despond  and  the 
shadow  of  death. 

AVe  have  altogether  too  many  people  in  our 
midst  who  have  no  religion,  or  irreligion  either, for 
that  matter,  who  never  think  on  the  subject,  and 
so  do  not  care  fo  do  so. 

They  live  for  today.  They  plunge  into  every 
passing  pleasure.  Why  not?  They  have  no  thought 
or  motivo  above  those  of  the  brutes  that  perish. 

If  these  could  be  drawn  together,  aud  spoken  to, 
and  awakened,  and  then  kept  awake,  and  from  be- 
ing thoughtless  things  of  time,  be  made  souls  fitted 
for  eternity,  any  effort,  and  any  sacrifice,  would  be 
too  small  to  set  against  so  great  an  end. 

But  do  these  revival  meetings  effect  this  purpose  ? 
Do  they  really  raise  anybody  out  of  the  shadow  of 
death,  and  set  their  feet  upon  the  path  of  life?  Is 
it  the  right  method?  Is  this  excitement  whole- 
some? Is  it  beneficial,  taking  all  its  results  into 
account? 

Passion  is  not  reason,  nor  does  it  lead  to  reason. 
Intoxication  is  not  the  road  to  sobriety.  And  noise 
and  tumult  do  not  incline  to  calm  control  of  the 
passions  and  affections.  We  fear  that  tl*ere  is 
more  character  and  religion  wrecked  at  these  revi- 
val meetings  than  made. 

What  our  people  want  is  a  little  example !  Show 
them  a  Church  that  is  really  Christian.  Show  them 
a  pastor  who  is  really  like  Christ  I 

Let  our  preachers  collect  together,  if  they  can, 
and  devise  some  way  to  show  our  people  [that  there 
is  really  a  Church  that  cares  for  them,  and  will  do 
its  duty  by  the  poor  and  the  needy. 

This  is  what  we  want.  Not  a  revival  of  passion, 
and  rant,  and  praise,  and  pretense.  But  a  revival 
of  true  Christian  love,  aud  justice,  aud  charity, 
andibrotherly  and  sisterly  feeling,  that  will  make 
all  feel  that  they  are  invited  to  be  brothers  aud  sis- 
ters in  Heaven,  and  made  so  in  this  world,  while  on 
the  way ! 

This  will  revive  religion.  This,  aud  reason,  and 
example,  and  nothing  else  will.  The  age  of  revi- 
vals is  past.  Men  have  lost  faith  in  long  prayers, 
and  turned-up  eyeballs,  and  asking-for  blessings, 
which  mean  only  to  earn  the  preacher's  ten  thous- 
and a  year,  and  leave  the  people  where  they  are. 
They  want  something  different. 

The  revival  will  not  leave  us  one  jot  more  reli- 
gious than  it  finds  us.  The  people  want  more  jus- 
tice, and  less  dogma.

Falsehood  is  not 
necessary  to  help  any  true  religion,  and  honest  men 
will  never  make  use  of  it  for  such  a  purpose.

They  Must  Have  the  Next  City  Election. 

Last  Monday  Our  Han  was  summoned  to  a  meet- 
ing of  the  leaders  of  the  untcrrified  Democracy  of 
the  City  and  State  to  devise  means  for  carrying 
every  precinct  in  San  Francisco,  at  the  next  elec- 
tion. 

All  the  State  and  County  offices  are  to  be  lost  or 
won  this  fall.  The  Presidential  contest  was  one  of 
honor,  but  this  is  a  matter  of  bread  and  butter. 
Here  we  must  not  fail. 

Mayor  Bryant  took  the  chair,  by  common  con- 
sent. Governor  Irwin  modestly  took  a  back  seat. 
Leander  Quint  was  the  orator  of  the  day.  And 
Philosopher  Pickett  was  the  croaking  "raven"  of 
the  occasion. 

It  is  not  necessary  to  say  that  Maynard  was  there 
with  all  the  etceteras  of  the  Central  Committee.  And 
about  five  hundred  caudidates  for  office  graced  the 
occasion. 

With  one  accord  they  passed  the  first  resolution, 
which  reads  thus : 

"The  City  must  be  carried  this  fall  at  whatever 
price." 

This  done,  the  whole  conclave  took  a  drink.  A 
great  weight  was  thus  removed  from  their  stomachs 
They  had  resolved  to  win,  and  it  only  remained  to 
discuss  the  means. 

After  the  recess  and  the  drink,  the  business  bo- 
gan  in  earnest.  The  first  question,  "What  defeated 
us  last  fall  ?"  was  soon  disposed  of.  It  was  sum- 
med up  thus: 

1st.  The  want  of  earnest  reform  in  the  last  legis- 
lature, and  in  the  City  government. 

2d.  The  Irish  Roman  Catholic  odor  of  our  party. 

3d.  The  money  and  patronage  given  to  the  Cath- 
olic Church  in  defiance  of  the  constitution  and  th« 
law,  and  the  wishes  of  our  best  people. 

4th.  The  delivery  of  erring  girls,  of  Protestant 
parents,  to  Roman  Catholic  priests  and  nuns,  who 
are  openly  charged  with  drunkenness,  debauchery, 
abortion  and  mnrder,  and  dare  not  deny  the  charge. 

6th  The  employment  of  Roman  Catholics  in  the 
Sheriff's  Office,  on  the  Police,  and  in  overy  branch 
of  the  City  government. 

*th.  The  election  of  Roman  Catholic  Judges  and 
District  Attorneys,  who  know  nothing  of  the  true 
principles  of  liberty,  but  believe  in  Papal  supre- 
macy, and  who  spend  the  people's  money  in  prose- 
cuting anti-Catholic  papers  for  telling  the  truth  of 
tho  Church  and  the  priests. 

Governor  Irwin  said  these  resolutions  expressed 
the  whole  truth,  he  believed,  and  nothing  but  the 
truth,  and  now,  how  to  get  rid  of  these  objections. 

Leander  thought  the  Catholic  vote  should  begot 
on  easier  terms.  The  Protestants  of  San  Fraucisco 
would  not  consent  to  this  Papal   rule.     He   would 


like  to  hear  what  the  Catholic  Democrats  had  to 
propose. 

Philosopher  Pickett  was  of  opinion  that  the  great 
Democratic  party  should  be  American,  and  not 
Catholic,  and  Bhould  make  no  bargain  with  any 
Church  whatever.  This  Church  alliance,  he  said, 
had  been  the  banc  of  the  party.  Candidates  should  be 
honest  and  fit,  and  not  put  in  office  becauso  they 
belonged  to  a  Church.  In  his  opinion  few  Catho- 
lics were  fit  for  office  in  this  free  country.  They 
did  not  know  what  liberty  meant,  and  they  could 
not  help  to  preserve  it. 

Mayer  Bryant  would  like  to  hear  from  the  Church 
itself.  He  did  not  thiuk  the  Catholic  Democrats 
wanted  to  ruin  the  party.  What  would  they  do  to 
help  us  out  of  this  difficulty.  We  want  to  keep 
them  ;  but  we  caunot  afford  to  disgust  all  our  Pro- 
testant friends  to  do  so. 

At  this  Father  Hugh  Gallagher  made  the  grand 
speech  of  the  occasion. 

He  said  the  Church  would  do  all  that  was  pos- 
sible for  hannouy  and  victory..  The  Church  want- 
ed triumph.  It  would  be  coutent  with  the  spoils, 
in  solid  gold,  and  let  others  have  the  empty  honors. 
Let  Protestants  have  all  the  elective  offices.  Then 
the  people  will  vote  for  them.  But  let  them  prom- 
ise throe-fourths  of  the  appointments  to  the  Church. 
Give  us  half  the  teachers  in  the  common  schools, 
and  you  may  elect  the  School  Board.  You  can  have 
the  Board  of  Supervisors,  if  you-  only  promise  to 
give  the  Church  the  contracts,  the  care  of  the  young 
girls,  aud  control  of  the  hospital,  workhouse,  and 
jails.  These  are  the  best  terms  we  can  offer.  We 
must  have  Catholic  teachers  in  the  schools. 

Mayor  Bryant  thought  they  could  not  win  in  that 
way.  He  said  the  Church  had  been  fed  pretty  well 
this  term,  and  might  now  let  the  party  take  its  own 
course,  so  as  to  pick  up  a  little  popularity. 

Governor  Irwin  thought  the  Mayor  was  right. 

Alexander,  the  orator,  was  of  opinion  that  the 
Church  ought  to  let  up  a  little. 

Philosopher  Pickett  said  the  Church  must  not 
only  let  up  a  little,  but  leave  the  party  to  run  its 
own  engine  altogether.  Priests  had  nothing  to  do 
with  politics.  Rome  could  not  govern  America, 
and  it  was  of  no  use  to  try.  He  said  he  was  a  Pro. 
testant,  and  like  thousands  of  other^Democrats,  had 
nothing  but  contempt  for  the  Pope  of  Rome,  and 
for  all  who  believe  in  his  supremacy  and  infallibil- 
ty.  We  must  show  Hugh  Gallagher  that  we  can  do 
without  his  Church,  or  his  iufluence.  If  Irishmen 
and  Catholics  will  not  vote  the  Democratic  ticket 
unless  we  sell  the  party  to  the  Church,  let  them 
slide.  We  cannot  sell  our  country  and  our  liber- 
ties even  for  the  sake  of  office. 

This  raised  a  perfect  yell  of  approval,  Father  Gal- 
lagher seized  his  hat.  The  Irish  vote  began  to  leave 
Leander  said  it  was  all  true.but  damned  imprudent 
to  talk  so. 

Governor  Irwin  was  afraid  this  would  injure  the 
party. 

Miyor  Bryant  tried  to  procure  order  and  make  a 
speech.    But  it  was  impossible. 

The  meeting  was  at  an  end. 

Our  man  says  it  will  all  be  patched  up,  aud  tho 
party  will  carry  the  City  yet.  Father  Hugh  said 
he  did  not  like  these  talks.  A  private  bargain  was 
much  better.

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LETTERS  FROM  ROME- 

No.  a. 


Ed.  Jolly  Giant: 

As  therefore  my.  general  studies  had  furnished 
mo  with  a  competent  knowledge  of  Roman  history, 
as  well  as  an  inclination  to  search  more  particular- 
ly into  some  branches  of  ils  antiquities,  so  I  had 
resolved  to  employ  niyselt  chiefly  in  inquiries  of 
this  sort ;  and  to  lose  as  little  time  as  possible,in  tak 
ing  notice  of  the  fopperies  and  ridiculous  ceremon- 
ies of  the  present  religion  of  the  place.  But,I  soon 
fouud  myself  mistaken;  for  the  whole  form  and 
outward  dre  ss  of  their  worship  seemed  so  grossly 
idolatrous  and  extravagant,  beyond  what  I  had  im- 
agined, and  made  so  strong  an  impress  ion  on  me, 
that  I  could  not  help  considering  it  with  a  p  articu- 
lar regard;  especially  when  the  very  reason  which 
I  thought  would  have  hiudered  me  from  taking 
any  notice  of  it  at  all,  was  the  chief  cause  that  en- 
gaged me  to  pay  so  much  attention  to  it;  for  noth- 
ing, I  fouud,  concurred  so  much  with  my  original 
intention  of  conversing  with  the  ancients,  or  so 
much  helped  my  imagination, to  fancy  myself  wan- 
dering about  in  old  heathen  Rome,  as  to  observe  and 
attend  to  their  religious  worship;  all  whose  cere- 
monies appeared  plainly  to  have  been  copied  from 
the  rituals  of  primitive  Paganism,  as  if  handed 
down  by  an  uninterrupted  succession  from  the 
priests  of  old,  to  the  priests  of  new  Rome;  whilst 
each  of  them  readily  explained  and  called  to  my 
mind  some  passage  of  a  classic  author,  where  the 
same  ceremony  was  described,  as  transacted  in  the 
same  form  and  manner,  :and  in  the  same  place, 
where  I  now  saw  it  executed  before  my  eyes  ;to  that 
as  oft  as  I  was  present  at  any  religious  exercise  in 
their  Churches,  it  was  more  natural  to  fancy  my- 
self looking  on  at  some  solemn  act  of  idolatry  in 
old  Rome,  than  assisting  at  a  worship,  instituted 
on  the  principles,  and  formed  upon  the  plan  of 
Christianity. 

Many  of  our  divines  have,  I  know,  with  much 
learning,  and  solid  reasoning,  charged  and  effect- 
ually proved  the  crime  of  idolatry  on  the  Church  of 
Rome ;  but  these  controversies  (in  which  there  is 
still  something  plausible  to  be  said  on  the  other 
side,  and  where  the  charge  is  constantly  denied, and 
with  much  sublilly  evaded)  arc  not  capable  of  giv- 
ing  that  conviction,  which  I  immediately  received 
from  my  senses :  the  surest  witnesses  of  fact  in  all 
cases;  and  which  no  man  can  fail  to  be  furnished 
with,  who  sees  Popery,  as  it  is  exercised  in  Italy, 
in  the  full  pomp  and  display  of  its  pageaDtry,  and 
practising  all  its  arts  aud  powers  without  caution 
or  reserve.  This  similitude  of  the  Popish  and  Pa- 
gan religion  seemed  so  evident  and  clear,aud  struck 
my  iuiagiuation  so  forcibly,  that  I  soon  resolved  to 
give  myself  the  trouble  of  searching  to  the  bottom, 
and  explain  and  demonstrate  the  certainty  of  it, 
by  comparing  together  the  principal  and  most  ob- 
vious parts  of  each  worship ;  which,  as  it  was  my 
first  employment  after  1  came  to  Rome,  shall  bo 
the  subject  of  my  first  letter.  Reserving  therefore 
to  my  next,  the  account  that  I  design  to  give  'you 
of  the  antiquities  and  other  curiosities  of  the  place, 
I  shall  find  matter  enough  for  this  time  to  tire  both 
you  and  myself,  in  showing  the  source  and  origin 
of  the  Popish  ceremonies,  and  the  exact  conformi- 
ty of  them  with  those  of  their  pagan  ancestors. 

The  very  first  thing,  that  a  stranger  must  necessa- 
rily take  notice  of,  as  soon  as  he  enters  their 
Churches,  is  the  use  of  incense  or  perfumes  in  their 
religious  offices.  The  first  step  which  he  takes 
within  the  door,  will  be  sure  to  make  him  sensible 
of  it,  by  the  offence  that  he  will  immediately  re- 
ceive from  the  smell,  as  well  as  smoke  of  this  in- 
cense, with  which  the  whole  Church  continues  fill- 
ed for  some  time  after  every  solemn  service;  a  cus- 
tom received  directly  from  Paganism,  and  which 
presently  called  to  my  mind  the  old  descriptions 
of  the  heathen  temples  and  altars,  which  are  seldom 
or  never  mentioned  by  the  ancients  without  tho 


epithet  of  perfumed  or  incensed. 

In  some  of  their  principal  Churches,  where  you 
have  before  you.  in  one  view,  a  great  number  of 
altars,  and  all  of  them  smoking  at. once  with  steams 
of  incense,  how  natural  is  it  to  imagine  one's  self 
transported  into  the  temple  of  some  heathen  deity, 
or  that  of  the  Paphian  Venus  described  by  Vir- 
gil? 

Her  hundred  altars  there  with  garlands  crown'd 

And  richest  incense  smoking,  breath  around 

Sweet  odors,  &c. 

Under  the  Pagan  emperors,  the  use  of  incense  for 
any  purpose  of  religion  was  thought  so  contrary  to 
the  obligations  of  Christianity,  that  in  their  perse- 
cutions, the  very  method  of  trying  and  convicting 
a  Christian,  was  by  requiring  him  only  to  throw 
the  least  grain  of  it  into  the  censor  or  on  the  altar. 

Under  the  Christian  emperors,  on  the  other  hand, 
it  was  looked  upon  as  a  rite  so  peculiarly  heathen- 
ish, that  the  very  places  or  houses,  where  it  could 
be  proved  to  have  been  done,  were  by  a  law  of 
Theodosius  confiscated  to  the  government. 

In  the  old  bass  reliefs,  or  pieces  of  sculpture, 
where  any  heathen  sacrifice  is  represented,  we  never 
fail  to  observe  a  boy  in  sacred  habit,  which  was  al- 
ways white,  attending  on  the  priest,  with  a  little 
ehest  or  box  in  his  hands,  in  which  this  incense 
was  kept  for  the  use  of  the  altar.  And  in  the  same 
manner  still  in  the  Church  of  Rome,  there  is  al- 
ways a  boy  iu  surplice,  waiting  on  the  priest  at  the 
altar  with  the  sacred  utensils,  and  among  the  rest, 
the  Thuribulum,  or  vessel  of  incense,  which  the 
priest,  with  many  ridiculous  motions  and  crossings, 
waves  several  times,  as  it  is  smoking  around  aud 
over  the  altar  iu  differint  parts  of  the  service. 

The  next  thing  that  wili,  of  course,  strike  one's 
imagination,  is  their  use  of  holy  water;  for  nobody 
ever  goe3  in  or  out  of  a  Church, but  is  either  sprink- 
led by  the  priest,  who  attends  for  that  purpose  on 
solemn  days,  or  else  serves  himself  with  it  from  a 
vessel,  usually  of  marble,  placed  just  at  the  door, 
not  unlike  to  one  of  our  baptismal  fonts.  Now,  this 
ceremony  is  so  notoriously  and  directly  transmit- 
ted to  them  from  Paganism,  that  their  own  writers 
make  not  the  least  scruple  to  own  it.  The  Jesuit 
la  Cerda,  in  his  notes  on  a  passage  of  Virgil  where 
this  practice  is  mentioned,  says,  "Hence  was  deriv- 
ed the  custom  of  Holy  Church,  to  provide  purify- 
ing or  holy  water  at  the  entrance  of  their  Churches." 
Aqnaminarium  or  Amula,  says  the  learned  Mont- 
fauenn,  was  a  vase  of  holy  water,  placed  by  the 
heathen  at  the  entrance  of  their  temples, to  sprinkle 
themselves  with.  The  same  vessel  was  by  the 
Greeks  called  Periranterion;  two  of  which,  the  one 
of  gold,  the  other  of  silver,  were  given  by  Cragsus 
to  the  TeniDle  of  Apollo  at  Delphi;  and  the  custom 
of  sprinkling  themselves  was  so  necessary,  a  part 
of  all  their  religious  offices,  that  the  method  of  ex- 
communication seems  to  have  been  by  prohibiting 
to  offenders  the  approach  and  use  of  the  holy-water- 
pol.  The  very  composition  of  this  holy  water  was 
the  same  also  among  the  heathen  as  it  is  now 
among  the  Papists,  being  nothing  more  than  a 
mixture  of  salt  with  common  water;  and  the  form 
of  the  sprinkling-brush,  called  by  the  ancients  as- 
persorium  or  aspergillumm  (which  is  much  the 
same  with  what  the  priests  now  make  use  of)  may 
be  seen  in  bass-reliefs  or  ancient  coins,  wherever 
the  insignia,  or  emblems  of  the  Pagan  priesthood 
are  described,  of  which  it  is  generally  one. 

Platina,  in  his  lives  of  the  Popes,  and  other  au- 
thors, ascribe  the  institution  of  this  holy  water,  to 
Pope  Alexander  the  first,  who  is  said  to  have  lived 
about  the  year  of  Christ  133.  But  it  could  not  be 
introduced  so  early;  since,  for  some  ages  after,  we 
find  the  primitive  fathers  speaking  of  it,  as  a  cus- 
tom purely  heathenish,  aud  condemning  it  as  im- 
pious  and  detestable.  Justin  Martyr  says,  "That  it 
was  invented  by  demons,  in  imitation  of  the  true 
baptism  signified  by  the  prophets,that  their  votaries' 
might  also  have  their  pretended  purifications  be 
water;"  and  the  emperor  Julian,  out  of  spite  to  the 
Christians,  used  to  order  the  victuals  in  the  mar- 
kets to.be  sprinkled  with  holy  water,  on  purpose 
either  to  starve  them,  or  force  them  to  eat,  what,by 
their  own  principles,  they  esteemed  polluted. 

Thus  we  see  what  contrary  notions  the  primitive 
and  Romish  Church  have  of  this  ceremo  uy ;  the  first 
condemns  it  as  superstitious,  abominable,  and  irre- 
concilable with  Christianity;  the  latter  adopts  it  as 
highly  edifying,  and  applicable  to  the  improve' 


ment  of  Christian  piety.    The  one  looks  upon  it  as 
the  contrivance  of  the  devil,  to  delude    mankind; 
the  other  as  thesecurity  of  mankind  against  the  de- 
lusions of  the  devil.    But  what  is  still  more  ridicu- 
lous than  even  the  ceremony  itself,  is  to  see  their 
learned  writers  gravely   reckening  up  the  several 
virtues  and  benefits  derived  from  the  use  of  it,  both 
to  the  soul  and  the  body;  and  to  crown  all,  pro- 
ducing a  long  roll  of  miracles,  to  attest  the  certain- 
ty of  each  virtue  which  they  ascribe  to  it.    Why 
may  we  not  then  justly  apply  to  the  present  people 
of  Rome,  what  was  said  by  the  poet  of  its  old  in- 
habitants, for  the  use  of  this  very  ceremony? 
"Ah !  easy  fools,  to  think  that  a  whole  flood 
Of  water,  e'er  can  purge  the  stain  of  blood!"

Honor  to  J.  "W.  Dwinelle! 


He  Does  Not  Want  it!   He  Would  Rather 
Sot  Have  it-   It  is  Not  Honor- 


One  of  our  contemporaries,  speaking  of  the  city 
of  San  Francisco  aud  its  prosperity,  takes  occasion 
to  refer  to  the  Mission  Church  as  the  mother  of  our 
city.  From  this  he  rambles  off  to  the  Centennial 
of  that  Holy  Church,  and  then  to  the  good  things 
that  were  said,  aud  the  honorable  men  who  said 
them  on  that  great  occasion. 

John  W.  Dwinelle  conies  in  for  a  large  share  of 
his  praise.  John  was  the  oratoi.  John  was  tho 
hero  in  fact  of  that  great  occasion.  John  was 
drunk,  or  crazy,  or  forgetful  of  the  truth,  or  utterly 
regardless  of  all  hut  serving  the  Holy  Roman  Cath- 
olic and  Apostolic  Church. 

We  like  to  give  the  name  in  full.  John  always 
does  so  in  his  speech.  It  does  not  seem  as  though 
we  had  given  full  expression  to  all  its  ignorance 
and  wickedness  and  stupid  barbarism,  unless  we 
give  the  whole  of  its  high  sounding  title. 

But  John  W.  Dwinelle  does  not  now  want  the 
honors  he  earned  on  that  Centennial  day. 

That  speech  will  not  do  him  for  a  campaign  doc- 
ument. Ho  can't  go  to  Congress  or  State  Senate,  or 
even  to  the  Assembly.on  that  speech. 

John  knows  it  now.  He  has  been  interviewed. 
Oh,  too  much  interviewed.  He  is  afraid  it  will 
hang  to  him  till  the  next  Ceutennial.  It  was  a 
gorgeous  speech!  Full  of  extravagant  Rhetoric, 
aud  more  than  rhetoric.  It  was  a  work  of  the  im- 
agination entirely. 

John  has  realized,  that,  like  his  eulogies  of  Na- 
poleon, it  was  not  popular,  and  not  true. 

But  how  to  amend!  How  to  get  even,  is  not  what 
now  troubles  tire  mind  of  the  orator. 

Catholic  thanks  are  not  to  his  taste  just  now.  He 
wishes  they  would  forget  it.  Ho  wishes  everybody 
else  would  forget  it.  If  he  could  forget  it  himself, 
he  would  be  the  happiest  man  alive.

And  no  race  of  man 
n  be  found  utterly  destitute  ot  these  things. 
Had  there  been  a  gradual  develoDement  from  the 
« to  the  other,  this  would  not  have  been  possible 
otone  missing  link  would  fill  this  chasm.  It 
)uld  take  a  thousand. 

And  there  is  not  one,  and  no  trace  of  one.  The 
lole  theory  must  be  rejected  as  a  mere  fabrication 
the  imagination.  Man  stands  alone,  an  original 
lique,  and  isolated  being. 

But  there  are  myriads  of  human  beings  in  every 
ointry,  who,  as  individuals,  appear  to  have  no  en- 
iwmects  above  the  brute.  While  the  superior 
mds  are  diverted  to  God,  the  soul,  and  the  origin 
id  end  of  things,  there  are  millions  who  live  and 
e  with  no  more  definite  ideas  on  these  subjects, 
id  no  more  thought  than  the  dumb  beasts  around 
em. 

These  thoughtless  beings  constitute  the  poor  and 
■jminal  classes  of  our  country.  Just  so  soon  as  the 
ffld  is  awakened  to  thoughts  on  these  higher  sub- 
Cts,  that  thought  tends  to  industry,  thrift,  temper- 
ice  and  morality.  No  matter  what  theory  of  re- 
$ion  be  enterlained,or  evenwhen  there  is  no  theory, 
jtdoubt  of  all,  the  thought  itself,  is  wbatsaves 
e  mind,  from  that  vacant  chaotic  condition,  that 
jres  the  passions  ungoverned,  and  life  without  a 
tpose. 


Doubters  have  never  been  criminals  in  any  large 
degree.  They  hesitate,  they  thiuk,  and  will  uot  do 
reckless  things.  la  no  age  can  not,  outrage  and 
murder  be  charged  to  honest  thoughtful  doubt.  To 
doubt  is  to  thiuk.  And  to  thiuk  is  to  have  a  regu. 
lated  mind. 

The  dangerous  classes  are  those  who  do  not  doubt, 
who  have  no  opiuions.and  do  uot  care  for  any  ;who 
say  with  Solomon,  "Eat,drink  and  be  merry ,for  to- 
morrow  you  die!' '  Or  raiher  those  who  live  thus, 
and  do  not  even  know  or  care  that  Solomon  said 
such  words.     They  are  of  the  earth,  eanhy. 

They  need  awakening.  They  need  alarming, 
They  need  bringiug  to  a  sense  of  their  degraded 
condition.  These  are  they  who  fill  our  jails  and 
alms-houses,  who  fill  all  society  with  terror  and 
alarm,  who  commit  all  our  depredations,  and  are  a 
perpetual  cost  to  the  rest  of  society. 

Next  to  these,  and  sometimes  below  them,  are 
those  who  merely  accept  a  popular  and  esiablished 
laith.  Tl.cy  are  as  thoughtless  as  the  others.  They 
accept,  because  they  are  too  lazy  to  think.  They 
follow,  because  it  is  the  fashion,  the  rage  to  do  so. 
They  know  nothing  of  their  creed.  They  believe 
it  because  it  is  taught  to  them.  Nay,  they  do  uot 
believe  it.    Tliey  only  acquiesce. 

Such  are  the  Catholics  who  follow  the  Pope.  They 
are  the  most  dangerous  classes  of  all.  The  other  non- 
thinkers  are  scattered  and  diverse  in  their  actions, 
and  cannot  easily  be  roused  to  any  bad  purpose!

ROMAN  CATHOLIC  INTOLERANCE. 

A  correspondent  of  the  "Scotsman"  sends  the  foH 
lowing  to  that  paper :—  A  few  weeks  ago  a  Roman 
Chaplain  paid  a  visit  to  the  hospital  of  the  93rd 
Highlanders,  at  Beggars  Bush  Barracks,  Dublin. 
On  the  walls  of  a  ward  were  several  cards.on  which 
were  printed  Scripture  texts.  Those  cards  had 
been  bestowed  by  a  humane  Christian  lady,  who 
frequently  visited  the  hospital,  speaking  a  kind 
and  cheering  word  to  each  in  turn;  the  visits  of 
the  lady  were  much  valued  by  the  men  of  the  93rd.

in  charge  was  inexorable.  The  priest  now  applied 
to  the  principal  medical  oflicer  at  the  station,  and 
last  of  all  to  the  Commander-iu  Chief.  Now  comes 
the  sequel:  In  a  national  Scottish  regiment  essen. 
tially  Protestant,  Romish  influence  has  prevailed. 
The  cards  have  all  been  removed,  and  I  he  lady  is 
excluded  from  visiting  the  hospital!

ARE  CATHOLICS  ON"  THE  INCREASE? 


Recently  a  deputation  from  America  waited  on 
the  Pope,  and  prefeuted  hitn  with  what  they  were 
pleased  to  call  Peter's  pence,  and  some  very  silly 
and  nattering  words  to  the  poor  old  man. 

In  reply,  the  Pope  boasttd  of  the  great  success  of 
the  Catholic  missions  in  the  United  States,  and  said 
he  felt<  great  hope  and  strength  when  he  looked 
across  the  water.and  saw  how  his  Church  was  buil- 
ding up. 

Now  is  this  a  fact?  Is  the  Roman  Catholic 
Church  increasing  in  power,influence  and  numbers 
in  our  country?  Is  it  doing  so  in  a  greater  degree 
than  other  Churches!  Is  its  percentage  of  increase 
greater  than  that  of  the  nation  In  other  res- 
pects? 

If  so,  what  a  sad  commentary  this  is  on  our  poli- 
cy and  our  institutions!  The  Pope  openly  boasts 
that  in  the  Republic,  among  a  free  people,his  re- 
ligion of  sheer,  open,  priestly  despotism  is  gaining 
ground,  and  the  people  going  over  from  civil  and 
religious  liberty,  to  imperial  supremacy  and  eccle 
Biastical  persecution. 

Is  it  true?  Americans!  Is  this  true?  If  it  is,  are 
we  doing  our  duty  to  ourselves  our  country,  and 
the  rising  generation?  . 

We  have  declared  "that  all  men  are  free  and  equal 
and  have  inalienable  lights.  These  rights  are,  to 
think  for  themselves,  to  express  Iheir  thoughts  free, 
ly,  to  have  a  voice  in  the  government,  and  to  use 
that  voice  as  they  think  proper. 

This  is  our  system.  The  Republic  rests  upon 
these  principles.  Destroy  them,  and  liberty  is  no 
more.  When  a  majority  of  our  people  have  aban- 
doned theBe  ideas,  then  the  constitution  of  our  fa- 
thers will  be  a  dead  letter,and  the  Republic  will  be 
no  more. 

And  the  Pope  boasts  that  this  thing  is  being  done. 
He  says  our  people  are  going  over  to  his  Church, 
building  it  up,  and  making  it  a  great  power  in  the 
land.  He  says  they  are  making  converts  among 
us  very  fast ;  not  holding  their  own,  but  making 
headway. 

And  what  do  these  converts  believe  ? 

That  the  Pope  is  all  the  same  as  God. 

That  he  is  the  supreme  ruler  on  earth. 

That  all  people  should  implicitly  obey  him. 

That  government  without  his  consent  is  sinful. 

That  men  have  no  right  to  think  for  themselves. 

No  right  to  express  a  thought  against  the  Church. 

That  heretics  have  no  rights  in  any  Catholic 
country. 

Now  if  the  Pope  is  right,  and  these  opinions  are 
gamining  ground  in  our  country,  what  is  to  be  the 
end. 

The  Pope,  and  our  revolutionary  fathers  contra- 
dict each  other  directty.  Which  of  them  dowefol- 
low?  On  which  basis  shall  we  educate  our  child- 
ren  ?  We  must  follow  our  fathers.  We  must  train 
onr  children  as  Republicans.  We  must  teach  them 
freedom,  and  not  obedience  to  the  Pope. 

But  we  have  Catholic  parents  among  us,  who  be- 
lieve this  religion.and  desire  to  teach  it  totheir  child- 
ren. Shall  they  be  permitted  to  do  so  ?  That  is  a 
very  serious  question. 

If  we  say  no,  what  becomes  of  our  boasted  re- 
ligous  liberty  ?  These  people  modestly  demand  the 
liberty  to  teach  slavery.  Our  Southern  Brethren, 
with  equal  grace  demanded  the  liberty  to  hold 
somebody  in  slavery.  There  is  an  utter  incompati- 
bility in  these  demands.  That  of  the  slave  owner 
led  to  a  bloody  war.  That  of  the  Catholic  will  do 
no  less,  if  it  be  not  nipped  in  the  bud. 


What  then  shall  we  do,  deny  these  people  the 
right  to  educate  their  own  children?  We  cannot  do 
so!  It  would  violate  all  our  ideas  of  civil  liberty. 
They  must  do  as  they  please  in  that  regard. 

But  this  we  can  do.  If  these  people  will  persist 
in  thus  teaching  principles  which  tend  to  subvert 
Republican  liberty, we  can  hold  them  to  a  close  and 
strict  account  in  their  citizenship  and  allegiance. 
And  we  can  see  to  it,  that  no  control  of  our  public 
affairs  is  acco.'ded  to  them,  till  they  show  a  more 
cordial  acceptance  of  American  ideas. 

First  we  should  be  careful  to  see  that  they  are 
properly  qualified  to  become  citizens,  understand 
what  itmean»,and  take  the  oath  without  reservation 
that  they  love  the  Republic,  and  will  support  it. 

And  next,  when  they  introduce  alien  priests  from 
Italy  and  Ireland,  to  teach  them  and  their  children 
Popery  instead  of  liberty,  we  should  throw  around 
them  every  disability  we  can.  Hold  them  strictly 
to  law.  Tax  them  to  the  last  figure.  Examine  their 
religious  houses  and  schools,  and  sec  that  no  trea- 
son is  taught  or  lurks  therein. 

And  lastly,  we  should  be  careful  that  not  a  cent 
of  public  patronage,or  support  is  given  to  a  Church 
and  a  people  who  thus  persist  in  forgetting  their 
oaths,  and  while  they  swear  to  support  liberty,  sus- 
tain only  papal  despotism. 

We  want  free  American  people.  We  want  all  the 
children  of  America  turned  into  such.

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THE  SILVER  QUESTION. 


Can  we  have  a  Double  Standard? 


Financial  Justice! 


Now  listen  to  the  Jolly  Giant.  He  has  a  right 
to  speak  on  this  monetary  question.  He  has  made 
it  a  study  for  forty  years. 

He  has  rend  all,  or  nearly  all  that  has  been  writ- 
ten  on  the  subject.  He  has  weighed  it  well,  and 
after  all  stands  solidly  on  his  old  ground. 

We  cannot  have  a  double  standard,  one  of  gold, 
and  one  of  silver,  without  complication  and  confu 
sion,  always  a  loss  to  the  poor,  and  a  profit  to  the 
speculator. 

No  human  power  can  keep  gold  and  silver  at  their 
present  relative  value,  if  either  the  one  or  the  other 
should  be  produced  in  great  abundance,  while  the 
other  fell  off. 

The  market  must  fix  the  true  value.  Thi9  only 
is  honest  and  fair.  If  it  costs  as  much  to  produce 
a  pound  of  gold,  as  a  hundred  pounds  of  silver,  that 
must  be  the  ratio  of  value.  We  shall  approach  it 
continually,  and  come  to  it  at  last,  in  spite  of  all 
the  enactments   in  the  world. 

And  it  is  right  that  wc  should  do  so.  Market- 
able articles  must  find  their  own  level  in  tne  mar- 
ket. • 

The  farmer  produces  wheat,  potatoes  and  beef. 
The  miner  gold,  silver  and  iron.  The  farmer's  pro- 
duce goes  up  or  down  in  price,  according  to  de- 
mand and  supply.  His  wheat  and  beef  do  notkeep 
any  regular  ratio.  No  legislature  could  make  them 
do  so. 

And  the  miner's  gold  and  silver  must  take  the 
same  chance. 

Jones  and  Sharon,  and  the  stockholders  in  the 
great  silver  mines  would  very  well  like  to  see  Con- 
gress pass  a  law  that  twenty  dollars  in  silver  should 
buy  a  double  eagle.  It  would  help  them  to  get 
rich  to  exchange  their  silver  for  gold.  It  would  do 
so  for  a  time, at  least. 

But  the  poor  would  be  plundered  by  it  in  the 
end.  The  day  of  reckoning  would  come.  Silver 
would  continue  to  be  produced  till  the  market  was 
full,  and  then  the  revulsion  would  come.  No  pow- 
er could  prevent  it,  and  it  is  silly  and  disastrous  to 
attempt  what  we  cannot  accomplish. 

There  is  but  one  plain,  simple,  honest  and  repub- 
lican financial  policy  for  our    country.    It  is  this: 

Abolish  and  retire  all  paper  money  but  the  gov- 
ment  currency. 

Let  that  represent  the  gold  dollar,  and  let  the 
silver  coin  take  its  chance  according  to  its  market 
value. 

Let  the  currency  be  convertible  into  hoods  bear- 
ing interest,at  the  pleasure  of  the  holder.  Fix  two, 
four,  or  six  years  in  which  to  bring  the  currency 
up  to  a  par  with  gold,  in  this  way : — 

Suppose  currency  to  be  now  worth  ninety-four 
per  cent  in  gold,  and  six  years  is  the  time  fixed  to 
resume,  or  bring   it  to  par. 

Then  let  all  government  salaries  be  paid  in  cur- 
rency, and  currency  be  received  for  all  purposes  by 
the  government,  and  for  bonds  too,  on  demand. 

But  if  this  reduces  the  par  value,  then  on  a  fixed 
eliding  scale,  pay  out  less  and  less,  beginning  by 
paying  the  lowest  salaries  in  gold,  and  end  by  pay- 
ing all,  if  need  be,  till  the  currency  comes  up  one 
per  cent  per  annum. 

At  the  end  of  six  years,  these  things  would  result. 
Currency  would  be  at  par.  There  would  just  be  the 
exact  amount  of  paper  in  circulation  that  the  busi- 
ness of  the  country  requires,  no  moro,  and  no  less. 
The  government  would  be  saving  the  interest  on 
the  entire  volume  in  circulation. 

This  would  not  be  less  than  a  thousand  millions 
of  dollars.  The  same  sliding  scale  would  then 
keep  it  at  Dar  always.  The  people  would  take  all 
the  paper  they  would  need,  and  as  the  population 
increased  the  entire  debt  of  the  nation  would  be 
floated  without  interest.^  After  that  the  profit  on  the 
increase  of  its  volume,  and  all  paper  lost  or  de- 
stroyed would  be  a  clear  gain  to  the  State,  and 
tend  to  reduce  taxes. 


There  are  a  few  objections  to  this  system.  Rich 
hankers  don't  want  it.  Scheming  political  tricks- 
ters don't  want  it.  Congressmen  who  take  bribes 
from  the  bankers  don't  want  it.  It  is  too  plain, too 
honest,  too  sensible.    It  saves  the  peoples    money.

THE   GALLAGHER-THISTLETON 
TRIAL  WAS    BAGGED. 


He  Met|the  Enemy  and  Are  His  ■ 
How  it  Happened. 


A  New  Trial! 


[Correspondence.] 

The  Giant  has  been  very  fortunate  in  the  Courts, 
and  before  Juries,  and  has  no  disposition  to  rail  at 
these  most  proper,  and  usually  well  conducted  in- 
stitutions of  our  country.    And  he  -will  not  do  so. 

Juries  are  liable  to  error.  There  is  nothing  hu- 
man but  what  is,  and  yet,  and  still,  the  Jolly 
Giant  asks  for  nothing  better  than  a  fair  hearing 
before  a  jury  of  his  countrymen. 

This  case  was  tried  on  Tuesday  and  Wednesday 
last,  in  the  City  Criminal  Court,  before  Judge  Fer- 
rell. 

After  a  very  patient  hearing,  the  Jury,  after  a 
consideration  of  about  half  an  hour,  returned  with 
a  verdict  of  guilty.  Tuesday  morning  was  set  for 
pronouncing  the  sentence. 

But  the  defendant  will  move  for  a  new  trial,  and 
believes  that  the  motion  must  be  granted.  If  not, 
there  is  a  higher  Court,  in  which  the  requirements 
of  the  law  are  better  undei stood,  and  that  will  be 
appealed  to. 

judge  Ferral  in  this  case  adopted  the  narrow 
guage  law  of  Campbell,  Ryan,  Murphy  and  com- 
pany, attempted  to  be  forced  the  Giant  us,  in  the 
FatheHarrigton  case.  He  said  so  at  the  outset,and 
all  his  rulings,  and  his  charges  were  on  that  basis. 

We  have  every  reason  to  believe  that  Judge  Fer- 
ral is  sincere  in  this  opinion, and  that  all  his  rulings 
were  dictated  by  his  honest  conviction. 

But  the  Giant  believes  that  conviction  to  be  er-t' 
roneous,  and  will  not  fear  to  go  before  a  higher 
tribunal, and  ask  that  it  be  reversed. 

A  libel  is  a  singular  and  exceptional  crime.  The 
constitution  and  the  statute  so  regard  it,  and  have 
made  provisions  which  take  it  out  of  the  usual  rou- 
tine, and  give  the  trial  some  peculiar  features. 

Why  was  this F  Evidently  because  there  are  so 
many  ways  in  which  a  person  might  be  led  to  utter 
a  falsehood,  and  yet  be  perfectly  innocent  of  any 
crime  or  intention  of  prime. 

It  is  not  necessary  to  enumerate  the  ways.  He 
might  be  drawn  into  it  by  a  criminal  conspiracy  of 
others.  It  might  be  a  sheer  mistake,  which  anv 
man,  however  good  and  innocent  might  make.  In 
the  case  of  a  newspaper,  an  enemy  might  have 
bribed  the  foreman  to  insert  it  without  the  knowl- 
edge of  the  proprietor. 

And  as  crime  mast  have  a  criminal  intent,  what- 
ever tends  to  show  the  intent  should  go  to  the  Ju- 
ry. And  any  circumstance  which  would  go  to 
soften  or  mitgate  the  offence  should  go  to  the 
Court  to  enable  it  to  assess  the  punishment  with 
exact  justice. 

This  is  why  the  legislature  has  said  that  the  Ju- 
ry shall  determine  the  law  and  the  fact,  and  be  the 
sole  judge  thereof.  This  means  that  the  Jury  shall 
inquire  of  its  own  conscience,  in  fact,  "Has  this  de- 
fendant, taking  all  the  facts  into  account.been  guil- 
ty of  a  crime?  Did  he  intend  to  publish  an  injur- 
ious falsehood ?  Was  he  too  negligent,  criminally 
neglegent,  as  to  whether  it  were  true  or  not?  Or 
has  he  only  done  what  any  innocent  and  good  man 
might  do  in  good  faith  ? 

This  is  what  is  meant  by  the  Jury  being  the  sole 
judges  of  the  law  and  the  fact.  All  the  facts  sur- 
rounding the  case,  which  go  to  show  the  motive 
and  the  state  of  mind  and  circumstances  under 
which  the  libel  was  written  must  go  to  the  Jury. 

But  the  Campbell,  Ryan,  Murphy  and  Nye,  and 
now  Ferral  construction,  the  narrow  guage  law, 
shuts  all  this  out.  It  says  no  other  testimony  can 
go  to  the  Jury,  only  that  which  shows  the  words 
o  be  true,  and  uttered  with  a  justifiable  motive. 

Judge  Ferrel  in  this  case  expressly  relied  UDon 
the  ruling  in  the  case  of  Father  Harrington,  held 
some  time  ago,  and  intimated  at  the  outset  that  he 
should  follow  the  ruling  in  that  case. 

And  what  was  it?    This: 

Suppose  you  had  a  neighbor  well  known  to  you, 
and  you  should  get  up  some  fine  morning  and  see 
this  neighbor,  as  you  thought,  riding  across  the 
commons  with  your  horse,  and  on  looking  into 


your  stable  you  find  the  horse  gone.  You  publish 
what  you  conceive  to  be  a  fact,  and  your  neighbor 
charges  you  with  libel. 

It  turns  out  [that  he  had  a  twin  brother,  so  like 
him,  and  dressed  so  like,  that  their  own  mother 
would  not  know  them  apart,  and  this  brother  did 
the  stealing.  Would  anjr  Jury  regard  such  a  mis- 
take as  a  crime?  Wouldauy  just  judge  punish 
such  a  blunder.  And  this  is  only  one;  of  the  many 
defenses  possible  in  such  cases.  And  this  ruling 
leaves  them  all  out.  It  will  not  hear  them,  either  to 
avert  conviction,  or  to  mtigate  the  punishment. 

Such  notions  are  too  narrow.  They  are  not  law, 
either  here,  or  in;England.  The  legislature  did  not 
intend  thus  to  limit  aud  tie  the  Jury,  but  rather  to 
open  the  door  for  a  full  and  free  inquiry. 

We  do  not  hold  that  the  judge  has  nothing  to  say 
in  libel  cases.  He  is  in  place  to  keep  order,  expe- 
dite business,  determine  all  legal  punctillio,  and  to 
read  the  law  to  the  Jury.  But  not  to  interpose  be- 
tween them  aud  a  full  hearing  of  all  that  may  af- 
fect their  consciences,  and  lead  to  a  just  determi- 
nation. 

In  the  matter  of  instructions,  we  are  not  of 
opinion  that  the  judge  should  be  dumb.  But  ver- 
bal instruction  is  objectionable  on  many  accounts. 
It  is  difficult  on  appeal  to  fix  the  exact  words  used, 
and  this  is  of  the  first  importance.  Audit  is  utter- 
ly impossible  to  photograph  exactly,  the  manner 
and  emphasis,  animus  of  the  Court  in  its  delivery. 
In  this  matter  the  Giant  has  ome  ground  complaint. 
The  words  of  Judge  Ferral  were  not  in  themselves 
very  far  from  the  law  of  the  case;  but  the  arrange- 
ment and  expression  were  well  calculated  to  pre- 
judice the  jury. 

On  other  grounds  there  is  ample  reason  for  grant- 
ing anew  trial,  aud  we  have  no  doubt  but  it  will 
be  had. 

And  better  luck  next  time  should  be  the  walck- 
word-.  In  any  case  the  Jolly  Giant  we  hope  will 
still  keep  his  banner  to  the  breeze;  to  his  friends 
warm  and  true;  aud  to  his  adversaries  defiant  and 
aggressive. 

He  should  not  be  afraid  of  the  laws  of  our  Coun- 
try, wisely  administered.  Nor  is  this  the  first  time 
that  loyal  devotion  to  truth  has  been  adjudged  to 
be  a  lie.    We  only  wish  it  could  be  the  last.

on  Monday  evening,  gave  us  a  character  that  is  not 
new  to  our  people,  yet  wheu  well  acted  can  hardly 
fail  to  produce  new  excellencies,  that  may  startle 
us  with  a  wonder  we  had  not  observed  them  before. 
Obenreizer,  the  Swiss,  the  part  which  he  assumes 
in  "No  Thoroughfare,"  is  so  essentially  different 
from  The  Hon.  Bardwell  Slole,  that  it  is  hard  to 
realize  that  the  same  individual  is  the  exponont  of 
both.  When  he  steps  into  the  clothes  of  the  former 
he  entirely  submergesthe  identity  of  the  latter.  Ihe 
idiosyncrasies  of  the  Swiss  merchant  he  has  made 
his  own.  The  broken  accent  and  peculiarly  foreign 
manner,  are  not  allowed  to  be  lost  sight  of  for  a 
moment.  The  leap  from  the  one  part  to  the  other, 
two  extremes  we  might  say,  was  bold,  but  nothing 
in  his  acting  warranted  us  in  saying  that  he  had 
not  succeded  completely  in  his  flight.  His  versa- 
tility is  indeed  remarkable. 

He  shows  the  jealousy  and  vindlctiveness  of  the 
man,  without  bringing  it  out  in  too  strong  a  light. 
He  discloses  it  in  innumerable  little  trifles.  His  ac- 
ting is  symmetrical  throughout,  and  leaves  no  loop, 
hole  for  us  to  see  through  and  find  faultwitlihim.  It 
is  the  critic's  delight  generally  to  criticise  adverse- 
ly, but  we  would  rather  hold  to  the  good,  and  if  we 
touched  the  bad,  as  we  often  are  obliged  to,to  point 
out  the  errors  in  as  pleasing  manner  as  possible.  It 
calls  for  strong  acting.  Its  strength  rather  lies  in 
its  suppressed  passion.  It  is  therefore  more  diffl- 
cult  to  render  evenly. 

The  curtain  ascending  on  the  last  scene,  shows  a 
magnificent  panoramic  view  of  the  Alps  in  all  their 
rugged  grandeur.  The  frightful  chasms  vawning 
on  each  side  of  the  travellers,  the  avalanches  o'er, 
head.and  the  snow  whirling  arouud  almost  burying 
them,  makes  a  fine  picture.  It  is  here  Obenreizer 
has  the  full  chance  to  show  the  torrent  of  his  pas- 
sion. Hearing  the  voice  of  the  girl  he  loves,  who 
has  followed  the  twain  fearing  his  treachery,  he 
jumps  over  the  precipice. 

Mr.  Fecther  gave  a  different  idea  of  this  last 
scene,  and  he  also  added  several  scenes  more  to  the 
play,  finally  terminatsug  his  life  by  poison.  We 
think  the  idea  is  a  bad  one,  as  the  play  is  not  suf- 
flcently  strong  in  Itself  to  interest  the  public  mind. 


In  the  former  way  it  leaves  a  bettor  impression. 
We  do  not  wish  to  compare  the  two  actors.  Mr. 
Fechter  has  the  natural  advantages  of  being  him- 
self  a  foreigner,  and  of  course  so  much  better  ac- 
quainted with  their  idioms. 

Mi.  Florence's  Obenreizer  does  not  eclipse  his 
Hon.  Bardwell.  There  is,  of  course,  more  thought 
given  to  the  firmer,  and  it  is  more  difficult  in  its 
portrayal.  He  gives  both  a  careful  study.  It  is  a» 
if  a  person  should  take  you  in  his  garden,  and  say, 
hero  is  a  red  rose  and  a  white  rose,  choose  between 
tliein.  You  would  select  the  one  that  your  taste  nat- 
urally led  you  to.  So  it  is  with  the  two  characters, 
the  one,  broad  comedy, and  the  other  melodram-  " 
atic. 

The  next  party  who  created  a  deal  of  interest  was 
Mr.  Bishop, in  his  very  ludicrous  part  of  Joey 
Ladie,  the  Ccllerer,  with  his  whimsical  expression 
of  ,lI  takes  in  at  the  pores."  He  extracted  many  a 
laugh  from  the  audience.  His  action  was  good,  and 
he  added  zest  to  what  has  always  been  a  good  sub- 
ject for  the  "low  comedian. 

Mr.  Kecnc  carried  an  uninteresting  part  through 
quite  cleverly.  Mr.  Leman  as  the  old  lawyer  dis- 
played the  usual  characteristics  of  the  bipeds  of 
that  class.  In  a  conversation  with  the  nurse,  Sally 
Goldstraw,  (Mrs.  Saunders)  he  became  quite  indig- 
nant when  she  says,  "Oh,  sir,  what  a  kind  heart 
you  have."

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ALLEN  AND  THE  "MONITOR.', 
He  Denies  Charity  to  Catholics! 

The  "Monitor"  of  last  week  Lad  just  one  little 
tiling  to  say  of  Isaac  S.  Allen,  the  Agent  of  the 
Benevolent  Society.  It  admitted  his  delinquencies 
in  the  matter  of  Miss  Nathan,  and  her  brother,  his 
falsehood,  forgery,  seduction,  abortion,  suborna. 
tion  of  perjury,  and  embezzelement  of  the  Society's 
funds. 

But  it  had  still  one  other  crime  to  charge  against 
him,  which  seemed  to  overwhelm  all  these,  in  the 
sensitive-mind  of  that  benighted  .sheet. 

He  had  set  up  a  religious  distinction.  He  had 
been  very  sparing  to  Catholic  paupers.  Nay.he  had 
dared  to  ask  poor  people  if  they  were  Catholics,and 
when  answered  yes,  he  had  sent  them  away  empty. 

We  cannot  defend  such  conduct.  It  was  wrong, 
if  he  did  so.  But  we  do  not  give  Allen  credit  for 
any  religious  zeal  in  favor  of  Protestism  on  that 
account. 

Allen  was  but  too  glad  to  raise  the  ghost  of  an 
excuse  in  any  case,  for  keeping  the  money  to  him- 
self. If  he  thought  the  Catholic  dodge  would  do, 
he  would  be  sure  to  adopt  it. 

And  there  was  some  reason  in  the  inquiry,  "Are 
you  a  Catholic?"  Catholic  beggars  abound  every- 
where. They  assume  a  depth  of  humiliation  of 
which  Protestants  are  ashamed.  Their  falsehood 
and  importunity  are  both  tiresome  and  disgusting. 
And  then,  with  all  their  cant  about  religion,  their 
crossing  themselves  and  calling  on  the  blessed  Vir- 
gin, many  of  them  are  rank  impostors,  and  beg 
only  for  the  means  of  beastly  indulgence.  On  this 
grouud.Allen,  the  Agent  of  the  Benevolent  Society, 
had  a  right  to  ask  "Are  you  a  Cafhoic?" 

But  there  was  another  reason  still  more  weighty 
with  Allen's  affectionate  soul.  Beauty,  aDd  not 
poverty  was  what  Allen  wanted  to  relieve.  And  if 
the  Catholics  did  not  come  in  for  a  fair  share  of  his 
bounty,  it  was  because  they  are  not,  as  a  generK 
thing,  blessed  with  much  of  that  divine  article. 
There  is  beauty  in  Ireland,  but  it  is  confined  to  lit- 
tle spots. 

Why?  It  is  the  Catholic  religion  that  does  it. 
The  mind  lights  the  countenance.  Where  there  is 
nothing  within  but  darkness  and  slavish  fear,  the 
face  will  put  on  the  gloom  and  despair  that  is  in- 
side. 

Go  to  our  Catholic  Churches !  Look  at  the  wo- 
men as  they  turn  out !  There  is  no  mind;  nothing 
but  slavish  fear.  A  more  (.melancholy  and  homely 
set  of  females  can  nowhere  be  found.  Pain  and 
sorrow,  obedience  aud  ignorance  mark  every 
feature. 

If  a  woman  would  be  beautiful,  she  must  be  free. 
She  must  be  sprightly  and  intelligent.'  These  qual- 
ities in  the  mind,  shine  out  in  the  face.  And  so  do 
the  opposite. 

What  can  you  expect  of  a  woman  who  mopes  all 
the  days  of  her  life  at  the  feet  of  a  dark  priest,  and 
must  obey  his  slightest  command. 

And  Catholic  women  do  this.  They  swear  to  hear 
see,  feel  or  say,  nothing  that  can  injure  the  priest 
or  the  church.  Such  ignorance  is  stamped  on  every 
feature.    Beauty  cannot  live  in  such  a  temple. 

And  so  the  Catholic  Church  did  uot  get  any  of 
Allen's  patronage. 

And  still  another  reason.  Where  Catholic  wo- 
men have  such1  beauty' as  inspired  Allen's  charity, 
■  their  own  priests,  and  even  Archbishop  Alemany 
look  after  them  too  closely  for  a  Protestant  like 
Allen  to  come  fn  between  them.

Among  other  fooleries  of  the  Holy  Roman  Cath- 
olic and  Apostolic  Church,  there  are  certain  days 
on  which  its  followers  may  not  eat  meat. 

We  say  fooleries !  And  we  mean  it  1  What  we  eat 
or  what  we  drink,  unless  it  intoxicates  has  little  to 
do  with  the  spiritual  or  moral  condition  of  a  man's 
mind,  or  with  the  question  of  his  salvation. 

And  Christ  expressly  condemned  such  folly,  when 
he  said,  "Not  that  which  goeth  into  a  man  defileth 
him,  but  that  which  cometh  out."  That  is  the  idea. 
It  is  not  what  a  man  eats  that  makes  him  a  sinner, 
but  what  he  says,  aud  what    he  does. 

Still  the  Catholic  Church  keeps  up  these  old  fast 
days.  Its  priests  and  people  are  trained  to  them. 
They  know  when  they  are  coming  round,  and  ob- 
serve them  as  naturally  as  other  people  go  to 
church,  or  read  their  daily  lessons  in  the  Bible. 

But  priests  and  people  both.will  evade  what  they 
know  to  be  a  silly  form,  and  often  find  very  trouble- 
some, when  they  can  do  so  without  being  seen. 

A  certain  Father  Gallagher,  a  priest  from  Sacra- 
mento came  to  this  city  about  two  weeks  ago,  and 
put  up  at  the  Commercial  Hotel,  on  Montgomery 
Avenue.  The  family  are  Catholics,  and  so  the  good 
padre  felt  quite  at  home. 

Wednesday  was  fast  day.  But  what  of  that.  He 
would  have  a  nice  steak,  so  he  would.

Aith  his  beef,  and  just  about  to  pass  a  delicious 
morsel  to  his  mouth,  when  who  should  come  upon 
him  but  the  lady  of  the  house. 

She  is  a  good  Catholic.  Her  person  is  covered 
over  with  holy  crosses  and  beads,  and  she  carries 
three  bottles  of  holy  water  all,  the  time.  At  seeing 
the  priest  eating  beef,  she  raised  her  hands  in  holy 
horror. 

His  Reverence  at  once  perceived  his  mistake, pro- 
fessed that  he  had  forgotten  the  fast  day,  gave  up 
his  breakfast,  or  finished  on  coffee,  and  bread,  aud 
butter. 

Thh  hypocrite!  Had  the  over  pious  lady  stayed 
away,  he  would  have  put  it  all  under  his  vest,  aud 
gone  off  well  content. 

Did  he  really  forget  the  fast  day  ?  A  priest  forget 
such  a  thiug?  Never!  It  has  been  the  business  of 
his  life  to  learn  just  such  empty  forms.and  to  make 
more  of  them,  than  of  good  manners,  good  morals, 
or  high  intelligence.

Short  Patent  Sermons 

The  higher  law!  What  docs  ii  mean,  uml  what 
does  it  amount  lo?  This  isa  most  important  ques- 
tion, both  fur  the  divine  and  the  politician.  A 
proper  understanning  or  it,  shows  what  is  due  to 
the  State.and  what  properly  belongs  to  the  Church 
lu  our  country,  the  people  make  the  laws.  All 
things  are  determined  by  legal  majorities.  The  ques 
lion  occurs,  Is  this  law  supreme?  Is  it  above  all 
else?  Or  is  there  some  other  law  that  is  superior 
to  the  will  of  the  peoplo. 

Practically, legally,  end  for  all  purposes  of  courts 
and  governineuls,no!  The  governments  and  courts 
rest  upon  the  laws  made  by  the  people, and  can  rec- 
ognize no  other. 

But  really  thero  is  a  higher  law.  Every  man  feels 
and  knows  it  in  himself.  It  has  been  asserted  re- 
peatedly. It  has  come  to  us  in  various  forms.  Some 
ol  them  are  admissible,  while  others  are  wholly  ab 
surd.     We  will  give  a  few  to  illustrate. 

The  Pope  of  Koine  is  the  boldest  exponent  of 
what  he  calls  a  higher  law.  He  declares  that  he  is 
the  representative  of  God, altogether  above  man, and 
human  government;  and  thai  his  will  is  the  highest 
law  of  humanity, kings  and  people  must  bow  before 
it.  Wheneve.  their  laws  conflict  with  His, the  people 
must  yield  to  the  Pope. 

Protestants  object  to  this  claim,  as  altogether  ab 
surd,  groundless,  inadmissible,  despotic,  destruct- 
ive ot  all  human  liberty,  and  to  be  resisted  at  every 
cost. 

But  when  they  do  so, Catholics  say,uWhy  you  too, 
have  a  higher  law.  You  loo  claim  to  have  duties 
and  principles  which  you  will  not  yield  to  the  ma- 
jority. You  will  not  obey  the  law  when  it  violates 
your  conscience." 

And  the  charge  is  true.  Protestants  have  a  high, 
er  law, as  well  as  Catholics.  The  only  difference  is 
that  the  Protestant's  higher  law  is  based  upon  prin. 
ciples  of  eternal  justice,  while  the  Catholic's  is  the 
mere  a-senion  ot  an  assumed,  unauthorized,  unjust 
and  uuproven  claim.  The  Protestant's  higher  law 
is  the  law  of  liberty  and  right.  The  Catholic  high- 
er law  sets  up  a  gross  tyranny  that  tramples  on  all 
right. 

The  constitution  of  the  United  Slates  has  set  out 
and  guarded  this  higher  law  in  its  broadest  sense 
It  does  so  under  the  name  of  the  reserved  rights  of 
the  people.  It  says  all  meu  have  inalienable 
rights  among  these, the  right  of  life,  liberty  and  the 
pursuit  ol  happiness,  freedom  of  thought  and  ex- 
pression and  a  voice  in  the  government's  are  enum- 
erated. 

The  constitution  expressly  declares  that  the  peo 
pie  have  reserved  these  rights,  and  that  neither  Con- 
gress nor  Stale  may  take  them  away. 

Blackstoue.in  England,  lonir  ago,  said  something 
of  the  same  kind,  when  he  said  "All  uuequal  and, 
unjust  laws  are  void.  No  parliament  has  the  pow- 
er to  pass  them 

Blacksiooe,  and  our  revolutionary  fathers  have 
the  correct  idea  of  a  true,  higher  law.  The  inalien- 
able rights  of  man  tore  not  to  be  curtailed.  The  prin. 
ciples  ">f  justice  are  eternal,  aud  no  lawmakers 
may  set  them  aside. 

The  assumptions  of  the  Pope  directly  destroy  the 
higher  law  they  pretend  to  plead.  They  subvert 
equal  justice.  They  strip  all  men  but  the  Pope  of 
all  those  inalienable  rights  which  constitute  the 
true  higher  law. 

As  usual,  the  Papal  pretense  is  a  wolf  in  lamb's 
wool.  It  is  Satun  on  the  throne  of  God.  It  is  ty- 
rauuy  in  the  name  ofliberty.  It  is  despotism  aud 
deaiii  in  the  disguise  of  life  and  freedom. 

When  our  lugilive  slave  law  was  passed  years 
ago,  some  of  our  abolitionists  said  "There  was  a 
higucr  law  that  forbade  them  to  put  chains  upon  a 
slave,  and  no  government  could  compel  them  to  do 
it.     And  they  were  right. 

But  wheu  our  Mormons,  with  their  five  wives 
apiece,  contrary  to  law,  say  that  God  commands  it, 
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they  are  grossly  in  error.  Religious  liberty  has 
reference  to  opinious,  merely,  conduct  must  con- 
form to  law.  Mr.  Colfax  wheu  at  Suit  Lake,  ex 
pressed  (he  true  idea.wheu  be  said  to  the  Mormons, 
■'You  may  think  as  you  please  about  polygamy, 
speak  lor  ii,  vote  for  it,  agilatc  for  it,  but  you  must 
obey  the  law,  till  you  can  persuade  the  people  to 
change  it. 

Under  the  plea  of  a  higher  law,  if  Jews,  or  Cath- 
olics, and  some  other  sects,  choose  to  marry  under 
the  civil  law  of  America,  and  without  the  necessary 
preparation  and  blessing  by  the  Church,  they  are 
denounced  as  adulterer.  This  is  wrong.  Marriage 
is  an  act,  affecting  life  and  property  and  children, 
aud  is  properly  a  subject  of  civil  law. 

The  Stale  must  protect  the  lives  and  fortunes  of 
the  people.  But  it  does  not  pretend  to  regulate  their 
opinions.  Whatever  affects  person  or  property 
may  come  belore  our  courts  and  be  determined.  But 
iu  mere  matters  of  opinion  they  have  no  jurisdic- 
tion. 

It  is  difficult  sometimes  to  separate  the  one  from 
the  other.  The  Pope, with  his  UBUal  arrogance,says 
that  in  all  such  cases,  his  power,that  of  the  Church 
must  prevail.  But  the  rule  in  America  is  the  other 
way.  Our  courts  have  held  that  where  the  two  are 
blended,  where  there  is  the  least  question  of  person 
or  properly  at  slake,  they  have  the  power  to  decide 
And  they  are  right. 

Let  us  suppose  a  case  to  illustrate.  If  a  foolish 
Catholic^will  permit  a  priest  to  flog  him,  believing 
it  lobe  right  aud  the  privilege  of  the  priest;  or  will 
pay  a  tithe  of  his  crop  to  the  Church,  the  law  will 
not  interfere.  But  if  disputes  arise  between  the 
priest  and  bis  dupe  as  lo  whether  he  was  whipt 
willingly  or  not,  or  whether  he  had  in  fact  turned 
over  the  .properly  or  not,  though  the  whole  thing 
arises  from  a  religious  foundation,  the  law  will  in- 
terfere, and  guarde  the  properly,  aud  punish  the 
priest. 

If  the  Church  curse  or  excommunicate  a  man, 
this  is  purely  spiritual,  and  the  law  will  not  inter- 
fere. If  he  is  sill}  enough  lo  regard  such  things, 
the  law  cannot  help  him.  But  if  the  priest  goes 
further,  and  attacks  his  reputation  or  business,  the 
courts  will  protect  him. 

In  America  the  civil  law  is  above  the  spirit- 
ual when  thty  conflict.

The  only  way  in  -which  such  thoughts  were  coun- 
teracted, was  by  the  constant  instructions  given  us 
by  the  Superior  and  priests,  to  regard  every  doubt 
as  aniortal  Bin.  Other  faults  we  might  have,  as  we 
were  told  over  and  over  again,whieh,  though  worthy 
of  penances,  were  far  less  sinful  thau  these.  For  a 
nun  to  doubt  that  she  was  doing  her  duty  in  fulfill- 
ing her  vows  and  oaths,  was  a  heinous  offence,  and 
we  were  exhorted  always  to  suppress  our  doubts,  to 
confess  them  without  reserve,  and  cheerfully  to  sub- 
mit to  severe  penances  on  account  of  them,  as  the 
only  means  of  mortifying  our  evil  dispostions,  and 
resisting  the  temptations  of  the  devil.  Thus  we 
learnt  in  a  good  degree  to  resist  our  minds  and  con- 
sciences, when  we  feit  the  first  rising  of  a  question 
about  the  duty  of  doing  any  thing  required  of  us. 

To  enforce  this  upon  us,  they  employed  various 
means.  Some  of  the  most  striking  stories  told  us 
at  catechism  by  the  priests,  were  designed  for  this 
end.  One  of  these  I  will  repeat.  One  da}',  as 
a  priest  assured  us  who  was  hearing  us  say  the  cat- 
echism on  Saturday  afternoon,  as  one  Monsieur 
*  *  *  *,  a  well  known  citizen  of  Montreal,  was 
walking  near  the  cathaderal,  he  saw  Satan  giving 
orders  to  numerous  evil  spirits  who  had  assembled 
around  him.  Being  afraid  of  being  seen,  and  yet 
wishing  to  observe  what  was  done,  he  hid  himself 
where  he  could  obs-rve  all  that  passed.  Satan  des- 
patched his  devils  to  different  parts  of  the  city,  with 
directions  to  do  their  beat  for  him;  and  they  return- 
ed in  a  short  time,  bringing  in  reports  of  their  suc- 
cess in  leading  persons  of  different  classes  to  the 
commission  ofvaiious  sins,  which  they  thought 
would  be  agreeable  to  their  master.  Satan,  however, 
expressed  bis  dissalistaction,  and  ordered  .hem  out 
again;  but  just  then  a  spirit  from  tlie  black  Nun- 
nery came,  who  had  not  been  seen  before,  aud  stated 
that  he  had  been  tryiDg  for  seven  years  to  persuade 
one  of  the  nuns  to  doubt,  and  had  just  succeeded. 
Satan  received  the  intelligence  with  the  highest 
pleasure;  and  turning  to  the  spirits  around  him, 
said :  "You  have  not  half  done  your  work — he  has 
done  much  more  than  all  of  you." 

In  spite,  h'-wever,  of  our  instructions  aud  warn- 
ings, our  fears  aud  penaaces,  such  doubts  would  in- 
trude; and  I  have  often  indulged  them  for  a  time, 
and  at  iength,  yeilding  to  belief  that  I  was  wrong- 
in  giving  place  to  them,  would  confess  them,  and  un 
dergo  with  cheerfulness  such  new  penances  as  I 
was  loaded  with.  Others  loo  would  occasional- 
ly entertain  and  privately  express  such  doubts; 
though  we  all  had  been  most  sohmnly  warned  bv 
the  cruel  murder  of  Saint  Francis.  Occasionally 
some  of  the  nuns  would  go  further,  and  resist  the 
restraints  or  punishments  impossed  upon  them  ;  and 
it  was  not  uncommon  to  hear  screams,  sometimes 
of  a  most  piercing  and  terrific  kiud,  from  nuns  suf. 
faring  under  discipline. 

Siime  of  my  readers  may  feel  disposed  to  exclaim 
against,  me,  for  believing  things,  which  will  strike 
them  as  so  monstrous  and  abominable.  To  such,  I 
would  say,  without  pretending  to  justify  myself—

nessoflhe  arguments  used,  you  cannot  have  any 
correct  idea.  They  were  often  so  ready  with  re- 
plies, examples,  anecdotes,  and  authorities,  to  eforee 
their  doctrines,  that  itseemed  to  me  they  could  nev- 
er have  learnt  it  all  from  books,  but  mast  have  been 
taught  by   wicked  spirits.     Indeed,  when  I  reflect 


upon  their  conversations,  I  am  astonished  at  their 
art  and  address,  and  find  it  difficult  to  account  for 
their  subtley  and  success  in  influencing  my  mind, 
and  persuading  me  to  any  thing  they  pleased.  It 
seems  to  me,  that  hardly  anybody  would  be  safe  in 
their  hands.  If  you  were  to  go  to  confession  twice, 
I  believe  you  would  feel  very  different  from  w  at 
you  do  now.  They  have  such  a  way  of  avoiding 
one  thing,  and  speaking  of  another,  of  affiirming 
this,  and  doubting  or  disputing  that,  of  quoting  au- 
thorities, and  speaking  of  wonders  and  miracles  re- 
cently performed,  in  confirmation  of  wha  they  teach 
as  familiarly  known  to  persons  whom  they  call  by 
name,  aud  whom  they  pretend  to  offer  as  witnesses, 
though  thev  never  give  you  an  opportunity  to  speak 
with  them— these,  aud  many  other  means,  they  use 
in  such  a  way,  that  they  always  blinded  my  mind, 
and,  I  should  think,  would  blind  the  minds  of 
others. 

It  will  be  recollected,  that  I  was  informed  imme- 
diately after  receiving  the  veil,  that  infants  were  oc- 
casionally murdered  in  the  Convent.  I  was  one 
day  in  Ihe  nuns'  private  sick-room,  when  I  had  an 
opportunity,  unsought  for,  of  witnessing  deeds  of 
such  a  nature.  It  was,  perhaps,  a  month  after  the 
death  of  Saint  Francis.  Two  little  twin  babes,  the 
children  of  Saint  Catharine,  were  brought  to  a 
priest,  who  was  in  the  room,  for  baptism  I  was 
present  while  the  ceremony  was  perlormed,  with 
the  Superior  and  several  of  the  old  nuns,  whose 
names  I  never  knew,  they  being  called  Ma  tante 
Aunt.  i 

The  priests  took  turns  in  attending  to  confession 
and  catechism  in  the  Couvent,  usually  three  mouths 
at  a  time,  though  sometimes  longer  periods.  The 
priest  then  on  duty  was  Father  Larkin.  He  is  a 
good-looking  Eur'opt-au,  and  has  a  brother  who 
is  a  professor  in  the  college.  He  first  put  oil 
upon  the  heads  of  Ihe  infants,  as  is  the  custom  before 
baptism.  tVhen  he  had  baptised  the  children  they 
were  taken,  one  afler  another,  by  one  of  the  old 
nuns,  iu  the  presence  of  us  all.  She  pressad  her 
hand  upon  the  mouth  and  nose  of  the  first,  so  tight 
that  it  could  not  breathe,  and  in  a  few  minutes,  when 
the  hand  was  removed,  it  was  dead.  She  then  took 
the  other,  and  treated  il  in  the  same  way.  No  sound 
was  heard,  aud  both  the  children  were  corpses.  The 
greatest  indifference  was  shown  by  all  present  du- 
ring this  operation  ;  for  all,  as  I  well  knew,  were 
long  accustomed  to  such  scenes.  The  little  bodies 
were  then  taken  into  the  cellar,  thrown  into  the  pit 
I  have  mentioned,  and  covered  wilh  a  quanily  of 
lime 

I  afterward  saw  another  new-born  infant  treated 
in  Ihe  same  manner,  in  the  same  place:  but  the  ac- 
tors in  this  scene  I  choose  not  to  name,  nor  the  cir- 
cumstances, as  every  thing  connected  with  il  is  of  a 
peculiarly  trying  and  painful  nature  to  my  own 
feelings. 

These  were  the  only  instances  of  infanticide  I 
witnessed;  and  it  seemed  to  be  merely  owing  to  ac- 
cident that  I  was  then  present.  So  far  as  1  know, 
there  were  no  pains  taken  to  preserve  secrecy  on 
this  subject ;  that  is,  I  saw  no  attempt  made  to  keep 
any  of  the  inmates  of  the  Convent  in  ignorance  of 
the  murder  of  children.  On  the  contrarj',  others 
were  told,  as  well  as  myself,  on  their  first  admission 
as  veiled  nuns,  that  all  infants  born  in  the  place 
were  baptized  and  killed,  without  loss  of  time;  and 
I  had  been  called  to  witness  the  murder  of  the  three 
just  mentioned,  only  because  I  happened  to  be  in 
tbe  room  at  the  lime. 

That  others  were  killed  fn  tbe  same  manner  du. 
ring  my  stay  iu  the  nunnery,  I  am  well  assured. 

How  many  there  were  I  cannot  tell,  and  having 
taken  no  account  of  those  I  heard  of,  I  cannot  speak 
with  preeisiou;  I  believe,  however,  that  I  learnt 
through  nuns,  lhafr  at  least  eighteen  or  twenty  infants 
were  smothered,  and  secrelly  buried  in  the  cellar, 
while  I  was  a  nun. 

One  of  the  effects  of  the  weariness  of  our  bodies 
and  minds,  was  our  proneness  to  talk  in  our  sleep. 
It  was  both  ludicrous  and  painful  to  hear  the  nuns 
repeat  their  prayers  in  the  course  of  the  night,  as 
Ihey  frequently  did  in  Iheir  dreams.  Required  to 
keep  our  minds  continually  on  the  stretch,  both  in 
watching-  our  conduct,  in  remembering  the  rules 
and  our  prayers,  under  the  fear  of  the  consequences 
of  any  neglect,  when  we  closed  our  eyes  in  sleep, 
we  often  went  over  again  the  scenes  of  the  day  ;  and 
it  was  no  uncommon  thing  for  me  to  hear  a  nun  re- 
peat one  or  two  of  our  long  exercises  in  the  dead 


of  night.  Sometimes,  by  the  timeshe  bad  finished, 
another,  in  a  different  part  of  the  room,  would  bap, 
pen  to  take  a  similar  turn,  and  commence  a  similar 
recitation;  and  I  have  knowu  cases  in  which  several 
such  unconscious  exercises  were  performed,  all 
within  an  hour  or  two.

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Papal  Infallibility.

Well,  it  depends  on  which  way  you  look  at  it. 
Even  good  Roman  Catholics  sec  it  in  a  very  difier- 
uut  light  at  different  times. 

Cardinal  Manning,  in  Protestant  England,  la  a 
sound  Roman  Catholic.  Cardinal  McCloskey,  in 
Republican  America.is  no  doubt  equally  sound  and 
orthodox.  And  our  Archbishop  Alemany  is  just  as 
stupid  and  loyal  to  the  Pope  as  cither  of  them. 

And  what  do  those  gentlemen  say  of  the  famous 
dogma? 

"Oh,  it's  a  trifle,  light  as  air!" 

"A  mere  doctrine  of  no  practical  force." 

"It  affects  nc  man's  conduct." 

"It  touches  no  man's  allegiance." 

"Protestants,  be  not  alarmed!" 

"Nations,  be  not  afraid!" 

"The  Catholic  can  believe  this  dogma,  and  be  a 
■  loyal  subject,  a  devoted  soldier,  and  an  honest 
ally." 

There  men  say  these  nice  things  when  they  would 
allay  our  suspicious,  soothe  us  to  sleep,  and  have  us 
rest  in  peace,  while  they  work  our  destruction. 

But  luckily  for  us,  and  unfortunately  for  theni.in 
some  other  countries  these  Catholics  are  not  in  a 
soothing  mood,  and  speak  out  about  this  dogma  of 
infallibility  in  other  terms  altogether. 

Recently,  in  Belgium,  some  priests  were  disposed 
to  take  this  mild  view  of  the  dogma,  and  to  regard 
it  as  a  mere  speculative  opinion,  which  could  have 
no  control  over  their  conduct  towards  their  people, 
or  their  government 

But  their  Bishop,  under  the  instruction  of  the 
Pope,  comes  down  upon  them  like  an  avalanche, 
to  teach  them  better.  And  then  the  Pope  him. 
self,  the  'Holy  Father,"  as  these  poor  zanies  call 
him,  comes  to  the  rescue  of  his  cherished  dogma, 
and  gives  Manning  and  McCloskey,  and  our  old 
stupid  Alemany,  the  lie  direct. 

He  says  the  dogma  is  not  a  myth.  It  is  a  stern 
reality.  It  means  something.  It  must  be  the  guide 
of  conscience,  and  the  rule  of  life.  "Is  it  a  little 
thing,"  says  the  Pope,  "that  the  Holy  Ghost  has 
spoken  through  the  Grand  Council,  and  declared 
my  words  the  words  of  God  ?  Is  it  a  small  matter, 
which  may  have  been  inopportune,  and  which  you 
may  despise,  that  God  has  clothed  me  with  supreme 
power?  Nay,  it  is  a  biuding  article  of  faith,  to  be 
accepted  without  reserve,  and  made  a  rule  of  prac- 
tice without  remonstrance!" 

Now  which  is  right?  Do  good  Catholics  tell  us 
which  is  right?  The  infallible  Pope  himself  gives 
these  Cardinals,  and  our  Archbishop,  the  lie  direct. 
He  says  he  is  infallible  and  supreme,  and  means  to 
insist  upon  it.  It  is  a  matter  of  faith,  and  must  be 
a  matter  of  practice  too.  It  is  not  an  idle  dead  let- 
ter.   No  Catholic  may  ignore  it,  or  set  it  aside. 

And  what  does  he  say  ?  What  does  this  God 
command  ?  That  in  Catholic  countries,  as  in  Spain, 
for  instance,  no  Protestant  shall  live  and  teach  his 
thoughts.  All  shall  be  suppressed,  exiled  or 
slain. 

What  he  has  done  in  Spain,  he  will  do  every, 
where,  just  as  soou  as  he  has  the  power.  He  com- 
mands the  King  of  Spain  to  exterminate  heresy. 
With  a  majority  of  one,  he- would  command  the 
same  thing  in  the  United  States,  and  tell  us  that 
his  godhead  was  no  mere  matter  of  faith,  but  a 
practical  fact.  His  minions  would  lead  us  to  the 
stake  as  of  old,  for  resisting  his  snpremacy,  which 
these  Cardinals  tell  us  is  only  a  mere  opinion. 

Have  done  with  this  soothing  syrup,  and  know 
these  men  as  they  are,  liars  and  hypocrites  where 
they  can  do  no  better;  and  bloody  tyrants  where 
they  have  the  power  in  their  hands. 

And  see  to  it,  Americans  that  they  never  have  the 
power.  The  common  school  is  the  only  antidote. 
And  no  priest  or  follower  of  Rome  should  ever  be 
allowed  therein,  except  as  a  scholar,  to  learn  Bense 
and  liberty. 


Home  Rule  in  New  Orleans! 


How  it  Works  to  JRuii  the  State  With- 
out Regard  to  the  Laws  of  the 
Nation! 


A  Southern  Republic' 

[see  illustration.] 

Our  "Southern  Brethren"  have  always  been  a 
little  in  the  dark  as  to  a  Republican  form  of  gov- 
ernment. 

The  Constitution  of  the  United  States  guaran- 
tees such  a  government  for  every  State  in  the 
Union. 

The  Southern  people  thought  they  were  all  right, 
and  thoroughly  Republican,  when  they  had  four 
millions  of  chained  slaves,  who  had  no  rights 
which  a  white  man  was  bound  to  respect. 

And  now,  that  those  slaves  have  been  set  free, 
and  made  citizens  and  voters,  they  still  seem  to  im- 
agine they  have  a  Republican  government,  when 
these  colored  voters  are  kept  from  the  polls,  mur- 
dered, intimidated  and   defrauded  of   their  rights. 

The  whites  of  the  South  claim  the  right  to  rule 
the  country,  to  set  the  colored  voter  aside,  and  re- 
mand him  back  to  bondage. 

After  the  war,  Congress,  well  knowing  that  tur- 
bulent rebels  at  the  South  would  aim  to  do  this 
very  thing,  and  with  force  and  arms  take  the  po'sv* 
er  into  their  own  hands,  provided  "Returning 
Boards"  for  the  Southern  States,  whose  duty  il 
should  be  to  canvass  the  vote,  throw  out  those  maj- 
orities obtained  illegally,  and  declare  the  fair  and 
free  voice  of  the  people. 

In  Louisiana  this  has  been  done.  There  is  little 
doubt  but  the  white  leagues  carried  the  election  by 
fraud  intimidation  and  murder.  The  proofs  are 
overwhelming. 

But  the  "Returning  Board"  very  properly  refused 
to  give  them  the  prize  so  won.  It  declared 
Packard  the  Republican  to  be  elected  Governor, 
and  Hayes  and  Wheeler  for  President  and  Vice 
President. 

And  now  comes  a  little  touch  of  Southern"home 
rule."  The  white  leagers,  declare  they  have  won 
the  election,  and  are  strong  enough  to  put  their 
men  in  power  by  force.  They  have  inaugurated 
their  Governor,  hold  the  city  of  New  Orleans,  and 
threaten  to  destroy  all  who  oppose  them.  The  Cath- 
olic priest  blessed  the  job. 

On  the  other  hand  the  Republican  party,  consist- 
ing for  the  most  part  of  colored  people,  who  have 
the  majority,  but  neither  land  nor  arms,  is  besieged 
in  tke  State  House,  and  a  battle  seems  imminent. 

Should  it  take  place,  would  it  decide  which  is  the 
true  government?  Would  the  party  in  the  right 
surely  win?  Should  the  white  majority  thus  get 
the  upper  hand  would  that  be  Republican  or 
Democrat  government. 

Is  there  any  honest  maa  in  America,  wh  ether  he 
be  Republican  oi-  Democrat  who  would  so  call  it? 

Tet  this  is  what  Democrats  call  State  rights, 
home   rule,  and  local   self-government. 

What  should  be  done  in  such  a  case?  Just  what 
President  Grant  is  doing.  Just  as  our  Artist  shows 
the  case  to  be. 

The  two  factions,  armed  and  ready  for  the  fray 
are  kept  apart  by  Uncle  Sams  boys  in  blue.  Peace 
is  maintained  till  the  proper  authorities  can  decide 
who  has  been  elected.  Life  is  spared.  Property 
is  saved,  unheard  of  wrong  and  outrage  are  pre- 
vented, till  Congress  can  inquire  who  is  the  Gover- 
nor. 

And  so  far  from  this  being  tyranny  or  in  anywise 
oppresiveaod  injurious  to  the  State  of  Louisiana, 
it  is  the  happiest  thing  in  the  world,  for  her,  that 
there  is  a  power  that  can  thus  command  the  peace 
and  determine  the  controversy. 

It  matters  not  whether  Hayes  or  Tilden  be  Pres- 
ident. The  nation  has  said  the  colored  man  must 
be  free.  It  has  said  that  cash  State  must  have  a 
Republicau  form  ofgovernment.  And  these  words 
cannot  be  recalled  or  forgotten  or  ignored. 

The  South  must  learn  to  conform  to  them.  Tilden 
would  be  hurled  from  power,  and  his  party  too, 
if  they  sat  quietly  by  and  saw  any  part  of  the  South 
ruled  by  Ko-Klux  and  White  Leaguers. 

Whoever  is  President,  we  can  have  no  psace  till 
the  rights  of  all  are  recognized,  and  protected.

Are  such  People  Safe  for  a  Republic? 


They  are  worse  than  Savages. 

We  have  repeatedly  said  that  the  pretended  celi- 
bracy  of  the  Catholic  priest  was  a  fraud  and  a  sham. 

An  otherwise  honest  and  sober  man,  under  the 
vow  of  celibracy,  would  naturally  be  expected  to 
break  it  at  times. 

When  he  is  a  drunkard,  a  hypocrite  and  a  ruffian, 
as  may  ol  the  Catholic  priests  are,  the  inference  is 
certain  that  the  vow  will  not  be  kept.  No  sensible 
man  would  expect  it  to  be  observed,  and  all  history 
has  shown  that  it  never  has  been  to  any  extent. 

No  sooner  were  the' monks  established  than  the 
nuns  were  immediately  instituted.  The  nun  was 
the  natural  counterpart  of  the  priest.

And  the  Church  proceeded  immediately  to  throw 
the  nun  right  into  the  arms  of  the  priest.

Then  it  made 
her  swear  that  whatever  the  priest  commanded  her 
to  do,  she  would  do  it,  as  a  religions  duty,  and  say 
nothing  about  it,  except  to  the  priest. 

The  woman  was  bound  hand  and  foot,  eyes 
closed,  and  tongue  tied,  and  given  to  the  priest  to 
do  as  he  pleased  with. 

And  the  priest  has  done  as  he  pleased.  The  his- 
tory  of  the  Church,  the  monastery  and  the  nunnery 
ahows  it,  from  the  beginning  till  now.  And  it  is 
not  changed  to  day.  The  nun  is  the  mere  play- 
thing oflhe  priest. 

And  not  only  the  nun.  The  Catholic  woman  nut- 
side,  the  sister,  wife  and  mother  of  every  household, 
being  a  Catholic,  is  just  as  much  the  slave -of  the 
priest  as  the  veiled  nun.  There  is  no  difference. 
Their  vows  are  the  same.  Their  obligation  is  just 
as  binding.  They  swear  at  their  baptism  not  to 
hear,  or  see,  or  speak  of  one  thing  which  may  in- 
jure the  Church.  They  promise,  at  intervals,  in 
the  Church,  to  obey  the  priest  in  all  his  com- 
mands. 

Can  slave  be  more  subdued?  Can  any  victim  be 
led  to  the  altar  more  helpless  and  dumb. 

But  our  priests  will  have  us  believe  that  they  do 
not  use  these  powers  for  these  purposes.  They  are 
holy  men.  What!  Drunken  priests  holy  men! 
Father  Kelly  of  Tybo,  who  visited  a  Chinawoman, 
aholymun!  Archbishop  Alemany,who  cheated  a 
poor  woman  out  of  her  money,  a  holy  man!  Ale- 
man}1",  who  gave  his  blessing  to  the  strumpet  Maria 
Nicholasa  Zarete,  and  a  purse  of  money,  and  prom- 
ised to  find  her  a  rich  lover!  Bah!  As  well  look 
for  saints  in  Barbary  Coast. 

And  here  we  have  a  case  in  point.  In  Italy,  un- 
der the  old  regime,  such  a  thing  would  never  come 
to  light.  In  Spain  it  wonld  be  smothered  by  Papal 
decree. 

But  this  occurs  in  England,  where  the  civil  law 
js  above  eitVer  Pope  or  Papist,  and  would  hang  the 
uHoly  Father"  himself,  if  found  guilty  of  a  crime, 
jn  this  case  •<.  tradesman,  who  was  a  widower, 
jja(j  a  daughter  of  nineteen  years,  and  two  sons. 
TheJ'  lived  in  the  town  of  Runcorn,  in  England. 
rfne  children  were  Catholics,  and  much  cared  for 
t,y  the  priest,  Father  Joseph  Daley. 

go  intimate  had  he  become  with  the  daughter, 
jikj  9uoh  was  his  influence  over  her,  that  the  father 


had  forbidden  the  priest  the  ^house.    But  still  he 
came. 

One  evening,  the  father  being  from  home,  the 
priest  dined  and  supped  with  the  daughter  alone. 
After  dinner  he  commanded  the  girl  to  go  with  him 
through  the  house,  and  the  priest  took  all  the  mon- 
ey he  could  find.  The  woman  burnt  thejevidences 
of  his  guilt  by  his  command, and  so  arranged  things 
as  to  throw  suspicion   on  others. 

But  the  priest  was  arrested  and  tried  for  the 
crime.  The  woman  was  instructed  that  she  must 
tell  the  truth,  orgo  to  jail,  that  no  promise  to  the 
priest  or  to  the  Church  could  excuse  her  there. 

To  every  question, as  to  why  she  did  these  things, 
her  answer  was,  the  Father  told  me  to  do  so.  When 
asked  why  she  had  not  told  about  it,  she  replied, 
the  priest  told  me  to  say  nothing. 

It  is  not  necessary  to  say  that  in  England  the 
priest  was  convicted.  The  civil  saw  there,  does  not 
stoop  to  Pope  of  priest. 

But  rather  strange  to  say,  that  in^a  country  where 
the  courts  are  proverbially  fair  and  open,  the  Cath- 
olics of  the  town  and  neighborhood'  assembled  in 
great  numbers,  threatened  a  riot,  mistreated  all  the 
prosecuting  witnesses,  and  were  greatly  incensed 
against  the  young  woman  for  testifying  against  a 
priest. 

The  English  papers  say  that  the  prisoner  had  to 
be  taken  to  jail  privately  for  fear  of  a  Catholic  res- 
cue ;  and  the  house  of  the  poor  plundered  and  dis- 
graced family  had  to  be  guarded  from  the  assaults 
of  Roman  Catholic  ruffians. 

New  here  is  a  case  for  Americans,  and  particu- 
larly American  Catholics  of  intelligence  to  ponder 
on.  A  young  woman  entertains  her  confessor  at 
dinner  and  supper,  alone,  in  the  absence  of  her  fa- 
thered against  his  express  command.  She  helps 
him  to  rob  the  house.  She  covers  up  his  tracks, 
and  throws  suspicion  on  others,  and  says  not  a 
word  about  it,  because  he  commanded  her  not  to 
do  so. 

What  were  her  relations  with  that  priest  that 
he  could  do  such  things?  Just  such  as  we  have 
repeatedly  pointed  out.  They  were  infamous  and 
degrading.  And  the  poor  woman  was  helpless, 
made  so  by  her  vows. 

The  same  thing  may.  take  place  in  our  country, 
any  day.  Shall  we  do  as  the  English  did  ?  Or 
shall  we  permit  the  influence  of  Cardinal  McClos- 
ky,  or  Archbishop  Alemany,  or  a  Catholic  mob  to 
interfere  with  justice,  and  override  the  people's 
law?    How  wili  it  bo?

Then  the  fires  are  put  out  and 
it  is  covered  over  with  hides,  brush  &c,  to  keep 
the  heal  in  as  much  as  po3Bible;  After  which  the 
Indians  climb  in  and  remajn  until  they  are  in  a 
great  state  of  perspiration,  when  they  rush  out, 
and  plunge  into  the  cool  waters  of  the  river,  or 
lake.  This  is  repeated  for  several  days.  In  the 
meantime  various  dances  are  gone  through  with, 
before  they  finally  desperse  on  their   hunting  expe.

Chinamen  can't  hurt  you,  as  long  as  you  havo  a 
job. 

Well,  so  thought  the  six  men  who  came  to  our 
office  last  week,  discharged  from  the  Commercial 
Hotel,  to  give  place  to  six  Chinamen. 

"We  said  to  them,  "Do  you  belong  to  the  anti- 
Chinese  Clubs?"  "Oh,  no,"  they  replied,  "We 
didn't  think  it  worth  while,  till  now!  But  now 
these  long  tailed  heathens  have  taken  our  places, 
we  shall  join  the  Clubs,  and  go  it  strong! 

This  is  the  way!  Wait  till  you  are  turned  out, 
all  of  you.  Don't  mind  the  distresses  and  troubles 
of  others  I  Let  them  do  the  best  they  can,weep  and 
wail  and  die,  or  leave  the  country  I  And  by  and 
by  your  turn  will  come,  and  you  will  weep  too, 
tears  of  blood,  and  nobody  will  heed  you ! 

Every  working  'man,  woman,  and  child  should 
join  the  Santi  Coolie  Clubs  atonce.  Numbers  are 
what  is  wauted.  Numbers  girestrenght  and  power. 
Numbers  elect  Congressmen,  and  Legislators,  and 
Judges.and  Sheriffs.  Numbers  form  public  opinion 
and  make  any  cause  irresistible. 

Now  is  the  time  to'putk  the  question  to  an  issue. 
No  man  should  be  elected  next  fall,  to  any  office, 
who  is  not  against  Chinese  immigration. 

It  will  not  do  to  sleep  upon  this  thing!  Either 
the  victory  must  be  won  iu  the  next  two  years,  or 
lost  eternally.  You,  the  white  laborers  are  grow-  ' 
ing  weaker  every  year  this  Chinese  immgration 
goes[on,  and  your  adversaries  are  growing  stronger.

A  Dead  Duck. 

It  May  as  Well  Suspend  at  Once- 

The  San  Francisco  Benevolent  Society  is  killed, 
shot  dead, by  the  folly  and  stupiditv  of  its  Directors, 
and  tlic  vices  and  crimes  of  its  officials. 

It  is  in  vain  that  they  pretend  to  investigate  or 
clear  up  their  work.  Nobody  has  any  confidence 
in  them  or  their  proceedings.  Nobody  will  ever 
again  subscribe  money  to  be  disposed  of  by  such 
criminals  and  nincompoops. 

Resign!  and  let  better  men  take  your  place  and 
report  on  your  doings! 

We  all  desire  to  see  the  poor  aided.  No  man  wo- 
man or  child  wouM  be  permitted  to  suffer  for  want 
of  food  in  our  city,  if  tho  people  could  only  find 
them  without  the  intervention  of  go-betweens  who 
are  false  and  fraudulent! 

How  can  thil  be  done?  There  is  one  certain  way 
that  would  find  every  case  of  real  distress  and  suff- 
ering, and  which  would  not  often  be  imposed  up- 
on. 

Provide  for  the  poor,  as  poor,  and  in  such  a  man. 
ner  that  none  but  the  poor  would  accept  of  it.  I) 
can  be  done  at  so  small  a  cost  that  we  need  not  fear 
a  little  imposition. 

A  soup  house,  where  good  soup  and  bread  only 
would  be  dispensed,  might  be  open  to  all,  for  less 
than  twenty  cents  a  day  each.  This  would  take  the 
raw  edge  off  every  case  of  actual  need.  Beds  and 
clolhing  suitable-  for  very  poor  people  might  be 
equally  free,  for  a  mere  trifle. 

And  leave  the  rest  for  private  benevolence.  Really 
worthy  people  a.'e  rarely  without  friends  who  would 
aid  them  in  .their  need. 

These  elaborate  societies  with  their  agents  and 
favorites  cumber  the  [ground,  and  leave  the  really 
poor  out  in  the  cold. 

Can  we  not  have  a  society  that  will  supply  soup 
and  bread,  and  a  bed  and  clean  cheap  clothing  in 
case  of  need,  to  all  who  have  a  good  claim,  and  in 
this  wholesale  way  clear  our  streets  of  beggars,  and 
close  the  door  against  imposition   and  fraud. 

In  the  case  of  the  San  Francisco  Benevolent  So- 
ciety, mistress  koeping  society,  it  should  be  called, 
we  are  told  that  the  Directors  do  not  consider  thirty 
dollars  a  month  too  much  for  groceries  for  two  per- 
sons, as  paid  out  by  Mr.  Allen  to  Miss  Nathan  and 
her  mother. 

That  is  fifty  cents  a  day  each  for  groceries  alone. 
No  housekeeper  in  this  town  pays  that  much  for 
that  purpose.  No  workingman  could  afford  half  of 
it.  Why  should  the  poor  fare  better  than  the  work- 
ers? 

Such  men  deserve  nothing  but  the  coutempt  of 
all  sensible  persons.  We  have  ourselves  lived  at 
the  restaurants  in  this  city  on  fifty  cents  a  day,  had 
ample  and  good  food,  followed  business,and  gained 
in  flesh.  And  this  payment  of  fifty  cents  includes 
not  only  the  groceries;  but  meat,  vegetables,bread, 
rent,  taxes,  light,  fire,  cook  and  waiter. 

Men  of  no  more  practical  sense,  or  what  is  better 
perhaps,  practical  honesty. than  this,  are  not  fit  for 
any  place  of  honor,  trust  or  profit. 

Let  the  provisions  for  the  poor  be  suitable  for  the 
the  poor,  and  we  can  easily  afford  to  reach  all  with- 
out exception.  And  it  is  a  crime  to  pamper  a  few 
and  leave  the  many  wholly  destitute. 

Who  will  set  the  ball  in  motion  V  We  want  a  be- 
nevolent society  that  will  sweep  the  field,  and  leave 
no  excuse  for  complaint  or  beggary.  And  it  need 
not  cost  halt  as  much  as  this  very  genteel  and  am- 
orous affair  of  Allen's. 


It  is  said  that  the  Moody  and  Sankey  meetings  in 
Chicago  were  not  very  successful,  but  the  pickpock- 
ets entertain  a  different  opinion.

He   Goes    to    Church     Twice   Last 

Sunday. 

A   Novel  Protestant   Sermon,   and    an 
Old  Style  Catnolic  Mass. 

Our  Man  was  invited  to  church  twice  last  Sun- 
day, and  felt  constrained  to  allow  himself  to  bo  cap. 
tured  on  both  occasions. 

Hannah  Maria  said  that  since  she  had  set  up  as 
a  medium,  many  good  Christian  people  had  been 
to  consult  her,  and  done  much  to  contribute  to  her 
pocket  money.

Our  Man  consented.  Hannah  Maria  said  that  a 
Mr.  Hurlbut  was  her  choice  as  a  preacher.  He  was 
lively  and  earnest,  and  quite  impressive  in  his  man- 
ner. And  so  they  engaged  to  go  and  hear  Hurlbut 
on  Sunday  morning. 

Mrs.  Sullivan  said  she  had  not  had  the  pleasure 
of  his  company  for  so  long  at  Church  that  he  really 
must  go  with  her  to  mass  in  the  evening.  • 

And  about  ten  o'clock, a.  m  ,  he  might  have  been 
seen,  arm  in  arm  with  Hannah  Maria,  entering  the 
portals  of  the  Hurlbut  sanctnary. 

That  young  lady  was  most  elegantly  attired,  and 
Our  Man  was  faultless  in  his  manner  and  his  make 
up. 

This  secured  them  a  most  profund  and  respect- 
ful attention  from  tho  janitor,  and  a  cushioned  seat 

near  the  pulpit. 

And  then  arose  the  soft  swelling  music.  Soon 
voices  mingied  with  the  sound  of  the  organ,  and 
hymns  of  praise  rent  the  lofty  dome,  and  ascended 
to  the  throne  above. 

Then  the  sermon  began.  It  was  unique.  It  was 
peculiar.  It  woke  up  the  sleepers.  It  shook  the 
fans.  It  fluttered  the  ribons.  Oldigrey  heads  shook. 
And  jewelled  gentlemen  frowned  as  it  went  on  from 
line  to  line.

"We  say  that  our  religion  is  divine,  that  our  Bi- 
ble is  inspired.  Well,  we  must  prove  it.  How? 
There  is  but  one  way.  A  divine  religion  makes  di- 
vine men  and  women.  An  inspired  Bible.inspires 
it  readers.  They  will  be  what  it  directs,  what  it 
requires." 

"Scoffers  and  infidels  want  proof.  Where  shall 
we  find  it  for  them?  And  echo  answers  where  1 
There  is  none  in  the  pulpit.  Our  preachers  are 
men  of  this  world,  rich,  well.fed.clothed  in  purple 
and  fine  linen,  while  the  poor  starve,  and  they  heed , 


it  not.  Our  people,  our  Church  people,  our  so- 
called  Christians,  are  covered  over  with  gold  and 
jewels,  while  the  poor  have  not  where  to  lay  their 
heads." 

"Infidels  say  that  a  religion  that  docs  this  is  not 
divine,  is  not  inspired,  and  what  can  we  answer 
them?    Nothing!    There  is  no  answer." 

"Are  you  Christians?  Then  do  as  Christ  did, 
break  your  bread,  and  bless  it,  and  give  it  to  the 
poor!  Do  you  believe  the  Bible?  Then  obey  its  com- 
mand! You.  who  know  the  law,  aud  do  it  not,  can- 
not be  cused." 

"Will  this  lip  service  save  you?  I  tell  you,  no! 
They  are  hut  traitors  who  pretend  to  know  Christ, 
and  ignore  his  commands,  And  traitors  within  are 
further  from  salvation  than  open  enemies  without. 
They  are  the  rcsponsibles  ones  for  all  the  scepti- 
cism of  the  age. 

When  Our  Man  came  to  the  gate  the  people  stood 
round  discussing  the  sermon.  Their  remarks  ran 
about  thus: 

"This  is  a  new  style  of  doctrine.  If  we  must  be 
good  to  go  to  heaven,  what  did  Christ  die  for. 

Another  said,  "If  we  are  good,  like  Christ,  we 
shall  be  saved  any  way,  and  what  need  to  pay  the 
preacher,  or  come  to  Church  ?" 

Au  old  Deacon  muttered,  "Well,  here  have  1  been 
a  Deacon  twenty  years,  and  been  picking  up  money 
every  way  I  could,  and  depending  on  Christ  and 
the  prayers  of  the  Church  to  save  me,  and  now  I 
am  told  that  it  wont  do,  and  I  must  save  myself 
by  being  good.  It  is  monstrous.  If  I  have  to  go 
to  that  trouble  the  Church   can  go  to  tophet !" 

There  was  a  general  murmur.  The  people  were 
willing  to  attend  church,  pay  the  preacher,  say 
prayers  and  sing  hymns  on  a  Sunday,  and  have 
Christ  help  them  into  Heaven  on  that  account;  but 
when  it  came  to  being  good,  and  loving,  and  re- 
lieving the  poor,  and  quittingjitheir  sins,  they 
thought  it  was  a  little  too  binding. 

But  the  Rev.  gentleman  was  firm  in  his  position. 
He  came  among  them  and  said,  "Christ  saves  you 
from  your  sins,  and  not  in  your  sins  1" 

And  they  went  away  sorrowful.  There  were 
doubt  and  misgiving,  and  many  resolved  to  live 
better  for  the  future. 

In  the  evening  Our  Man  accompanied  Mrs.  Sul- 
livan to  the  mass  at  St.  Mary's  Catholic  Cathedral. 
Here  the  proceedings  were  quite  different.  After 
prayers,  and  sprinklings  with  holy  water,  and 
drinking  nf  wine  by  the  priest,  a  short  discourse 
was  made. 

"Christ  died  to  save  sinners.  He  aud  the  Saints 
left  millions  of  pardons  in  the  treasui'y  of  the 
Church.  The  Church  can  give  them  to  whom  it 
pleases.  Do  as  it  tells  you,  and  you  shall  have  one. 
Pay  the  priest  and  get  absolution,  and  you  shall  go 
to  Heaven.  The  Pope  has  the  keys.  The  priest  Is 
the  same  as  the  Pope.  His  word  is  a  sure  pass- 
port." 

And  the  people  came  out  laughing  and  gay. 
Some  went  to  the  dance  house.  Some  to  the  Bal- 
loon, and  many  to  even  worse  places.  There  was  no 
doubt,  no  misgiving,  no  idea  of  being  better,  or  do- 
ing better.  The  thought  that  it  was  necessary  to 
be  good  never  entered  their  heads.  It  was  un- 
necessary. 

Mrs.  Sullivan  said  it  was  a  most  comfortable  re- 
ligion. Nowdarlint,  said  that  good  lady,  wa  will 
go  to  the  picnic  next  Suuday,  an'  dance  for  joy,  an* 
get  drunk  if  we  like, an  the  next  Suuday  we  will  £0 
to  mass  an'  pay  up  again-

Eb.  Jolly  Giant:  I  'do  not  at  present  recollect 
whether  the  ancients  went  so  far  as  to  apply  the  use 
of  this  holy  water  to  the  purifying  or  blessing  their 
herses,  asses,  and  other  cattle ;  or  whether  this  be 
an  improvement  of  modern  Rome,  whicli 'has  dedi- 
cated a  yearly  festival  peculiarly  to  this  service, 
called  in  their  vulgar  language,  the  benediction  of 
horses;  which  is  always  celebrated  with  much  sol- 
lemityinthe  month  of  January;  when  all  the  in- 
habitants of  the  city  and  neighborhood  send  up 
their  horses,  asses, &c,  to  the  convent  of  St.  Antony, 
near_St.  Mary  the  great,  where  a  priest  in  surplice 
at  the  Church  door,sprinkles  with  his  brush  all  the 
animals  singly,as  they  are  presented  to  him, and  re- 
ceives from  each  owner  a  gratuity  proportionable 
to  his  zeal  and  ability.  Among  the  rest,  I  had  my 
horses  blest  at  the  expense  ot  about  eighteen  pence 
of  our  money ;  as  well  to  satisfy  my  own  curiosity, 
as  to  humor  the  coachman,  who  was  persnaded,  as 
the  common  people  generally  are,"  that  some  mis- 
chance would  befal  them  within  the  year,  if  they 
wanted  the  benefit  of  this  benediction.  Mabillon, 
in  giving  an  account  of  this  function,  of  which  he 
happened  also  to  be  an  eye-witness,  makes  no  other 
reflection  upon  it,  than  it  was  new  and  unusual  to 
him. 

I  have  met,  indeed,  with  some  hint  ofa  practice 
.  not  foreign  to  this, among  the  ancients, of  sprinkling 
their  horses  with  water,  in  the'  Circonsiaa  games: 
but  whether  this  was  dune  out  of  a  superstitious 
view  of  inspiring  auy  virtue,  or  puryf}riug  th  em  for 
those  races  which  were  esteemed  sacred ;  or  merely 
to  refiesh  them  under  the  violcuce  of  such  an  exer- 
cise, is  not  easy  to  determine.  But  allowing  the 
Romish  priests  to  have  taken  the  hint  from  some 
old  custom  of  Paganism,  yet  this,  however  must  be 
granted  them,  that  they  alone  were  capable  of  cul- 
tivating so  coarse  and  barren  a  piece  of  superstition, 
into  a  revenue  sufficient  for  the  maintenance  of  forty 
to  fifty  idle  monks. 

No  sooner  is  a  man  advanced  a  little  forward  in- 
to their  Churches,  and  begins  to  look'about  him, but 
he  will  find  his  eyes  and  attention  attracted  by  a 
number  of  lamps  and  was  candles,  which  are  con- 
stantly burning  before  the  shrines  and  images  of. 
their  saints.  In  all  the  great  Churches  of  Italy,  says 
Mabillon,  they  hang  up  lamps  at  every  altar;  a 
sight  which  will  not  only  surprise  a  stranger  by  the 
novelty  of  it,  but  will  furnish  him  with  another 
proof  and  example  of  the  Romish  with  the  Pagan 
worship,  by  recalling  to  his  memory  many  passages 
of  the  heathen  writers,  where  their  perpetual lainps 
and  candles  are  descriped  as  continually  burning 
before  the  altars  and  statutes  of  their  deities. 

Herodotus  tell  us  of  the  Egyptians,  (who  first  in- 
troduced the  use  of  lights  or  lamps  inlo  their  tem- 
ples,) that  they  had  a  famous  yearly  festival,  c  riled 
from  the  principal  ceremony  of  it,  the  lighting  up 
of  candles ;  but  there  is  scarce  a  single  festival  at 
Rome,which  might  not  for  the  same  reason  be  called 
by  the  same  name. 

The  primitive  writers  frequently  expose  the  folly 
and  absurdity  of  thi3  heathenish  custom:  they"light 
up  candles  to  God,"  says  Lactantius,  "as  if  he  lived 
in  the  dark ;  and  do  not  they  deserve  to  pass  for 
madmen,  who  offer  lamps  to  the  Author  and  G  iver 
of  light?" 

In  tue  collections  of  old  inscriptions,  we  find 
many  instances  of  presents  and  donations  from  pri- 
vate persons,  oflamps  and  candlesticks^to  the  tem- 
ple and  altars  of  their  gods,  a  piece  of  zeal,  which 
continues  still  the  same  in  modern  Rome,  where 
each  Church  abounds  with  lamps  of  massy  silver, 
and  sometimes  even  of  gold ;  the  gifts  of  princes, 
and  other  persons  of  distinction ;  and  it  is  surpris- 
ing to  see  how  great  a  number  of  this  kind  are  per- 
petually burning  before  the  altars  of  their  principal 
saints,  or  miraculous  images ;  as  St.  Anthony  of 
Padua,or  the  lady  of  Loretto ;  as  well  as  the  vast 
profusion  of  was  caudles,with  which  their  Churches 


are  illumiuated  on  every  great  festival;  when 
the  high  altar,  covered  .with  gold  and  silver 
plate,  brought  out  of  their  treasuries,  and  stuck  full 
of  wax  lights  disposed  in  beautiful  figures,  look 
more  like  the  rich  side-board  of  some  great  prince, 
dressed  out  for  a  feast,  than  an  altar  to  pay  divine 
worship  at. 

But  a  stranger  will  not  be  more  surprised  at  the 
number  of  lamps,orwax  lights  burning  before  their 
altars,  than  at  the  number  of  offerings,  or  votive 
gifts,  which  are  hanging  all  around  them,  in  conse- 
quence of  vows  made  in  the  time  of  danger;  and  in 
gratitude  for  deliverances  and  cures,  wrought  in 
sickness  or  distress;  a  practice  so  common  among 
the  heathen,  that  no  one  custom  of  antiquity  is  so 
frequently  mentioned  by  all  their  writers;  and  many 
of  their  originaldonaria,  or  votive  offerings,are  pre- 
served to  this  day,  in  the  cabinets  of  the  curious, 
viz.  images  of  metal,  stone,  or  clay,as  well  as  legs, 
arms,  and  other  parts  of  the  body,  which  had  form- 
erly been  hung  up  in  their  temples.in  testimony  of 
some  divine  favor  or  cure  effected  by  their  tutelar 
deity  in  that  particular  member.  But  the  most  com- 
mon of  all  offerings,  were  pictures,representing  the 
history  of  the  miraculous  cure  or  deliverance,  vou- 
chsafed upon  the  honor  of  the  donor. 

"Now, goddess,help,for  thou  canst  help  bestow, 
As  all  these  pictures  round  thy  altars  show." 

A  friend  ot  Diagoras,  the  philosopher,  called  the 
atheist,  having  found  him  once  in  a  temple,  as  the 
story  is  told  by  Cicero,  "You,"  says  he,  "who  think 
the  Gods  take  no  notice  of  human  afiairs,do  not  you 
see  here,  by  this  number  of  pictures,  how  many 
people,  for  the  sake  of  their  vows,  have  been  saved 
in  storms  at  sea,  and  got  safe  into  harbor?"  "Yes," 
says  Diagoras,  "I  see  how  it  is;  for  those  are  never 
painted,  who  happen  to  be  drowned."  The  tem- 
ples efJSsculapius  were  more  especially  rich  iu 
these  offerings,  which  Livy  says  were  the  price  and 
pay  for  the  cures  that  he  had  wrought  for  ihe  sick; 
where  they  used  always  to  hang  up,  and  expose  to 
common  view,  in  tables  of  brass  or  marble,  a  cata- 
logue of  all  the  miraculous  cures,  which  he  had 
performed  for  his  votaries.  A  remarkable  fragment 
of  one  of  these  tables,  is  still  remaining  and  pub- 
lished  in  Grutes's  collection,  having  been  found  in 
the  ruins  of  a  temple  of  that  god,  in  the  island  of 
the  Tiber,  at  Rome;  upon  which  the  learned  Mont- 
faucon  makes  his  reflection;  that  in  it  are  either 
seen  "the  wiles  of  the  devil,  to  deceive  the  credu- 
lous; or  else  the  tricks  of  Pagan  priests,  suborning 
men  to  counterfeit  diseases  and  miraculous  cures." 

Now  this  piece  of  superstition  had  been  found  of 
old  so  beneficial  to  the  priesthood, tliat  it  could  not 
tail  of  being  taken  into  the  scheme  of  the  Romish 
worship  ;where  it  reigns  at  this  da}',  in  as  full  height 
and  vigor,  as  in  the  ages  of  Pagan  idolatry ;  and  in 
so  gross  a  manner,  as  to  give  scandal  and  offence 
even  to  some  of  their  own  communion.  Polydore 
Virgil,  after  having  described  this  practice  of  the 
ancients,  "In  the  same  manner,  says  he,  do  we  now 
offer  up  in  our  images  of  wax;  and  as  oft  as  any 
part  of  the  body  is  hurt, as  the  hand  or  foot,  &o.,  we 
presently  wake  a  vow  to  God, or  one  of  the  saints, to 
whom,  upon  our  recovery,  we  make  an  offering  of 
that  hand  or  foot  in  was ;  which  custom  is  now  come 
to  that  extravagance,  that  we  do  the  same  thing  for 
our  cattle,  which  we  do  for  ourselves,  and  make 
oxen,  horses,  sheep ;  where  a  scrupulous  man  will 
question,  whether  in  this  we  imitate  the  religion  or 
the  superstition  of  our  ancestors.'.'

The  b»ld  answer  of  the  Pope,  set  out  in  our  last 
chapter,  strengthened  his  party  very  much.

At  this  time  mere  was  an  intense  fraternization 
between  the  priests  and  the  suldiery.  The  young 
land  able  bodied  priests  expressed  a  chivalrous  reso- 
•lulion  to  play  the  soldier  inl  he  hour  of  need.  And 
the  men  of  war,  thus  about  to  die  for  religioD,  put 
on  a  degree  of  outward  devotion  never  seen  in  a 
camp  before.

Aud  must  I  die  here?  Was  this  the  end?  Had 
I  come  to  Rome  to  die  among  these  gloomy  clois- 
ters, battling  for  a  faith  that  1  no  longer  believed? 
'3i.mong  men  whom  I  could  not  but  despise. 
t  How  1  longed  for  my  lecture  field  in  sunny 
Trance,  and  the  Chateau  De  Lune,  and  the  beauti- 
ful Duchess.  Or.what  was  better  still,  the  Bishops 
mitre,  the  lordship  of  a  convent,  in  which  my  lady 
love  was  the  Superior. 

I  Aud  in  ihi,be  long  gloomy  nights,  in  which  the 
rclink  of  the  sentinels  spurs  upon  the  marble  pave- 
ment never  left  my  memory,  Ireland,  Spain,  would 
come  to  view.  My  mother!  oh,  my  beautiful 
mother !  My  sister,  aud  first  love  I  Should  I  ever 
»ee  you  again?  The  Lady  Abbess,  and  her  nuns, 
all  came  up  for  review.  These  were  the  bright 
metoers  that  had  crossed  my  life  path. 

I  would  lay  and  count  them  on  my  fingers.  France 
too,  had  given  several  to  the  list.  Not  all  my  fin- 
gers, and  the  too  thumbs  thrown  in,  could  number 
jhe  fair  beings  who  had  honored  me  with  their 
love  and  confidence.  And  though  all  were  edified 
Jy  the  matchless  charms  and  exalterd  station  of 
the  sweet  Duchess,  they  were  all  mine,  could  I  but 
•"go  back  to  reclaim  them,    Wouldshe  too,  one  day

-     And  when  the  day  came,  these  soldiers  had  to  be 


inspired.  I  spoke  to  i  hem  as  soldiers,  as  one  who 
knew  what  battle  was,  urged  them  to  be  valiant, 
and  promised  to  show  them  how ;  for  battle  was 
my  delight,  my  pastime,  my  natural  food.  And 
they  seemed  to  appreciate  my  instructions. 

But  some  of  our  ghostly  fathers  would  promise 
the  aid  of  Heaven,  would  tell  them  that  their  puny 
efiorts  would  be  nothing  in  the  scale.  Millions  of 
auguls,  they  said,  would  fight  lor  His  Holiness. 

The  Pope  himself  was  very  partial  to  this  strain. 
He  did  really  seem  to  believe  that  he  was  God,  or 
nearly  so;  and  that  in  the  trying  moment  legions  of 
angels  would  join  his  little  army,  and  secure  the 
victory.  But  still,  he  enjoined  upon  all  to  fight  as 
though  tho  whole  victory  depended  upon  them- 
selves.

TURKEY,  THE  SICK  MAN! 


Europe  is  on  the  eve  of  one  of  those  great  war 
th  at  change  the  map,  and  re-arrange  the  boundarie 
of  nations. 

It  is  seemingly  inevitable  that  war  mu3t  come.be 
tween  Russia  and  Turkey,  and  how  many  others 
may  take  a  part,  the  future  oaly  can  reveal. 

And  there  are  strange  elements  in  this  impending 
contest  that  demand  more. than  a  passing  consider- 
ation. 

The  Sultan  of  Turkey  is  more  than  a  king.  He 
is  the  Pope  of  Islamism.  He  is  the  head  of  the  Ma- 
homedan  faith.  He  can  raise  the  Mussalmaus  of 
Asia  just  as  the  Pope  could  the  Catholics  of  Eu- 
rope. 

He  has  called  a  grand  council  of  the  great  digni- 
taries of  Turkey.  He  has  laid  before  them  the  grave 
facts  that  now  present  themselves; the  terms  offered 
by  the  great  powers ;  and  the  consequences  in  the 
event  of  their  being  refused.  And  the  council  says, 
"War,  death,  anything,  rather  than  dishonor." 

Nothing  now  remains  but  war,  unless  Russia 
backs  down.  That  is  not  likely.  The  position  of 
Russia,  without  an  ally,  is  not  a  very  pleasant  one 
But  she  has  drawn  the  sword,  and  cannot  now  re- 
turn it  to  the  scabbard  without  disgrace. 

Turkey  inEurope  was  conquered  from  the  Christ- 
ians several  centuries  ago.  The  Turk  is  not  a  very 
mild  ruler.  Like  our  Southern  brethren,  towards 
the  Negro,  and  the  Pope  of  Rome  to  Protestants.he 
believes  that  Christians  have  no  rights  which  a  Turk 
is  bound  to  respect.  In  these  conquered  provinces, 
the  Turk  alone  carries  arms,fills  all  the  offices,  and 
does  just  about  as  he  pleases.  He  has  all  the  rights 
he  wants,  and  the  poor  Christians  put  up  with  the 
little  that  is  left. 

He  is  tond  of  a  multitude  of  wives.  He  is  even 
partial  to  other  people's  wives.  He  regards  a  Chr  ist 
ian  woman,  as  we  have  heard,  as  his  natural  slave. 
No  Christian's  testimony  is  taken  in  the  courts. 
And  under  these  circumstances  we  cau  well  im- 
agine that  the  Christian  subjects  ot  the  Turk  are 
not  very  happy,  or  very  loyal. 

In  fact,  they  rebelled !  No  wonder !  The  won- 
der is  how  they  could  have  endured  such  oppression 
so  long.  And  how  the  strong  nations  of  Europe 
could  permit  them  to  do  so.  The  Christians  rebel. 
They  want  some  recognition  of  their  rights,  and 
some  guarantees  for  their  protection. 

Russia  professes  a  mere  intention  to  see  justice 
done  to  these  people.  And  England  says,  "That  is 
all  right.  But  in  doiug  it,  touch  no  foot  of  Turk- 
ish territory.    Above  all, let  Constantinople  alone!" 

And  now  comes  the  Turkish  Grand  Council  and 
says,  "Away  with  you!  We  will  do  as  we  please 
with  our  Christian  subjects!"  And  in  that  Coun- 
cil are  Christian  bishops  of  both  the  Greek  and 
Armenian  Churches,  from  Asia.  The  Council  was 
unanimous;  so  that  these  bishops  must  have  voted 
against  the  rights  of  their  fellow  Christians. 

Why?  Who  can  tell?  The  Pope  is  said  to  be  in 
favor  of  the  Turk.  tVhatfor?  We  cannot  imagine. 
Here  are  poor  oppressed  Christians,  held  down  by 
Turkish  masters,  and  most  foully  and  brutally  treat- 
ed. And  the  Pope,  the  head  of  the  Christian  Church 
is  with  the  oppressor.  And  Christian  bishops, under 
his  advice,  are  with  him  too. 

What  for?  Because  the  Turk  is  a  tyrant,  pro- 
fessing to  be  holy  and  hereditary.  And  the  Pope  is 
just  the  same.  What  the  Christians  of  Tarkey  want 
the  Protestants  of  Spain  want.  The  Turk  denies 
the  one;  aud  the  Pope  denies  the  other. 

Any  attack  upon  this  species  of  oppression, is  an 


attack  on  the  Pope  as  well  as  the  Turk.  They  are 
in  the  same  boat,  and  they  naturally  lean  to  one  an- 
other. 

But  this  whole  thing  of  unjust  assumption  of  the 
right  to  oppress  others  must  be  exploded  and  put 
down.  The  age  is  getting  beyond  it.  We  trust  the 
Turk  will  be  driven  out  of  Europe.  We  want  to 
see  the  Pope  shorn  of  every  vestige  of  power.  We 
want  to  see  Brigham  Young  made  to  obey  the  law. 

All  these  fellows  who  pretend  that  God  has  given 
them  a  right  to  rule  others  and  do  as  they  please 
must  be  taught  better.

Enixon  Jolly  Giant.  The  altar  of  St.  Philip 
Ncri,says  Barouius, "shines  with  votive  pictures  and 
images,  the  proofs  of  as  many  miracles;  receiving 
every  day  the  additional  lustro  of  fresh  offerings 
from  those  who  have  been  favored  with  fresh  ben- 
efits;" among  whom  tho  present  Pope  himself.pays 
as  I  have  been  told,  a  yearly  acknowledgment,  for 
a  miraculous  deliverance  that  he  obtained  by  the 
invocation  of  this  saint,  when  he  had  like  to  have 
perished  under  the  ruins  of  a  house,  overturned  in 
an  earthquake. 

There  is  commonly  so  great  a  number  of  these 
offerings  hanging  up  in  their  Churches,that  instead 
of  adding  any  beauty,  they  often  give  offence,  by 
covering  or  obstructing  the  sight  of  something  more 
valuable  aud  ornamental;  which  we  find  to  have 
been  the  case,  likewise,  in  the  old  heathen  temples; 
when  the  priests  were  obliged  sometimes  to  take 
tlieiii  down,  for  the  obstruction  which  they  gave  to 
the  beauty  of  a  fine  pillar  or  altar.  For  they  con- 
sist, chiefly,  as  has  been  said,  of  arms  and  legs,  and 
little  figures  of  wood  or  wax,  but  especially  pieces 
of  board  painted,  and  sometimes,  indeed,  fine  pic- 
Hues,  describing  the  manner  of  deliverance  obtain- 
ed by  the  miraculous  interposition  of  the  saint  in. 
voked ;  of  which  offerings,  the  blessed  Virgin  is  so 
sure,  always,  to  carry  off  the  greatest  share,  that  it 
may  truly  be  said  of  her,  what  Juvenal  says  of  the 
goddess  Isis,  whose  religion  was  at  that  time  in  the 
greatest  vogue  at  Rome,  that  the  painters  get  their 
livelihood  out  of  her. 

"As  once  to  Isis,  now  it  may  be  said, 
That  painters  to  the  Virgin  owe  their  bread." 

As  eft  as  I  have  had  the  curiosity  to  look  over 
these  Donaria,  or  votive  offerings,  hanging  round 
the  shrines  of  their  images,  and  consider  rlie  sev- 
eral stories  of  each,  as  they  are  either  expressed  in 
painting,  or  related  in  writing,  I  have  always  found 
them  to  be  mere  copies  or  verbal  translation  of  the 
originals  of  heathenism  ;for  the  vow  is  often  said  to 
have  been  divinely  inspired, or  expressly  command- 
ed ;  and  the  cure  and  deliverance  to  have  been 
wrought,  cither  by  the  visible  apparition  and  im- 
mediate hand  of  the  tutelar  saint,  or  by  the  notice 
of  a  dream,  or  by  some  other  miraculous  abmoni- 
tiou  from  Heaven.  "There  can  be  no  doubt,"  say 
their  writers, "but  that  the  images  of  our  saints  often 
work  signal  miracles, by  procuring  health,  to  the  in- 
firm, and  appearing  to  us  often  in  dreams,  to  sug- 
gest something  of  great  moment  for  our  service ." 

And  what  is  all  this,but  the  revival  of  the  old  im- 
postures, and  a  repetition  of  the  same  old  stories, of 
which  the  ancient  inscriptions  are  full,  with  no 
other  difference,  than  what  the  Pagans  ascribed  to 
the  imaginary

help  of  their  dcitlcs.lhe  Papists  as  foolishly  impute 

to  the  favor  of  their  saints!    As   may  be  seen  by 

the  few  instances  that  I  have  subjoined,  out  of  the 

great  plenty  which  all   books   of  antiquities   will 

furnish.    And  whether  the  reflection  of  father  Mont- 

faucon  on  the  Pagan  priests,  mentioned   above,  be 

not,  in  the  very  same  case,  as  .justly  applicable  to 

the  Romish  priests,  I  must  leave  to  the  judgment 

of  my  readers. 

But  the  gifts  aud  offerings  of  the  kind  that  I  have 
been  speaking  of,  are  the  fruits  only  of  vulgar  zeal, 
and  the  presents  of  inferior  people;  while  princes 
and  great  persons, as  it  used  to  be  of  old,  frequently 
make  offerings  of  large  vessels,  lamps,  and  even 
statues  of  massy  silver  or  gold,  with  diamonds.and 
all  sorts  of  precious  stones  of  incredible  value;  so 
that  the  Church  of  Loretto  is  now  become  a  prov- 
erb for  its  riches  of  this  sort,  just  as  Apollo's  tem- 
ple at  Delphi  was  with  the  ancients,  on  the  same 
account. 

"Nor  all  the  wealth  Apollo's  temple  holds, 
Can  purchase  one  day's  life,"  &c. 

In  the  famed  treasury  of  this  holy  nou6e,one  part 
consislf,  as  it  did  likewise  among  the  heathen,  of  a 
wardrobe.  For  "The  very  idols,"  as  Tenullian  ob- 
serves, "used  to  be  dressed  out  in  curious  robes,  of 
the  choicest  stuffs  and  fashion."  While  they  were 
showing  us,  therefore,  the  great  variety  of  rich  hab- 
its with  which  that  treasury  abounds,  some  cover- 
ed with  precious  stones,  others  more  curiously 
embroidered  by  such  a  queen,  or  princess,  for  the 
use  of  the  miraculous  image,  I  could  not  help  rec- 
ollecting the  picture  which  old  Homer  draws  of 
queen  Hecuba  of  Troy,  prostrating  herself  before 
the  miraculous  image  of  Pallas,  with  a  present  of 
the  richest  and  best  wrought  gown  that  she  was 
misstress  of. 

"A  gown  she  chose,  the  best  and  noblest  far, 
Sparkling  with  rich  embroidery,  like  a  star,"J 
[II.  6.  263.  fl  | 

The  mention  of  Loretto  puts  me  in  mind  of  tho 
surprise  that  I  was  in,  at  the  first  sight  of  the  holy 
image;  for  its  face  is  as  black  as  a  Negro's;  so  that 
one  would  take  it  rather  for  the  representation  of  a 
Proserpine,  or  infernal  deity,  than  what  they  im- 
piously stile  it,  of  the  queen  of  Heaven.  But  I  soon 
recollected,  that  this  very  circumstance  of  its  com- 
plexion, made  it  but  resemble  the  more  exactly  the 
old  idols  of  Paganism,  which,  in  sacred  as  well  as 
profane  writers,  are  described  to  be  black  with  the 
perpetual  smoke  of  lamps  and  incense. 

When  a  man  is  once  engaged  in  reflections  of  this 
kind,  imagining  himself  in  some  heathen  temple, 
and  expecting  as  it  were,  some  sacrifice,  or  other 
piece  of  Paganism  to  ensure, he  will  not  be  long  in 
suspense,  before  he  sees  the  finishing   act  and  last  , 
scene  of  genuine  idolatry,  in  crowds  of  bigot  vota- 
ries, prostrating  themselves  before  some  of  image  ' 
of  wood  or  stone,  and  paying  divine  honors  to  an  . 
idol  of  their  own   erecting.    As    to  the  squabble  < 
with  us  here  about  the  meaning  of  the  world   idol, 
St.  Jerom  has  determined  it  to  the  very  case  in  que- 
tion,  telling  us,  that  "by  idols  are  to  be  understood 
the  images  of  the  dead ;  and  the  worshippers  of  such 
images  are  used  always,  in  the  style  of  the  fathers,  , 
as  terms  synonymous  and  equivalent  to  heathen  or  ' 
Pagans.

Confessional  Secrets  Disclosed. 


Suing-  a   Babbling   Priest  for  Slander. 


Carl  W.  Bachnieier,  a  former  organist  in  the 
Church  of  St.  Paul  de  Maurice,  in  Williamsburg, 
jj.  Y.,  is  the  plaintiff  in  a  slander  suit  for  $10,000 
damages  against  the  Rev.  Father  John  Raber,  the 
pastor.  About  sixty  witnesses  have  been  subprE- 
ned  to  attend  the  trial.  Bachnieier  disputed  with 
Father  Barber,  and  the  latter  accused  him  of  being 
too  intimate  with  the  young  ladies  in  the  choir. 
Bachnieier  was  removed,  and,  as  he  alleges  in  his 
complaint,was  prevented  from  securing  an  engage-  . 
ment  elsewhere  by  Father  Rabcr's  damaging  accus- 
ations. He  complained  to  Bishop  Laughlin,  that 
Father  Raber  had  disclosed  the  secrets  of  the  con- 
fessional in  telling  something  that  bad  been  confess- 
ed by  one  of  the  girls.  TheBishop's  investigation 
exonerated  the  priest.  All  of  the  choir  girls  have 
been  subpasuaed  as  witnesses. 

Here  is  a  nice  case  indeed,  and  shows  one  of  the 
legitimate  results  of  this  system  of  confession. 

It  is  not  in  human  nature  to  know  a  thing,  aud 
not  to  know  it  at  the  same  time.  When  a  young 
lady  tells  a  priest  that  a  leader  of  a  choir,  or  organ- 
ist, or  employer,  or  the  agent  of  a  benevolent  society 
has  made  improper  proposals  to  her,  when  two  or 
three  other  ladies  do  the  same  thing,the  priest  knows 
and  cannot  act  as  though  he  did  not  know  it. 

When  that  amorous  gentleman  comes  up  as  an 
applicant  for  a  similar  place,  the  priest  cannot  fail 
to  say,  "He  is  not  fit.  Don't  employ  him!"  And  a 
good  priest  would  and  should  do  so. 

Then  comes  the  question, why  does  the  priest  say 
so?  What  knowledge  has  he?  Why  does  he  say 
these  words,  so  injurious  to  the  hypocritical  liber- 
tine? And  the  priest  must  explain.  He  must  give 
some  evidence,  some  fact  to  give  force  to  his  objec- 
tion. 

If  tlie  priest  tells  a  falsehood,  he  is  liable  to  a 
libel  suit  for  damages.  If  he  tells  the  truth,  he  is 
equally  liable,  as  seeu  in  this  case,  to  be  sued  for 
damages  for  disclosing  what  is  told  at  .confession. 

Tlieu  comes  a  trial  in  which  the  Church  and  the 
State  are  brought  in  direct  conflict.  The  girls  are 
summoned  to  say  what  they  confessed.  Must  they 
tell  it  to  thejury?  Under  our  law  they  cannot  avoid 
it.  Our  civil  law  cannot  recognize  the  sanctity  of 
the  confessional,  when  the  liberly  or  property  of 
our  citizens  is  concerned. 

Should  the  priest  be  called.how  shall  he  vindicate 
himself,  and  support  his  testimony  without  telling 
who  told  him,  and  what  they  said? 

The  whole  system  is  full  of  peril  aud  trouble  for 
all  concerned.  Catholics  may  see  by  this  case, that 
there  is  no  safety  for  them.  The  priest,  as  in  this 
case  makes  use  of  the  knowledge  thus  imparted  to 
him.    He  can't  help  it. 

Aud  when  he  does,  it  is  liable  to  get  in  the  courts 
aud  the  papers  as  this  did.  The  only  way  to  be 
safe  is  to  let  these  holy  confessors  alone.  In  this 
free  country  there  is  no  protection  for  any  foolery 
of  that  kind.

I  was  dressed  in  a  moment,  and  walked  out  up- 
on the  parapet. 

It  was  no  joke.  The  streets  were  filled  with 
armed  people.  Red  shirts  were  everywhere.  Each 
one  was  supposed  to  be  Garibaldi.  And  Rome  was 
in  his  hands. 

The  Papal  troops  fought  like  demons.  There 
was  no  mercy,  and  no  thought  of  it.  The  crowded 
streets  were  swept  by  our  cannon  and  grape.  Men, 
women,  and  children  were  shot  down  in  hundreds. 
In  fact  whoever  was  in  the  way. 

And  for  a  time  all  seemed  to  be  in  our  favor. 
About  nine  o'clock  I  made  a  raid  myself  in  the  di- 
rection of  one  of  our  outposts,  to  see  how  the  battle 
sped.  On,  on  through  the  crowded  streets  we  crush- 
ed  our  way.  The  musket  swept  our  path.  At  some 
sudden  turn  the  bayonet  charge  drove  the  furious 
mob  before  us.  Our  numbers  were  thinned  out  every 
moment,  by  missiles  from  the  house  tops,  from  win- 
dows and  doors,  and  hidden  places  innumerable. 
But  on  we  went. 

We  found  the  post  well  guarded,  and  the  garri- 
son in  high  hope  of  victory.  The  Pope's 
own  orders  were  given,  "No  quarter  to  rebels 
against  the  divine  government!  Down  with  the 
rebels.who  are  heretics  as  well  as  insurgents!"  And 
this  word  was  passed  from  post  to  post. 

We  marched  back  with  our  good  news.  The 
crowd  was  even  lhicker,and  more  obstinate.  More 
than  once  my  men  faltered  before  the  dense  mass 
of  armed  humanity.  I  had  to  step  to  the  front,  and 
sword  in  hand,  lead  the  charge.  But  we  were  al- 
ways  successful. 

Slowly  we  made  our  way  back  to  our  own  quar. 
ters.  It  was  two  o'clock  when  we  arrived.  Five 
hours  for  a  trip  of  less  than  four  miles. 

"His  Holiness"  received  us  with  open  arms. 
Our  news  was  balm  to  his  soul.  He  embraced  and 
blessed  me  on  the  spot.  "No  quarter!"  said  he. 
"Let  our  enemies  be  smitten  hip  and  thigh!    Leave 

not  one  thatp the  against  the  wall!    We 

must  crush  this  rebellious  spirit  with  a   stern  will, 
and  the  arm  of  a  destroying  angel !" 

And  .we  went  to  lunch.  My  men  were  fed  in  the 
courtyard.    And  on  that  day,  the  Pope,  who  seem. 


ed  to  desire  company,  sat  at  lunch  with  a  crowd  of 
priests  and  army  officers  of  all  grades  and  condi- 
tions . 

We  jested  at  the  table.  We  drank  toasts.  We 
made  sport  of  the  Garibaldi  rabble,  already,  in  our 
estimation,  put  to  the  rout. 

And  still  outside  of  us  the  battle  raged  with  re- 
doubled fierceness.  Through  the  afternoon,  the" 
crowds  were  thicker  better  armed,  more  stubborn 
and  impassible. 

At  four  oclock,  we  were  still  at  the  table,  when 
the  news  came,  "Our  troops  are  swept  oft  the  streets 
The  canons  have  been  seized  by  the  mob.  The 
cavalry  have  been  overpowered.

When  that  flag  went  up.  I  seized  a  disguise  that 
was  near  at  hand,  joined  the  insurgents,  and  went 
with  the  crowd.    I  had  done  it  before  in  Paris. 

We  entered  the  deserted  halls-  The  Pope  had 
fled.     There  was  an  empty  victory  after  all.

at9."  We  saints!    ■ 

ieveral  nuns  died  at   different  times  while  I  was 
the  Convent,   how  many  I  cannot  say,   but  there 
11  s  a  considsrable   number :   I  might  rather  say 
I  iny  in  proportion  to  the   number  in  the  nunnery. 
1  .e  proportion  of  deaths  I  am  sure  was  very  large. 
'  lere  were  always  some  in  the   nuns'  sick-rooms, 
I  d  several  interments  look  place  in  the  chapel. 
When  a  Black  nun  is  dead,  the  corpse  is  dressed 
if  living,   and  placed   in  the  chapel   in  &  sitting 
isture,  within  the  railing  round  the  altar,   with  a 
iok  in  the  hand,   as  if  reading.    Persons  are  then 
iely  admitted  from  the  street,   and  some  of  them 
teel  and  pray  before  it.    No  particular  notoriety- 
given,  I  believe,  to  this  exhibition  out  of  the  Con 
int,   but  such  a  case  usually  excites   some   atten- 
on. 

The  living  nuns  are  required  to  say  prayers  for 
,e  delivery  of  their  deceased  sister  from  purgatory, 
iing  informed,  as  in  all  other  such  cases,  that  if 
te  is  not  there,  and  has  no  need  of  our  interces- 
on,  our  prayers  are  in  no  danger  of  being  thrown 
»ay,  as  they  will  be  set  down  to  the  account  of 
>me  of  our  departed  friends,  or  at  least  to  that  of 
te  souls  which  have  uo  acquaintances  to  pray  for 
lem. 

It  was  customary  for  us  occasionally  to  kneel  be- 
)re  a  dead  nun  thus  seated  in  the  chapel,  audi 
ave  often  performed  that  task.  It  was  always 
ainful,  for  the  ghastly  countenance  being  seen 
rhenever  I  raised  my  eyes,  and  the  feeling  that  the 
osition   and  dress   were  entirely  opposed  to  every 

F"ea  of  propriety  in  such  a  case,  always  made  me 
elancholy. 
:  The  Superior  sometimes  left  the  Convent,  and 
was  absent  for  an  hour,  or  several  hours,  at  a  time, 
^ut  we  never  knew  of  it  until  she  had  returned,  and 
vere  not  informed  where  she  had  been.  I  one  day 
lad  reason  to  presume  that  she  had  recently  paid  a 
risk  to  the  priests'  farm,  though  I  had  not  direct 
ividence  that  such  was  the  fact.  The  priests'  farm 
b  a  fine  tract  of  land  belonging  to  the  Seminary,  a 
ittle  distance  from  the  city,  near  the  Lachine  road, 
ivith  a  large  old-fashioned  edifice  upon  it.  I  happen- 
sd  to  be  in  the  Superior's  room  on  the  day  alluded 
a,  when  she  made  some  remark  on  the  plainness 
ind  poverty  of  her  furniture.  I  replied,  that  she 
was  not  proud,  and  not  be  dissatisfied  on  that  ac- 
:ount;  she  answered — 

"No,  but  if  I  was,  how  much  superior  is  the  fur- 
aiture  at  the  priests'  farm;  the  poorest  room  there 
is  furnished  better  than  the  best  of  mine." 

I  was  one  day  mending  the  fire  in  the  Superior's 
room,  when  a  priest  was  conversing  with  heron  the 
icarcity  of  money;  and  I  heard  him  say,  that  very 
ittle  money  was  received  by  the  priests  for  prayers, 
out  that  the  principal  part  cainewith  penances  and 
ibsolutions. 

One  of  the  most  remarkable  and  unaccountable 
•hings  that  happened  in  the  Convent,  was  the  disap- 
pearance of  the  old  Superior.  She  had  performed 
ler  customary  part  during  the  day,  and  had  acted 
ind  appeared  just  as  usual.    She  had  shown  no 


symptoms  of  ill  health,  met  with  do  particular  dilil- 
culty  In  conducting  business,  and  no  agitation, 
anxiety,  or  gloom,  bad  been  noticed  iu  her  conduct. 
We  bad  ii"  reason  to  suppose  thai  during  that  day 
sbe  had  expected  any  thing  particular  to  occur,  any 
more  than  the  rest  of  us.  After  the  close  of  our  cus- 
tomary labours  and  evening  lecture,  she  dismissed 
U3  to  retire  to  bed,  exactly  in  her  usual  manner. 
The  next  morning  the  boll  rang,  we  sprang  lrom 
our  bed,  hurried  on  our  clothes  as  usual,  and  pro- 
ceeded  to  the  community-room  in  double  line,  to 
commence  the  morning  exercises.  There,  to  our 
surprise,  we  found  Bishop  Lartigue;  but  the  Supe- 
rior was  no  where  to  be  seeh.  The  Bishop  soon 
addressed  us,  instead  of  her,  and  informed  us,  that 
a  lady  near  him,  whow  he  presented  us,  was 
now  the  Superior  of  the  Convent,  and  enjoined  up- 
ou us  the  same  respect  and  obedience  which  we  had 
paid  to  her  predecessor. 

The  lady  he  introduced  to  us  was  one  of  our  old- 
est nuns,  Saint  Du*  *  *  *,  a  very  large,  tleshy  wo- 
man, with  swelled  limbs,  whicli  rendered  her  very 
slow  in  walking,  and  often  gave  her  great  distress. 
Not  a  word  was  dropped  from  which  we  could  con- 
jeclure  the  cause  of  this  change,  n^r  of  the  fate  of 
the  old  Superior.  I  took  the  first  opportunity  to  in- 
quire of  one  of  the  nuns,  whom  I  dared  talk  to, 
what  had  become  of  her;  but  I  found  them  as 
ignorant  as  myself,  though  suspicious  that  she  had 
been  murdered  by  the  orders  of  the  Bishop.  Never 
did  I  obtain  any  light  on  her  mysterious  disappear- 
ance, lam  confident,  however,  that  if  the  Bishop 
wished  to  get  rid  of  her  privately  and  by  foul 
means,  he  had  ample  opportunities  and  power  at 
his  command.  Jaue  Ray,  as  usual,  could  not  allow 
such  an  occurrence  lo  pass  by  without  intimating 
her  own  suspicions  more  plainly  than  any  other  of 
the  nuns  would  have  dared  to  do.  She  spoke  out 
one  day,  in  the  community-room,  and  said,  "I,m  go 
iugto  have  a  hunt  in  the  cellar  for  my  old  Supe" 
rior." 

"Hush,  Jane  Ray!"  exclaimed  some  of  (he  nuns, 
"you'll  be  punished." 

"My  mother  used  to  tell  me,"  replied  Jaue,  "never 
to  be  afraid  of  the  face  of  a  man." 

It  cannot  be  thought  strange  that  we  were  super 
stitious.  Some  were  more  easily  terrified  than 
others,  by  uuaccouutable  sights  and  sounds ;  but  all 
of  us  believed  in  the  power  and  occasional  appear, 
ance  of  spirits,  and  were  ready  to  look  for  them  at 
almost  any  time.  I  have  seen  several  instauces  of 
alarm  caused  by  such  superstition,  and  have  expe- 
rienced it  myself  more  than  once.  I  was  one  day 
sitting  mending  aprons,  beside  one  of  the  old  nuns, 
in  a  commuuity  room,  while  the  litanies  were  re- 
peating ;  as  I  was  very  easy  to  laugh,  3aiut  Ignace, 
or  Agnes,  came  in,  walked  up  to  her  with  much  agi- 
tation, and  began  to  whisper  in  her  ear.  She  usually 
talked  but  little,  and  that  made  me  mors  curious  to 
know  what  was  the  matter  with  her.  I  overheard 
her  say  to  the  old  nun,  in  much  alarm,  that  in  the 
cellar  from  which  she  had  just  returned,  she  had 
heard  the  most  dreadful  groans  thatever  came  from 
auy  being.  This  was  enough  to  give  me  uneasi- 
ness. I  could  not  acccountfor  the  appearance  of 
an  evil  spirit  in  any  part  of  the  Convent,  for  I  had 
bee  assured  that  the  only  one  ever  known  there,  was 
that  of  the  nun  who  had  died  with  an  unconfessed 
sin,  and  that  others  were  kept  at  a  distance  by 
the  holy  water  that  "was  rather  profusely  used  in 
different  parts  of  the  nunnery.  Still,  I  presumed 
that  the  sounds  heard  by  Saint  Ignaee  must  have 
proceeded  from  some  devil,  and  I  felt  great  dread 
at  the  thought  of  visiting  the  cellar  again.  I  deter- 
mined to  seek  further  information  of  the  terrified 
nun;  but  when  I  addrossed  her  on  the  subject,  at 
recreation-time,  the  first  opportunity  I  could  find, 
she  replied,  that  I  was  always  trying  to  make  her 
break  silence,  and  walked  oft  to  another  group  in 
the  room,  so  that  I  could  obtain  no  satisfaction. 

It  is  remarkable  that  in  our  nunnery,  we  were 
almost  entirely  cut  off  from  the  means  of  knowing 
anything  even  of  each  other.  There  were  many  nuns 
whom  I  know  nothing  of  lo  this  day,  after  having 
been  in  the  same  rooms  with  them  every  day  and 
night  for  four  years.  There  was  a  nun,  whom  I  sup- 
posed to  be  in  the  Convent,  and  whom  I  was  anxious 
to  learn  something  about  from  the  time  of  my  en- 
trance as  a  novice ;  but  I  never  was  able  to  learn 
any  thing  concerning  her,  not  even  whether  she  was 
in  the  nunnery  or  not,  whether  alive  or  dead.  She 
was  the  daughter  of  a  rich  family,  residing  at  Point 
aux  Trembles,  of  whom  I  had  heard  my  mother 


speak  before  I  Convent.  The  name  of  he 

family  I  think  was  i,  md  she  was  thougth 

lo  In  from  Europe.  sheV.is  known  to  have  taken 
the  black  veil ;  but  as  1  was  not  acquainted  with 
the  name  of  the  Saint  she  had  assumed,  and  I  could 
not  describe  her  in  "the  world,"  all  my  inquiries 
and  observations   proved  entirely  iu  vain. 

I  had  heard  before  my  entrance  into  I  he  Convent, 
that  one  of  the  nuns  had  made  her  escape  from  it 
during  the  last  war,  and  once  inquired  about  her  of 
the  Superior.  She  admitted  that  such  was  the  fact; 
but  1  was  never  able  to  learn  any  particulars  con. 
corning  her  name,  origin,  or  manner  of  escape. 

I  am  unable  lo  say  how  man}'  nuns  disappeared 
while  I  was  in  the  Convent.  There  were  several. 
One  was  a  young  lady  called  Saintc  Pierre,  I  think, 
but  am  not  certain  of  her  name.  There  were  two 
nuns  by  this  name.  I  had  known  her  as  a  novice 
wiih  me.  She  had  been  a  novice  about  two  years 
and  a  half  before  I  bee.ame  one.  She  was  rather 
large  without  being  tall,  and  had  rather  dark  hair 
and  eyes.  She  disappeared  unaccountably,  and 
nothing  was  said  of  her  except  what  I  heard  in 
whispers  from  a  few  of  the  nuns,  as  we  found  mo- 
meals  when  we  could  speak  unobserved. 

Some  told  me  they  thought  she  must  have  left 
the  Convent :  and  I  might  have  supposed  so,  had  I 
not  some  time  afterward  found  some  other  thiDgs 
lying  about,  which  she  would,  in  such  a  case,  doubt- 
less have  taken  with  her.  I  never  had  known  any 
thing  more  of  her  than  what  I  could  observe  or  con- 
jecture. I  had  always,  however,  the  idea  that  her 
parents  or  friends  were  wealthy,  for  she  sometimes 
received  clothes  aud  other  things,  which  were  very 
rich. 

Another  nun,  named  Saint  Paul,  died  suddenly; 
but  as  in  other  cases,  we  knew  so  little,  or  rather 
were  so  entirely  ignorant  of  the  cause  and  circum- 
stances, that  we  could  only  conjecture;  aud  being 
forbidden  to  converse  freely  on  that  or  any  other 
subject,  thought  but  Utile  about  it.  I  have  mention- 
ed that  a  number  of  veiled  nuns  thus  mysteriously 
disappeared  during  my  residence  among  them.  I 
cannot  perhaps  recall  them  all,  but  I  am  confident 
there  were  as  many  as  five,  and  I  think  more.  All 
that  we  knew  in  such  cases  was,  that  one  of  our 
number  who  had  appeared  as  usual  when  last  ob- 
served, was  nowhere  to  be  seen,  and  never  was 
again.  Mad  Jane  Ray,  on  several  such  occasions, 
would  indulge  in  her  bold,  aud,  as  we  thought,  dan- 
gerous remarks.  She  had  intimated  that  some  of 
those,  who  had  been  for  a  time  in  the  Convent, 
were  by  some  means  removed  to  make  way  for 
new  ones;  audit  was  generally  the  fact,  that  the 
disappearance  of  one  and  the  introduction  of 
another  into  our  community,  were  nearly  at  the 
same  lime.  I  have  repeatedly  heard  Jane  Ray  say, 
wi  th  o  ne  of  her  signi  Scant  looks,"  When  you  appear, 
somebody  else  disappears!" 

It  is  unpleasant  enough  to  distress  or  torture  ones 
self;  but  there  is  something  worse  in  being  tor- 
mented by  others,  especially  where  they  resort  to 
force,  and  show  a  pleasure  in  compelling  you,  and 
leave  you  no  hope  to  escape,  or  opportunity  to  re- 
sist. I  had  seen  the  gags  repeatedly  in  use,  and 
sometimes  applied  with  a  roughness  which  seemed 
rather  inhuman  ;  but  it  is  one  thing  to  see  and  an- 
other thing  to  feel.  There  were  some  of  the  old 
nuns  who  seemed  to  take  pleasure  iu  oppressing 
those  who  fell  under  their  displeasure.  They  were 
ready  to  recommend  a  resort  to  compulsory  meas- 
ures, and  ever  ready  to  run  for  the  gags.  These 
were  kept  in  one  of  thccommunity-rooms,'iu  a  draw- 
er between  two  closets;  and  there  a  stock  of  about 
fifty  of  them  ■  was  always  kept  in  deposit.  Some- 
times a  number  of  nuns  would  prove  refractory  at 
a  time ;  and  I  have  seen  battles  commenced  in  which 
several  appeared  on  both  sides.  The  disobedient 
were,  however,  soon  overpowered;  and  to  prevent 
their  screams  from  being  beard  beyond  the  walls, 
gagging  commenced  immediately.  I  have  seen 
half  a  dozen  lying  gagged  aud  bound  at  once. 

I  have  been  subjected  to  the  same  statn  of  invol- 
untary silence  more  than  ouce;  for  sometimes  I  be. 
came  excited  to  a  state  of  desperation  by  the  meas- 
ures used  against  me,  aud  then  conducted  in  a  man- 
ner perhaps  not  less  violent  than  some  others.  My 
hands  have  been  tied  behind  me,  aud  a  gag  put  into 
my  mouth,  sometimes  with  such  force  and  rudeness 
as  to  lacerate  my  lips  and  cause  the  blood  to  flow 
freely.

THE  GALlSgHEH  LIBEL. 

Our  readers  would  like  to  have  a  clear  idea  of  the 
particulars  of  this  case,  that  they  may  know  and 
understand  our  true  position  therein,  and  see  how 
innoeent  we  are  of  any  libelous  intent. 

An  article  appeared  in  the"Evening  Posf'stating 
that  an  Irish  wake,  ot  a  very  outrageous  character 
had  taken  place  at  the  shop  of  an*  undertaker  on 
Market  street. 

We  were  anxious  to  learn  all  the  particulars,  and 
give  it  full  iorce  aud  effect.  To  that  end  we  went 
out  to  inquire.  Unfortunately  for  us,  the  first  man 
we  saw  was  the  one  in  whose  shop  the  wake  had 
actually  occurred.  He  was  a  personal  enemy  of  this 
Gallagher,  and  a  competitor  in  business. 

To  screen  himself,  and  injure  his  enemy  Galla- 
gher, he  represented  that  the  wake  had  taken  place 
in  the  store  of  his  adversary,  aud  gave  such  items 
as  confirmed  that  impression.  Feeling  certain  that 
we  had  the  truth,  we  published  the  story,  and  our 
picture. 

We  now  learn  that  the  wake  was  in  the  store  of 
our  informant.  We  can  show  that  it  was  worse 
than  we  represented.  We  can  prove  due  diligence 
to  learn  the  truth,  and  the  malice  of  Gallagher's 
enemy  to  misguide  us. 

Now  we  contend  that  a  newspaper  man,  who  is. 
bound  to  publish  what  other  people  say,  to  report 
rumors  aud  gossip  on  the  street,  is  liable  to  be  de- 
ceived in  this  way.  But  it  is  no  crime,  unless  it 
can  be  shown  that  there  was  a  wicked  and  mali- 
cious intent  to  injure  and  falsify. 

We  contend  that  this  is  the  gist  aud  intent  of  the 
law;  not  to  punish  a  mistake,  or  a  man  who  has 
been  deceived  by  a  conspiracy,  or  who  has  merely 
fa[len  into  a  trap ;  but  to  discover  if  there  were  any 
real  criminal  intent. 

We  understand  it  to  be  the  province  of  the  j  ury 
to  take  the  law  into  consideration,  and  after  hear- 
ing all  the  circumstances  of  the  case,  to  say  wheth- 
er a  crime  has  been  committed  or  not. 

But  our  courts  persist  in  a  narrow  andtechnjca] 
view  of  a  case  of  libel.  The  judge  presumes  to  with 
hold  the  testimony  from  the  jurv.  We  were  not 
permitted,  under  this  mistake  offhe  law,  to  show 
how  much  truth  there  was  in  our  statement  how 
we  had  been  deceived ,  the  motives  of  those  who  de- 
ceived  us,  or  the  utter  want  ofmalice  or  intent  to  do 
a  wrong  on  our  part. 

Under  these  circumstances  the  jury  cannot  be 
much  censured  for  their  verdict.  Sensible  and  mau- 
ly  men  would  have  risen  superior  to  such  a  court 
and  insisted  on  hearing  the  whole  evidence  or  ac- 
quitting the  defendant. 

But  we  have  not  yet  done  with  this  case.  This 
absurd  ruling  must  be  set  aside,  either  here,  or  by 
the  Supreme  Court.  And  when  we  can  go  before  a 
jury  ot  our  countrymen  with  the  whole  story,  we 
have  nothing  to  fear. 

Father  Gallagher  and  the  Catholic  Church  have 
not  won  a  point  yet.  The  Giant  can  only  be  worst- 
ed when  a  sensible  jury  has  heard  the   whole  case.

Democracy  and  reform  was  the  out-cry  at  the 
last  election.     Democracy  and  Reform. 

Democracy  is  a  good  thing.  Jefferson  Democra- 
cy is  a  splendid  thing.  It  means  liberty  for  all, 
iiv,  order,  honesty  and  economy.  It  means 
Uiii  every  man  should  say  what  he  pleases,  and 
vote  as  he  pleases,  without  intimidation  or  bulldos- 
iug.  It  means  that  the  will  of  the  people  should 
be  obeyed,  in  good  faith  in  every  section  of  the 
country. 

But  modern  Democracy  is  not  of  this  stripe.  It 
means  murder  and  intimidation  for  Negroes  at  the 
South.  It  Indus  false  and  fraudulent  returns  that 
defeat  the  will  of  the  people,  as  in  Oregon.  And  it 
means  robbery  aud  peculation  as  practised  bygour 
officials,  in  this  State,  and  in  this'city. 

Democratic  Reform  is  no  reform  at  all.  It  sim- 
ply means  that  Democrats  shall  do  the  stcaliug  in- 
stead of  Republicans. 

Go  back  to  our  last  legislature!  Can  you  tell  us 
what  reforms  were  made?  What  criminals  were 
punished?  None!  Robert  Gardner  was  most  dis- 
tinctly shown  to  have  connived  with  land  grabbers, 
kept  his  books  defectively,and  in  all  probability 
pocketed  thousands  of  the  public  moaoy.  Was 
he  punished'-'  Not  at  all.  tie  professod  to  be  a 
Republican.  But  these  peculators  have  no  princi- 
ples. They  are  all  leagued  together  to  plunder  the 
public.

There 
is  not  a  prisoner,  a  pauper,  or  a  sick  person  in 
charge  of  the  city  who  does  not  cost  twice  as  much 
a  week  as  a  saving  man  at  the  public  restauranls. 
This  cobble  stone  business  is  a  pretty  bit  of  De- 
mocratic Reform,  is  it  not?  The  city  sells  cobble 
stones!  Why?  Simply  to  make  a  job.  The  city 
has  use  for  them  at  every  point,  and  of  every  quali 
ty  for  either  streets  or  alleys.

And  all  unreasonably  high  salaries,  as  mere  in- 
ducements to  corrupt  elections.

Of  nil  the  men  in  the  world,  none,  have  ever  had 
such  opportunity  to  be  immoral  and  criminal  as 
Catholic  priests,  in  Catholic  countries.

These  conditions  have  formed  the  priestly  char-* 
acter.  They  have  made  it  sensual,  but  sly,  reeking 
with  vice  within,  out  outwardly  wearing  the'^sym- 
bals  of  piety  and  selfdeuial. 

With  jjthese^ qualities  inground  in  his  nature, 
the  priest  leaves  a  Catholic  land  to  propagate  the 
faith  in  Eugland,  or  in  America.  .  His  nature  i3 
the  same.  But  his  means' and  opportunities  are 
sadly  changed.  'AH  around  him  is  free. 

True,  the  women  are  sworn  to  obey  him,  all  the 
same.  But  he  cannot  trust  them.  He  fears  their 
husbands.  He  finds  himself  doubted  and  watched 
and  crippled.  He  must  be  like  Joey  Baystock,  sly, 
devilish  sly. 

And  he  is.  And  yet  with  all,  he  cannot  cover  his 
sins  from  the  light  of  day.  Wherever  the  press  is 
tree,  the  crimes  of  the  Catholic  priests  fill  the  pa- 
pers. Of  all  orders  of  common  people,  the  Irish 
Catholic  are  the  most  vicious  and  criminal.  And 
of  all  orders  of  educated  and  professional  men, 
Catholic  priests  are  the  most  vicious  and  criminal. 
It  is  a  natural  outflow  from  their  religion. 

Just  now,  both  in  Euglaud  and  the  United  States, 
the  crimes  of  priests  have  attracted  considerable 
attention.  In  our  paper  this  week  aud  last,  cases 
can  be  found  that  jrou  might  searchevery  other 
Church  for, in  vain.

"At  the  Manchester  City  Police 
Court,  the  Rev.  James  Jackson,  a  Roman  Catholic 
priest,  connected  with  the  Church  of  the  "Holy 
Name,"  on  Oxford  Road  was  charged  with  having 
wilfully  and  unlawfully  administered  to  Josephine 
Morris,  a  girl  of  IB  years  of  age,  certain  poisonous 
drugs,  with  intent  to  murder  her.  The  girl  is  said- 
to  have  been  possessed  of  some  property.  She  was 
an  orphan,  aud  lived  in  lodgings." 

Now  the  question  arises  what  did  that  "Holy 
Man"  do  that  for?  Was  it  the  property  he  was  af- 
ter, or  was  it  another  example  of  seduction  and 
abortion !  g 

In  either  case,  it  shows  that  these  priests  will 
bear  watching,  ought  to  be  watched,  and  in  a  free 
country  ought  to  be  punished  with  the  utmost  rig- 
or of  the  law  when  they  arc  found  using  their 
priestly  influence  for  criminal  purposes.

THISTLETON  IS  IN 

JAIL- 
TWELVE 


By  a  Spau'sit  uisition,  Not  an 

American  Judge! 

Ferral's   Malignity  Equalled   Only  ,  by 
His  Ignorance  of  law.

Col.  George  Thistleton,  the  proprietor  of  the 
Jolly  Giant,  Jhas  received  a  sentence  of  twelve 
months  imprisonment  in  the  County  Jail,  and  com- 
menced his  term  last  Saturday  afternoon. 

What  for?  He  was  charged  in  the  Indictment 
with  saying  that  an  outrageous  Irish  wake  had 
been  held  in  the  store  of  Flannigan  and  Gallagher 
on  Market  street,  that  Henry  Gallagher  was  the 
nephew  of  the  priest  Father  Hugh  Gallagher  who 
could  absolve  him  at  any  time,  and  he  would  there- 
fore sell  his  soul  to  the  devil,  or  hold  a  wake  or 
anything  else,  for  a  little  {money. 

His  defense  was  that  he  heard  of  the  wake,  tried 
to  discover  where  it  was,  was  misled  by  an  enemy 
of  Gallagher  into  the  belief  that  the  "wake"  was 
in  their  store,  and  so  published  his  article. 

It  appeared  in  evidence  that  Thistleton  did  not 
know  Gallagher  at  that  time,  had  no  quarrel  with 
him,  and  no  malice  against  him. 

No  special  damage  was  proven.  It  is  not  at  all 
probable  that  Flannigan  and  JGallagher  were  in- 
jured a  cent  by  this  publication. 

The  very  head  fand  front  of  Thistleton's  offense 
was  a  criminal  negligence  in  not  ascertaining  the 
exact  fact.  Any  newspaper  man.is  liable  to  make 
the  same  blunder  every  day. 

And  for  this.  Ferral,  whom  accident  has  given 
the  name  and  position  of  a  judge,  deemed  it  neces- 
sary to  sentence  him  to  twelve  months  imprison- 
ment for  this  trivial  and  harmless  mistake 

To  call  this  man  Ferrel  a  Judge,  or  a  lawyer,  or 
anything  but  on  Inquisitor  working  for  his  patron 
the  "Holy  Roman  Catholic  Church,  is  to  burlesque 
the  law,  and  trail  the  judical  ermine  in  the  mire  of 
ignorance  and  fanaticisim.

I  was  now  free.  No  one  seamed  to  suspect  who  I 
was.

I  would  rest  on 
these  laurels,  and  go  back  to  my  lecturing  Held. 
No  one  doubted  but  I  was  an  orator!  No  one  ques- 
tioned but  I  was  a  soldier.  If  Prance  should  need 
my  service,  in  her  well-trained  armies.  I  might 
follow  the  god  of  battles  again.  But  wot  with  the 
Papal  troops.  No,  no!  They  were  not  to  my  mind 
I  could  not  sympathize  with  their  course,  or- frater- 
nize with  their  stupid  bigotry.  Men  who  would 
come,  all  the  way  from  down  trodden  Ireland  to 
fight  against  the  liberty  and  independence  of  Italy 
were  simply  contemptible  iu  my  sight.

lurked  in  my  young  blood.  No  man  was  ever  less 
fitted  for  a  good  priest  than  I.  My  youth  showed 
all  the  elements  of  au  evil  nature.  No  vows  could 
have  held  me  to  my  tame  course  of  life.  Had  the 
Church  assigned  me  to  the  duties  of  a  good  priest, 
and  kept  me  there,  I  should  have  rebelled  in  less 
than  a  year. 

But  when  my  employment  was  made  to  harmon- 
ize with  my  nature,  and  give  scope  and  license  to 
all  my  desires, I  could  but  cling  to  it,  adopt  it.make 
it  the  business  of  my  life,  till  in  mature  years  and 
calmer  life,  I  was  enabled  to  see  how  utterly  my 
life  had  been  betrayed  into  the  paths  of  vice  and 
crime. 

When,  at  last.I  came  to  see  my  God.my  Heavenly 
Father,  apart  from  the  Papal  mockery,  and  to  rea- 
lize that  He  had  work  for  me  to  do,  good,  glorious 
work,  I  began  a  new  life.  I  utterly  repudiated  all 
mockery  and  pretense  of  religion, and  put  on  a  new 
garment,  and  sang  a  new  song,  even  this,  "God  is 
wise,  and  just,  and  good,  and  wills  only  thatmen 
should  be  so  too.  He  is  the  father  of  all,  and  pre- 
fers not  another,  neither  priest  nor  Pope,  only  as 
they  are  like  unto  him!" 

But  at  that  time.I  had  seen  ouly  the  shallow  fraud 
of  Popery.  And  had  rejected  it.  I  had  nothing  in 
its  plaoe.  I  had  no  motive  nor  object  in  life,  only 
to  gratify  my  pacsions.  Rome  had  thrown  her  veil 
of  mystery  and  delusion  between  me  and  God.  I 
had  rent  the  veil.  I  had  seen  how  flimsy  and  false 
it  was.  But  I  had  not  seen  beyond.  And  so  I  was.a 
waif  on  the  sea. 

At  this  time,  if  there  was  an  honest  chord  in  my 
heart  it  vibrated  towards  the  young  Countess  de 
Lune.  She  loved  me.  That  1  knew.  And  I  did 
really  love  her,  as  far  as  my  nature  could.  In  fact 
I  had  toyed  with  this  passion  till  at  last  it  had 
seized  upon  ray  strong  nature,  and  held  me  in  spite 
of  myself.  » 

Abscencc  had  lent  force  to  the  charm.  In  the 
cloister,  in  the  council, in  the  battle,  her  image  was 
ever  present  with  me.  And  now  that  I  was  free, to 
fly  to  her  was  my  first  thought.  Yes!  Farewell 
Italy  I  Welcome  France !  Charming  Auvergue. 
And  beautiful,  adorable  Countess,  I  come  to  you.  I 
shake  the  dust  off  my  feet,  and  leave  the  eternal 
city  for  that  rustic  chateau. 

Thus  I  thought.or  dreamed.and  rose  in  the  morn- 
ing ready  to  resume  my  journey.  But  I  was  mis- 
taken. Mine  host  was  a  devoted  sou  of  the  Church, 
No  sooner  was  I  asleep  than  ho  had  started  oft  to 
the  residnce  of  the  priest.and  reported  that  a  wound- 
ed Englishman  was  in  his  house,  and  he  supposed 
a  Garibaldian,  as  all  these  English  were  heretics 
and  liberals. 

I  was  iwelve  miles  from  Rome,  and  they  did  not 
yet  realize  that  the  Papal  power  was  overthrown. 
And  so  the  next  morning  there  awaited  me  a  crowd 
of  men  and  women  eager  to  repay  me  for  my  sup- 
posed service  against  the  Holy  Father. 

When  I  made  my  appearance  they  began  by 
throwing  missiles  of  a  rather  harmless  character. 
Butlhe  crowd- was  large,the  demonstration  became 
stronger  every  moment,  and  the  missies  were  fast 
becoming  more  aud  more  dangerous.

We  reached  the  house  of  the  Padre.  I  accosted 
him  inLatin,gave  him  certain  signs  of  Our  Order.to 
which  he  belonged,  and  was  set  right  in  a  moment. 

He  sent  the  crowd  to  their  homes,  took  me  in  to 
breakfast.rewarded  mine  host  of  the  cottage  for  his 
zeal,  and  I  was  once  more  safe. 

No  sooner  were  they  gone  than  be  said  to  me, 
"We  have  lost  all.  The  Pope  and  his  advisers  have 
played  a  high  game,and  lost  the  trick.    The  end  is 


not  yet.  Ualy  is  not  safe  a  moment  for  any  priest 
who  stands  by  Rome,  or  in  any  immediate  contact 
with  the  Pope.  We  have  smothered  the  Are  of  here- 
sy by  our  penal  laws,  till  it  has  broken  out  into  a 
devouring  flame.  We  do  not  know  know  who  are 
our  enemies.  You  may  generally  depend  ou  the  ig- 
norant peasantry,  who  cannot  read.  They  remain 
good  Catholics.  But  beware  the  rest.  We  have 
not  allowed  them  to  speak  their  sentiments,  aud 
therefore  do  not  know  who  they  are. 

"But  once  in  Parma,  in  your  disguise,  and  your 
wounds  healed,you  may  travel  as  you  please.  You 
will  stay  with  me  till  your  face  is  no  longer  disfig- 
ured? That  would  bring  you  incessant  inquiry  and 
trouble." 

Thinking  that  my  wisest  course,  I  retired  to  rest, 
feeling  very  weary,  and  for  eight  days  never  left  my 
bed.

Our  Man  has  been  to  see  Thistleton  in  No.  G3. 
County  Jail.  He  says  it  is  a.]  huge  joke,  a  perfect 
farce  a  complete  burlesque  of  all  law  aad  justice 
and  humanity  ana  American  liberty. 

He  says  that  any  good  heroic  and  enterprising 
American  citizen,  who  has  a  good  temper,  and  a 
jolly  frame  of  mind  can  afford  to  lodge  in  C3,  and 
board  at  the  expence  of  the  city  for  twelve  months, 
for  the  sake  of  the  opportunity  of  showing  the  Arne- 
ircan  people  by  an  example,  what  the  lick-spittles 
of  the  Church  of  Rome  would  do,  if  they  had  the 
power.  They  would  give  every  Protestant  a  pri- 
son cell,  who  dared  to  whisper  a  vrord  against  "re- 
ligious faith, "as  Bob  Ferral  calls  it;  that  is,  against 
the  infallibility  and  supremacy  'o!  lire  Pope  of 
Rome.

Yea,  he  is  at 
Daniel  come  to   judgment. 

Campbell  said  that  his  friend  Judge  Ferral  had 
taken  his  view  of  the  law  of  libel.  He  had  walk- 
ed up  to  the  mark,  brought  the  jury  to  the  scratch, 
put  a  little  acid  iu  the  sentence,  aud  set  a  glorious 
example  for  American  Judges. 

Attorney  Murphy  said  that  Ferral  had  the  ad- 
vantage of  a  pliaut  jury.  He  had  tried  the  same 
thing  in  the  Harrington  case.  He  had  shut  out  the 
testimony.  But  -here  were  some  obstinate  cusses 
on  that  jury  who  would  not  convict  a  man  unless 
they  were  allowed  to  hear  what  he  had  to  say,  but 
there  were  jurors  in  San  Francisco  who  would  al- 
low lie  Court  to  tell  them  whether  the  defendant 
were  guilty  or  not,  without  hearing  the  testimony. 
It  was  a  m  uch  more  Irish  aud  Catholic  way  of  set- 
tling such  cases. 

Loring  Pickering  said  that  Judge  Ferral  deserved 
the  thanks  of  the  press  and  the  community  for  this 
noble  victory.  It  was  to  his  mind,  in  every  respeet 
fair,  honorable,  legal  aud  humane. 

On  this  the  "Call"  reporter,  in  honor  of  his  chief 
called  for  drinks  all  round,  and  then  with  a  sly 
wink  at  the  crowd,  called  on  Our  Man  for  his 
opinion  of  this  case. 

Our  Man  is  uot  a  coward  at  a  pinch.  He  has 
not  the  downright  earnestness  and  heroism  of  Our 
Chaplain,  who  declares  that  he  should  deem  it  both 
an  honor  aud  a  pleasure  to  lake  Col.  Thistleton's 
place,  and  make  it  five  years  instead  cf  one,  could 
he  be  permitted  to  do  so  iu  such  a  cause.  But  he 
did  there  and  then  administer  such  a  rebuke  to 
Campbell  and  Pickering, that  they  both' slunk  away 
in  disgusl  before  he  could  finish  his  remarks.

Well, 
I  will.give  it  to  you  without  ihe  least  disguise,  or 
dismay.  Neither  this  presence  no?  any  other,  nor 
the  opinions  of  Alexander  Campbell,  nor  the  slan- 
ders of  the  "Bulletin"  uor  "Call,"  m»r  the  presence 
of  Pickering  himself.can  prevent  niefrorn  standing 
up  for  my  friend,  my  brave  friend,  who  has  been 
guilty  of  no  crime  but  a  mistake, and  a  war  against 
the  most  foul  and  iniquitous  religion  that  everuis- 
graced  the  aunals  of  mankind. 

"AndjI  tell  this  liob  Ferral,  it  is  a  burlesque  to 
call  such  a  man  a  Judge!  I  tell  him  that  he  knows 
nothing  of  the  genius  of  American  law,  or  of  the 
law  of  libel.  I  tell  Alexander  Campbell  that  he 
read  Euglish  law  iu  vain.  His  head  was  uot  cleur 
enough  to  apprehend  its  import.  His  construction 
of  the  law  of  libel  is  too  narrow,  too  contracted  for- 
tius age  of  common  sense. 

"1  say  to  these  men,  both  of  ihem  that  they 
need  to  go  to  school  yet.  That  the  rulings  in  this 
case  were  nearly  all  wrong.  The  charge  to  Hie  jury 
was  an  outrage  on  American  freedom,  aud  the  sen- 
tence, both  in  its  terms  aud  its  import  an  insult  to 
American  liberty. 

"Gentlemen!  Let  me  illustrate,  and  I  think  you 
will  agree  with  me.  If  you  do  not,  let  mc  hear 
from  you.  Pickering!  answer  me  iu  your  paper! 
Campbell!  I 'am  no  orator,  but  I  invite  you  to 
meet  me  iu  debate  on  this  question.  I  pronounce 
your  narrow  guaged  law  a  shallow  device  of  your 
own,  unsupported  by  the  books,  either  English  or 
American. 

"Let  me  illustrate.  Some  time  ago  this  Thistle- 
ton had  atrial  at  Oakland.  The  jury  cuuld  not 
agree.  They  s'ood  nine  for  acquittal,  and  three  for 
conviction. 

"The  next  "Bulletin"  and  "Call''  came  out,  stat- 
ing that  there  were  three  for  acquittal,  aud  nine  for 
conviction,  and  on  the  stienglh  of  this  falsehood 
they  took  occasion  to  abuse  the  Jolly  Giant  iu 
unmeasured  and  uumannered  terms. 

"Now  Pickering!  suppose  you  had  been  Indict- 
ed for  libel  on  that  falsehood.  What  would  have 
been  your  defense?

No  explanation  can 
be  made  on  this  narrow  understanding  of  the  law.  j 


If*  a  conspiracy  of  twenty  persons  had  been  formed 
to  get  him  into  trouble,  he  could  not  show  it.  If 
he  had  been  crazy  at  the  time,  aud  even  compelled 
by  force  to  publish  the  falsehood,  he  could  not  tell 
it  to  the  Jury.    Pickering  must  be  convicted. 

"And  suppose  when  he  comes  up  for  trial,  when 
Pickering  stands  up  to  hear  his  doom  for  this  mis- 
take, the  Judge  shall  say  to  him,  as  Ferral  did  to 
Thistleton.  The  Jury  has  found  you  guilty  of  ut- 
tering an  injurious  falsehood.  You  said  there  were 
butthree  for  acquittal  and  nine  for  conviction,  and 
the  truth  was  the  other  way.  And  this  is  not  your 
only  crime.  You  have  been  a  bad  man  generally. 
I  have  heard  that  you  once  tiied  to  play  the  assassin 
and  shoot  a  man  from  behind.  I  have  been  told 
that  you  ran  away  from  Missouri  with  other  peo- 
ple's money.  You  have  beeu  in  jail,  aud  broke 
out  and  fled  the  country.  You  lied  to  escape  your 
creditors.  You  started  a  newspaper  on  the  proceeds 
of  these  bad  acts.  You  have  conducted  it  on  just 
such  principles  as  might  be  expected  from  such  a 
man.  You  slandered  the. bank  of  California,  and 
the  lamented  Ralston,  and  caused  his  death.  You, 
are  known  and  published  as  a  common  liar,  and  a 
corrupt  advocate  of  anything  that  will  pay.  You, 
have  not  beeu  convicted  ot  any  of  these  crimes. 
Nay,  on  most  of  them  you  have  been  tried  and  ac- 
quitted, but  I  know  they  are  true,  and  will  now 
give  you  all  that  the  law  allows. 

"On  this  principle,  Pickering  would  now  be  oc- 
cupying cell  04,  next  to  Thistleton.  And  yon  would 
have  the  opportunity  of  noting  the  difference  be- 
ween  the  two  men. 

t  'Thistleton,  with  a  good  conscience  and  troops 
of  friends,  jolly  as  the  Giant  himself,  commiserat- 
ing the  poor  pitiful  Ferral  more  than  himself! 
Pinkering,  mcau,  miserable,  conscience  siricken, 
aud  haunted  by  the  ghosts  of  those  he  has  wronged 
aud  injured,  lougiug  only  for  a  chance  to  escape, 
and  perhaps  get  a  shot  at  the  unjust  Judge  from 
behind.

Peace  the  welcome  sound  proclaim.  The  time 
of  gigantic  war  is  not  yet.  Diplomacy  aud  second 
thought  usurp  the  place  of  the  battle  cry,  and  de- 
mand peace,  peace! 

In  Europe  it  would  now  seem  that  there  will  be 
no  war.  Turkey  will  grant  reforms  of  her  own  mo- 
tion. She  will  not  be  coerced.  She  tells  Russia  that 
she  will  do  nothing  on  compulsion.  But  she  will 
■do  of  her  owu  free  will  mora  than  was  demanded 
■of  her.  This  is  seusi.de.  It  is  politic.  It  is  shrewd 
■and  masterly.  The  Turkish  minister  is  deserving 
•of  great  credit. 

Russia. -does  not  like  her  situation.  She  cannot 
ifighl  for  rciorms  already  granted, aud  England  says, 

"Touch  no  foot  of  Turkish  territory!"  What  then 
is  there  to  tight  for.  Nothing!  And  so  the  Czar 
jpu>S  up  his  sword. 

It  was  rumored  that  Spain  would  compromise 
with  Cuba.  But  it  is  denied.  The  rebellion  still 
goes  on,  to  end,  no  one  know  when. 

In  Mexico  Diaz  has  got  au  elephant  on  his  hands. 
He  has  won  by  lawless  force  and  a  large  army,  the 
supreme  power.  But  what  to  do  with  it  is  already 
a  great  problem.  His  soldiers  are  eating  up  the 
country.  He  cannot  disband  them  till  peace  is  as- 
sured. And  how  to  assure  it.  Au  election  may  go 
agaiust  him.  What  then?  He  cannot  dictate,  and 
Jaedare  not  ask  advice  of  the  electors.  In  the  mean- 
while his  enemies  are  watchtng  him  closely. 

Our  own  affairs  are  more  hopeful.  The  compro- 
mise measure  has  passed  both  houses,  ana  received 
the  signature  of  the  President.  Fifteen  distinguish- 
ed American  citizens  will  act  as  reefrees.  They  will 
'.first  take  those  about  which  there  is  no  question 
and  simply  count  them.  They  will  then  take  up 
Oke  disputed  votes,  one  by  one,  and  carefully  settle 
•each  question.  Aud  as  the  balance  stands  they  will 
•declare  the  result. 

And  there  can  be  little  doubt  but  they  will  return 
a  just  aud  wise  report.  If  the  real  result  is  so  du- 
bious that  these  meu  cannot  tell  who  has  been  elect- 
ed, or  if  these  great  Americans  have  not  honor  and 
honesty  enough  to  declare  the  truth,indcpcndent  of 
party  prejudice,  then  indeed  have  we  fallen  upon 
evil  times. 

But  we  believe  that  these  men  will  rise  above  all 
partisanship,  and  declare  to  the  country  for  whom 
the  people  have  honestly  aud  freely  voted. 

We  see  in  this  compromise  the  promise  of  peace 
and  fraternity  for  the  future.  We  believe  that 
whichever  candidate  should  be  preferred,  he  will 
feci  that  he  is  President  of  the  whole  country, made 
•so  by  the  good  sense  and  concession  of  those  who 
voted  against  him.  He  will  cast  oil  upon  the  wa- 
ters of  our  troubles  and  our  difficulties. 

What  we  want  most  of  all,  is  time  to  understand 
each  other,  time  to  adjust  differences,  time  to  work 
off  the  amimosities  aud  ravages  of  war,and  to  bring 
Southern  society  into  conformity  with  the  national 
law. 


The  Poor  Old  Pope. 
He  Is  not  Logical! 


He  is  not  Consistent. 


He  does  not  Understand    Himself! 


So  much  has  been  said  aud  written  about  the  Pope 
being  opposod  to  Republican  forms  of  government, 
that  the  poor  old  man  has  felt  called  upon  to  ex- 
plain, and  try  to  set  himself  right  before  the  advo- 
cates of  free  government. 

In  a  recent  cc  nversation  with  a  distingushed  gen- 
tleman from  Belgum,  the  Pope  is  supposed  to  have 
done  this  most  effectually. 


He  says,  in  effect,  that  he  does  uot  favor  one  form 
of  government  more  than  another.  Republic  or 
monarchy  Is  all  the  same  to  him,  so  long  as  they 
respect  the  Church,  protect  the  Catholic  clergy, and 
give  a  religious  education,  to  the  children. 

In  regard  to  allegiance,  he  says  he  enjoins  upon 
all  Catholics  obedience  to  the  Slate, so  long  as  it  does 
nol  interfere  with  their  consciences. 

And  Roman  Catholic  papers  are  parading  these 
declarations  as  most  conclusive  aud  satisfactory 
that  the  Pope  has  no  objection  to  a  Republic  based 
upon  the  will  of  the  people. 

But  are  these  explanations  indeed  satisfactory? 
Do  they  touch  the  gist  Sand  marrow  of  our  objec- 
tions? We  think  not.  lhe_conditious imposed  des- 
troy their  eflect  entirely. 

A  free  Republic  must  please  itself  whether  it  pro- 
tect his  Church,  or  his  priests  or  not.  It  must 
make  its  own  laws.  It  must  educate  its  own  chil- 
dren, in  its  own  way, without  the  least  regard  to  the 
Pope's  opinion.  His  idea  of  protection  for  his  cler. 
gy,  means  that  they  shall  be  privileged  as  no  other 
men  are,  to  scold,  whip,  and  otherwise  abuse  their 
poor  dupes.  Italy  has  just  passed  laws  to  restrain 
Catholic  priests  from  these  crimes,  and  the  Pope 
has  protested  against  them.  He  thinks  the  State  has 
uo  right  to  reduce  priests  to  the  level  of  other  men, 
and  make  them  behave  with  decency. 

But  what  becomes  of  this  poor  twaddle  about  fav- 
oring Republics,  when  we  read  his  encyclical  lette1' 
of  a  few  years  past, in  which  he  says,  "It  is  a  damn- 
able heresy  to  hold  that  govemnnent  should  rest  up- 
on the  will  of  the  people." 

Ah,  Mr.  Pope!  Do  you  forget  that  letter?  Do 
you  think  that  we  forget  it?  Do  you  lorget  that  you 
have  claimed  to  be  the  supreme  ruler  of  all  man- 
kind? Do  you  forget  that  you  have  said  that  all 
spiritual  matters  belong  to  you,  and  that  when  they 
conflict  with  the  civil,  you  are  the  sole  judge  of 
which  must  prevail  ? 

Mono!  your  great  claims  should  have  better  mem- 
ories. Yo"u  should  be  more  logical,  more  consist- 
ent. 

All  Republics  rest  upon  the  assertion  that  govern- 
ment should  rest  upon  the  will  of  the  governed. 
You  have  cursed  this  sentiment.  You  have  de- 
clared it  to  be  a  damnable  heresy. 

Our  fathers  said  it  was  true.  They  asserted  it. 
They  fought  for  it.  They  made  the  Republic  be- 
cause they  believed  it.  You  say  that  belief  is  damn- 
able. And  yet  you  preteud  that  you  do  not  oppose 
Republics.  Bah!  You  must  first  unsay  all  your 
utterances  of  the  last  ten  years. 

And  as  to  Catholic  aliegiance,your  condition  is 
equally  destructive  of  what  you  would  have  this 
Belgian  gentleman  believe.  Catholics  will  obey 
the  State  unless  their  consciences  ,forbid!  Indeed! 
and  when  will  their  consciences  forbid?  Whenev- 
er the  State  refuses  to  obey  the  Pope,whom  they  be 
lieve  to  be  all  the  same  as  God,the  supreme  ruler  of 
all  mankind,  and  whom  they  have  sworn  to  obey  in 
all  his  commands,  under  all  circumstances,  and  to 
the  end  of  their  lives. 

In  this  discourse  the  Pope  takes  occasion  to  say 
that  many  good  aud  eminent  Catholics  have  fought 
to  set  up  aud  sustain  Republican  institutions.  It 
is  true,  and  we  are  glad  to  acknowledge  it.  We 
trust  and  believe  that  there  are  thousands  of  free 
and  enlightened  Catholics  iD  America  who  would 
do  the  same  again  to-morrow  if  it  were  necessary. 
But  it  is  because  they  are  above  the  Pope.  It  is  be- 
cause they  do  not  believe  it  a  damnable  heresy  for 
people  to  govern  themselves.  It  is  because  they 
have  mingled  with  Protestants,  and  caught  some  of 
their  light  and  liberty. 

Indeed  there  are  thousands,  we  hope  millions  of 
Catholics  in  America,  who  have  no  sympathy  with 
these  absurd  claims  of  the  Pope,who  would  gladly 
see  the  Church  change  its  base  on  these  subjects, 
and  become  the  Church  of  freedom  and  the  people. 
Aud  if  it  does  not,  they  will  leave  it.  Our  com- 
mon schools  must  make  more  and  more  of  them. 
And  the  time  will  come,  when  the  Catholic  Church 
of  America  will  repudiate  and  resist  these  high 
claims  of  the  Roman  Pontiff,  or  abandon  him  alto- 
gether. 

Our  opposition  to  the  Pope  and  his  Church  rests 
upon  the  rearrogant  claims  entirely,  and  upon  the 
abuses  aud  tyrannies  that  grow  out  of  them.  We 
make  no  fight  against  Christian  faith  or  practice. 
But  we  do,  and  shall  while  we  live,  denounce  these 


abominable  assumptions  of  the  "Holy  See." 

That  the  Pope  is  God,  or  Christ,  or  the  Vicar  or 
Vicegerent  of  either. 

That  he  is  the  supreme  ruler  of  mankind,  or  one 
jot  rnoro  or  better  than  any  other  man. 

That  ho  can  over-rule  or  suspend  a  law,  or  com- 
mand, or  grant  au  indulgence  to  disregard  it,  or 
forgive  those  who  do. 

That  he  or  his  priests  have  any  power  or  influ- 
ence to  help  or  save  any  man  whose  owu  conduct 
does  not  entitle  him  to  Heaven. 

We  hold  them  all  to  be  wicked,  mischievous 
and  unchristian  errors,  tending  to  enslave  and  de- 
grade all  who  believe  them. 

Let  the  Pope  renounce  them  all,  aud  we  shall 
have  done  with  him.

Treatment  of  this  kind  is  apt  to  teach  submission, 
and  many  times  I  have  acquiesced  under  orders  re- 
ceived, or  wishes  expressed,  with  a  fear  of  a  recur- 
rence to  some  severe  measures. 

One  day  I  had  incurred  the  auger  of  the  Supe 
rior  in  a  greater  degree  than  usual,  and  it  was  or- 
dered that  I  should  be  taken  to  one  of  the  cells.  I 
was  taken  by  some  of  the  nuns,  bound  and  gagged, 
carried  down  the  stairs  into  the  cellar,  and  laid  upon 
the  floor.  Not  long  afterward  I  induced  one  of  the 
nuns  to  request  the  Superior  to  come  down  and  see 
me;  and  on  making  some  acknowledgment  I  was 
releassd.  I  will,  however,  relate  this  story  rather 
more  in  detail. 

On  that  day  I  had  been  engaged  with  Jane  Ray, 
in  carrying  into  effect  a  plan  of  revenge  upon  an- 
other person,  when  I  fell  under  the  vindictive  spirit 
of  some  of  the  old  nuns,  and  suffered   severely. 
The  Superior   ordered  me  to  the  cells,  and  a  scene 
of  violence  commenced  which  I  will  not  attempt  to 
describe,  nor  the  precise  circumstances  which  led  to 
it.    Suffice  it  to   say,   that  after  exhausting  my 
strength,  by  resisting  as  long  as  I  could  agaiust 
sevesal  nuns,  I  had  my  hands  drawn  behind  my 
back,  a  leathern  band  passed  first  round  my  thumbs, 
then  round  my  hands,  and  then  round  my  waist 
and  fastened.    This  was  drawn  so  tight  that  it  cut' 
through  the  flesh  of  my  thumbs,  making  wounds, 
the  scars  of  which  still  remain.    A.  gag  was  then 
forced  into  my  mouth,  not  indeed  so  violently  as  it 
sometimes  was,  but  roughly  enough ;  after  which  I 
■was  taken  by  main  force,  and  carried  down  into  the 
cellar,  across  it  almost  to  the  opposite  extremity, 
and  brought  to  the  last  of  the  second  range  of  cells 
on  the  left  hand.    The  door  was  opened,  and  I  was 
thrown  in  with  violence,  and  left  alone,  the  door 
being  immediately  closed  and  bolted  on  the  outside. 
The  bare  ground  was  under  me,   cold  and  hard  as 
if  it  had  been  beaten  down  even.    I  lay  still  in  the 
position  in  which  Iliad  fallen,   as  it  would  have 
been  difficult  for  me  to  move,  confined  as  I  was,  and 
exhausted  by  my  exertions;   and  the  shock  of  my 
fall,  andmy  wretched  state  of  desperation  and  fear 
disinclined  me  from  any  further  attempt.    I  was 
in  almost  total  darkness,  there  being  nothing  per- 
.     ceptible  except  a  slight  glimmer  of  light  which 
came  in  through  the  little  window  far  above  me. 

H'ow  long  1  remained  id  that  coudition  I  can 
only  conjecture.  It  seemed  to  me  a  long  time,  and 
must  have  been  two  or  three  hours.  I  did  not  move, 
expecting  to  die  there,  and  in  a  stale  of  distress 
which  I  cannot  describe,  from  the  tight  bandage 
about  my  hands,  and  the  gag  hold  my  jaws  apart 
at  their  greatest  extension.  I  am  coutident  I  must 
have  died  before  morning,  if,  as  I  then  expected,  1 
had  been  left  there  all  night.  By-anu-by,  however, 
the  bolt  was  drawn,  the  door  opened,  and  Jane  Ray 
spoke  to  me  in  a  tone  of  kindness.  She  had  taken 
an  opportunity  to  slip  iuttrthe  cellar  unnoticed,  on 
purpose  to  see  me.  She  had  unbound  the  gag,  took 
it  out  of  my  mouth,  and  told  me  she  would  do  any 
thing  to  get  me  out  of  that  dungeon.  If  she  had  had 
the  bringing  of  me  down, she  would  not  have  thrust 
me  so  brutally,  and  would  be  resented  on  those  who 
had.  She  offered  to  throw  herself  upon  her  knees 
before  the  Superior  and  beg  her  forgiveness..  To 
this  I  would  not  consent;  but  told  her  to  ask  the 
Superior  to  come  to  me,  as  I  wished  to  speak  to  her. 
This  I  had  no  idea  she  would  condescand  to  do ; 
but  Jane  had  hot  been  gone  long  before  the  Supe- 
rior came,  and  asked  if  1  repented  in  the  sight  of 
God  for  what  I  had  done.  I  replied  in  the  affirm, 
alive;  after  a  lecture  of  some  length  on  the  pain  I 
bad  given  the  Virgin  Mary    by  my  conduct,  she 


asked  whether  I  was  willing  to  ask  pardon  of  all 
the  nuns  for  the  scandal  I  had  caused  theai  by  my 
behaviour.  To  this  I  made  uo  objection ;  and  I 
was  then  released  from  my  prison  and  my  bonds, 
went  up  to  the  community-room,  and  kneeling  be- 
fore all  the  sisters  in  succession,  begged  the  for- 
giveness and  prayers  of  each. 

Among  the  remarks  which  I  still  bear  of  the 
wounds  received  from  penances  and  violence,  are 
the  scars  left  by  the  belt  with  which  I  repeatedy 
tortured  myself,  for  the  mortification  of  my  spirit. 
These  are  most  distinct  on  my  side ;  for  although 
the  band,  which  was  four  or  five  inches  iu  breath, 
and  extended  round  the  waist,  was  stuck  full  of 
sharp  iron  points  in  all  parts,  it  was  sometimes 
crowded  most  against  my  side,  by  resting  in  my 
chair,  and  then  the  wounds  were  usually  deeper 
there  than  anywhere  else. 

My  thumbs  were  several  times  cut  severely  by  the 
tight  drawing  of  the  band  used  to  confine  my  arms, 
and  scars  are  still  visible  upon  them. 

The  rough  gagging  which  I  several  times  endur- 
ed wounded  my  lips  very  much;  for  it  was  com- 
mon, in  that  operation, to  thrust  the  gag  hard  against 
the  teeth,  and  catch  one  or  both  the  lips,  which  were 
sometimes  cruelly  cut.  The  object  was  to  stop  the 
screams  made  by  the  offender  as  soon  as  possible; 
and  some  of  the  old  nuns  delighted  in  tormenting 
us.  A  gag  was  once  lurced  into  my  mouth  which 
had  a  large  splinter  upon  it,  and  this  cut  through 
my  under  lip,  in  iront,  leaving  to  this  day  a  scar 
about  half  an  inch  long.  The  same  lip  was  several 
times  wounded  as  well  as  the  other;  but  one  day 
worse  than  ever,  when  a  narrow  piece  was  cut  off 
from  the  left  side  of  it,  by  being  pinched  between 
the  gag  and  the  under  fore-teeth;  and  this  has  left 
an  inequality  in  itwhich  is  still  very  observable. 

One  of  the  must  shocking  stories  Jl  heard  of 
events  that  Lad  oceured  in  the  nunnery  before  my 
acquaintances  with  it,  was  following,  which  was 
told  me  by  Jane  Ray.  What  is  uncommon.  I  can 
fix  the  date  when  1  heard  of  it.  It  was  on  New- 
Year's  day,  1834.  The  ceremonies,  customary  in 
the  early  part  of  that  day,  had  been  performed; 
after  mass,  in  the  morning,  the  Superior  had  shaken 
hands  with  all  the  nuns,  and  given  us  her  blessing, 
for  she  was  said  to  have  received  power  from  heav- 
en to  do  so  only  once  a  year,  and  then  on  the  first 
day  of  the  year.  Basides  this,  cakes,  raisins,  &c. 
are  distributed  to  the  nuns  on  that  day. 

While  in  the  community-room,  I  had  taken  a 
seat  just  within  the  cupboard-door,  where  I  often, 
found  a  partial  shelter  trom  observations  with  Jane 
when  a  conversation  incidentally  began  between  us 
Our  practice  often  was,  to  take  places  there  beside 
one  of  the  .old  nuns,  awaiting  the  time  when  she 
would  go  away  for  a  little  while,  and  leave  us  par- 
tially screened  from  the  observation  of  others.  On 
that  occasion,  Jane  and  I  were  left  for  a  lime  alone ; 
when,  after  some  discourse  on  suicide,  she  remark- 
ed that  three  nuns  once  killed  themselves  in  the 
Convent.  This  happened,  she  said,  not  long  after 
her  reoeption,  and  I  knew,  therefore,  that  it  was 
several  years  before,  for  she  had  been  received,  a 
considerable  time  before  I  had  become  a  novice. 
Three  young  ladies,  she  informed  me,  took  the  veil 
together,  or  very  near  the  same  time,  I  am  nut  cur 
tain  which.  I  know  they  have  four  robes  in  the  Con- 
vent, to  be  worn  during  the  ceremony  of  taking  the 
veil;  but  I  neevr  have  seen  more  than  one  of  them 
used  at  a  time. 

Two  of  the  new  nuns  were  sisters,  and  the  other 
their  cousin.  They  had  been  received  but  a  few 
days,  when  information  was  given  one  morning, 
that  they  had  been  found  dead  in  their  beds,  amid 
a  profusion  of  blood.  Jane  Ray  said  she  saw  their 
corpses,  and  that  they  appeared  to  have  killed  them- 
selves, by  opening  veins  in  their  arms  witii  a  knife 
they  had  obtained,  and  all  had  bled  to  death  to- 
together.  What  was  extraordinary,  Jane  Ray  added, 
that  she  had  heard  no  noise,  and  that  she  believed 
nobody  had  suspected  that  any  thing  was  wrong 
during  the  night.  Saint  Hypolite,  however,  had 
stated,  that  she  found  them  in  the  morning,  after  the 
other  nuns  had  gone  to  prayers,  lying  lifeless  in 
their  beds. 

For  some  reason  or  other,  their  death  was  not 
made  public;  but  their  bodies,  instead  ol  being  ex- 
hibited in  full  dress  in  the  chapel,  and  afterward 
interred  with  solemnity  beneath  it,  were  Laken  un- 
ceremoniously into  the  cellar,  and  thrown  into  the 
hole  I  have  so  often  mentioned. 
There  were  a  few  instances,  and  only  a  few,  in 


which  we  knew  any  thing  that  was  happening  ih 
the  world;  and  even  then  our  knewledge  did  not 
extend  out  of  the  city.  I  can  recall-  but  three 
occasions  of  this  kind.  Two  of  them  were  when 
the  cholera  prevailed  in  Montreal ;  aud  the  other 
was  the  election  riots.  The  appearance  of  the 
cholera,  in  both  seasons  of  its  ravages,  gave  us 
abundance  of  occupation.  Indeed,  we  were  more 
borne  down  by  hard  labour  at  those  limes,  than 
ever  before  or  afterward  during  my  stay.  The  Pope 
had  given  early  notice  that  the  burning  of  wax  can- 
dles would  afford  protection  from-  the  disease,  be- 
cause so  long  as  am'  person  continued  to  burn  one, 
the  Virgin  Mary  would  intercede  for  him.  No  soon- 
er, therefore,  had  the  alarming  disease  made  its 
appearance  in  Montreal,  than  a  long  wax  candle 
was  lighted  in  the  Convent  for  each  of  the  inmates 
so  that  all  parts  of  it  in  use  were  artificially  il- 
luminated day  and  night.  Thus  a  great  many  can- 
dles were  constantly  burning,  which  were  to  be  re- 
placed from  those  manufactured  by  the  nuns.  But 
this  was  a  trifle.  The  Pope's  message  having  been 
promulged  in  the  Grey  Nunnery, the  Congregation- 
al Nuuuery,  and  to  Catholics  at  large,  through  the 
pulpits,  an  extraordinary  demand  was  created  for 
wax  candles,  to  supply  which  we  were  principally 
depended  upon.  All  -who  could  be  employed  in 
making  them  were  therefore  set  at  worts,  and  I, 
among  the  rest,  assisted  in  different  departments, 
and  witnessed  all. 

Numbers  of  the  nuns  had  been  long  familar  with 
the  business;  for  a  very  considerable  amount  of 
wax  had  been  annually  manufactured  in  the  Con- 
vent; but  now  the  works  were  much  extended,  and 
other  occupations  in  a  great  degree  laid  aside. 
Large  quanities  of  wax  were  received  in  the  build- 
ing, which  was  said  to  have  been  imported  irom 
England;  kettles  were  placed  in  some  of  the  work- 
ing-rooms, in  which  it  was  clarified  by  heat  over 
coal  fires,  aud  when  prepared,  the  process  of  dipp- 
ing commenced.  The  wicks,  which  were  quite  long 
were  placed  hanging  upon  a  reel,  taken  up  and 
dipped  in  succession,  until  after  many  slow  revolu- 
tions of  the  reel,  the  caudles  were  of  the  proper  size. 
They  were  then  taken  to  a  part  of  the  room  where  ta- 
bles were  prepared  for  rolling  them  smooth.  This 
is  done  by  passing  a  roller  over  them,  until  they  be- 
came even  and  polished,  after  which  they  are  laid 
by  for  sale.  These  processes  caused  a  constant 
bustle  in  several  of  the  looms;  and  the  melancholy 
reports  from  without,  of  the  ravages  of  the  cholera, 
with  the  uncertainty  of  what  might  be  the  result 
with  us,  notwithstanding  the  promised  intercesssion 
of  the  Virgin,  and  the  brilliant  lights  constantly 
burning  in  such  numbers  around  us,  impressed  the 
scenes!  used  to  witness  very  deeply  on  my  mind. 
I  had  very  little  doubt,  myself,  of  the  strict  truth  of 
the  story  we  had  heard  about  the  security  conferred 
upon  those  who  burnt  caudles,  and  yet  1  sometimes 
had  serious  tears  arise  in  my  mind.  These  thoughts, 
however,  I  did  my  utmost  to  regard  as  great  sins, 
and  evidences  of  my  own  want  of  faith. 

It  was  during  that  period  that  I  formed  a  partial 
acquaintance  with  several  Grey  nuns,  who  used  to 
come  frequently  for- supplies  ofcandlesl  for  their 
Convent.  I  hud  no  opportunity  to  converse  with 
them,  except  so  far  as  the  purchase  aud  sale  of  the 
articles  they  required.  I  became  familar  with  their 
countenances  and  appearance,  but  was  unable  to 
judge  of  their  characters  or  feelings.  Concerning 
I  he  rules  and  habits  prevailing  in  the  Grey  Nun- 
nery, I  therefore  remained  as  ignorant  as  if  I  had 
been  a  thousand  miles  off;  and  they  had  no  better 
opportunity  to  learn  any  thing  of  us  beyond  what 
they  could  see  around  them  in  the  room  where  the 
candles  were  sold. 

We  supplied  the  Congregational  Nunnery  also 
with  wax  candles,  as  I  before  remarked;  and  in 
both  those  institutions,  it  was  understood  a  constant 
illumination  was  kept  up.  Citizens  were  also  fre- 
quently running  in  to  buy  caudles,  in  great  and 
small  quanities,  so  that  the  business  of  storekeeping 
was  far  more  labouriuus  than  common. 

We  were  confirmed  in  our  faith  in  the  interces- 
sion of  the  Virgin,  when  we  found  that  we  remain- 
ed safe  from  the  cholera;  and  it  is  a  remarkable 
fact,  that  not  one  case  of  that  disease  existed  in  the 
nuuuery,  during  either  of  the  seasons  in  which  it 
pioved  so  fatal  in  the  city.

OUR  MISSION. 

We  have  spoken  of  Our  Mission,  to  our  readers, 
but  it  is  not  amiss  to  remind  both 'the  old  and  the 
new,  of  our  great  purpose,  and  of  the  means  by 
which  we  expect  to  succeed  in  it.

Rather  let  us  die  in 
our  eternal  resistance !  He  must  not  succeed.  No 
American  freeman  could  live  in  such  an  atmos- 
phere. Either  the  Pope  must  fail  of  his  great  ob- 
jects, or  the  sun  of  human  liberty  must  sink  to  rise 
more. 

What  are  our  weapons?  Reason  alone.  We  can 
use  no  other.  Our  system  guarantees  to  the  Pope 
and  his  priests  the  right  to  come  here  and  preach, 
and  teach,  and  convert  allitkey  can.  We  cannot 
close  their  mouths.  We  do  not  wish  to  do  so.  Wo 
can  only  answer  them.  We  can  only  expose  the 
weakness  and  wickedness  and  presumption  of  their 
claims  and  their  dogma, aud  show  our  people  a  bet- 
ter way  to  liberty  and  happiness  in  this  world,  and 
salvation  in  the  next.  Aud  this  is  precisely  what 
we  propose  to  do. 

But  they  have  many  dupes  who  come  from 
across  the  sea,  who  have  been  educated  in  their 
false  faith,  aud  believe  it  to  be  a  duty  to  obey  the 
wicked  and  hypocritical  priests  of  Rome. 

They  are  gathered  in  the  Churches,  and  made  to 
swear  and  promise  ^repeatedly  that  they  will  obey 
the  priests  implicitly,  and  whatever  they  may  do, 
these  people  will  never  teli  it  to  any  but  a  priest.

We  love  these 
poor  deluded  Irish,  and  would  willingly  save  them 
from  slavery,  teach  them  their^  rights  in  this   free 
country,  and  urge  them  to  break  thair  bonds. 
We  have  already  done  so.    We  ^have  exposed  the 

I  priests,  in  these  high  handed  measures,  till  they  are 
far  less  frequent.    And  we  expect  to  continue  to  do 


so,  till  we  have  raised  these  people  up  into  the  free 
and  noble  atmosphere  of  American  liberty. 

We  know  that  many  of  them  do  not  thank 
us  for  this  work.  But  there  is  not  a  poor  Irish 
Catholic,  whether  man  or  woman  in  San  Francis- 
co who  does  not  feel  that  the  priest  is  more  civil, 
and  more  careful  in  his  behavior,  since  we  began 
to  publish  our  paper.  Wheu  a  priest  is  about  to 
show  his  brutality  and  overbearing,  it  is  enough  to 
mention  th  Jolly  Giant,  to  calm  him  down,  aud 
compel  a  show  of  manners  and  decency. 

And  we  appeal  to  the  priests  and  sisters  them- 
selves. We  show  them  the  pride  and  tyranny  of 
their  Church.  We  do  it  in  pity.  They  are  the  vic- 
tims, most  of  all.  DeDied  the  natural  pleasures  of 
life  in  a  legitimate  way,  they  are  made  hypocrites 
and  perjured  criminals. 

We  show  them  that  their  religion  does  not  make 
them  pure  and  holy,  that  they  are  not  so  held,  and 
we  advise  them  to  get  out  of  the  dark  cloister  into 
the  sun  and  air  of  freedom. 

We  prove  to  them  that  so  far  from  their  religion 
making  them  good,  that  their  very  priests  are  the 
most  drunken,  brutal,  debauched  and  criminal 
class,  among  educated  men.  And  what  must  the 
women  be,  the  nuns,  who  are  under  the  entire  con- 
trol of  these  bad  men?  Are  they  pure  and  holy? 
It  is  ridiculous  to  think  of  it.  They  are  what  these 
meu  make  them. 

We  have  no  desire  to  make  facts.  It  is  not  neces- 
sary. History  is  full  of  them.  Our  own  Stale  and 
city  have  given  examples  enough.  Antonelli  has 
his  mistress  and  his  daughter.  Our  own  Archbish- 
op is  altogether  too  fond  of  money  and  pretty 
Spanish  women.  Paddy  Powers  did  what,  no  ed- 
ucated American  gentleman  has  yet  done,  struck  a 
woman  in  Church.  Hundreds  of  the  priests  have 
been  seen  drunk  in  our  streets.  And  when  we 
speak  of  Father  Kelly  of  Tybo,  drunk  aud  toyiug 
wilh  a  China  woman, aud  scores  of  others  caught  in 
like  sins,  we  may  well  say  that  no  class  of  educated 
men  are  so  vicious  and  so  criminal. 

And  it  is  not  an  accident,  dear  Irish  Catholic  I  It 
is  not  an  accident  that  you  are  the  most  ignorant 
and  degraded  and  criminal  of  the  white  race.  It  is 
not  an  accident  that  your  priests  are  ihe  most  de- 
graded and  criminal  of  educated  men.  It  is  Ihe 
direct  result  of  your  false  religion.  We  do  not  say 
these  things  to  make  you  angry,  or  because  we  are 
angry  with  you.  We  say  them  because  we  believe 
them  to  be  true.  We  say  them  because  they  are  in 
the  mouths  of  all  the  people.  We  say  them  to 
make  you  belter,  to  do  you  good. 

Your  religion  keeps  you  ignorant  and  bad.  It 
makes  your  priests  impertinent  aud  wicked.  The 
idea  that  they  can  grant  indulgences,  aud  forgive 
sins,  aud  euable  the  wicked  lo  enjoy  the  rewards 
of  virtue,  and  go  to  Heaven  on  a  priest's  blessing 
is  what  does  all  the  mischief. 

We  have  repeatedly  asserted  all  these  things  in 
the  face  of  the  whole  Catholic  world.  We  have 
challenged  all  the  clergy  of  that  Church  to  disprove 
our  assertions.  Our  columns  are  open  for  ihem. 
We  will  meet  them  on  the  platform,  anywhere, 
in  debate,  and  uadeitake  lo  prove: 

That  the  "Holy  Roman  Catholic  Church"  is  the 
most  despotic  institution  on  earth. 

That  all  its  claims  are  founded  on  falsehood  and 
fraud. 

That  its  doctrines  and  dogma  are  absurb,  oppos- 
ed to  all  natural  justice,  and  exact  science. 

That  they  are  pernicious  and  demoralizing  to 
all  who  believe  tiiern. 

That  no  Catholic  can  be  a  Republican  freeman. 

That  no  Republic  could  exist  with  a  Catholic 
people. 

That  the  pretences  ot  the  Pope  destroy  all  human 
liberty. 

And  we  here  repeat  all  these  things.and  all  others 
that  we  have  ever  said  about  this  wicked  Church, 
and  challenge  and  defy  all  her  priests  and  the  Pope 
himself  to  prove  the  contrary. 

This  is  our  mission,  to  smoke  them  out  of  this 
country,  by  reason  alone.  Our  end  is  just.  Our 
means  are  peaceful.  And  no  man  or  set  of  men 
can  make  us  afraid. 
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As  lo  the  practice  itself,  it  was  condemned  by 
many  of  tbc  wisest  heathen,  and  for  several  ages, 
even  in  Pagan  liome,  was  thought  impious  and  de- 
testable; for  Nu.na,  we  find,  prohibited  it  to  the 
old  Komaos,nor  would  Buffer  any  images  in  their 
temples;  which  constitution  they  observed  relig- 
iously, says  Plutarch,  for  Ihe  first  hundred  and 
seventy  years  of  the  city.  But  as  image  worship 
was  thought  abominable  even  by  some  Pagan 
princes,  so  by  6ome  of  the  Christian  emperois  it 
was  forbidden  on  pain  of  death  ;  not  because  these 
images  wore  the  representations  of  demons  or  false 
gods,  but  because  they  were  vain  senseless  idols.lhe 
work  of  men's  hands,  and  for  that  reason  unworthy 
of  any  honor ;  and  all  the  instances  and  overt  acts 
of  such  worship,  described  and  condemned  by 
them,  are  exactly  the  same  with  what  the  Papists 
practise  at  this  day,  viz.  lighting  up  candles,  burn- 
ing incense,  hanging  up  garlands,  Ac.,  as  maybe 
seen  in  the  laws  of  Treodosius,who  confiscates  that 
house  or  land,  where  any  such  act  of  Gentile  su- 
perstition had  been  committed.  These  princes.who 
were  influenced,  we  may  suppose,  in  their  constitu- 
tions of  this  sort,  by  the  advice  of  their  bishop, did 
not  think  Paganism  abolished,  till  the  adoration  of 
images  was  utterly  extirpated ;  which  was  reckon- 
ed always  the  principal  of  Ihoso  Gentile  rites,  that, 
agreeably  to  the  sense  of  the  purest  ages  of  Chris- 
tianity, are  never  mentioned  in  the  imperial  laws, 
without  the  epithets  of  profane,  damnable,  impious 
&c. 

What  opinion,-  then,  can  we  have  of  the  present 
dess  as  this?" 

The  noblest  heathen  temple  now  remaining  in 
the  world,  is  the  Pantheon  or  Rotunda,  which,  as 
Ihe  inscription  over  the  portico  informs  us,  having 
practice  of  the  Church  of  Rome,  but  that  by  a 
change  only  of  name,  they  have  found  means  to  re- 
tain the  thing;  and  by  substituting  their  saints  in 
the  place  of  the  old  demigods,  have  (but  set  up 
idols  of  their  own,  instead  of  those  of  their  fore- 
father? In  which  it  is  hard  to  say,  whether  their 
assurance,  or  their  address  is  more  to  be  admired, 
who  have  the  face  to  make  that  the  principal  part 
of  Christian  worship,  which  the  first  Christians 
looked  upon  as  the  most  criminal  pait  even  of  Pa- 
ganism, and  have  found  means  to  extract  gain  and 
great  revenues  out  of  a  practice,  which,  in  primi- 
tive times,  would  have  cost  a  man  both  life  and.es- 
tate. 

But  our  notion  of  the  idolatry  of  modern  Rome, 
will  be  much  heightened  still  and  confirmed,  as  oft 
as  wo  follow  them  into  those  temples,  and  to  those 
very  temples,  and  to  those  very  altars,  which  were 
built  originally  by  their  heathen  ancestors,  the  old 
Romaus.to  the  honor  of  their  Pagan  deities;  where 
we  shall  hardly  see  any  other  alteration,  than  the 
shrine  of  some  old  hero  filled  by  tne  meaner  statue 
of  some  modern  saint.  May,  they  have  not  always, 
as  I  am  well  informed,  given  themselves  the  trou- 
ble of  making  even  this  change,  but  have  been  con- 
tent sometimes  to  take  up  with  the  old  image,  just 
as  they  fjund  it,  after  baptizing  it  only,  as  it  were, 
or  consecrating  it  auew,  by  ihe  imposition  of  a 
Christian  name.  This  their  antiquaries  do  not 
scruple  to  putstrangers  in  mind  of.in  showing  their 
Churches;  and  it  was,  I  think,  in  that  of  St.  Agnes, 
where  they  showed  me  an  antique  statue  of  a  young 
Bacchus,  which,  with  a  new  name,  and  some  little 
change  of  drapery,  stands  now  worshipped  under 
the  title  of  a  female  saint. 

Tully  reproaches  Clodius,  for  having  publicly  de- 
dicated the  statue  of  a  common  strunipet^nnder  the 
name  and  title  of  the  goddess  of  Liberty ;  a  practice 
still  frequent  with  the  present  Romans,  who  have 
scarce  a  line  ^image  or  picture  of  a  female  saint, 
which  is  not  said  to  have  been  designed  originally 
by  the  sculptor  or  painter,  for  the  representation  of 
his  own  mistress;  and  who  dares,  may  we  say,  iron- 
ically; with  the  old  Roman,  to  "violate  such  a  god- 


Jeen  impiously  dedicated  of  old,  by  Agrippa,  to 
bove  and  all  the  gods,  was  piously  reeonsecratad 
by  Pope  Boniface  the  fourth,  to  Ihe  blessed  Virgin 
and  all  the  saints.  With  this  single  alteration,  it 
Serves  as  exactly  for  all  the  purposes  of  the  Popish, 
as  it  did  for  the  Pagan  worship,  for  which  it  was 
built.  For  as  in  the  old  temple,  every  one  might 
find  the  god  of  his  country,  and  address  himself  to 
that  deity  whose  religion  he  was  most  devoted  to; 
do  it  is  the  same  thing  DOW;  every  one  chooses  the 
patron  whom  he  likes  best;  and  one  may  see  here 
different  services  going  on  at  the  same  timo,  at 
different  altars,  with  distinct  congregations  around 
them,  just  as  their  inclinations  of  the  people  lead 
them  to  the  worship  of  this  or  that  particular 
saint. 

And  what  better  title  can  the^new  demi  gods  show 
to  the  adoration  now  paid  to"  them,  than  the  old 
ones,  whose  shrines  they  have  usurped?  Or  how 
comes  it  to  be  less  criminal  lo  worship  images, 
erected  by  the  Pope,  than  those  which  Agaippa,  or 
that  which  Nebuchadnezzar,  set  up?  If  there  be 
any  real  difference,  most  people,  I  dare  say,  will  be 
apt  to  determine  in  favor  of  the  old  possessors;  for 
those  heroes  of  antiquity  were  raised  up  into  gods, 
and  received  divine  honors,  for  some  signal  benefits 
of  which  they  had  been  the  authors  to  mankind ;  as 
the  invention  of  arts  and  sciences,  or  of  something 
highly  uselul  and  necessary  to  life;  whereas  of  the 
Romish  saints,it  is  certain  that  many  of  them  were 
never  heard  of,  but  .in  their  own  legands  or  fabu- 
lous histories;  and  many  more,  instead  of  any  ser- 
vices done  to  mankind,  owe  all  the  honors  now 
paid  to  them,  to  Ibeir  vices  or  their  errors;  whose 
merit,  like  that  of  Demetrius  in  the  Acts,  was  their 
skill  in  raising  rebellious  in  defence  of  an  idol,  and 
throwing  kingdoms  into  convulsions,  for  the  sake 
of  some  gainful  imposture. 

And  as  it  is  in  the  Pantheon,  it  is  just  the  same 
in  all  other  heathen  temples  that  still  remain  in 
Rome;  they  have  only  pulled  down  one  idol,  to  set 
up  another;  and  changed  rather  the  name,  than  the 
object  of  their  worship.  Thus  the  little  temple  of 
Vesta,  near  the  Tiber,  mentioned  by  Horace,  is  now 
possessed  by  the  Madonna  of  Iho  Bun ;  that  of  For- 
tuna  Virilis,by  Mary  the  Egyptian  ;  that  of  Saturn, 
where  the  public  treasure  was  anciently  kept, by  St. 
Adrian ;  that  ofJRumulus  and  Remus  in  the  Aia 
Sacra,  by  two  other  brothers,  Cosmas  and  Damia- 
nus;  that  of  Antonine  godly, by  Laurence  the  saint. 
But  for  my  part,  I  should  sooner  be  tempted  to  pros- 
trate myself  before  the  statute  of  a  Romulus  or  an 
Antonine,  than  that  of  a  Laurence  or  a  Damian ; 
and  give  divine  honors  rather,  with  Pagan  Rome, 
to  the  founders  of  monasteries.

A  Letter  From  the  Jail. 


How  it  is! 

And  What  Kind  of  Company  They  Have- 

County  Jail,  Jan.  31st.  1877. 

The  "Holy  Roman  Catholic  and  Apostolic' 
Church,"  has  gained  a  victory  at  last.  We  are  con- 
fined in  the  County  Jail,  No  matter  I  To  the  poor 
wicked  wretch  who  feels  lhat  he  is  guilty  of  a 
crime,  and  is  thus  cut  off  from  all  respect,  and 
sympathy,  and  fiiends,  this  is  a  dreadful  place. 
But  it  loses  all  its  horrors  when  a  man  has  a  clear 
conscience,  a  higli  sense  of  duty  done,  and  troops 
of  friends  to  visit  and  cheer  him  in  his  confine- 
ment. 

This  is  our  first  experience  of  prison  life,  thrust 
in  among  a  gang  of  criminals.  But  the  Jailer  has 
turned  the  key,  and  nothing  remains  but  to  study 
the  ways  and  doings  of  prison  life. 

Whal  a  queer  sensation  this  is!  Shut  up  iu  a 
close  room,  only  a  little  wicket  of  iron  to  look 
through,  and  nothing  to  see  or  hear  but  prison  life 
and  prison  jargon. 

Thanks  to  the  officers  in  charge,  who  are  gentle- 
men, every  one,  we  are  not  in  a  cell  with  a  thief  or 
a  pickpocket.  But  on  the  contrary,  Capt.  O'Don- 
nell  has  selected  for  our  companion,  a  real  gentle- 
man, in,  like  ourselves  for  an  imaginary    offense  ■ 


He  too  is  here  on  account  of  persecution, 'though  of 
another  sort,  a  financial  persecution.  Certain  par- 
ties want.to  bleed  him,  and  he  wont  stand  it.  He 
is  not  that  kind  of  stuff. 

He  is  is  a  man  after  my  own  heart,  aud  already 
we  are  close  friends.  He  is  true  blue,  and  would 
rot  in  jail,  rather  than  allow  his  enemies  to  beat 
him  out  of  a  cent.  They  will  find  out  they  have 
woke  up  the  wrong  customer. 

We  are  just  as  happy  as  possible.  Indeed  there 
is  food  for  reflection  in  every  place.  There  is.  some- 
thing to  learn  iu  every  new  position,  and  the  ha- 
bit of  making  the  best  of  every  opportunity,  and 
reading  the  best  lesson  before  us,  is  a  wondrous 
comfort  in  a  place  like  this. 

The  officers  are  evidently  men  of  education,  liber- 
al in  their  views,  and  do  not  deem  it  a  part  of  their 
views,  and  duty,  to  persecute  those  under  their 
charge.  So  far  as  they  are  concerned,  we  could 
staud  ten  years.just  as  well  as  one. 

Our  food  is  rather  on  the  armystyle.  But  an  old. 
soldier  does  not  mind  that.  Ilisplain.  As  Joey 
Bagstock  would  say,  "It  is  devilish  plain!"  But  it 
is  good,  and  there  is  plenty  of  it.  We  do  not  look 
for  luxuries  here. 

Indeed  it  compares  very  favorably  in  all  respects 
with  living  on  a  war  footing.  We  were  in  Mex- 
ico ,all  through  the  rebellion,  and  even  in  Libby 
prison !  That  should  have  been  enough  to  atone 
for  a  thousand  mistakes  sucli  as  we  made  about 
that  "wake"  on  Market  street,  without  this. 

That  was  a  prison  indeed.  This  is  a  palace  to 
it.  Here  we  live  plaiu.  There  we  became  skele- 
tons. Here  we  sleep  iu  peace.in  a  clean  bed.  There 
we  seethed  and  died  in  dirt  and  vermin. 

Do  the  veterans  of  Mexico  know  that  one  of  their 
number  is  here,  in  jail,  for  daring  to  assaiijthe 
Catholic  Church?  Do  the  boys  in  blue  realize 
that  one  of  the  first  volunteers  in  the  war, one  of  the 
first  to  lead  a  company  across  the  Mason  Dixon 
line,  is  here,  on  a  charge  of  writing  against  the  in- 
fallible Pope?  Do  the  loyal  aud  true  men  of  Ame- 
rica know  that  one  who  suffered  for  the  Union  in 
Libby  prison,  is  now  iu  carcerated  again,  for  using 
abusive  language  to  the  Pope  of  Rome,  andthis 
drunken  priests!  But  it  is  so!  Read  the  senteuee ! 
The  Judge  said  so  iu  so  many  words! 

But  good  as  our  fare  is  here,  some  of  our  neigh- 
bors are  full  of  complaints.  We  are  not  able  to 
assert  that  they  fare  as  well  as  we  do ;  but  so  fur  as 
we  see,  they  receive  the  same. 

Aud  we  have  our  pleasures  and  fun  even  here, 
especially  when  what  is  called  "school"  begins. 
It  is  amusing  to  hear  them  call  from  one  cell  to 
another,  "Oh,  Patsey!  Oh,  Patsey!  How  long  are 
you  in  for?"  "Fifteen  months  and  a  half!'"'Monk, 
is  that  you,  here  again?"  "Yes!"  "Howlonghavu 
you  served?"  Patsey  replies.  "Thirty  days."  What 
are  you  in  for  this  time?"  "Oh,  getting  a  pair  of 
pants  on  trust  that's  all.  What  are  you  in  for?  Why 
Lbuderback  just  sent  me  up  for  nothing.  I  hope 
the  son  of  a  gun  will  be  dead  before  I  get  out.  If 
he  ain't,  wont  I  go  for  him!" 

"Hey!  Mike!  Do  you  get  euough  to  eat,  down 
there?"  Mike.  "No!  only  a  small  dummy  and 
two  ounces  of  meat,  nut  euough  to  keep  a  cat." 

"Slippery  Sam !  Have  you  got  a  dummy  to  spare  ? 
If  you  have,  send  it  down  to  me.  All  right!"  says 
Slippery  Sam.  "Send  us  your  hook  and  line. 
Throw  it  close  to  the  wall;  a  little  lower.  Oh!  I 
got  him ! 

Mike  ties  the  dummy  up  in  a  dirty  towel  that 
comes  attached  to  a  small  fish  hook  at  the  end  of  a 
line,  and  bowls  out,  pull  away  I 

Slippery  Sam  hauls  in  the  line  and  the  dummy 
is  secured.  All  the  old  prison  birds  have  these 
hooks  and  lines.  O'Donnell  calls  them  repeaters. 
They  can  throw  these  lines  with  great  precision 
from  cell  to  cell.  They  will  hit  the  little  wicket 
every  time,  and  thus  gel  whatever  they  want  from 
each  other. 

And  it  is  really  jolly  to  see  and  hear  them.  So 
you  see  a  jail  is  not  so  miserable  after  all.  Indeed 
there  is  more  fun  here  every  day  than  in  many  a 
flue  mansion,  where  wealth,  does  all  it  can  to  make 
people  happy. 

It  is  wonderful,  a  proves  most  conclusively  that, 

Man  needs  but  little  here  below 

Nor  needs  that  little  long.

And  they  will  be  heard  and  have  a 
clear  reply. 

This  man  Ferral  said  he  would  give  Thistleton 
the  extreme  penalty  of  the  law  because  he  had  at.

We  refuse  in  our  society  all 
who  believe  that  the  Pope  is  all  the  same  as  God, 
and  the  priest  all  the  same  as  Jesus  Christ.  We 
utterly  deny  and  tramble  under  our  feet  the  impu- 
dent claim  of  papal  supremacy,  and  we  are  not  safe, 
our  liberties  are  menaced,  our  lives  are  in  peril, 
while  a  man  sits  on  the  judicial  bench  who  pnnish- 
es  as  a  crime  any  form  of  reasonable  assault  on  the 
Roman  Catholic  Church. 

Let  him  be  removed!  Send  him  to  Dahomey ! 
Bnt  do  not  disgrace  our  country  by  permittug  this 
sentence  to  stand  a  moment!

A  CITY  OF  MADMEN. 


The  town  of  Gheel.inthe  province  of  Antwerp,  has 
been  for  six  centuries  an  abode  of  madmen.  There 
are  11.000  inhabitants  in  the  place,  and  they  have 
charge  of  1,300  lunatics  from  abroad, who  are  among 
the  families,  and  are  treated  with  great  considera: 
tion.  The  children  from  youth  are  familiarized 
with  the  business,  and  all  the  people  know  how  to 
manage  those  committed  to  their  charge.  One  of 
the  greatest  social  punishments  that  can  be  inflicted 
on  a  family  is  to  declare  that  it  is  unfit  to  receive 
such  boarders.  The  lunatics  are  disposed  of  among 
the  inhabitants  according  to  their  wealth  or  station 
the  better  families  receiving  the  wealthier  patients. 
The  cures  average,  it  is  said,  from  60  to  75  to  the 
hundred.  Gheel  is  divided  into  four  districts,  each 
with  its  overseer  and  physician.  Large  sums  of 
money  are  spent  iu  the.  place,  by  the  patients,  and 
families  generally  are  desirous  of  having  one  or 
more  lunatics  on  their  hands. 


Sporting  iuLabrador  involves  romantic  incidents. 
Wheu  deer  are  not  met  with  except  at  so  great  a  dis- 
tance from  a  settlement  that  the  night  has  to  be 
passed  iu  the  woods,  a  commodious  snow  house  is 
erected  in  a  marvellously  short  time  by  the  attend- 
aut  Esquimaux.  They  roll  small  lumps  of  snow  in- 
to  square  pieces,there  are  placed  one  over  the  other 
until  four  walls  are  raised.  If  it  freezes  they  throw 
water  upon  each  layer  to  render  the  structure  more 
compact.  Bled  poles  are  lashed  together  and  laid 
across  the  top.  Blocks  of  snow  are  placed  upon 
these  and  the  crevices  in  every  direction  are  filled 
up  with  soft  snow,  thus  excluding  the  air,  and  the 
floor  is  plentifully  strewn  with  snow  shoes,  skins 
and  other  gear.  Rudely  patched,  but  cosey  furs 
constitute  the  covering,  and  sportsmen  who  have 
ventured  into  that  inhospitable  region  have  slept 
comfortably  without  experiencing  cold  within 
those  uniqud  places  of  shelter.

Let  the  people  sleep,  and  the  Church 
of  Rome  take  the  country  1' 

And  lastjof  all,  the  "Chronicle"  comes  in  at  the 
death.  When  it  thinks  tbe  Giant  is  down,  and 
dead,  and  done  for,  it  throws  it's  soothing  influence 
over  the  funeral,  and  ventures  to  say  that  there  is

.mon  Schools  will  soon  undo  their  labor. 

Away  with  such  trash.  Away  with  such  apathy ! 
But  for  the  Giant,  and  kindred  papers,  the  priests 
of  Rome  would  long  ago  have  seized  upon  the 
Public  School,  the  very  instrument  on  which  the 
"Chronicle"  pretends  to  reply. 

Nay,  in  our  city  they  have  already  seized  a  large 
share  of  it.  They  have  their  tools  and  instruments 
everywhere,  in  every  disguise.  Here  are  Jesuits 
who  pretend  to  be  Protestants,  attain  high  places 
and  then  like  Dwindle  or  Ferral,  betray  those  who 
raised  them,  and  sell  their  office  to  the  Church. 

It  is  no  time  to  sleep.  Much  as  we  owe  to  the 
"Chronicle,"  for  it's  fearless  publication  of  all  use- 
ful news,  it  must  pardon  us  if  we  say  that  in  this 
matter  of  Roman  Catholic  abuses  and  influence  it 
is  silent.

In  making  each 
letter  ot  the  ordinary  alphuber,  we  must  make  from 
three  to  seven  strokes  of  the  pen  on  the  average, 
three.and  one-half  to  four.

Not  a  green  thing  is  visible.  King,frost  reigns  su- 
preme. 

And  while  we. read  these  things  in  San  Francisco 
on  Monday  February  5th.  we  sit  out  on  the  porch, 
withouftiat  or  overcoat.

In  some  other  respects 
you  would  be  just  as  far  from  Paradise  as  ever.

Incidents  in  Jail. 
How  it  is.    By  one  who  knows. 

Whatever  we  may  say  about  our  Irish  b'retheen 
and  fellow  citizens,  there  is  no  denying  that  there  is 
a  world  of  fun,  and  wit  and  jollity  about  them  that  is 
highly  amusing. 

A  great  many  of  them  visit  the  jail  here,  and  not 
one  comes  but  he  whispers  to  the  turnkey,  "  Begorra  ! 
let  me  see  the  Jolly  6iant."J 

And  they  come  round  ;  they  peak  about ;  they  will 
try  to  see  us  under  the  door ;  they  look  through  a 
crack — any  ~way,  as  if  afraid  to  take  a  good  square 
observation  through  the  wicket.  No  wild  beast  was 
ever  so  ogled,  or  the  cause  of  so  much  amazement. 

On  Sunday  last  the  usual  religious  meeting  was 
held  in  one  of  the  corridors  of  the  jail.  We  were  not 
permittedto  attendbut  co  uld  ^hear,  the  pious  ejacula- 
tions and  the  hymns  of  praise,  and  had  our  thoughts 
naturally  turned  heavenward. 

.  About  3  o'clock  they  adjourn,  dinner  is'served,  and 
the  trusties  and  favored  prisoners  are  allowed  to  walk 
n  the  corridors  till  locked  up  for  the  night. 

Capt.  O'Donncll  generally  attends  to  this  duty  ; 
he  had  noticed  a  friend  of  the  head  keeper,  and  two 
other  persons  with  him,  who  were  making  a  tour  of 
inspection  of  the  jail.  They  asked  where  the  Jolly 
Giant  was. 

But  the  officers  had  agreed  not  to  point  us  out,  and 
pretended  not  to  know.  The  two  sons  of  the  Holy 
Church  were  bound  to  have  a  look  at  him. 

They  looked  into  each  cell,  and  inquired,

We  were  reclining  gracefully,  not  on  our  sofa  at 
home,  but  on  the  floor  of  the  cell,  reading  a  book  en- 
titled '  The  Papacy,  its  History,  Dogmas,  Opinions 
and  Prospects,  by  the  Rev.  J.  A.  Wyler. 

When  we  heard  them  approach,  and  saw  their  ugly 
mugs  against  the  bars,  we  heard  one  say, 

"  By  the  howly  Saints,  there  is  the  ould  Divil 
himself!" 

-  "Ah,"  said  the  other,  "  sure  enough,  the  owld 
heretic !  an  readin'  the  divil's  own  book  !  " 

"  Sure,  Sheriff  Noon  in  should  put  him  in  a  dun- 
geon, where  it  's  dark,  so  he  can't  read,  an'  the  like 
of  that.  He'll  niver  be  eonvarted  an'  readin'  the 
divil's  books  all  the  time  !  " 

"Convart  the  divil  !  "  says  the  otheT.'  "  D'ye  sup- 
pose Father  Hugh  would  admit  the  like  of  hiiri  in  the 
howly  church,  if  he  was  eonvarted  a  hundred  times. 
May  the  saints  pardon  ye  for  spakin'  of  it !  You 
can  stay  wid  him  all  day,  if  ye  like,  but  I  am  going 
to  see  some  friends  on  the  other  side." 

And  so  Con  Sheenan  walked  away,  leaving  his  two 
friends  behind,  to  look  at  us,  and  talk  politics  with 
some  good  Democrats  in  the  next  cell.

"O,  Con  !  Con  !  Where  the  divil  are  you  ?"

Con,  I  want  to  see  you." 


Then  tbe  whole  posse  commenced  to  call  out,  "O, 
Con  !  O,  Con  !  Come  here  !  "  "Come  up!  "  "Come 
down!"

Then  there  was  a  perfect  scream.  Con  was  de- 
lirious with  rage.  His  mouth  frothed;  his  eyes 
peered  out,  and  his  whole  couutenence  was  the  pic- 
ture of  terror. 

He  went  to  his  knees.  Prayer  camo  10  him  at 
last.  "Oh!  Howly  Vargin!  1  believe, that  Giaut 
has  got  met  Blessed  Molher  of  God,  have  mercy 
onnie!  Oh,  St.  Patrick,  remember  that  it's  from 
ould  Ireland  1  am !" 

He  pulled  out  his  bottle  of  holy  water,  and  put 
it  Lo  his  lips.

Oh,  ye  rich,  who  caouot  raise  a  good  hearty  laugl 
oh,  ye  over  sanctimonious  who  are  too  good  to  1 
jollyi  come  here,  and  hear  the  jail  birds  laugh  an 
sing  as  though  tbe  world  was  their's.

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LIFE  IN  AJIUNNERY. 

The    Awfal    Disclosures    of   Maria 
Monk! 


Tliey  Stiiiwl  Uiiimpeaclied! 

When  the  election  riols  prevailed  in  Moutreals, 
the  city  was  thrown  into  general  alarm ;  we  heard 
some  reports,  from  da}'  to  day,  which  made  us, 
anxious  lor  ourselve.  Nothing,  however,  gave  mc 
any  serious  thoughts  until  I  saw  ancommpn  movo- 
incuts  la  some  parts  of  the  nunnery,  and  ascertain' 
ed,  to  my  own  satisfaction,  that  there  was  a  large 
quantity  of  gunpowder  stored  in  some  secret  place 
within  tho  walls,  and  that  some  of  it  was  removed, 
or  prepared  for  use,  underthcdirc.iior.  of  the  Supe- 
rior. 

Penance. — I  have  mentioned  several  penances, 
in  different  parts  of  this  narration,  which  we  some- 
times had  to  perform.  There  i.  a  great  variety  of 
them;  and,  while  somo,  though  trifling  in  appear- 
ance, became  very  painfnl,  by  long  endurance,  or 
frequent  repetition  ;  others  are  severe  in  their  na- 
lure,anJ  would  never  be  submitted  to  unless  through 
fear  of  something  worse,  or  a  reul  belief  in  [heir 
efficacy  to  remove  guilt.  I  will  mention  here  such 
as  I  recollect,  which  can  be  named  without  offend- 
ing a  virtuous  ear;  for  some  there  were,  which,  al- 
though I  have  been  compelled  to  submit  to,  either 
by  a  misled  conscience,  or  the  fear  of  severe  punish 
ments,  now  that  I  am  better  able  to  judge  of  my  du- 
ties, and  at  liberty  to  act,  I  would  not  mention  or 
describe. 

Kissing  the  floor,  is  a  very  common  penance; 
kneeling  and  kisfingtke  feet  of  the  other  nuns,  is 
another;  as  are  kneeling  on  hard  peas,  and  walking 
with  them  in  the  shoes.  We  had  repeatedly  to. 
walk  on  our  knees  through  the  subterranean  pass- 
age, leading  to  the  Congregational  Nunnery;  and 
sometimes  to  cat  our  meals  with  a  rope  round  our 
necks.  Sometimes  we  were  fed  only  with  such 
things  as  wc  most  disliked.  Garlic  was  given  lo 
me  on  this  account,  because  I  had  a  strong  antipa- 
thy against  it.  Eels  were  repeatedly  given  to  some 
of  us,  because  we  felt  an  unconquerable  repugnance 
to  them,  on  account  of  reports  we  had  heard  of  their 
feeding  on  dead  carcasses,  in  the  river  St.  Lawrence. 
It  was  no  uncommon  thing  for  us  to  be  required  to 
drink  the  water  in  which  the  Superior  had  washed 
her  feet.  Sometimes  we  were  required  to  brand 
ourselves  with  a  hot  iron,  so  as  to  leave  scars;  at 
other  times  to  whip  our  naked  flesh  with  several 
small  rods,  before  a  private  altar,  until  we  drew 
blood.  I  can  assert  with  the  perfect  knowledge  of 
the  fact,  that  many  of  tho  nuns  bear  the  scars  of 
these  wounds. 

One  of  our  penauces  was  to  stand  for  a  length  of 
time,  with  our  arms  extended,  in  imitation  of  the 
Saviour  on  the  cross.  The  Cheuiin  de  la  (Jroix,  or 
Road  lo  the  Cross,  is,  in  fact,  a  penance,  though  it 
consists  of  a  variety  of  prostrations,  with  the  repe- 
tition of  many  prayers,  occupying  two  or  three 
hours.  This  we  had  to  perform  frequently,  going 
into  the  chapel,  and  falling  before  each  chapele  in 
succession,  at  each  time  commemorating  some  par- 
ticular act  or  circumstance  reported  of  the  Sa- 
viour's progsess  to  the  place  of  his  crucifixion. 
Sometimes  we  were  obliged  to  sleep  on  the  floor  in 
the  winter,  with  nothing  over  us  but  a  single  sheet ; 
and  sometimes  to  chew  a  piece  of  window-glass  to 
a  fine  powder,  in  the  presence  of  the  Superior. 

We  'had  sometimes  to  wear  leathern  belts  stuck 
full  of  sharp  metallic  points,  round  our  waists,  and 
the  upper  part  of  our  arms,  bound  on  so  tight  that 
they  pentrated  the  flesh,  and  drew  blood. 

Some  of  the  penances  were  so  severe,  that  they 
seemed  too  much  to  be  endured;  and  when  they 
were  imposed,  the  nuns  who  were  to  suffer  them, 
sometimes  showed  the  most  violent  repugnance. 
They  would  often  resist,  and  still  oftener  express 
their  opposition  by  exclamations  and  screams. 


Never,  however,  was  any  noise  heard  from  them 
for  a  long  time,  for  there  was  a  remedy  always 
ready  lo  uc  applied  in  cases  el  the  kind.  The  gag 
which  was  put  into  the  montk  of  the  unfortunate 
Saint  Francis,  had  been  brought  from  a  place  where 
there  were  forty  or  fifty  others,  of  different  shapes 
and  sizes.  Theso  I  have  seen  in  their  deopsitory, 
which  is  a  drawer  between  two  closets,  in  one  of 
ilo-  community-rooms.  Whenever  any  loud  noise 
was  mail'',  one  i>f  these  instruments  was  demanded, 
and  gagging  commenced  at  once.  I  base  known 
many,  many  instances,  and  sometimes  live  or  six 
nuns  gagged  at  once.  Sometimes  they  would  be- 
come so  much  exoited  before  they  could  be  bound 
ami  gagged,  that  considerable  force  was  necessary 
to  bo  exerted;  and  I  have  seen  the  blood  flowing 
from  mouths  into  which  the  gag  had  beeu  thrust 
with  violence. 

Indeed  I  ought  to  know  something  on  this  depart- 
ment of  nunnery  discipline:  I  have  had  it  tried  up- 
on myself,  and  I  can  bear  wilness  that  it  is  not  only 
most  humiliating  and  oppressive,  but  often  extreme- 
ly painful.  The  mouth  is  kept  forced  open,  and  tho 
straining  of  the  jaws  at  their  utmost  stretch,  for  a 
considerable  time,   is  very  distressing. 

One  of  tho  worst  punishments  which  I  ever  saw 
inflicted,  was  that  with  a  cap;  and  yet  some  of  the 
old  nuus  were  permitted  to  inflict  it  at  their  pleas- 
ure. I  have  repeatedly  known  them,  to  go  for  a 
cap,  when  one  of  our  number  had  transgressed  a 
rule,  sometimes  though  it  were  a  very  unimportant 
one.  These  caps  were  kept  in  a  cupboard  iu  the 
old  nuns'  loom,  whence  they  were  brought  when 
wanted. 

They  were  small,  made  of  a  reddish  looking 
leather,  tilted  closely  to  the  bead,  and  fastened  un- 
der the  chin  with  a  kind  of  buckle.  It  was  the  com- 
mon practice  to  tie  the  nun's  hands  behind  and  gag 
her  before  the  cap  was  on,  to  prevent  noise  and 
resistance.  I  never  saw  it  worn  by  any  for  one 
moment,  without  throwing  them  iu  severe  suffer 
ings.  If  permitted,  they  would  scream  in  the  most 
shocking  manner;  and  always  writhed  as  much  as 
Iheir  confinement  would  allow.  I  cau  speak  from 
personal  knowledge  of  this  punishment,  as  I  have 
endured  it  more  than  once ;  and  yet  I  have  no  idea 
of  the  cause  of  the  pain.  I  never  examined  one  of 
the  caps,  nor  saw  tho  inside,  for  they  are  always 
brought  aud  taken  away  quickly;  but  although  the 
first  sensation  was  that  of  coolness,  it  was  hardly 
put  on  my  head  before  a  violent  aud  indiscribable 
scusallou  began,  like  that  of  a  blister,  only  much 
more  insupportable;  and  this  continued  until  it 
was  removed.  It  would  produce  such  an  acute  pain 
as  to  throw  us  into  convulsions,  and  I  think  no  hu-' 
man  being  could  eadure  it  for  an  hour.  After  this 
punishment,  wc  felt  its  effects  through  the  system 
for  many  days.  Having  once  known  what  it  was 
by  experience,  I  held  the  cap  in  dread,  and  when- 
ever I  was  condemned  to  suffer  the  punishment 
again,  felt  ready  to  do  any  thing  to  avoid  it.  But 
when  lied  and  gagged,  with  the  cap  on  my  head 
again,  I  could  only  sink  upon  the  floor,  and  roll 
about  in  anguish  unttl  it  was  taken  off. 

This  was  usually  done  in  about  ten  minutes,  some- 
times less,  but  the  pain  always  continued  in  my 
head  for  several  days.  I  thought  that  it  might  take 
away  a  person's  reason  if  kept  on  a  much  longer 
time.  If  I  had  not  been  gagged,  I  am  sure  I  should 
have  uttered  awful  screams.  I  have  felt  the  effects 
for  a  week.  Sometimes  fresh  cabbage  leaves  were 
applied  to  my  head  lo  remove  it.  Having  had  no 
opportunity  to  examine  my  head,  I  cannot  say 
more. 

This  punishment  was  occasionally  resorted  to  for 
very  trifling  offences,  such  as  washing  the  hands 
without  permission;  and  it  was  generally  applied 
on  the  spot,  and  before  the  other  nuns  in  the  com- 
munity-room. 

I  have  mentioned  before,  that  the  country,  as  far 
down  as  Three  Rivers,  is  furnished  with  priests  by 
the  Seminary  of  Montreal ;  and  that  these  hundred 
and  fifty  men  are  liable  to  be  occasionally  transfer- 
red from  one  station  to  another.  Numbers  ot  them 
are  often  to  be  seen  in  the  streets  of  Montreal,  as 
they  may  find  a,  home  in  the  Seminary. 

They  are  considered  as  having  an  equal  right  to 
enter  the  Black  Nunnery  whenever  they  please  ; 
and  then,  according  lo  our  oaths,  they  have  com- 
plete control  over  the  nuns.  To  name  all  the  works 
of  shame  of  which  they  are  guilty  in  that  retreat, 
would  require  much  time  and  space,  neither  would 


it  be  necessary  to  the  accomplishment  of  my  object, 
which  is,  the  publication  ot  but  some  of  their 
criminality  to  the  world,  and  tho  developmebt,  in 
general  terms,  of  scenes  thus  far  carried  on  in  se- 
cret within  the  walls  of  thai  Convent,  where  I  was 
so  long  an  in  male. 

Secure  against  detection  by  the  world,  they  never 
believed  that  an  eyewitness  would  ever  escape  to 
tell  of  their  crimes,  and  declare  some  of  their  names 
before  the  world;  but  the  timehas  come,  and  some 
of  their  deeds  of  darkness  must  come  to  the  day. 
I  have  seen  in  the  nunnery,  Iheir  priests  from  more, 
I  presume,  than  a  hundred  country  places,  admitted 
for  shameful  aud  criminal  purposes:  from  St 
Charles,  St.  Denis,  St.  Marks,  St.  Antoine,  Chambly 
Bertler,  St.  John's,  &c.  &c. 

How  unexpected  to  them  will  be  the  disclosures 
I  make!  Shut  up  iu  a  place  from  which  there  has 
been  thought  to  be  but  one  way  of  egress,  and  that 
the  passage  to  the  grave,  they  considered  themsel- 
ves sale  in  perpetrating  crimes  in  our  presence,  and 
in  making  us  share  in  their  criminality  as  often  an 
they  chose,  and  conducted  more  shamelessly  than, 
even  the  brutes.  These  debauchees  would  come  in 
without  ceremony,  concealing  their  names,  both 
by  night  and  any.  Being  within  the  walls  of  that 
prison-house  of  death,  where  the  cries  and  pains  of 
the  injured  inuoccne  of  their  victims  could  never 
reach  the  world,  for  relief  or  redress  for  their  wrongs, 
without  remorse  or  shame,  they  would  glory,  not 
only  in  sating  their  brutal  passions,  but  even  in 
torturing,  in  the  most  barbarous  manner,  (he  feel- 
ings of  those  under  their  power;  telling  us,  at  the 
same  lime,  that  this  mortifying  the  flesh  was  re- 
ligion, and  pleasing  to  God.  The  more  they  could 
torture  us,  or  make  us  violate  our  own  feelings,  the 
more  pleasure  they  took  in  their  unclean  revelling: 
and  all  their  brutal  obscenity  they  called  merito- 
rious before  God. 

We  were  sometimes  invited  to  put  ourselves  to 
voluntary  sufferings  in  a  variety  of  ways,  not  for  a 
penance,  but  to  show  our  devotion  to  God.  A  priest 
would  sometimes  say  to  us — 

"Now,  which  of  you  have  love  enough  for  Jesus 
Christ  to  stick  a  pin  through  your  cheek?" 

Some  of  us  would  signify  our  readiness,  and  Im- 
mediately thrust  one  through  up  to  the  head.  Some 
times  he  would  propose  that  we  should  repeat  the 
operation  several  times  on  the  spot;  and  the  cheeks 
of  a  number  of  nuns  would  be  bloody. 

There  were  other  acts  accasionally  proposed  and 
consented  to,  whieh  I  cannot  name  in  a  book.  Such 
the  Superior  would  sometimes  command  us  to  per- 
form; many  of  them  things  not  only  useless  and  un- 
heard of,  but  loathBome  and  indecent  in  the  highest 
possible  degree.  How  they  could  ever  have  been 
invented  I  never  could  conceive.  Things  were 
done  worse  than  the  entire  exposure  of  the  person, 
though  this  was  occasionally  required  of  several  at 
once,  iu  the  presence  of  priests. 

The  Superior  of  the  Seminary  would  sometimes 
come  and  inform  us,  that  he  had  received  orders 
from  the  Pope,  to  request  that  those  nuns  who  pos- 
sessed the  greatest  devotion  and  faith,  should  be  re- 
quested to  perform  some  particular  deeds,  which 
he  named  or  described  in  our  presence,  but  of  which 
no  decent  or  moral  person  could  ever  endure  to 
speak.  I  cannot  repeat  what  would  injure  any  ear, 
not  debased  to  the  lowest  possible  degree.  I  am 
bound  by  a  regard  to  truth,  however,  to  confess, 
lhat  deluded  women  were  found  among  us,  who 
would  comply  with  those  requests. 

There  was  a  great  difference  between  the  charac- 
ters of  our  old  and  new  Superior,  which  soon  be- 
came obvious.  The  forrmer  used  to  say  she  liked 
to  walk,  because  it  would  prevent  her  from  becom- 
ing corpulent.  She  was,  therefore,  very  active,  and 
constantly  going  aboutfrom  one  part  of  the  nunnery 
to  another,  overseeing  us  at  our  various  employ- 
ments. I  never  saw  in  her  any  appearance  of  timid- 
ity: she  seemed,  on  the  contrary,  bold  and  mascu- 
line, and  sometimes  much  more  than  that,  cruel 
and  coldblooded,  in  scenes  calculated  to  overcome 
any  common  person.  Such  a  character  she  had  par- 
ticularly exhibited  at  the  murder  of  Saint  Francis.

Like  Vanderbilt,  they 
make  all  they  can,  live  in  clover,  indulge  in  every 
vice,  and  when  they  come  to  die,  send  for  some 
needy  clergyman,  are  shrived,  and  sent  to  the  an- 
gels who  receive  them  with  hallelujahs! 

But  the  good  and  virtuous !  Oh,  what  a  time  they 
have!  They  can  neither  eat,  drink,  make  love  nor 
go  into  a  free  fight  without  some  qualms  of  con- 
science. And  when  the  end  comes,  the  best  of 
them  are  doubtful  if  they  have  walked  straight 
enough  to  save  them.

The  Jolly  Giant  has  been 
showing  up  how  it  is.  The  people  have  become 
suspicious.  The  papers  demand  an  execution  of 
the  law,  and  the  Regular'  Police  have  sent  word  to 
our  honovable  body  that  they  must  do  something. 
They  must  make  some  arrests.  Some  of  these 
houses  uuder  our  protection  must  be  raided  on. 
Now,  how  is  this  order  to  be  evaded  ?  This  is  the 
question  for  our  consideration  to  night!" 

Another  gentleman  said  thot  this  was  not  a  new 
thing.  •  He  had  known  such  orders  before.  They 
were  not  very  alarming.  They  never  hurt  anybody 
much  in  the  end.  Here  is  how  we  used  to  manage 
them.  There  are  three  ways.  If  the  people  and 
the  Mayor  are  not  in  dead  earnest,  we  can  stave  it 
off  altogether  bv  a  gold  headed  cane,  and  a  round 
headed  bag  of  gold  to  the  Chief  If  that  wont  do, 
each  of  us  must  give  up  our  ,  worst  houses,  have 
them  raided  upon, and  pay  the  cost  out  of  our  com- 
mon fund.  Aud  the  last  and  best  is,  if  we  know  of 
any  houses  that  don't  pay  a  Special,  to  give  them 
up  at  once,  and  have  them  demolished.  The  last 
has  always  been  a  favorite  method.

For  Instance.  Suppose  we  turn  over  Happy  Jack 
and  the  Tivoli  Gardens.  We  can  pay  Jack,  and  he 
will  laugh  it  all  off,  and  go  on  °.s  before.  The  Ti- 
voli folks  are  real-respectable.  They  don't  pay  as 
much.  They  can  just  take  care  of  themselves.sbow 
a  good  record,  nice  German  ladies  rational  recrea- 
tion, religious  liberty,  and  all  that  will  come  in. 
This  smoke  will  divert  the  public  mind.  Happy 
Jack  will  go  on  again.    And  the  thing  is  done. 

This  cute  device  called  down  rounds  of  applause.

Clericism  in  Europe! 

It  is  Dying. 

In  America  it  is  Dead. 


The  influence  of  the  clergy,  in  Europe  is  called 
clericism.  It  is  ns  ancient  as  civilization.  In  all 
time  past  the  teachers  of  religion  have  wormed 
themselves  around  the  pillars  of  State,  held  the  ear 
of  the  sovereign,  had  a  voice  in  the  council,  and  a 
sort  of  veto  on  all  legislation. 

The  clergy  have  controlled  the  school,  the  acade- 
my and  the  university.  They  have  claimed  to  be 
the  educators  of  the  people.  They  have  demanded 
the  superintendence  of  every  system  of  popular  in- 
struction. It  the  palmy  days  of  Rome  this  was  ac- 
corded to  them  without  a  murmur,  and  no  schools 
were  permitted  unless  the  teachers  and  professors 
were  rigid  papists. 

Was  this  influence  used  for  good  1  Alas,  no !  The 
education  of  the  people,  left  to  the  clergy ,was  gross- 
ly neglected.  In  fact,  the  people  were  not  educated 
at  all.  It  suited  the  clergy  best  to  leave  them  in 
ignorance. 

Was  their  influence  in  government  beneficial  ? 
On  the  contrary,  it  was  found  to  be  always  ex- 
ous,  against  the  rights  of  the  people,  and  opposed 
to  every  step  in  advance. 

In  Rome,  where  the  government  was]  purely 
clerical,  a  sheer  despotism  was  set  up,  which  the 
people  could  no  longer  tolerate,  and  have  now  set 
aside.  Where  the  government  was  most  clerical, as 
in  Austria,  Spain  and  France,  there  is  the  most  ig- 
norance, poverty,  wretchedness,  degradation  and 
crime. 

But  in  Germany  and  England,  where  the  clergy 
were  Protestant,  their  influence  was  of  the  same 
character,  tnough  in  a  lesser  degree.  The  jbench 
of  bishops,  as  it  is  called,  in  the  London  parlia- 
ment.has  ever  been  the  laststronghold  of  ignorance 
and  oppression.  If  workingmen  wanted  their  rights, 
or  any  reform  or  concession,  these  clergymen  were 
always  the  last  to  vote  for  them.  In  fact,  all  these 
clerics,  whether  Catholic  or  Protestant  have  shown 
themselves  to  be  the  inveterate  enemies  of  the  peo- 
ple, of  progress  and  of  reforms  of  any  kind. 

In  our  own  country  they  have  had  no  opportunity 
to  exhibit  this  zeal  for  old  oppression  and  wrong. 
We  presume  it  was  because  our  fathers  shut  them 
out  at  the  start.  Those  who  have  never  tasted  the 
sweets  of  authority  and  public  money,  do  ngt  hun- 
ger for  them  as  do  those  who  have  fattened  on  them 
all  their  lives.  And  so  our  clergy  have  been  ed- 
ucated to  look  to  the  people,  and  let  government 
alone. 

But  all  over  Europe  the  clergy  ot  the  established 
Churches  have  arrayed  themselves  against  the 
rights  of  the  people.  They  have  thus  lost  the  coun- 
tenance and  good  will  of  all  liberals.qfThey  are  re- 
garded with  suspicion,  as  dangerous  elements  to 
liberty.  They  do  not  want  liberty,  nor  do  they 
thrive  in  an  atmosphere  of  freemen. 

But  they  are  losing  ground.  Little  by  little  the 
governments  of  the  old  world  are  treading  in  our 
footsteps,  and  remanding  the  clergy  to  their  proper- 
place.  They  are  excluding  them  from  the  national 
councils,  reducing  their  emoluments,  and  taking 
the  school  from  under  their  control.  They  have 
not  shown  themselves  to  be  educators.of  the  people 
and  are  no  longer  entrusted  with  that  work. 

Even  in  England,  secular  education  has  received 
the  sanction  of  the  popular  vote.  In  Germany  this 
has  long  been  the  rule.  Italy  hastens  to  fall  into 
line.  And  even  dull,  Lslow,  conservative  Austria 
talks  about  a  school  in  which  there  shall  be  no 

priest. 

Spain  alone,  goes  back.  Pope-ridden  Spain  I  will 
have  no  school,  in  whieh  a  priest  does  not  fill  the 
teacher's  chair. 

And  we,  here  in  America,  are  gravely  asked  to  go 
back  too,  as  Spain  is  doing,  to  leave  our  vantage 
ground,  which  every  enlightened  nation  is  cumilat- 
fng,  and  sink  back  to  the  ignoble  condition  of  the 
most  prieBt-ridden  country  in  Europe. 

But  we  shall  not  do  it.    Our  people  know  better. 


If  we  have  a  few  Papists  among  us  who  would  like 
to  teach  their  children  that  the  Pope  is  God,  and! 
the  supreme  ruler,  and  that  government  by  the  will 
of  the  people  is  a  damnable  heresy,  it  becomes  the 
bounden  duty  of  thoso  who  know  better,to  see  that 
their  children  are  not  educated  to  be  as  foolish  as 
their  parents.  The  Republic  cannot  tolerate  such 
instruction  lor  the  young.

Come,  let  us  reason  together !  I  am  not  given  to 
intemperate  language,  nor  to  hasty  or  illogical 
conclusions.  Neither  am  I  one  of  those  who  think 
myself  entirely  in  the  right,  and  my  adversary  all 
wrong.  I  am  a  Protestant.a  true  Protestant,  in  the 
fullest  sense  of  that  word.  I  do  most  assuredly  be- 
lieve that  I  am  right.  But  at  the  same  time,I  humbly 
confess  that  I  am  not  infallible,  and  may  be  in  the 
wrong. 

And  though  my  dearest  wish  is  to  convince  my 
adversary,  and  bring  him  over  to  my  side,  if  he 
should,  on  the  other  hand  convince  me  that  I  am 
wrong,  I  should  hail  it  as  the  greatest  blessing  of 
the  two.  My  design  and  desire  is  to>erve  God  and 
do  right  to  man. 

And  now  for  these  questions.  What  business  Was 
it  of  that  Judge's  whether  the  Giant  assailed  tenets 
of  religious  faith  or  not? 

Is  he  on  the  bench  to  protect  the  Holy  Roman 
Catholic  Church,  or  any  Church  or  any  faith  what, 
soever?  Where  can  he  fiod  his  authority  in  the 
law?  The  Constitution  of  the  United  States  guar- 
tees  both  civil  and  religious  ltberty  to  all.  It  repu- 
diates any  and  all  discrimination.  It  protects  all. 
It  favors  none.  Churches  and  people  may  assail 
each  other  with  argument.without  limit.  Free  dis. 
cussion  is  of  the  essence  of  our  system.  The  free 
man  must  think,  speak  or  vote  as  he  pleases, 

In  the  discussion  of  religious  and  political  opin- 
ions the  utmost  latitude  must  be  allowed.  Equal 
liberty  must  be  accorded  to  both  sides.  The  Jaw 
can  only  intervene  when  liberty  becomes  license 
and  libel  or  outrage  are  directly  involved. 

Neither  must  parties  who  throw  stones  themselves 
be  too  sensitive.  Thev  must  be  content  to  take  what 
they  give.  They  must  not  resent  with  riot  and  in- 
suit,  tbe  language  they  apply  to  others. 

If  the  Pope  and  his  priests  will  come  here  and 
tell  us  that  he  is  God,  the  sole  deposit  of  relio-ious 
truth,  the  Vicars  and  agents  of  Christ.aud  altogeth- 
er  infallible,  and  that  we  shall  be  damned  if  we 
don't  listen  to  them,  we  are  surely  entitled  to  ques- 
tion these  lofty  pretensions,  i  We  may  expose  their 
wickedness,  falsehood  and  lolly.and  if  we  can.show 
that  the  wickedness  of  their  }>ves  belies  their  mis- 
sion. 

The  arrogance  of  their  claims.and  the  severity  of 
their  denunciationsjustify.on  our  own  part,  as  vig 
orous,  a  reply ;  however  foolish  or  false  or  extrava- 
gant  in  our  argument,  it  is  no  crime  before  the  law 
it  is  not  the  business  of  any  court. 

And  to  the  question,— Have  we  assailed  religious 
faith?  We  answer  no  I  We  tell  this  Judge  that  he 
is  mistaken,or  he  does  not  care  to  tell  the  truth.  He 
wanted  an  excuse, what  he  thought  would  be  a  pop 
ular  excuse,  for  venting  his  malice,  and  he  found 
this. 

But  nothing  could  be  further  from  the  truth.  We 
have  assailed  the  errors  of  Home,  but  we  have  nev 
er  attacked  the  Christian  religion.  In  no  part  of 
our  paper  can  a  line  be  found  with  any  suuh  in 
tent. 

We  have  spoken  freely  of  the  corruptions  which 
have  crept  into  the  churches.  We  have  traced  them 
to  their  source,  Rome,  Popery,  ana  advised  their 
abandonment.  We  have  forever  pointed  to  Christ 
as  the  model,as  the  good  shepherd,  whom  we  must 
hear  and  obey;  and  in  no  case  have  we  uttered  a 
syllable  to  disparage  the  worship  of  God,  or  the 
practice  of  true  Christianity.

He  stalls 
on  his  journey  accompanied  by  French  servant 
Passepartout  aud  an  American  (Mr.  Wheaileigh) 
who  relieves  the  tedium  of  the  journey  by  having 
satisfaction  from  Mr.  Fogg  at  every  station,  but  af- 
ter receiving  several  pouud  of  shot  in  different  parts 
of  his  body  concludes  to  forge  any  ,;L further  pleas- 
antries, and  becomes  an  ardent  friend.  As  Mr.  Fogg 
leaves  London,  the  Old  Lady  of  Thread  Needle 
Street,  awakes  to  the  fact  that  she  has  lost,  £50.000 
Detective  Fix  (Mr.  Kennedy.)  undertakes  to  work 
the  case  up.  He  suppose  Fogg  the  guilty  party  aud 
follows  him  around  the  world,  assuming  numerous 
disguises.  They  meet  with  exciting  adventures  of 
course.  They  rescue  a  beautiful  girl  from  the  re- 
ligious fanatics  of  India,  aud  are  attacked  by  a  band 
ot  Sioux  Indians,  and  are  almost  drowned  by  the 
explosion  of  a  ship  on  the  Atlantic.  The  terminus 
is  reached  at  the  last  stroke  of  the.clock,  on  tho 
eightieth  day,  when  Mr.  Fogg  with  admirable  sang 
froid  walks  into  Club  room  to  receive  his  money. 
The  Calcutta  Coffee  House  was  a  very  neat  bit  of 
scenery,  through  the  casement,  in  the  distance 
lay  the  mountains  enveloped  in  their  purple  cloak 
and  surrounding  the  base,  the  eye  was  permitted, to 
gaze  with  a  pleasurable  feeling  upon  the  verdant 
fields  and  the  blooming  native  flowers,  we  could 
almost  imagine  we  heard  the  tintinnabulation  of 
the  rivulets  as  they  rushed  merrily  down  the  slopes.

He  was  a  good  speciman 
of  his  class,  bristling  with  perceverince,  aod  gener- 
osity Mr.  Polk  was  most  too  polky,  but  what  he 
Jacks  in  sprigluliness,  he  makes  up  in  humor.  The 
only  burden  he  labors  under,  is  the  knowledge  that 
he  has  left  his  gas  burning  at  his  expense.  It  is  final- 
ly thrown  from  his  shoulders,  by  the  appearance 
of  his  sweatheart,  who  inlorms  him  that  she  has 
turned  it  off.  Mr.  Kennedy  has  gained  au'enviable 
reputation  by  his  eccentric  character  acting,  as  De- 
tective Fix,  he  displayed  his  talents  to  advantage 
in  his  disguises.  Miss  Caiey  deserves  a  compli- 
mentary notice  for  the  admirable  and  tasty  manner, 
in  which  she  dresses.

It  was  perhaps  a  happy  thing  for  me  though, that 
I  could  not  answer  for  myself,  and  that  my  condi- 
tion tended  to  disarm  my  enemies. 

The  country  had  changed  hands.  The  village 
where  I  was,  exhibited  an  intense  devotion  to  the 
Church  and  the  Pope.  Had  its  people  suspected 
me  of  being  a  f'iend  of  Garibaldi, and  being  wound- 
ed in  the  taking  of  Ronie,notking  could  have  saved 
my  life. 

But  on  the  other  hand,  the.  red  shirts  of  the  Re- 
publicans were  in  the  ascendant,  and  had  they 
known  who  I  really  was,  my  life  would  not  have 
been  worth  a  days  lea'je.  Troops  of  them  were 
prowling  round  in  everyplace.  They  had  little  res-~ 
pect  for  priests,  or  religious  houses.  They  entered 
the  pastoral  mansion.  They  saw  me.  They  ques- 
tioned my  friend  the  priest. 

He  took  them  aside.  He  whispered  to  the  officer 
"A  poor  old  friend  of  mine,  but  one  of  your  party, 
wounded  in  taking  Rome.  I  have  saved  him  from 
the  people  here  about, by  telling  Ihem  he  is  loyal  to 
the  Pope.  If  they  knew  otherwise,  they  would  kill 
him.  Do  you  now  leave  him  in  peace,  and  tell  no 
one," 

And  they  would  leave.  A  specious  falsehood  is 
is  a  potent  weapon.  It  is  a  two-edged  sword.  Those 
who  can  use  it  without  hesitation,  whilhout  com- 
punction, and  by  long  habit  with  a  good  grace, 
are  daugerous  men.  Life, properly,  reputation  and 
peace  are  in  their  hands.  One  liar  is  a  snare  and  a 
danger  to  any  people.  What  then  must  a  grand  net- 
work, a  conspiracy  of  falsifiers  be  to  a  nation? 

Nothing  can  escape  them !  Ho  man  is  safe.  The 
honest  and  truthful  are-slandered  out  of  public  life. 
Only  the  base  and  time-serving,  only  those  who  are 
williug  to  work  for  the  slanderers,  to  help  the  con- 
spiracy, can  prosper.    And  the  end  is  soon  told. 

Such  a  society  was  the  Jesuits.  We  were  sworn 
to  serve  our  order  and  the  Pope  by  all  means,  and 
every  place,and  under  all  circumstances.  We  prom- 
ised to  assume  any  disguise.make  my  misrepresen- 
tation, take  any  character,  for  the  purpose  of  learn- 
ing the  secrets  of  our  enemies,  overturning  their 
plans,  and  promoting  the  interests  of  the   Church 

We  were  not  always  priests.  Lawyers,  soldier.! 
doctors,  and  even  merchants  belonged  to  our  order 
They  were  all  the  same  as  priests  in  fact,  and  so 
regarded.  But  the  outside  world  did  not  know  them 
In  the  garb  of  laymen  they  were  priests  in  fact. 

This  is  why  Our  Order  has  been  expelled  from 
almost  every  civilized  nation  in  Europe.  The  edict 
of  expulsion  has  i an  thus:  "For  their  falsehood, 
their  disguises,  their  conspiracies,  their  underhand 
dealings,  and  their  crimes!"  Even  Catholic  na 
tions  could  not  tolerate  so  flagrant  a  conspiracy 
against  the  truth  and  peace  and  gojd  order  of  their 
people.  Kings  were  not  strong  enough  to  battle 
against  such  false  add  secret  combinations. 

What  then  could  a  Republic  do?  What  can  the 
people  and  government  of  the  United  States  do 
against  a  powerful  Order  of  cunning  and  educated 
men,  ail  working  for  one  end,  all  aiding  each  other 
and  hesitating  at  no  falsehood  or  crime  that  will 
serve  their  purpose?  Let  them  be  backed  and  aided 
by  all  the  Catholic  clergy,  and  more  or  less  by  all 
Catholics. 

Add  to  this,  that  the  Pope,  and  the  entire  Roman 
Catholic  Church  of  the  world  is  at  their  call  to 
assist  them  with  mouey,men  and  arms,  if  necessary. 
And  then  tell  me  if  such  a  society  is  not  dangerous 
to  theRepulic. 

Have  you  such  a  Society  in  this  country?  No 
one  can  doubt  it  for  a  moment.  In  fact  it  is  not 
disguised  that  there  are  Jesuit  priests  in  abundance 
But  are  there  what  are  called  lay  Jesuits?  Are 
there  men  who  are  seeking  office,  lawyers,  mer- 


chants, doctors.whom  we  would  not  suspect !  With- 
out a  doudt  there  are.  It  has  been  often  charged 
that  Eugene  Casserly,  your  late  Senator  was  a  Jes- 
uit. He  was  elected  in  a  peculiar  manner,  by  a 
secret  influence  not  well  understood.  When  it  was 
likely  that  inquiry  would  be  made,  he  resigned.  He 
did  not  like  an  exposure  of  the  means  and  instru- 
ments of  his  election.  The  Church  could  not  afford 
at  that  time  to  throw  off  the  mask.  Cardinal  Mc 
Closkey  knows  all  about  it. 

And  this  John  W.  Dwindle,  who  spread  himself 
so  well  for  the  Church  last  Fall,  what  is  he?  He 
pretends  to  be  a  Protestant.  He  is  a  lawyer,  seek- 
ing office.  He  wants  to  be  a  legislator,  or  a  judge. 
Is  he  a  Jesuit? 

What  else  can  he  be  ?  He  pretends  to  be  a  Prot- 
estant. Then  he  is  either  a  Protestant  or  a  fraud. 
Is  he  a  Protestant, who  says  he  hopes  that  the  Pope 
of  Rome  may  be  stronger  than  ever  in  Europe,  and 
and  strongest  of  all  in  the  United  States?  Can  he 
be  a  Protestant  who  tells  you  that  the  Catholic 
Church  is  the  nursing  mother  of  liberty,and  invites 
you  to  empty  the  horn  of  plenty  into  her  lap  ? 

No  Protestant  is  he  1  No  Protestant  could  utter 
such  baseless  falsehoods!  If  he  is  not,  then  he  is  a 
fraud.  And  if  a  fraud  then  in  all  probability  a 
Jesuit.  This  speech  was  a  feeler  for  California. 
It  was  the  Pope's  question,put  to  the  People  of  Cal- 
ifornia. 'Are  j'ou  ready  for  a  Catholic  govern- 
ment ?" 

The  answer  has  not  been  satisfactory.  John  was 
too  fast.  He  is  in  disgrace.  Such  blunders  hurt 
the  Church,  because  they  let  the  cat  out  of  the  bag 
too  soon.  He  must  now  stand  back  awhile.  Per- 
haps he  may  pretend  to  recant,  and  still  profess  to 
be  a  Protestant.  But  watch  him.  He  is  either  a 
great  fool  or  a  great  knave.  I  do  not  know  enough 
of  him  to  say  which. 

And  this  Robert  Ferral,  who  presides  over  your 
City  Criminal  Court,  is  in  all  probability  a  chip 
off  the  same  block, and  a  member  of  the  same  society 
He  has  got  to  be  called  a  Judge;  but  Heaven  help 
us  against  such  judgment  as  his.  He  is  just  doing 
the  same  as  Dwinelle,  putting  one  of  the  Pope's 
questions,  to  the  people  of  California. 

The  Pope  and  his  priests  hate  your  common 
schools, and  yr.ur  habit  of  free  discussion.  The  low 
Irish  are  ready  at  a  word  to  mob  any  man  who  dare 
speak  against  their  Church.  The  Pope  asks  the 
question —  "Will  the  people  of  California  allow  it? 
This  Ferral  is  the  instrument  to  put  that  question. 
The  Pope,  MeCloskey  the  Cardinal,  Alem any, the 
Archbishop,  dare  not  ask  it  themselves.  No  Cath- 
olic, or  Catholic  priest  dare  announce  that  doctrine. 
But  a  Jesuit,  a  Catholic  in  disguise,  a  pretended 
Protestant  can  do  it,  and  he  mu  st.  And  here  is  a 
chance. 

An  enemy  of  the  "Holy  Roman  Catholic  and 
Apostolic  Church  is  guilty  of  a  slight  misdemean. 
or.  He  told  a  lie,  if  you  like,  make  it  as  broad  and 
as  guilty  as  you  can.  He  said  that  a  certain  under- 
taker had  a  wake  in  his  store,  of  a  scandalous  char, 
acter.that  he  was  a  Catholic  ;tho  nephew  of  a  priest, 
could  be  forgiven  for  anything,  and  would  sell  his 
soul  for  money. 

He  was  tried  and  convicted  of  this  offense.and  of 
no  other.  But  here  was  Ferral's  opportunity.  In 
passing  sentence,  he  said  you  have  assailed  "reli- 
gious faith,"  and  I  will  give  you  all  the  law  will 
allow.  And  he  made  it  twelve  months.  Not,as  he 
confessed  himself,  for  the  mere  mislake  and  false- 
hood, but  that  he  had  assailed  "religious  taith." 

What  religious  faith  did  this  man  attack  ?  The 
faith  of  the  Holy  Roman  Catholic  Church,  and  no 
other.  Let  us  be  patient  under  this  dictum,  and  it 
is  held  to  be  a  crime  to  attack  the  Catholic  religion. 
Irish  mobs  may  assail  those  who  are  committing 
crime,  and  Ferral  will  protect  them. 

The  entering  wedge  is  made, and  only  waits  to  be 
driven  home.  Whatever  may  become  of  Thistl'eton, 
every  Protestant  in  the  land  should  rise  and  de. 
mand  that  these  words  be  recalled.  We  want  now 
that  Ferral  shall  be  rebuked,  and  the  people  shall 
know  from  some  higher  source  than  his,  that  it  is 
not  a,  crime  in  California  to  assail  the  Cataolic 
Church  by  writting  or  speech,  or  to  expose  her 
drunken  and  profligate  priests.  We  cannot  afford 
to  let  this  Jesuit  have  the  last  say. 
Pardon  this  digression!

The  Italians  Know  the  Roman  Church. 


The  Irish  Do  Not. 

The  Italian!  Bat  the  l'riest*  anaee  Bunds. 
The  Irish  are  Kea<ly  to  Fight  lor  Them. 

Tho  Italian  Parliament  lias  just  passed  a  law  for 
the  government  of  tho  Catholic  Clorgy.  Why  ? 
What  for?  What  need  of  law  to  govern  men  ot 
God,  who  ought  to  be  ahove  ail  law?  Ah,  but  the 
Catholic  priests  are  not  men  of  God.  They  aro  not 
abovo  the  law.  They  are  below  tho  law.  Their 
habits,  manners  and  consciences  do  not  come  up  to 
the  standard  of  any  civilized  peoplo.  They  claim 
rights  that  aro  inadmissible.  They  claim  privileges 
which  no  freo  and  .noble  people  can  allow.  They 
teach  their  followers  in  the  secret  confessional  what 
no  good  government  can  tolerate. 

It  was  in  the  confessional  that  tho  assassins  at 
Acapulco,  in  Mexico,  were  told  to  assassinate  tho 
Protestants  at  their  prayers.  It  was  there  that  tho 
cut-throats  of  Mexico  were  told,  in  the  name  of  reli- 
gion, to  do  riot  and  murder  against  the  reformed 
Republic.  It  is  there,  when  a  lecturer  in  thjG  United 
States  assails  the  rotten  old  church,  that  the  priest 
whispers  to  his  dupe,  "  Make  a  riot !  Mob  him  ! 
Get  a  chance  to  kill  him,  if  you  can  !  "  It  is  there 
that  they  toll  the  poor  Irish  not  to  read  the  Jolly 
Giant. 

How  do  we  know  these  things  ?  We  never  went  to 
the  confessional.  Certainly  not ;  and  we  never  shall. 
But  we  know  it  because  there  is  no  other  way  to  do  it. 
The  instruction  is  given.  There  is  no  doubt  of  that. 
It  is  not  given  in  lectures,  or  sermons,  or  public  dis- 
courses, or  in  the  papers.  Whercthen  ?  Only  in  the 
confessional. 

When  Lerdo,  who  was  one  of  the  best  Presidents 
Mexico  ever  had,  began  to  take  away  the  privileges 
and  emoluments  of  the  Church,  and  finally  suppressed 
the  religious  houses,  and  the  lazy  monks  and  sisters, 
the  Paulist  Fathers  in  this  city  said  he  would'soon  be 
overthrown;  tnat  he  must  be,  and  should  be.  The 
words  wero  scarcely  uttered  before  tho  work  began. 
They  knew  that  the  order  had  gone  forth,  and  they 
knew  how  rapidly  it  -would  bo  spread  and  acted  upon. 
They  could  only  dofso  from  the  Church. 

Italy  has  just  such  a  state  of  things  to  fear  now. 
Tho  Pope  and  priests  andj  Catholic  nobles  of  Italy 
are  eager  to  restore  the  Pope  and  the  old  state  of 
things,  and  the  poor  and  ignorant  and  degraded  are 
ready  to  join  them  any  day. 

Against  these,  tho  thioking,  staid,  moral  and  pro- 
gressive men  of  Italy,  "who  "want  to  be  free,  have  to 
guard  themselves.  They  know  these  priests.  They 
know  their  means,  and  their  falsehood.  They  know 
'that  the  priests  have  the  ears  of  their  poor  dupes,  and 
can  stir  them  up  to  murder  and  outrage  any  day. 
And  they  have  demanded  laws  for  their  protection. 
They  have  asked  tho  Italian  Parliament  to  put  the 
priests  under  bonds  to  behave  themselves,  and  allow 
freedom  to  take  its  course  without  riot  or  assassina- 
tion. And  the  Parliament  has  nobly  answered  the 
call.  It  has  enacted  that  priests  must  behave  them- 
selves as  other  men  do.  They  must  not  presume  to 
abuse  or  strike  man,  woman  or  child  unlawfully. 
They  must  not  preach  sedition.  They  must  not  incite 
ignorant  persons  to  riot  or  murder.  If  they  do,  the 
law  will  not  punish  the  poor  dupes  alone.  It  will  fol- 
low the  clue,  trace  it  up  to  the  priest,  and  make  him 
accountable  too.  And  doubly  so.  Because  he  knows 
better.  Because  they  are  often  so  ignorant'as  to  think 
they  are  doing  right.  But  the  priest  knows  that  he  is 
plotting  treason  and  murder.  He  deserves  the  worst. 
And  the  poor  old  Pope  protests  against  these  laws,  of 
course.  He  curses  them,  and  those  who  make  them. 
He  sets  up  the  broad  principle  that  it  is  right  to  do 
murder  to  serve  the  ' '  Holy  Church."  And  he  holds, 
■  with  Bob  Penal,  that  it  is  a  crime  to  reason  against 
the  Pope. 

But  the  Pope,  and  Bob  Ferral  too,  must  fall.  The 
world  moves,    The  nations  must  defend  themselves 


against  Jesuits  and  traitors.  We  shall  soon  need  th" 
'Miii''  laws.  Lot  us  have  a  Catholic  mob  or  two  in 
California,  and  our  Legislature  will  do  just  as  Italy 
has  done — trace  the  crime  to  the  priest,  to  tho  Pope, 
if  necessary,  and  demand  him  from  the  Vatican  to 
answer  it.  . 

Tho  gauntlet  has  been  thrown  down  by  the  Pope 
and  his  followers  against  the  world.  Ho  says  he  is 
lupreme.  The  nations  say  be  is  not ;  and  they  must 
make  laws  to  prove  to  the  old  humbug  that  they  are 
right  and  he  is  wrong.

Take    Care    of  It  —  Hold   Your    Own. 


Don't   Give    It  to  tho    Great    JJaiikera. 


The  President  has  just  proposed  a  plan  for  the 
resumption  of  specio  payments  at  onco. 

All  right !  We  should  bo  happy  to  see  our  gold, 
our  silver  and  our  greenbacks  all  at  par.  But  it  is 
very  doubtful  if  any  legislation  can  do  it. 

And  the  President's  plan  has  a  great  fault.  It  is  a 
move  in  tho  wrong  direction.  It  is  a  move  away  from 
a  healthy  financial  system.  It  is  a  "move  in  favor  of 
tho  great  bankers  and  money  monopolists,  and  against 
the  interests  of  the  people. 

He  proposes  to  withdraw  the  greenback  currency, 
which  pays  no  interest,  and  issue  bonds  in  its  place, 
drawing  four  per  cent.  And  we  suppose  to  go  on 
doing  so  till  the  Government^  paper  is  all  taken  up, 
and  the  entire  debt  of  the  country  drawing  interest. 
Then  the  money  monopolists  are  to  buy  these  bonds, 
draw  the  four  per  cent.,  leave  the  bonds  with  the  Gov- 
ernment as  deposit  security,  and  issue  greenbacks  of 
their  own,  which  they  can  lend  on  interest  again. 

We  say  this  is  just  tho  wrong  way  up.  It  saddles 
the  Government  with  interest  on  its  entire  debt,  and 
it  saddles  the  peoplo  with  a  double  interest  to  the 
bondholding  banker. 

The  true  plan  is  just  the  other  way  about.  Abolish 
and  draw  in  all  private  paper.  Let  the  Government 
float  every  dollar  it  can,  in  currency,  to  save  the  in- 
terest on  bonds.  Supply  the  country  with  all  it  will 
accept.  Make  room  for  it  by  putting  aside  all  other 
paper. 

It  can  be  brought  to  par,  and  kept  there  by  a  sliding 
scale  of  issue.  When  it  is  at  par,  let  every  Govern- 
ment salaiy  be  paid  in  currency.  As  it  comes  down, 
pay  the  lower  salaries  in  gold.  If  it  still  comes  down , 
pay  still  higher  salaries  in  gold.  If  there  is  a  panic, 
pay  all  in  gold  till  things  are  steady  again. 

In  this  manner"  we  believe  the  Government  can 
float  a  thousand  millions  of  dollars,  and  save  the  in- 
terest on  that  amount  of  the  debt. 

As  our  commerce  enlarges,  the  people  would  grad- 
ually absorb  more  and  more  of  this  currency,  till  the 
entire  debt  would  be  floated  without  interest.  This  is 
the  people's  plan.  The  other  is  the  bankers' plan. 
This  saves  to  the  people  the  intereat#on  all  the  paper 
afloat,  and  all  that  is  lost,  burned,  "or  otherwise  de- 
stroyed.   The  other  gives  it  all  to  the  bankers. 

Wo  need  paper  money .  No  bank  is  so  good  as  the 
Government.  No  one  knows  just  how  much  we  need. 
Private  issues  may  inflate  the  market,  and  produce 
panics.  They  may  deplete  the  currency,  and  make 
panic  in  the  opposite  direction.  Theso  are  evils 
which  Government  can-avoid. 

Congress  can  establish  a  sliding  scale  of  issue,  de- 
pending on  law  and  fact,  and  under  the  control  of  no 
man,  and  no  set  of  men. 

It  can  decree  that  when  paper  is  at  par  all  payments 
shall  be  made  in  paper.  If  it  comes  down  one  per 
cent.,  the  lower  salaries,  amounting  to  one-half,  shall 
be  paid  in  gold.  If  it  comes  down  two  per  cent., 
then  all  salaries  to  be  paid  in  gold.  If  it  comes  down 
three  per  cent.,  then  all  payments  whatsoever  to  b 
made  in  gold. 

This  system  would  soon  settle  a  very  curious  ques- 
tion, which  no  other  system  can,  namely — How  much 
paper  money  will  our  business  absorb  and  still  be 
healthy  ? 


Wo  believe  it  would  soon  equal  our  entire  debt 
and  go  beyond  it.  From  that  moment  tho  deb 
would  be  as  good  as  paid,  and  the  Government  there 
after  reap  tin-  benefit  of  all  increase,  and  of  all  cos 
of  destroyed  paper. 

Money  brokers,  swindlers,  corrupt  Congressmen, 
ottpitalists  and  bankers  will  not  like  this  system,  but 
it  is  at  one:  a  safe,  simple  and  entirely  Republican 
and  people's  plan. 

It  should  be  adopted  at  once. 


THISTLETON'S  CASE.

Saturday,  in  the  County  Court  to  admit  him  to  bail, 
pending  mi  appeal  to  a  superior  Court. 

Theuiolion  was  denied  at  that  time,  ou  the  ground 
that  lUe  appeal  papers  were  not  before  the  Court 
in  such  a  shape  as  to  warrant  the  admission  of  the 
Defendant  to  bail. 

On  this  morning,  "Wednesday,  the  motion  will  be 
renewed,  because  the  papers  will  have  been  com- 
pleted by  that  lime. 

Should  Tbislleton  plead  guilty  (o  the  whole  charge 
as  laid  in  the  indictment,  the  punishuieut  awarded 
is  infamous  and  unwarranted,  for  such  a  crime. 
And  no  crime.not  charged  aud  proven  can  be  made  a 
reason  for  an  iujust  sentence.  His  attorneys  are 
sanguine  of  their  success. 

Our  District  Attorney  Murphy  made  a  speech  on 
the  occasion  for  tho  purpose  of  catching  the  Irish 
vote  at  the  next  election ;  but  we  apprehend  that 
this  attention  to  the  interests  of  the  Holy  Roman 
Catholic  aud  Apostolic  Church,iustead  of  the  busi- 
ness of  his  office  will  not  help  him  as  much  as  he 
seems  to  hope.

I 
have  no  w°'ds  to  express  the  awful  distress  to  which 
several  of  our  converts  have  been  reduced.Bince  they 
have  accepted  the  gospel. 

Three  weeks  ago,  a  widow  who  used  to  support 
herself  well  by  working,  and  who  had  never  asked 
a  cent  from  anybody,  came  to  me  in  an  utmost 
state  of  distress ;  she  was  pale  as  death.  I  asked 
her  the  reason  of  her  pallor.  "Dear  Mr.  Chiniquy," 
she  said,  "I  am  perishing  from  coid  and  hunger 
with  my  poor  little  children.  Two  weeks  ago  the 
priest  of  Rome  having  known  that  I  was  a  Protest 
ant,  has  gone  to  the  four  families  where  I  used  to 
work  for  several  years,  and  has  forbidden  them  to 
employ  me  any  longer.  When  I  went  back  to 
work,  I  was  most  cruelly  insulted  and  turned  out 
of  their  houses.  Since  that  time,  from  morning  to 
niglu,  I  have  gone  in  vain  in  the  search  ot  work.  I 
have  not  found  anything  to  do;  and  now,  since  24 
hours,  I  am  without  food  and  work.  I  have  never 
begged — thanks  be  to  God — though  poor,  I  have  al- 
ways supported  myself  aud  my  dear  little  ones  since 
thj  deaih  ol  my  husbind  with  ihe  honest  labors  of 
my  bauds  At  Sist  I  shut  myself  lo  die  rather  than 
beg  But  the  cries  of  my  siarving  cuildreu  have 
b  okeu  my  urarl  and  changed  my  reso  ulion.  I 
have  thought  it  wad  my  duty    to  come  to  you,  not 


to  beg.but  to  ask  if  you  could  tell  me  if  you  do  not 
know  some  Protestant  families  who  would  give  me 
some  work  and  save  my  life  and  that  of  my  child- 
reu  "  The  trembling  voice  of  that  poor  widow.her 
withering  cheeks,  her  burning  tears  told  me,  more 
lhan  her  words,  that  God  had  brought  me  into  the 
presence  of  one  of  those  terrible  human  agonies 
which  has  a  parallel  only  in  the  garden  ol  Gethse- 
mary.  I  knew  not  a  single  'place  where  she  could 
work,  and  I  had  given  my  last  dollar  to  a  poor  sick 
lamily  which  I  had  just  visited.  I  had  not  a  cent 
to  alleviate  that  great  misfortune.  What  was  before 
me  was  too  much  for  my  poor  weak  heart.  I  burst 
into  tears.aud  fell  on  my  knees  to  address  my  hum- 
ble, but  fervent  prayer  to  the  widow's  and  orphan's 
Falher.  We  prayed  and  wept  together.  1  had 
uothiug  else  to  give  but  my  poorprayers  and  tears; 
but  the  dear  Savior  undoubtedly  heard  our  prayers 
aud  saw  our  tears.lor  when  I  was  still  on  my  kness, 
the  bell  rang,  aud  I  weut  to  see  who  wanted  me — it 
was  the  mail  carrier  who  presented  me  a  letter  from 
Three  Rivers,  in  which  was  a  cheque  for  $34.  That 
providential  help,  in  such  a  circumstance,  seemed 
lo  me  as  a  miraculous  one.  How  I  blessed  the  no- 
ble hearted  brothers  and  sisters  of  Three  Rivers 
who  had  given  me  what  I  wanted  to  dry  the  tears 
of  that  poor  widow  aud  give  food  to  her  starving 
oip.iaus! 

rteveral  times  last  year  the  Oraugemen  of  Canada 
have  come  to  my  help,  and  it  is  to  their  kind  and 
fraternal  efforts  to  strengthen  my  hands  that  I  owe 
alter  God,  not  to  have  been  discouraged  aud  brok- 
en  down.  For  God's  sake,  let  every  one  of  them 
again  this  year  consent  bto  be  an  instrument  of  the 
mercies  of  God  toward  me,  their  brother  and  co- 
soldier.  Let  us  remember  moreover  this  year  that 
if  we  want  to  conquer  Rome  we  must  be  perfectly 
united  and  one  in  this  conflict.  Let  every  Orange- 
man remember  that  he  is  a  soldier  of  Christ,  that 
he  is  enrolled  as  well  as  I  am  myself  under  the 
banners  of  the  Great  Captain  of  our  salvation,  and 
that  the  most  glorious  victory  is  promised  if  we 
fight  as  true  soldiers.  If  the  dear  Savior  would  ask 
-s  to  shed  our  blood  in  this  conflict,  would  we 
shrink?

The  grand  blunder  which  almost  all  parents  and

QUEEN   VICTORIA'S  REIGN. 

Queen  Victoria  has  attained  a  very  high  rank 
on  the  roll  of  English  sovereigns  for  length  of  reign. 
Having  lately  passed  Henry  VIII.  and  Henry  VI., 
she  now  stands  fifth  in  order,  being  still  junior  or 
inferior  only  to  Elizabeth,  and  the  three  long 
Thirds,  Edward,  Henry  and  George.  Of  the  early 
English,  or  ante-Norman  kings,  no  one  reigned  so 
long  as  Ethclred,  the  Unready,  but  his  thirty-oight 
years  are  already  exceeded  by  the  presont  sover- 
eign's thirty-nine  years.  Elizabeth's  reign,  from 
the  death  of  Mary,  November  17,  1558,  to  her  own 
death,  March  24, 1603, lasted  fourty-four  years  and 
one  hundred  and  twenty-six  days;  so  that  Victoria 
has  to  reign  a  little  over  five  yeare  before  she  will 
equal  her  great  forerunner.  Then  will  remain 
ahead  only  Edward  III.,  fifty  years  and  nearly  five 
months;  Henry  III.,  fifty -six  years  and  nineteen 
days;  George  III.,  fifty-nine  years  and  three 
months.  These  long  reigns  look  short  by  the  side 
of  the  seventy-two  years  of  Louis  XIV.  of  France. 
Probably  no  two  successive  kings  of  any  country 
reigned  over  so  long  a  space  of  time  between  them 
as  Louis  XIV.  and  Louis  XV.,  who  from  1634  to 
1774  made  up  together  one  hundred  and  thirty-one 
years,  or  an  average  of  rather  more  than  sixty-five 
years  per  reign.

We  are  charged  with  making  war  on  pious  and 
respectable  people.  Bob  Ferral  says  that  we  slan- 
der the  most  pious  and  respectable  people  in  the 
community. 

Indeed !  "Who  are  these  pious  and  respectable  peo- 
pie !  The  priests  and  Sisters  of  the  Holy  Roman 
Catholic  and  Apostolic  Church. 

Are  they  pious  people?  Are  they  respectable  peo- 
ple? Are  they  entitled  to  the  patronage  of  our  peo- 
ple, and  the  protection  of  our  laws  ?  Is  it  a  crime 
to  tell  the  truth  about  them  ?  Is  it  a  crime  to  tell  the 
truth  about  any  public  man,  or  sect,  or  party  what- 
soever? Ferral  says  it  is;  but  he  is  a  very  verdant 
Judge,  and  will  soon  be  taught  better. 

San  Francisco  must  have  Judges  who  will  pro- 
tect the  rights  of  the  American  people,  and  not  tho 
"Holy  Roman  Catholic  Church. 

What  is  the  conduct  of  these  priests  and  sisters? 
What  are  their  true  characters?  In  Catholic  count- 
ries, nobody  knows.  They  have  the  means  of  hid' 
iug  and  covering  every  crime.  Where  Catholics 
rule  their  religious  houses  are  held  sacred.  No  one 
dare  enter  there  without  leave  from  the  priest.  All 
iscovered.  There  is uo  light.  Debauchery,  abortion, 
murder,  are  all  under  a  veil  of  secrecy. 

We  ask  any  candid  man  or  woman  what  is  likely 
to  result,  where  a  number  of  women  are  put  iu 
charge  of  a  father  confessor,  told  that  he  is  all  the 
same  as  Christ,  and  made  to  promise,  no  word  shall 
be  whispered  that  can  injure  him  or  the  Church? 
And  with  women  outside,  married  women,  and 
young  girls,  who  make  the  same  promise,  who  have 
taken  the,  same  oath  of  secrecy,  is  it  notjust  as  bad  ? 
They  are  in  the  power  of  the  priests.  If  the  priests 
are  really  good,  they  are  all  right.  If  the  priests  are 
bad,  they  are  in  a  snare  from  which  there  is  no  es- 
cape. 

Wow  are  the  priests  good?  Let  history  answer  it! 
Let  the  daily  papers  tell  the  story,  in  Protestant 
coantries.  Iu  Catholic  countries  they  dare  not.  If 
then,  in  Englaud,  and  in  America,  where  they  are 
liable  to  detection  and  exposure,  they  are  so  had, 
what  are  they  in  Spain,  what  have  they  been  in 
Italy,  where  no  exposure  was  posssible?  What 
would  they  soon  became  in  the  United  States,  if 
there  were  no  Jolly  Giant  to  watch  them,  and 
hold  them  up  to  public  reprobation! 

No  Catholic  would  do  it.  No  time  serving  venal 
editors  like  Pickering  and  Fitch  would  do  it.  Even 
the  Chronicle  would  let  these  drunken  and  debauch- 
ed priests  prey  on  our  people  unchecked. 

But  we  shall  not.  Whatever  it  cost,  whatever  pen- 
alty it  may  incur,  the  people  of  California,  and  of 
our  whole  country  shall  know  what  manner  of  men 
these  are. 

We  desire  to  tell  no  untruth.  We  challenge  con- 
tradiction. We  may-sometimes  be  misinformed.  It 
is  incident  to  humanity  to  be  mistaken,  But  we  do 
not  desire  to  be  so.  We  publish  nothing  but  what 
we  believe  to  be  true.  We  should  be  pleased  at  any 
lime  to  be  better  informed.  We  promise  to  Arch- 
bishop Alemany  and  his  priests  that  if  at  any  time, 
they  can  explain  away,  or  clear  up  auy  statement 
we  may  make,  we  will  publish  what  they  have  to 
say.  We  will  give  them  ample  apace  to  "vindicate 
themselves.  I 


We  are  oppossd  to  them  and  their  Church  because 
we  conceive  it  to  be  a  gross  perversion  of  the  Chris, 
tion  Religion,  a  monstrous  fraud,  a  diabolicol  usur- 
pation, an  incentive  to  vice  and  erime,  and  a  plague 
spot  on  our  civilization.  But  we  are  open  to  con- 
viction. Have  they  a  man  to  enter  the  lists  with  us. 
He  shall  have  half  of  our  space.  Is  he  an  orator? 
We  will  meet  him  on  the  platform.  Has  Rome  a 
champion  who  dare  take  up  our  gage? 

Asserting  that  vice  and  crime  are  the  necessary 
products  of  their  false  and  wicked  faith,  it  is  ia  or. 
der  to  prove  our  case  by  showing  that  Catholics  are 
the  most  depraved  and  wicked  people  among  us. 

We  do  not  say  that  there  are  no  good  Catholics. 
On  the  contrary",  we  know  theie  are.  There  are  good 
people  everywhere.  But  taken  as  a  whole  Catholics 
are  not  good.  It  is  confessed  by  all.  It  leaks  out,  in 
our  Court  proceedings,prison  reports,in  every  place. 
It  is  on  every  tongue-  One  of  our  clergymen  in  this 
city  has  said  that  the  Heathen  Chinee  is  superio 
to  the  Roman  Catholic  Irish.  We  do  not  go  that 
length.  We  think  that  clergymen  had  his  Sunday 
School  class  of  Johns  in  his  mind  when  he  said 
that.  And  even  then,  wo  think  he  was  mistaken. 
But  it  shows  the  low  estimate  placed  upon  the  mor- 
als of  Catholics. 

It  is  still  more  intensely  to  the  point  to  show 
that  even  their  priests  are  drunken  wicked  wret- 
ches, destitute  of  all  trne  religion,  aud  below  the 
average  ot  moral  humanity. 

We  have  done  this  successfully.  We  can  point  to 
a  hundred  trophies  of  victory  which  cannot  be 
questioned. 

Here  is  another.  Father  Daley  is  the  Pastor  of 
a  Catholic  flock.  The  particulars  can  be  found  in 
London  "Dispatch"  of  January  14th.  We  havo  al. 
luded  to  this  case  before,  and  shown  the  robbery 
of  the  store  by  the  priest,  accompanied  by  the  ow- 
ners daughter.  In  her  testimony  before  the  trial 
jury,  she  says: 

"He  lodged  at  my  fathers  house,  after  he  came  to 
Runcorn,  six  weeks.  Two  days  after  he  left  he  suc- 
ceeded in  seducing  me,  and  on  several  occasions 
since  ho  has  slept  with  me.  He  would  remain  late 
at  night,  playing  cards  with  my  father,  ask  to  sleep 
in  his  old  room,  aud  then  come  into  hers.  Then,  iu 
her  fathers  absence  he  effected  the  robbery.  She 
saw  him  open  the  drawers  aud  take  money,  and  he 
depended  on  her  secrecy. 

This  is  Father  Joseph  Daley;Pastor  of  the  Roman 
Catholic  Churchs  at  Runcorn,  in  England.  He  was 
tried  for  the  robbery,  found  guilty,  and  got  a  sen- 
tence of  eighteen  months  at  hard  labor. 

We  are  told  that  during  the  examination  a  Roman 
Catholic  mob  threatened  to  release  the  prisoner, 
and  that  extra  guards  were  detailed  to  prevent  an  es- 
cape. 

This  shows  what  they  would  do  if  they  had  the 
power.  They  hold  the  priest  to  be  above  ail  law. 
He  is  sacred.  The  poor  creatures  would  not  believe 
him  guilty  of  a  crime,  in  the  face  of  the  clearest  evi. 
dence.  They  would  not  condemn  or  convict  him. 

This  slavish  docility  isa  monstrous  evil.  It  is 
not  to  he  tolerated  ia  a  free  country.  It  is  a  direct 
encouragement  to  all  sorts  of  sin.  No  wonder  that 
these  men  are  drunken  and  criminal.  They  can  be 
so  with  perfect  safety.  Among  their  own  people 
there  is  no  risk  of  opposition  or  exposure,  ^The 
priest  may  do  as  he  pleases. 

Catholic  I  The  next  time  your  wife  and  daughters 
are  in  Church,  and  required  to  promise  and  swear 
that  they  will  obey  the  priest,  in  all  his  commands, 
and  never  whisper  a  word  to  injure  him  or  the 
Church,  do  you  take  them  out!  Dont  let  them  take 
that  oath  or  make  that  promise!  It  Is  slavish,  it  is 
wieked,  it  is  sinful!  No  good  man  would  ask  it. 
And  no  bad  one  should  be  allowed  to  do  so. 

You  mgiht  just  as  well  gag  and  bind  your  wife 
and  daughter,  and  say  to  the  priest,  Come  and  take 
them !  Do  as  you  please  with  them!  They  are  help- 
less andean  never  tell.

During  these  eight  days  I  had  written  to  no  one. 
And  now,  in  the  few  more  that  were  necessary  to 
give  me  strength,  the  country  was  so  disturbed  that 
I  did  not  deem  it  proper,  to  entrust  it  to  the1 
mails. 

And  so  I  was  silent.  My  old  friend's  cottage  and 
garden  and  library  were  my  only  solace.  He  him- 
self was  very  busy  with  his  flock,  and  his  temporal 
interests  at  this  time,  and  I  had  not  much  com 
pany. 

At  last  the  time  came  when  it  was  deemed  best 
that  I  should  depart.  The  old  Cure  found  means 
to  proeure  me  a  pass  from  a  Garibaldian  officer,  to 
the  effect  that  I  had  been  friendly  to  their  cause 
aided.in  the  taking  of  Rome, and  was  now  desirousof 
returning  to  England.  With  this  I  was  safe  from 
the  revolutionary  bands,  and  with  the  Catholics  I 
had  the  meaus  of  safety  iu  my  own  hands. 

I  began  my  journey  in  the  night,  on  foot,  and 
alone.  It  is  not  unpleasant  in  the  sunny  glades  of 
Italy  to  be  even  thus.  There  is  an  endless  string  of 
villas,  and  vineyards,  and  cots,  and  places  where 
people  dwell  in  the  summer,  that  are  uot  even  cots. 
The  clustering  viues  are  deemed  shelter  enough. 
Families  gather  under  the  unbrageous  shade,eat  and 
drink,  and  have  music  aud  the  dance,  and  go  to  re- 
pose just  where  they  are. 

Oh.they  are  a  merry  and  thoughtless  people  those 
Italians!  What  a  contrast  between  them  and  our 
Americans!  But  then  there  is  a  contrast  also  in 
heir  condition. 

Iu  America  every  man  is  a  freemau  and  a  citizen, 
he  is  somebody.  He  has  dignity  and  *lf  impor- 
tance. He  does  not  stoop  to  that  perfect  hilarity 
that  forgets  time  and  place  and  yields  to  an  intox- 
ication of  joy.  He  is  clothed,  his  wife,  and  child- 
ren are  clothed,  and  the  partner  of  his  bosom  must 
not  forget  that  her  charms  are  for  him  alone. 
Though  poor,  perhaps,  he  yet  owns  some  little  pro 
perly. 

And  as  yet  we  have  no  pure  aristocrats.  Our 
richest  men  are  yet  workers,  and  our  workers  near 
ly  all  own  something.  But  in  Italy  it  is  otherwise. 
For  two  thousand  years  every  foot  of  soil  has  been 
private  property.  The  lord  of  the  soil  is  a  butter 
fly  of  fashion.  He  kuows  notniug  of  work,  either 
of  body  or  mind.  He  is  honorable  because  neither 
he  nor  his  father  ever  did  a  useful  thing.  Aud  he 
is  noble  if  none  of  his  ancestors  ever  did  for  a  thou- 
sand years. 

And  besides  these  grandees.scattered  over  their 
lauds  are  thousands  of  ;poor,  who  are  indeed  poor. 
In  that  fair  climate  it  is  amazing  how  easily  and 
cheaply  they  live,  and  how  happy  they  are.  Yes, 
how  happy  they  are!  Never  since  I  came  to  the 
United  States  have  I  seen  such  exuberant  felicity. 
But  I  must  describe. 

I  am  in  a  beautiful  road.  There  is  just  room  for 
the  caretta  io  pass,  laden  with  grapes,  between  side 
and  side.  When  it  comes  the  foot  passenger  must 
stand  aside.  He  must  lookout„in  time  for  a  recess, 
or  a  gateway,  that  he  ma}r  not  be  crushed  against 
the  wall. 

The  wall  is  a  matted  vine,  that  makes  a  strong 
close  fence,  reachers  up  above  your  head,  arches 
the  road,  and  hangs  jits  luscious  bundles  within 
your  reach.  No  sunshine  there,  at  least  not  to 
hurt. 

But  it  is  noon,  and  warm,  and  we  shouid  rest  and 
eat.  And  we  will.  This  little  wicket  opens  into 
the  vineyard?  We  enter.  And  in  a  moment  the 
whole  domestic  scene  is  befoie  us.  It  is  a  rich  gar 
den.  The  ripe  fruits  are  falling  everywhere.  The 
very  odor  of  it  almost  satisfied  the  sense. 

In  the  centre  is  a  hut  of  straw.  A  shed  leans 
from  it  and  makes  a  grateful  shade.  Under  this 
are  a  few  kitchen  utensils;  only  a  few,  and  the  re- 
mains of  a  fire. 

And  alittle  piece  off,  in  the  shade  of  the  trues,  re- 


cline the  people.  A  merry  group !  A  purely  Ital- 
ian group!  A  naked,  laughing,  graceful  group,  but. 
drunk  with  fun.  Thev  have  just  eaten  their  fruits. 
They  are  drinking  their  wine.  One  or  two  have 
cigarettes  The  guitar  is  there.  They  dance,  they 
sing,  they  are  drunk  with  joy.  They  cannot 
be  intoxicated  any  other  way.  Their  wine  is  not 
strong  enough. 
Can  we  eat,  and  drink,  and  repose  with  them? 
Of  course!  We  can  eat  nothing  but  the  fruit, 
which  is  spoiling  all  around.  We  can  drink  noth- 
ing but  a  little  grape  juice  and  water.  There  is  no 
bed  softer  than  a  bunch  of  leaves !  Who  would  not 
be  profuse  of  such  hospitality  ? 

But  yet  it  is  very  welcome!  But  then  we  can  see 
the  fun.  These  tawney  but  well  formed  men, both 
old  and  young,  seem  made  for  higher  purposes. 
But  they  are  not  aware  of  it.  Tbey  have  been  hard 
at  work  till  now.  They  are  content  to  rest,  aud  be 
diverted  by  the  women  and  children,  and  especial-* 
ly  by  the  girls. 

These  women,  wives,  mothers !  Pshaw!  they  are 
not  dressed!  Hold,  stranger!  You  are  mistaken! 
Not  an  article  remains  iu  the  trunk.  In  fact  they 
have  no  trunk.  They  are  in  full  dress,  as  you  see 
them  now.        j> 

Good  heavens!  Can  it  be  possible.  There  was 
not  one  garment  to  each  person  in  all  that  crowd. 
No  man  had  more  than  three,  pants,  shirt,  and  a 
sort  of  scarf  or  shawl.  No  woman  exceeded  one.  It 
fastened  round  her  waist,  and  came  a  little  below 
the  knee.  Thb  girls  had  a  poor  imitation  of  this 
full  wardrobe.  And  from  about  twelve,  and  down 
there  was  no  effort  to  be  in  the  fashion  at  all. 

My  first  impression  was  that  the  great  grand- 
mother ol  these  people  bad  cot  eaten  the  apple  at 
all,  so  unconscious  did  they  seem  ot  their  utter  na- 
kedness. A  young  girl,  sent  by  one  of  the  men  with 
some  choice  oranges  for  my  use,  stood  up  beforo 
me,  with  the  fruit  in  her  hand  with  so  much  real 
innocence,  and  in  such  naked  lovliness  that  my 
eyes  fell  abashed  at  the  thought  that  with  all  my 
relgion  and  refinement,  she  was  purer  than  I. 

Oh  what  a  joyful  time  they  had.  That  was  the 
shortest  afternoon  I  had  ever  known.  The  song.the 
dance,  music  and  laughter  succeeded  each  other. 
The  children  gambolled.  The  men  and  women 
danced.  They  tossed,  and  tumbled,  and  rolled 
ecu  other.  Matrons,  joined  in  the  fun.  Wives 
displayed  their  charms  to  all  beholders  with  an  ex- 
travagance that  would  have  led  to  fifty  duels  in 
this  good  land  of  liberty  ,and  all  laughed  at  the  fun 
and  tried  to  go  a  little  further.  I  have  seen  the 
Can  Can  in  Paris.  But  their  antics  beat  the  Can 
Cau,  and  their  scant  costume  lent  enchantment  to 
the  view. 

A  little  before  night  our  circle  was  joined  by  a 
priest.  The  hilarity  went  on  however.  His  Rever- 
ance  took  a  part  good  humsredly,  except  when 
some  serious  sinner  woulc  engage  him  on  more  se- 
ri  us  matters. 

At  last,  "The  sun  set,  and  uprose  the  yellow 
moon!"  This  was  the  only  night  lamp,  and  to-bed, 
to-bed  was  the  word. 

Now  you  were  lucky  if  you  had  a  shade  thick 
enough  to  keep  off  the  dew.  If  not,  a  mat  laid  on 
the  top  of  the  low  bushes  will  do  it.

Shall   we   Rule  them,   or    are  they 
Kings? 

.      A  CORRUPT  CONGRESS. 


Money  is  king.  It  would  seem  so.  But  the  peo- 
ple are  more  tliaii  money,  and  more  than   the  king. 

But  the  people  have  got  to  keep  a  sharp  lookout 
on  these  rivals.  They  threaten  to  take  the  power 
out  of  their  hands, ami  do  as  they  please. 

Great  money  corporations  are  difficult  to  control. 
Every  government  iu  the  world  has  been  more  or 
less  puzzled  how  to  manage  them;and  they  certain- 
ly threaten  to  be  more  than  we  can  manage. 

Stanford  &  Co.,  have  been  enriched  by  the  govern- 
ment and  peoplo  of  the  United  States  by  almost  a 
hundred  millions  of  dollars,  as  well  as  millions  of 
seres  of  public  lands.  By  their  fraudulent  procur- 
ation their  charts  wore  so  drawn,  and  so  amended, 
that  not  a  dollar  can  be  got  from  them.  And  now, 
that  Congress  is  asked  to  amend  again,  so  that  the 
people  may  get  their  own.tho  railroad  buys  enough 

tes  to  defeat  the  measure. 

We  say  buys  votes,  because  we  cannot  conceive 
that  any  honest  and  sensible  man  could  vote  for 
such  patent  fraud  without  being  paid  for  it.  From 
beginning  to  end,  all  the  grants  of  the  company 
have  been  drawn  with  a  manifest  intenlion  to  de- 
fraud the  people.  The  second  mortgage  act  was  es- 
pecially of  this  character.  No  man  in  his  senses 
would  do  business  in  that  way  for  himself. 

At  the  next  election  the  people  should  be  careful 
to  instruct  [hair  representatives  u>  bring  these  Rail- 
road magnates  to  a  strict  account.  It  is  time  we 
had  done  wiih  this  rascality.  It  is  not  a  party 
affair  at  all.  Democrats  as  well  as  Republicans 
have  voted  for  the  company  against  the  people. 

It  is  simply  a  question  of  whether  the  people  are 
to  run  ihis  govcrnuieut,or  Stanford  &  Co.  r 

These  men,  as  railroad  directors,  and  as  a  con- 
tract  and  finunce  committee, iu  this  double  capacity 
have  been  guilty  of  endless  fraud  and  embezzlement, 
if  not  perjury  and  forgery. 

They  forget  everything  that  does  not  tend  to  their 
interest.  They  do  not  hesitate  to  make  false  and 
contradictory  statements  whenever  they  will  serve 
their  turn. 

They  have  reported  at  Washington  that  their  road 
cost  $11,000  per  mile.  They  swear  to  the  assessors 
that  it  is  not  worth  more  than  six  thousand. 

They  represent  to  our  people  and  legislature  that 
they  cannot  reduce  freights  and  fares  without  ruin, 
and  they  are  building  palaces  in  our  city  which 
shame  our  Republican  institutions,  when  contrast- 
ed with  the  abodes  of  other  men. 

They  are  openly  charged  with  making  this  sec- 
ond mortgage  device  for  the  purpose  of  defraudiug 
the  government  out  of  all  of  its  dues.  An  attempt 
is  made  to  amend  the  law  so  as  to  defeat  that  scheme. 
And  these  men  are  seeu  in  and  around  Congress  in 
such  strength,  and  with  such  influence  as  to  utterly 
defeat  it. 

They  might  have  been  honest  and  fair  dealing, 
and  earned  the  thanks  and  admiration  of  the  na- 
tion. They  have  done  a  grand  work,  and  no  one 
would  have  complained  that  they  should  get  rich 
out  of  it.  But  when  they  turn  it  into  a  wholesale 
swindle,  and  corrupt  the  representatives  oi  the  peo- 
ple to  complete  their  scheme,  they  can  expect  noth- 
ing  but  the  reprobation  of  all  good  men. 

They  have  oppressed  and  wronged  and  injured 
all  they  have  come  in  contact  with.  They  have 
treated  our  people  and  towns  with  contempt.  They 
evade  their  taxes  and  defy  our  courts.  They  have 
assumed  the  attitude  of  public  enemies,  whom  the 
people  must  trample  in  the  dust,  or  grovel  there 
themselves. 

This  last  act-breaks  the  back  of  all  patience.  If 
their  money  can  corrupt  all  our  Congressmen,  the 
people  must  show  them  that  there  is  still  a  power 
that  they  cannot  subdue.  Let  the  State  tax  them  on 
a  fair  valuation  ot  all  their  property.    A  full,   fair 


valuation.  That  will  do  the  business.  Let  the  coun- 
ties see  that  they  elect  Assessors  who  will  do  their 
duty.  Bring  these  gentry  to  the  scratch.  Make 
them  pay  their  proportion  of  our  taxes.  If  they 
perjure  themselves  to  escape,  let  them  answer  for 
the  criminal  offence. 

And  let  our  next  Legislature  pass  a  railroad  code ; 
not  to  regulate  freights  and  fares;  but  to  compel  a 
a  decent  behavior,  a  respectful  treatment  of  passen- 
gers, and  a  prompt  redress  for  neglect,  damages,in- 
solence  or  injury. 

The  freights  and  fares  are  best  left  to  themselves. 
They  alone  can  tell  best  what  will  pay  and  encour- 
age business.  Only  injurious  discrimination  should 
be  legislated  against.

The  press,  the  venal  press,  comes  in  when  it  can- 
not help  it.  The  San  Francisco  Water  Company, 
like  the  "Holy  Roman  Catholic  and  Apostolic 
Church,  is  a  respectable  concern  and  the"Bulletin" 
and  "Call,"  and  "Alia,"  and  "Chronicle"  «can  say 
nothing  about  it  till  they  are  forced  to  do  so.

It  is  the 
putrified  filth  from  the  back  house, the  hog  stve,and 
the  dead  carcase  laying  in  the  stream. 

Had  it  been  stopped  when  we  first  Jmentionsd  it, 
these  insects  would  not  have  found  their  way  to  the 
city.  The  Superintendent  says  the  sieves  are  brok- 
en, the  filler  is  oat  of  order.  But  we  say  to  him 
that  no  filler  can  make  this  pu.ried  water  fit  to 
drink.  It  may  remove  the  large  animals  they  have 
in  it,  but  the  water  they  can  live  in  is  not  fit  to 
drink. 

Our  Artist  gives  a  picture  of  one  drop,  as  seen 
through  a  miricoscope.  Such  water  is  meat  and 
drink  both.  Who  can  behold  it,  with  all  its  blush- 
ing horrors  thick  within  it,  "and  refrain  from  joy- 
ous songs  about  the  "sparkling  water''  That  wa- 
ter does  sparkle,  sure  enough!  Throw  a  ray  of 
sunshine  upon  it,  and  3'ou  see  a  miliion  living 
gems! 

The  earth  is  the  best  purifier  of  water.  It  is  the 
best  fitter.  Water  that  runs  at  large  on  the  sur- 
face is  not  very  fit  to  drink.  With  the  utmost  care 
it  is  never  any  too  good  With  the  reckiess  greed 
of  our  Water  Company,  it  is  simply  execrable ! 

But,  reader.do  not  misunderstand  us.  When  the 
big  bugs  are  filtered  out  of  Spring  Valley  Water, 
bad  as  it  is,  it  is  infinitely  superior  to  auy  kind  of 
intoxicating  drink.

The  new  Superior,  on  the  other  hand,  was  so 
heavy  and  lame,  that  she  wakled  with  much  diffi- 
culty, and  consequently  exercised  a  less  vigilant 
oversight  of  the  nuns.  She  was  also  of  a  timid  dis- 
position, or  else  had  been  overcome  by  some  great 
fright  in  her  past  life;  for  she  was  apt  to  become 
alarmed  in  the  night,  and  never  liked  to  be  alone  iu 
the  dark.  She  had  long  performed  the  part  of  an 
old  nun,  which  is  that  of  a  spy  upon  the  younger 
ones,  and  was  well  known  to  us  in  that  character, 
under  the  name  of  Ste.  Margarite.  Soon  after  her 
promotion  to  the  Station  of  Superior,  she  appointed 
me-to  sleep  in  her  apartment,  and  assigned  me  a 
sofa  to  lie  upon.  One  night,  while  I  was  asleep, 
she  suddenly  threw  herself  upon  mo,  and  exclaim- 
ed in  great  alarm,  "Oh!  mon  Dieu!  mon  Dieu!  Qu' 
est  que  ce?"  Oh,  my  God!  my  God?  What  is  that' 
I  jumped  up  and  looked  about  the  room,  but  saw 
nothing,  and  endeavoured  to  convince  her  that  there 
was  nothing  extraordinary  there.  But  she  insisted 
that  a  ghost  had  come  and  held  her  bed  curtain,  so 
that  she  could  not  draw  it.  I  examined  it,  and  found 
that  the  curtain  had  been  caught  by  a  pin  in  the  val 
ance,  which  had  held  it  back ;  but  it  was  impossible 
to  tranquillize  her  for  some  time.  She  insisted  on 
my  sleeping  with  her  the  rest  of  the  night,  and  I 
stretched  myself  across  the  foot  ol  her  bed,  and 
Blept  there  till  morning. 

During  the  last  part  of  my  stay  in  the  Convent, 
I  was  often  employed  in  attending  in  the  hospitals. 
There  are,  as  I  have  before  mentioned,  several  apart- 
ments devoted  to  the  sick,  and  there  is  a  physician 
of  Montreal,  who  attends  as  physician  to  the  Con- 
vent. It  must  not  be  supposed,  however,  that  he 
knows  any  thing  concerning  the  private  hospitals. 
It  is  a  fact  of  great  importance  to  be  distinctly  un- 
derstood, and  constantly  borne  in  mind,  that  he  is 
never,  under  any  circumstances,  admitted  into  the 
private  hospital-rooms.  Of  those  he  sees  nothing 
more  than  any  stranger  whatever.  He  is  limited 
to  the  care  of  those  patients  who  are  admitted  from 
the  city  into  the  public  hospital,  and  one  of  the  nuns' 
hospitals,  aDd  these  he  visits  every  day.  Sick  poor 
are  received  for  charity  by  the  institution,  attended 
by  some  of  the  nuns,  and  often  go  away  with  the 
highest  ideas  of  our  charitable  characters  and  holy 
lives.  The  physician  himself  might  perhaps  in 
some  cases  share  in  the  delusion. 

I  frequently  followed  Dr.  Nelson  through  the 
public  hospital,  at  the  direction  of  the  Superior, 
with  pen,  ink,  and  paper  in  my  hands,  and  wrote 
down  the  presriptions  which  he  ordered  for  the  dif- 
ferent patients.  These  were  afterward  prepared  and 
administered  by  the  attendants.  About  a  year 
before  I  left  the  Convent,  I  was  first  appointed  to 
attend  the  private  sick-rooms,  and  was  frequently 
employed  in  that  duty  up  to  the  day  of  my  depart- 
ure. Of  course,  I  had  opportunities  lo  oberve  the 
number  and  classes  of  patients  treated  there ;  and  in 
what  I  am  to  say  on  the  subject,  I  appeal,  with  per- 
fect confidence,  to  any  true  and  competent  witness 
to  confirm  my  words,  whenever  such  a  witness  may 
appear. 

It  would  be  vain  for  anybody  who  has  merely 
visited  the  Convent  from  curiosity,  or  resided  in  it 
as  a  novice,  to  question  my  declarations.  Such  a 
person  must  necessarily  be  ignorant  of  even  the  ex- 
istence of  the  private  rooms,  unless  informed  by 
some  one  else.  Such  rooms,  however,  there  are,  and 
I  could  relnte  many  things  which  have  passed  there 
during  the  hours  I  was  employed  in  them,  as  I  have 
stated. 

One  night  I  was  called  to  sit  up  with  an  old  nun, 
named  Snint  Clare,  who,  in  going  down  stairs,  had 
dislocated  a  limb,  and  lay  in  a  sick-room  adjoining 
the  hospital.   She  seemed  to  be  a  little  out  of  her 


head  a  part  of  the  time,  but  appeared  to  be  quit6 
in  possession  of  her  reason  most  of  the  night.  It  was 
easy  to  pretend  that  she  was  delirious;  but  I  con- 
sidered her  as  speaking  the  truth,  though  I  felt  re- 
luctant to  repeat  what  I  heard  her  say,  and  excused 
mysel  ffrom  mentioning  it  even  at  confession,  on  the 
ground  that  the  Superior  thought  her  deranger. 

What  led  her  to  some  of  the  most  remarKable 
parts  ot  her  conversation  ■yas,  a  motion  I  made,  in 
the  course  of  the  night,  to  take  the  light  out  of  her 
little  room  into  the  adjoining  apartment,  to  look 
once  more  at  the  sick  persons  there.  She  begged 
me  not  to  leave  her  a  moment  in  the  dark,  for  she 
could  not  bear  it.  "I  have  witnessed  so  many  hor- 
rid scenes,"  said  she ,  "in  this  Convent,  that  I 
want  somebody  near  me  constantly,  and  must  al- 
ways have  light  burning  in  my  room.  I  cannot 
tell  you,"  she  added,  "what  things  I  remember,  for 
they  would  frighten  yon  too  much.  Many  a  murder 
have  I  witnessed;  many  a  nice  young  creature  has 
been  killed  in  this  nunnery.  I  advise  you  to  be  very 
cautious — keep  every  thing  to  yourself — there  arc 
many  here  ready  to  betray  you." 

What  it  was  that  induced  the  old  nun  to  express 
so  much  kindness  to  me  I  could  not  tell,,  unless  she 
was  frightened  at  the  recollection  of  her  own  crimes, 
and  those  of  others,  and  felt  grateful  for  the  care  I 
took  of  her.  She  had  been  one  of  the  night-watches, 
and  never  before  showed  mo  any  particular  kind- 
ness. She  did  not  indeed  go  into  detail  concerning 
the  transactions  to  which  she  alluded,  but  told  me 
that  some  nuus  had  been  murdered  under  great  ag- 
gravations of  cruelty,  by  being  gagged,  and  left  to 
starve  in  the  cells,  or  having  their  flesh  burnt  off 
their  bones  with  red-hot  irons. 

It  was  uncommon  to  find  compunction  expressed 
by  any  of  the  nuns.  Habit  renders  us  insensible  to 
the  sufferings  of  others,  and  careless  about  our  own 
sins.  I  had  become  so  hardened  myself,  that  I  find 
it  difficult  to  rid  myself  of  many  of  my  former  false 
principles  and  views  of  right  and  wrong. 

I  wtis  one  day  set  to  wash  some  of  the  empty  bot- 
tles from  the  cellar,  which  had  contained  the  liquid 
which  had  been  brought  from  the  corner  wheie  so 
many  of  them  were  always  to  be  seen,  and  placed 
at  the  head  of  the  cellar  stairs,  and  there  we  were 
required  lo  take  them  and  wash  them  out.  We  pour- 
ed in  water  and  rinsed  them ;  a  few  drops,  which 
got  upon  our  clothes,  soon  made  holes  in  them.  I 
think  the  liquid  was  called  vitriol,  or  some  such 
name:  and  I  heard  some  persons  say,  that  it  would 
soon  destroy  the  flesh,  and  even  the  bones  of  the 
dead.  At  another  time,  we  were  furnished  with  a 
little  of  the  liquid,  which  was  mixed  with  a  quan- 
tity of  water,  and  used  in  dying  some  cloth  black, 
which  was  wanted  at  funerals  in  the  chapels.  Our 
hands  were  turned  very  black  by  being  dipped  in 
it,  but  a  few  drops  of  some  other  liquid  were  mixed 
with  fresh  water  and  given  us  to  wash  in,  which 
left  our  skin  of  a  bright  red. 

The  bottles  of  which  I  spoke  were  made  of  very 
thick,  dark-coloured  glsss,  large  at  the  bottom,  and, 
from  recollection,  I  should  say  held  something  less 
than  a  gallon. 

I  was  once  much  shocked,  on  entering  the  room 
for  the  examination  of  conscience,  at  seeing  a  nun 
hanging  by  a  cord  from  a  ring  in  the  celling,  with 
her  head  downward.  Her  clothes  had  been  tied 
round  with  a  leathern  strap,  to  keep  them  in  their 
place,  and  then  she  had  been  fastened  in  that  situ- 
ation, with  her  head  some  distance  from  the  floor. 
Her  face  had  a  very  unpleasant  appearance,  being 
dark  coloured  and  swollen  by  the  rushing  in  of  the 
blood;  her  hands  were  tied,  and  her  mouth  stopped 
with  a  large  gag.  This  nun  proved  to  be  none  other 
than  Jane  Kay,  who  for  some  fault  had  been  con- 
demned to  this  punishment. 

This  was  not,  however,  a  solitary  case;  I  heard  of 
numbers  who  were  "hung,"  as  it  was  called,  at  dif- 
ferent times ;  and  I  Baw  Saint  Hypolite  and  Saint 
Luke  undergoing  it.  This  was  considered  a  most 
distressing  punishment;  and  it  was  the  only  one 
which  Jane  Ray  could  not  endure,  ofallshehad 
tried. 

Some  of  the  nuns  would  allude  to  it  in  her  pres- 
ence, but  it  usually  made  her  angry.  It  was  prob- 
ably practised  in  the  same  place  while  I  was  a  nov- 
ice ;  but  I  never  heard  or  thought  of  such  a  thing 
in  those  days.  Whenever  we  wished  to  enter  the 
room  for  the  examination  of  conscience,  we  had  to 
ask  leave;  and  after  some  delay  were  permitted  to 
go,  but  always  under  a  strict  charge  to  bend  the 


head  forward,  and  keep  the  eyes  fixed  upon  the 
floor. 

I  often  seized  an  opportunity,  when  I  safely  could, 
to  speak  a  cheering  or  friedly  word  to  one  of  the 
poor  prisoners,  in  passing  their  cells,  on  my  errands 
in  the  cellars.  For  a  time  I  supposed  them  to  be  sis- 
ters; but  I  afterward  discovered  that  this  was  not 
fie  case.  I  found  that  they  were  always  under  the 
fear  of  suffering  some  punishment,  in  case  they 
should  be  found  talking  with  a  person  not  commis- 
sioned  to  attend  them.  They  would  often  ask,  "Is 
not  somebody  coming  t" 

I  could  easily  believe  what  I  heard  affirmed  by 
others,  that  fear  was  the  severest  of  their  sufferings. 
Confined  in  the  dark,  iu  so  gloomy  a  place,  with 
the  long  and  spacious  arched  cellar  stretching  off 
this  way  and  that,  visited  only  now  and  then  by  a 
solitary  nun,  with  whom  they  were  afraid  to  speak 
their  feelings,  and  with  only  the  miserable  society 
of  each  other;  how  gloomy  thus  to  spend  day  after 
day,  months,  and  even  years,  without  auy  prospect 
of  liberation,  and  liable  every  moment  to  any  other 
fate  to  which  the  Bishop  or  Superior  might  con- 
demn them!  But  these  poor  croaturese must  have 
known  something  of  the  horrors  perpetrated  in 
other  parts  of  the  building,  and  could  not  have  been 
ignorant  of  the  hole  iu  the  cellar,  which  was  not 
far  from  their  cells,  and  tho  uso  to  which  it  was  de- 
voted. One  of  them  told  me,  in  confidence,  she  wish- 
ed they  could  get  out.  They  must  also  have  been 
ofton  disturbed  in  their  sleep,  if  they  ever  did  sleep, 
by  the  numerous  priests  who  passed  through  tho 
trapdoor  at  no  great  distance.  To  be  subject  to  such 
trials  for  a  single  day  would  be  dreadful ;  but  these 
nuns  had  them  to  endure  tor  years. 

I  often  felt  much  compassion  for  them,  and  wish- 
ed to  see  them  released;  but  at  other  times,  yield, 
iug  to  the  doctrine  perpetually  taught  us  in  the  Con- 
vent, that  our  future  happiness  would  be  propor- 
tioned to  the  sufferings  we  had  to  undergo  iu  ihis 
world,  i  would  rest  satisfied  that  their  lmprison- 
mentwas  a  real  blessing  to  them.  Others,  1  presume, 
participated  with  me  in  such  feelings.  One  Sunday 
afternoon,  alter  wo  had  performed  all  our  ceremonies 
and  were  engaged  as  usual,  at  that  time,  with  back- 
gammon and  other  amusements,  one  of  the  young 
nuns  exclaimed,  "Oh,  how  headstrong  are  those 
wretches  in  the  cells — they  are  as  bad  as  the  day 
they  were  first  put  in!" 

This  exclamation  was  made,  as  I  supposed,  in 
consequence  ol  some  n  cent  conversation  withthetn, 
as  I  kuew  her  to  be  particularly  acquainted  with 
the  older  one. 

Some  of  the  vacant  cells  were  occasionally  used 
for  temporary  imprisonment.  Three  nuns  were  con- 
fined in  them,  to  my  knowledge,  for  disobedience 
to  the  Superior,  as  she  called  it.  They  did  not  join 
the  rest  in  siuging  in  the  evening,  being  exhausted 
by  the  various  exertions  of  the  day.  The'  Superior 
ordered  them  to  sing,  and  as  they  did  not  coinplj', 
after  her  command  had  been  twice  repeated,  she  or- 
dered them  away  to  the  cells. 

They  were  immediately  taken  down  into  the  cel- 
lar, placed  inseparate  dungeons,  and  the  doorsshut 
and  barred  upon  them  There  they  remaiued 
through  that  night,  the  following  day,  and  second 
night,  but  were  released  iu  time  to  attend  mass  on 
the  second  morning. 

The  Superior  used  occasionally  to  show  some- 
thing in  a  glass  box,  which  we  were  required  to  re- 
gard with  the  highest  degree  of  reverence.  It  was 
made  of  wax,  and  called  an  Agnus  Dei.  She  used 
to  exhibit  it  to  us  when  we  were  in  a  state  of  grace: 
that  is,  after  confession  and  before  sacrament.  She 
said  it  had  been  bleBsed  in  the  very  dish  in  which 
our  Saviour  had  eaten.  I  was  brought  from  Rome. 
Every  time  we  kissed  it,  or  even  looked  at  it,  we 
were  told  it  gave  a  hundred  days  release  from  pur- 
gatory to  ourselves,  or  if  we  did  not  need  it,  to  our 
next  of  kin  in  purgatory,  if  not  a  Protestant.  If  we 
had  no  such  kinsman,  the  benefit  was  logo  the  souls 
in  purgatory  not  prayed  for. 

Jane  Ray  would  sometimes  say  to  me,  "Let's  kiss 
it — some  of  our  friends  will  thank  us  for  it."

LETTERS  FROM  ROME- 


No.  6. 


At  the  foot  of  Mount  Palatine, in  the  way  hetween 
the  Forum  and  Circus  Maximus,  on  the  very  spot 
where  Romulus  was  believed  to  have  heeu  suckled 
by  the  wolf,  there  stands  auothcr  little  round  tcui 
pie,  dedicated  to  him  in  the  early  limes  of  the  re- 
public, into  which,  on  account  of  the  present  eleva- 
tion of  the  soil  without,  we  nowdesend  by  a  great 
number  of  steps.  It  is  mentioned  by  Dionysius  of 
Halicarnassus,  who  says,  that  in  his  lime,  there 
stood  in  it  a  brazen  statue  of  antique  work,  of  the 
wolf  j;mng  suck  to  the  infant  brothers,  which  is 
thought  by  niauy  to  be  the  same  which  is  slill  pre 
served  and  shown  in  the  capital;  though  I  take  this 
rather,  which  now  remains,  to  have  been  another 
of  ihe  same  kind,  that  stood  originally  in  the  Capi- 
tol, and  is  mentioned  by  Cicero  to  have  been  there 
struck  with  lightning;  of  which  it  retaius  to  this 
day,  the  evident  marks  in  one  of  its  hinder  legs.  It 
i»,  however,  to  one  or  the  other  of  these  celebrated 
statues,  that  Virgil,  as  Servius  assures  us,  alludes  in 
that  elegant  descriplion: 
The  martial  twins  beneath  their  mother  lay, 
And  haugiug  on  her  dugs  with  wanton  play, 
Securely  sucked ;  whilst  she  reclices  her  head 
To  lick  their  limbs,  and  form  them  as  they  fed. 

But  to  return  to  my  story,  from  the  tradition  of 
the  wonderful  escape  which  Romulus  had  in  this 
very  place,  when  exposed  in  his  infancy  to  perish 
in  the  Tiber ;  as  soon  as  he  came  to  be  a  god,  he 
was  looked  upon  as  singularly  propitious  to  the, 
health^and  safety  of  young  children;  from  which 
notion,  it  became  a  practice  for  nurses  and  mothers 
to  present  their  sickly  infants  before  his  shrine  in. 
this  little  temple,  in  confidence  of  a  cure  or  relief 
by  his  favor.  Now  when  this  temple  was  converted 
afterwards  into  a  (Jhureh,  lest  any  piece  of  supersti- 
tion should  be  lost,  or  the  people  think  themselves 
sufferers  by  the  change,in  losing  the  benefit  of  such 
fcjproteclion  for  their  children,  care  was  taken  to 
rind  out,  in  the  place  of  the  heathen  god,  a  Christ- 
ian saint,  who  had  been  exposed,  too,  in  his  infan- 
cy, and  found  by  chance  like  Romulus.who,  for  the 
same  reason,  might  be  presumed  to  be  just  as  fond' 
of  children  us  their  old  deity  had  been;  and  thus 
the  worship  paid  to  Romulus,  being  now  transfer 
red  to  Theodorus,  the  old  superstition  still  subsists, 
and  the  custom  of  presenting  children  at  this  shrine, 
continues  to  this  day  without  intermission;  of 
which  1  myself  have  been  a  witness,  having  seen, 
as  oft  as  1  looked  into  this  Church,  ten  or  a  dozen 
women  decently  dressed  each  with  a  child  in  her 
lap,  sitting  with  silent  reverence  before  the  altar  of 
the  sainl,,in  expectation  of  his  miraculuus  influence 
on  the  health  of  the  infant. 

In  consecrating  these  heathen  temples  to  the  Pop- 
ish worship,  that  the  change  might  be  the  less 
offensive,  and  the  old  superstition  as  little  shocked 
as  possible,  they  generally  observed  some  resem- 
blance or  quality  of  charaeter  in  the  saint  whom 
they  substituted  for  the  old  deity.  "If,  in  convert- 
ing the  profane  worship  of  the  Gentiles,  (says  the 
describer  of  modern  Rome)  to  the  pure  and  sacred 
worship  of  the  Church,  the  faithful  use  to  follow 
some  rule  and  proportion,  they  have  certainly  hit 
upon  it  here,  in  dedicating  to  the  Madonna.or  Holy 
Virgin,  the  temple  formerly  sacred  to  the  bouadea, 
or  "good  goddess."  But  they  have  more  frequent- 
ly, on  these  occasions,  had  regard  rather  to  a  simi- 
litude of  name  between  the  old  and  new  idol.  Thus, 
in  a  place  formerly  sacred  to  Appollo,  there  now 
stands  the  Church  of  Apollinaris ;  built  there,  as 
they  tell  us,  that  the  profane  name  of  that  deity 
mignt  be  converted  into  the  glorious  name  of  this 
martyr;  and  where  there  anciently  stood  a  temple 
of  Mars,  they  have  erected  a  Church  to  Martina, 
with  this  inscription : 

"Martirii  gestans  virgo  Martina  coronam, 
Ejecto  hinc  Murtis  numine,  templa  tenet." 

Mars  hence  expell'd ;  Martina,  martyr'd  maid, 
Claims  now  the  worship  which  to  him  was  paid. 
In  another  place,  I  have  taken  notice  of  an  altar 


erected  to  St.  Baccho;  and  in  their  stories  of  their 
saints,  have  observed  the  names  of  Quirinus,  Rom- 
ulu  and  Kudempta,  Coucordia.Nympha,  Mercurius; 
which,  though  they  may,  for  anything  that  I  kuow, 
have  been  the  genuine  names  of  Christian  martyr*, 
yet  cannot  but  give  occasion  to  suspect,  that  some 
of  them,  at  least,  have  been  formed  out  of  a  cor- 
ruption of  the  old  names;  aud  that  the  adding  of  a 
modern  termiuiftioii,  or  Italianizing  the  old  uame  of 
a  deity,  has  given  existence  to  some  of  their  pre- 
sent saints.  Thus  the  corruption  of  the  word  Sor- 
actti,  (the  old  name  of  a  mountain,  mentioned  by 
Horace,  iu  sight  of  Rome,)  has,  according  to  Mr. 
Addison,  added  one  saint  to  the  Roman  calendar; 
being  now  softened,  because  it  begins  with  an  S,  in- 
to St.  OreBte;  in  whose  honor  a  monastery  is  found 
cd  ou  the  plaee;  a  change  very  natural,  if  we  con- 
sider thatjAie  title  of  saint  is  never  written  by  the 
Italians,  at  length,  but  expressed  commouly  by  the 
single  letter  S.,  as  S,  Oracte;  and  thus  this  holy 
mountain  stands  now  under  the  protection  of  a  pa- 
Iron,  whose  being  and  power  is  just  as  imaginary, 
as  that  of  its  old  guardian,  Apollo. 

No  suspicion  of  this  kind  will  appear  extrava- 
gant to  those  who  are  at  all  acquaiuted  with  the 
history  of  Popery,  which  abounds  with  instances 
of  the  grossest  forgeries  both  of  saints  and  relics, 
which,  to  the  scandal  of  many  even  among  them- 
selves, have  been  imposed  for  genuine  on  the  poor 
ignorant  people.  It  is  certain,  that  in  the  earlier 
ages  the  Christians  often  made  free  with  the  sepul- 
chral stones  of  heathen  monuments,  which,  being 
ready  cut  to  their  hands,  they  converted  to  their 
own  use ;  and  turning  downwards  the  side  on  which 
the  old  epitaph  was  engravtd.used  either  to  inscribe 
a  new  one  on  the  other  side,  or  leave  it  perhaps 
without  any  inscription  at  all,  as  they  are  often 
found  in  the  catacombs  of  Rome.  Now  this  one 
custom  has  frequently  been  the  occasion  of  ascrib- 
ing martydom  and  saintship  to  persons  and  names 
of  mere  Pagans. 

Mabillon  gives  a  remarkable  instance  of  it  in  an 
old  stone  found  on  the  grave  of  a  Christian,  with 
this  inscription: 

O.  M 

IVLIA  EVODIA 

FILIA  FECIT 

MATRI. 

And  because,  in  the  same  grave,  there  was  found 
likewise  a  glass  vial,  or  lacrymatory  vessel,  tinged 
with  a  redaish  color,  which  they  call  blood,  and 
look  upon  as  a  certain  proof  of  martyrdom,  this 
Julia  Evodia,  though  undoubtedly  a  heathen,  was 
presently  adopted  both  for  saint  and  martyr,  on  the 
authority  of  an  inscription  that  appears  evidently 
to  have  been  one  of  thDse  above  mentioned  and  bor- 
rowed from  a  heathen  sepulchre.  But  whatever 
the  party  there  buried,  might  have  been,  whether 
heathen  or  Christian,  it  is  certain  that  it  could  not 
be  Evodia  herself,  but  her  mother  only,  whose  name 
s  not  there  signified.

About  eighteen 
years  ago  the  Galician  laborers,  or  Gallegoes  from 
mines  of  Galicia,  swarmed  into  the  town  for  lodg- 
ings, etc.  ,and  Bince  their  colonisation  the 
population  has  increased  in  strength,  stature,  educ- 
ation, intelligence  and  morality.  Their  intellects, 
also,  have  improved — intellects  which  have  been 
stunted.dwarfed  and  ruined  by  their  frequent  inter- 
marriages.

We  have  a  territory  of  three  millions  of  suqare 
miles.  In  climate,  soil  and  resources  it  is  equal  to 
the  fairest  portions  of  this  world. 

We  have  only  forty  millions  of  people,  less  than 
fifteen  to  the  square  miU,  while  some  other  nations 
have  from  one  lo  three  hundred  persons. 

And  yet  there  comes  the  cry  of  want  from  every 
section  of  the  Union.  In  our  groat  cities  the  poor 
houses  and  jails  are  full, and  thousands  outside  are 
clamoring  for  bread.  In  the  couutry,  tramps  infest 
the  roadside, who  are  bold  beggars, aud  often  thieves 
and  highwaymen  in  disguise. 

On  the  oilier  hand,  no  nation  on  earth  is  so  rich 
and  so  extravagant.  Our  rich  men  are  piling  up 
muney  by  the  million.  Vanderbilt  lately  died  said 
to  be  wo:  th  nearly  a  hundred  times  that  sum.  No 
lordly  mansions  in  Europe  exceeds  the  palaces  now/ 
being  built  for  our  bankers  and  railroad  directors.' 
No  woman  in  the  world  dresses  finer  thanMrs.  Shod- 
dy of  the  Uuited  States. 

This  condition  of  things  shows  an  utter  want  of 
wise  and  just  statesmanship.  Disguise  it  as  we  may 
attribute  it  to  what  cause  we  will,  Ihere  is  neither 
wisdom  nor  humanity  in  an  administration  that  per- 
mits such  gross  injustice.  It  is  drivelling  idiocy, 
and  not  wise  political  economy. 

It  is  true  that  we  have  all  agreed,  as  it  were,  that 
each  man  shall  do  the  best  he  can  for  himself,  and 
abide  the  result  be  it  what  it  may.  We  gamble  for 
land,h»uses,money  and  all  kinds  of  property.  We 
agreed  to  do  fljjjs.  II  is  the  very  eseense  oi  our 
system.  We  cavnot  therefore  blame  any  man,  who 
takes  advantage  of  it,  and  feathers  his  own  nest. 

But  when  any  system,  however  good  and  whole- 
some generates  injurious  extremes,  then,  without 
imparing  the  system,  some  check  or  safety  value 
should  be  set  up  to  prevent  or  cure  these  injurious 
consequences. 
Government  is  the  Agent  and  Guardian  of  all  man- 
kind, and  not  of  the  lucky  ones  alone.  We  are  not 
a  mass  of  individual  enemies,  seeking  lo  devour 
each  other,  and  rejoicing  when  any  one  falls  in  the 
Btrife.  We  are  a  nation  of  kindred  people;  a  broth- 
erhood, in  which  all  are  injured,  whenever  any  one 
is  impaired  in  his  health,  strength,  mind  and  use- 
fulness. Onr  aggregate  patriotism  is  the  national 
safety. 

Government  sheuld  see  that  all  are  kept  in  a 
a  bright,|competent  and  able  condition, a  ready  and 
willing,  at  any  momenl,  to  become  the  bulwarks  of 
Republican  freedom. 

Great  wealth  takea  away  all  these  qualities.  Your 
bloated  boundholder  would  make  a  very  sorry 
soldier,  even  if  he,had  the  disposition.  And  he  has 
no  disposition.  He  yearns  for  an  empire  and  a 
landed  .and  monied  aristocracy.  He  marries  his 
daughter  to  a  penniless  count.  Of  all  the  unprin- 
cipled and  corrupt  traitors  who  ever  infested  any 
people,  trie  shoddy  aristocrats  of  America  are  the 
vilest  and  worst. 

They  evade  Iheirfjust  taxes  by  fraud  and  perjury 
They  currupt  officials  to  favor  them,  and  lay  the 
burdens  of  taxation  on  the  poor.  They  buy  legis- 
lation to  suit  themselves.  They  use  their  iil-gotteu 
wealth  to  shield  their  vices  from  the  law.  They 
exert  a  corrupting  influence  everywhere  that  tends 
directly  to  ruin,  disorder,  tumult  and  empire. 

What  is  the  remedy  indicated?  Laws  to  put 
down  the  brakes  on  them  and  their  fortunes.  Laws 
that  no  man  shall  own  more  than  one  square  mile 
of  land.  Laws  taxing  them  in  proportion  to  their 
riches,  putting  a  higher  per  cent  on  every  addition- 


al thousand. 

It  is  only  in  society,  and  by  the  aid  of  law  that 
any  man  can  make  and  hold  a  million.  And  so« 
ciety  has  a  rightto  say  how  far  it  will  protect  him, 
and  what  it  will  charge  for  so  doing. 

The  law  should  be  so  framed  that  a.  hundred 
thousand  dollars  would  be  the  utmost  fortune  al- 
lowed. It  is  , enough  for  any  plain  Republican; 
and  we  have  no  use  for  any  flunky  to  ape  the  aris- 
tocrats of  Europe. 

And  on  the  other  hand,  the  wretchedly  poor,  arc 
equally  dangerous  and  injurious  to  the  body  poli- 
tic. As  the  Government  should  curb  the  fortunate 
rich,  so  it  should  set  bouds  to  the  degradation  of 
the  poor.  Tue  wicked,  ignorant  and  wretched  poor 
are  even  m  ire  dangerous  to  liberty  and  order  than 
the  bloated  rieh. 

It  is  all  very  well  to  say  that  we  have  agreed  to 
this  scramble  for  life,  liut  the  weak,  the  foolish 
the  children, and  especially  the  wouieu  of  Atneiica, 
who  have  no  votes,  should  be  saved  from  the  last 
dire  consequences  of  misfortune.  We  have  no  right 
to  say  that  they  shall  abide  the  result  of  this  gam- 
ing table  of  society.  We  have  no  right  to  hold 
them  to  a  contract  to  which  they  are  not  parties,aud 
consign  them  to  misery  and  want  because  the  hut- 
band  or  the  father  is  not  au  expert  at  money  m  ik- 
ing. 

And  it  is  not  to  our  interest  to  do  so.  Every 
American  manor  woman  who  is  allowed  to  become 
60  degraded  as  to  lose  their  honor,  their  patriotism 
and  their  usefulness,  is  a  dead  loss  to  the  whole 
community. 

How  would  you  remedy  this  evil,  or  prevent  it? 
It  is  the  simplest  thing  in  the  world,  and  would  not 
cost  as  much  as  our  present  systems  of  crime  and 
charity. 

In  every  County  there  should  be  a  place  provid- 
ed in  which  every  female,  without  a  quosiiou  asked 
ehouldbe  supplied  with  a  simple  bed,  plain  cloth- 
ing and  ordinary  food  in  return  for  about  six  hours 
labor  per  day.  This  would  remove  all  excuse  for 
beggary  and  prostitution.  No  American  woman 
Bhould  be  compelled  lo  sell  her  honor  for  bread. 
The  nation  is  amply  rich  enough  to  protect  all  its ' 
daughters  from  this  shame,  aud  it  should  be  done 
at  ol*  •.  After  the  six  hours  labor,  they  would  have 
ample  time  to  seek  employment  aud  bo  better  them- 
selves. 

A  similar  establishment  for  children  should  he 
maintained,  in  which  they  should  be  educated  for 
workers  merely,  taught  to  read  and  write,  and  cip- 
her, aud  to  work.  Teach  ihem  to  be  uswful,  butu«t 
ornamental. 

For  men,  it  would  cost  nothing  to  keep  public 
works  and  improvements  going  on  all  the  time, 
with  plain  fosd.cluthiug  and  lodging  for  all  comers 
for  six  hours  labor  per  diem.  They  should  be  able 
to  come  and  go  at  pleasure.  Do  better,  if  they  c*n 
but  always  have  that  open  for  them. 

This  would  prevent  the  need  of  all  Benevolent 
Societies,  like  Allen's,  or  those  of  the  Churches 
elean  the  6treets  of  beggars  and  impostors,  and  re- 
move all  excuse  for  crime  aud  suicide. 

The  prosperous  citizen  could  then  close  his  pock- 
et with  a  good  conscience,  aud  say,  Go  to  the  pub- 
lic Almshouse.  It  would  save  us  a  world  ot  trouble, 
cost,  misery  and  disgrace.  It  is  the  best  policy, 
the  purest  economy.

When  a  man  becomes  a  Pope,  he  loses  his  wits. 
It  must  be  so.  We  cannot  explain  the  conduct  of 
poor  old  Pio  Nono  on  any  other  basis. 

What  has  the  old  muu  done  now?  Read  it  for 
yourself. 

"The  Pope  has  offered  a  Plenary  Indulgence  "to 
all,  who,  on  last  Christmas  day  and  the  day  follow- 
ing.refrained  from  intoxicating  drinks;  nnd  a  lim- 
ited one  to  those  who  only  drank  at  dinner  and  sup. 
per  on  said  days. 

We  take  this  to  be  a  most  singular  document. 
We  dont  understand  it.  We  are  very  eorry  that 
this  old  gentleman  does  not  make  himself  clear. 

Why  did  he  grant  this  Indulgence  ?  The  time  was 
past.  It  could  not  induce  anybody  to  be  good.  It 
is  a  reward  for  something  gone  by.  It  is  just  a 
mere  gift,  gratis  and  uncalled  for. 

Then  it  will  fall  upon  thousauds  who  do  notde. 
serve  it.  Now  many  men  didn't  take  a  drink  on 
those  days  because  they  couldn't'  Some  locked  up 
in  jail,  othe-s  blockaded  by  snow,  and  others  be- 
cause they  had   taken  too  much   the  night  before! 

And  they  are  all  included.  There  is  no  exception 
made.  But  that  these  blessings  do  not  generally 
run  beyond  the  limits  of  the  Church,  we  should 
ourselves  now  bo  in  the  full  possession  of  a  Plen- 
ary Indulgence,  for  we  are  certain  that  we  did  not 
take  a  drop  of  intoxication  on  either  of  those  days.

And 
Indulgence  means  to  let  ourselves  out,  to  just  go  in 
and  indulge,  imbibe,  go  into  a  lark,  and  do  as  we 
please.    This  is  a  grand  thing! 

Then  those  who  only  took  the  intoxicating  cup 
at  dinner  and  supper  have  an  Indulgence  for  three 
years.  This  is  not  Plenary.  This  is  limited.  Plen- 
ary is  not  limited.  It  was  for  life.  This  much  we 
understand. 

But  this  word  Plenary  is  not  confined  to  time. 
It  knows  no  limit  in  any  direction.  This  Indul- 
gence then  is  Plenary  in  quantity  and  quality  as 
well  as  (jme. 

Now,  only  one  thing  remains  to  explaiu.  What 
is  this  Indulgence? 

We  have  consulted  a  Manual  of  the  Catholic  Re- 
ligion, by  the  Rev.  Father  Weninger,  D.  D.  on  this 
subject,  a  Catholic  book  handed  to  us  by  a  Catholic 
lady.  Under  the  head  of  Indulgence  we  found  in 
substance   the  following  explanation. 

1st.  The  infinite  merits  of  Christ  are  left  in  the 
treasury  of  the  Church  to  be  distributed  by  the  Pope 
and  the  Bishops  to  whomsoever  they  please,  that 
they  may  be  saved  by  this  laid  up  goodness  with.

"When  a  man  has  no  Indulgence,  then  every  sin 
is  set  down  agaiost  him,  aud  he  must  answer  it,  in 
purgatory,  or  in  hell.  But  when  he  has  an  Indul- 
gence, then  lor  thai  time,  there  is  nothing  set  down, 
mid  nothing  to  answer.'' 

Can  any  license  be  more  complete.  When  you 
have  an  Indulgence  the  Recording  Angel  closes  his 
book  and  you  do  as  you  please. 

Tiie  Pope  claims  the  power  to  give  this  order. 
And  he  gives  it.  A  Plenary  Indulgence  to  all  ivho 
drank  nothing  on  those  two  days,  and  three  years 
indulgence  to  those  who  only  look  a  little  at  dinner 
and  supper. 

Liberal  old  soul.  Lucky  chaps,  those  who  didn't 
drink  that  day  !  And  you  might  have  bad  a  bottle 
or  two  at  dinner,  and  a  nip  at  supper,  and  yet  you 
have  three  years. 

Hurrah  for  the  Pope!  Our  Artist  has  given  a  pic- 
ture of  him  giving  this  Indulgence,  aud  of  those 
who  received  it.  They  are  precious  gioupfor  Heav- 
en I  This  is  truly  a  grand  reason  for  granting  any 
favor  whatsoever! 

In  sober  seriousness  could  anything  be  more  silly 
and  contemptible  than  the  spectacle  of  this  poor 
old  man. 

What  becomes  of  scripture  that  tells  as  "Thou 
shall  not  make  unto  thyself  any  other  gods  but  me! 
What  becomes  of  common  sense  which  tells  us  that 
God  is  infinitely  removed  from  all  human  Ken,  or 
copy.or  understanding  or  copartnership,  when  this 
silly  creature  is  set  up  as  God  on  earth,  or  as  any- 
thing  mere  than  a  poor  human  being,  elected  to 
preside  over  the  most  false  aud  proud  and  wicked 
Church  in  the  world? 

Can  ho  forgive  sin  ?  Can  he  suspend  the  moral 
law  ?

Tha 
whole  work!  is  awake,  and  looking  lor  something 
belter.  Never  was  the  world  so  good  as  now.  But 
it  is  not  good  enough.  This  is  no  place  to  res*.  We 
must  go  forward. 

The  great  It-public  it  a  glorious  thing.  We  have 
at  least  ten  millions  of  men  and  women,  thinking 
independent,  eager  for  a  better  light, and  the  advent 
of  a  higher  state  of  moral  goodness. 

The  Kepulic  has  done  ninch  for  us,  but  it  lacks 
j'el.  It  has  douc  away  with  kingly  power,  and  ab 
surd  titles, Jaml  exclusive  privileges.  But  it  haa 
still  left  much  that  is  wrong.  It  has  done  nothing 
to  realize  social  equality  or  keep  up  the  poor.Ju 
their  struggles  against  the  rich. 

Ou  the  contrary,  lor  the  time  we  have  existed  as 
a  nation,  we  have  made  richer  men,  and  a  more 
heartless  aud  shoddy  aristocracy  than  any  other  na- 
tion in  the  world.  Our  land  grabbers,  railroad 
directors, and  money  monopolists  are  as  unchristian 
and  inhuman  as  any  on  the  face  of  the  earth.  There 
is  nothing  Republican  about  them.  Their  homes 
are  palaces.  They  seek  the  alliance  of  foreign  t,- 
tles  for  their  eons  and  daughters.  They  debauch 
our  government  by  bribery  and  corruption.  They 
threaten  to  ruin  the  Republic  by  their  heartless  and 
unprincipled  greed. 

Ou  the  other  hand,  we  are  grieved  to  hoar  the 
cry  of  poverty  from  i  ne  end  of  the  land  to  the 
Other.  Despair.crime,  suicide, madness,  are  not  un 
frequent.  In  the  rage  for  wealth,  and  the  fear  of 
poverty,  men  become  robbers,  and  murderers ;  and 
women  clutch  their  babes  with  the  clamny  Angers 
of  death,  instead  of  the  soft  caress  of  maternal  love. 
This  disparity  is  fearful  to  bear,and  most  ruinious 
in  its  consequences  to  our  people  and  our  free  in- 
stitutions. It  utterly  unfits  both  ends  of  so- 
ciety for  the  fulfilment  of  Christian  duty,  and  the 
enjoyment  of  exalted  piety.  It  is  hard  for  a  rich 
man  to  enter  the  kingdom  of  Heaven.  It  is  still 
more  difficult  for  the  ignorant,  degraded  and  criui-- 
inal  poor. 

Aud  yet  our  will  paid  aristocratic  clergy  have 
never  attempted  to  gi  apple  with  these  monstrous 
evils,  or  to  propose  a  remedy. 

On  the  contrary,! hey  are  and  have  been  the  allies 
aiders,  abettors  and  apologists  of  every  system  of 
lyran  >y  aud  over-reaching.  In  Rome,  in  England, 
and  in  re  in  America,  there  is  an  aristocracy  of 
preaeuecs,  just  as  extravagant,  and  worthless,  and 
wicked,  and  as  far  removed  from  grace  as  either 
politicians  or  railroad  directors. 

These  men  have  brought  religion  into  disgrace. 
Thiy  have  lost  its  hold  upon  the  people. 

What  we  want  is  a  pureRepublicin  which  the  law 
will  secure  comfort  to  all,  before  fantastic  luxuries 
to  any,  the  means  of  grace  to  the  lowest, rather  than 
pernicious  aud  damning  profligacy  to  the  rich. 

And  we  wani  a  Church  that  will  set  the  example, 
to  the  State.  Let  the  Church  declare,  "Our  preach- 
ers are  brothers,aud  shall  share  alike!"  One  shall 
not  have  twenty  thousand  a  year,  while  another 
cannot  get  a  fiftieth  part  of  it!  The  Church  will 
not  indorse  this  unchristian  greed, aud  put  its  clergy 
on  the  pathway  to  perdition!" 

When  the  Church  has  done  that  the  State  may  do 
the  same.  It  may  equalize  salaries.  The  courts  may 
follow  the  State,  aud  not  give  a  doctor  judgment 
for  a  huudred  dollars  a  visit, while  ashoemaker  has 
wnly  lime  dollars  for  a  hard  day's  work. 

The  whole  system  is  wrong.  It  is  irreligious.  It 
is  unchristian.  There  is  not  mat  difference  between 
the  services  of  one  man  and  another.  It  is  all  the 
result  of  artificial  contrivances  which  are  enriching 
the  few  at  the  expense  of  the  many. 

The  poor  are  waking  up  to  this  fact.  They  have  no 
confidence  in  any  Church  that  upholds  such  a  per- 
nicious system,  either  iu  theory  or  practice.  If  the 
Church  would  win  back  the  people  it  must  put  its 
teachers  in  the  ranks  of  the  people,  give  Ihcm  the 


the  same  interesls.lliat  they  m-iy  work  for  the  same 
end. 

This  can  only  bedoneby  the  method  we  propose. 
For  every  thousand  dollars  have  ouo  live,  active 
and  zealous  Christian  minister.  If  you  have  ton 
thousand  dollars,  have  ten.  Multiply  them  I  Send 
theiu  among  the  poor!  Let  them  teach  Christ.and 
love,  and  justice,  aud  brotherly  equality,  and  Re- 
publican simplicity,  and  demand  such  laws  as  will 
secure  the  means  of  grace  to  the  poorest  child  in 
America!  Let  them  do  this,  aud  the  Church  and 
the  Republic  may  flourish  together. 

Let  them  neglect  it,  keep  the  cushioned  pews, and 
the  jewelled  preachers, soothe  the  heartless  rich  and 
assure  them  of  Heaven,  aud  kick  the  poor  (rom  the 
Church  dour,  aud  the  Church  aud  the  Repulic  are 
like  to  go  down  together.  Greed  and  hypocrisy  will 
destroy  them  both. 

He  who  hath  ears  let  him  hear!  Yet  a  little 
while  we  may  talk.  But  if  the  talk  be  not  heeded, 
there  shall  come  -a  time  when  talk  will  be  too  late. 
And  the  time  is   at  hand. 


THE   ALLEGED  HIBERNATION    OF   SWAL- 
LOWS. 


A  curious'  but  not  well  authenticated  9tory  is 
given  in  abetter  from  the  Rev.  F.  O.  Morris,  that  in 
some  cases  the  young  of  the  swallow  does  not  mi- 
grate. His  story,  or  rather  the  story  related  to  him 
by  his  college  friend,  the  Rev.  Harcourt  Aldham, 
Vicar  of  Stoke  Prior,  Worcestershire,  but  not  ob- 
served even  by  him,  but  only  told  to  him  by  "a  per- 
son who  vouched  for  it  as  a  fact,"  was  Ibis-: 

That  the  latter  had  seen  a  pair  of  swallows,  when 
the  time  for  migration  came  and  found  their  young 
brood  too  weak  to  fly,plaster  the  nest  up  with  mud 
with  the  six  young  swallows  in  it — returning  to  it 
next  spring  to  rouce  the  young  swallows,  who  were 
none  the  worse  for  their  long  hibernation.  This  is 
a  third-hand  story,  and  we  are  not  even  told  the  ul- 
timate authority  for  it,  so  there  is  no  very  good 
evidence.  But  Mr.  Morris  adds  evidence  from  the 
book  of  Mr.  Stanley  (formely  Bishop  of  Norwich,) 
on  "The  Familiar  History  of  Birds,"  to  the  same 
effect.  If  this  were  true  it  would  partly  justify  an 
old  superstition  that  swallows  do  not  migrate,  but 
spend  the  winter  in  concealment  in  a  torpid  state. 
It  is  at  least  quite  conceivable  that  a  creature  which 
has  been  a  hibernator  generations  ago,  and  which 
had  since  discovered  the  preferabilily  of  migration 
to  a  warmer  climate,  should  yet  be  able  to  return  to 
its  old  habit  in  case  of  need.  However,  this  story 
is  not  much  in  the  way  of  eyidence. 


HUNTING  THE  CHAMOIS. 


At  gray  dawn  the  chamois  hunter  is  on  the  alert, 
and  by  the  aid  of  his  clear-eyed  Swiss  guide  and  a 
good  deerstalker's  glass,  he  sweeps  the  rocky  peaks 
and  ledges  within  his  ken.  If  he  is  luckp  enough 
to  spot  the  sentinel  chamois  perched  on  some  pin- 
Dacle  of  rugged  granite,  the  party  separate  in  order 
to  circumvent  the  flock-a  proceeding  which,  in 
nine  cases  out  of  ten,  ends  in  miserable  discomfit- 
ure. Sometimes,  however,  the  party  above  the  cha- 
mois get  s  crack,  at  others  those  below.  Even  should 
the  bullet  take  effect,  not  a  bone  ot  the  quarry  may 
ever  be  picked  at  the  camp  fire.  Sometimes  the 
death  struck  chamois  topples  off  the  giddy  ledge, 
and  bounding  from  projecting  crag  to  crag,  as  he 
falls  downwards,  eventually  lodges  in  some  inacces- 
sible crevice,  a  mere  pommeled  mass  of  shapeless 
skin  and  bone.  At  other  times  the  hunters  find  it 
impossible  to  get  at  the  ridge  upon  which  the  cha- 
mois has  fallen.  Should  the  party,  however,  suc- 
ceed in  catching  the  old  goat,  great  is  the  rejoicing 
and  horn  blowing,  and  many  the  nips  of  old  cog- 
nac indulged  iu.  The  flesh  of  the  chamois  eats 
more  like  goat's  than  deer's  meat,  and  from  a  gour 
mand's  point  of  view  is  a  dead  failure.  The  wild, 
sterile  and  romantic  scenery,  the  dead  silence  of 
the  Alpine  bights  where  the  dangerous  sport  is  pur- 
sued, and  the  extreme  arduousness  of  the  pursuit, 
all  have  charms  for  the  true  sportsman  and  lover. 
of  nature.

We  look  for  the  humiliation  of  Prussia,a 
Protestant  power.  Give  us  this,  and  the  whole  of 
central  Italy  to  the  Pope,  and  the  Church  will  be 
prosperous  again.  We  may  then  reach  England. 
Russia  and  America  will  follow.  The  world  be- 
longs to  the  Pope  and  he  must  have  it.  Why  man, 
you  may  be  Pope,  or  I.    It  is  a  mighty  prize  we 


fight  for.  Tne  dominion  of  the  world.  Shall  w 
falter  ?  Shall  we  hesitate  ai  any  means  to  secure  so 
glorious,  a  result." 

'And  if  once  won,  never  again  to  be  lost.  We 
will  have  an  inquisition  beside  which  that  of  Loyo- 
la was  but  child's  play.  We  know  now  how  here- 
sy  npreads,  what  trouble  it  gives  us,  how  we  have  to 
labor  to  restore  the  Church  to  its  supremacy.  If 
we  should  ever  be  supreme  again,  we  will  burn  half 
of  mankind  for  bereties  before  we  will  lose  a  jot  of 
power.  There  is  nothing  like  nipping  them  in  tie 
bud.  Wherever  we  have  temporized  we  have  loit. 
Spain  is  Catholic  to-day,  because  it  had  an  inquisi- 
tion.   England  is   Protestant,  because  it  had  not" 

'  Napoleon  is  sworn  to  us,  and  it  is  our  duty  ;o 
direct  him  to  our  true  interests.  He  may  mistake. 
I  fear  he  does.  This  courting  Piedmont,  and  tie 
house  of  Savoy  is  all  wrong.  See  that  it  is  amend- 
ed." 

Having  heard  this  wholesome  lesson  my  path  Uy, 
through  Turin.  There  I  stayed  at  the  best  hotel, 
and  heard  what  the  people  had  to  say  of  the  present 
State  of  things. 

"Ah  1"  said  one,  "Italy  shall  be  Iree  at  last.  The 
Eternal  Ciiy,  Rome  has  spoken.  Garibaldi  carries 
all  before  him.  The  king  has  but  to  take  the  side 
of  freedom,  and  he  will  be  king  of  Laly.  Nothing 
can  prevent  it.  Tho  wicked,  wavering,  backslid- 
ing Pope  has  abandoned  the  people,  and  the  people 
have  left  him!" 

"Wha:  I"  said  another,  "Would  you  court  a  war 
with  Austria!  We  are  not  equal  to  it.  We  should 
ruin  ourselves  by  this  harsh  course, and  swamp  the 
cause  of  Italy  at  once!" 

"Oh,  uo!"  said  another, "We  have  found  means  to 
secure  an  ally  in  France.  That  will  secure  a  victo- 
ry for  us.  The  bargain  is  already  made.  tVe  giv« 
Savoy,  on  the  French  side  of  the  Alps,  to  France, 
and  in  return,  Fiance  helps  us  to  the  whole  of  Italy. 
It  is  a  good  bargain  for  us.  .  We  get  an  empire  for 
a  province.  It  is  a  good  bargain  lor  France.  Nap- 
oleon gets  a  proviuce  of  hi9  own  fur  an  empire  of 
somebody  else's!  We  often  swap  horses  in  that 
way." 

"And  what  follows?  Italy  is  one.free  and  united 
The  Pope  is  a  vassal.  He  must  behave  himself. 
His  priests  will  be  subject  to  law.  Their  insolence 
will  no  l.-nger  crush  the  puoplo.  Tho  Papal  throne 
will  be  extiuct.  France  may  growl  a  little  at  this 
polic-,  when  she  sees  it  all.  But  Austria  will  be 
angry  with  France.  Prussia  will  be  with  us.  Eug- 
land  will  give  her  moral  influence.  Russia  will  be 
neutral.  Oh,  we  have  nothing  lo  fear.  The  world 
moves.    Italy  must  move  with  it? 

"But  what  of  Ii-'-iand!"  was  the  reply.  Ireland  is 
the  spittoon  of  Europe.  The  last  thought  of,  the 
least  significant.  It  is  the  recipient  of  decayed 
thoughts,  played  out  systems,  and  obsolete  ideas.  It 
has  no  voice  in  European  affairs.  No  voice  in  its 
own.  England  speaks  lor  Ireland,  the  language  of 
sense  and  progress.  If  Ireland  had  her  own  say  to 
make,  |she  would  petition  for  darkness,  bigotry,  Pa- 
pal  supremacy,  priestly  dictation, and  anolhtr  inqui- 
sition." 

"Happily  for  Italy,  Ireland  is  not  counted.  The 
most  resolute  defenders  of  the  Pope  were  Irish. 
And  they  pieleud  to  love  freedom!  Bah!  T'liey 
love  darkness, rather  thau  light,  the  Pope  more  than 
humanity,  and  whisky  better  than  their  wives  and 
children.  Ireland  is  only  a  cipher  in  the  scale  of 
nations;  aud  Italy  rejoices  that  she  is.  The  Catho- 
lics of  Ireland  would  reduce  those  of  Italy  to  Papal 
bondage.

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A  SENSIBLE  IRISHMAN  I

At  the  late  mealing  in  this  city  for  the  purpose  of 
getting  up  the  celebration  of  St.  Patrick's  Jar,  a 
sensible  Irishman  said,  "That  as  there  was  at  this 
time  considerable  distress  among  the  people, and  an 
evident  spell  of  hard  times,  he  thought  it  would  be 
wise  and  pious  to  postpone  the  celebration,  and  de- 
vote the  expense  of  it  to  the  relief  of  the  suffering 
poor." 

This  was  a  most  sensible  proposition  in  mere 
ways  than  one.  This  celebration  of  St.  Patrick's 
day  is  an  offence  to  the  Protestant  people  of  this 
country.  It  is  entirely  Irish  and  Catholic.  The 
The  priests  of  Rome  are  honored  in  the  procession 
as  though  tiiey  were  more  and  better  than  eorninou 
humanily. 

It  is  one  of  the  potent  means  of  alienating  the 
Catholic  Irish  from  America,  and  American  insti- 
tutions, aud  keeping  them  essentially  Irish  and  Ro- 
man Catholic.  It  keeps  up  iu  their  minds,  aud  in 
those  of  their  childrens  a  recollection  of  events  that 
can  bo  of  no  interest  to  any  citizen  of  our  Republic, 
and  which  tends  to  foster  the  Arts  of  hatred  between 
them  aud  their  Protestaut  fellow  citizens. 

It  would  be  a  sensible  thing  to  dispense  with  it 
altogether.  It  parades  their  strength.  It  demon- 
strates  their  zeal  for  Rome.  It  manifests  their  iu- 
differnce  towards  our  people  and  our  goverumeut,as 
compared  to  their  enthusiasm  for  St.  Patrick,  who 
is  a  myth,  more  than  anything  else,  and  for  Rome 
and  her  priests,  rather  than  for  liberty  nnd  Ameri- 
ca. 

And  this  was  a  good  time  to  let  it  go  over.  Ths 
reason  assigned  by  Mr  James  G.  Barry  was  ths  best 
that  could  have  been  ollered.  It  would  have  been 
cordially  accepted  by  the  American  people  as  a 
proof  that  the  Irish  Catholics  have  a  deep  regard 
for  the  suffering  poor  here  at  home, and  that  some- 
thing American  could  at  leastdivert  them  fromthis 
hero  worship,  and  from  the  memories  of  the  dead 
past.  Mr.  Barry  and  his  motion  deserved  the  seri- 
ous attention  of  that  assembly.  It  gave  them  an  op- 
portunity to  do  a  grand  thing,  to  achieve  for  them- 
selves a  little  true  glory. 

But  they  proved  themselves  unequal  to  the  occas- 
ion. There  were  no  chords  in  their  hearts  that  beat 
with  any  such  fervor  for  America,  the  sufferings 
were  nothing  compared  to  the  glorification  oi  Rome. 
They  must  have  the  procession.  The  poor  may  die  1 
What  care  they  S  Women  and  children  may  go 
to  the  grave.or  to  dishonor.  But  Romu  must  not  be 
forgotten ! 

The  motion  was  placed  on  file.  The  convention 
laughed  at  the  proposal.  Think  of  the  poor  indeed. 
Think  of  anything  American,  when  Rome  was  in 
question?    Never  I 

And  just  so  with  Mrs.  General  Sherman.  The 
cry  of  distress  rises  louder  and  louder  from  New 
York.  And  it  must  rise,  and  will  till  the  question 
of  the  Presidency  is  settled  and  peace  assured.  Till 
then,  capital  will  be  timid,  and  business  will  be  at 
a  stand.  But  what  cares  Mrs.  Sherman?  Her  heart 
and  sympathies  are  with  the  Pope. 

That  poor  old  man  has  only  $33,000,000  in  the 
bank,  more  palaces  than  all  the  public  buildings  in 
Washington  and  a  gorgeous  income. 

But  he  must  havejmore.  These  poor  need  only  a 
crust  to  keep  them  from  the  grave,  but  the  wietch. 
ed  old  Pope  wants  money  to  complete  the  triumph 
of  the  Church  in  Mexico,  stjr  up  insurrection  in 
Italy,  overthrow  the  Republic  in  Prance,  defy  Bis- 
marck in  Germany,  and  bribe  the  Congress  of  the 
United  States  to  make  &  concordat. 

And  for  all  these  wicked,  treasonable  and  diabol- 
ical purposes  the  good  "Catholics  of  America  are 
asked  to  subscribe  money  while  the  people  starve 
and  die.

The  picture  of  St.  Patrick  looks  placidly  down  on 
them.  We  cannot  tell  what  he  thinks  of  it.  But  if 
he  were  anything  like  his  Master  Christ,  or  the 
early  Christian  fathers,  he  would  look  with  more 
favor  upon  a  bit  of  bread  and  a  drop  of  water 
given  to  somo  suffering  waif  of  humauiiylhau  upon 
any  procession  whatsoever. 

But  we  have  always  heard  that  St.  Patrick  was 
more  to  the  Irish  Catholic  than  the  Fourth  of  Julia 
and  we  know  that  the  crazy  old  Pope  is  dearer  to 
Ihem  than  all  the  poor  in  America.

Sever 
al  Deacons  of  the  Church  South,  who  wero  well- 
satisfied  that  the  colored  folks  were  the  decendauts 
Canaan,  and  that  when  Noah  said  "Cursed  be 
Canaan,"  he  meant,  make  slaves  of  them  aud  their 
children  forever. 

All  iherumsellers  of  the  city,and  their  customers 
were  there  by  a  strong  delegation. 

'those  who  had  lost  a  slave,  or  a  house,  or  any- 
thing in  the  South,  during  the  war,  for  their  treason 
and  rebellion,  and  hoped.to  get  paid  for  it  were 
there. 

Those  who  curse  the  Republic,  and  all  free  govern- 
ment, because  they  could  not  rude  it,  or  overthrow 
it,  were  all  there. 

The  ignorant  and  criminal  of  the  land  were  there 
in  full  strength- 

And  the  Holy  Roman  Cathoiic  and  Apostolic 
Church,  last,  though  not  last,  was  in  full  force  iu 
that  meeting. 

Aud  then  there  were  a  few  good  honest  souls, who 
seemed  to  dream  that  somehow,  this  was  £ood  old 
Jeffer30nian  Democracy.  They  were  very  few,  aud 
evidently  kept  there  only  for  show,  aud  to  give  the 
mass  a  little  appearance  of  respectability.  They 
had  no  power.  Their  feeble  voice  was  onl}- beard 
when  the  assembly  wanted  to  parade  an  appearance 
of  honest  intention  to  reform  something.

Whenever  we  could 
we  buldozed  all  our  opponents.  Ten  thousand  ne- 
groes sleep  in  their  graves  who  we  uld  have  voted 
against  us.  (Loud  aud  continued  applause)  Haifa 
million  more  were  converted  to  our  side  by  argu- 
ments'that  conld  not  be  answered  with  safety. 
(Laughter  aud  applause.)  Auother  half  million  we 
defrauded  and  frightened  out  of  voting  against  us. 
This  was  not  all.  We  did  not  rely  on  force  alone. 
When  we  could,  we  tried  a  littieconstitution  again. 
We  always  love  the  constitution  when  it  can  be 
used  for  our  advantage.  We  went  on  it  in  Oregon. 
(Here  Secretary  Wicket  started  a  most  uproarious 
shout.)  We  did  all  this.    And  we  won  the  day.    Til- 


den  was  thus  fairly  elected.  (Rounds  of  applause.) 
And  now  these  sleek  faced  Repulicans  have  con- 
trived to  swindle  us  out  of  it.  Aud  the  question  is, 
"What  are  you  going  to  do  about  it?" 

Here  a  disciple  of  Luttrel  said  he  had  thought 
this  matter  over,  and  taken  a  drink,  and  got  mad 
about  it,  and  drank  agaiD,  because  he  could'nt  see 
his  way  through,  and  drank  four  times,  because  he 
was  so  allfired  mad  that  he  could'nt  help  it.  He 
had  kept  his  indignation  down  in  that  way  till  it 
was  just  burning  him  up.  He  was  for  fight.  Lut 
trel  was  for  fight;  and  he  would  treat  all  who  found 
they  could  not  keep  quiet  in  any  other  way. 

And  the  Luttrelites  retired  to  take  a  drink,  intend- 
ing to  returu  for  a  final  vote. 

The  chivalrous  chairman  was  afraid  that  a  fight 
would  do  them  no  good.  "We  who  have  tried  it," 
said  he,  "do  not  generally  recommend  that  course. 
Could  we  have  got  the  Presidency,  the  army  and  the 
navy  ou  our  side,  we  might  venture  on  it  again.

Here  the 
philosophical  Wicket  begged  to  be  heard.  He  said 
he  hoped  they  did  not  doubt  his  Democracy, or  his 
zeal  in  the  cause.  He  was  not  a  warrior.  His  only 
scars  had  come  from  lying  on  an  old  mattress  in 
the  County  Jail.  RDt  he  had  indorsed  all  the  bull- 
dozing aud  murder  at  the  South,  aud  when  the 
Oregon  case  came  up,  a  mere  logical  quibble,  and 
therefore  more  in  his  Hue,  he  had  thrown  himself 
into  the  breach  aud  bellowed  "as  it  were  any  calf," 
m  favor  of  that  highly  Democratic  and  constitu- 
tional swindle.  But,  we  haven't  the  men  and  the 
money  .and,  arms  to  go  into  another  fight  now. 
It  wont  do.  The  fox  is  generally  moresuccessj 
ful  thon  the  lion.

Several  priests  being  in  the  hall,  one  of  the  dele- 
gales  asked  them  how  the  Church  would  advise  this 
convention,  aud  if  the  Catholic  power  would  aid 
unarmed  protest  against  the  inauguration  of  Hayes. 

But  the  priests  shrunk  back  from  the  question. 
After  some  consultation,  however,  among  them- 
selves, a  well  known  Hibernian  said,  "That  the 
Church  could  promise  nothing  without  advice  from 
Rome.  The  Catholics  of  America,  of  0the  United 
States,  will  not  move  against  the  government  as  a 
body,  without  orders  from  the  "Holy  Father,"  Car- 
dinal McCloskey  alone  is  the  man  to  answer  that 
question.  If  Tildeu  thinks  there  is  a  chance  for 
him  to  win  the  place  by  fighting  for  it,  let  him  see 
McCloskey,  .  make  a  concordat  with  him,  and 
every  devout  Catholic  in  the  country  is  at  his  dis- 
posal. But  nobody  can  say  anything  about  it  but 
the  Pope  and  Cardinal  McCloskey. 

At  last  the  motion  was  put:  "Resolved  that  we 
have  done  our  best,  have  lost,  and  mus  t  submit  for 
four  years  more." 

The  debate  was  short  and  sharp.  Fifty  amend- 
ments were  proposed,  to  protest,  to  strike  out,  lo 
adjourn,  to  take  another  drink  first,  to  lay  it  on  the 
table,  under  the  table,  down  iu  the  cellar,  down  in 
h-11,  to  go  home  and  go  to  bed. 

But  amid  the  din  the  motiou  went  to  the  meeting.

And  the  Daniel  of  the  Criminal  Court.

During  the  past  week  the  regular  physicians  and 
the  quacks  have  had  their  first  pitched  battle  under 
the  new  law  in  relation  to  doctors. 

The  law  is  absurd.  It  is  an  effort  to  legalize  one 
school  of  medicine  at  the  expence  of  all  others.  It 
is  a  discrimination  which  the  government  has  no 
right  to  make.  It  is  endeavoring  to  settle  a  ques- 
tion by  law.that  can  only  be  settled  by  practice  and 
experience. 

There  are  wise  and  able  and  good  men  and  wo- 
man belonging  to  every  school.  And  they  are  all 
worthy  of  public  patronage  and  support. 

There  are  quacks  and  pretenders  and  impostors 
in  every  school,  aye,with  regular  diplomas;  prating 
in  Latin  and  Greek,  and  learned  in  the  pharmaco- 
pein.    These  should  be  exposed,  all  of  them. 

But  for  the  legislature  to  select  one  school,  and 
give  them  a  monopoly  of  the  business,  to  the  ex. 
elusion  of  the  rest,  is  to  grievously  oppress  many 
good  men  and  women,  and  puff  up  with  pride  and 
venom  thousands  of  fellows  who  are  doctors  in  no 
sense  but  the  name. 

The  trial  last  week  was  a  sort  of  test  case.  Doc- 
tor Jossely,  the  defendant  came  into  court  with 
learned  counsel,  and  contested  the  ground  inch  by 
inch. 

The  learned  Daniel  on  the  bench  was  often  called 
upon  to  declare  the  law  of  the  case  and  proved  him- 
self a  thorough  Dogberry.  He  did  not  in  terms  in- 
vite anybody  to  write  him  .down  an  ass;  but  he 
labored  so  earnestly  for  that  designation  that  the 
whole  press  has  quoted  his  language  with  surpn00. 
and  only  refrain  out  of  regard  for  their  own  good 
manners  from  showering  that  epithet  upon   him. 

He  finally  instructed  the  Jury  that  if  they  found 
that  any  quack  intended  to  do  right,  or  showed  a 
disposition  to  do  right,  they  must  acquit. 

And  he  is  a  very  bad  quack  indeed,  who  shows 
no  disposition  to  do  right.  One  half  of  our  stage 
robbers  ^would  escape  under  the  same  instructiou. 
Most  of  them  could  show  that  "they  had  tried  to  do 
right  and  make  an  honest  living,  aud  only  took  to 
robbery  when  that  effort  failed. 

And  the  Jury  acquitted.  How  could  it  do  other- 
wise •  Who  could  say  that  any  quack  had  never 
intended  to  do  right,  never  tried  to  cure  anybody. 

We  wonder  why  Thistleton's  counsel  did  not  ask 
for  that  instruction !  Thistleton  tried  to  do  right, tried 
to  get  at  the  truth.  Did  his  best  to  do  so.  It  was  a 
great  mistake  of  the  Judge  not  to  think  of  this  aa- 
markably  creamy  law,  when  Thistleton  was  on 
trial. 

And  so  the  quacks  won  a  victory.  They  went  on 
their  way  rejoicing.  They  have  done  nothing  but 
quack  ever  since.

ft  is  true  that  the  essence  of  crime  is  the  intent. 
But  the  law  means  the  immediate  intent  that  leads 
to  the  crime,not  the  remote  inteut.or  general  deiign. 

Thus,  a  man  with  a  starving  family  may  set  out 
to  beg  or  work,  or  borrow  money  to  buy  bread,  He 
may  see  a  chance  to  steal  some  And  he  may  ileal 
it.  The  only  question  for  the  law  is.  Did  he  vhen 
he  laid  his  hand_  upon  the  |money  intend  to  feteal 
it?  And  if  so,  it  is  theft.  His  general  intent  d  get 
bread  for  his  children,  is  good  enough,  but  no|usti 
fication.    Society  cannot  listen  to  it. 

And  so  with  these  so-called  quacks.  If  the- did 
what  the  jlaw  forbids,  intending  to  do  it,  theywere 
guilty,  notwithstanding  they  might  have  thcught 
ihey  were  doing  right,  aud  that  the  law  itsef  was 
an  outrage.  Their  general  intent  however  jood, 
was  no  question  for  the  Jury.

THE  THISTLE  TON  CASE. 


Col.  Thistleton  is  still  in  jail,  and  from  what  we 
learn,  experiencing  a  little  touch  of  the  old  Libby 
Prison  discipline.  He  is  rigoroursly  confined  to  his 
cell,  which  for  him  aud  his  companion  scarcely 
comes  up  to  the  requirements  of  the  health  ordin- 
ance of  the  heathen  Chinee. 

His  appeal  to  the  County  Court  was  rejected  last 
Wednesday,  by  Judge  Wright.  The  Judge  said 
that  he  could  not  learn  fro 31  the  statute  making  the 
City  Criminal  Court  that  there  was  any  appeal  there, 
from,  to  his  Court,  in  cases  resting  on  Indictment; 
and  as  the  District  Attorney  resisted  the.motionjaud 
Ihe  application  for  bail,  he  should  refuse  both. 

The  attorneys  will  now  have  to  proceed  to  high- 
er authority,  and  time  will  be  consumed  of  course, 
before  another  hearing  can  be  had.  In  tho  mean- 
while this  close  coniiaonvjnt  i3  telling  on  the  pris- 
oner's'.health.  He  is  a  large  robust  man, needs  plenty 
of  good  air  and  exercise,  aud  has  been  accustomed 
to  them. 

This  imprisonment,and  rigorous  treatmeut.illegal 
and  unjust  as  they  are,  will  eventually  have  to  be 
answered  for  by  somebody.  The  day  of  retribution 
■will  come.    Even  the  entire  twelve  months  cannot 


last  always,  nor  tho  tables  fail  to  turn  on  tho  perse- 
cutors of  a  free  citizen  who  has  only  exercised  his 
just  right. 

Let  it  bo  granted  that  there  was  no  wake'  at 
Flaunigau  and  Gallaghers  at  all  ;and  that  therefore 
the  story  was  entirely  false,  as  also,  the  inference 
drawn  from  it,  that  Gallagher  being  tho  nephew  of 
a  priest,  could  get  forgiveness  for  anything,  and 
would  sell  his  soul  for  a  few  dollars.  Let  us  say 
that  Thistleton  was  guilty  of  a  libel  to  that  extent. 
Is  that  a  reason  for  imprisoning  a  respectable  citizen 
twelve  months?  Most  assuredly  no !  No  sane  man 
could  fail  to  pronounce  that,  a  most  cruel  and  ex- 
travagant aud  unusual  punishment,  unconslituti- 
onal.and  ulterlyat  variance  with  the  spiritand  intent 
of  the  law. 

As  may  be  seen  in  another  column,  the  great  de- 
faultcrs  of  the  nation, are  only  held  a  month  in  pris. 
on,  if  they  steal  a  million,  and  most  of  them  are  ex- 
cused altogether.  Petty  and  grand  larceny,  and 
even  forgery  aud  perjury  receive  often,  no  greater 
casiigation.  We  say  the  judgment  was  infamous 
aud  illegal,  and  we  have  no  doubt  but  it  will  yet  be 
reversed, and  summary  punishment  awails  the  Dog- 
berry who  pronounced  U. 

He  knew  he  was  doing  wrong.  He  knew  that 
the  crime  proven  before  the  jury  could  not  justify 
the  sentence  he  pronounced.  And  he  proceeded  to 
lay  bare  the  real  motive  of  his  malignant  decision. 
He  said  "You  have  assailed  religious  faith,  and  the 
characters  of  most  pious   aud  respectable  people !" 

Ah,  indeed!  What  religious  faith?  That  of  the 
Catholic  Church!  What  pious  and  respectable  peo- 
ple? Drunken  and  debauched  priests!  And  for 
this  then  Thistleton  is  in  jail  I  Aud  for  this  he  will 
rot  there,  or  wait  till  the  outraged  American  people 
demand  his  release,  rather  thanl  relax  one  effort 
against  the  most  shameless  and  impudent  fraud  that 
ever  came  before  mankind  in  the  name  of  religion. 

And  what  business  was  it  of  Ferrals,  if  we  had 
taken  the  tripple  crown,  and  the  Pope's  toe  and 
thrown  them  into  the  fire  together?  Does  he  sit  on 
the  bench  to  protect  Rome?  Do  the  American  peo- 
pie  pay  him  for  persecuting  those  who  assail  the 
Roman  Catholic  Church?  He  will  learn  better, 
if  he  lives  till  another  election.  He  will  learn 
that  American  judges  have  better  business  than  the 
defense  of  the  vilest  despotism  of  the  world. 

And  what  had  he  to  do  with  auy  thing,  except  the 
charge  laid  in  that  Indictmenl,  proved  to  thatjury, 
and  by  them  found  and  returned  to  him  as  true » 
Who  gave  him  authority  to  go  back  upon  his  mem- 
ory aud  inaugurate,  and  trump  up  other  charges 
against  Thistleton,  and  to  become  prosecutor,  wit- 
ness, jurors  and  judge,  and  pronounce  a  sentence  so 
foreign  to  the  purpose,  and  so  disproportionate  to 
the  crime  ? 

He  will  have  these  things  to  answer  yet  at  the  bar 
of  public  opinion. 

Thistleton  will  be  free  in  twelve  months  at  most, 
even  though  judicial  blindness  and  prejudice 
should  deny  him  justice. 

But  Ferral's  crime  against  the  law,  against  jus- 
tice, against  the  people  of  this  country,  and  the  li- 
berties of  mankind,  will  stay  by  him,  till  confessed 
and  attoned  for  in  sackcloth  and  ashes.  He  is  to- 
day the  more  mean  and  miserable  of  the  two-  No 
locksmith  can  loose  his  bonds.

I  have  been  repeatedly  employed  in  carrying 
d»inties  of  different  kinds  to  the  little  private  room 
I  have  mentioned,  next  beyond  the  Superior's  sit- 
ting room,  in  the  second  story,  which  the  priests 
made  their  "Holy  Retreat."  That  room  I  never  was 
allowed  to  enter.  I  could  only  go  to  the  door  with 
a  waiter  of  refreshments,  set  it  down  upon  a  little 
stand  near  it,  give  three  raps  on  the  door,  and  then 
retire  to  a  distance  to  await  orders'  When  any  thing 
was  to  be  taken  away,  it  was  placed  on  the  stand  by 
the  Superior,  who  then  gave  three  raps  for  me,  and 
closed  the  door. 

The  Bishop  I  saw  at  least  once,  when  he  appear- 
ed worse  for  wine,  or  something  of  the  kind.  After 
partaking  of  refreshments  in  the  Convent,  he  sent 
for  all  the  nuns,  and,  on  our  appearance,  gave  us 
his  blessing,  and  put  a  piece  of  poundcake  on  the 
shoulder  of  each  of  us,  in  a  mannerwhich  appeared 
singular  and  foolish . 

There  are  three  rooms  in  the  Black  Nunnery 
which  I  never  entered.  I  had  enjoyed  much  liber 
ty,  and  had  seen,  as  I  supposed,  all  parts  of  the 
building,  when  one  day  I  observed  an  old  nun  go 
to  a  corner  of  an  apartment  near  the  northern  end 
of  the  weslern  wing,  push  the  end  of  her  scissors  in- 
to a  crack  in  the  panelled  wall,  and  pull  out  a  door.

I 
stepped  forward  to  see  what  what  was  within,  and 
saw  three  rooms  opening  into  each  other;  but  the 
nun  refused  to  admit  me  within  the  door,  which  she 
said  led  to  rooms  kept  as  depositories. 

She  herself  entered  and  closed  the  donr,  so  that 
I  could  not  satisfy  my  curiosity;  and  no  occasion 
presented  itself.  I  always  had  a  strong  desire  to 
know  to  use  of  these  apartments :  for  I  am  sure  they 
must  have  been  designed  for  some  purpose  of  which 
1  was  intentionally  kept  ignorant,  otherwise  they 
would  never  have  remained  unknown  to  me  so  lon<*. 
Besides,  the  old  nun  evidently  had  some  strong  rea- 
sons for  denying  me  admission,  though  she  cudeav- 
oured  to  quiet  my  curiosity. 

The  Superior,  after  my  admission  into  the  Con- 
vent, had  told  me  that  1  had  access  to  every  room 
in  the  bnildicg;  and  I  had  seen  places  which,  bore 
witness  to  the  cruelties  and  the  crimes  committed 
under  her  commands  or  sanction;  but  here  was  a 
succession  of  rooms  which  had  been  concealed 
from  me,  and  so  constucied  as  if  designed  to  be  un- 
known to  all  but  a  few.  I  am  sure  that  any  person, 
who  might  be  able  to  examine  the  wall  in  that  place,' 
would  pronounce  that  secret  doorasurpising"piece' 
of  work.  I  never  saw  any  thing  of  the  kind  which 
appeared  to  me  so  iugenius  and  skilfully  made.  I 
•old  Jane  Ray  what  1  had  seen,  and  she  said,  at  once, 
■* We  will  get  in  and  see  what  is  there."  But  I  sup' 
pose  she  never  found  an  opportunity. 

I  naturally  felt  a  good  deal  of  curiosity  to  learn 
whether  such  scenes,  as  1  had  witnessed  in  the 
death  of  Saint  Francis,  were  common  or  rare,  and 
took  an  opportunity  to  enquire  of  Jane  Ray.  Her 
reply  was — 

"Oh  yes;  and  there  were  many  murdered  while 
you  was  a  novice,  whom  you  heard  nothing  about." 

This  was  all  I  ever  learnt  on  the  subject ;  but  al- 
fhongh  I  was  told  nothing  of  the  manner  in  whitfh 
they  were  killed,  I  supposed  it  to  be  the  same  which 
I  had  seen  practised,  viz.  by  smothering.

There  are  two  bookcases  in  the  room;  one  on 
the  right  as  you  enter  the  door,  and  the  other  oppo. 
site,  near  the  window  and  the  sofa.  The  former  con- 
tains the  leeture-books  and  other  printed  volumes, 
the  latter  seemed  to  be  filled  with  note,  and  account 
hooks.  I  have  often  seen  the  keys  in  the  bookcases 
while  I  have  been  dusting  the  furniture,  and  some- 
times observed  letters  stuck  up  in  the  room:  al- 
though I  never  looked  into  one,  or  thought  of  do- 
ing so,  as  we  were  under  strict  orders  not  to  touch 
any  of  them,  and  the  idea  of  sins  and  penances  was 
always  present  with  me. 

Some  time  after  the  occasion  mentioned,  I  was 
sent  into  the  Superior's  room,  with  Jane,  to  arrange 
it;  and  as  the  same  book  was  lying  out  of  the  case, 
she  said,  "Come,  let  us  look  into  it."  I  immediately 
consented,  and  we  opened  it,  and  turned  over  sever- 
al leaves.  It  was  about  a  foot  and  a  half  long,  as 
nearly  as  I  can  remember,  a  foot  wrde,  and  about 
two  inches  thick,  though  I  cannot  speak  with  par- 
ticular precision,  as  Jane  frightened  me  almost  as 
soon  as  I  touched  it,  by  exclaiming,  "There,  you 
have  looked  into  it,  and  if  you  tell  of  me,  I  will  of 
you." 

The  thought  of  being  subjected  to  a  severe  pen- 
ance, which  I  had  reason  to  apprehend,  fluttered 
me  very  much;  and  although  I  tried  to  overcome 
my  fears,  I  did  not  succeed  very  well.  I  reflected, 
however,  that  the  sin  was  already  committed,  and 
that  it  would  not  be  increasyd  if  I  examined  the 
book.  I,  therefore,  looked  a  little  at  several  pages, 
though  I  still  felt  a  good  a  deal  of  agitation.  I  saw, 
at  once,  that  the  volume  was  a  record  of  the'enlrauce 
of  nuns  and  novices  into  the  Convent,  ana  of  the 
births  that  had  taken  place  in  the  Convent.  Entries 
of  the  last  description  were  made  in  a  brief  manner, 
on  the  following  plau:  I  do  not  give  the  names  or 
dates  as  real,  but  only  to  show  the  form  of  entering 
them. 

Saint  Mary  delivered  of  a  son,'  March  16,  1884. 

Saint  Clarice        "        daughter,  April  2,    " 

Saint  Matilda        "        daughter,  April  30,  "  &c. 

No  mention  was  made  in  the  book  of  the  death 
of  the  children,  though  I  well  knew  notone  ot  them 
could  be  living  at  that  time. 

Now  I  presume  that  the  period  the  book  cm  brae 
ed,  was  about  two  years,  as  several  names  near  the 
beginning  1  knew ;  but  I  can  form  only  a  rough 
conjecture  of  the  number  of  infants  born,  and  mur- 
dered of  course,  records  of  which  it  contained.  I 
suppose  the  book  contained  at  least  one  hundred 
pages,  that  one  fourth  were  writteu  upon,  and  that 
each  page  contained  fifteen  distinct  records  Sev- 
eral pages  were  devoted  to  the  list  of  births.  On 
this  supposition  there  must  have  been  a  large  num- 
ber, which  I  can  easily  believe  have  been  born 
there  in  the  course  of  two  years. 

What  were  the  contents  of  the  other  books  belong- 
ing to  ihe  same  case  with  that  which  I  looked  in- 
to, 1  have  no  idea,  having  never  dared  to  touch  one 
ot  ihem;  I  believe,  however,  that  Jane  Ray  was  well 
acquainted  with  them,  knowing,  as  X  do,  her  intel- 
ligence and  prying  disposition.  If  she  could  bo 
brought  to  give  her  testimony,  she  would  doubtlese 
unfold  many  curious  particulars  now  unknown. 

I  am  able,  in  consequence  of  a  circumstance 
which  appeared  accidental,  to  state  with  confidence, 
the  exact  number  of  persons  in  the  Conventoneday 
of  the  week  in  which  I  left  it.  This  may  be  a  poiut 
of  some  interest,  as  several  secret  deaths  had  occur- 
ed  since  my  taking  the  veil,  and  manj  burials  had 
been  openly  made  in  the  chapel. 

I  was  appointed,  st  the  time  mentioned,  to  lay 
out  tho»covers  for  all  the  inmates  of  the  Convent, 
includihg  the  nuns  in  the  cells.  These  covers,  as  I 
have  said  before,  were  linen  bands,  to  be  bound 
around  the  knives,  forks,  spoons,  and  napkins,  for 
eating.  These  were  for  all  the  nuns  and  novices, 
and  amounted  to  two  hundred  and  ten.  As  the  num- 
ber of  novices  was  then  about  thirty,  I  know  that 
there  must  have  been  at  that  lime  about  one  hund- 
red and  eighty  veiled  nuns. 

I  was  occasionally  troubled  with  a  desire  of  es- 
caping from  the  nunnery,  and  was  much  distressed 
whenever  I  felt  so  evil  an  imagination  rise  in  my 
mind.  I  believed  that  it  was  a  sin,  a  great  sin,  and 
did  not  fail  to  confess,  at  every  opportunity,  that  I 
felt  discontent.  My  confessois  informed  me  that  I 
was  beset  by  an  evil  spirit,  and  urged  me  to  play 
against  it.  Slill,  however,  every  now  and  then,  I 
would  think,  "Oh,  if  I  could  get  out  I" 


*  At  length  one  of  the  priests,  to  whom  I  had  con- 
fessed  this  sin,  informed  me,  for  my  comfort,  that 
he  had  begun  to  pray  to  Saint  Anthony,  and  hoped 
his  intercession  would,  by-and-by,  drive  away  the 
evil  spirit.  My  desire  of  escape  was  partly  excitud 
by  the  fear  of  bringing  an  infant  to  the  murderous 
hands  of  my  companions,  or  of  taking  a  potion 
whose  violent  effects  I  too  well  knew. 

One  evening,  however,  I  found  myself  more  fill- 
ed with  the  desire  of  escape  than  ever;  and  what 
exertions  I  made  to  dismiss  the  thought,  proved 
entirely  unavailing.  During  evening  prayeis,  I  be- 
came quite  occupied  with  it;  and  when  the  time 
for  meditatiou  arrived,  instead  of  falling  into  a 
doze  as  I  often  did,  although  I  was  a  good  doal 
fatigued.I  found  no  difficulty  in  keeping  awake. 
When  this  exercise  was  ovor,  und  the  other  nuns 
were  about  to  retire  to  the  sleeping-room,my  station 
being  in  the  private  sickroom  for  the  night;  I  with- 
drew to  my  post,  which  was  the  little  sitting-room 
adjoining  it. 

Here,  then,  I  threw  myself  upon  the  sofa,  and, 
being  alone,  reflected  a  few  moments  on  the  man- 
ner of  eicaping  which  had  occurred  to  me.  The 
physician  had  arrived  a  little  before,  at  half.past 
eight;  and  I  had  now  to  accompany  him,  as  usual, 
from  bed  to  bed,  with  pen,  ink,  and  paper,  to  write 
down  prescriptions  for  the  direction  of  the  old  nun, 
who  was  to  see  them  administered.  What  I  wrote 
that  evening,  I  cannot  now  recollect,  as  my  mind 
was  uncommonly  agitated ;  but  my  customary  way 
was  to  note  down  briefly  his  orders  in  this  man- 
ner: 

1  d  salts,  St.  Matilda. 
1  blister,  St.  Genevieve,  &c.  &c. 
I  remember  that  I  wrote  three  such  orders  that 
evening,  and  then,  having  finished  the  rounds,  I  re- 
turned for  a  few  minutes  to  the  sitting-room- 
There  were  two  ways  of  access  to  the  street  from 
those  rooms:   first,   the  more  direct,   from  the  pas- 
sage aajoing  the  sick-room  down-stairs,  through  a 
door,  into  the  nunnery-yard,  and  through  a  wicket 
gate;  that  is  the  way  by  which  the  physician  usual 
ly  enters  at  night,   and  he  'm  provided  with  a  key 
for  that  purpose. 

It  would  have  been  unsafe,  however,  for  me  to 
pass  out  that  way,  because  a  man  is  kept  continual- 
ly in  the  yard,  near  the  gate,  who  sleeps  at  night  in 
a  small  hut  near  the  door,  to  escape  whose  observaj 
lion  would  be  impossible.  My  only  hope,  therefore, 
was,  that  I  might  gain  my  passage  tfrough  the 
sicksoom,  then  through  a  passage,  or  small  room, 
usually  occupied  by  an  old  nun;  another  passage 
and  staircase  leading  down  Vt  the  yard,  and  a  large 
gate  opening  into  the  cross  street.  I  bad  no  liberty 
ever  to  go  beyond  the  sick-room,  and  knew  that 
several  of  the  doors  might  be  fas'.ened.  Still,  7  de- 
termined  to  try ;  although  1  have  often  since  been 
astonished  at  my  boldness  in  undertaking  what 
would  expose  me  to  so  many  hazards  of  failure, 
and  to  severe  punishment  if  found  out. 

It  seemed  as  if  I  acted  under  some  extraordinary 
impulse,  which  encouraged  me  to  do  what  I  tkould 
hardly  at  any  other  moment  have  thought  of  under- 
taking. I  had  sat  but  a  short  time  upon  the  sofa, 
however,  before  I  rose,  with  a  desperate  determina- 
tion to  make  the  experiment.  I  therefore  walked 
hastily  across  the  sick  room,  passed  into  the  nun's 
room,  walked  by  her  in  a  great  hurry,  and  almost 
without  giving  her  time  to  speak  or  thinkp  said, — 
"A  message!"  aud  in  an  instant  was  through,  the 
door,  and  in  the  next  passage.  I  think  there  was 
another  nun  with  her  at  the  moment ;  and  it  is  prob- 
able that  my  hurried  manner,  and  prompt  intima- 
tion that  I  was  sent  ou  a  pressing  mission  to  the 
Superior,  prevented  them  from  entertaining  any 
suspicion  of  ny  intention.  Besides,  I  had  the  writ- 
ten orders  of  the  physician  in  my  hand,  which  may 
have  tended  to  mislead  them;  and  it  was  well 
known  to  some  of  the  nuns,  that  I  had  twice  left 
the  Convent  and  returned  from  choice;  so  that  I 
was  probably  more  likely  to  be  trusted  to  remain 
than  many  of  the  others.

etlhe   learned  Bishop  has   given  good  reasons  to 

mvince  us.that  he  owus  the  honor  of  his  saintship. 

a  mistaken  passage  in  the  old  acts  or  legends  of 

t.  Alban;  whore  the  Arophibolus    mentioned,  and 

nee  reverenced  as  a  saint  and  martyr,  was  nothing 

lore  than  the  cloak  which  A1  ban  happened  to  have 

the  time  of  his  executiou  ;  beiu^  a    word  derived 

om  the   Greek,   and  signifying   a  rough,  shaggy 

loak,  which  ecclesiastical  persons  usually  wore  in 

bat  age. 

They  pretend  to  show  us  here  at  Rome,  two  orig. 
sal  impressions  of  our  Saviour's  face,  on  two  diff. 
irenl  handkerchiefs;  the  one.sent  a  present  by  hiin- 
elf  to  Agbarus,  prince  of  Edessa,who,  by  letter, bad 
Jesired  a  picture  of  him;  the  other,  given  by  him, 
it  the  lime  of  his  execution,  to  a  saint,  or  holy  wo- 
man named  Veronica,  upon  a  handkerchief  which 
>he  lent  him  to  wipe  his  face  on  that  occassionjbolh 
shichhandkerehiel's  are  still  preserved, as  they  affirm 
rod  now  kept  with  the  utlmost  reverence;  the  first 
in  St.  Silvester's  Church,  the  secoud  in  St  Peter's; 
where,  in  honor  of  this  sacred  relick, there  is  a  fine 
iltar  built  by  Pope  Urban  the  eighth,  with  a  statue 
jf  Veronica  herstlf. 

But  notwithstanding  the  authority  of  this  Pope 
indlis  inscriptions,  this  Veronica,  as  one  ot  the 
Best  authors  has  shown,  (like  Amphi  bolus  before 
nentioned,)  was  not  any  real  person,  but  the  name 
?iven  to  the  picture  itself  by  the  old  writers,  who 
nention  it;  being  formed  by  blundering  and  con 
bunding  the  woids  VERA  ICON,  or  true  image, 
he  title  inscribed,  perhaps,  or  given  originally  to 
he  handkerchief,  byjtbe  first  contrivers  of  the  im- 
tosture. 

These  stories,  however,  as  fabulous  and  childish 
is  they  appear  to  men  ot  sense,  are  yet  urged  by 
jrave  authors  in  defence  of  their  image- worship,  as 
certain  proofs  of  its  divine  origiu,  and  sufficient  to 
jonfound  all  the  impious  opposers  of  it. 

I  shall  add  nothing  more  on  this  article,lhan  that 
whatever  worship  was  paid  by  the  ancients  to  their 
leroes  or  inferior  deities,  the  Romanists  now  pay 
he  same  to  their  saints  and  martyrs,  as  their  own 
nscriptions  plainly  declare;  which, like  those  rnen- 
,ioned  above,  of  St.  Martina  and  the  Pantheon, gen- 
:rally  signify,  that  the  honors  which  the  old  had 
seen  impiously  given  in  that  place  to  the  false  God, 
ire  now  piously  and  rightly  transferred  to  the 
Christian  saint ;  or  as  one  of  their  celebrated  poets 
ixpresse  himself  in  regard  to  Si.  Georg';: 

"As  Mars  our  fathers  once  ador'd,  so  now, 
To  thce.O!  George,  we  humbly.prostrate  bow.'' 

And  everywhere  through  Italy,  one  sees  their  sa- 
:red  inscriptions  speaking  the  pure  language  of  Pa- 
ganism, and  ascribing  the  same  powers,characters, 
ind  attributes  to  their  saints,  which  had  formerely 
jeen  ascribed  to  the  heathen  gods. 

As  to  that  celebrated  act  of  Popish  idolatry,  the 
adoration  of  the  host,  I  must  confess  that  I  cannot 


rind  the  least  resemblance  of  it  in  part  of  the  Pagan 
worship;  and  as  often  as  I  have  been  standing  by  at 
mass,  and  seen  the  whole  congregation  prostrate  on 
the  ground,  in  the  humblest  posture  of  adoring,  at 
the  elevation  of'his  consecrated 'piece  of  bread,  I 
could  not  help  reflecting  on  a  passage  of  Tully, where 
speaking  of  the  absurdity  of  the  heathen  in  the 
choice  of  their  gods:  "But was  any  mau,"  says  he, 
"ever  so  mad,  as  to  take  that  which  he  leeds  upon, 
for  a  god  ?"  This  was  an  extravagance  reserved  for 
Popery  alone;  and  what  an  old  Roman  could  not 
but  think  ,oo  gross  even  for  Egyptian  idolatry  to 
swallow,  is  now  becoming  the  principal  part  of 
worship,  and  the  distinguishing  article  of  laith,  in 
the  creed  of  modern  Rome. 

But  their  temples  are  not  the  only  places  where 
we  see  the  proofs  and  overt  acts  of  their  superstition 
The  whole  tace  of  the  country  has  the  visible  char, 
aclers  of  Paganism  upon  it;  and  wherever  we  look 
about  us,  we  cannot  hut  find,  as  St.  Paul  did  in 
Athens,  clear  evidence  of  its  being  possessed  by  a 
superslious  nnd  idolatrous  people.        • 

The  old  Romans,  we  know,  had  their  gods,  who 
presided  over  their  roads,  streets  and  highways.call- 
ed  Viules,  Scmitales,  Compitales;  whose  little  tern 
pies  or  altars  decked  with  flowers,  or  whose  statues 
at  least,  coarsely  carved  of  wood  or  stone,  were 
placed  at  convenient  distances  in*  the  public  ways, 
for  the  benefit  of  travellers,  who  used  to  step  aside 
to  pay  their  devotions  to  these  rural  shrines,  and 
beg  a  prosperous  journey  and  safety  in  their  travels. 
Now  this  custom  prevails  still  so  generully  in  all 
Popish  countries,  but  especially  in  Italy,  that  one 
can  see  no  other  diflireuce  between  the  old  and 
present  superstition, than  that  of  changing  the  name 
of  the  deity,  and  christening  as  it  were  the  old  Hec- 
tale  iu  triviis.by  the  new  name  of  Maria  in  Trivio; 
by  which  title,!  have  observed  one  of  their  chuiches 
dedicated  iu  this  city.  And  as  the  heathen  used  to 
paint  over  the  ordinary  statues  of  their  gods,  with 
red,  or  some  such  gay  color,  so  I  have  oft  observed 
the  coarse  images  of  these  saints  so  daubed  over 
with  a  gaudy  red,  as  to  resemble  exactly  the  de- 
scription of  the  god  Pah  in  Virgil. 

"His  cheeks  and  temples  of  vermilion  hue." 

In  passing  along  the  road,  it  is  common  to  see 
travellers  on  their  knees  before  these  rustic  altars, 
which  none  ever  presume  to  approach  without 
some  act  ot  reverence;  and  those  who  are"  most  in 
haste, or  at  a  :listanc,are  sure  to  pull  pff.thejr  hats, 
at  least,  in  token  of  respect.  And  I  took  notice  that 
our  postilions  used  to  look  back  upon  us, to  see  how 
we  behaved  on  such  occasions,  and  seemed  surpris- 
ed at  our  passing  so  negligently  before  places  es- 
teemed so  sacred. 

But  besides  these  images  and  altars,  there  are  fre- 
quently erected  on  the  road,  huge  wooden  crosses, 
dressed  out  with  flowers,  and  hung  round  with  the 
trifling  offerings  of  the  country  people;  which 
always  put  me  in  mind  of  the  superstitious  venera 
lion  which  the  heathen  used  to  pay  to  some  old 
trunks  of  trees  or  posts,  set  up  in  the  highways, 
which  they  held  sacrad;  or  of  the  venerable  oak'in 
Ovid,  covered  with  garlands  and  votive  ofl'erings.

NATURE  PRINTING. 


A  pretty  modification  of  nature  printing,  says  the 
Printers'  Register,  has  been  made  by  M.  Berlots, 
in  the  interests  of  those  who  are  bontanically  in 
clincd.  Mr.  Bertot's  process  permits  the  emplyincnt 
of  common  paper,  a  sheet  of  which  is  folded  in 
four,  well  oiled,  and  pressed  to  insure  equal  diffu 
sion  of  the  oil.  The  leaf  of  which  it  is  desired  to 
take  an  impression  is  placed  between  the  two  last 
folds  and  pressed.  It  is  then  placed  between  the 
folds  of  a  second  sheet  of  paper,  pressed  again,  and 
removed  There  is  no  impression  apparent;  but  on 
sprinkling  blacklead  over  the  sheet  an  impression 
becomes  visible.  It  is  rendered  permanent  by  mix- 
ing colophane  or  powdered  resin  with  the  black- 
lead.  The  proof  is  cleaned  with  sifted  woodash,  and- 
a  hot  iron  is  passed  over  the  whole.  Melt  the  resin 
and  so  fix  the  impression.

OUR   CHARITIES. 


It  will  perhaps  never  be  that  there  will  not  be 
poor  creatures  who  cannot  make  a  living  for  them- 
selves, and  have  no  immediate  friends  to  do  it  for 
them. 

In  old  times  they  were  left  to  starve  to  death.  Sav- 
ages had  no  time  or  means  to  bestow  on  those  who 
could  not  help  themselves.  But  modern  society 
accepts  the  duty  and  the  obligation  of  providing  for 
the  wretchedly  poor. 

It  is  a  part  of  our  economy.  Taxes  are  levied  for 
that  purpose,  and  officers  appointed  to  see  that  the 
money  reaches  the  proper  objects.  In  addition  to 
this  public  provision  we  have  a  thousand  private 
associations,  begging  and  clamoring  for  money  for 
the  poor.  And  after  all,  you  cannot  turn  a  street 
corner  without  being  assailed  by  some  wretched 
looking  beggar. 

All  this  is  wrong.  It  shows  a  want  of  science, of 
system,  and  of  vise  economy.  It  is  making  a  hun- 
dred bites  at  a  cherry,  and  not  getting  the  cherry 
after  all. 

It  would  be  far  cheaper,  and  far  better  to  make  a 
wholesale  business  of  it, to  do  the  whole  in  oue  com- 
prehensive institution,  and  to  do  it  so  completely 
that  nothing  would  remain  to  be  done. 

Now,  you  pay  your  taxes,  you  are  asked  to  sub- 
scribe for  the  benefit  of  asylums  and  charitable 
funds  without  end,  and  then,  somehow  the  work  is 
not  done.  There  is  a  general  feeling  that  the  poor 
are  not  cared  for,  and  you  go  down  into  your  pocket 
every  day  for  beggars  in  the  street. 

Why  not  pay  enough,  in  a  lump.  Would  it  not 
be  cheaper,  easier,  and  better  for  all  concerned.  Let 
us  see? 

Suppose  we  provide  out  of  the  taxes  for  all  the 
aged  and  helpless,  feed,  clothe,  lodge  and  care  for 
them.  What  should  it  cost  each?  A  mere  trifle. 
They  should  be  lodged  in  cottages,  not  in  a  palace. 
Here  is  our  first  error.  We  build  a  lunatic  asylum 
at  Napa,  for  five  hundred  crazy  people,  to  cost  a 
million  and  a  half.  The  money  put  to  interest 
would  pay  their  bills  at  a  fine  hotel. 

This  is  wrong.  The  poor  do  not  need  it.  They 
do  not  enjoy  it.  It  is  not  intended  for  their  comfort 
but  for  the  residence  of  some  grandee.  One  tenth 
of  that  sum  would  have  .made  a  more  acceptable 
accommodation  on  the  cottage  plan. 

Our  theory  is  to  provide  for  the  poor,  as  poor. 
Not  coarsely,  not  harshly,  not  niggardly;  but  with 
plain  sufficiency, and  nothing  more  Bread, beef,soup 
vegetables,  and  occasionally  a  plain  sweet  pudding 
or  cake,  is  ample.  Let  these  be  good, well-cooked, 
and  served  in  plenty,  to  all  poor  and  prisoners,  and 
all  public  dependents. 

And  what  could  it  cost?  A  mere  trifle.  Take 
away  the  cost  cf  fancy  buildings,  the  salaries  of  of- 
ficials, and  the  stealings,  and  not  one  fourth  of  the 
money  collected  finds  its  way  to  the  last  recipient. 
The  tax  payer  is  oppressed, and  the  poor  will  rather 
beg  on  the  street,  or  steal,  than  submit  to  the  inso- 
lence and  privations  of  the  poor  house. 

This  is  all  wrong, and  it  behooves  our  respectable 
and  tax-payi  ng  people  to  see  that  a  remedy  is  ap- 
plied. 

Accommodation  for  a  poor  person  can  be  built 
and  furnished  for  two  hundred  dollars, and  perhaps 
for  less,      f 

And  the  daily  board  need  not  exceed  ten  cents,for 
those  who  don't  work.  They  cannot  eat  so  much 
as  that,  of  the  kinds  of  food  we  have  mentioned  - 
Twenty  centj  would  feed  the  most   robust  laborer. 

Now,  our   plan  would  be  this.     Cheap  cottage 


buildings,  well  inclosed ;  and  for  the  aged  and  the 
infirm,  plenty,  ease,  kindness,  and  a  nice  garden. 
America  can  afford  to  indulge  the  mediam  veterans 
of  the  battle  of  life.  All  should  be  admitted  who 
choose,  without  disgrace,  falsehood  or  importunity. 
For  the  young  of  both  sexes,  similar  cottages. 
similar  food,  plain  schooling.and  a  little  labor,  suit. 
ed  to  their  capacity.  All  to  be  taught  to  work  and 
earn  an  honest  living  at  some  humble  calling,  and 
at  liberty  to  leave  whenever  they  could  help  them- 
selves. 

It  is  believed  that  with  proper  management  the 
cost  could  not  exceed  fifteen  cents  each  per  diem- 
For  all  females,  a  similar  house,  open  for  them  at 
their  pleasure.  It  should  be  under  the  care  of  a  ma- 
tron, aided  by  such  poor  but  capable  women  as 
choose  to  dovote  themselves  to  that  work, or  the 
proper  inmates.  They  should  work  four  hours  a 
day,  which  would  amply  pay  their  way.  They 
would  thus  havo  a  secure  base  of  operations,  and 
time  to  get  other  employment.  No  woman  would 
then  need  to  beg,  or  do  worse.  And  'we  are  rich 
enough  to  secure  every  daughter  of  America  from 
begging  or  dishonor. 

The  men,  able  to  work,  should  have  a  similar 
place,  a  bed,  and  meals  of  meat,  bread,  vegetables 
and  soup  for  all  comers.  They  too,  should  work 
four  hours  a  day,  at  some  public  work,  cleaning  or 
grading  streets,  or  something  of  that  kind.  This 
would  leave  them  free  to  obtain  other  employment 
if  they  could. 

We  venture  to  say  that  all  this  could  be  done  with 
less  than  the  present  public  lax.  At  first  a  good 
many  salaried  officers  might  be  required  to  get  the 
thing  into  working  order;  but  in  a  little  while,  all 
but  the  superintendent  and  clerk  might  be  taken 
from  the  ranks. 

But  there  should  be  no  stealing.  The  supplies 
should  be  furnished  on  contract  by  the  pound,  of 
good  quality,  and  it  should  be  a  felony  for  any  per- 
son to  portion  or  appropriate  the  beBt  quality  away 
from  its  proper  purpson. 

In  this  way  we  abolish  all  such  swindles  as  the 
"Benevolent  Society,"  and  all  other  frauds  under 
that  name.  We  should  clear  the  streets  of  beggars> 
remove  the  pretense  of  beggary,  and  greatly  relieve 
both  the  pockets  and  the  feelings  of  all  charitable 
persons.  If  we  must  provide  for  the  poor  let  us  do 
it  thoroughly  and  economically.

"Reverend  with  age,  a  stately  oak  there  stood, 
Its  branches  widely  stretch'd,  itself  a  wood, 
With  ribhans.garlands,  pictures  cover'd  o'er, 
The  fruits  of  pious  vows  from  rich  and  poor." 

This  description  of  the  Pagan  oak  puts  me  in 
mind  of  a  story  that  I  have  met  with  here,  of  a 
Popisli  oak  very  like  it,  viz.  how  a  certain  person, 
devoted  to  the  worship  of  the  Virgin,  hung  up  a 
picture  of  her  in  an  oak  that  lie  had  in  his  vineyoi  d, 
which  grew  so  famous  for  its  miracles,  that  the  oak 
»oon  became  covered  with  votive  offerings, and  rich 
presents  from  distant  countries,  so  as  to  furnish  a 
fund  at  last  fortho  building  of  a  great  church  to  the 
miraculous  picturo;  which  now  stands  dedicated 
in  this  city,  under  the  titlo  of  St  Mary   of  the  oak. 

But  what  gave  me  still  the  greater  notion  of  the 
superstition  of  these  countries,  was  to  see  those  lit- 
tle oratories,  or  rural  shrines,  sometimes  placed 
under  the  cover  of  a  tree  or  grove,  agreeably  to  the 
description  of  the  old  idolatry  in  the  sacred  as  well 
as  profane  writers;  or  more  generally  raised  on 
some  eminence,  or,  in  the  phrase  of  [.Scripture,  on 
high  places,  the  coustaut  scene  of  idolatrous  wor- 
ship iu  all  ages;  it  being  an  universal  opinion 
among  the  heathen,  that  the  gods,  iu  a  peculiar 
manner,  loved  to  resido  on  eminences  or  tops  of 
mountains;  which  Pagan  notion  prevails  still  so 
generally  with  the  Papists,  that  there  is  hardly  a 
rock  or  precipice,  how  dreadful  or  difficult  soever 
of  access,  that  has  not  an  oratory  or  allar,  or  cruc- 
ifix at  least,  planted  on  the  top  of  it. 

Among  the  rugged  mountains  of  the  Alps,  in  Sa- 
voy, there  stands,  ou  the  top  of  a  rock,  a  chapel, 
with  a  miraculous  image  of  our  lady,  which  is  vis- 
ited with  great  devotion  by  the  people,  and  some' 
times,  we  were  told,  by  the  king  himself;  being  fa- 
mous, it  seems.for  a  miracle  of  a  singular  kind,;viz. 
the  restoring  of  dead-born  children  tolife;  but  so 
far  only  as  to  make  them  capable  of  baptism,  after 
which  they  again  expire.  And  oar  landlord  assur- 
ed me,  that  there  was  daily  proof  of  the  truth  of 
this  miracle,  in  children  brought  from  all  quarters 
to  be  presented  before  this  shrine;  who  never  fail- 
ed to  show  manifest  tokens  of  life,  by  stretching 
out  their  arms,  or  opening  their  eyes,or  even  some- 
times making  water,  whilst  they  were  held  by  the 
priest  in  presence  of  the  image.  All  which  ap- 
pearcd  so  ridiculous  to  a  'French  gentleman  who 
was  with  me  at  the  place,  but  had  not  heard  the 
story  from  our  landlord,  that  he  looked  upon  it  as  a 
banter  or  fiction  of  my  own,  until  I  brought  him  to 
my  author,  who,  with  his  wife,  as  well  as  our  voi- 
tures  very  seriously  testified  the  truth  of  it;  and 
aaded  farther,  thai  when  the  French  army  passed 
that  way  in  the  last  war,  they  were  so  impious  as  to 
throw  down  this  sacred  image  to  the  bottom  of  a 
vast  precipice  hard  by  it,  which  though  of  wood 
only,  was  found  below.entire  and  unhurt  by  the  fall, 
and  so  was  replaced  in  its  shrine,  with  greater  hon- 
or than  ever,  by  the  attestation  of  this  new  mira- 
cle. 

On  the  top  of  Mount  Senis,  the  highest  mountain 
of  the  Alps.covered  with  perpetual  snow,  they  have 
another  chapel,  in  which  they  perform  divine  ser- 
vice once  a  year,iu  the  month  of  August,  and  some- 
times, as  our  guides  informed  us,  to  the1  destruction 
of  the  whole  congregation, by  the  accident  of  a  sud- 
den tempest  in  a  place  so  elevated  and  exposed. 
And  this  surely  comes  up  to  the  description  of  that 
worship,which  the  Jews  were  commanded  to  extir- 
pate from  the  face  of  the  earth.  "Ye  shall  utterly 
destroy  the  places  wherein  the  nations  served  their 
gods,  upon  the  high  mountains,  and  upon  the  hills, 
and  under  every  green  tree.  And  ye  shall  overthrow 
their  altars, break  their  pillars,  burn  the  groves, and 
hew  down  the  graven  images  of  their  gods." 

When  we  enter  their  towns,  the  case  is  still  the 
same  as  It  was  in  the  country ;  we  find  everywhere 
the  same  marks  of  idolatry,  and  the  same  reasons 
to  make  us  fancy  that  we  tare  still  treading  JPagan 


ground;  whilst  at  every  corner  we  see  images  and 
Bltara)  with  lamps  or  candles  burning  before  them, 
exactly  answering  to  the  descriptions  of  the  ancient 
writers,  and  to  what  Tertullian  reproaches  the  hea. 
then  with,  that  their  streets,  their  markets,  their 
their  baths,  were  not  without  an  idol.  [  But 
above  all,  in  the  pomp  and  solemnity  of  their  holy- 
days,  and  especially  their  religious  processions,  we 
sec  the  genuine  remains  of  heathenism,  and  proof 
euough  to  convince  us  that  this  is  still  the  same 
Home,  which  old  Numa  first  tamed  and  civilized 
by  the  arts  of  religion;  who,  as  Plutarch  says,  "By 
the  institution  of  supplications  and  processions  to 
Hie  gods,  which  inspire  reverence,  whilst  they  give 
pleasure  to  the  spectators,  and  by  pretended  mira- 
cles, and  divine  apparitions,  reduced  the  fierce 
spirits  of  his  subjects  under  the  power  of  supersti. 
lion." 

The  descriptions  of  the  religious  pomps  and  pro- 
cessions of  the  heathen  come  so  near  to  what  we 
see  on  every  festival  of  the  virgin  or  other  Romish 
saint,  that  one  can  uarldly  help  thinking  these  Pop- 
ish ones  to  be  still  regulated  by  the  old  ceremonial 
of  Pagan  Rome.  At  these  solemnities,  the  chief 
magistrate  used  frequently  to  assist  in  robes  of 
ceremony,  attended  by  the  priests  in  surplices,  with 
wax  candles  in  their  hands,  carrying  upon  a  pa- 
geant or  then  see  the  images  of  their  gods,  dressed 
out  in  their  best  clothes.  These  were  usually  fol- 
lowed by  the  principal  youth  of  the  place,  in  white 
linen  veslments  or  surplices,  singing  hymns  in  ho- 
nor of  the  god  whose  festival  they  were  celebrating, 
accompanied  by  crowds  ofall  sorts  that  were  initi- 
ated in  the  same  religion,  all  with  flambeaux  or 
wax  candles  in  their  hands.  This  is  the  account 
which  Apuleius  and  other  authors  give  us  of  a  Pa- 
gan procession;  and  I  may  appeal  to  all  who  have 
been  abroad,whetber  it  might,  not  pass  duite  as  well 
for  the  description  of  a  Popish  one.  Monsieur 
Tournefort,  iu  his  travels  through  Greece,  reflects 
upon  the  Greek  Church  for  having  retained  and 
taken  into  their  ^present  worship  many  of  the  old 
rites  of  heathenism,  and  particularly  that  of  carry- 
ing and  dancing  about  the  images  of  the  saints,  in 
their  processions,  to  tinging  and  music.  The  re- 
flection is  full  as  applicable  to  his  own,  as  it  is  to 
the  Greek  Church ;  and  the  practice  itself  is  so  far 
from  giving  scandal  in  Italy,  that  the  learned  pub- 
lisher of  the  Florentine  inscriptions  takes  occasion 
to  show  the  conformity  between  them  and  the  hea- 
then, from  this  very  instance  of  carry  about  the 
pictures  of  their  saints,  as  the  Pagans  did  those  of 
their  gods,  in  their  sacred  processions. 

In  one  of  these  processions,  made  lately  to  St. 
Peter's,  in  the  time  of  Lent,  I  saw  that  ridiculous 
penan?e  of  the  flagellantes  or  self-whippers,  who 
march  with  whips  in  their  hands,  and  laid  them- 
selves as  they  go  along,  on  the  bare  back,  till  it  is 
all  covered  with  blood,  in  the  same  manner  as  the 
fanatical  priests  of  Belloua  or  the  Syrian  goddess, 
as  well  as  the  votaries  of  Isis,  used  to  slash  and  cut 
themselves  of  old,  in  order  to  please  the  goddess, 
by  the  sarifice  of  their  own  blood;  which  mad 
piece  of  discipline  we .  find  frequently  mentioned, 
and  as  oft  ridiculed,  by  the  ancient  writers.

English  as  follows: 

Vatican,  Rome. 
.  Dear  Son  and  Brother— Blessing  and  benedic- 
tion be  upon  you  forever.

Your  present  service  is  no  less  important. 

The  Church  must  conquer  in  Ihe  end.  The  world 
belongs  to  God,  and  therefore  to  the  Church.  Wo 
have  two  hundred  millions  of  devout  believers.  We 
shall  call  a  Graud  Council.  We  shall  declare  this 
Dogma  that  the  "Holy  Father"  is,  and  must  be  ac 
knowledged  to  be,  God  on  earth,  and  altogether  in- 
fallible. 

Those  who  accept  of  this  dogma,  and  re- 
main in  the  Church,  will  be  bound  to  lay  aside  all 
excuses  and  delays,  and  fight,  if  need  be  to  make 
the  papacy  supreme.  We  shall  then  know  our 
friends,  and  can  rely  upon  them,  aud  all  power  and 
dominion  must  be  delivered  into  our  hands. 

You  will  ascertain  how  the  emperor  of  France 
will  receive  it,  through  Eugenie.  Let  him  be  as- 
sured that  he  is  to  be  the  cheo3en  champion  of  the 
Church.

And  when  a  man  is  rich, 
even  chaplains  don't  like  to  see  through  their  plans

I  wns  sood  again  in  Franco.  Among  those  to 
■whom  I  had  BO  often  given  my  eloquent  discours- 
es, my  reception  was  warm  and  generous.  My  yet 
pale  face  spoke  of  my  wounds  and  sufferings,  and 
elicited  from  all   both  sympathy  and  admiration. 

I  could  not  but  hasten  my  journey.  The  ladies 
assttred  me  everywhere,  that  the  blush  of  returning 
health  gave  a  charm  to  my  cheeks,  and  a  subdued 
eloquence  to  my  voice  and  manner  that  were  pro- 
foundly imprest  re. 

Shall  I  own  it!  I  was  anxious  to  reach  the 
Chateau  de  Lune  before  robust  health  bad  robbed 
me  of  these  delicate  tinges.  Nay,  I  would  gladly 
have  delayed  my  returning  strength,  that  she  too 
might  be  impressed  with  apprehensive  tenderness. 
1  travelled  beyond  my  strength,  and  walked  half 
the  night,  lest  my  weakness  ehould  end  before  my 
journey. 

Every  delay  made  me  impatient.  At  each  bish- 
op's mansion'  I  was  urged  to  rest  and  recruit.  At 
every  convent,  the  sisters  insisted  that  they  were 
nurses,  and  would  detain  me  for  my  health. 

Every  offer  was  refused.  The  nearer  I  came  to 
the  beloved  spot,  the  more  it  drew  me,  till  at  last.as 
the  great  gate  opened  for  my  carriage,  I  was  almost 
on  fire  with  anxiety. 

At  last  the  house  was  reached.  It  is  needless  to 
say  that  the  servants  obeyed  my  slightest  order.  In 
addition  to  my  being  ;one  of  the  high  clergy,  I  was 
the  confessor  and  director  of  their  lady. 

She  was  in  Paris.  Not  there  to  recive  me.  A  flush 
of  impatience  came  to  my  cheek.  To  her.with  her, 
I  was  myself.  There  was  none  of  the  cool  priest, 
the  bland  philosopher,  the  impenetrable  diplomat 
the  imperturbable  soldier.  The  impatient.the  jeal. 
ous  lover  had  possession  of  me  entirely.  Ifthere 
had  ever  beeu  one  thing  up  to  that  lime  that  had 
taken  charge  of  me  in  spite  of  myself,  it  was  my 
love  for  that  young,  woman,  she  was  no  longer  a 
girl. 

I  paced  the  galleries.  It  was  nine,  ten,  eleven 
o'clock.  I  spoke  to  none.  None  dared  to  speak  to 
me. 

At  last  the  old  steward  ventured  to  ask,  "Would  I 
eat,  and  should  my  room  be  prepared  ?'' 

He  had  previously  told  me  that  she  was  in  Paris, 
with  the  Empress,  at  a  bail;but  would  be  home  be- 
fore day. 

I  said  "Yes,  yes;  supper  and  my  room!  I  will 
■wait  her  coming.  And  when  she  comes,  say  that  I 
do  so.  Look  at  me!  Wounded!  From  Home.  Just 
snatched  from  death.  Say  these  words  to  her  when 
she  comes,  before  she  retires '' 

Then  my  supper  was  served.  I  ate  some  delicate 
morsels,  drank  a  glass  or  two  of  wine,  and  retirai, 
to  sleep,  "perchance  to  dream."  Nay  there  wasim- 
purchanee  about  it.  The  whole  night  was  une  pro', 
found  hallucination.  The  Chateau.the  girl,  Count- 
ess, now  Duchess  stood  before  me,  mine,  in  all  but 
the  mere  title.  And  how  to  possess  that  was  the 
theme  of  my  thought, 

But  the  longest  nights  will  end.  Day  at  last  came 
streaming  in  at  the  windows.  It  was  not  a  sunny 
morning.  The  fog  hung  over  the  landscape.'  The 
dew  dripped  irom  the  eves.  It  was  very  sombre 
that  embattled  tower.  The  Chateau  had  been  a  fort 
ress  of  great  strength. 

At  last  a  carriage  is  heard.  No,  rather  the  rat- 
tling harness.  The  soft  moist  earth  gave  out  no 
sound,  and  the  wheels  roiled  up  towards  the  castle. 
It  stops.    This  then  is  the  lady. 

There  was  a  stir  for  a  time.  Then  all  is  hushed. 
Ah,  she  has  retired.  She  forgets  me.  Perhaps  some 
other  lover  has  usurped  my  place.  The  imperial 
court  has  many  gallants. 

No!    She    comes  I    The   door  is  softly  opened. 


She  enters.  She  sees  that  I  am  awake,  and  flies  to 
throw  herself  at  lay  feet. 

My  pale  face,  my' reclining  posture.my  hesitating 
anxious  manner  deceived  her.  She  thought  I  was 
wounded,  perhaps  dying.  Yes,  that  I  had  come  to 
die  in  her  arms.  And  she  folded  them  about  me 
with    passioaale  tears. 

She  expected  that  I  was  weak,  sick,  incapable  of 
returning  her  caress.  But  I  was  strougas  Hercules. 
My  palot-  was  but  the  frenzy  of  my  love  and  doubt. 
My  trtmulousuess  only  the  apprehension  that  I 
might  be  too  bold.  In  a  few  moments  all  were 
gone. 

She  had  come  to  me  just  as  she  had  lei t  the  im- 
perial ball,  all  splendid  with  loveliness  and  grand- 
eur. Had  I  never  loved  her  till  now,  this  moment 
must  have  won  me  to  her  side. 

As  it  was,  we  forgot  everything  but  ourselves  and 
the  fierce  passion  that  for  the  time  consumed  us 
both. 

About  noon  we  breakfasted  together,  meeting  as 
though  for  the  first  iime,as  though  for  the  firstlimc, 
though  we  had  not  been  more  than  ten  minutes 
apart. 

And  we  discussed  the  future,  now  with  a  calm 
purpose  to  tread  the  path  of  life  together.  How 
should  it  be?    How  could  it  be? 

A  priest,  and  a  Duchess.  Her  family  would  nev. 
er  consent  to  such  a  union.  And  in  France,  the 
consent  of  the  family  is  necessary  to  the  marriage 
of  an  heiress,  let  her  age  be'what  it  mar, to  say  noth- 
ing  of  the  fact  that  a  priest  cannot  marry. 

Should  I  leave  the  Church'  Then  I  lost  my  em- 
inent position,  my  rank,  as  an  expectant  Bishop, in 
fact,  till  that  could  entitle  me  to  approach  her. 

Proposition  after  proposition  was  made,  and  laid 
aside.  The  pretty  bird  was  in  the  mesh.  She  might 
flutter  and  object.  She  could  not  lay  aside  her  love. 
She  could  not  forget  that  she  was  wholly  mine.  And 
when  but  one  path  presented  itself  to  the  consuma- 
tion  of  our  hopes, she  had  to  walk  in  it.  There  was 
nothing  else  to  be  done. 

And  so  she  was  to  remain  in  the  world,  in  the 
court,  by  the  empress,  and  use  her  interest  to  have 
me  made  a  Bishop.  That  done, she  would  enter  the 
cloister,  in  any  diocese,  and  be  a  nnn  No  relations 
could  prevent  that.  When  she  was  a  nun,  and  I 
her  Bishop  our  happiness  would  be  complete  and 
6ocure. 

Her  property,  or  at  least  the  income  while  she 
lived  would  go  to  the  Church,  would  be  a  fund  at 
my  disposal.  She,  herself,  alter  having  once  taken 
the  veil,  could  never  return  to  the  world.  All  would 
be  mine 

The  supposed  stale  of  my  health  excused  my  stay 
at  the  Chateau.  It  was  given  out  lhat  I  needed  rest 
and  country  air,  aud  nursing.  A  month  was  thus 
past,  the  sweetest  of  my  life. 

And  when  I  left  her,  I  had  something  to  work  for 
and  she  too.  We  went  to  Paris  together,  in  her  car- 
riags,  and  I  was  there,  presented  to  Eugenie,  and 
afterwards  to  Louis  Napoleon.  She  remained  by 
the  side  of  her  Empress,  while  I  mingled  with 
churchmen. 

We  often  met.  We  reported  progress.  We  look 
a  prominent  part  in  all  tl  e  intrigues  of  thai  busy 
time.  She,  by  her  beauty,  her  wit,  her  fortune  and 
rank,  stood  very  near  the  throne.  She  had  the  ear 
of  Eugenie,  and  did  much  to  shape  tilings  as  I  de- 
sued  them. 

On  the  other  hand,  I  was  hand  and  glove  wiih 
the  ciorgy,  the  cardinals,  bishop,  and  the  generals 
of  Our  Order,  and  of  others.  1  became  a  sort  of 
quasi  ambassador  between  the  Pope  and  empire. 

At  this  lime  Napoleon  seemed  to  be  secure  in  his 
position.  He  did  not  feel  so  grateful  to  the  Church 
as  we  had  expected  he  would  be.  He  would  excuse 
himself  by  saying,  "The  French  people  must  be 
pleased,  as  well  as  the  Pope  aud  the  clergy."  Un- 
der this  pretext  he  persisted  in  his  alliance  with 
Sardinia,  and  would  not_  listen  to  our  proposal  to 
leave  Austria  to  deal  with  Italy  and  restore  the 
Pope. 

Eugenie  pleaded  in  vain  for  the  true  interests  of 
fhe  Church,  as  I  had  shown  them  to  her.  He  was 
too  ambitious.  He  must  pacificate  England,  con- 
solidate Italy,  snub  Austria,  and  thus  control  the 
destinies  of  Europe.  He, is  not  for  the  Church !  From 
that  day  orth  we  saw  him  only  a  dangerous  friend, 
who  would  only  help  us  in  his  own  way.  Alas! 
how  soon  to  he  thrown  down  himself. 

After  the  failure  of  all  our  plans  in  regard  to  Italy, 


after  the  peace  at  Solferiuo,  and  the  French  occu- 
pation of  Home,  I  received  a  letter  from  the  Holy 
Father  himself,  which  reads,  when  translated  into 
English  as  follows: 

Vatican,  Rome. 
.  Deau  Sox  and  Biiotuer — Blessing  aud  benedic- 
tion be  upon  you  forever.  .May  your  future  be  glo- 
rious us  your  past.  Vou  have  failed  in  part  only. 
You  will  recover  lhat  pari  in  the  end.  We  arenow 
secure  in  Koine;  but  cease  not  your  efforts  till  the 
control  of  Italy  is  regained  to  the  Church. 

Brave  soldier!  Blessed  priest.  I  remember  you 
well.  I  can  laugh  now,  and  so  may  you,  at  your 
bloody  face  anil  hands,  when  you  come  to  me  to  an- 
nounce mat  all  was  lost;  but  I  was  dreadfully  ex- 
cited  at  that  time,  and  you  had  good  reason  to  fear 
thai  your  end  had  come. 

But  God  answered  our  prayers,  aud  preserved 
you.  May  he  do  so  ever.  You  are  yet  a  soldier; 
Ihough  in  another  field.  But  keep  your  courage 
bright.  The  Church  will  need  your  prowess  again. 
Your  present  service  is  no  less  important. 

The  Church  must  conquer  in  the  end.  The  world 
belongs  to  God,  and  therefore  to  the  Church.  We 
have  two  hundred  millions  of  devout  believers.  We 
shall  call  a  Graud  Council.  We  shall  declare  this 
Dogma  lhat  the  "Holy  Father"  is,  and  must  be  ac- 
knowledged to  be,  God  on  earth,  and  altogether  in- 
fallible. 

Those  who  accept  of  this  dogma,  and  re- 
main in  the  Church,  will  be  bound  to  lay  aside  all 
excuses  and  delays,  and  fight,  if  need  be  to  make 
the  papacy  supreme.  We  shall  then  know  our 
friends,  and  can  rely  upon  them,  and  all  power  and 
dominion  must  be  delivered  into  our  hands. 

You  will  ascertain  how  the  emperor  of  France 
will  receive  it,  through  Eugenie.  Let  him  be  as- 
sured that  he  is  to  be  the  cheosen  champion  of  the 
Church.  France  may  be  the  center  of  temporal 
power  and  glory.  We  ask  only  for  the  spiritu- 
al above  the  temporal,  the  power  to  make  and  dis- 
pose  of  kings  and  governments;  and  are  willing  to 
leave  to  princess,  all  temporai  matters. 

This  won,  and  the  Church  once  again  in  the  as- 
cendant, we  will  never  more  relax  our  grasp.  Here- 
sy must  be  cut  down  in  the  bud.  No  man  shall 
ever  again  be  allowed  to  question  any  article  of 
faith. 

Peace  and  unity  will  thus  he  •  secured  to  us  for- 
ever. 

And  for  yourself,  rest  assured  that  your  best  in. 
tercsls  are  in  our  good  keeping.  You  shall  be  a 
Bishop  just  as  soon  as  an  opening  way  can  be 
found.  Your  talents  deserve  no  less.  With  Apos- 
tolic blessing  Pro  Noko. 

My  lectures  had  been  renewed  in  Paris.  They 
were  thronged  by  interested  listeners.  In  the 
meanwhile,  Hie  court,  the  clergy,  diplomacy  and 
intrigue  occupied  every  moment.  All  the  splendorsof 
Parisian  life  were  before  me.  And  more ;  the  beau- 
tiful Duchess  delighted  my  leisure  moments.

Have  we  indeed  a  Christian  Church  among  us? 
Have  we  any  Christian  men  and  women?  Are, our 
preachers  in  fact  follewerg  of  Christ? 

This  is  an  objection  often  raised  among  thinkiDg 
people,  when  desired  to  become  Christians, and  join 
some  Church. 

And  how  shall  we  answer  it?  It  is  a  difficult 
question?  If  we  say  yes!  Then  we  have  put  the 
seal  of  Christ,  and  his  approbation  upon  the  fash- 
ionable shams  that  pass  for  Christian  Churches. 
And  if  we  say  no!  Then  have  we  blotted  out  the 
religion  of  Jesus  from  among  mankmd.  For.ifnot 
found  among  those  who  profess  it, it  is  surely  want- 
ing in  those  who  pretend  to  despise  it,  or  treat  it 
with  neglect. 

And  so  we  do  not  say  yes,  or  no.  We  are  com- 
pelled to  qualify.  We  have  to  accept  some,and  re. 
ject  some;  and  then  it  becomes  a  very  nice  and 
laborious  question  to  decide  which  is  the  accepted 
Church,  or  member,  or  pastor. 

And  modesty  admonishes  us  that  this  is  very 
dangerous  ground.  It  is  sitting  in  judgment  on 
others;  when, alas, the  bean  may  be  in  our  own  eye. 
Our  thorough  Protestantism  forbids  us  to  do. so. 
We  never  forget  that  we  may  be  wrong,  that  we 
have  protested  against  all  infallibility,  and  cannot 
for  &  moment  assume  it  to  ourselves. 

But  we  may  be  permitted  to  throw  out  a  few  sug- 
gestions. We  may  be  allowed  to  show  how  this 
question  would  be  answered  by  ourselves.  We  may 
set  on  others  to  examine  their  own  standpoint,  and 
see  if  their  conduct  has  the  cordial  acceptance  of 
their  own  consciences. 

Well  then,  what  is  a  Christian?  Surely  one  who 
believes  in  the  doctrine  and  practice  of  Christ,  and 
desires  to  follow  them,  and  does  follow  them,  to  the 
best  of  his  or  her  knowledge  and  ability. 

The  doing  of  the  word  was  always  insisted  upon 
as  the  evidence  of  the  faith,  and  Christ  himself  has 
most  emphatically  enforced  this  view  in  a  hun- 
dred places.  "Not  those  who  say  Lord !  Lord !  but 
they  who  do  the  will  of  the  Father  .J'  "Be  ye  doers 
of  the  word."  All  mere  lip  service,  when  their 
hearts  are  far  from  it,  is  utterly  condemned. 

Shall  we  then  apply  this  rule.  Shall  wis  measure 
modern  Christians  by  it,  and  as  the  bullance  stands, 
so  pronounce  our  judguaiut?  How  many  must  be 
sent  into  perdition?  Alas.no!  We  would  rather  say 
with  Christ,"Falher  forgive  them, for  they  know  not 
what  they  do!"  They  go  wrong.Uelieviug  that  they 
are  right.  They  have  blind  guides,  anu  they  fall 
into  the  ditch  together,  believing  ail  the  while  that 
they  are  in  the  highway  of  God. 

Christianity  has  a  double,  and  perhaps  a  triple 
character.  It  points  out  the  path  oi  right,  and  en 
joins  upon  all  men  to  iollow  it.  It  warns  against 
error  and  sin,  and  denounces  punishment  for  them 
And  it  promises  forgiveness  for  sins  repented  of 
with  a  promise  to  do  so  uu  more. 

These  three  things  are  consistent  parts  of  one 
great  whole,  they  are  in  offset,  three  roads,  leading 
to  the  same  end.  The  entire  purpose  is  that  of  a 
good  God,  whose  sole  desire  is  lo  make  tlis  child 
ren  good,  and  in  certain  cases  to  forgive  lbem,even 
when  they  are  not  so 

But  theologians  have  seized  up  each  of  these 
three  things  as  though  it  were  an  indepenUaut  en- 
tity, to  be  carried  to  its  last  logical  results,  wiihout 
the  least  reference  to  tbe  goodness  or  the  purpose 
of  God,  or  the  least  consistency  with  tne  otner  two 
principles. 

Thus  the  Church  of  Rome  seizes  upon  the  last 
proposition,  and  ignoring  the  other  two,  runs  it  to 
an  extreme,  that  is  really  destructive  of  all  religion 
and  morality,  and  does  the  very  mischiet  it  was  in- 
tended to  ayoid. 

It  says,  "Ah,  God  has  promised  to  forgive  sin. 
How  will  he  do  it?  By  His  Cnureh,  by  His  Pope. 
Who  shall  judge  of  the  prooertime?  The  Pope, the 
Church.  Who  shall  impose  Ihe  conditions?  The 
priest." 
And  they  have  fixed  the  conditions  in   a  manner 


that  suits  themselves,  brings  profit  to  the  Church, 
but  utterly  ignores  and  defeats  the  general  design; 
and  purpose  of  the  Christian  faith. 

And  our  Protestant  clergy  have  not  a  little  of  thai 
selfsame  delusion.  They  run  this  forgivness  de- 
partment to  an  irrational  extreme  that  saps  the 
foundations  of  all  true  piety.and  encourages  men  to 
preceed  on  in  wickedness,  and  lo  hope  that  at  some 
time,  perhaps  in  the  last  moment  this  forgiveness 
clanse  will  come  in,  and  secure  them  the  reward, 
though  it  is  impossible  to  comply  with  the  condi- 
tions. 

This,  teaching  is  mischievous.  It  -causes  all  that 
apathv,  thaf  carelessness  that  makes  the  lives  of 
professed  Christians,  so  little  different  from  those 
of  men  of  the  world. 

Ah,  they  say,  my  minister  will  make  it  all  right 
when  I  come  to  die.  I  will  then  confess,  and  prom- 
ise to  do  belter  in  future.  If  I  die  the  promise  will 
save  me;  and  if  I  live  my  ways  can  be  just  as  be- 
fore.   1  shall  have  another  chance  to  promise. 

And  sometimes,  like  Rob.  Roy,  in  the  last  mo- 
ment, theyjpretend  lo  forgive  their  enemies  if  they 
die;  but  if  not,  let  them  lookout. 

And  in  many  other  ways  our  clergy  seem  to  for- 
get the  general  drift  of  true  religion,  in  descanting 
on  some  particular  branch.  They  forget  that  the 
Christian  religion  is  one  consistent  whole,  that  its 
entire  intention  is  to  make  men  and  women  good 
and  pure  in  this  world,  and  so  fit  them  for  the  next, 
and  that  any  teaching.however  seemingly  othodox, 
and  supported  by  some  isolated  text,  that  does  not 
lead  to  lhat  end,  cannot  be  apart  of  the  true  faith. 
Clericism  has  been  very  fruitful  of  such  bye  ways. 
The  Bisphops  of  England  live  in  palaces,  and 
pocket  thousands  annually  under  the  plea  that  the 
laborer  is  worthy  of  his  hire,  in  utter  forgetfulness 
of  every  principle  of  liberty  justice  and  brotherly 
love. 

The  Church  of  Rome  persecutes  heretics,  under 
some  obscure  in.erprelalion  of  a  text,  in  the  teelh 
ot  the  declaration  that  we  shall  not  judge  oae 
another. 

Aud  our  modern  fashionable  preachers, and  there 
congregations  reason  pretty  much  in  the  same 
way,  while  thanking  God  that  they  are  not  as  those 
Papal  Romanists,  or  even  as  the  Bishops  of  Eng- 
land. They  are  so  much  better  than  those  others, 
thai  they  cannot  see  how  much  they  yet  lack. 
"  When  assailed  by  ihe  sceptic,  they  say  their  re- 
ligion teaches  nothing  but  justice,  love,  charily, 
temperance  aud  forgiveness.  In  their  prayers  they 
say.  "Forgive  us  our  tresspasses,  as  we  forgive 
those  wh"  tresspass  against  us." 

But  in  practice,  they  find  a  thousand  excuses  for 
not  doing  any  of  these  Ihings.  They  make  special 
pleas,  inconsistent  Willi  the  very  essence  of  Clirist's 
commands.  'Ihe  Churches,  ihe  pastors  and  ttie 
people,  are  alike  guilty  of  persuading  themselves 
that  there  is  some  good  reason  why  they  should 
not  do  as  Christ  did,  aud  as  he  commanded. 

And  there  is  none.  It  is  a  snare  and  a  delusion. 
They  mean  right.  This  habit  has  come  lo  them 
from  their  fathers.  They  have  improved  it  a.lil'le. 
But  they  must  reform  it  altogether.  This  age  is 
too  clear  sighted  to  accept  these  contradictory  short- 
comings us  any  evidence  of  true  Chiistian  life. 

They  are  not  as  bad  as  the  warrior  mark  of  the 
dark  ages,  who  said  to  me  heathen,  "God  loves  you, 
and  wants  to  save  you.if  you  will ;  but  if  you  wont, 
he  hales  you  and  will  send  you  to  hell'  when  you 
die;  anu  i  will  kill  you,  thai  you  may  go  at  once." 
Ihey  are  noi  so  bad;  but  yet  they  permit  a  vi- 
cious lugic  to  excuse  conduct  that  is  in  entire  an- 
tagonism to  the  Christian  faith.

Down  the  stairs  I  hurried,  and 
making  my  way  through  the  door  into  the  yard,

CONCLUSION. 

The  following  circumstances  comprise  all  that  it 
is  deemed  necessary  now  to  subjoin  to  the  preceed- 
ing  narrative. 

After  my  arrival  in  New- York,  I  was  introduced 
to  the  almshouse,  where  I  was  attended  with  kind- 
ness and  care, and,  as  I  hoped,  was  entirely  unknown. 
But  when  I  had  been  some  time  in  that  institution, 
I  found  that  it  was  reported  that  I  was  a  fugitive 
nun ;  and  not  long  after,  an  Irish  woman,  belonging 
to  the  house,  brought  me  a  secret  message  which 
caused  me  some  agitation. 

I  was  sitting  in  the  room  of  Mrs.  Johnson,  the 
matron,  engaged  in  sewing,  when  that  Irish  woman, 
employed  in  the  institution,  came  in  and  told  me 
that  Mr.  Conroy  was  below,  and  had  sent  to  seo  me. 
I  was  informed  that  he  was  a  Roman  priest,  who  of- 
ten visited  the  house,  and  he  had  a  particular  wish 
to  see  me  at  that  time;  having  come,  as  I  believe 
expressly  for  that  purpose.  I  showed  unwillingness 
to  comply  with  such  an  invitation,  and  did  not  go. 
The  woman  told  me  further,  that  he  sent  me  word 
that  I  need  not  think  to  avoid  him,  for  it  would  be 
impossible  for  mo  to  do  so.  I  might  conceal  myself 
as  well  as  I  could,  but  I  should  be  found  and  taken. 
No  matter  where  I  went,  or  what  hiding-place  I 
might  choose,  I  should  be  known;  and  I  had  better 
come  at  once.  He  knew  who  I  was;  and  he  was 
authorized  to  take  me  to  the  Sisters  of  Charity,  if  I 
should  prefer  to  join  them.  He  would  promise 
that  I  might  stay  with  them  if  I  choose,  and  be  per- 
mitted to  remain  in  New- York.  He  sent  me  word 
further,  that  he  had  received  full  power  and  author, 
ity  over  me  from  the  Superior  of  the  Hotel  Dieu 
Nunnery  of  Montreal,  and  was  able  to*  do  all  that 
she  could  do;  as  her  right  to  dispose  of  me  at  her 
will  had  been  imparted  to  him  by  a  regular  writing 
received  from  (Jauada.  This  was  alarming  inform, 
ation  for  me,  in  the  weakness  in  which  I  was  at  that 
lime.  The  woman  added,  that  the  same,  authority 
had  been  given  to  all  the  priests;  so  that,  go  where 
I  might,  I  should  meet  men  informed  about  me  and 
my  escape,  and  fully  empowered  to  seized  me  where 
ever  they  could,  and  convey  me  back  to  the  Con- 
vent, from  which  I  had  escaped. 

Under  theBe  circumstances,  it  seemed  to  me  that 
the  offer  to  place  me  among  the  Sisters  ot  Charity, 
with  permission  to  remain  in  New- York,  was  mild 
and  favourable.  However,  I  had  resolution  enough 
to  refuse  to  see  the  priest  Conroy, 

Not  long  afterward  I  was  informed  by  the  same 
rneseenger,  that  the  priest  was  again  in  the  build- 
ing,  and  repeated  his  request.  1  desired  one  of  the 
gentlemen  connected  with  the  institution  that  a 
stop  might  be  put  to  such  messages,  as  I  wished  to 
receive  no  more  of  them.  A  short  time  after,  how- 
ever, the  woman  told  me  that  Mr.  Conroy  wished  to 
inquire  of  me,  whether  m»  name  wis  not  St.  Eus 
ticowhilea  nun,  and  if  I  had  not  confessed  to 
Priest  Kelly  in  Montreal.  IJanswered,  that  it  was 
all  true ;  for  I  had  confessed  to  l_im  a  short  time 
while  in  the  nunnery.    I  was  then  told  again  that 


the  priest  wanted  to  sec  me,  and  I  sent    back  word 

that  I  would  see  him  in  the  presence  of  Mr.  T 

or  Mr.  8 ;  which,  however,    was  not  agreed  to; 

and  I  was  afterwards  informed,  that  Mr.  Conroy, 
the  Roman  priest,  spent  an  hour  in  a  room  and  a 
passage  where  I  had  frequently  been;  but 
through  the  mercy  of  God,  I  was  employed  iu  an- 
other place  at  that  time,  and  and  no  occasion  to  go 
where  I  should  have  met  him.  1  afterward  repeat- 
edly heard,  that  Mr.  Conroy  continued  to  visit  the 
house,  and  to  ask  for  mo;  but  I  never  saw  him.  I 
once  had  determined  to  leave  the  institniiou,':nd  go 
to  the  Sisters  of  Charity ;  but  circumstances  oc- 
curred which  gave  me  time  for  further  reflection; 
and  I  was  saved  from  destruction  to  which  I  should 
have  been  exposed. 

As  the  period  of  my  accouchment  approached,  I 
sometimes  thought  that  I  should  not  survive  it;and 
then  the  recollection  of  the  dreadful  crimes  I  had 
witnessed  in  the  nunnery  would  come  upon  me 
very  powerfully,  and  1  would  think  it  a  solemn 
duly  to  disclose  them  before  I  died.  To  have  a 
knowledge  of  those  things,  and  leave  the  world 
without  making  them  known, appeared  to  me  like  a 
great  sin:  whenever  I  could  divest  myself  of  the 
impression  made  upou  me, by  the  declarations  and 
arguments  of  the  Superior,  nuus,  aod  priests,  of  the 
duty  of  submitting  to  every  thing,  and  the  necessa- 
ry noliness  of  whatever  the  tarter  did  or  required. 
The  evening  but  one  belore  the  period  which  I  an- 
ticipated with  so  much  aoxrety,I  was  sitting  alone, 
and  began  to  indulge  in  reflections  of  this  kind.  It 
6eemea  to  me  that  1  must  be  near  the  close  of  my 
life,  and  I  determined  to  make  a  disclosure  at  once. 
I  spoke  to  Mrs.  Ford,  a  woman  whose  character  i 
respected, a  nurse  in  the  hospital, in  number  tweniy- 
thr-e.  I  informed  her  that  I  had  no  expectaion  of 
living  long,  and  had  Eome  things  on  my  mind 
whicn  I  wiBhed  to  communicate  befoie  it  should 
be  too  late.  I  added  thai  I  should  prefer  to  tell 
them  to  Mr.  T ,  the  chaplain,  of  which  Bhe  ap- 
proved, as  she  considered  it  a  duly  to  do  so  uudei 
urosu  circumstances  I  had  no  opportunity,  how- 
ever,_lo  converse  with  Mr.  T.  at  that  ttme.and  prob- 
ably my  purpose";  of  disclosing  the  facts  already 
given  minis  paper,  would  never  have  been  execu- 
ted, but  for  wnac  subsequently  took  place. 

It  was  alarm  which  had  led  me  to  form  sucn  a 
determination  ;  and  when  the  period  of  trial  had 
been  safely  passed,  and  I  had  a  prospect  of  recov- 
ery, any  tuiug  appeared  to  me  more  unlikely  than 
that  1  should  make  this  exposuse. 

I  was  then  a  Human  Catholic  at  least  a  great 
part  of  my  lime;  and  my  conduct,  in  a  great  meas- 
ure, was  according  to  the  faith  and  motives  of  a  Ro- 
man Catholic,  at  least  a  great  part  of  my  time ; 
notwithstanding  what  I  knew  of  ihe  conduct.of  so 
many  of  the  priests  and  nuns,  I  thought  lhat  it  had 
no  effect  on  the  sanctity  of  tne  Churcb,  or  ihe  au- 
thority or  effects  of  the  acts  performed  by  the  for- 
mer at  the  mass,  confession,  &a.  I  had  such  a  re- 
gard for  my  vows  as  a  nun,  that  I  considered  my 
uand  as  well  as  my  heart  irrevocably  given  to  Je- 
sus Christ,  and  could  never  have  allowed  any  per- 
son to  take  it.  Indeeu,  to  this  day,  1  teel  an  in- 
stinctive aversion  to  offering  my  hand,  or  taking 
the  baud  of  another  person,  even  as  an  expression 
of  friendship.  J.  also  thought  thai  I  rnigtri  soon  re- 
turn to  the  Calholles,  although  fear  and  disgust 
held  me  back.  1  had  now  thai  infant  to  think  for 
wlioss  life  X  had  happily  saved  by  my  limely  es- 
cape from  the  nunnery  ;  and  what  rts  fate  might  be 
in  case  it  should  ever  tail  into  the  power  of  the 
priests,  I  could  not  tell.

More  About  Our  Water. 


From  One  Who  Saw. 


John  Lock's  Ranch,  Feb,  29th  77. 

Editoh  Jolly  Giant — Deak  Sib:  In  accordance 
with  your  instructions,!  left  San  Francisco  for  this 
place  on  Saturday  last.  I  took  the  San  Jose  train 
at  11:25  a.  m.,  and  found  myself  at  Millbrae  Station 
I  was  met  by  Mr.  H.  P.  Rhine  the  proprietor  of  a 
pleasant  hotel  at  this  place. 

I  found  Mr.  Rhine  to  be  a  very  pleasant  landlord, 
and  an  admirer  of  the  principles  advocated  by  your 
paper.  After  partaking  of  a  hearty  dinner,Mr  Rhine 
bad  a  good  saddle  horse  brought  me  from  his  sta- 
ble. I  mounted  and  took  a  ride  over  the  Spring 
Valley  road  to  examine  the  water  we  have  to  drink 

I  think  the  ride  from  Millbrae  Station  over  the 
mountain  to  San  Andreas  Lake,  one  of  the  most 
beautiful  and  pleasant  rides  I  ever  took.  The 
pring  Valley  Water  Co.  have  made  a  good  road 
over  the  mountain, and  the  scenery  is  perfectly  beau- 
tiful. The  road  winds  like  a  serpent  around  the 
mountain,  and  the  grade  is  very  easy,  and  the  road 
is  In  a  very  good  condition. 


During  this  ride  my  thoughts  were  occupied,  and 
I  wondered  if  so  respectable  a  Company  as  tho 
Spring  Valley  could  be  so  vicious  as  to  risk  the 
health  aud  lives  of  over  200,000  people  in  order  to 
fill  their  coffers  with  gold.  If  the  water  was  so  im- 
pure and  unhealthy  did  the  officers  and  directors 
of  the  Company  driuk  it,  and  allow  their  wives  aud 
children  to  use  it?  They  had  no  regard  for 
the  health  and  lives  of  the  people  of  San  Francisco, 
yet  thoy  certainly  had  a  love  for  their  families,  es- 
pecially for  their  children,  and  would  not  permit 
them  to  he  poisoned  by  this  filthy  water.  While 
my  mind  was  occupied  by  these  aud  kindred 
thoughts,  I  remembered  that  the  President  ot  the 
Water  Co.,  did  not  reside  in  San  Francisco.  Oh  no, 
this  man  resides  in  a  luxurious  mansion  in  Oak- 
laud,  so  I  am  informed  did  most  of  the  directors  of 
the  Water  Co.  When  I  came  to  thiuk  most  of  the 
officers  of  the  Spriug  Valley  Water  Company  who 
did  reside  in  San  Francisco,  resided  on  the  hills.up 
Clay,  California  and  Piue  streets.  Why  was  this? 
Why  did  they  all  soar  so  high '  Why  did  not  some 
of  them  have  their  dwellings  in  the  lower  parts  of 
the  city?  Then  I  remembered  that  the  upper  part 
of  the  city  was  supplied  from  the  upper  lake  Pilli- 
celus.  This  water  is  supplied  from  Mountain  springs 
and  is  comparitavely  pure  water.  This  is  why  the 
officers  residents  of  the  city  keep  their  families  from 
the  lower  parts  of  San  Francisco.  They  know  how 
Impure  the  water  is  from  the  lower  Pillicelus  and 
San  Andreas  lakes  is. 

They  will  not  risk  the  health  of  their  wives  and 
children  by  allowing  them  to  partake  of  this  un- 
wholesome water. 

Here  I  am  at  Lake  San  Andreas.  This  lake  is  the 
largest  of  the  Spring  Valley  Water  Co.  The  lower 
Pillicetus  lake  empties  into  it  and  the  water  suplies 
of  these  two  lakes  are  gathered  during  !he  rainy  sea- 
season  from  the  surface  washings  of  the  surround- 
ing country.  All  the  filth  that  accumulates  during 
the  long  dry  season, by  the  stables,  catlle-y  ards,water- 
closets,  dead  animals,  snch  as  cows,  horses,  sheep 
aud  dead  dogs  are  washed  down  into  this  lake  dur 
ing  the  "heavy  rains.  This  large  reservoir  receives* 
them  all,  and  they  lay  and  rot  there.  The  heavy 
rains  during  the  wet  season  fill  this  lake  and  store 
up  the  water  for  our  summer  supplies.  Mr.  Fifleld 
for  the  last  seven  or  eight  years  has  kept  a  large 
dairy  ranch  with  some  hundreds  of  cows,  a  large 
number  of  horses  and  farm  cattle  near  by.  The  wa- 
ter  supplies  for  lake  San  Andreas  run  through  his 
stables  and  cow  sheds.one  stream  did  run  under  his 
water  closet,  and  the  accummulation  of  filth  during 
the  long  dry  spell  was  washed  into  the  flumes  ot 
the  Spring  Valley  Water.  A  large  stream  of  water 
ran  through  his  stables  and  cow  sheds  and  washed 
them  clean  of  their  manure  into  the  Spring  Valley 
Water  Co.  flumes.  Mr.  Lawrence,  a  brother-in-law 
of  Mr.  Fifleld,  lives  near  by.  He  often  visits  Mr. 
Fifield,  he  has  seen  this  filth  run  inlo  the  Spring 
Valley  Water  flumes  for  years.  Mr.  Lawrence  is 
the  Superiutendent  of  the  Spring  Valley  Water  Co. 
Yet  he  says  nothing.  It  is  all  right.  The  Water  Co. 
charge  a  nigh  price  to  the  people  of  San  Francisco 
for  this  poisoned  water.  They  paid  it  because  they 
were  ignorant  of  its  poisoues  effects  on  their  fami- 
lies. The  Spring  Valley  Water  Co.  became  rich 
by  selling  this  poisoned  water,  as  also  did  Mr.  Law- 
rence. What  did  he  care  for  poor  people  of  San 
Francisco,  he  made  plenty  of  work  for  Jimmy  Mc 
Ginn,  Flannagan  and  Gallagher  and  such  ilk.  Our 
cemetaries  became  filled, our  wealthy  citizens  went  to 
the  country  for  the  health  ot  their  families  during 
the  summer  season,  little  thinking  that  this  poison- 
ed water  was  the  cause  of  the  death  of  their  inno- 
cent cdildren. 

Mr.  Shattuck  lives  near  at  hand,  and  has  a  ranch 
also.  This  water  runs  through  his  land.  He  built 
his  out  houses  before  the  Spring  Valley  Water  Co. 
used  the  water.  He  placed  his  water  closet  over  the 
stream.  He  had  his  hog  coral  on  the  stream.  This 
water  runs  through  his  stables  and  washes  out  the 
filth.  He  built  a  dam  to  over-flow  his  land  when  he 
wished  to  do  so.  All  this  water  is  then  caught  up 
in  the  Spriug  Valley  Water  Co's  flumes,add  emptied 
into  lake  San  Andreas.  Mr.  Lawrence  was  in  co- 
partnership with  Mr.  Shattuck  in  the  hog  killing 
business  to  supyly  the  workmen  ot  the  Co,(who  are 
Chinamen)  with  hog  meat.  All  the  filth  was  ran 
into  the  Company's  flume  and  Lawrence  knew  it. 
Yet  he  said  nothing.     It  was  all  right.

In  another  column  will  be  found  an  article  on 
this  fruitful  theme.and  here  we  have  an  illustration 
of  how  it  works. 

A  gentleman  on  Montgomery  street  in  this  city 
can  board  veiy  decently  for  twenty  five  cents  a  day, 
and  a  great  many  do  so.  He  can  get  a  cup  of  cof- 
fee with  bread  and  butter  to  do  him  for  breakfast 
for  ten  cents.  He  can  dine  at  4  o'clock,  with  a 
beefsteak,  vegetables,  bread  and  coffee  for  fifteen 
oents.  And  if  he  does  not  have  too  much  exercise 
this  is  ample. 

For  this  sum  he  sits  at  a  table,  and  is  waited  up- 
on,  with  light,  fire,  rent,  taxes,cooking  and  all  paid 
for. 

Now  go  to  our  jails  and  alms  houses,  and  what  is 
the  charge  per  head  ?  From  forty  to  fifty  cents  I 
With  rent,  light,  cook,  waiter  and  taxes  all  to  be 
paid  by  the  country.  And  what  is  the  quality  of 
the  food?  Inferior  to  that  of  the  restaurant,  infer- 
ior every  way. 

What  is  the  reason  ?  Fraud  I  rank  fraud  I  We 
are  reminded  of  a  little  transaction  of  this  kind  in 
San  Jose  lately.  There  the  Sheriff  has  forty  cents 
a  day  for  keeping  prisoners.  One  of  the  jail  birds 
does  the  cooking.  And  they  have  bread,  meat 
which  costs  three  cents  a  pound, potatoes, and  so  up. 
No  man  could  eat  ten  cents  worth.  And  the  Sheriff 
pockets  the  profits. 

Last  Christmas,  it  was  reported  in  the  papers  that 
some  very  kind  Christians  of  that  pious  town  had 
resolved  that  the  prisoners  should  have  a  good  din- 
ner on  the  natal  day  of  the  Savior,  and  they  had  so 
arranged  with  the  Sheriff. 

But  one  of  the  prisoners  has  assured  us  that  that 
officer  contented  himself  with  adding  two  apples 
to  each  plate,  in  addition  to  the  usual  fare.  The 
Christmas  dinner  was  eaten  in  the  family  dining- 
room. 

This  man  interviewed  us.  He  says  his  time  was 
out.  The  Sheriff  did  not  like  the  way  he  talked 
about  that  dinner,  and  had  made  arrangements  for 
his  departure  from  San  Jose.instead  of  turning  him 
loose  to  go  where  he  pleased. 

This  is  only  another  illustration  of  how  the  pub- 
lic bounty  is  abused,  and  the  poor  are  robbed  by 
insolent  and  unprincipled  officials. 

Let  us  have  a  thorough  system  of  public'charity, 
and  see  to  it  that  the  poor  get  the  benefit,  and  not 
base  peculators.

A  Washington  correspondent  of  the  Chicago 
"Times,"after  mentioning  the  arrival  of  several  com- 
panies of  troops,  and  giving  their  localition  in  and 
about  the  city,tells  the  following  suspicious  circum  • 
stances.

A  report  ic  since  out  that 
the  attention  of  the  officers  in  charge  of  the  armory 
garison  has  been  called  to  the  foregoing  facts,  and 
they  will  immediately  deprive  the  troops  of  furiher 
religious  attendance  from  their  clerical  visitors, 
although  the  information  as  to  the  prohibition  is  not 
direct  from  the  commandant,  and  therefore  not  con-, 
firmed."

stop  hands,  it  can  take  accurate  care  of  two  race 
horses  that  start, not  together,  but  one  after  the  oth- 
er; it  is  a  repeater  wherein  the  voter  is  suggested 
again,  and  musically  chimes  the  hour,  the  quarter, 
the  half,  the  three-quarter  hour,  and  also  the  min- 
utes that  have  passed  of  an  uncompleted  quarter, 
hour — so  that  a  blind  man  can  tell  the  time  of  day 
by  it  to  the  exact  minule. 

Such  is  this  extraordinary  watch.  It  ciphers  to 
admiration;  I  should  think  one  could  add  another 
wheel  and  make  it  read  and  write;  still  another  and 
make  it  talk;  and  I  think  one  might  take  out  sev 
eral  of  the  wheels  that  are  already  in  it,  and  it 
would  still  be  a  more  intelligent  citizen  'than  some 
that  help  to  govern  the  country.

THE  PRICE  OF  LABOR. 


Question.  What  is  meant  by  Political  Econo- 
my? 

Answer.    It  is  a  knowledge  of  the   relations   of 
men  and  things,  in  society,  chiefly  with  reference 
to  the  production  and  distribution  of  property, 
"tjuesf    IIow  is  society  divided? 

Ans.  Into  three  classes.  The  rich,  the  skillful, 
and  the  laborers.  But  they  arc  often  mixed.  One 
man  may  be  all  three,  or  only  one* 

Quest.  Who  control  government,  and  have  the 
upper  hand  in  every  bargain,  and  in  all  public 
affairs? 

Ans.  First,  the  rich.  Next  the  skilled,  and  last 
the  laborers. 

Que3t.    Why  is  this? 

Ans.  Because  the  rich  and  the  skilled  have  al- 
ways a  little  laid  up  capital,  »nd  can  wait,  and  hold 
out,  and  do  as  they  please;  while  the  poor  have 
nothing,  and  must  work  or  starve. 

Quest.  In  that  case,  what  prevents  wages  trom 
going  so  low  that  the  laborer  cannot  live? 

Ans.  Only  this,  that  in  a  country  that  depends 
on  its  own  people  alone,  the  laborer  must  be  able 
to  live,  to  marry  and  raise  a  family,  or  laborers  are 
not  raised,  labor  becomes  scarce,  and  wages  rise. 
Wages  cannot  go  below  the  price  at  which  a  work- 
ing man  can  raise  his  children,  and  stay  there  any 
length  of  time.  The  poor  would  die  out,  and  the 
rieh  would  become  poor,  and  have  to  do  their  own 
work. 

Quest.  What  would  be  the  effect  on  any  laboring 
people,  if  a  neighborly  nation  were  to  send  its 
young  men  there,  with-out  wife  or  child  or  parent, 
to  work  for  a   bare  living? 

Ans.  To  bring  down  wages  below  the  natural 
level.  To  make  it  impossible  f»r  the  laboring  man 
to  marry  or  raise  a  family.  To  extinguish  the*na- 
tive  laborers,  who  had  either  wives,children,  parents 
or  other  dependent  relatives.  They  could  not  live, 
and  raise  families  in  the  face  of  such  competition. 

Quest.  What  would  be  the  final  effect  of  such  a 
course,  if  persisted  in  ? 

Ans.  The  extinction  of  all  laboring  families,  in 
that  country,  and  the  substitution  of  these  bachelor 
slave  laborers  for  them,  if  the  supply  was  only  suf- 
ficient. 

Quest.  Would  it  be  wise  and  right  for  any  cap 
italist,  who  has  the  least  respect  for  his  country  and 
his  race,  to  encourage  such  a  result? 

Ans.  Most  assuredly  not.  It  might  fill  his  pock- 
ets, and  pamper  his  appetities  for  a  time.  But  it 
would  be  |ruinous  to  him  and  his  property,  in  the 
end.  In  the  South,  the  people  would  have  been 
richer  to  day  if  they  had  paid  every  Negro  a  full 
day's  pay  for  every  day's  work  he  ever  did.  No 
one  ever  yet  built  palaces  on  slave  labor;  but  they 
were  torn  down  by  riot  and  disorder. 

Quest.  Is  there  a  country  in  the  world  where  the 
native  laborers  would  permit  such  a  thing  to  be 
done  without  violence  and  blood  shed  ? 

Ans.  We  believe  not.  The  experiment  has  often 
been  tried,  and  never  without  bloodshed. 

Ques.  Are  the  American  people,  more  patient 
than  others?  Have  they  less  spirit?  Will  they  bear 
what  no  other  people  would  tolerate  ? 

Aus.  Never  believe  itl  They  rest,  they  wait, 
they  have  patience,  because  they  have  faith  to  be- 
lieve that  with  the  ballot  in  their  hands,  their  uni- 
ted demand  will  be  heird  by  the  government,  and 
the  Chinese  evil  removed.  But  disappoint  that  hope 
convince  them  that  they  are  not  hear.l,  or  will  not 
be  heeded  at  Washington  and  they  will  take  their 
owd  affairs  in  their  own  hauds,aud  sweep  the  S.ate 
like  a  deadly  simoon  of  every  thing  mongolian  on 
its  face. 

Quest.     Will  Ihey  resort  to  petty  riot  and  insult 

f  individual  Cuiuniuen.and  throwing  of  stoues,and 

re  iking  ot  windows,  as  mobs  do  in  Europe ! 


Ans.  No,  no.  They  are  not  of  that  kind.  They 
are  miners,  know  the  use  of  Giant  Powder,  Dyna- 
ite  and  Nitroglicerine.  They  have  been  soldiers, 
and  are  familiar  with  deadly  weapons.  They  will 
be  patient,  while  patience  is  excusable ;  and  when 
it  is  not,  they  will  be  desperate,  and  do  their  work 
thoroughly.

They  grow 
up  in  idleness  and  dissipation.  Already  their  crimes 
defy  the  police,  and  alarm  the  people.  They  are 
increasing  on  our  hands,  and  becoming  more  des- 
perate every  day.  They  hate  the  Chinese,  and  only 
wait  the  word  from  their  parauts  to  destroy  them, 
.'oot  and  branch. 

Quest.    How  long  will  that  word  be  witheld  ? 

Ans..  How  long  would  you  withold  it  if  you  had 
a  family  of  eight  boys  and  girls  in  this  city,  and 
were  told  wherever  you  went  to  fiud  employment 
for  them,  that  there  was  a  Chinaman  in  the  place. 
If  your  oldest  boy  had  become  a  hoodlum,  on  Ibis 
account, and  been  a  time  or  two  in  the  Police  Court. 
If  your  oldset  girl  had  been  driven  to  still  worse 
practices  for  a  living,  and  the  others  promised  to 
follow  suit,  and  you,  yourself  were  helpless  to  pre- 
vent it,  because  the  Chinamen  was  in  your  way  too, 
how  long  would  you  withold  the  word? 

The  Chinaman  is  living  on  a  volcano  in  San 
Francisco.  When  it  bursts  he  will  have  no  lime  to 
leave.  Otis  Gibson  cannot  save  him.  Brooks  can- 
not save  him.  They  will  have  enough  to  do  to  save 
themselves,  from  the  consequences  of  their  false- 
hood and  treason  to  their  own  race. 

They  depend  on  rotten  sticks,  when  they  depend 
on  those  men.  We  advise  them  to  leave  the  count- 
ry at  once,  and  tell  all  their  countrymen  to  stay  at 
home.

American  laborer,  work  in  secret  to  entry  out  their 
pernicious  purposes.  They  lobby  in  the  legislature, 
and  in  Congress,  and  with  their  money,  stave  off 
such  legislation  as  the  people  demand.  They  are 
almost  omnipotent  with  venal  Congreesmen,  and 
false  representatives  of  the  people,  and  do  as  they 
please. 

But  in  this  new  institution  the  people  will  meet 
and  defeat  them  with  their  own  weapons.  They 
will  have  the  people  united  from  one  end  of  the 
land  to  the  other.  They  will  have  a  central  coun- 
cil in  t(re  centre  that  can  command  whatever  it 
will,  and  will  be  obeyed  on  the  instant,  in  any 
place,  before  either  power  or  authority  can  by  any 
possibility  prevent. 

They  can  come  down  with  crushing  power  on 
those  who  oppose  them,  ruin  manafacturers  who 
employ  Chinamen,  aye,  or  farmers.or  anybody  else, 
who  encourages  this  scourge  of  miserable  Asiatic 
ceap  labor,  to  come  here  to  degrade  and  destroy 
the  white  race  on  this  coast. 

They  know  that  union  is  strength.  They  expect 
by  this  unanimous  and  combined  action,  and  by 
their  votes,  to  move  Congress  to  legislate  in  their 
favor.  They  expect  by  example  and  moral  in- 
fluence among  their  ueigbors  to  cause  Chinamen 
to  be  discharged  and  white  labor,  at  a  wholesome 
price  to  be  put  in  their  places.  They  expect  to  use 
every  means  that  God  and  nature  have  put  into 
their  hands  to  save  thisglorluus  land  for  themselves 
and  their  children,  for  liberty  and  indepenence. 
They  expect  to  use  just  so  much  force  as  may  be 
necessary  to  effect  that  object.  No  more,  but  no 
less.'  They  expect  to  inove  calmly  on  the  works  of 
the  enemy,  their  outer  circle  moving  with  resistless 
power,  their  inner  council  with  resolute  wisdom, 
till  the  end  is  accomplished. 

If  peaceful  petition  will  answer,  it  is  well.  If 
the  ballotbox  can  do  the  work,  it  is  all  right.  If 
moral  persuasion,  and  the  influence  of  customers 
and  neighbors,  so  much  the  better.  But  the  work, 
ingmen  of  California  cannot  but  feel  that  these  may 
fail,  that  the  sinister  voice  of  capital  may  overweigh 
hat  of  the  people,  clamoring  for  bread,  in  their  na' 


tiveland;  and  in  that  event,  they  would  te  com- 
bined, and  prepared  for  the  worst.  They  will  con. 
quer,  whatever  the  necessary  means.  They  must 
conquer,  or  leave  these  shores  to  the  heathen  Chi. 
nee.

And  More  to  Come. 


Every  effort  has  been  made,  and  so  far  witho  ut 
avail,  to  appeal  against  the  judgment  of  the  Ferral 
Court,  or  to  get  the  prisoner  admitted  to  bail,  till 
a  better  hearing,  and  more  just  judgment  could  be 
had. 

The  Attorneys  are  still  at  work,,  however,  and 
will  leave  no  done  unturned  to  tbat  end.  The 
friends  of  the  prisoner  are  being  moved  all  over  the 
State,  and  it  is  not  doubted  but  some  steps  will  be 
taken  to  bring  about  those  desirable  results. 
IJIn  the  meanwhile  our  eminently  patriotic  Dis- 
trict Attorney,  who  believes  with  Ferral  that  it  is  a 
crime  to  attack  the  tenets  of  the  "Holy  Roman 
Catholic  and  Apostolic  Church,"  has  caused  the 
revival  of  the  Tubbs  case,  Kwith  a  view  to  the  fur- 
ther persecution,  and  if  possible,  ruin  of  the  de- 
fe     ant. 


i  Our  readers  know  the  entire  history  of  that  case. 
We  published  what  was  a  current  rumor.  We 
said  it  was  a  rumor.  Mr.  Tubbs  of  Oakland,  as- 
suming that  it  meant  one  of  his  daughters,  was  red- 
hot  to  have  the  case  prosecuted.  He  hired  able 
council.  He  caused  five  Indictments  to  be  drawn, 
here  and  in  Oakland,  on  this  one  matter.  Two 
trials  have  been  had,  resulting  in  one  disagreement 
of  the  jury,  and  one  acquittal. 

The  last  was  under  an  agreement  of  counsel, 
that  if  it  failed,  tho]  case  should  be  dismissed  all 
round.  ' 

And  yet,  now  that  Col.  Thistleton  is  In  jail,  aud 
unable  to  look  after  his  own  {affairs,  our  Roman 
Catholic  District  Attorney  has  revived  this  perse- 
cution, aud  proposes  to  goon  with  those  vexatious 
actions. 

The  case  now  ca'.led,  is  for  the  very  charge  of 
which  Col.  Thistleton  was  acquitted  in  Oakland. 
It  was  set  for  hearing  on  Friday  the  ninth,  that  is 
yesterday ,but  too  late  for  us  to  report.  The  former 
trial  and  acquittal  should  surely  be  a  bar  to  this  re- 
trial. 

But  what  matter?  The  officers  despair  of  secur- 
ing a  conviction;  but  they  do  not  despair  of  ruin- 
ing the  defendant  by  these  constant  costs. 

The  people  pay  their  costs,  and  salaries  besides, 
and  they  can  afford  to  niake,a  hundred  trials  at  the 
public  expense.  But  how  long  will  the  people  tol- 
erate such  tyranny  in  the  interest  of  Rome. 

And  in  Ferral's  Court,  for  Thistleton  to  look  for 
j ustice,  is  sheer  madness.  The  Judge  is  as  igno- 
rant of  the  genius  and  spirit  of  American  law  as  he 
is  bitter  and  malignant  for  the  "Holy  Catholic 
Faith."  For  Thistleton  to  be  tried  there,  is  to  be 
delivered  to  an  inquisition  that  knows  neither  law, 
truth  nor  justice. 

In  delivering  his  sentence  under  which  Thistle- 
ton is  now  in  jail,  he  went  out  of  his  way  to  sland- 
er a  man  in  bonds.  • 

He  said  Thistleton  had  attacked  the  principles 
of  religious  faith;  and  it  was  false.

a  judgment.  And  it  is  said  that  there  is  no  appeal 
from  such  a  court  as  this;  no  appeal  from  such  a 
sentence.  Any  citizen  is  liable  to  be  dragged  up 
before  Ferral  charged  with  being  drunk,  convicted 
by  a  jury  and  then  sentenced  by  him  to  twelve 
months  imprisonment  for  attacking  the  Catholic 
Church'  aud  there  is  no  appeal. 

If  there  is  not  it  is  time  the  legislature  met  again 
and  remodelled  the  law.  And  it  i3  time  the  people 
woke  up  to  the  fact  that  the  Pope  of  Rome  is  run- 
ing  our  city  courts.

Wo  can  give  you  the  crown,  or  the  Presiden- 
cy. Now  promise  us  a  Concordat.  Ifyouwin,the 
Church  must  krule  the  country,  and  heretics  must 
leave  it.  If  you  lose,  you  will  be  mum,  the  Church 
can  go  on  in  peace,  and  wait  for  another  opportu- 
nity. It  iB  a  safe  game.  You  win,  and  we  get  the 
prize.  You  lose, and  we  lose  nothing.  A  thousand 
defeats  will  not  weaken  the  Church;  while  one  vic- 
tory, and  liberty  and  Protestism  are  crushed  for- 
ever." 

Had  Napoleon  beaten  the  Prussians.and  restored 
Catholic  supremacy  .at  Berlin,  planted  it  in  Spain, 
confirmed  it  in  France,  and  saved  it  in  Italy;  this 
offer  would  have  been  made  to  Tilden.

Slippery  Sam  would  have  made  a  'whole- 
some cousin  to  the  perjured  Louis,  and  been  every 
way  as  base  and  superserviceable  to  the  Pope. 

Happily  we  have  escaped  that  ordeal.  And  a 
few  years  ago  I  Bhould  have  helped  such  a  perni- 
cious scheme  with  all  my  heart,  in  hopes  of  an 
American  Bishopria.  Now!  Well  I  am  changed 
And  when  the  Pope's  time  comes  to  declare  war 
against  human  liberty  in  America,  I  shall  be  here 
to  warn  the  people,  and  expose  his  plans;  and  if 
need  be,  to  die,  righting  for  the  Republic,  against 
the  most  merciless  despotism  that  the  world  has 
ever  seen. 

Oh,  I  do  know  old  Rome,  and  all  her  falsehood 
and  hypocrisy  aud cruelty.  I  have  notserved  twen- 
ly  years  in  her  ranks  for  nothing.  She  has  good 
men,  and  good  women,  plenty  of  them.  Good 
priests,  and  good  sisters,  who  lament  daily ,that  the 
Church  is  what  it  is,  and  would  purify  it  if  they 
could. 

But  they  are  not  in  power.  Only  false  cruel  cold 
hearted  bigots  and  hypocrites  get  in  the  front  rank. 
Only  these  are  promoted  and  trusted.  And  they 
throw  around  the  rest,  all  the  slime  and  poison  ot 
the  serpent.  The  good  are  persuaded  when  any- 
thing wicked  is  to  be  done  that  the  interest  of  the 
Church  demands  it.  Aud  they  bow  their  heads  in 
pious  acquiescence. 

The  able,  quickwitted,  who  know  better,  are  like 
I  was.  They  see  iu  the  Church,  the  means  of  in- 
dulgence, ease,  prefarmeot  and  power.  They  hope 
to  become  Bishops,  Cardinals,  and  perhaps  to  sit 
in  the  Papal  chain. 

Thia  was  my  case.  I  was  no  Catholic.  I  never 
was.  Could  1  beliove  that  a  poor  old  man  who 
trembled  at  the  sight  of  blood  or  a  sword  was  God  ? 
Could  I  believe  that  the  old  hypocrite  who  yield- 
ed only  because  he  was  beaten,  and  said  it  was  on- 
ly  in  mercy,  to  save  the  killing  of  his  dear  people, 
was  all  the  same  as  Jesus  Christ?  Could  I  for  a 
moment  imagine  that  the  priests  whom  I  had  known 
fond  of  a  ribald  jest,  drunken  and  debauched,  were 
Vicars  of  Christ?  Could  I  entertain  the  thought 
that  nuns,  such  as  I  had  known  them,  were  holy 
"Brides  of  Christ?" 

Could  I  be  an  idol?  I  might  just  as  soon.  But 
at  first  I  was  a  slave.  Then  my  love  of  self,  and 
the  indulgences  offered  bound  me.  But  at  last  my 
eyes  were  entirely  opened.  I  saw  and  felt  myself 
a  fraud,  a  hypocrite,  teaching  what  I  did  not  be- 


lieve. The  more  I  thought  of  it,  the  mora  it  seem- 
ed to  torture  my  poor  brain. 

Could  I  go  on,  teaching  these  falsehoods !  What 
for?  Suppose  I  became  a  Bishop,  a  Cardinal, even 
Pope!  What  then?  Death  must  come  at  last. 
And  shall  I  die  bo?  Die  a  falsifier  and  a  hypocrite? 
Die  thus!  And  meet  the  judgment  with  the  lies  up- 
on my  tougue!  Meet  God.the  searcher  of  all  hearts! 
Impossible! 

What  thep  ?  On  my  death-bed,  to  repent!  To 
tell  men  how  false  I  had  been!  To  make  them  des- 
pise and  hate  me!  Tell  them  that  for  long  years 
for  the  sake  of  ease  and  pleasure  I  had  lived  in 
disguise,  been  a  thief,  stolen  into  the  Church,  and 
without  a  particle  of  faith  in  its  dogma,  had  eaten 
its  bread,  enjoyed  its  high  places,  in  hollow  mock- 
ery! Not  that!  Gieat  God,  not  that!  Save  me 
from  that! 

Oh,  who  is  so  wretched,  who  can  be  bo  lost,  to 
his  fellow  man,  to  God,  as  the  man  who  has  the 
truth  locked  up  in  tis  soul,  and  yet  all  the  while 
sayB  to  his  fellow,this  lie.this  falsehood  is  the  truth 
Who  lives  so,  and  dies  so;  and  goes  to  the  judg- 
ment ? 

The  thought  was  intolerable  to  me.  From  the 
moment  that  it  took  possession  of  me,  peace  was 
fled.  There  was  afire  iu  my  brain  that  the  Pacific 
Ocean  could  not  quench,  till  I  came  out  from 
among  them,  and  said  to  the  world,  "I  am  not  a 
Catholic.  The  Pope  is  not  God.  He  ia  not  infalli- 
ble. He  is  not  the  Vicar  of  Christ.  He  is  only  a 
poor  weak  wicked  old  man,  and  less  than  the  leaBt 
poor  Christian,  who  serves  God  with  his  whole  soul, 
and  under  the  dictates  of  his  own  reason." 

But  I  have  got  away  from  my  story.  The  French 
war  is  not  so  easily  disposed  of.  My  part  in  it  was 
important,  to  me,  if  to  nobody  else.  It  paved  the 
way  to  my  conversion,  which  I  have  anticipated. 
And  I  must  go  back,  back  to  where  we  hegan  this 
digression.

Put  your  feet  on  the.  widow  and  the 
fatherless  I  But  come  here, pay  your  pew  rent,speak 
a  good  wordfor  llie  Chuich;  the  minister  will  inter- 
cede for  you, and  Christ  will  open  your  way  to  Heav- 
en!" 

Away  W.lb  it!     Away  with  this  apithy  aud  time- 
serving!    Bet   the  Church  do    its  whole  duty.     Its 
reputation,  its   fume,   its  existance  are  at    a  stake. 
The  people  are  weighing  it,  and  if  it  be  found  wani- 
ng, it  will  be  cast  into  the  fire. 


Rome  has  "been  weighed  by  tbe  people  of  Italy, 
and  cast  out.  Il  cumbered  the  ground.  Il  taught 
tyranny  and  vice  and  iguoranae,  when  they  wanted 
to  advance  to  liberty  and  light  aud  progress.

sure  in  Heaven!  Except  ye  cease  to  do  evil,  aud 
learn  to  do  right,  there  is  no  hope  for  you  !" 

Let  our  preachers  preach  these  Ihiugs  loo.  Let 
thtin  be  faithful  shepherds.  Let  them  wake  the 
flock  out  of  Ihe  delusive  dream,  boru  of  Popery, Ibat 
prayers  or  pew  rents  can  save  a  man  wbose  heart 
aud  conduct  are  far  from  God! 

Let  them  throw  off  Ihe  mask  one  way  or  tbe  oiber 
and  siand  out  as  consistent  men.  Either  proclaim, 
ana  tell  your  congregations  so,  "That  there  is  no 
salvation  in  sin,  but  only  for  those  who  come  oul  of 
41,  aud  live  Christian  lives."

2.  If  a  person  orders  his  paper  discontinued  he 
must  pay  arrears,  or  the  publishers  may  continue 
to  send  it  until  payment  is  made,  and  then  collect 
the  whole  amount,  whether  the  paper  is  taken  from 
the  offloor  not. 

3  The  courts  have  decided  that  refusing  to  take 
newspapers  or  periodicals  from  tbe  post-ofliee,  or 
removing  and  leaving  them  uncalled  for,  is  prima, 
facie  evidence  of  inteutioual  fraud.

Ran  by  Rogues,  or  Hypocrites  or  lick- 
spittles- 

They  are .  Worth  Nothing. 

What  a  condition  for  the  press  of  a  free  country 
to  be  in !  Ran  and  controlled  by  such  men  as  dick- 
ering and  Fitch,  and  the  man  who  does  the  "Post,', 
they  cumber  the  ground.  They  are  worse  than  use- 
less. They  serve  only  to  blind  the  people  and  put 
them  to  sleep,  while  thieves  break  iu  and  steal 
away  their  treasures aud  their  liberties. 

Here  is  a  case  in  point.  We  have  in  our  city  a 
very  powerful  Order,  called  the  Ancient  Hiber- 
nians. They  are  spread  all  over  the  country.'  They 
are  Roman  Catholics,  sworn  to  .support  the  Pope, 
against  all  the  world. 

They  are  very  strong  in  Pennsyvania.  Some  of 
them  have  assumed  another  name.  They  are  called 
Molly  Maguires.  They  are  a  league  of  murderers, 
who  draw  lots  which  one  shall  slay  the  intended 
victim.  One  Lodge  or  Branch,  does  murder  for 
another.  For  instance:  If  a  man  in  Sacramento 
had  offended  the  Order  Ihere.the  Lodge  in  this  city 
would  draw  cuts  which  member  should  go  to  Sac- 
ramento, and  slay  the  offender.  Thus  no  trace  of 
the  murderer  can  be  found.

No  reason  could  be  assigned  for  the  least 
suspicion. 

Tnus  many  persons  have  been  murdered  in  the 
mines  around  Scranton  in  Pennsylvania.  Butlhcy 
have  been  traced  up.

After  the  winter  rains  the  streams  ihat  supply  this 
lake  become  dry.     The  water   then  becomes   stag- 
nant   All  the  lower  pajt  of  San  Francisco  is  sup 
plied  with  this  water.    This  drain  and  the  constant 
evaporation  reduce  the  water  in  this  Sake  and  it  be- 
comes thick  with  slime.     Some  years  ago  the  health 
of  the  city  suffered  so  lnueh,  it  created  an  alarm  in 
the  board  of  health.     They  examined  the  water  and 
prohibited  its   use  on  acoouat  of  its  filthy  arid  un- 
healthy condition.    T.Tie   Water   Compuuy  rinding 
that  this  water  had  '  jeem  consiemned,and  its  use  for- 1 
biden,  set  to  work  to  remedy  the  evil.    The  Board 
met  and  Superi'  jteBtent  Lawrence  and  the  Com- 
pany's engineer,  were    interviewed,  and   oidered  to 
find  a  supply   of  {Wire  water  to   be   ran   into   this 
stagnant  lakje  tio,   enliven  it.    Lawrence  called  on 
his  friend    Aiaea  of  Half  Moon   Bay,  told  him  his 
story  abo' j*  »hf;  filthy  water.    Ames,  who  was  well 
posted  i  A  »j|ie  surrounding  country ,and  knew  where 
there  ■  ,r»s  a  good  supply   of  pure  Bprine  water,  saw 
a  chr^oe  to  make  a  raise  by  swindling~J"ohn  Lock, 
whr„  fea«  a  ranch  of  1,000  acres  of  mountain  land,and 
8(1  ,me  twenty  Wtbirty  pure  springs  of  running  wa- 
'  jar.    These  springs  arc  never  dry,  they  run  both 
winter   and  summer,  and  they  all  concentrate  in  a 
walley,  and  form   a  large  creek,  kuown  as  Lock's 
•Oreek.    Ames,  and  his  Irish  Catholic  friend  Burns, 
■who  runs  a  gin  mill  on  the  mountain  road  from  San 
/Mateo  to  half  Moon  Bay,  made  an  agreement  with 
■Lawrence  to  divide  the  spoil.    Ames  then  called  on 
.John  Lock,  told  him  he   wauted  to  Btart  a  flour- 
ing  mill  or.  his  creek  about  half  a  mile  below  his 
'house  and  proposed  to  buy  one  hundred   and  fifty 
.  acres  of  his  land.    That  is  he  would  deed  to  him  a 
.  quantity  of  other  land  in  place  of  this  150  acres,  John 
Lock  Buposing  the  representations  made  by  Ames 
•  to  'fee  true,  agreed  to  the  proposition.and  deeded  the 
50  acres   of  land  below  the  tweutyfour  springs  of 
living  water.    Ames  atonce  went  to  his  friend  Law- 
rence the  Superintendent  of  the  Water  Co.,with  this 
deed  On  the  representation  of  Lawrence  to  the  Wa- 
ter Company ,they  agreed  to  pay  some  $20  or  30,000 
for  his  laud.which  agreement  was  accepted  by  Ames 
and  the  money  duly  divided   between  the  trio  as 
per  former  agreement.  _ 

The  Spring  Valley  Co.,  set  to  work  immediately 
and  built  a  small  dam  in  this  gorge  or  Valley,  and 
ran  a  flume  from  thence  to  Lake  San  Andreas.

John  Lock  finding  out  how  he  had  been  swindled 
by  the  misrepresentations  of  Ames  and  Burns,  and

.as  a  hog  coral.    He  bought  a  lot  of  breeding  hogs

The  wa- 
iter from  the  spring  at  his  house  first  supplied  his 
family  with  pure  water,  from  thence  it  run  into  the 
duck  pond,  and  from  thence  it  ran  under  his  water 
cloBet  and  from  thence  into  the  creek  that  supplied 
the  flumes  of  the  Spring  Valley  Water   Co.    Mr. 
Lock  finding  that  his  stock  of  hogs  had  increased 
so  in  number,  that  his  hog  feed  became  about  used 
up  in  order  to  supply  this  deficiency,  bought  up  a 
lot  of  old   plugg  horses  and  turned   them  into  the 
hog  coral,  where  they  soon  died  and  the  hogs  drew 
the  carcasses  into  the  streams  where  they  devoured 
the  flesh   and  the  bones  and  skins  were  allowed  to 
rot.    The  small  hairs  on  these  Bkins  soon  turned  in- 
to living  snakes   and  are  washed   into  the  Spring 
Valley  Water  flumes  and  from  thence  into  the  city 
to  supply  its  inhabitants  with  pure   water.

The  priest  is  all-powerful  in  such  matters,  and 
does  as  he  pleases.  And  these  poor  people  are  silly 
enough  to  believe  that  without  thiB  laBt  comfort, 
Heaven  is  utterly  impossible. 

And  some  of  those  around  were  very  angry  at  the 
father  for  his  refusal  in  this  case.  One  word  brought 
on  auotber,till,it  is  said  one  man  kicked  the  r  nest, 
and  the.  crowd  threatened  to  hang  him  to  a  lamp- 
post.

This  is  rather  an  extraordinary  event.  It  is  an 
effort  to  control  the  Church  by  mere  temporal  force. 

It 
is  doing  that  which  the  Pope  declares  that  no 
government  has  a  right  to  do.  It  shows  that  the 
Catholics  of  San  Francisco  have  read  the  Jolly

But  this  shows  that  these  people  rely  upon  the 
mere  performance  of  the  priest  as  the  means  of  en- 
tering  Heaven.

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Jolly  Giant — Now  that  you  are  cut  off  from  the 
immediate  supervision  of  your  journal  it  is  the  duly 
of  your  friends  and  the  friends  of  Republican  lib- 
erty to  give  you  every  assistance  and  encourage- 
ment, not  only  as  a  recognition  of  past  services  but 
as  an  incentive  to  continue  your  efforts  in  the  cause 
of  free  education  and  the  perpetuity  of  Republftan 
liberty.  No  one  who  revers  the  free  institutions  of 
his  country  can  help  regarding  with  suspicion  the 
persistent  invasions  upoa  our  public  schools  by  the 
Popish  Church, and  its  efforts  to  divert  public  mon- 
ey for  the  advancement  of  sectarian  teachings. 

Is  it  a  wonder  that  there  is  a  well-grounded  fear

If  this  danger  is  unreal,  and  in  this  respect 
groundless,  why  is  it  that  in  his  last  Message  Pres- 
ident Grant  recommends  the  passage  of  a  law  to  se- 
oure  the  public  school  and  prevent  any  attempts  to- 
divert  its  funds  to  sectarian  schools.  Grant  has  a 
more  watchful  eye  over  the  welfare  of  this  nation, 
not  even  excepting  theastute"Chronicle,"ihan  muny 
are  willing  to  admit.  This  leading  paper  thinks 
there  is  an  unreasonable  tear  of  the  Popish  Church, 
its  power  and  influence,  and  places  its  faith  iu  Re- 
publican institutions.  This  faith  will  not  he  mis- 
placed as  long  as  Republican  institutions  hold  out, 
but  how  long  willthey  existif  we  do  not  crush  every 
attempt  to  impair  or  destroy  its  foundation.  The 
"Chronicle"  thinks  it  will  be  time  enough  "when 
there  shall  be  au  organized  attempt  to  elevate  the 
Church  aboye  the  State,  or  to  subjugate  civil  to 
ecclesiastical  power,"  to  break  dowu  that  power,  or 
iu  other  words,  after  the  horse  is  stolen  go  and  lock 
your  stable.  The  "leading  paper"  has  not-  added 
anything  to  its  laurels  by  advancing  this  kind  of 
logic.  It  has  even  gone  so  far  as  to  depreciate  the 
existence  of  journals  that  have  enlightened  the  peo- 
ple on  the  increasing  danger  to  our  Republic  from 
the  insidious  designs  of  the  Roman  Church.  It  ad- 
vises us  to  wait  until  there  shall  be  an  "organized 
attempt"  made  in  this  direction,  then  we  may  use 
arguments  andjpictures  against  Popish  influence 
and  power,  failing  in  which  an  appeal  to  arms  will 
be  in  order.  There  is  an  old  adage,  "An  ounce  of 
preventive  is  better  than  a  pound  of  cure"  which 
the  "Chronicle"  had  better  learn.

You  hav«  declared  to  the 
Oatholic  world  with  your  apostolic  lips  the  Immac- 
ulate Purity  of  the  Mother  of  God,  unstained  even 
by  original  sin;  you  have  confirmed  with  the 
same  intrepid  apostolic  authority  the  judgment  of 
of  the  Episcopate,  delaring  Pontifical  definitions  in 
matters  of  faith  and  morals  to  be  without  appeal  and 
unerriug;  you  have  stood  flrm.like  a  wall  of  divine 
strength,  against  the  impious  attacks  of  the  enemies 
of  God,  you  have  gained  by  your  even  tenderness  of 
heart  and  affectionate  charity  the  love  of  all  that  had 
the  happiness  to  catch  a  glimpse  of  your  counten- 
ance or  a  word  from  your  lips;  you  have,  in  fine, 
reassured  all  Catholic  souls  that  Christ  is  ever  with 
His  Church,  and  that,  while  He  may  permit  her  to 
he  like  Him  insulted,  calumiated,  stripped,  and  in 
numberless  ways  ill  treated,  He  kuows  how  to  give 
her  in  trying  times  a  magnanimous  Pontiff,  consol- 
ing her  in  her  trials,  as  the  pledge  of  a  glorious  tri- 
umph. 

We  thank  God  from  our  hearts  for  having  pro- 
longed your  useful  days,  aud  earnestly  pray  that  in 
His  goodness  He  may  still  grant  us  your  precious 
life;  and  although  far  from  Home,  yet  near  in  spirit 
to  your  sacred  person,  we  beg  your  Holiness  to 
deign  to  accept  our  filial  love  and  best  wishes  ;while 
humbly  asking  your  Apostolic  benediction,  we  are 
happy  to  he  devoted  children  of  your  Holiness." 

In  reading  over  this  letter  we  are  struck  with  the 
great  and  good  works  herein  attributed  to  this  poor 
old  man.  How  the  Catholics  of  California  must  re- 
joice! He  has  declared  the  "immaculate  purity  of 
the  Mother  of  God!  Oh, what  monstrous  blasphemy. 
He  has  declared,  this  crazv  old  man  has  declared

Affairs  have  been 
hazy  so  long,that  it  is  a  source  of  great  gratification 
to  the  peaceful  and  law-abiding  citizen  to  know 
that  auce  more  the  sun  hovers  over  a  harbor  of  sa- 
tisfied people;  a  scene  devoid  of  petty  prejudice 
and  bickerings  of  two  elements  that  cannot  grow 
together  in  concordance.  Turning  from  the  grand 
theatrical  stage  of  politics.wewaft  onr  bark  upon 
the  sequestered  and  mimic  stage  of  Thespis  and 
gaze  upon  its  surroundings,  and  its  effervescent 
gaiety.  We  see  that  the  theatre  is  dependent  upon 
its  patrons,  and  they  in  turn  upon  the  suecesful  and 
epeedy  issue  of  their  speculations,  and  over  all,  and 
around  whom  all  revolve,  we  see  a  man  who  con- 
uols  the  desLinies  and  well  being  of  the  eitizens  of 
the  United  Slates.  He  challenges  the  usurper  and 
teaches  htm  conformity  to  the  laws  of  the  country. 
It  is  the  Chief  Magistrate  of  the  land.  Then 
do  the  pleasures  of  theatrical  gossip  reign.  It  is 
an  enjoyment  of  a  high  order  to  fea9tthe  eyes  and 
soul  upon ;  something  that  dissipates  the  fatigues  of 
the  day.  What  then  can  be  so  harmless,  and  at  the 
same  time  fill  our  cup  so  brimful  with  the  exquisite 
sense  of  being  at  rest,  as  the  drama.  Our  country 
men  need  relaxation,  and  they  must  have  it.  All" 
persons  cannot  seek  society  when  they  wish.  The 
stranger  alienated  from  his  home  cannot  find 
friends  at  first  in  a  strange  land. 
p  A  learned  divine  in  speaking  of  the  different 
checks  that  man  is  heir  to,  in  preventing  him  from 
contemplating  self  destruction  by  plunging  into 
the  whirlpool  of  crime,  does  not  mention  tie  thea- 
tre as  being  one  of  them.  But  it  seems  to  us  that 
it  ought  so  to  have  been  acknowledged.  It  has  a 
fascination  for  all  minds.  It  brings  the  erudite  and 
unschooled  down  to  a  eommon  level.  Of  course 
the  appreciation  of  the  one  is  keener,  and  the  subtle 
lights  and  shades  more  quickly  grasped ;  but  the 
former  does  not  derive  any  more  enjoyment  thau 
his  neighbor  ,  who  can  as  quickly  discern  the  jest 
of  the  low  comedian,  or  enter  into  the  spirit  of 
their  favorite  tragedian.  In  casting  pearls  before 
swine,  the  swine  are  probably  at  first  amazed  at  the 
beauties  of  the  pearl,  but  they  finally  pounce  upon 
and  very  likely  relish  them.  We  did  not  wish  to 
make  such  a  comparison  between  our  untutored 
friends  and  the  above  animals, butthat  was  the  only 
illustration  that  occured  to  us  for  the  moment.  We 
have  gazed  upon  the  difierent  strata  of  society 
enclosed  by  a  theatre's  walls;  Le  homme  qui  rit 
and  Lcs  Miserables.  On  the  face  of  each  is  traced 
the  power  of  appreciation. 

The  clerical  war  against  theatres  is  growing 
more  feeble  every  day,  and  we  expect  to  hear  ere 
long  sermons  preached  not  in  condemnatinn,but  in 
praise  of  the  modern  drama.  Nothing  so  conduces 
to  make  a  man  young,  and  to  bring' before  him  the 


scenes  of  his  childhood,  as  the  fond  recollections 
of  his  circus  exploits.  It  brings  the  warm  blushes  of 
childhood  to  his  cheeks,  and  throws  many  a  lov- 
ing  ray  of  sunshine  around  the  heart  bowed  down 
wilh  the  tedium  of  daily  avocation.  It  has  often 
been  said  by  men  of  experience, and  men  who  have 
followed  the  checkered  paths  of  life  for  years,  that 
many  a  drama  has  preached  a  more  powerful  ser- 
mou  to  the  minds  of  its  hearers  than  that  of  a 
scholastic  divine.  Why  is  it?  It  is  because  the, 
scenes  are  pictured  with  a  more  vivid  realism,  than 
the  preacher  is  able  to  give  single-handed.

I  had,  however,  rea-on  for  alarm.  Would  a 
cliiUl  destined  to  destruction,  like  the  infants  I  hud 
seen  baptized  and  smothered,  be  ullowed  to  go 
through  the  world  unmolested,  a  living  memorial 
of  the  tiutli  of  crimes  long  practised  iu  security, be- 
oanaa  never  exposed  t  What  pledges  could  I  get  to 
satisfy  me,  thai  I,  on  whom  her  dependence  must 
be,  would  be  spared  by  those  who  I  hud  reason  to 
think  were  wishing  then  to  sacrifice  me?  How 
couid  1  trust  the  helpless  infant  in  hands  which 
had  1  asleued  the  baptism  of  many  such,  in  order  to 
hurry  them  to  the  sectet  pit  in  the  cellar?  Could  I 
suppose  that  Father  I'helan,  Priest  of  the  Parish 
Church  of  Montreal,  v  ould  see  his  own  child  grow- 
ing up  in  the  worl  I,  and  feel  willing  'o  run  the 
risk  of  having  the  truth  exposed!  What  could  I 
expcct,espeoially  from  him, but  the  utmost  rancour, 
and  the  most  determined  enmity  against  the-  iuno 
cent  child  and  its  abused  and  defenceless  mother. 
Yet,  my  miud  would  sometimes  still  ircliue  iu 
the  opposite  direction,  and  indulge  the  thought, 
that  perhaps  the  only  way  to  secure  Heaven  to  us 
both,  was  to  throw  ourselves  back  iuto  the  hands  of 
the  Church,  to  be  treated  as  she  pleased.  When, 
therefore,  the  fear  of  immediate  death  was  removed 
I  renounced  all  thoughts  of  communicating  the 
substance  of  the  facts  in  this  volume.  It  happened 
however,  that  my  danger  was  not  passed.  I  was 
goon  seized  with  very  alarming  symptoms;  then 
my  desire  to  disclose  my  story  revived. 

X  had  before  had  an  opportunity  to  speak  in  pri- 
vate with  the  chaplain ;  but  as  it  was  at  a  lime 
when  I  supposed  myself  out  of  danger,  I  had  de- 
ferred for  three  days  my  proposed  communication, 
thinking  that  I  might  yet  avoid  it  altogether. 
"When  my  symptous,  however,  became  more  alarm- 
ing, 1  was  anxious  for  Saturday  to  arrive,  the  day 
which  I  had  appointed;  and  when  I  had  not  the  op 
porlunity  on  that  day,  which  I  desired,  I  though, 
it  might  be  too  late.  I  did  not  see  him  till  Monday 
when  my  prospects  of  surviving  were  very_gloomy  ; 
and  I  then  informed  him  that  I  wished  to  commu- 
nicate to  him  a  few  secrets,  which  were  likely  oth- 
erwise to  die  with  me.  I  then  told  him,  that  while 
a  nun,  in  the  Convent  ot  Montreal,  I  had  witnessed 
the  murder  of  a  uun,  called  Saint  Francis,  and  of 
at  least  one  of  the  infants  which  I  have  spoken  of 
in  this  book.  I  added  some  few  circumstances, and 
I  believed  disclosed,  iu  general  terras,  some  of  the 
other  crimes  1  knew  of  in  that  nunuery. 

Ml  anticipations  of  death  proved  to  be  unfound- 
ed; for  iny  health  afterward  improved,  and  had  I 
not  made  the  confessions  on  that  occasion, it  is  very 
possible  I  never  might  have  made  them.  I  howev- 
er, afterward,  felt  more  willing  to  listen  to  instruc- 
tion,and  experienced  friendly  attentions  from  some 
of  the  benevolent  persons  around  me,  who,  taking 
an  interest  in  me  on  account  of  my  .darkened  un- 
derstanding, furnished  me  with  the  Bible,  and 
were  ever  ready  to  counsel  me  when  I  desired  it. 

I  soon  begun  to  believe  that  God  might  have  in 
tended  that  his  creatures  should  learn  his  will  by 
reading  his  word,  and  taking  upon  them  the  free 
exercise  ot  their  reasoji,  and  acting  under  responsi- 
bility to  him. 

It  is  difficult  for  one  who  has  never  given  way 
to  such  arguineuts  and  influences,as  those  to  which 
I  had  been  exposed,  to  realize  how  hard  it  is  to 
think  aright  after  thinking  wrong.  The  Scriptures 
always  affect  me  powerfully  when  I  read  them ;  but 
I  feel  that  I  have  Jujt  begun  to  learn  the  great 
truths,  in  which  I  ought  to  have  been  early  and 
thoroughly  instructed.  I  realize,  in  some  degree, 
how  it  is,  that  the  Scriptures  render  the  people  of 
t  he  United  States  so  strongly  opposed  to  snch  doc- 
r  ines  as  are  taught  in  the  Black  and  the  Congrega- 


gatioual  Nunneries  of  Montreal.  The  priests  and 
nuns  used  often  to  declare,  that  of  alt  heretics,  the 
children  from  the  United  Slates  were  the  most  dif. 
flcult  to  be  converted;  and  it  was  thought  a  great 
triumph  when  one  of  thcDi  was  brought  over  to  the 
"Hue  faith."  The  first  passage  of  Scripture  that 
made  any  serious  impression  upon  my  mind,  was 
the  text  on  which  the  chaplain ,  preached  on  the 
Sabbath  after  my  introduction  into  the  house — 
"Search  the  Scriptures."

THE  THISTLETON  CASE. 


The  case  of  Col.  Thistleton  is  now  attracting  the 
attention  of  the  whole  State.  It  is  no  longer  a 
mere  personal  matter.  It  is  not  confined  to  George 
Thistleton.  It.  concerns  every  man  who  is  a  friend 
of  civil  and  religious  liberty.  If  not  set  right  in 
any  other  way,  it  will  become  a  serious  subject  for 
our  next  legislature. 

Here  is  a  man  who  prints  a  newspaper  which 
thousands  of  people  demand  and  like  to  read.  He 
heard  that  there  was  an  "Irish  Wake"  in  a  store  on 
Market  street  in  this  city.  He  went  to  inquire  what 
store,  and  was  perhaps  misinformed.  He  said  it 
was  in  the  store  of  Flannigan  aud  Gallagher,  and 
perhaps  it  was  not.  He  went  on  to  say  some  very 
harsh  things  of  a  firm  that  would  rent  its  store  for 
such  a  use. 

This  is  the  very  essence  of  his  crime.  No  more 
was  charged.  No  more  was  proven.  For  ought 
that  judge  aud  jury  tinew  this  man  is  a  perfect 
saint  in  all  other  respects. 

Now  taking  this  crime,  or  offence,  or  what  you 
please  to  call  it,  at  its  full  value,  what  punishment 
would  it  seem  to  call  for?  Would  not  a  month,  or 
two  have  been  an  ample  award  for  sucti  a  hluuder, 
or  even  a  small  flue?  Make  the  case  your  own, 
and  answer  it  as  your  conscience  dictates.  Let  any 
of  OMr  newspaper  men  say  what  they  would  feel  to 
be  right. 

But  instead  of  that.,  the  defendant  is  dragged  in- 
to court,  before  a  judge  uot  elected  by  the  people, 
and  from  which  it  is  said  there  is  no  appeal.  The 
jury  is  summoned  by  some  hocus  pocus  over  which 
the  prisoner  has  no  control.  The  judge,  so  culled, 
obstructs  the  defense.  He  will  not  permit  the  ac 
cused  to  show  the  "res  gestae,"  ths  circumstances 
surrounding  the  case.  He  will  not  permit  him  to 
show  that  he  was  searching  for  the  truth  aud  pur- 
posely deceived;  and  thus  convince  the  jury  that 
there  was  uo  criminal  intent.  And  so  the  jury 
found  the  defendent  guilty.

How  to  Levy  Them. 

Government  must  have  money.  How  to  raise.fhat 
money  has  been  a  great  problem   in  all  ages. 

Irresponsible,  sly,  thieving  officials  always  favor 
a  petty  system  that  takes  a  little  of  everything  that 
you  have,  robs  you  at  every  turn,  and  almost  un- 
known to  the  taxpayer,  realizes  immense  reveunes. 

No  matter  if  some  of  the  items  will  "not  pay  for 
collecting.  It  is  all  the  better  for  the  official.  He 
gets  his  pay  out  of  the  rest. 

Thus  taxes  are  multiplied.  Bookkeeping  is  in- 
finite. Officials  are  multiplied.  And  the  people 
harrassed  and  impoverished. 
The  other  is  the  open  frank  method  of  collecting 
what  is  necessary  in  the  most  direct,  wholesale  and 
economical  way.

What  is  the  use  of  collecting  a  hundred  dollars 
at  a  hundred  times,  when  you  can  just  as  well  do  it 
at  once?  Only  to  make  trouble  and  maintain 
idlers. 

The  true  method  is  to  have  one  general  levy  for 
all  purposes,  township,  county,  State  and  National. 
Assess  all  real  estate,  and  all  personal  property. 
Bat  when  the  sum  total  to  one  person,  is  less  than 
five  hundred  dollars,  take  no  notice  of  it.  It  does 
not  pay  the  cost  of  assessing  and  collecting,  and 
the  publication  of  delinquent  lists.  And  it  is  ut  no 
use  to  harrass  the  poor  to  keep  assessors,  collectors 
and  bookkeepers. 

Then  the  assessment  should  be  fair  and  equal. 
One  man  has  ten  thousand  dollars  in  cash.  Well, 
it  is  put  dowu  at  that  figure.  Another  man  has 
land,  or  house,  or  railroad,  water,  or  gas  property 
that  he  would  not  sell  for  less  than  the  ten  thous- 
and, and  it  should  be  assessed  at  the  same. 

If,  however,  it  be  understood  that  only  half  the 
real  value  shall  be  set  down,  let  the  rule  apply  all 
round,  to  the  money,  as  well  as  to  the  land  and 
railroad.

The  City  Criminal  Court  ia  au  institution  that 
has  about  it  what  the  lamented  A.  Ward  would 
have  called  "too  much  of  a  muchness"  in  one  sense 
aud  not  quite  enough  in  another.

He  comes  here,  pre- 
tending  to  love  the  Republic,  brings  his  minions, 
who  take  the  oath  of  allegiance,  and  expects  one 
day  to  have  a  majority,  and  put  the  knife  to  your 
throat.  Aud  you  sleep,  and  let  them  do  it,  Bob 
Ferral  says  it  is  a  crime  to  expose  his  designs! 
John  Dwindle  hopes  he  may  succeed,and  yet  there 
are  those  who  say  "Oh,  there  is  no  danger!"  There 
is  none  if  you  are  awake.  It  is  certain  death  if  you 
sleep  on  your  post. 


Pope  Pious  Again. 
He  Deplores  His    Want  ot  Power. 

He  Desires  all  the  Bishops  to  Help  Him. 

"Our  Holy  Father  the  Pope"  has  spoken  again, 
in  the  Consistory.  He  says  these  things  are  worth 
attention.   Here  they  are: 

1st.  That  Italy  took  forcible  possession  of  his 
kingdom  unjustly. 

2nd.  That  he  is  reduced  to  a  mere  citizen,  bound 
to  obey  the  law. 

3rd.  That  he  is  shoru  of  the  power  to  make 
men  moral  and  religious  whether  they  will  or 
not. 

4th.  He  desires  the  Bishops  to  appeal  to  their 
governments  to  have  him  re-onstated  in  all  his 
former  power  and  dominion. 

For  once  the  poor  old  man  talks  plain  common 
sense,  and  we  can  understand  him,  though  we  can- 
not agree  with  him !  As  a  general  thing  we  can  do 
neither. 

But  we  have  no  sympathy  with  the  old  tyrant 
in  his  misfortunes  or  his  hopes.  We  rejoice  that 
Italy  freed  Rome  from  his  iron|rule.  The  people 
of  Rome  desired  it.  That  it  was  unjust  we  deny. 
All  people  have  a  right  to  choose  a  government  for 
themselves.  Force  was  used  b  cause  antigunated 
despotism  never  yields  to  reason.  We  rejoice  that 
Italy  is  one,  and  that  Rome  is  free. 

We  are  glad  that  he  is  no  more  Jthau  any  other 
citizeD,  and  obliged  to  obey  the  law.  We  want  no 
body  above  the  law.  The  privileges  of  priests  and 
nobles,  kings  and  Popes  are  in  derogationjOf  the 
rights  of  the  people.  The  people  cannot  be  free. 
Here  any  man  is  above  the  law.  The  Pope  in  Italy 
is  just  where  he  wouid  be  if  in  America,  a  plain 
citizen,  no  more.  We  trust  he  will  ever  remain  so. 
No  true  friend  of  liberty  could  possibly  wish  him 
otherwise. 

We  fell  happy  that  he  is  shorn  of  the  power  as 
he  says  to  make  men  moral  and  religious  whether 
they  will  or  not. 

1st.  Because  when  he  had  that  power.be  did  not 
use  it  for  any  such  purpose.  Rome  under  his  do 
minion  was  neither  moral  nor  religious.  His  priests 
are  neither  moral  nor  religious.  He  is  not  moral 
or  religious  himself.  The  people  who  worship 
him  are  not  moral  or  religious.  The  conduct  of  the 
Popes  has  never  tended  to  make  men  either.  On 
the  conlrary,they  forbid  religious  improvement.and 
pardon  moral  delinquency. 

2nd.  His  method  of  making  men  moral  and  re- 
ligious, as  he  pails  it,  is  a  damnable  tyrany,  des- 
troying liberty,  crushing  the  mind,  and  obstruct- 
ing all  progress.  Look  at  it  in  Rome,  iniSpain,  in 
Mexico !  No  man  allowed  to  open  a  Church  or 
school  or  lecture-room  to  say  one  word  against  his 
power  or  his  opinions. 

He  desires  his  Bishops  to  prevail  on  their  govern- 
ments to  interpose  for  him,  and  restore  him  to  bis 
temporal  power.  And  we  hope  they  may  never 
succeed.  How  nice  it  would  be  to  petition  Con- 
gress to  order  Victor  Emanuel  out  of  Rome,  to  res- 
tore the  Pope  to  his  crown,  and  remand  theApeople 
of  Italy  back  to  the  tender  mercies  of  a  supreme 
and  iufaliible  priest. 

And  yet  this  is  just  what  these  men  aim  to  do. 
If  they  had  a  majority  in  Congress  this  crusade 
would  be  proposed  at  once.  The  Irish  Republic, 
should  it  exist,  would  second  gthe  motion.  Thus 
we  should  see  two  Republics  entering  upon  a  cam- 
paign to  force  upon  the  people  of  Italy  a  king  they 
both  hate  and  despise  for  his  assumption  of  suj 
preme  power^and  his  utter  disregard  of  the  maiienj 
able  rights  of  mankind . 

We  trust  the  time  is  coming  when  all  thrones 
and  all  powers  not  based  upon  the  will  of  the  peo^ 
pie  will  be  overthrown ;  when  all  men  will  be  re- 
manded bacs  to  plain  cittzenship  with  no  power 
to  compel  anybody  to  be  either  moral  or  treligious 
except  through  the  operation  of  equal  law. 

We  thank  Italy  for  its  laws  compelling  Catholic 
priests  to  behave  themselves.  We  too,  need  some 
such  laws.  The  priests  of  the  United  States  steal 
the  livery  of  freedom  to  plot  .the  downfall  of  jthe 
Republic.  They  should  be  put  under  bonda  and 
watched  as  public__enemies.j^

He  Goes  to  Hear  Father  Gihney  on 
Education : 


The  Drunken  Priest. 


He  Tells  what  He  Knows  about  Moral  Edu- 
cation. 


Our  Man  has  got  a  change  of  heart.  There  is  no 
denying  it.  He  was  a  rollicking  careless  fellow 
who  did  no  "contrived"  mischief,"  before  this  turn 
of  fortune  dawned  upon  hirn.  He  was  somewhat 
reckless,  it  is  true.and  rather  discursive  in  his  pleas 
ures.  But  harmless  as  a  dove.  If  he  did  no  good  i 
was  because  no  good  lay  in  his  way  to  do.  If  he 
did  evil,  it  was  because  only  evil  lay  all  round  him, 
and  there  was  no  fun  in  anything  else. 

He  looked  up  to  Our  Chaplain  as  asaint,too  good 
for  this  world,  and  altogether  too  good  for  his  asso- 
eiation  or  advice, 

But  see  now,  what  a  change  a  little  wealth  has 
brought  to  him.  Well  might  Christ  say,  "It  is  hard 
for  a  rich  man  to  enter  the  kingdom  of  Heaven  I"  It 
is  indeed.  Not  that  great  riche3  would  damn  a  good 
man;  but  that  riches  sap  the  fountains  of  his 
moral  and  human  nature,  and  make  a  monster  of 
him. 

The  rich  man  to  make  another  million  will  do 
things  thai  a  poor  man  would  shudder  to  think  of. 
He  will  defy  God.risk  his  soul, and  subject  his  poor 
neighbors  to  heathen  ignorance  and  savage  penury 
To  evade  a  tax,  and  save  a  few  dollars,  he  will  see 
the  fairest  child  in  America,  ragged,  starved,  uned- 
ucated, lost  to  this  world,  and  lost  forever,  by  the 
vice  and  degradaion  he  thrusts  upon  her. 

He  will  hire  a  yellow  heathen  Chinee  to  dust  his 
parlor  and  wail  upon  his  table;  it  he  can  do  it  for  a 
dollar  less.while  the  fairest  buds  of  promise  of  white 
American  blood  seek  the  haunts  of  shame  for  bread 
to  live. 

TesI  Our  Man  has  got  a  change  of  heart  The 
millionaires  change  of  heart.  He  feels  certain  that 
he  is  to  become  rich.and  now  cares  little  about  the 
means.  He  is  not  to  be  one  of  the  poor,  so  away 
with  the  poor!  He  will  be  rich,  and  must  take  all 
his  ideas  from  his  new  sphere.  Nob  Hill  is  hence- 
forth his  pattern  and  guide. 

He  has  no  board  to  pay,  and  no  clothes  to  buy. 
Mrs.  Sullivan  attends  with  scrupulous  care  to  these 
two  items.  Aud  Hannah  Maria  has  become  a  bank 
on  which  he  can  draw  for  almost  fabulous  sumB.^pn 
from  credluous  humanity  by  a  mere  trick.  Aye 
worse  than  that  of  the  fellow  who  works  the  thim, 
lei  and  the  pea. 

To  Our  Chaplain,  from  being  an  humble  admirer 
at  a  respectful  distance,  he  has  become  a  patron, as- 
suming the  right  to  advise,  and  dictate,  and  never 
-     earn  that  that  good  man  might  object 
he  path  laid  out  for  him  by  a  grace- 
e.    Nob  Hill  does  so.  a  It  builds   a 


Church.  It  hires  a.'preacher.  It  tells  him  what  to 
say.  And  the  good  man  can  either  put  himself  un- 
der its  iD6truction,orvacate,and  thenthey  hire  some 
hyporite  who  will. 

It  was  wonderful  what  a  little  money  had  done 
for  our  scapegrace. 

He  said  to  Our  Chaplain,"Now  you  see  how  it  is. 
You  have  been  writing  and  speaking  pure  Christ- 
ianity for  years,  and  here  you  are,  without  a  con- 
gregation, in  fact  with  hardly  a  place  to  lay  your 
head. 

"You  see  plainly  the  people  don't  want  that  sort 
of  thing.  Nob  Hill  has  no  use  for  that  kind  of  re- 
ligion. Nob  Hill  won't  pay  for  that  kind  of  preach, 
ing. 

"And  nobody  else  will.  You  have  not  had  a  call 
in  twelve  months,  with  any  pay  to  it.  People  won't 
pay  for  a  religion  that  requires  them  to  be  good. 

"They  say,  'Oh,oh,if  that  is  it,  if  I  am  to  be  good 
what  is  the  use  of  a  preacher?  I  want  a  minister 
who  can  save  me  and  let  me  do  as  I  please.  That 
is  worth  something.  But  this  plan  of  having  to  be 
good, and  paying  a  preacher's  salary  too, is  like  hir- 
ing help  and  doing  the  work  yourself  . 

"Nob  Hill  don't  do  so.  Aud  now  I  will  make  a 
bargain  with  you.  Yes,  you  shall  preach  on  con- 
tract. One  thousand  dollars  a  year  to  start  on,  two 
if  it  pays,  and  the  more  it  pays  the  more  you  shall 
have. 

"But  as  I  pay  for  the  article,  I  must  write  out  the 
catechism  of  the  church, and  you  must  conform  your 
sermons  to  it.  And  whenever  I  find  you  getting  off 
it,  I  shall  gently  take  the  paslor  by  the  ear,  and 
bring  you  back  to  it.  That  is  Nob  Hill,  and  T  am 
going  to  be  just  as  nobby  as  the  best  of  them." 

But  Our  Chaplain  recoiled  at  the  thought..  What! 
Bad  he  studdied  theology  for  forty  years  to  be  die 
tated  to  in  faith  and  practice  by  a  mere  stripling, 
and  a  reprobate  at  that!  No,  indeed!  A  thousand 
a  year  was  a  good  thing ;  but  a  good  conscience, and 
duty  faithfully  and  well  done  was  better.  Let  me 
starre  to  death,  said  he,  and  go  to  Heaven,  rather 
than  live  in  a  palace  and  my  death  the  gate  of  hell. 
The  people  may  neglect  me,  because  they  do  not 
know  me;  hut  my  God  is  not  so.  He  knows  the 
heart  as  it  is. 

Aud  so  this  conversation  ended  for  the  time.  Our 
Man  said  he  could  find  chaplain's  enough  to  suit  him 
And  the  Chaplain  said  it  was  the  first  time  he  had 
ever  heard  of  the  sheep  guiding  the  shepherd.  But 
Our  Man  said  that  was  the  fashion  on  Nob  Hill.and 
lie  should  stick  to  it. 

He  went  off  not  very  well  pleased  to  see  Mrs.  Sul. 
livau.  That  good  lady  invited  him  to  hear  Father 
Gibney  last  Sunday  evening  on  education, 
and  he  said  he  thought  it  was  a  good  thing  to  do. 
In  due  season  they  presented  themselves  at  St. 
Francis  Church.  At  the  sight  of  our  Man  the  jan- 
itors made  a  great  stir,  sbowed  them  to  a  nice  pew, 
dusted  and  shook  up  the  cushions,  and  seated  them 
with  the  most  respectful  attention.  Our  Man  ac- 
cepted these  courtesies  as  one  "to  the  manor  born," 
while  Mrs.  Sullivan  was  profuse  in  her  usual  dip- 
pings and  crossings  and  beudiugs  before  entering 
the  pew. 

And  Father  Gibney  soon  made  his  appearance. 
He  is  not  one  of  Pharoah's  lean  lciue.  There  is  no 
mortification  of  the  flesh  about  Father  Gibney.  An 
indulgence,  now  and  then  must  be  a  physical  ne- 
cessity for  a  man  of  his  frame  and  habits.  He  likes 
his  wine,  and  a  good  table,  and'doubtless  all  the 
other  good  things  of  this  life.  We  had  the  pleasure 
of  giving  this  famous  expounder  of  the  laws  of  ed- 
ucation  a  picture  of  himself  in  a  state  of  drunken- 
ness a  few  weeks  ago,  in  company  with  one  Father 
Slattery. 

And  he  went  on  to  say,  "That  the  Church  was  the 
proper  educator  of  the  people.  That  education  with- 
out morals  is  only  giving  power  to  a  wild  beast. 
That  morals  could  not  be  taught  without  religion. 
That  the  Catholic  Church  was  the  only  true  teach, 
er  of  religion.  And  it  was  therefore  the  ouiy  prop- 
er educator. 

"In  your  Protestant,  or  secular  schools,  you  have 
Protestant  teachers.  They  seer  at  the  infallibility 
of  the  Pope,  they  admire  Luther  and  Calvin,  and 
Wesley,  aud  teach  the  children  so.  They  appeal 
only  to  their  common  sense  and  their  own  self  in- 
terest to  keep  sober,  and  to  be  industrious  and  boo- 
st and  peaceful,  and  so  keep  out  of  jails  and  peni. 
etentiaries. 
"They  leave  thescholar  unaware  of  a  thousand  lit- 


tle sins  thatneed  penance  and  praying  for,  aye  and 
paying  for  too,such  as  passing  a  priest  on  the  street 
without  humbly  saluting  him,  entering  a  Catholic 
Church  without  a  bow,  or  crossing  themselves  with 
holy  water.  • 

Children  so  educated  grow  up  without  due  rever. 
ence  for  the  priests,  think  that  Uncle  Sam  is  as 
good  as  the  Pope,  will  do  no  penance,  pay  notning 
into  the  coffers  of  the  Church,  and  in  time  come  to 
believe  that  they  have  inalienable  rights,  and  that, 
an  American  sovereign  is  as  good  as  the  Holy  Fa. 
ther  himself. 

"It  is  easy  to  see  that  such  schools  cannot  suit 
the  Holy  Roman  Catholic  Church.  If  they  are  to 
be  continued,  the  people  will  all  become  Republ- 
eaus  aud  Americaus.'  In  another  generation  Ireland 
will  be  forgotten,  and  the  Pnpe  get  no  help  from 
America,  to  subdue  the  world  to  ihe  supreme  rule 
of  the  infallible  Churfth. 

"It  is  a  shame  for  the  .Republic  thus  to  preserve 
itself,  at  the  expense  of  the  Church,  and  make  Caih- 
olics  pay  for  it  by  their  taxes.  Catholics  should 
not  be  taxed  to  support  any  public  ofncer.Dr  court, 
or  jail,  or  school,  that  is  not  Catholic,  that  does  not 
serve  the  Pope  first,  and  the  American  people  sec- 
and. 

"A  President  who  warns  the  American  people 
against  the  iucroachmeuts  of  Rome,  should  uot  be 
paid  his  salary  fro*n  taxes  levied  on  Roman  Catho- 
lics. A  j  udge  of  a  court,  who  does  not  hold  the 
Pope  to  be  infallible,  should  not  be  paid  by  Catho- 
lic tax  payers.  A  sheriff  or  constable  who  would 
lay  hands  on  a  priest,  who  is  all  the  same  a3  Christ 
do  what  he  may,  should  draw  no  support  from 
Catholic  property.  A  school  teacher,  who  could 
thiok  for  a  moment,  and  so  teach,  that  the  govern- 
ment of  the  United  Slates  is  to  be  obeyed,  rather 
than  the  Pope, should  not  be  supported  out  of  Cath- 
olic taxes. 

"It  is  a  grievous  oppression.  It  is  worse  than  the 
Church  of  England  eslablished  in  Ireland,  compel- 
ling people  to  support  a  Church  they  despise,  aud 
pay  for  principles  they  condemn. 

"The  Catholic,  being  the  true  Church,  has  a  - 
right  to  tax  heretics  in  any  manner  it  pleases.  It 
has  a  right  to  take  their  children,  and  make  Catho. 
lies  of  them.  It  has  a  right  to  convert  them  by 
force,  or  imprison  them,dnve  them  out  of  the  coun- 
try, or  put  them  to  death.  It  is  the  true  Church, aud 
may  do  all  tnese  tnings. 

"But  Protestants  being  only  schismatists  and 
heretics,  have  no  right  to  preserve  their  religion,  or 
their  children  from  the  Catholic  Church.  Repub- 
lics, being  accursed,  and  under  the  ban  of  the  Pope 
have  no  light  to  defend  themselves  by  educating 
their  children  to  be  Republicans  aud  not  Catho- 
lics.) 

"It  is  Irue  that  these  common  schools  seem  to 
make  the  boys  smai'ter  in  a  worldly  sense  than 
Catholics  do.  They  make  a  living.  They  keep  out 
ofthe  jails  aud  the  penitentiaries,  while  our  boys 
fill  both.  But  they  pay  nothing  to  the  Church,they  . 
have  no  respect  for  the  priests,uud  many  of  them  do 
not  believe  that  the  Holy  Father  is  all  the  same  as 
God.  This  is  our  real  objeciion  to  them.  It  is  not 
that  they  do  uot  leach  well,  not  that  the  common 
school  children  are  immoral  or  criminal,  they  are 
not  so  much  so  as  ours;  but  that  they  become 
Americans  and  Republicans,  instead  of  remaining 
Irish  and  Catholics. 

"The  Church  therefoie  denounces  the  common 
school.  It  precludes  their  use  by  Catholics.  It 
forbida  you  to  send  your  children  there.  And  it 
tells  3rou  that  it  is  a  grievous  oppression  for  the  . 
American  peopie  to  tax  you  to  teach  yonr  children 
to  love  the  Republic  more  than  Rome. 

"We  demand  that  Catholics  be  exempt  from  the 
payment  of  taxes  to  support  any  office,  or  officer, 
court,  prison  or  school,  in  which  anythiDg  is  taught 
or  any  doctrine  or  law  held  that  is  against  the  faith 
of  the  Holy  Roman  Catholic  and  Apostolic 
Church." 

Mrs.  Sullivan  said  it  was  a  mosfilligant  sarmon." 
Most  of  the  congregation  seemed  to  think  it  con- 
cluded the  whole  argument,  and  it  would  be  a  sin 
to  send  a  child  to  the  common  school  in  the  face  of 
such  reasoning. 

Our  Man  said  it  settled  the  case.  It  showed 
clearly,  either  that  Rome  would  take  hold  of  our 
schooJsand  our  government,  and  run  them  for  us, 
or  we  must  take  Rome  by  the  neck,  and  teach  it  to 
mind  its  own  business.  He  said  it  had  come  to 
I  that  certain ;  and  he  knew  which  ought  to  be  done.

The  pastor 
is  au  imitation  of  the  Pope,  to  whom  the  people 
have  ouly  lo  listeu  and  obey. 

7«ii.  That  there  is  a  Papal  leaning  towards  ig- 
norance, and  a  defiance  of  science;  whereas  true 
science  and  true  religion  cannot  be  iu  conflict. 

Slh.  That  politically  and  socially,  the  Churches 
are,  not  the  friends  of  the  poor,  do  not  murmur 
when  the  poor  starve,  do  not  call  for  such  legisla- 
tion as  will  relieve  them,  or  prevent  future  misery. 

9th.  That  while  Church  people  profess  to  be- 
lieve iu  the  millenium  of  God,  they  do  nothing  to 
bring  it  about.  They  have  no  plans  of  progress 
for  mankind.  They  are  content  to  say  with  the  old 
liomish  anthem,"As  it  was  iu  the  beginning,ia  now, 
and  ever  shall  be." 

10th.  That  a  new  and  better  interpretation  of 
the  religion  of  Christ  is  needed,  needed  for  our. 
selves — needed  to  teach  the  heathen — needed  for 
the  whole  world. 

Do  you  doubt  any  of  these  proporilions?  Then 
let  us  hear  from  you.  We  shall  be  glad  to  learn  it 
we  are  wrong. 

Suppose  the  emperor  of  China  were  lo  send  a 
commission  to  ban  Francisco,  instructed  i.o  ask  our 
wisest  and  best  men  what  religion  we  would  re- 
commecd  to  him  and  his  people. 

What  a  flurry  there  would  be  among  us!  Sup- 
pose all  our  voters  met  in  the  Plaza,  to  select  six 
men  to  imparl  to  these  commissions  our  highest 
thought  of  GoJ,  of  moral  conduct,  and  of  the  fu- 
ture life,  in  fact,  Ihe  highest  religious  knowledge 
of  the  American  people. 

Whom  would  we  select?  Who  knows?  If  the 
whole  people  met,  without  doubt  six  of  our  great 
preachers  would  be  elected,  by  a  sort  of  common 
consent,  or  acquicscense.  It  is  not  unlikely  that 
Archbishop .  Aleuiauy,  or  Father  Hugh  Gallagher 
would  be  of  the  number.  So  empty  and  insincere 
and  insignificant  is  ihe  popular  voice. 

But  il  only  our  educated  men,  our  {men  of 
science  and  learning,  our  learned  businessmen, 
onr  lawyers,  doctors,  and  include  the  preachers,  if 
only  these  were  allosved  to  vote,  how  different 
would  be  the  icsulll 

No  preacher  would  be  put  forward.  No  Church 
man  would  be  elected  as  the  mau  to  express  to  the 
emperor  of  China  our  highest  knowledge  of  God, 
our  purest  moral  philosophy,  or  our  clearest  and 
best  defined  notions  of  the  future  life.  They  are 
not  the  men  who  lead  American  thought.  They 
have  fallen  into  the  slough  of  antiquated  clericism, 
into  the  mire  of  liomish  dogmatism.  Ou  no  ques- 
tion are  they  iu  accord  with  the  American  Curist- 
iau  philosopher.  They  teach  the  tenets  of  a  popu 
lar  Church;  and  not  the  refined  sense  of  free  and 
independent  mindo. 

This  is  why  our  missionaries  abroad  make  so  lit- 
tle progress  in  converting  the  heathen.  The  mis 
sionary  goes  with  his  catechism  in  his  hand,  and 
reads  out,  "I  believe  in  the  resurrection  of  the  bo- 
dy." The  poor  heathen  inquires  about  it  of  the 
white  merchant,  who  is  an  educated  man.  "He  says, 


"I).)  you  believe  this?"  And  that  man  replies, 
"Pooh!  nonsense!  No  sensible  while  man  be- 
lieves in  such  a  thing.  Il  is  ridiculous!  It  ls-sirn- 
ply  impossible!  The  body  is  formed  of  "what  you 
eat  all  the  days  of  your  life.  It  wastes  continually. 
The  waste  is  thrown  off,  and  taken  on  by  others. 
There  is  a  perfect  interchange  through  life,  and  in 
death  a  perfect  transfer.  To  resurrect  the  same  bo- 
dy, and  to  do  the  same  for  each,  would  be  impos- 
sible, even  with  God.  The  sliue  particle  of  matter 
has  belonged  lo  hundreds, and  could  nol  be  restored 
lo  each." 

And  thesame  is  true  of  a  great  many  things  that 
are  taughl  from  habit  aud  custom.  In  fact, we  are 
trying  to  teach  the  Chinese  doctrines  that-we  do 
not  believe  ourselves.aud  calling  them  Christianity, 
siiuply  from  this  habit  of  clinging  to  erroneous 
phraseology. 

When  Mr.  Beecher  was  asked,  before  his  fall,  if 
he  believed  in  the  resurrection  of  the  body,  he 
said,  "Of  course  he  did.  But  he  w,ent  6n  to  ex- 
plain, aud  showed  that  he  did  not  believe  it  at  all. 
lie  had  better  have  given  a  straight  no.  It  is  Ihe 
spirit  only  that  is  eternal,  and  can  be  resurrected, 
aud  probably  these  words  originally  meant  the 
spirit,  but  were  mistranslated  by  crude  minds,  al- 
together loo  material  to  understand  them. 

We  stand  opposite  Asia.  We  must  probably  be 
the  civilizers  of  China.  Shall  we  lake  them  these 
crude  dogma,  the  mere  ashes  of  Roman  Catholic 
clericism;  or  shall  we  rise  superior  to  such  paltry 
teachings,  aud  make  our  religion  what  our  science 
is,  what  our  gunboats  are,  convincing  aud  irresista- 
ble. 

The  educated  men  of  China  cannot  laugh  at  our 
armed  steamers,  our  railways  and  our  telegraphs, 
but  when  we  attempt  to  teach  them  the  crudities 
of  Roman  theology  they  do  indeed  regard  us  as 
outer  barbarians. 

Let  us  pull  the  beams  out  of  our  own  eyes,  be- 
fore we  attempt  to  convert  the  followers  of  the 
celestial  Confucius.

LETTERS  FROM   ROME- 


No.  9. 

But  they  have  another  exercise  of  the  same  kind 
and  in  the  same  season  of  Lent,  which,  under  the 
notion  of  penance,  is  still  a  more  absurd  mockery 
of  all  religion;  when,  on  a  certain  day,  appointed 
annually  for  Ibis  discipline,  men  of  all  conditions 
assemble  themselves  towards  the  evening,  in  one  of 
the  Churches  of  the  city,  where  whips  or  lashes 
made  of  cords,  are  provided  and  distributed  to 
every  person  present;  and  after  they  are  all  served, 
and  a  short  office  of  devotion  is  performed,  the  can- 
dles being  put  out, upon  the  warning  of  a  little  bell, 
the  whole  company  begin  presently  to  strip,  and 
try  the  force  of  these  whips  on  their  own  backs,for 
the  space  of  near  an  hour;  during  all  which  time, 
the  Church  becomes,  as  it  were,  the  proper  image 
of  hell;  where  nothing  is  heard  but  the  noise  of 
lushes  and  chains,  mixed  with  groan  of  these  self- 
tonnenters;  till  satiated  with  their  exercise,  they 
are  content  to  put  on  their  clothes,  and  ttke  cau- 
dles being  lighted  again,  upon  the  tinkling  of  a 
second  bell,  they  all  appear  in  their  proper  dress. 
.  Seneca,  alluding  to  the  very  j^same  effects  of  fan- 
aticism in  Paguu  Rome,  says: 

"So  great  is  the  force  of  it  ou  disordered  minds, 
that  they  try  to  appease  the  gods  by  such  methods 
as  an  enraged  man  would  hardly  take  to  revenge 
himself.  Bur,  if  there  be  any  gods  who  desire  to 
be  worshipped  after  tkis_manner,  they  do  not  de- 
erve  to  be  worshipped  at  all;  since  the  very  worst 
of  tyrants,  though  they  have  sometimes  torn  and 
tortured  people's  limbs,yet  have  never  commanded 
men  to  torture  themselves."  But  there  is  no  occas- 
ion to  imagine  that  all  the  blood  which  seems  to 
flow  on  these  occasions,  really  comes  from  the 
backs  of  these  bigots;  for  it  is  probable,  that,  like 
their  frantic  predecessors, .they  may  use  some  craft, 
as  well  as  zeal,  in  this  their  fury;  and  I  cannot  but 
Ihink  that  there  was  a  great  deal  of  justice  in  that 
edict  of  the  emperor  Commodus,  with  regard  to 
these  Bellonarii,  or  whippers  of  antiquity,  though 
it  ts  usually  imputed  to  his  cruelty,  when  he  com- 
manded that  they  should  not  be  suffered  to  impose 
upon  the  spectators,  but  be  obliged  to  cut  and  slash 
themselves  in  good  carneBt. 

If  I  had  leisure  to  examine  the  pretended  mira- 
cles, and  pious  frauds  of  the  Romish  Church,  I 
should  be  able  to  trace  them  all  from  the  same 
source  of  Paganism,  and  find  that  the  priests  of 
new  Rome  are  not  degenerated. from  their  predeces- 
sers  in  ihe  art  of  forging  these  holy  impostures; 
which,  as  Livy  observes  of  oldaRome,  "were  always 
multiplied  in  proportion  to  the  credulity  and  dis- 
position of  Ihe  po.<r  people  to  swallow  them." 

In  the  early  times  of  the  republic,  in  the  war 
with  the  Latins,  the  gods  Castor  and  Pollux  are 
said  to  have  appeared  on  white  horses  in  the  Ro- 
man army,  which,  by  their  assistance,  gained  a 
complete  victory;  in  memory  of  which,  the  Gene- 
ral Posthumius  vowed  and  built  a  lemple  publicly 
to  those  deities;  and  for  a  proof  of  the  fact,  there 
was  shown,  we  find,  in  Cicero's  time,  the  mark  of 
the  horse's  hoofs  on  a  rock  at  Kegillutn, where  they 
first  appeared. 

Now  this  miracle,  with  many  others  that  I  could 
mention  of  the  same  kind,  has,  I  dare  say,  as  au- 
thentic an  attestation,  a9  any  which  the  Papisls^can 
produce;  the  decree  of  a  senate  to  confirm  it;  a 
temple  erected  in  consequence  of  it;  visible  marks 
of  the  fact  on  the  spot  where  it  was  transacted ;  and 
all  this  supported  by  the  concurrent  testimony  of 
the  bestauthors  of  antiquity  ;amongst  whom  Diony. 
sius  of  Halicarnassus,  says,  that  there  ware  subsist- 
ing in  his  time  at  Rome,  many  evident  proofs  of 
its  reality,  besides  a  yearly  festival,  with  a  solemn 
sacrifice  and  procession  in  memory  of  it.  Yet  for 
all  this,  these  stories  were' but  ^he  jest  of  men  of 
sense,  even  in  the  times  of  nealhenism ;  and  seem 
so  extravagant  to  us  now,  that  we  wonder  how  there 
could  ever  be  any  so  simple  as  to  believe  them. 

"What  better  opinion,  then,  can  we  have  of  all 
those  of  the  same  stamp  in  the  Popish  legends, 
which  they  have  plainly  built  on  this  foundation, 


ahd  copied  from  this  very  ^original?  Not  contemi 
with  barely  copying,  they  seldom  fail  to  improve 
the  old  story,  with  some  additional  forgery  and  in.' 
vention  of  their  own.  Thus,  in  the  present  case, 
instead  of  two  persons  on  white  horses,  they  take 
care  to  introduce  three;  and  not  only  on  white 
horse3,  but  at  the  head  of  white  armies  as  in  an 
old  history  ot  the  holy  wars,  written  by  a  pretend, 
ed  eye-witness,  and  published  by  Mabillon,  it  is 
solemnly  affirmed  of  St.  George,  Demetrius,  aud 
TheoU<U'Us.  They  show  us,  too,  in  several  parts  of 
Italy,  the  marks  of  hands  and  feet  on  rocks  and 
stones,  said  to  have  been  effected  miraculously  by 
the  apparition  of  some  saint  or  angel  on  the  spot; 
just  as  the  impression  of  Hercules'  feet  was  shown 
of  old  on  a  stone  iu  Scy  thia,  exactly  resembling  the 
footsteps  of.  a  man.  And  they  have  also  many 
churches  and  public  mouuments,  erected  in  testi- 
mony of  such  miracles,  viz.  of  saints  aud  angels 
fighting  visibly  for  them  in  their  battles,  which 
though  always  as  ridiculous  as  that  above  men» 
tioned,  are  not  yet  supported  by  half  so  good  evi- 
dence of  their  reality. 

"The  religion  of  Ceres  of  Enna,  was  celebrated, 
as  Cicero  informs  us,  with  a  wonderful  "devotion, 
both  in  public  aud  private,  through  all  Sicily;  for 
her  presence,  and  divinity  had  been  frequently  man- 
ifested to  them  by  numerous  prodigies,  aud  many 
people  had  received  immediate  help  from  her  in 
their  utmost  distress.  Her  image,  therefore,  in 
that  temple,  was  held  in  such  veneration,  that 
whatever  men  beheld  it,  they  fancied  themselves 
beholding  either  Ceres  heiself,  or  the  figure  of  her 
at  least  not  made  by  human  hands,  but  dropt  down 
to  them  from  Heaven."  Now,  if  in  the  place  of 
Geres  of  Enna,  we  should  insert  into  this  relation, 
our  lady  of  Lorelto,  or  of  Impruueta,  or  any  other 
miraculous  image  iu  Italy;  the  very  same  account 
would  suit  as  exaclly  with  the  history  of  the  mo- 
dern saint,  as  it  is  told  by  the  present  Romans,  as  it 
formely  did  with  that  of  Ceres,  as  it  is  transmitted 
to  us  by  the  ancients.  And  what  else,  indeed,  are 
all  their  miraculous  images,  which  we  see  in  every 
great  town,  said  to  be  made  by  angels,  and  sent  to 
them  from  Heaveu,  but  mere  copies  of  the  ancient 
faLles,  of  the  diopetos  agalma,  or  image  of  Diana 
dropt  from  the  clouds;  or  the  Palladium  of  Troy, 
which,  according  to  old  authors,  was  a  wooden 
statue  three  cubits  long,  which  fell  from  Heaven. 
Iu  one  of  their  Churches  here,  they  show  a  pic- 
ture of  the  Virgin,  which,  as  their  writeis  affirm, 
was  brought  down  from  Heaven  with  great  pomp, 
and  after  having  hung  a  while  with  surprising 
lustre  in  the  air,  in  the  sight  of  all  the  clergy  and 
people  of  Rome,  was  delivered  by  augels  iuto  the 
hands  of  Pope  John  the  fisrt,  who  marched  out  in 
solemn  procession,  in  order  to  receive  this  celestial 
present.  And  is  not  this  exactly' of  a  piece  with 
the  old  Pagan  story  of  king  Nutna,  when,  in  this 
same  cily,  he  issued  from  his  palace,  wilu  priest 
aud  people  after  him,  and  with  public  prayer  and 
solemn  devotion,  received  the  ancil  or  Heavenly 
shield,  which,  iu  the  presence  of  all  Ihe  people  of 
Rome,  was  sent  down  to  him  with  much  the  same 
formalit}'  from  the  clouds  V  And  as  that  wise  prince, 
for  the  security  of  his  Heavenly  present,  ordered 
several  others  to  be  made  so  exactly  like  it,  that  the 
original  could  not  be  distinguished,  so  the  Romish 
priests  iiave  Ihence  taken  the  hint  to  form  after 
each  celestial  pattern,  a  number  of  copies,  so  per- 
fectly resembling  each  other,  as'  to  occasion  end- 
less squabbles  among  Ihemselvc  about  their  seve- 
ral pretensions  to  the   divine  original.

Hour  Irish  and  Roman  Catholic  fellow  citizens 
feel  disposed  to  celebrate  the  natal  day  of  the  patron 
saint  of  Ireland, they  are  free  to  do  so ;  and  we  have 
not  one  word  to  say  against  their  love  foi  tho  laud 
of  their  birth  or  the  religion  of  their  fathers. 

Were  we  invited  to  join  thein,  aud  no  public  con- 
sideration stood  in  our  way,  we  might  even  feel 
disposed  to  joviate  with  our  Irish  friends  ou  this 
occasion.  And  in  any  event  we  should  reply  to  a 
courteous  invitation  with  equal  courtesy.

It  is  stated  that  not  a  steamer  leaves  New  York 
for  Havana  that  does  not  take  out  from  2,000  to 
5,000  reams,  or  in  occasional  instances  as  high  as 
30,000  reams  of  coarse  brown  wrapping  paper. 
What  this  paper  was  used  for  was  for  a  long  time  a 
mysteiy ;  but  it  has  recently  been  revealed  tLat  it 
enters  into  the  manufacture  of  "pure  Havana  ci- 
gars." It  is  said  when  saturated  in  the  juice  of  to- 
bacco stems  the  straw  paper  makes  a  "filling"  al- 
most equal,  if  not  superior  to  the  genuine  leaf.  In 
fact  it  is  sometimes  impossible  to  detect  the  deli- 
cate film  of  paper  interlapped  with  leaves  in  the 
finished  cigar,  or  neatly  folding  the  exterior.  For 
this  purpose,  we  are  told,  it  serves  admirably,  the 
paper  under  combustion,  leaving  no  residum  other 
thau  a  pure  white  ash.  To  such  a  refinement  of  art 
has  this  business  been  carried  that  by  the  use  of 
machines  rolled  over  the  sheet  of  paper  au  almost 
perfect  impression  of  the  tobacco  leaf  is  obtained, 
the  peculiar  spots  being  printed  as  ou  calico. 
Smokers  of  Havana  cigars,  will,  no  doubt,  consume 
their  "weed"  with  an  added  zest  after  learning  of 
what  it  is  probably  composed.

But  in  any  caso  an  Irishma-i.and  he  must  be  in  the 
ranks. 

When  Pat  is  off,  Biddy  must  fix  herself  and  the 
"childer"  to  see  the  grand  sight.  And  by  noon  they 
are  all  on  the  street. 

And  not  tbem  alone.  Saa  Francisco  always  turns 
out  to  see  St.  Patrick.  He  is  a  greater  man,  half 
the  time  than  the  Fourth  of  Julia.  Your  genuine 
American  does  not  care  much  to  wear  his  patriot- 
ism on  his  sleeve,  and  indulge  in  dumb  show  and 
noise.  He  lets  the  great  day  go  by  occasionally 
wiihout  much  notice. 

But  it  is  never  so  with  the  Irishman  and  St.  Pat- 
rick.   There  is  no  forgetting  and  no   break   down. 

And  here  comes  the  proeessiou.  What  a  motley 
group.  The  bands  are  numerous,  and  the  music  of 
the  largest  caliber.  Bray,  bray,  bum,  bum !  They 
come  on.  Soldiers  lead  the  way,  of  course.  The 
Hibernians!  The  excommunicated  Hibernians  are 
there,  and  bow  and  lower  their  banners  as  they  pass 
the  priets,  just  as  though  nothing  had  happened. 

The  Irish  Giant  is  dressed  in  old  time  garments 
and  wields  his  battle  axe.  St.  Patrick  himself  is 
borne  along  in  the  post  of  honor.  Oh,  it  is  a  long 
tedious  procession.  Too  much  of  everything  except 
variety.  And  at  the  eud,  the  irrepressible  Happy 
Jack  with  his  wee  bit  of  a  pony  brings  up  in  the 
rear. 

It  is  over.  Break  ranks  is  the  word.  And  there  is 
confusion  worse  confounded. 

Now  the  poet,  in  frenzied  verse,  describes  that 
fairy  land  of  the  imagination, Ireland,  as  Irishmen 
think  she  is, the  laud  of  saints  and  martyrs, oppress- 
ed by  the  power  of  heretic  England  aided  by  the 
devil.  Nothing  short  of  this  could  keep  down  the 
bravest,  the  smartest  and  the  wittiest  and  most  stal- 
wart nation  on  the  globe. 

Then  comes  the  orator,  who  demonstrates  to  the 
entire  satisfaction  of  his  hearers  all  that  the  poet 
has  asserted.  He  says  the  Irish  were  the  most  learn- 
ed and  prosperous  aud  martial  people  on  the  globe 
before  those  wretched  English  begau  to  oppress 
them.  Since  then,  aud  eveu  now,  Irishmen  are  the 
flower  of  the  armies  of  the  world.  They  are  heroes 
everywhere  except  in  Ireland.  They  are  invincible 
on  every  battle  field  except  where  they  meet  the  op- 
pressors. They  saved  America  from  the  legions  of 
Jeff  Davis.  There  is  nothing  impossible  to  their 
valor  aud  their  ability  except  to  snatch  Ireland 
from  John  Bull. 

This  over,  nothing  remains  but  to  dine  and  get 
drunk.    And  the  great  d  ay  is  over. 

Two  things  have  been  done.  The  Irish  people 
think  they  have  honored  their  native  land.  The 
Catholic  priests  who  are  every  where  iu  the  posts  of 
honor  know  that  the  children  of  Irish  parents  are 
thus  tied  to  them  and  their  malign  influence. 
Could  the  Irish  be  rid  of  these  Romish  priests.these 
minions  of  the  infallible  Pope,  these  enemies  of  Re- 
publican liberty,  their  grand  procession  would  be 
nailed  as  a  great  pageant  by  our  delighted  people.

Come  out  from  among  them  and  show  yourselves 
worthy  of  the"Laud  of  the  free.and  the  home  of  the 
brave!'1  These  priests  will  never  lead  you  to  any- 
thing but  the  rule  of  Popes  and   emperors.

May  a  judge  sentence  a  prisoner  for  crimes  not 
charged,  not  proven, and  not  found  true  by  the  jury  r 

May  a  judge  enlarge  a  sentence  in  any  case,  for 
the  reason  that  the  defendant  has  assailed  the  dog- 
ma of  the  Catholic  Church  ? 

These  are  the  real  points  of  this  case, and  the  peo- 
ple of  California  must  have  them  answered.  No! 
No!  No!  a  thousand  times  no.  Only  malice  and 
iguorauce  could  answer  otherwise. 


THE  POLITICAL  SITUATION.

San  Francisco  has  heretofore  been  regarded  as  a 
Democratic  city.  Our  Government  is  Democratic 
aud  in  a  great  measure  Roman  Catholic.  That 
Church  has  more  influence  and  more  profit  and  pro- 
tection from  our  city  than  all  other  Churches  put 
together. 

But  strange  to  say,  last  fall  there  was  a  large  ma- 
jority for  Hayes  and  Wheeler.  And  yet.not  strange. 
There  are , thousands  of  men  in  our  city  who  are 
not  wedded  to  any  party.  They  vote  as  they  think 
the  occasion  demands,  and  the  best  interests  of  the 
country  require. 

These  men  have  desired  to  rebuke  the  corrupt- 
ions of  the  Republican  Party,  and  will  by  no  means 
indorse  the  conduct  of  those  rings  and  factions  that

SOLID  FOOD. 


Pulverized  diamonds  are  in  some  parts  of  India 
reputed  to  be  the  least  painful  but  the  most  active 
and  infallible  of  all  poisons.  Rubies,  however,  re 
duced  to  powderjare.it  seems.considered  to  be  rather 
beneficial  to  the  health  than  otherwise.  At  least 
such  is  the  opinion  of  the  ex-gaikwar  of  Baroda, 
who,  according  to  one  of  the  Indian  papers,is  now 
engaged  in  repairing  his  constitution,  and,with  this 
view,  is  in  the  habit  of  eating  rubies  in  the  form  of 
a  fine  powder  over  cakes.  His  highness  entertains 
a  very  high  opinion  of  the  medicinal  qualities  of 
rubies  taken  in  this  form,  and  expends  a  considera- 
ble portion  of  his  income  in  buying  these  gems  for 
conversion  into  physic.  He  also  takes  other  prec- 
ious stones,  not  as  pills,  but  as  powder,  to  assist  in 
the  restoration  of  his  health,  and  has  engaged  a 
large  number  of  native  cooks,  who  have  orders  to 
leave  no  stone  unpowdered  which,when  mixed  with 
confectionary,  may  be  eaten  with  advantage.

He  says,  the  Judge  is  ignorant,  an  enemy  of  his, 
i  malignant  devotee  of  the  Pope  of  Rome,  and  he 
does  not  feel  safe  to  be  tried  in  that  Court. 

He  says  the  records  are  not  kept  understanding^ 

1  o  that  a  superior  Court  can  know   what   is  done, 


aud  what  is  not  done,  aud  so  review  the  cases,  and 
correct  what  is  wrong. 

He  says  the  juries  are  summoned  by  an  officer 
who  is  a  creature  of  the  Judge,  aud  under  no  rule 
but  his  own  discretion,  and  there  is  nothing 
to  insure  a  fair  and  unpartial  hearing. 

He  says  Judge  Ferral  has  au^idea  that  tho  Pope 
aud  the.Holy  Roman  Catholic  aud  Apostolic  Church 
are  under  the  peculiar  aud  special  protection  of  his 
Court.  And  that  under  all  these  circumstances  he 
does  not  feel  as  though  he  could  have  a  fair  trial, 
aud  begs  to  be  excused. 

But  the  Judge  says  he  cannot  listen  to  such  obj- 
ections as  these.  The  trial  must  proceed,  aud  the 
defendant  must  stand  the  consequences. 

And  it  does  proceed.  Then  Ferral,  in  defiance  of 
the  Statute  which  declares  that  the  jurrors  shall 
be  judges  of  both  the  law  and- the  fact,  in  libel 
cases,  decides  the  law  himself,  and  refuses  to  let  the 
jury  hear  the  facts. 

When  the  jury  cannot  agree  and  have  been  ant 
so  long  as  to  he  nearly  famished  and,  demand  to 
be  discharged,  Ferral  who  has  had  his  reg. 
ular  meals  says  they  must  agree,  they  shall  not 
have  a  cracker  or  a  crust  till  they  do.  An  1  the 
jury,  thus  bulldozed,  find  for  conviction. 

When  all  this  has  been  done,  aud  Ferral  comes 
to  pronounce  sentence,  it  is  found  that  in  his  haste 
to  persercute  the  defendant,  he  has  never  been  ar- 
rainged,  iu  fact.  Ferral  fluding  no  plea  on  the  rec- 
ords of  the  Court,  orders  one  to  be  put  there,  right 
or  wrong. 

When  an  Attorney  objects  to  this  entering  a  false- 
hood on  the  minutes  of  the  Court  Ferral  gets  mad, 
aud  threatens  him  with  imprisonment. 

When  it  was  objected  that  the  defendant  had 
been  tried  and  acquitted  by  a  jury,  in  another 
Court,  for  the  very  same  charge,  arising  from  the 
same  act,  and  was  therefore  untitled  to  a  discharge, 
Ferral  said  he  didn't  care,  he  would  try  him 
again. 

And  from  this  Court  it  is  said  there  is  no  appeal. 
It  is  final.    There  is  no  Court  above  it. 

This  is  the  substance  of  the  trial  last  Monday  iu 
Ferral's  Court,  of  Geo.  Thistletou  for  libelling  Lil- 
ly Tubbs!  Thistletou  was  convicted.  The  .  time 
tor  sentence  was  laid  over  till  next  Saturday,  that 
is  to:day,  so  we  cannot  report  it.

A  BULLDOSED  JURY. 


(SEE   ILLUSTRATION-) 

The  S.  F.  "Chronicle"  of  the  20th,  inst.  has  the 
following  to  say  in  reference  to  the  conduct  of 
Judge  Ferral,  of  the  Criminal  Court,  during  its  dej 
liberation  of  a  verdict  in  tho  case  of  Hiram  Tubbs 
against  Thistleton. 

Our  Artist  gives  two  illustrations  that  the  reader 
may  see  how  it  was  himself: 

About  7  o'clock  the  jury  was  called  in,  but  they 
had  not  agreed,  aud  they  were  sent  out  again.  At 
10  o'clock  the  Judge  again  called  them  in.  Tyler 
had  refused  to  be  present,  preferring  to  await  the 
decision  on  the  sidevvalk  below.  He  did  not  like  to 
be  a  party  to  keeping  the  jury  out  all  night  and 
yet  he  wanted  a  verdict.  The  jurymen  looked  hag- 
gard and  worn  out.  The  Judge  asked  them  if 
there  was  auy  prospect  of  an  agreement  and  the 
foreman  ejaculated  a  despondent  "Not  the  slight] 
est."  The  Judge  asked  Thistletou  if  he  would  conj 
sent  to  have  the  jury  discharged,  but  the  latter  said 
hedidn'tknow  anything  about.the  thing;  his  atj 
torney  was  not  there.  The  Judge  assumed  an  ausj 
tero  expression  and  remarked:  "The  defendant's 
counsel  refuses  to  be  present;  the  defendant  refusj 
es  to  -have  you  discharged  ;  so  you  will  have  to  go 
back  to  your  room  again.  You'll  probably  be  there 
all  night"-the  latter  words  With  severe  energy.  One 
skeleton  juror  with  sparse  side  whiskers.tremblicg- 
ly  arose  and  pleaded  to  be  permitted  to  have  some- 
thing to  eat.  He  was  accust.'.med  since  a  far-off 
boyhood  to  three  square  meals  a  day,  and  he  "really 


felt  faint,  Judge."  A  piece  of  bread  and  butter  or 
a  hunk  of  hard  tack  would  suffice  for  the  time  be- 
ing. A  pale-faced  man/whose  hair  had  been  comb- 
ed the  wrong  way  with  his  bands,  in  the  jury-room 
had  bceu  sick  all  day  and  felt  faint  aud  feeble  like. 
The  arrangement  could  proceed  satisfactory  no 
doubt  in  his  absence,  and  he  would  cheerfully  ac- 
quiesce in  any  conclusion  arrived  at. 

THE  UN8YMFATHISINa     JUDGE 

Thickened  his  eyebrows  aud  severely  commanded 
the  bailiff  to  lead  the  jury  to  its  room.  The  long 
line  wound  slowly  down  the  stairs,  the  jurors  walk 
ing  with  despondent  step.

to  the  precisely;uttered  question  of  the  {Clerk,  and 
the  Court  set  this  morning  as  time  for  sentence. 
The  counsel  for  the  defense  was  jubilant  on  the 
sidewalk,  and  declared  that  they"had'em  anyhow," 
as  the  defendant  had  never  be  arraigned,  and  con- 
sequently neveT  pleaded  to  the  indictment.

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LETTERS  FROM    ROME-

The  rod  of  Moses,  with  which  he  performed  his 
miracles,  is  still  preserved,  as  they  pretend,  and 
.shown  here  with  great  devotion,  in  one  of  the  prin-' 
Bipal  churches.  And  just  so  the  rod  of  Komulus, 
with  which  ho  performed  his  auguries,  was  pre- 
.  served  by  the  priests,  as  a  sacred  relic  in  old  Home. 
and  kept  with  great  reverence  from  being  touched 
or  handled  by  the  people;  which  rod,  loo.like  most 
of  the  Popish  reiics,  had  the  testimony  of  a  mir- 
acle in  proof  of  its  sanctity;  for  when  the  temple 
where  it  w;id  kept,  was  burutto  the  ground,  it  was 
found  entire  under  the  ashes,  and  untouched  by 
the  fume;  which  same  miracle  has  been  borrow- 
ed and  exactly  copied  by  the  present  Romans,  in 
instances;  particularly  in  a  miraculous  image  of 
our  Savior  in  St.  John  Latorau,  over  which  the 
frames,  it  seems,  had  been  twice  destroyed  by  fire. 
Nothing  is  more  common  among  the  miracles  of 
Popery,  than  to  hear  of  images,  that  on  certain  oc- 
caeious  had  Bpokeu.or  ehed  tears, or  sweat,  or  bled; 
and  do  not  wefiud  the  very  same  stories  in  all  the 
heathen  writers  r  Of  which  I  could  bring  number- 
ess  ex  imp  les  from  old  as  well  as  Popith  legends. 
Rome,  as  the  describe*  of  it  says,  abounds  with 
these  treasures,  or  speaking  images ;  but  he  laments 
the  negligence  of  their  ancestors,  in  not  recording," 
so  particularly  as  they  ought,  the  very  words  and 
other  circumstances  of  such  conversations.  They 
show  us  here  an  image  of  the  Virgin,  which  re- 
primanded Gregory  tthe  great,  for  passing  by  her 
too  carelessly;  aud,  in  St.  Paul's  Church,  a  crucfix, 
which  spoke  to  St.  Bridget.  Duranlus  mentions 
another  Madonna,  which  spoke  to  the  sexton,  in 
commendation  of  the  piety  of  one  of  her  votaries. 
Aud  did  not  the  image  of  Fortune  do  the  same,  or 
more,  in  old  Rome  ?  Which,  as  authors  say,  spoke 
twice  in  praise  of  those  matrons  who  had  dedicated 
a  temple  to  her.   ■ 

They  have  a  Church  here  dedicated  to  St.  Mary 
the  weeper,  or  to  a  Madonua  famous  for  shedding 
tears.  They  show  an  image,  too,  of  our  Saviour, 
which  for  some  time  before  the  sacking  of  Rome, 
wept  so  heartily,  tl!at  the  good  fathers  of  the  mon 
aslcry  were  all  employed  in  wiping  its  face  wi-th 
cotton.  And  was  not  the  case  just  the  same  among 
their  ancestors,  when,  on  the  approach  of  some 
publje  calamity,  the  statue  of  Apollo,  as  Livy  tells 
us,  wept  for  three  days  and  nights  successively? 
They  have  another  church  built  in  honor  of  an  im- 
age which  bled  very  plentifully  from  a  blow 
given  to  it  by  a  blasphemer.  Aud  were  not  the 
"i  i  idols,  luo,  as  full  of  bb>od,when,  as  Livy  relates, 
Lul  the  images  in  the  temple  of  Juno  were  seen  to 
sweat  with  drops  of  it? 

All  which  prodigies,  as  well  modern  as  ancient, 
are  derived  from  the  same  source,  viz.,  the  contri- 
vance of  priests  or  governors,  in  order  to  draw  some 
gam  or  advautage  out  of  the  poor  people,  whom 
they  thus  impose  upon. 

Xenophon,  though  himself  much  addicted  to 
superstilulion,  speaking  of  the  prodigies  which 
preceded  the  bottle  of  Leuctra,  aud  portended  vie- 
tory  to  lueThebaus,  tells  us  that  some  people  look- 
ed upon  them  all  as  forged  aud  contrived  by  the 
magistrate,  the  better  to  animate  and  eucourage 
the  multitude;  aud  as  the  originals  themselves 
wee  but  impostures,  it  is  no  wonder  that  the  copies 
of  them  appear  such  gros?  and  bungling  forgeries. 
I  have  observed  a  story  iu  Herodotus,  not  unlike 
the  account  which  is  given  of  the  tamed  travels  o£ 
the  house  of  Loretto,of  certain  mystical  things  that 
travelled  about  from  country  to  country,  and  after 
many  removals  and  journeys,  settled  at  last  for 
good  and  all,  iu  Delos.  but  this  imposture  of  the, 
holy  house,  might  be  suggested  rather,  as  Mr.  Ad- 
dison has  observed,  by  the  extraordinary  veneration 
paid  in  old  Rome,  to  the  cottage  of  its  founder, 
Romulus;  which  was  held  sacred  by  the  people, 
and  repaired  with  great  care  from  time  to  time, with 
the  same  kind  of  materials,  so  as  to  be  kept  up  in 
the  same  form  in  which  it  was  originally  built.  It 
was  turned  also,  I  fiud,  like  this  other  cottage  of 
our  lady,  into  a  temple,  and  had  divine  service  per- 
formed in  it,  till  it  happened  to  be   burnt  down  by  | 


the  lire  of  a  sacrifice  in  the  time  of  Augustus.  But 
what  makes  the  similitude  still  more  remarkable, is 
that  this  preteuded  cottage  of  Romulus  was  shown 
on  the  Capitoline  hill;  whereas,  it  is  certain  that 
Romulus  himself  lived  on  Mouut  Palatine;  so  that 
if  it  had  really  been  the  house  of  Romulus,  it  must 
needs,  like  the  hojy  house  of  Lore t to,  ba\*e  taken  a 
leap  iu  the  air,  and  suffered  a  miraculous  transla- 
tion, though  not  from  so  great  a  distance,  yet  from 
one  hill  at  least  to  the  other. 

But  if  we  fnllow  their  own  writers,  it  is  not  the 
holy  house  of  Luretto,  but  the  homely  cradle  of  our 
Saviour,  that  we  should  compare  rather  with  the 
little  house  of  R.unulus, which  cradle  is  now  shown 
iu  St.  Mary  the  great,  and  on  Chnatmas-day  expos- 
ed on  the  high  altar  to  the  adoration  of  the  people, 
being  held  iu  the  same  veneration  by  present  Rome 
as  the  humble  cottage  of  its  founder  had  been  by 
its  old  inhabitants.  "Rome,"  says  Barunius,  "is 
now  in  possession  of  thaluoble  monument  of  Christ's 
nativity,  made  ouly  of  wood,  withouL  auy  ornament 
of  silver  or  gold,  aud  is  made  more  happily  illusjj 
trious  by  it,  than  it  was  of  old  by  the  cottage  of 
Romulus;  which,  though  built  ouly  with  mua  aud 
straw,  our  ancestors  preserved  witfi  great  care  for 
many  ages." 

The  melting  of  St.  Jauuarious'  blood  at  Naples, 
whenever  it  is  brought  to  his  head,  which  is  doue 
with  great  solemnity  on  the  day  of  his  festival, whilst 
at,  alt  other  times  it  continues  dried  and  congealed 
in  a  glass  phial,  is  oue  of  the  standing  and  most 
authentic  miracles  of  Italy.  Yet  Mr.  Addison, who 
twice  saw  it  performed,  assures  us,  that  instead  of 
appearing  to  be  a  real  miracle,  he  thought  il  one  of 
the  most  buugfing  tricks  that  lie  had  ever  seen. 

Mabillon's  account  of  the  fact,  seems  to  solve  it 
very  naturally,  without  the  help  uf  a.  miracle;  for 
during  the  lime  that  a  mass  or  two  are  celebrated 
iu  the  Church,  the  other  priests  are  tampering  with 
this  phial  of  blood,  which  is  suspended  all  Ihe 
while  in  such  a  situation  that  as  soon  as  auy  part 
of  it  begins  to  melt  by  the  heat  of  their  hands,  or 
other  management,  it  drops  of  course  into  the  lower 
side  of  the  glass  which  is  empty;  upon  the  first 
discovery  of  .which,  the  miracle  is  proclaimed  aloud 
to  the  great  joy  and  edification  of  the  people. 

But  by  what  way  soever  it  he  effected,  il  is  plain- 
ly nothing  else  but  the  copy  of  an  old  cheat  uf  the 
same  kinu,  transacted  near  the  same  place,  which 
Horace  makes  himself  merry  with  in  his  journey  to 
Bruudusium;  telling  us,  how  the  priests  would 
have  imposed  upon  him  aud  his  .friends,  at  a  town 
called  Uualia,  by  persuading  them,  that  the  frank- 
incense  iu  Iht  temple  used  to  dissolve  and  melt  mir- 
aculously of  itself,  v\  ithout  the  help  of  tire. 

Iu  the  Cathedral  Church  of  Raveuna,  I  saw  in 
mosaic  work,  the  pictures  of  those  aichbiShops  of 
the  place,  who,  as  all  their  historians  affirm,  were 
chosen  for  several  ages  successively  by  Ihe  special 
designation  of  the  lioly  Ghost,  who  in  a  full  assem- 
bly uf  the  clergy  auu|jeoptc,used  Lo  descend  visibly 
on  the  person  elect,  in  the  shape  of  a  ,dove.  If  the 
fact  of  such  a  descent  be  true,  it  will  easily  be  ac- 
counted for  by  a  passage  in  Aulus  (ieltius,  (^whence 
the  hint  was  prubauly  taken,)  who  tells  us  of  Ar- 
chytas  the  philosopher  aud  mathematician,  tuat  he 
formed  a  pigeon  of  wood  so  artificially,  as  to  make 
it  fly  by  tne  power  of  mechanism,  just  as  he  direct- 
ed it.  Aud  we  find  from  Slrada,  that  many  tricks 
of  this  kind  were  actually  contrived  for  the  divei- 
siou  of  Charles  the  tilth,  in  his  monastery,  by  one 
Turriauus,  who  made  Utile  birds  fly  uut  of  the 
room,  and  back  again,  by  his  great  skill  iu  inaehiu- 
ery. 

It  would  be  endless  to  run  thruugh  all  the  Popish 
miracles,  whicu  are  evidently  forged,  or  copied 
from  the  originals  of  Paganism;  since  there  is 
scarce  a  prodigy  in  the  old  uiaioriaus,  or  a  fable  in 
the  old  prets,  but  what  is  transcribed  into  their  le- 
gends, aud  swallowed  by  their  silly  bigots,  ascer- 
tain and  undoubted  tacts. 

The  story  of  Arion  the  musiciau,  riding  triump- 
hant with  his  harp,  or  the  back  of  a  dolphin  that, 
took  him  up  when  thrown  overboard  at  sea,  is,  one 
would  think,  too  grossly  fabulous  to  be  applied  lo 
any  purpose  of  Christian  superstition.  Yet  our 
present  Romans  so  far  surpass  the  old  in  fable  aud 
imposture,  that  out  of  this  single  story  they  have 
coined  many  of  the  same  stamp,  viz.,  of  dolphins 
takiug  up  and  bringing  ashore  with  great  pomp, 
several  of  their  saints,  both  dead  aud  alive, who  had 
been  thrown,  or  to  deprive  them  of  burial.

On  the  day  of  my  arrival  at  the  camp  I  could  not 
see  the  emperor.  His  tent  was  the  centre  of  aids 
and  messengers  from  all  quarters. 

The  army  was  to  advance  the  next  morning,  and 
orders  were  being  issued  to  every  point  of  the  com- 
pass.  Amid  the  outer  crowd  I  soon  met  a  General 
of  my  acquaintance  who  invited  me  to  his  tent.and 
to  whom  I  exhibited  my  credentials  from  the  em- 
press. 
He  said  he  should  remain  near  head  quarters.and 
-  would  take  the  first  opportunity  to  present  me.  In 
the  meanwhile  I  should  be  safe  with  him. 

The  sun  Bet  gloriously.  As  the  gloom  of  night 
came  on,  the  camp  fires  made  a  long  line  of  lights 
as  far  as  the  eye  could  reach.  Strasburg  lay  oa 
our  extreme  right,  an  impregnable  fortress;  and 
Metz  on  the  left,  even  more  formidable.  In  front 
the  Rhine,  which  we  were  soon  to  cross. 

And  between  us  and  theRhine.a  few  German  out 
posts,  a  mere  mouthful,  a  spider's  web,  to  be  swept 
away  by  a  breath. 

We  had  sapper.  The  general.his  staff,  and  some 
colonels  and  captains.  After  the  meal,wine,cigars, 
cards  and  conversation.  The  news  from  Paris  was 
of  course  in  request. 

I  told  them  what  Paris  expected  of  the  army  and 
these  heroes  said  Paris  would  not  be  disappointed. 
Ah,  we  had  a;gay  night.  But  at  ten  all  had  to  re 
tire.  The  lights  -were  extinguished.  The  General 
and  myself  sallied  out  to  view  the  night. 

"We  rode  on  horseback  towards  the  front.  A 
deathly  silence  reigned  all  round.  For  four  miles 
we  kept  on  our  way.  It  was  eleven  o'clock.  The 
advanced  guard  was  just  before  us  on  a  rising 
ground.     We  called  the  officer.  " 

"What  news  ?"  This  was  asked  of  an  officer  who 
had  just  came  from  the  most  advanced  post. 

"All  is  still  in  the  near  front.  But  behind  there  is 
a  constant  roar,  as  of  the  sea.  Men,  horses.guns  in 
march.  From  dark  till  now  tremendous  masses 
have  been  in  motion,  and  are  coming  nearer.  We 
shall  have  a  great  battle  this  side  the  Rhine!" 

"Then  it  will  soon  occur,"  was  the  reply.  Our 
rear  has  moved  up  to  day,  and  to-morrow  the  front 
will  strike  the  enemy.  How  many  do  vou  judo-e 
they  have  this  side  the  river?" 

"This  morning,  an  insignificant  number,  to  night 
a  host.  But  no  estimate  can  be  formed.  Only  force 
can  uncover  the  German  lines.  That  is  the  onlv 
key!"  J 

"Well!"  replied  the  General,  "we  have  the  key, 
and  are  about  to  use  it.    Good  night!" 

The  two  officers  saluted,  and  we  rode  away.  For 
two  miles  we  crept  along  in  silence.  Then  feelino- 
safe  a  conversation  was  opened.  The  General 
said: 

"I  am  well  pleased  to  think  that  Kaiser  Wilhelm 
will  risk  a  great  battle  this  side  the  Rhine.  The 
victory  cannot  fail  to  be  ours.  Then  all  our  appli- 
ances are  ready  to  invade  Germany.  Not  a  mo- 
ment will  be  lost.  Already  every  corps  has  its 
road  mapped  out  to  march  upon.  There  will  be 
no  halt  short  of  Berlin. 

We  unhorsed,  and  to  bed.  At  dawn  the  long  roll 
of  the  drum,  and  the  clear  notes  of  the  bugle  open- 
ed the  day  as  never  before  to  me. 

Breakfast  was  soon  despatched.  To  horse  to 
horse.  After  inspection  of  our  corps,  we  rode'  to- 
wards the  imperial  flag.  It  was  already  struck.and 
about  to  move.  , 

We  could  not  get  near  the  emperor.  He  was  al- 
ready mounted.  As  we  came  up  in  sight,  he  raised 
bis  hat,  every  head  was  uncovered.  He  gave  the 
word  "To  Berlin!" 

The  words  were  repeated  by  a  thousand  tongues  1 
"To  Berlin!  March!"  The  music  mingled  with 
the  cheers,  and  the  army  of  France  was  in  motion 
for  that  day. 

Not  long  was  our  march  in  peace.  Before  ten  a. 
h.  the  carnage  had  began.    Battery  after  battery 


gave'us  its  fire,  and  retreated.  Here  some  Prus- 
sian cavalry  were  driven  from  under  cover,  and 
scampered  off  with  haste.  Now  the  infantry  get  out 
of  our  way  sullenly,  and  never  without  giving  us  a 
taste  of  what  was  to  come. 

The  light  troops  now  went  to  the  front,  and  left 
the  camps  and  general  officers  two  orj  three  miles 
in  the  rear.  It  was  understood  that  there  was  resis- 
tance and  danger. 

The  sun  set  again,  red  with  glory  for  France. 
Several  days  passed  thus.  There  were  small  en- 
gagements, and  still  we  pressed  the  foe.  The  em- 
peror was  beginning  to  feel  confident  and  at  ease. 
My  card  had  been  sent  to  him,  and  at  noon,  one 
day  I  was  presented. 

He  looked  at  me,  as  he  read  the  letter  from  Eu- 
genie, and  said,  "The  empress  knows  a  soldier  by 
instinct.  Be  near  our  person!  You  may  be  use 
ful.  If  you  could  doff  your  gown  for  a  General's 
plume  no  man  would  become  it  better!" 

"And  none  would  be  more  proud  of  it,  was  my 
reply.  A  soldier  of  the  cross,  it  is  no  matter  where 
I  serve!" 

Just  then  a  messenger  came  up  and  whispered 
some  important  tidings. 

The  emperor  turned  pale,and  exclaiming,"Mount 
mount!  gentlemen,  to  horse!"  He  said  to  me, 
"Be  near  us  ever!  And  in  a  few  moments  we  were 
in  a  gallop  to  the  front. 

Soon  the  thunder  of  the  cannon  almost  split  our 
ears.  Anon  the  spent  balls  sped  along  the  rgound 
under  our  feet.  Then  the  rattle  of  musketry  broke 
upon  our  ears.  At  last  the  turn  of  a  hill  brought 
us  into  the  fiercest  conflict  of  modern  times. 

The  French  lines  were  pierced  and  broken  in 
the  centre.  Bazaine  was  retreating  towards  Metz 
for  safety.  The  rght  took  the  way  towards  Stras- 
burg. And  the  centre  was  being  driven,  as  by  a 
volcanic  eruption,  before  the  advance  of  solid  mas- 
ses of  Prussians  that  could  not  be  staid. ' 

The  army  of  France  was  dissolving,  breaking  up 
into  fragments  ;while  that  of  Germany  came  on  like 
a  great  wedge,  destroying  and  dividing  as  it  came. 
No  stand  was  possible.  Every  effort  to  make  a 
stand,  was  crushed,  overwhelmed,  ran  over,  or 
driven  away  like  chaff  before  the  wind.  Night 
alone  saved  the  entire  French  army  from  destruc- 
tion. 

As  the  shades  of  evening  closed  around  us,  Mc- 
Mahon,  sitting  by  the  emperoi  said,  looking  off  to 
the  right,  "Theie  is  a  post  might  save  us  yet.  It 
must  be  held  while  life  can  hold  it.  Who  dare  car- 
ry that  word  to  its  commander?" 
"I  dare  try,  "said  I. 

"You  are  well  mounted,"  said  Napoleon;  but 
not  you  alone.  Three  others  will  undertake  the 
same  task.     Who  are  they  V" 

Three  officers  stepped  forward.  We  were  i  nj 
strucled  already.  As  we  rode  off  the  emperor  said, 
"Now  win  your  spurs  1" 

In  a  moment  I  was  gone.  It  was  but  two  miles 
in  a  straight  line.  But  on  lhat  line  the  battle  sway- 
ed to  and  fro  every  moment.  An  infernal  fire  of 
small,  arms  and  big  guns  swept  every  inch- of 
ground.  It  was  up  and  down,  across  roads  and 
ditches,  and  iutrenchments,  and  a  perfect  chamel 
house  of  dead  and  dying. 

But  away  we  went.  Not  together.  That  would 
never  do.  In  a  moment  I  was  alone,  plunging 
through  that  bloody  scene. 

Darkness  closed  over  all,  except  when  the  flash 
of  guns  lit  up  the  scenery.  The  post  I  aimed  at 
could  not  Le  mistaken.  Its  fire  was  loudest  in  that 
mighty  din  of  buttle.  From  its  walls  the  lurid 
flash  of  burning  powder  was  the  brightest.  It  was 
a  fair  mai  k  for  both  friend  and  foe,  and  thousands 
of  both  paid  it  the  most  special  attention.

You  poison  the  minds  of  good  Catholics,  so  you 
do.  The  Bishop  says  so.  Father  Hugh  says  so. 
Father  Buchard  says  so.  Father  Gibney  says  the 
same  thing.    Begorra  they  are  all  agreed. 

The  time  was  that  a  priest  could  go  into  the 
house  of  a  Catholic,  an  do  as  he  pleased,  an  say  as 
he  pleased. 

If  he  found  the  good  man  at  home,  he  would 
say,  Patrick  ^take  a  walk  I  Go  an  look  for  a  job! 
Or  take  a  turn  round  the  strate. 

An'  away  he  would  go.  Thin  the  priest  would 
call  the  mother  an'daughter,  an  ask  thim  if  they  re- 
mimbered  their  obligations  to  the  Church. 

An'  if  the  craters  had  forgotten  a  jot,  he  would 
remind  them,  an'  illustrate,  an'  talk  till  the  poor 
women  were  bewildered,  so  he  would.

" (Vhat  have  you  sworn  that  you  will  never  do? 
That  you  will  never  see  or  hear  anything  against 
the  Church,  or  a  priest,  whatever  they  may  do;  or 
ever  whisper  a  word  about  it,  except  in  confes- 
sion." 

"And  you,  daughter,  in  the  presence  ot  your 
mother,  renew  this  promise.  And  you,  mother,  do 
the  same." 

And  the  women  would  answer,  yes,  yes  I  What 
else  could  they  do  ?  The  poor  craters  had  made 
the  same  promise  a  hundred  limes  in  the  Church. 

An'  thin  the  priest  would  say,  "Now  I  waut  to 
speak  to  Mary  alone."  An'  thiu  he  would  spake 
with  the  mother  alone.  An'  what  for,  or  what 
would  be  said  or  done,  the  poor  husband  knew 
nothin,'  an'  the  world  knows  notliiu'  an'  niver  can 
as  long  as  the  women  keep  their  oath.

And  is  it 
you  that  keeps  these  women  from  the  confessional. 
I  have  a  right  to  know  why  they  avoid  their  du 
ty." 

An'  Dennis  ris  up  quick,  an'  gave  the  priest  a 
real  owld  talkin'  to,  so  he  did. 


He  said,  "Father  Gibney !  I  am  an  American  ci. 
ti/.en.  I  am  a  free  man.  I  have  taken'  an  oalh  to 
support  the  Republic.    And  I  am  going  to  do  it." 

"1  am  head  of  my  own  family.  I  am  the  guard- 
ian of  my  wife  and  daughter.  I  do  not  like  them 
lo  promise  a  priest  that  they  will  never  tell  me  what 
he  says  and  does  to  them.  I  caunot  lake  care  of 
them  under  such  conditions.  I  will  never  allow 
them  to  make  lhat  promise  again." 

"And  right  here,  aud  now,  in  my  presence,  they- 
will  say,  as  they  have  a  right  to  do,  that  they  un- 
say those  words,  and  take  back  that  promise,  and 
will  never  make  it  any  more,  or  keep  it,  or  with- 
hold from  me  anything  that  a  priest  may  say  or  do, 
if  it  concerns  me  to  know  it." 

"My  wife  is  good  looking.  My  daughter  is  pret- 
ty, and  I  do  not  wish  to  expose  them  to  such  tempt- 
tations.  A  pretty  thing,  indeed,  that  you,  a  poor 
drunkard,  or  any  other  priest  should  come  in  my 
house,  and  lUke  my  wife  or  daughter  aside,  and 
make  them  promise  not  to  tell  me  what  you  do  or 
say.  Zounds,  sir!  I  would  not  permit  it  if  you 
were  the  Pope  himself.  I  am  an  American,  a  sov- 
ereign, aud  have  rights  aud  dignity  of  my   own!" 

"And  this  procession!  I  shall  not  be  there.  I 
shall  not  give  a  dollar.  You  may  tell  the  Commit 
tee  so,  and  the  Archbishop,  if  you  like." 

"You  priests  wiW  be  in  it,  and  have  the  post  oi 
honor.  And  I  am  ashamed,  in  this  free  country,  to 
honor  the  men  who  have  denied  religious  liberty 
in  Spain,  pray  for  the  empire  in  France,  overturn 
the  Republic  iu  Mexico,  and  want  to  make  your 
high  priest  king  of  Rome,  against  the  will  of  the 
people." 

"I  believe  lhat  I  have  iuaheniable  rights,  aud 
that  government  should  rest  upon  the  will  of  the 
people.  I  have  sworn  to  support  these  ideas,  aud 
I  cannot  give  countenance  aud  support  to  a  Pope 
who  claims  to  be  superior. 

"No  priest  shall  do  as  he  pleasss  with  my  wife 
and  daughter  if  I  can  prevent  it.

He  Breaks  off  with  Our  Chaplain. 

He  Still  Aspires,    and  Nob  Hill  Ac- 
cepts   Him, 

Last  week,  in  consequence  of  the  growing  impor- 
tance of  Our  Man,  there  was  a  general  consultation 
in  our  office  on  our  future  programme  and  pros- 
pects. 

Thistleton  being  in  jail,  was  not  there,  of  course. 
The  Sheriff  was  applied  to.for  the  purpose  of  secur- 
ing his  attendance;  but  that  worthy  saidhe  thought 
the  Holy  Church  would  be  just  as  happy  with 
Thistleton  where  he  was.

At  this  Our  Chaplain  was  fairly  roused.  He  said 
Our  Man  was  really  a  very  reprehensible  character. 
By  some  strange  fieak  of  fortune  such  poor  crea- 
tures often  get  a  little  riches.  And  they  are  puffed 
up  with  pride.  They  presume  to  dictate  to  better 
and  wiser  men.  And  to  say  the  truth  these  better 
and  wiser  men  do  olten  yield  themselves  to  the  gui- 
dance of  these  gaudy  and  delusive  butterflies.

THE  PULPIT. 


Short  Patent  Sermon*. 


Whatever  estimate  we  may  place  upon  the  person 
id  character  of  Christ,  this  cannot  be  denied,  that 
!  had  a  fine  clear  mind, thai  expressed  many  things 
Inch  his  followers  were  never  able  to  comprehend 
:plain  or  practice. 

Even  iu  the  earliest  times,  immediately  after  his 
lath,  there  was  a  variety  of  opinion  among  Christ- 
ns,  as  to  whether  he  were  God  or  man,  or  sornc- 
hure  between  the  two.  In  modern  times  the  or 
odux  declare  that  Christ  is  God;  while  others, 
i  the  Unitarians  regard  him  as  entirely  human. 
ut  all  airree  that  iu  mind  and  morals  he  was  almost 
finitely  superior  to  me  crude  beings  by  whom  he 
As  surrounded. 

They  misunderstood  him,  all  the  time.  Peter 
)ught  a  sword,  and  intended  to  use  it.  John  and 
lines  wanted  to  be  set  above  the  rest  of  the  disci- 
les.  And  even  Paul  could  not  comprehend  that  in- 
fable  love  that  forever  said, "Bless  and  curse  not  *•" 
iiul  could  not  refrain  from  persecution  and  ana- 
lema. 

After  the  death  of  Christ,  and  for  some  time,  his 
[sciples  had  all  things  in  common.  No  man  called 
Lai  his  own  which  was  his  own.  And  indeed  it 
ould  seem  to  follow  that  some  Kind  of  equality, or 
jiuuiuuism  must  have  bo  n  taught  by  him. 

They  did  not  understand  thesystem,ifhe  had  any 
rstem.  But  it  is  clear  that  they  made  an  effort  to 
jrry  Out  some  such  plan, and  this  effort  shows  that 
ley  had  some  instruction  in  that  direction. 

What  was  that  instruction}  Why  did  the  early 
hrislians  haye  all  things  in  common?  And  why 
id  they  abandon  a  plan  of  life  which  even  at  this 
ay  has  thousands  of  very  intelligent  advocates? 

Did  Christ  give  them  any  definite  plan,  or  not? 
lid  they  misunderstand  him, and  so  fail  iu  carrying 
:  out  successfully?  Is  there  yet  a  true  and  practi- 
se system  of  communism?  Is  it  the  true  Christian 
y stem  ?  If  so, should  we  not  hasten  to  restore  it  in 
a  original  purity  as  Christ  intended  it  should  be? 

This  is  not  the  only  point  on  which  the  Ohrist- 
m  Church  has  fallen  away  from  the  teachings  ol 
Ihrist.either  for  went  of  comprehension  equal  to 
>  his,  or  from  want  of  goodness  to  do  as  he  com- 
landed.  In  a  thousand  things,  Catholic  Ohristan- 
ly  bus  abandoned  the  teachings  of  Christ,and  sub 
tituled  the  dicta  of  the  Church.  And  our  Protest- 
nta  have  followed  on  the  trail. 

Was  Curist  a  communist?  It  is  almost  certain 
lat  he  was.     Why?    For  these  reasons : 

1st.  Follow  his  teachings  and  the  whole  world 
ould  be  nothing  but  a  commune.  Do  asyou  would 
»done  by.  Give  and  lend  to  those  who  ask.  For- 
ive  debtors.  Sell  what  you  have  and  give  to  the 
oor.  Break  your  bread,  and  bless  it,  and  give  to 
11  that  they  may  eat.    Deny  not  a  cup  of  water,  or 

bit  of  bread  to  the  little  oues.  The  practice  ot 
leae  things  would  make  ex'remely  rich  and  ex 
;emely  poor,  impossible. 

2nd.  Because  his  disciples  so  understood  him, 
nd  so  practice,  till  the  fraud  or  cupidity  of 
oniebody  broke  up  the  system,  and  they  gradually 
sll  into  the  ways  of  the  world. 

We  cau  very  well  imagine  ii..w  easily  this  thing 
rould  happen.  The  disciples  did  not  understand 
he  system,  as  he  inteuded  it.  They  did  not  know 
low  to  secure  that  honest  industry  in  ihe  masses 
hat  was  necessary  to  keep  up  the  system.  When 
he  rich  came  and  threw  all  that  they,  had  into  the 
Church,  many  of  the  unprincipled  poor  came,  and 
lelped  themselves  in  idleness  while  the  plenty  last- 
d. 

The  poor  were  not  benefitted, while  the  rich  were 
mpovershed,  and  the  system  failed.  And  any  sys 
em  "will  always  fail  that  attempts  to  secure  plenty 
o  the  lazy,  the  drunken,  the  thriftless,  the  exlrava- 
;ant  and  the  wicked. 

But  did  not  Christ  have  a  system  that  obviated 
hese  difficulties,  and  which  the  disciples  did  not 
nderstand?  If  so,  what  was  itr  Can  we  find  it? 
mould  we  not  diligently  search  for  it?  Should  we 


not  encourage  every  approach  to  it? 

Should  not  the  Christian  Church  hail  every  new 
idea  that  would  fairly  seem  to  lead  to  it, or  bring  it 
about. 

If  communism  is  impossible,  and  we  fear  it  is,  is 
there  not  some  modification  of  present  society  that 
would  tend  to  the  same  end,  ana  yet  avoid  ihe  evils 
that  are  so  much  feard  ? 

Men  say  that  rivalry  and  competition,  and  rich 
and  poor,  are  necessary  spurs  to  industry,  thrift,  in- 
vention, enterprise  and  progress.  And  we  believe 
that  it  is  true.  Should  the  time  ever  come  when 
all  will  be  so  good  that  they  will  do  their  best  for 
themselves  and  society  without  any  hopo  of  personal 
reward,  it  may  be  otherwise.  But  we  fear  that  time 
will  never  come. 

At  all  events,  we  need  some  intermediate  state  to 
soften  the  harsh  features  of  the  present  system,  and 
prepare  us  for  the  better  condition,  if  it  be  possi- 
ble. 

What  is  it?  What  conditions  can  we  adopt  that 
would  gradually  softeu  the  rigors  and  extremes  of 
present  society,  and  bring  us  nearer  to  that  state 
from  which  the  communism  of  Christ  would  be 
conic  gossible? 

In  our  opinion  it  is  the  simplest  matter  in  the 
world. 

In  the  United  States  it  canuot  be  denied  tuat  there 
is  room  for  all,  plenty  for  all,  and  even  riches  for 
all.  There  is  no  need  that  one  human  being  should 
lack  auything  that  a  bumble  and  devout  Christian 
could  desire,  of  ihe  comforts  of  life. 

But  our  system  of  strife  and  competil  ion  makes 
us  a  nation  of  sharp  traders,  each  for  himself. 
Some  pile  up  millions  while  others  die  for  lack  of 
bread,  or  go  to  the  workhouse,  or  theprison. 

Were  the  rich  Christians  they  would  cure  the  evil 
at  once  by  sharing  with  the  pour.  But  they  are  not. 
It  is  hard  for  a  rich  man  to  be  a  Christian,  or  to  en- 
ter the  kingdom  of  Heaven. 

Then  whatthey  refuse  to  do  of  themselves  let  the 
law  compel  them  to  do.  Let  the  law  say,-' Well.you 
shall  trade  and  scramble  asyou  will,  and  he  get  up- 
permost who  can, and  he  shall  fall  who  cannot  stand 
up.  But  beyond  a  certain  point  the  rich  shall  not 
prevail  over  their  fellows  ;and  below  a  certain  point 
the  poor  shall  not  be  crushed  into  the  earth." 

These  points  might  be  wide  apart,  at  first.  They 
might  allow  the  rich  man  his  carriage  and  servants 
while  the  poor  had  to  labor  hard  all  day  for  a  res- 
pectable living.  But  as  men  become  more  humane 
and  Christian  the  lives  could  be  drawn  closer  and 
closer,  till  extravagant  vice  could  be  seen  nowhere 
and  squalied  poverty  were  unknowu. 

Christians!  Pastors  1  This  should  be  your  work 
The  great  rich,  and  the  wretched  poor,  are  alike  far 
from  God  Every  requirement  of  religion  points 
to  people  who  are  free  from  wretehedness,  and  un- 
corrupted  by  gold.  Make  all  our  people  so!  It  is 
Ihe  plan  of  Christ?    It  is  the  gospel  of  God!

And  the  Catholic  believes  that  when  the 
Pope  calls  for  soldiers  to  enforce  his  claims,  it  is  a 
bounden  duty  to  obey  the  Pope,  and  fly  to  arms. 

All  these  principles  are  diametrically  opposed  to 
every  principle  of  American  liberty  and  sovereign- 
ty. To  be  anAmeriean  freeman  and  sovereign,you 
must  believe. 

1st.  That  no  man  is  infallible;  but  that  civil 
and  religious  liberty,  theright  to  think  for  himself, 
is  the  inalienable  right  of  every  human  being. 

2nd.  That  in  religious  matters  God  alone  is  su- 
preme and  infallible,  and  every  man  has  an  ina- 
heiuable  right  to.  his  own  opinion,  and  to  express 
it  without  fear. 

2d.  That  government  should  rest  upon  the  will 
of  the  people  alone;  and  that  no  mau  has  any  right, 
more  than  another,  to  interfere  with  their  soverign 
pi  jasure . 

4th.  That  to  suppress  liberty  of  speech  and  press, 
as  in  Spain,  is  an  intolerable  tyranny,  destructive 
of  the  inalienable  rights  of  the  citizen,  and  subver 
sive  of  all  free  government. 

2th.  That  to  use  force,  and  to  murder  mankind 
for  the  purpose  of  compelling  obedience  to  Papal 
supremacy,  is  to  make  war  on  human  liberty,  and 
should  be  resisted  to  the  death. 

6th.  The  American  sovereign  freeman,  believes 
it  to  be  a  sacred  duty  should  the  Popejenter  upon 
any  such  crusade,lo  resist  and  repel  all  such  tfforis 
and  to  defend  his  freedom  and  his  country,  against 
all  such  diabolical  attempts,  come  from  what  quar- 
ter they  may. 

Now  we  invite  our  Irish  and  Catholic  Americans 
to  ponder  these  two  jplatforms  and  to  ask  them- 
selves which  one  they  stand  upon.  We  ask  the 
young  people,  raised  and  educated  in  our  midst,  in 
our  Common  Schools',  though  their  parents  be  Cath- 
olics, which  of  these  views  is  their's. 

We  ask  these  children,  whose  parents  are  perhaps 
Catholics,  born  in  a  foreign  land,  uneducated,  and 
wholly  ignorant  of  American  ideas,  we  ask  them, 
who  have  had  better  opportunities,  to  pause,  and 
reflect,  and  see  where  these  Catholic  priests  would 
lead  them. 

The  Pope  now  declares  that  he  is  ready  withmon. 
ey  and  men,  to  use  force,  to  seize  the  kingdom  of 
Rome,  and  to  assert  his  right  to  be  the  supreme 
ruler  of  the»whole  world. 

Are  you  ready  to  follow  and  support  his  claims  ? 
Would  you  help  to  force  upon  the  people  of  Italy,  a 
king  they  despise?  Are  you  ready  to  shed  your 
blood  that  the  Pope  may  dictate  to  the  government 
at  Washington,  as  he  does  to  that  of  Spain? 

Then  we  have  no  hesitation  in  .pronouncing  you 
traitors  to  the  Republic,  enemies  of  human  liberty, 
and  slaves  of  Rome. 


The  time  has  come  when  you  must  take  one  side? 

The  Pope  has  thrown  down  the  gaunt, 
let  to  the  whole  world.  He  says  he  is  ready  to£ 
fight,  for  his  kingly  crown,  and  his  Papal  suprenia-j 
cy.  He  will  soon  call  upon  you  to  show  yourselves! 
on  one  side  or  the  other.  Which  side  will  you  be! 
on? 

There  is  but  one  way  out  of  this  difficulty.  There! 
is  but  one  way  to  clear  your  skirts  of  treason  to  the! 
Republic.  And  that  is,  if  ;.ou  will  continue  Cath..] 
olios,  separate  from  these  absurd  claims  of  the] 
Roman  Pontiff.  Declare  the  Catholic  Church  of 
America  free  and  independent.  Declare  that  it  is 
not  in  favor  of  any  king,  or  anv  tyranny,  but  the 
Church  of  tbe  people,  and  of  the  Republic.  Dei 
clare  that  it  does  not  curse  Republics,  does  not! 
claim  supreme  power,  does  not  pretend  to  over  rule 
the  will  of  tbe  people.  Do  this,  and  you  will  place 
yourselves  in  an  acceptable  attitude  before  the  peo 
pie  of  the  United  Stales. 

.  But  while  you   countenance   the  Pope  of  Rome 
and  he  makes  wor  on  liberty,  it  is  absurd  for  youj 
to  pretend  to  be  true  Americans,and  simple  perjury^ 
for  you  to  take  our  oath  of  allegiance. 

You  cannot  serve  two  masters.  Yon  cannot  figh'9 
for  a  king  in  Rome,  and  a  Republic  in  Ireland! 
Yon  cannot  favor  a  Republic,  based  upon  the  will! 
of  the  people,  and  the  supreme  rule  of  the  Pope 
tool 
On  which  side  are  ye?

Special  Policemen. 

How  They  are  Paid. 

Ajid  What  Their  Business  is! 

The  quesliou  of  abolishing  the  Special  Officer 
System  is  one  worthy  of  the  closest  attention  of  our 
City  Authorities, 

We  have  a  certain  nuipber  oftregular  police- 
men, paid  out  of  the  public  purse  to  look  alter  the 
public  interests  and  see  that  the  laws  of  morality 
and  decency  are  observed. 

Then  we  have  Special  Policemen,  who  are  paid 
by  individuals  to  do  the  same  thing  in  special  local- 
ities, where  it  is  supposed  more  particular  attention 
is  needed. 

This  is  all  right.  The  public  can  have  no  object- 
ion to  any  person  who  has  property  or  interests 
at  stake  hiring  a  special  officet,  and  paying  him 
out  of  his  own  pocket,  And  it  is  right  that  the 
city  should  clothe  such  person, so  paid,  with  all  the 
authority  of  a  Policeman,  and  entitle  him  to  wear 
a  star,  and  a  uniform. 

But  when  the  purpose  of  the  Special  is  to  guard 
and  protect  some  gambling  den,  or  other  place  of 
immorality,  to  see  that  all  its  acts  are  covered  from 
the  law,  and  kept  from  the  regular  police.  When, 
in  fact,  the  sole  purpose  ot  the  Special  is  to  protect 
and  cover  crime,  and  to  injure  and  persecute  iuno- 
-cent  citizens,  make  false  charges  against  them,  and 
prevent  Iheir  getting  redress,  the  whole  matter  has 
a  new  aspect. 

There  can  be  no  objection  to  the  appointment  of 
a  Special  to  guard  and  protect  any  legitimate  pro- 
perty  or  business. 


But  no  man  should  be  clothed  with  official  power 
or  recogniation,  who  is  in  the  pay  of  criminal  or 
disreputable  persons.  And  Special  Policemen 
should  be  discharged  at  once,  who  take  a  cent  from 
the  keeper  of  any  gambling  house,  brothel,  or  low 
saloon  or  dance  house. 

The  Special  Policemen  attached  to  these  places 
are  nothing  more  than  guardians  of  vice.  They  in- 
terfere forever  to  enable  criminals  and  wrong  doers 
to  escaps,  and  to  fasten  charges  on  innocent  and  in. 
jured  persons. 

They  should  be  abolished.  No  kman  should  be 
put  in  authority  by  the  city,  who  is  under  the  least 
obligation  to  take  the  sideot  crime  against  the  pub- 
lic interest,  or  the  private  citizen.

The  argument  on  Col.  ThisIIeion'a  application  for 
discharge  from  prison  on  habeas  corpus  was  closed 
last  Monday  night  and  submitted  to  Judge  Dwinelle, 
who  at  the  same  time  intimated  that  a  decision 
might  be  looked  for  on  Friday  the  30th.  The  hearing 
occupied  the  evening  session  of  thcCourt  for  six  days 
The  case  was  opened  by  Messrs  Barbour  and  Tyler, 
on  behalf  of  the  prisoner,  on  Friday  the  19th  and 
Monday  the  16lh  inst.  They  presented  the  various 
points  onwhich  the  petition  is  based, setting  forth  the 
illegal  character  of  ihe  pretended  Cuurt,  of  its  pro- 
ceedings, the  shameful  character  of  its  recodrs  and 
the  absolute  falsity  of  the  commitment  upon  which 
Col.  Thistleton  is  imprisoned,  also  showing  that 
that  every  step  taken  by  Bob.  Ferral  in  the  trial  of 
any  indictment  is  totally  without  authority  of  law 
and  void. 

District  Attorney  Muiphy  spent  the  evening  of 
the  20th  in  misstating  to  the  Court  the  position  and 
arguments  of  counsel  for  the  prisoner, uu.l  in  an  un- 
dignified and  uncourteous  attempt  to  sneer  the  case 
out  of  Court.  So  long  as  he  coufiued  himself  to  mis- 
statements he  got  along  very  well, — in  that  line  ho 
seems  to  be  a  success — but  when  he  essayed  the 
sneering  role  he  made  a  total  failure,  except  to  ex- 
hibit himself  as  a  vulgar  ignoramus.  When  Mr. 
Barbour  told  him  that  sneers  were  the  last  indecent 
resort  of  thoso  who  had  no  belter  argument  to  oiler, 
a  murmur  of  satisfaction  run  through  the  crowded 
court  room.  Murphy  looked, for  once  in  his  life  as 
though  he  was  thoroughly  ashamed  of  himself. 

Mr  Highton  followed  the  next  evening  as  special 
counsel  for  Bob  Ferral, in  a  rambling  discourse  with 
the  evident  intent  to  lug  matters  into  the  case  that 
did  not  belong  to  it,  in  the  hupe  to  distract  the  at- 
tention of  the  presiding  Judge  from  the  real  points 
in  issue. 

On  Friday,  Judge  James  B.  Townsend  occupied 
the  evening  in  showing  the  absolute  want  of  legal 
authority  in  Bob.  Ferral's  Star  Chamber  Court  to 
take  jurisdiction  of  the  case;  hia  inability  to  gut  a 
lawful  jury  ;his  lack  of  authority  to  pronounce  any 
judgment  and  the  total  lack  of  any  provision  of  law 
■  for  transferring  any  indictmeut  from  the  Counly 
Court  to  Bob.  Ferral's  Conrt  for  trial. 

On  Monday  last,  Judge  Townsend  concluded  his 
remarks  by  replying  in  scathing  terms,  the  state- 
ment of  counsel  for  Bob.  Ferral  that  Col.  TUi3lleton 
a  convicted  felon,  saying  that  he  had  been  tried  by 
no  court  that  had  any  legal  right  to  try  him  and 
convicted  by  no  court  that  had  any  authority  to  ren- 
der any  judgment.  He  also  alluded  to  the  fact  that 
the  only  crime  Bob.  Ferral's  prisoner  is  guilty  of  is 
that  of  having  entered  the  service  of  his  country 
when  a  lad  of  17  jserving  through  the  Mexican  war, 
and  at  the  outbreak  of  the  civil  war,  of  raising  and 
equiping  at  his  own  expense,  a  eompauy  of  volun- 
teers to  fight  on  the  side.of  the  Union.iu  whose  ser- 
vice he  continued  until  the  close  of  the  war.  'Yes, 
he  was  guilty  of  one  thing  more,  and  that  was  op- 
position to  a  pretended  Christian  Church  which 
aims  to  overthrow  the  free  schools  of  America  and 
gain  absolute  control  of  its  government.  Opposition 

[to  the  Holy  Roman  Cathol  ic  Church  is  the  head  and 
front  of  all  his  offendiug.  It  is  not  that  he  has 
libelled  any  one  that  he  is  imprisoned,  but  because 
he  persists  in  exposing  Popery  iu^America. 

Mr.  Barbour  closed  the  argument  in  a  masterly 
though  necessarily  brief  review  of  the  points  relied 
on  in  support  of  the  petition  for  discharge,  He  show- 


ed by  the  minutes  of  Bob's  Court  that  there  was  no 
judj  mi  ni  recorded  agaiusl  Col.  Thistleton,  nothing 
I. in  Bob's  "order  that  the  defendant  be  imprisoned 
in  the  Counly  Jail  a  vein-."  This  was  a  Doncom- 
pliance  with  the  law.  The  secret  of  this  is  that  Bob 
has  not  knowledge  enough  of  law  to  pronounce  or 
his  clerk  enough  to  record  a  valid  judgment  of 
any  kind.  Next  it  was  shown  that  the  commit- 
ment, which  the'law  requires  shall  contain  a  eerti- 
fled  copy  of  the  judgmenfas  entered  in  the  minutes 
of  the  Court"  was  not  a  copy  of  auylbing.oeilher  of 
the  minutes  nor  anything  else,  but  was  an  original 
recital  uulike  the  minutes  or  auy  other  record  made 
iu  the  case;  and  that  it  was  not  certified  to  by  the 
clerk  as  the  law  requires,  but  was  signed  by  Bob. 
himself.  This  shows  the  utter  ignorance  of  that 
whole  Criminal  Court  outfit.  It  was  also  proved 
that  after  this  writ  was  issued,  a  minute  book  of 
Bob's  Court,  which  had  been  abandoned  on  the  4th 
of  October  last,  and  no  entry  made  in  it  since  that 
date,  was  hurriedly  written  up  so  as  to  include  the 
Thistleton  case  that  the  clerk  might  enter  a  new 
judgment  to  correspond  with  the  commitment  in 
the  hands  of  the  Sheriff.    ■ 

This  is  the  way  Bob  orders  his  clerks  to  cook  up 
a  record.  But  the  job  was  so  awkwardly  done 
and  the  fraud  so  palpable  that  his  counsel  were 
ashamed  lo  even  allude  to  it  in  their  argument. 

This  kind  of  tampering  with  records  will  prove  a 
fitsupject  of  inquiry  forthe  uext  Grand  Jury.  Mr. 
Barbour  also  reviewd  the  several  other  points  re- 
lied on  and  showed  from  the  Penal  Code  and  the 
act  creating  the  City  Criminal  Court  that  there  is  a 
failure  of  auy  legal  powers  by  which  any  indict- 
meut can  be  sent  to  that  Court  or  by  which  it  cau 
take  a  single  step  in  the  trial  of  such  cases  accord- 
ing to  the  Penal  Cole.  He  contended  that  the  only 
jurisdiction  confered  upon  Bob  is  to  act  as  a  com- 
mitting magistrate  iu  the  examination  of  persons 
charged  with  offences, and  to  draw  his  salary.  The 
salary  is  Ihe  principle   thing. 

As  lo  the  trial  of  this  claBS  of  cases  he  has  no 
more  legal  right  than  a  Tar  Flat  hoodlum,  and  his 
judgements  are  a  mere  usurpation  of  judicial  au- 
thority. 

Judge  Dwinelle.listened  with  commendable  pa- 
tience to  the  long  argument,  evidently  giving  it  his 
earnest  attention.  At  the  close  he  simply  remarked 
that  he  would  take  the  case  under  consideration 
and  would  probably  render  his  decision  on  Friday 
morning. 

The  universal  sentiment  of  those  who  heard  the 
whole  trial,  so  far  as  we  have  heard  any  expression 
is^that  it  seems  impossible  that  the  Judge  can 
come  lo  any  other  conclusion  than  to  discharge  the 
prisoner.

This  Holy  Roman  Catholic  and  Apostolic  Church 
is  the  most  impudent  institution  in  the  world. 

There  is  no  end  to  its  assurance.  It  just  claims 
to  be  God,  and  to  have  just  the  same  right  as  God 
to  interfere  with  everybody's  business. 

It  proclaims  aloud  that  no  nation  has  any  right  to 
make  laws  disapproved  [by  the  Pope  and  that  they 
are  void  when  made. 

It  declares  that  its  laws  must  be  observed,  In  pre- 
ference to  the  laws  made  by  the  people 
For  the  most  part  devout.Catholics  never  question 
the  supremacy  of  the  .priest  over,  the  .statutes  of 
America.  There  are  policemen  in  San  Francisco 
who  would  do  anything  a  priest  might  command, 
and  would  not  arrest  Archbishop  Alemany  under 
any  warrant  or  order  whatsoever. 

But  luckily  there  are  others  ol  a  different  stripe. 
There  are  some  Catnolics  born  in  America,  and 
raised  in  our  Cummon  Schools  who  will  not  per- 
mit priests  to  do  as  they  please  with  them  or  speak 
disrespectfully  of  or  to  theirwives. 

There  is  a  butcher  at  Temiscal,  a  part  of  Oak- 
land, who  has  no  great  love  for  the  old  Church,  or 
veneiation  for  its  monks  and  nuns. 

A  few  weeks  ago  he  married  a  Protestant  girl. 
At  her  request  the  ceremony  was  performed  in  the 
Protestant  Church.  But  the  butcher  had  been  rais- 
ed a  Catholic.  Soon  Father  Serda  ..waited  upon 
him,  and  gave  him  quite  a  talking  to.  "He  must 
come  to  Church.  He  must  bring  his  wife.  He 
must  convert  her  to  the  .  faith.  And  of  course  he 
must  promise  that  his  children  should  be  brought 
up  Catholics." 

But  the  man  of  beef  demurred.  He  said  he  felt 
like  letting  that  girl  do  as  she  pleased  for  awhile. 
And  as  for  the  children,  they  would  be  a  company 
concern,  if  there  were  any,  and  that  girl  should  have 
her  share  in  their  education. 

Then  Father  Serda  began  to  wax  wratby.  He 
called  the  butcher  several  hard  names.  He  sailed 
into  that  Protestant  jgirl,  now  Mrs.  Butcher.  He 
said  they  had  not  been  married,  accoiding  to  the 
Pope's  law,  and  were  in  fact  living  in  adultery,  not 
married  at  all. 

Whereupon  the  butcher's  blood  boiled  up  and  he 
related  several  little  stories  about  the  priests  and 
nuns,  and  ended  with  declaring  that  he  did  not_ 
want  people  of  that  kind  to  lecture  him  on  morali- 
ty.

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LETTERS  FROM  ROME- 


The  fable  Of  the  harpies,  those  furies  or  winged 
monsters,  who  were  so  troublesome  to  -Eaeas  and 
his  companions, seems  to  be  copied  in  the  very  first 
Church  within  the  walls  of  Rome,  cluse  to  the  gate 
Of  the  people,  as  it  is  called,  by  which  we  enter  the 
from  the  north;  where  there  is  au  altar  with  a  pub- 
lic inscription,  signifying  that  it  was  built  by  Pope 
Paschal  the  second,  by  divine  inspiration,  In  order 
to  drive  away  a  nest  of  huge  demons  or  niousleis, 
who  used  to  perch  upon  a  tree  in  that  vety  place, 
and  terribly  insult  all  who  entered  the  city. 

The  Popish  writers  themselves  are.foiced  to  allow 
that  many  of  their  relics  and  their  miracles 
have  been  forged  by  the  craft  of  priests, for  the  sake 
Of  money  and  lucre.  1  tumulus, ;t  zealous  defender  of 
all  their  ceremonies,  fcives  several  instances  of  the> 
former  ;particularly  of  the  bones  of  a  common  thief 
which  had  for  some  time  been  honored  with  an 
iltar,  and  worshipped  under  the  title  of  a  saint. 
And  for  the  latter:  Lyra,  in  his  "Comment  on  Bel 
and  the  Dragon,"  observes,  that  "Sometimes,  also, 
In  the  church,  very  great  cheats  are  put  upon  the 
people,  by  false  miracles, contrived,or  countenanced 
It  least,  by  their  priests  for  some  gain  and  temporal 
advantage."  And  what  their  own  authors  confess 
of  some  of  Iheir  miracles,  we  may  venture, without 
any  breach  ol  charity, to  believe  of  them  all;nay  we 
Cannot  iudeedbelieve  anything  else  without  iinputrn- 
ity,  and  without  supposing  God  to  concur.in  an  ex- 
traordinary manner,  to  the  establishment  of  fraud, 
error,  and  superstition  in  the  world. 

The  refuge  or  protection  given  to  all  who  fly  to 
the  Church  for  shelter,  is  a  privilege  directly  trans- 
ferred from  the  heathen  temples  to  the  Popish 
Churches,  and  has  been  practised  in  Rome, from  the 
time  of  its  founder,  Roinulus,  who,  in  imitation  of 
the  cities  of  Greece, opened  an  asi  lum  or  sanctuary 
to  fugalives  of  all  nations. 

But  we  may  observe  the  great  moderation  of  Pa- 
gan, above  that  of  Popish  Home,  in  regard  to  this 
custom:  for  1  do  not  remember  that  there  was  ever 
moie  than  one  asylum  in  the  times  of  the  republic; 
whereas,  there  are  now  some  hundreds  in  the  same 
city.  And  when  that  single  one, which  was  opened 
rather  for  the  increase  of  its  inhabitants,  than  the 
the  protection  of  criminals, was  found  in  the  end  to 
give  too  great  encouragement  to  rnischiels  and  licen 
tiousuess,  they  inclosed  it  round  in  such  a  manner, 
as  to  hinder  all  access  to  it;  whereas,  the  present 
Popish  sanctuaries  stand  perpetually  open,  not  to 
receive  strangers,  but  to  shelter  villians;  so  that  it 
may  literally  be  said  of  these,  what  our  Savior  said 
3f  the  Jewish  temple,  that  they  have  turned  the 
house  of  prayer  into  a  den  of  theievts. 

In  the  early  ages  of  Christianily.thero  were  many 
(initiations  put  upon  the  use  of  this  privilege  by 
guperois  and  councils;  and  I  he  greater  crimes  of 
murder,  adultery , theft  ,<&c , were  especially  excepted 
sum  the  bcucrit  of  it;  but  now  they  scruple  not  to 
receive  to  sanctuary  even  the  most  detestable  crimes 
liid  it  is  owing  without  douut,to  this  policy  of  the 
j  ly  Uuui*cu,tuut  murders  are  so  common  with  them 
in  iialy,  ou  slight  provocations;  whilst  there  is  a 
mutcii  always  at  hand,  aud  always  open,  to  secure 
offenders  from  legal  punishment ;  several  of  whom 
iave  been  shown  to  me  iu  different  places,  walking 
ibout  at  their  ease  and  in  full  security  within  the 
tjouuds  til  their  sanctuary. 

Iu  their  very  priesthood,  they  have  contrived,one 
tvould  think,  to  keep  up  as  near  a  resemblance  as 
,hey  could,  to  that  of  Pagan  Home;  and  the  suver- 
;igu  Pouiiff,iustca<l  ofderiviug  his  succession  from 
St  Peter,  (who,  if  ever  he  was  at  Home,  did  not  re- 
lide  there  ai  least  in  any  worldly  pomp  or  splendor) 
nay,  with  more  reosoo,and  a  much  better  plea, stile 
aimsclf  the  successor  of  the  Pontifix  Maxtmus,  or 
chief  priest  of  old  Hornet  whose  authority  and  dig- 
3ily  was  the  greatest  in  the  liepublic;  and  who  was 
looked  upou  as  the  arbiter  or  judge  of  all  things, 
civil  as  well  as  sacred,  human  a's  well  as  divine; 
whose  power,  established  almost  with  the  founda- 
ion  of  Hie  city, "was  an  omen, (says  Polydore  Virgil) 
ind  sure  presage  of  that  priestly  majesty,  by  which 


Home  was  once  again  to  roiga  as  universally   as  it 
had  done  before,  by  the  force  of  ils  arms." 

But  of  all  the  sovercigu  Poutiffs  of  Pagan  Rome, 
it  is  very  rctuarkable.thal  Caligula  was  the  first  who 
ever  offered  his  fool  to  be  kissed  by  any  who  ap. 
procahed  him;  which  raised  a  general  indignation 
through  the  city,  to  see  themselves  reduced 
to  suffer  so  great  an  indignty.  Those  who 
endeavored  to  excuse  it,  said  that  it  was  not 
done  out  of  iusolence,  but  vanity,  and  for  the  sake 
of  showing  his  goldcu  slipper, set  with  jewels.  Sen- 
eca declaims  upon  it,  iu  his  usual  manner,  as  the 
last  affront  to  liberly.and  the  introduction  of  a  Per- 
sian slavery  into  the  manners  of  Rome.  Yet  this 
servile  act,  unworthy  either  le  be  imposed  or  com- 
plied with  by  man,  is  now  the  standing  ceremonial 
ol  Christian  Rome, aud  a  necessary  eondilion  of  ac- 
cess to  the  reigning  Popes;  though  derived  from  no 
better  origiu  than  the  frantic  pride  of  a  brutal  Pagan 
lyraut. 

The  great  variety  of  their  religious  orders  and  so- 
cieties of  priests,  seems  to  have  been  tormed  upon 
the  plan  of  the  old  collegesor  fraternities  of  the  Au- 
gurs, Pontifices,  Salii,  Fralres  Arvales,  &c.  The 
vestal  virgins  might  furnish  the  hint  fur  the  foun- 
dation of  nunneries  ;and  I  have  observed  something 
very  like  to  the  rules  and  austerities  of  the  monastic 
lite,  in  the  character  and  manner  of  several  priests 
of  the  heathen,  who  used  to  live  by  themselves, retired 
from  the  world,  near  to  the  temple  or  oracle  of  the 
deity  to  whose  particular  service  they  were  devoted  ; 
as  the  Selli,  the  priests  of  Dodcmaean  Jove,  a  self 
mortifying  race, 

"Whose  groves  the  Selli,  race  auslere,  surround; 
Their  feel  uuwash'd, their  slumbers  on  the  ground." 
But  above  all,  in  the  old  descriptions  of  the  lazy 
mendicant  priests  among  the  heathen,  who  used  to 
travel  from  house  to  house, with  sacks  on  their  baclts 
and,  from  an  opinion  of  their  sanctity,  raise  large 
contributions  of  money,  bread,  wine,  and  all- kinds 
of  victuals, for  the  support  of  their  fraternity, we  see 
the  very  picture  of  the  begging  friars, who  are  always 
about  the  streets  in  the  same  habit, ami  on  the  same 
errand,  and  never  fail  to  carry  home  with  theia  a 
good  sack  full  of  provisijns  for  the  use  of  their  con- 
vent. 

Cicero,  in  his  book  of  laws,restrains  this  practice 
of  begging,  or  gathering  alms, to  one  particular  or- 
der  of  priests, and  that  only  on  certain  days  ;because 
as  he  says,  it  propogales  superstition,  and  impover- 
ishes families.  Which,  by  the  way,  may  let  us  see 
the  policy  of  the  Church  of  Rome,  in  the  great  care 
that  they  have  taken  to  multiply  their  begging  or. 
ders. 

I  could  easily  carry  on  this  paralleld,  through 
many  more  instances  of  the  Pagan  and  Popish  cer- 
emonies, if  I  had  not  already  said  enough  to  show 
from  what  spring  all  that  superstition  flows,  which 
we  so  justly  charge  them  with,  and  how  vain  an  at- 
tempt it  must  be,  to  justify  by  the  principles  of 
Christianity,  a  worship  formed  upou  the  plan,  and 
after  the  very  pattern  of  pure  heathenism.  I  shall 
not  trouble  myself  with  inquiring  at  what  time, and 
in  what  manner,  these  several  corruptions  were  in- 
troduced into  the  Church;  whether  they  were  con- 
trived by  the  intrigues  and  avarice  of  priests,  who 
found  their  advantage  in  reviving  and  propagating 
impostures  which  had  been  of  old  so  profitable  to 
to  their  predecessors  ;or  whether  the  genius  of  Rome 
was  so  strongly  turned  to  fanaticism  and  supersitton 
that  they  were  forced,  in  condescention  to  the  hu- 
mor of  the  people,  to  dress  up  their  new  religion  to 
ihe  modes  aud  lopperies  of  the  old.  This,  1  itnow, 
is  the  principle  by  which  their  own  writers  defend 
themselves,  as  oft  as  they  are  attacked  on  this  head.

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THE  MURDERS  AT  CWCO. 

NINE  OF  THEM  ARE  ARRESTED. 


They  Belong  to  the  Laborer's  Union. 

THE  WAR   HAS  BEGUN. 


Now    What    Is    the     Remedy. 


About  two  weeks  ago  the  people  of  our  State  were 
horrified  by  the  report  that  six  Chinamen  had  been 
shot  in  cold  blood,  and  not  for  robbery,  but  merely 
because  they  were  Chinamen. 

The  perpetrators  could  not  be  found.  Many  per- 
sons busied  themselves  in  accusing  the  Caucasians 
and  others,  of  seeking  this  deadly  method  of  get- 
ling  rid  of  what  they  consider  public  enemies. 

Rewards  were  offered, and  some  angry  correspon- 
dence appeared  „in  the  newspapers.  Threatening 
letters  were  received  by  several  of  the  more  active 
friends  of  the  Chinese  all  tending  to  show  that  the 
men  who  did  the  deed  wero  not  alone. 

And  at  last  nine  men,  supposed  to  be  those  who 
did  it,  or  knew  of  it,  have  been  anested.  They  are 
young  men.  They  are  said  to  be  members  of  a 
widespred  society,  with  older  heads  at  their  backs. 
What  now?  These  men  must  be  tried  and  punished 
as  the  law  directs.  No  good  citizen  could  coun- 
sel auyotber  course.  The  law  must  be  vindicated. 
The  national  honor  demauds  it.  The  peace  of  the 
Slate,  and  the  good  order  of  society,  and  the  secu- 
rity of  property  must  have  the  victims. 

But  is  this  all  that  need  be  done?  No  I  Now  is 
the  time  to  lay  the  foundation  of  a  better  future. 
Now  is  the  time  for  all  classes  to  lay  aside  tneir 
scruples,  their  selfish  interests,  and  their  cheap 
Chinese  labor,  and  secure  a  permanent  peace  by  im- 
mediately remanding  John  Chinaman  to  his  own 
home. 

We  do  not  invite  or  desire,  or  encourage  riot  and 
oultage.  But  we  see  the  storm  coming,  whether 
we  invite  it  or  not. 

These  men,  who  have  done  this  deed  were  goad- 
ed to  desperation.  They  took  their  lives  in  their 
hands.  They  will  probably  meet  death  or  imprison 
ment  as  martyrs,  with  no  word  of  regret  for  this 
bloody  deed. 

Thousands  of  others  are  with  them  and  behind 
them,  in  the  same  condition,  and  in  the  same  con. 
ditiou,  and  in  the  same  temper;  and  will  reckless, 
ly  rush  onto  the  same  fate.  The  war  has  begun. 
The  first  blood  tragedy  has  been  enacted.  The  se- 
cond will  be  the  sacrifice  of  these  young  lives,  per- 
haps, before  the  idol  of  cheap  labor.  But  that  will 
only  add  vengeauce  to  discontent.  It  will  only 
court  the  second  blow.  It  will  not  stay  one  starv- 
ing outraged,  outcast  and  despairing  white  man 
from  the  luxury  of  killing  a  few  Chinamen  before 
he  blows  his  own  brains  out. 

A  few  years  ago,  anywhere  in  the  western  States 
an  industrious  young  man  could  go  in  among  the 
people,  find  employment  save  a  little  money 
purchase  a  home,  marry  the  girl  of  his 
choice,  and  go  to  living  as  a  freeman  should. 

Thus  cottage  homes  were  multiplied,  villages 
grew  apace,  schools,  churches  and  manufactories 
sprung  up  and  all  was  happy  life  and  progress. 

But  in  California  the  laborer  seeks  in  vain  for 
steady  employment.  The  Chinese  cheap  laborer 
has  it  all.  He  is  wanted  only  in  the  busy  time,  to 
tramp  again  in  a  few  days,  and  spend  his  money. 
He  can  save  nothing,  make  no  home,  have  no  wife, 
nothing  to  tie  him  to  his  home  or  country.  And 
the  country  remains  a  wilderness  of  great  ranches. 
The  wheat  goes  to  England, and  the  money  received 
for  it  to  China,  and  California  stands  still,  in  popu- 
lation and  wealth. 

Even  the  young  men  who  are  growing  up  among 
us  cannot  live,  cannot  marry,  see  no  pros- 
pect before  them.  To  accept  of  work  alongside 
of  the  Chinaman,  at  his  price,  is  to  accept  of  pover- 
ty, celibacy  and  despair. 

And  the  young  women,  who  are  thus  cut  off  from 
marriage,  have  no  hope  or  recourse  but  the  broth- 


el, the  dance  house  and  the  beer  saloon. 

And  therefore  will  this  war  go  on.  Tt  must  go 
on.  It  cannot  cease  till  the  cause  Is  removed.  Star- 
vation and  despair  will  do  their  work,  whatever  the 
papers  may  say. 

Now,  capitalists  of  Caliiornia,  ye  comfortable 
people  who  are  pocketing  the  immediate  profits  of 
Chinese  cheap  labor.  Shall  this  war  go  on?  Are 
you  prepared  to  brave  the  storm?  Will  you  hang 
these  poor  wretches, and  send  for  more  Chinamen, 
reduce  a  thousand  others  to  despair,  and  havo  a 
thousand  more  murders? 

Will  you  hang  and  imprison  your  own  while 
blood, your  own  young  men?  Will  you  leave  their 
sisters  unmarried  and  unprotected?  Are  you  will 
iug  to  enter  upon  this  crusade,  this  war  against 
your  own  race?  Will  you  see  these  homeless  and 
defenceless  girls  married  to  Chinamen  of  necessity, 
and  white  blood  excluded  from  the  future  laborers 
of  California? 

Should  such  be  your  determination  we  predict 
that  it  will  fail.  We  predict  that  when  the  work- 
ing people  see  your  policy  clearly,  your  utter  sel- 
fishness, your  utter  disregard  of  their  interests,  and 
of  Ihe  best  future  ot  the  State.they  will  see  to  it  that 
you  do  not  win  Ihe  race.  Your  own  blood  runs  in 
their  veins,  and  it  will  boil  up  in  the  fa.ee  of  all 
your  repressive  menaces  with  redoubled  violence. 
And  they  will  carry  the  war   into  Africa. 

The  only  proper  solution  of  the  difficulty  is  to 
send  John  home,  let  the  laborers  of  our  own  race 
have  a  fair  share  of  this  world's  comforts, and  build 
up  our  State,  like  the  other  Slates,  of  lree  white 
people. 


CARDINAL  ANT0NELI4  AND  PHE  POPE. 

According  to  a  writer  in  the  "Paris  Journal",  the 
Pope  was  not  too  fond  of  the  late  Cardinal  Anion- 
elli. Their  natures  were  antipathetic  rather  than 
otherwise,  and  the  Holy  Father  was  in  the  habit  of 
playfully  designating  his  Prime  Minister  by  the 
name  of  Barabbas.  When  the  Cardinal  was  dying 
the  Pope  did  uot  express  the  faintest  besire  to  see 
him.  That  the  Secretary  of  State  remained  so  long 
in  office  was  owing  partly,  of  course,  to  Ms  talents 
which  Pius  IX  could  well  appreciate,  though  he 
could  not  like  the  man.  Moreover,  it  has  been  justly 
observed  that  Popes  as  a  rule  are  slow  to  change 
their  servants.  At  Rome  politics  are  not  subject  to 
the  fluctuations  whichthey  pass  through  in  other 
places.  Change  implies  error,  and  the  absolute 
union  of  the  church  auses  any  appearance  of  error 
in  matters  temporal  to  react  upon  the  esteem  in 
which  the  Pope's  authority  was  held  in  matters 
spiritual.  Pius  IX  wished  to  appear  to  act,  in  the 
midst  of  European  revolution,  as  if  always  bearing 
one  ucuhangeable  purpose  steadily  in  view.Some- 
thing  of  better  felling  in  the  Pope's  mind  is  also 
said  to  have  contributed  to  maintain  the  long 
aseendancy  of  Cardinal. Antonelli.  The  Pope  knew 
that  ho  was  unpopular,  and  took  a  certain  generous 
pleasure  in  protecting  him.  Again'the  disgrace  of 
Cardinal  Antonelli  would  have  involved,  it  was 
thought,  the  disgrace  of  too  numerous  a  following 
who  regarded  him  as  their  political  leader;  and 
the  Pope  had  not  the  courage  to  face  a  general 
breakup  of  the  poutifical  administration. 


The  settled  expression  of  determination  that  man- 
tles the  face  of  a  man  who  is  just  starting  out  to 
have  a  tooth  pulled  is  only  equalled  by  the  subdued 
look  that  creeps  over  his  features  as  he  pauses  with 
his  hand  on  the  knob  on  the  dental  room  door,  turns 
quietly  around,  and  tiptoes  b?.ck  through  the  hall- 
way, out  doors  again. 

A  celebrated  vocalist,  whose  demeanor  and  act- 
ing were  as  awkward  aud  ungainly  as  his  voice 
was  beantiful,  said  one  day  to  Charles  Bannister: 
"Do you  knowwhat  mademy  voice  so  melodious?" 
"No,"replied  Bannister,  "why,  than,  when  I  was 
fifteen,  1  swallowed  by  accident  some  traiu  oil." 
„I  don't  think, "rejoiced  Bannister"it  would  have 
done  you  any  harm  if,  at  the  same  time,  you  had 
swallowed  a  dancing  master."

There  is  peace  throughout  our  country,  except 
in  South  Carolina  and  Louisiana. 

In  these  two  States  there  are  two  Govenors  to 
each.  Chamberlin  and  Hampton,  and  Packard 
and  Nichols,  Republicans  and  Democrats  respect- 
ively. 

In  each  case  the  State  is  made  up  very  largely 
of  negroes.  They  are  poor  uneducated  and  uu- 
armed.  But  they  are  greatly  in  the  majority  and 
it  is  thought  that  in  a  fair  election  Chamberlin 
and  Packard,  Republicans.Jwould  have  been  chosen 
by  large  majorities. 

But  the  whites  did  not  want,  and  would  not  have 
a  fair  election.     They  were  few    in  number,    com 
parativelv,  but  they  have  property,  education,  influ 
ence  and'arnis.    They  thinkthey  should  rule,    - 
they  resolved  to  do  so. 

They  used  all  the  means  in  their  power  to  Bull- 
dose  negroes.  It  is  claimed  that  they  failed  even  in 
that.  But  they  say  they  did  not.  They  assert  that 
they  elected  their  men.  They  say  they  can  prove 
'  before  the  courts  and  before  the  president  and 
congress. 

All  they  ask  is  that  the  United  States  troops  are 
with  drawn  from  their  Slates.  They  say  they  can- 
not make  their  proof  while    the  troops    are     there. 

Move  them,  and  they  will  rule  those  States  with- 
out a  doubt. 

They  dont  want  any  new  election,  or  any  inves- 
tigation,  or  commission.  Only  withdraw  the  troops, 
and  Hampton  and  Nichols  will  soon  show  who  is 
the  strongest. 

But  let  us  say  to  these  gentlemen  that  the  ques- 
tion is  uot  who  is  the  strongest  but  who  tas  the 
most  legitimate  votes.  That  can  not  be  ascertain- 
ed by  withdrawing  the  troops.  The  troops  do  not 
prevent  the  showing  of  any  fact  to  the  Courts,  or 
to  Congress. 

And  it  is  in  our  opinion  the  duty  of  the  President 
to  keep  the  troops  there  aud  to  keep  the  peace, 
till  Congress  can  determine  which  of  the  Gover- 
nors represent  the  people. 

Congress  has  guaranteed  to  the  people  of  these 
States  a  Republican  form  of  goverment. 

That  is  not  a  goverment  of  the  strongest,  or  tho 
richest,  or  even  the  wisest.  It  is  a  goverment  by 
the  majority.  And  the  President  will  do  well  to 
keep  the  troops  there  and  protect  the  rights  of  Ame- 
rican citizens  until  he  is  satisfied  that  a  Republi- 
can form  of  goverment  exists,  which  can  and  will 
perform  that  duty.

What  Must  be  done  for  the  Holy  Father? 
THE  RESOLUTIONS  PASSED 


The  Programme  Resolved  upon. 

Our  Man  left  our  office  under  a  little  vexation  last 
week,at  the  conduct  of  the  Chaplain.and  because  pro 
vision  was  not  made  for  a  more  expensive  outfit  for 
himself.

After  a  visit  to  the  theatre  together,  and  a  supper 
of  oysters  and  champagne,  Hannah  Maria  was  es- 
corted to  her  elegant  lodgings  on  Kearny  street,and 
Our  Man  sought  his  room  at  Mrs.  Sullivan's 

He  stole  in  softly,  with  his  night  key,  and  was 
soon  lost  in  a  sound  slumber. 

When  he  woke  he  found  Mrs.  Sullivan  tickling 
his  forehead  with  a  feather,  just  foi  fun.and  telling 
him  that  breakfast  was  on  the  table,  and  just  the 
nicest  lay  out  he  ever  saw. 

He  was  soon  ready,  and  sat  down  to  as  lucious  a 
repast  as  can  be  got  for  love  or  money. 

That  over,  the  good  lady  showed  him  a  couple  of 
cards,  one  from  Father  Hugh,  and  the  other  from 
Bishop  Alemany,  which  read  about  thus : 

"The  friends  of  our  Holy  Father  the  Pope  will 
meet  to-day,  at  two  p.  m.  to  consider  what  is  to  be 
done  in  answer  to  his  call  for  aid  to  restore  his  tern 
poral  power,  and  adjust  his  universal  prerogative. 
Tour  presence  is  especially  requested." 

"Oh,  darlint!"  said  Mrs.  Sullivan,  "You  may  do 
anything  but  go  an  fight  for  the  Pope.  The  poor 
ould  man  is  in  prison, an  fed  on  bread  an'  water,an' 
its  a  shame  so  its.  Persuade  all  the  boys  to  go  that 
yez  can.but  don't  be  after  goin'  yourself.  I  couldn't 
stand  that.  Let  him  take  all  the  money  an'  wil- 
come." 

So  at  two  o'clock  Our  Man  was  on  hand  at  the 
place  of  meeting. 

It  was  not  a  public,and  therefore  not  a  very  crowd- 
ed or  noisy  assembly.  The  Church  did  not  wish  to 
make  its  affairs  public.  It  had  invited  only  its  true 
friends. 

And  they  were  there,  from  all  ranks,  from  Nob 
Hill, as  well  as  the  Barbary  Coast  and  Tar  Flat. 

Not  a  Republican,  except  from  Nob  Hill  was 
present.  But  one  of  these  said,  "That  apart  from 
all  other  considerations,  the  rich  must  always  lean 
towards  the  Pope.as  the  Pope  leans  towards  the  rich 
The  millionaire  must  seek  some  way  to  be  saved. 
The  Papal  method  was  the  only  one  open  to  him. 
All  other  sects  demanded  a  surrender  of  some  of  the 
money.and  a  decent  and  Christian  use  of  the  remain 
der ;  but  the  Holy  Roman  Catholic  and  Apostolic 
Church  asked  only  a  little  pay  for  the  Church,  and 
granted  a- plenary  indulgence  in  every  other  direc- 
tion. 


And  so  Nob  Hill  was  there,  ot  because  Cathol- 
icism delights  in  show,  and  titles,  and  is  indulgent 
to  those  who  can  pay  for  them. 

After  some  private  chat  of  this  kind;the  chair  was 
taken,  and  the  business  of  the  meeting  began  im- 
mediately. 

The  first  resolution  offered  was  that  the  Pope  was 
king  of  Rome  by  divine  right,and  the  gift  of  Charle- 
magne, and  should  be  restored  aud  preserved  in  all 
his  ancient  and  time-honored  privileges. 

But  a  gentleman  of  Irish  extraction  and  Papal 
persuasion  said  that  he  did  not  like  the  resolution 
in  that  shape.  Queen  Victoria  made  just  the  like 
claim  to  the  throne  of  Ireland,  and  to  indorse  this 
claim  of  the  Pope,  is  to  endorse  that  of  Victoria 
also.  He  wanted  some  form  that  would  leave  room 
for  the  Irish  Republic. 

A  robust  Hibernian  here  proposed  to  add  as  a  sort 
of  addenda.or  amendment,  "That  the  people  of  Ire- 
land have  an  undoubted  right  to  choose  what  kind 
of  government  they  will  have." 

This  was  received  with  several  rounds  of  loud  ap- 
plause,  and  passed  unanimously. 

Here  Philosopher  Pickett  put  in  an  appearance. 
He  said  he  did  not  come  here  in  the  interest  of  the 
Pope.  He  was  not  a  Catholic,  and  did  not  care  for  the 
interests  of  the  Church.  But  he  was  a  Democrat. 
Many  of  those  present  were  Democrats.  Thousands 
of  Catholics  were  Democrats.good  Democrats.  And 
he  wished  to  advise  them  to  do  nothiug  in  the  Pa- 
pal business  that  would  compromise  the  principles 
of  the  great  Democratic  party.  The  eyes  ot  the  world 
were  upon  them.  The  sharp  eyes  of  Republicans 
were  after  them.  He  liked  thering  of  that  last  res- 
olution, that  Ireland  should  c 'loose  its  own  govern- 
ment. Every  people  should  do  so.  That  was  Dem- 
ocratic.   That  was  his  doctrine. 

Here  a  small  Italian  asked  how  that  great  princi- 
pie  would  affect  the  people  of  Rome,  and  tue  Ro- 
man States?  If  they  had  not  the  same  rights 
as  the  people  of  Ireland?  He  was  a  Catho]ic,but  he 
was  an  Italian.  He  could  not  understand  how  the 
people  of  Ireland  could  have  a  right  to  a  Republic 
and  the  people  of  Rome  have  no  right  to  choose  at 
all.  He  was  friendly  to  the  Pope,  and  would  be 
glad  to  see  him  restored;  but  he  would  like 'to  see 
some  reason  for  one  policy  in  Italy,  and  another  in 
Ireland. 

But  another  speaker  said  they  had  not  come  there 
to  argue,  and  give  reasons, but  to  do  something  con- 
clusive to  help  the  Pope.  He  would  give  no  reason 
whatever.  It  was  beneath  the  dignity  of  this  meet- 
ing to  do  so.  He  would  settle  the  whole  matter  by 
this  resolution,  which  settled  all  controversy.  And 
he  read  his  resolution : 

"That  it  is  the  sense  of  this  meeting  that  the  peo- 
ple of  Ireland  have  the  right  to  do  as  taey  please, and 
either  have  a  Republic,  or  a  king  of  their  own 
choosing;  and  that  the  Pope  is  the  rightful  sover- 
eign of  the  Roman  States,  and  should  be  restored 
thereto." 

This  resolution  was  received  with  loud  applause, 
and  carried  unanimously.  All  debate  thereafter  on 
that  vexed  question  was  instantly  suppressed. 

The  Italian  said  it  was  quite  satisfactory.  It  had 
settled  a  very  troublesome  question  in  his  mind. 

Philosopher  Pickett  shook  his  head,and  said  the 
Italian  was  easily  pleased.  He  was  afraid  the  sound 
and  fixed  principles  of  Jeffersonian  Democracy 
could  hardly  approve  of  so  royal  a  road  out  of  a 
great  difficulty. 

The  next  resolution  touched  the  universal  supre- 
macy of  the  Pope,and  read  as  follows : 

"Resolved  that  we,  American  Catholics  and  Dem- 
ocrats are  opposed  to  all  centralization  of  power.and 
in  favor  of  absolute  local  self-government;  and  we 
therefore  declare  that  the  claim  of  the  Pope  to  rule 
all  governments  should  be  respected  and  enforced 
at  the  point  of  the  bayonet.if  necessary." 

Here  Philosopher  Pickett  begged  to  say  that  this 
resolution  was  absurd  in  itself.anti  Jeffersonian, and 
in  defiance  of  all  sound  Democracy. 
^.But  the  chair  said  that  these'objections  could  not 
be  heard.  The  only  question  before  the  house  was, 
"Is  this  the  sense  of  this  meeting?"  Reasons  and 
explanations  were  not  in  erder.. 

The  motion  was  put  and  carried '  amid  thunders 
of  applause. 

How  to  promote  these  ends  and  support  the  Pope 
in  his  crusade  against  Italy ,and  the  world, was  next 
in  order.  A  resolution  was  offered  to  the  following 
effect : 


"That  the  government  of  the  United  States,  in 
furtherance  of  its  great  mission  of  libertating  all 
mankind  from  oppression  and  wrong,  is  hereby 
implored  to  demand  of  the  king  and  people  of  Italy 
the  restoration  of  the  Pope  to  full  control  of  the  Pa- 
pal States,andin  case  of  reiusal,to  proceed  with  the 
army  and  navy  to  effect  that  purpose." 

This  resolution  was  also  passed  amid  thunders  of 
approbation. 

The  Secretary  then  read  a  paper  showing  that 
millions  of  money  had  gone  from  the  United  States 
to  the  Pope  to  be  used  in  this  grand  work.  He  hop- 
ed that  millions  more  would  go.  He  expected  soon 
to  call  for  volunteers.to  have  to  say  to  them  that  the 
good  work  had  began. 

Nay,  he  hoped  to  say  to  them  that  it  was  finished 
that  Pio  Nono  was  king  in  Rome.and  that  his  word 
was  law  to  all  the  nations  of  the  earth.  That  is 
what  we  aim  at,and  what  we  will  have.  The  Pope 
shall  take  the  laws  of  the  United  States  in  his  hand 
and  scratch  out  and  amend  whatever  he  pleases. 

There  were  three  grand  cheers,  aud  the  meeting 
was  at  an  end. 

The  Catholic  Democrats  as  they  poured  out  of  the 
hall  were  quite  jubilent.  They  said  that  was  tho 
Democracy  for  them.  That  was  the  local  self-gov- 
ernment they  were  after.  That  was  the  kind  of  lib- 
erty they  wanted. 

Philosopher  Pickett  said  it  was  the  most  illogical 
and  un-Jeffersonian  system  of  Democracy  he  had 
ever  heard  of. 

Our  Man  said,  "If  that  was  liberty.ior  Ood's  sake 
let  him  have  some  kind  of  despotism  1  He  did  not 
appreciate  liberty  of  that  kind.

As  the  uight  wore  on,  and  Hie  darkness  became 
more  and  more  intense,  ihe  fierceness  of  the  conflict 
abated.  The  French  lines  gradually  receded,  and 
the  Prussians  came  nearer,  and  nearer. 

Bat  this  gave  us  no  rest.  OurJ^ttle  fort  had  been 
a  refuge  all  day  for  stragglers,  for  men  without 
officers  or  guides.  Indeed  the  slaughter  of  the  epau- 
lettes, as  it  was  called,  was  simply  terrific.  Those 
Germans  picked  off  the  shoulder  straps  with  uner. 
ring  aim. 

Our  garrison  was  still  two  thousand  strong,  with 
but  few  commanders  of  any  note  or  rank.  In  this 
emergency,  I  was  detailed  to  head  many  a  sortie, 
and  to  repulse  many  a  fierce  assault. 

1  soon  tound  that  war  was  my  fort.  At  the  head 
of  these  trained  and  veteran  French  soldiers,let  and 
inspired  by  such  a  general  as  we  had, I  felt  at  home 
and  irresistible. 

The  men  loved  him  like  a  fa'.her.  All  his  words 
were  addressed  to  brothers,  or  to  children.  He 
would  raise  his  night  glass.and  espying  some  Prus- 
sian  onslaught.coming  like  an  ocean  wave.he  would 
call  for  voluutem-s.a  hundred,  or  five  hundred.as  he 
thought  best,  and  thus  address  Uiem. 

"Soldiers !  France  suffers !  Her  sacred  soil  is  des- 
ecrated by  the  tread  of  the  foe.  You,  her  children 
h  isien  to  the  rescue  Millions  of  Frenchmen  will 
do  the  same.  In  a  few  days  all  will  be  recovered. 
In  the  meanwhile,  to  gain  time,  some  must  die. 
Ti  it  glory  is  perhaps  for  you.  Would  you  sliun  it  ? 
Your  cheers  tell  me  that  yru  will  not.  No  true 
F.e  .Chilian  will.  You  may  be  defeated,  you  may 
be  Main  ;but  you  will  die  fighting.you  will  thin  out 
the  loe.you  will  leave  the  less  for  France  to  encoun- 
ter. 

"No  true  Frenchman  surrenders  on  French  soil 
to  any  foe.  He  who  does  so,  betrays  France,  and 
gives  her  sons  and  daughters  to  the  slaughter.  You 
will  not  do  so.  You  will  fight.  You  will  die.  But 
you  will  uever  surrender.  You  will  come  bacK  to 
me  victors,  or  I  shall  see  you  no  more." 

"Here  is  yo  ir  officer,"  pointing  to  me.  "Follow 
him, is  nil  1  ask.  When  he  retreats,  honor  will  per- 
mit you  to  do  so  too.  I  haye  never  seen  a  braver 
captain. 

And  with  a  wild  huzza,  we  would  pour  out  upon 
the  foe.  Time  after  time  did  we  thus  repulse  the 
legions  of  Berlin,  and  sometimes  follow,  th^m,  and 
bring  back  trophiea  of  victory.  And  then  th^se  con- 
flicts ceased.  The  French  army  had  retired  iar  out 
ofsight,  and  out  of  hearing. 

The  Prussian  light  troops  had  passed  us  on  ev  ry 
side.  These  frequent  repulses  had  induced  them  to 
wait  till  daylight  and  some  heavier  guns  for  our 
destruction.  By  one  o'clock  three  fourths  of  our 
little  garrison  slept.while  the  silent  watch  proclaim- 
ed the  peace  that  prevailed  around. 

The  night  was  chilly,  after  such  a  storm  of  exer- 
tion.and  most  of  the  officers  were  glad  of  a  little  re- 
pose.    I  sought  my  couch  and  slept  profoundly. 

About  two  hours  before  day,  the  general  put  his 
hand  on  my  arm, and  on  finding  me  awake.he  said, 
"up  comrade.  In  little  more  than  an  hour  will  dawn 
the  last,  or  the  most  glorious  day  of  our  lives.  We 
must  be  on  the  move." 

Willingly  would  I  have  rested  longer.  My  hones 
ached.  Sly  frame  was  sore  with  toil  and  bruises. 
Wounds  were  not  wanting  either;  but  though  pain- 
ful enough,  they  were  slight. 

But  a  little  motion,water  without.and  a  little  wine 
within,  soon  brought  back  the  tone  of  mind  and 
body. 

We  walked  out  upon  the  walls.  The  night  was 
yet  dark  and  still.  The  legions  of  Prussia  were  all 
round  us;  but  their  camp  fires  had  died  out.  There 
was  not  a  sound,  not  a  shadow  to  indicate  that  hu 
man  life  was  there  with  so  much  pent  up  energy. 
The  general  said : 

"Before  day,  we  must  begone  from  here.  Longer 
stay  can  do  no  good,  and  would  be  madness.  We 
will  have  an  hour  of  darkness  to  march, and  the  day 
to  cut  our  may.  There  are  two  roads.  You  will 
take  one, I  the  other, and  divide  the  men.  We  meet 
again  at  St.  Ange,  if  at  all.  < 


"In  the  meanwhile,  be  as  wily  as  the  serpent.and 
as  cold  and  sharp  as  steel.  Meeting  with  French 
forces,  you  will  join  them,  of  course.  I  shall  do  the 
same.and  we  sball  soon  be  rejoined.  But  in  any  case 
no  surrender.  Do  you  promise  me.  No  surrender ! 
While  you  fight,  I  may  escape,  and  vice  versa.  But 
it  one  surrender,  the  other  is  lost.  Do  you  compre- 
hend. No  soldier  of  France  surrenders  on  his  own 
soil.  He  does  the  foe  all  the  despite  he  can,  and 
dies!" 

Are  you  then  so  devoted  to  the  emperor,  said  I, 
that  you  offer  yourself  a  willing  sacrifice! 

"To  the  emperor,"  he  replied.  "No!  Mon  Ami! 
No!  But  to  France!  The  empire  is  at  an  end.  It 
was  built  on  the  thirst  for  military  glory.  It  has 
lost  a  great  battle ;  and  it  is  dead.  Do  you  not  per- 
ceive that  these  men  no  longer  cry,' Vive  l'empereur' 
but  'Vive  la  France! 

"The  empire!  Bah!  The  empire  is  the  Pope,  the 
priest,  bigotry,  superstition,  intolerance  and  death 
to  liberty.  France  is  freedom,*  government  by  the 
people.the  Republic.equalily,  justice.  The  empire 
is  Papal  darkness.  The  Republic  is  light  and 
knowledge. 

"If  we  evade  the  imperial  army,  we  shall  strike 
for  Paris,  for  its  defense,  to  proclaim  the  Republic, 
to  call  on  the  people  of  France  to  defend  their  lib- 
erties, and  beat  back  the  Prussian.  No  empire  and 
no  Church  for  me." 

I  could  no  longer  disguise  from  this  brave  man, 
who  had  taken  so  singular  a  liking  to  me  my  true 
position. 

He  stared  at  me,  as  well  as  he  could  in  the  dark- 
nesss.  He  laughed.  He  almost  yelled  with  delight, 
so  amused  did  he  seem  to  be  at  this  revelation. 

"What !"  said  he,  "You.you  a  brave  man  like  you, 
a  Driest.  You  pretend  to  belieye  that  that  poor  driv- 
elling old  idiot  Pio  Nono  is  all  the  same  as  God, 
that  he  is  infallible,  that  he  ought  to  be  the  supreme 
ruler  of  all  mankind.  You  believe  in  the  assump- 
tions of  those  swindelling  hypocrites  the  Roman 
Catholic  clergy.

Tell  me  that  you  do 
not!  Tell  me  that  you  are  not  a  fool.  Tell  me  that 
you  are  for  humanity  and  freedom,  and  are  not  tied 
to  these  cowled  monks." 

And  I  did  tell  him.  Then  and  there,  on  that  dark 
rampart,  on  the  eve  of  that  day  of  blood  and  car- 
nage, alone,  I  told  that  true  and  brave  man,  what  1 
had  never  whispered  to  mortal  man  before.  I  did 
tell  him  that  I  believed  in  none  of  these  things.that 
I  knew  the  poor  weak  Pope,  and  despised  him.that 
I  knew  his  priests  and  had  no  faith  in  '.hem,  that  I 
loved  liberty  and  humanity,  and  if  he  would  show 
me  the  way,I  would  abandon  the  irmy  of  the  Pope, 
and  join  that  of  the  free. 

And  soon  he  called  up  other  officers  and  men.  He 
introduced  me  to  them.  He  told  my  story.  They 
had  a  society.  I  joined  it.  I  took  the  oath,to  fight 
for  France,  for  the  Repulic,  for  liberty;  and  never 
again  by  word  or  deed  support  the  cause  of  either 
Pope  or  king.  And  then  and  there,  I  ceased  to  be 
a  Jesuit,  a  priest.a  seryitor  of  the  Pope.and  became 
a  free  man,  with  just  as  good  a  right  to  think  and 
speak  for  myself  as  the  Pope  himself. 

The  men  I  was  to  commend  belonged  to  the  same 
association.  They  were  soldiers  of  France.  They 
wanted  a  Republic.  They  were  ready  to  die  for 
France,  but  not  for  the  empire.  They  desired  to 
leave  Louis  Napoleon  to  take  care  of  himself  hasten 
to  Pans.and  proclaim  the  reign  of  the  people. 

While  it  was  still  dark,we  left  the  weals  and  sick 
and  wounded,  and  taking  the  best  and  lightest  ra- 
tions for  two  days,  in  silence  we  stole  out  into  the 
darkness,  and  took  our  way  to  the  south  west. 

We  avoided  roads, and  all  covered  places  where  a 
foe  might  lurk.  In  two  ranks  we  stole  like  a  great 
serpent  along  the  open  ground,  willing  to  avoid  the 
foe ;  but  resolved  to  break  through  every  obstacle 
that  came  in  our  way. 

Not  long  was  our  march  unimpeded,  bentry  alter 
sentry  gave  the  alarm  after  we  approachad.and  fled 
before  us.

Tes,  drifting,  that  is  the  word.  The  great  Repub- 
lic is  not  steered,  it  drifts,  onto  the  rocks,  onto  the 
breakers,  and  every  new  danger  threatens  a  disso- 
lution  or  a  wreck. 

The  Rebublic  is  an  experiment.  It  is  above  all 
things  important  that  it  should  be  a  success.  The 
advenfrof  Ireedomfor  the  whole  world  depends  up. 
on  it.  While  we  nourish  the  other  nations  of  the 
world  will  still  make  progress  in  the  direction  of 
popular  rights.  Should  we  fail,  a  dark  night  will 
fall  upon  the  nations.  There  will  be  no  pole  star  to 
steer  by.  Government  will  be  an  accident  without 
any  fixed    principle. 

Our  own  peace  andghappiness  demand  that  we 
nurse  our  institutions  with  care.  The  interests  of 
mankind  demand  that  we  do  not  permit  this 
grand  experiment  of  self  government  'o  fail. 

We  should  lake  nothing  on  board  the  shipof  State 
that  may  damage  the  cargo,  destroy  the  ship,  or 
risk  the  success  of  the  voyage. 

Are  we  doing  this?  Are  our  statesmen  or  our  peo. 
pie,  looking  with  wise  forethought  at  final  results, 
and  checking  every   threatening  evil  f    Not  at  all  1 

For  some  reason  or  other,  the  ship  is  not  steered, 
it  drifts.  Our  petty  contending  interests  are  per- 
mitted to  3tave  off  eveiy  consideration  of  the  pub- 
lic good,  and  prevent  the  uprooting  of  any  perilious 
element,till  it  becomes  so  demonstiative  as  to  shake 
the  foundations  of  the  Republic.and  put  our  system 
to  hazard. 

It  was  thus  with  slavery.  Those  interested  in  it 
were  so  persistent  in  their  efforts  in  its  defense,lhat 
the  hideous  monster  lived  and  flourished  among  usi 
and  spread  wider  and  wider,  and  might  have  sub 
sisled  till  now,  had  it  not  seized  the  throat  of  the 
government,  and  threaiened  the  national  life. 

Oh,  its  friends  said,  it  is  building  up  the  na  ion, 
adding  to  our  wealth  aud  streogth.  Let  it  alone! 
Some  of  our  people  are  greatly  benefited  by  it.  Aud 
so  we  slept,  we  drifted  on,  till  slavery  came  near  ac- 
complishing our  ruin. 

We  have  another  evil  growing  up  among  us,  just 
as  foreign  to  liberty,  just  as  inimical,  just  as  peril- 
ous to  the  Republic,  as  ever  slavery  was. 

It  is  the  Catholic  Church.  We  all  know  that  no 
devout  Roman  Catholic  is,  or  can  be,  a  Republican 
or  well  affecied  to  the  institutions  of  our  couuiry. 
It  is  ridiculous  to  speak  of  it.  It  is  impossible  to 
entertain  such  an  idea.  And  yet  without  a  word  of 
remonstrance,  our  judges  permit  them  to  lake  the 
oalh  without  a  word  of  explanation,  aud  our  Con- 
gres  proposes  no  amendment  to  our  naturalization 
laws  to  shut  them  out.  They  are  coming  to  us  in 
millions.  They  hope  to  rule,  and  they  do  rule  in 
places.  And  wherever  they  have  a  majority,  for- 
eign priests  dictate  their  policy,  pervert  the  com- 
mon school,  and  pave  the  way  for  Papal  suprema- 
cy 

And  we  sleep.  We  say  oh,  let  them  alone.  They 
willdieout!  Itis  best  not  to  interfere  with  them! 
The  y  can  do  us  no  harm.  And  we  shall  conlinue 
to  do  so,  till  the  nation  has  drifted  into  the  hands  of 
the  Pope,  and  Protestants  will  have  to  fight  for  lib- 
erty and  life. 

There  is  another  problem  that  is  forcing  itself  up. 
on,  and  is  likely  to  drift  on  into  the  same  danger- 
ous proportions.

Beside  this  slave  no  white  Americaucan  live,and 
be  a  man.  He  must  be  content  to  live  as  they  do, 
without  wife  or  child,or  leave  the  field  to  this  cheap 
Chinese.

"'.The  Holy  sisters  of  the  Magdalene  Asylum  com- 
plain that  the  County  Hospital  has  failed  to  furnish 
them  free  medicine.  We  thought  there  must  he 
something  up, as  we  do  not  now  hear  any  complaint 
of  that  hjrge  amount  of  wines  and  whisky  used,  as 
in  the  good  old  time  of  Dr.  Lawlor's  administration 
of  the  County  Hospital.  We  have  been  informed 
thai  the  private  gate  between  t lie  hospital  and  Mag- 
dalene Asylum  has  been  nailed  up.  The  Holy 
Fathers  and  sisters  under  the  present  administra- 
tion have  to  go  in  at  the  front  door.  They  cannot 
go  to  the  back  door  and  carry  away  wines  and 
liquors  and  valuable  medicines  without  giving  an 
account  of  it,  at  any  and  all  times  al  night. 

The  Magdalene  Asylum  is  not  and  Dever  was  in- 
tended as  a  hospital.    They  roceive  aud   are  paid 
for  taking  care  of  hoodlum  girls,  sent  there   by  the 
Police  Court  and  the  Judges  of  other  Courts.    The 
city  has  not  seen  fit  to  appoint  a  Doctor  to  that  In- 
stitution. If  any  of  the  girls  under  their  charge  are 
taken  sick,  the  County  Hospital  is  the  proper  place 
to  send  them.    There  they  can  receive  proper  atten- 
tion and  medical  treatment.  The  fifteen  dollars  per 
month  the  city  pays   for  eacli  female   sent  to  the 
Magdalene  Asylum  will   p&y  the  County   Hospital 
for  taking  care  of  them.    These  being  the  facts  of 
the  case  why  do  these  hoi}'  sisters  want  medicines 
furnished  them  ?  What  right  hastthe  Board  of  Health 
got  to  furnish  medicines.     If  the  Board  of  Health 
thinks  it  is  proper  to  furnish  medicine,  it  :is  their 
duly  to  furnish  a  good  Protestant  Doctor  to  admin- 
ister it.    A  Doctor  who  will   be  employed  to  visit 
this  Magdalene  Asylum   from  cells  to  garret  al  any 
and  all  times,  and  make  a  public  report  on  what  he 
finds.    Let  the  Grand  Jury  visit  this  place  when 
they  are  uot  prepared  to  receive  them,  let  them  se- 
cure the  keys  from  the  head  sister,  and  let  this  sis- 
ter stay  in  her  room  while  the  Grand  Jury  search 
the  institution  thoroughly  without  the  presence  of 
any  sister,    and  then  converse  freely  with  the  in- 
mates.   Then  they  will  find  out  the  corruptions  of 
the^Asylum,  and  not  till  then.]!

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THE   THISTLETON  CASE. 


Our  readers  will  be  anxious  to  learn  the  result  of 
tie  recent  hearing  in  this  case,and  to  learn  just  how 
t  lie  matter  stands  at  present. 

There  is  but  one  feature  prominent  abov«  all 
others,  and  that  is  a  disposition  to  hold  Thistleton 
a  prisoner  for  as  long  a  term  as  posBsble. 

The  District  Attorney  argued  before  Judge  Wright 
of  the  County  Court,  that  there  was  no  appeal  be- 
fore him,  from"  Ferral's  Court  in  such  cases.  And 
then  on  the  habeus  corpus  before  Judge  Dwindle, 
he  took  just  the  opposite  ground. 

In  each  case  he  was  sustained  and  Thistleton  re- 
manded to  jail.  Thus,  so  far  the  Roman  Catholic 
ring  has  prevailed,  ind  the  term  of  twelve  months 
remains  unbroken. 

In  the  meanwhile  Ferral  has  taken  up  the  Tubbs 
case  again.  It  will  be  remembered  that  three  trials 
were  had  in  that  case,  in  two  of  which  the  juries 
disagreed,  and  in  the  other  Thistleton  was  acquit- 
ted. 

But  Thistleton  being  in  jail,  our  cross  marked 
District  Attorney  thought  the  opportunity  good  to 
bring  up  another  Indictment  before  his  friend  Fer- 
ral, and  get  another  long  sentence  from  the  well- 
known  malice  of  that  public  functionary. 

Ferral  was  eager  for  the  fray.  Thistleton  was 
sent  for  to  Court.  He  came  ;  and  asked  for  time  to 
plead.  The  time  was  granted.  Some  delays  took 
place,  owing  to  other  business.  And  all  at  ouce 
Ferral  set  the  case  for  trial.  He  insisted  that  it 
should  go  on  tat  once,  and  it  did.  Judge  Tyler, 
knowing  that  Thistleton  had  uever  been  called  on 
to  plead,  (guilty  or  not  [guilty,  and  that  the  trial 
would  be  void,  made  no  defense. 

Only  one  side  was  heard.  Ferral  said  what  he 
pleased  to  the  jury,  and  then  bulldosed  them  into  a 
verdict  of  guilty. 

tjThen  came  the  day  for  sentence.  Thistleton's 
counsel,  Judge  Tyler,  objected,  for  the  reason  that 
no  plea  had  oeen  entered,  and  the  whole  proceed- 
ing was  therefore  void. 

The  Clers  searched  the  record.  There  was  no 
minute  entered  of  any  plea. 

Ferral  told  the  Clerk  to  enter  the  plea  in  the  min- 
utes, of  not  guilty,  so  as  to  make  the  trial  legal. 

Tyler  said  it  would  be  false,  if  entered,  ihut  no 
plea  had  ever  been  made. 

Ferral  said  tint  Napthaly  had  entered  the  plea 
for  Thistleton.  And  in  any  case  the  plea  had  been 
made,  he  could'prove  it,  and  it  should  be  so  enter- 
ed on  the  minutes. 

Naplhaly  denied  the  soft  impeachment,  said  he 
had  never  done  it  Tyler  said  he  had  never  done  it. 
Several  other  persons  who  had  seen  the  whole  af. 
fair,  ottered  to  swear  to  the  same  thing.  But  tnis 
would  not  do  tbe  hoodlum  Judge.  He  said  he  was 
boss  in  that  Court,  the  plea  had  been  made,  and  he 
would  order  his  Clerk  to  make  a  record  of  it,  so  thai 
he  could  proceed  with  ihe  sentence,  and  vent  his 
apieen  again  on  the  arch  enemy  of  the  Pope. 

But  Judge  Tyler  applied  to  Judge  Wheeler  for  a 
writ  commanding  Ferral  to  hold  on,  and  go  no 
further  in  that  case  before  some  explanation  of  this 
strange  conduct. 

Last  Saturday  Thistleton  was  called  lor  sentence 
by  Ferral.  Tyler  presented  to  him  the  writ  from 
Judge  Wheeler.  The  hoodlum  Judge  glanced  at 
it  contemptuously ,tUrew  it  aside.and  said  he  reckon- 
ed he  would  proceed  with  the  case.  He  didn't  think 
that  paper  amounted  to  much. 

He  did  proceed.  The  headblock,  or  blockhead 
ot  the  Criminal  Court  bar,  proceeded  to  argue  al- 
most everything  except  the  question  at  issue.  He 
read  authorities  to  show  what  no  lawyer  ever  doubl- 
ed, that  a  Court  may  amend  its  own  minutes  to  cor 
respond  with  the  facts  of  the  case,  at^any  time,  on 
motion. 

But  the  question  here  was,."May  the  Court  enler 
a  plea  that  was  never  made,  or  iu  the  teeth  of  point 
blank  lestimoney,  supported  by  the  record  as  it 
stands'" 

This  learned  fog  threw  all  the  obscurity  he  could 
about  the  matter.  Ferral  then  askedjudge  Tyler 
if  he  had  anything  to  saj . 


JUJudge  Tyler  said  ho  thought  not.  He  had  read 
that  writ,  and  found  therein  lhat  Ferral,  and  all 
other  persons  were  commanded  by  Judge  Wheeler, 
of  tLe  District  Court,  to  let  this  thing  alone  till 
further  orders,  and  he  did  not  feel  like  committing 
a  contempt  of  that  Court. 

Here  Ferral  again  clutched  the  writ,  and  began  to 
give.it  a  more  careful  persusal.  Certain  words  caught 
his  attention.  He  tore  his  hair,  gnashed  his  teeth, 
and  like  a  fellow  in  a  play,  read  those  ominous 
words  aloud  before  the  whole  Court. 

They  could  not  be  mistaken.  They  commanded 
him  to  dry  up  till  further  notice.  The  poor  creature 
looked  quite  chap-fallen.  He  said  he  felt  like 
chocking,  loosened  his  neck-tie,  and  laid  the  thing 
over,  till  next  Saturday, ,  that  is  to-day,  so  'bathe 
could  hear  what  Judge  Wheeler  had  to^say  about  it. 
And  so  it  stands. 

And  this  man  is  called  a  Judge  I  God  save  the 
mark!  A  Judge! 

This  poor  spiteful  thing,  who  shows  his  temper 
on  the  bench!  Who  does  not  know  how  to  respect 
the  writ  of  a  superior  Court!  Who  punishes  for 
crimes  which  he  only  imagines !  Who  sentences 
men  for  attacking  the  Holy  Roman  Catholic 
Church!

States.

In  1776  Ihere  were  twenty-six  public  libraries  in 
Ihe  Colouies.  Of  these  Connecticut  had  four,  con- 
taining an  aggregate  of  4,400  volumes;  of  these 
three  were  in  Yale  College,  being  the  college  libra- 
ry and  those  beloogiugto  societies  of  the  students. 
Haiue  had  one  coutaiuiug  93  volumes,  iu  Portland. 
Iu  slriciness  this  should  be  classed  with  the  Mass- 
achusetts collection?.  In  Massachusetts  there  were 
live  libraiies,  coutaiuiug  8,500,  of  which  7,000  were 
iu  the  libraries  of  Harvaru  College.  Mew  Jersey 
had  one  library,  at  the  College  ot  New  Jersey,  con- 
taining 1,200  volumes.  New  York  had  two  libra- 
ries, bwih  in  the  city,  one  belonging  to  Columbia 
College,  coutaiuiug  1,500  volumes,  and  the  other  to 
the  Society  Library,  consisting  of  4,000  volumes. 
Pennsylvania  had  eight  such  libraries,  coutaiuiug 
about  14.000  volumes,  of  which  5000  were  iu  the 
Logan  collection  aud  4,300  in  that  of  the  library 
company.  liuode  Island  had  three  libraries — ihe 
Redwood  collection,  at  Newport,eousisliug  ot  1,500 
volumes;  the  library  of  Brown  University,  at  Prov- 
idence, containing 500  volumes, and  Ihe  Providence 
Library,  1,000.  Souih  Caroliua  had  oue  library, that 
of  the  Library  Society  at  Charleston,  containing 
5000,  voiumes.  Virginia  had  one  libraiy  at  lae  col- 
lege of  William  and  Mary,  couiaiuiug  about  2000 
volumes.  This  makes  the  total  atnouut  of  volumes 
n  the  colonies  at  the  time  of  the  Declaration,  ac- 
cessible lo  the  public  for  purposes  of  culture,about 
43,000.  To  this  should  be  added  the  tirsi  circula 
uug  library  .established  by  John  Mein,  at  Boston, in 
1705.  ii  had  a  printed  catalogue,  aud  claimed  to 
have  1,200  volumes.  The  yearly  subscription  was 
twenty-eight  shillings.  Meiu  soou  afterward  au- 
veilised  tuat  his  slock  of  books  for  sale  consisted  of 
10,000  volumes.  The  fullowiog  figures  will  show 
ths  result  of  a  century  iu  obtaiuiug,  at  least,  the  ap- 
pliances of  literary  culture:  From  1775  to  1800 
lucre  were  established  30  libraries;  from  1800  to 
1825, 170 ;  from  1825  to  1850,  551 ;  and  from  1850  to 
1875,  2,481.  This  calculation  includes  libraries  of 
all  kinds,  classified  under  the  heads,Academies  and 
Schools,  College,  Society,  Law,  Medical,  Theologi- 
cal, Scientific.  Historical, Public  Mercanlile,Social, 
Youug  Men's  Christian  Association,  Government, 
State  and  territory,  Garrison,  Asylum  and  Reform- 
atory, aud  miscellaneous.  This  gives  us  in  1815  a 
total  of  3,082  librarries,  numbering  iu  the  aggre- 
gate 12,276,964  volumes,  making  an  average  of  over 
3,000  volumes  to  each,  the  limit  below  which  no 
library  is  included  in  the  list  being  300  volumes.

The  Pulpit. 

Short  Patent  Sermons. 

When  Shakspear  said, "There's  a  divinty  that  shapes 
our  endn,  rough  hew  them  as  we  may,"  he  did  but 
announce  a  great  truth.  Men  propose,  but  God  dis. 
poses. 

Great  states,  and  great  churches  think  they  rule 
the  des'inies  of  mankind.  Alas,  they  are  but  the 
floating  rubbish  that  shows  which  way  the  current 
is  running. 

Governments  and  Churches  are  the  reflex  of  the 
people  of  this  day.  They  are  what  the  people  are. 
They  are  what  the  people  say  thay  shall  be.  They 
are  what  the  people  of  this  day  pay  for.  They  can 
not  be  anything  else. 

Who  wants  a  just,  simple  and  inostentatious  gov- 
ernment?   A  very  few  very  good  people! 
And  so  we  don't  have  it. 

Who  wants  a  pure,  Christ  like  Church?  Almost 
nobody!  And  so  we  don't  have  that. 
The  bulk  of  our  people  demand  just  such  a  govern- 
ment as  we  have,  and  make  it  what  they  are  them- 
selves. They  are  eager  for  money,  tashion,  gaud 
ostentation  and  intrigue.  The  United  States  Con- 
gress  is  a  reflex  of  the  people. 

Aud  so  in  religion.  There  are  only  a  very  few 
who  fed  willing  to  knuckle  down  to  pure  and  sim 
pie  following  of  Christ,  and  winning  Heaven,  and 
being  prepared  for  Heaven  by  their  own  personal 
goodness.  They  want  some  back  way,  some  easy 
wa}',  some  short  way.  And  this  thing  of  setting  up 
one  good  man  here  aud  another  there  to  pray  for 
them,  and  save  them  by  his  intercession  is  just  the 
thing.    Everybody  wants  it.    And  so  it  is. 

Go  into  the  market  place  of  any  of  our  great  cities 
to-morrow,  and  set  up  two  stands.and  to  use  a  hom- 
ly  phrase,  peddle  tickets  for  Heaven.  At  the  one 
stand,  demand  as  the  price  of  the  ticket,  a  holy  and 
correct  life.  Tell  the  people  they  can  be  bought 
on  no  other  terms.  And  you  will  dispose  of  almost 
none. 

On  the  other  hand,  say,  "Just  come  and  get  your 
tickets!  We  charge  just  one  tenth  of  all  you  make. 
Go  on  with  your  stock  jobbing,  aud  cheating,  and 
trading,  and  drinking  and  debauchery.  We  don't 
care.  It  will  make  no  difference.  Only  come  to  us, 
bow  your  heads  a  moment  and  pay  the  fee,  aud  you 
get  your  ticket.  And  half  of  the  cily  would  pur 
chase  at  such  a  lottery  office. 

Such  is  human  nature.  It  grasps  at  the  shadow, 
and  loses  the  substance.  And  while  such  is  the  fact, 
the  shaddowswill  be  peddled  out,  and  the  substance 
will  not  have  even  one  poor  salesman.  And  he  will 
starve  to  de»th. 

Christ  almost  did  so.  Perhaps  he  would  have 
done,  had  he  not  been  put  to  death ;  while  the  high 
priests,  the  shams  of  his  day,  were  clothed  in  pur- 
ple and  fine  linen. 

But  these  real  solid  men, these  teachers  of  the  abso- 
lute, while  they  appear  to  be  of  no  moment;  while 
the  flimsy  shadows,  who  seem  to  rule,  are  but  the 
pointed  signboards  of  a  passing  fantasm. 

In  every  age,  in  everg  caunuy,  God's  undercur- 
rents are  at  work.  They  are  changing  the  people, 
the  public  mind.  And  as  the  public  mind  changes 
governments  topple  down,  and  sink  into  oblivion. 
The  king  who  thought  he  was  directing  affairs, 
finds  himself  no  longer  wanted, and  the  Republic  iu 
his  place.  Tne  popular  mind  has  drifted  from  un- 
der him.  The  Pope,  who  deemed  himself  the  iu- 
fallible  guide,  is  left  behind,  and  the  wot  Id  wags  on 
without  him,  and  away  beyond  him. 

And  these  changes  come,  like  a  thief  in  the  night 
slowly,  imperceptibly.  Like  a  groat  tidal  wave,  its 
motions  are  unseen,  till  the  flood  is  strong  enough 
to  carry  all  before  it. 

The  Beeehers.and  popes,  and  cardinals  and  bish- 
ops, the  floating  rubbish  of  the  present  day,  pass 
with  the  age  to  which  they  belong.  They  do  not 
shape  the  future,  they  are  not  in  accord  with  it, and 
they  cannot  ride  upon  its  bosom. 
Those  who  serve  the  present  are  honored  by  it, and 
fill  all  its  high  places.  They  are  its  representative 
men. 


Those  who  shape  the  luture,  work  in  the  dark 
corners  underneath,  unnoticed  and  unknowu.  But  i 
like  Samson,they  pull  down  the  temple.  They  may 
perish  in  the  ruins.  No  matter!  They  are  the  true 
rulers,  though  their  reign  begins  a  hundred  years 
after  they  are  dead. 

And  God  does  not  always  work  by  men.  Some- 
times overwhelming  events,  embarrass  and  break 
down  false  systems,  aud  compel  men  to  get  out  of 
them. 

Who  controlled  slavery !  No  man !  No  set  of  men. 
It  laughed  to  scorn  American  legislative  wisdom. 
We  were  children  in  its  gra3p, aud  showed  ourselves 
wholly  unable  to  cope  with  it.  But  we  were  com- 
pelled  to  stamp  it  out,  or  die  ourselves.  So  gigan- 
tic and  unmanageable  did  it  become. 

And  there  is  another  evil  that  is  close  upon  us.of 
the  same  character.  The  Republic  is  acquiring  too 
many  low  degraded  people,  too  large  a  population, 
unless  they  were  of  a  better  quality  'Ihe  cheap 
Chinese  laborer  is  flooding  the  country  with  degra- 
dation aud  crime. 

And  the  blind  and  interested  capitalists  cannot 
see  the  evil,  cannot  cope  with  it,  cannot  spare  their 
cheap  laborer.wlll  aim  to  keep  him  and  protect  him 
till  like  the  slave,  he  plunges  the  nation  into  ruin 
and  despair,  and  costs  a  thoesand  times  more  in 
blood  and  ruin  thau  all  his  labor  can  rebuild. 

If  the  people  of  America  would  preserve  their  free 
institutions,  they  must  not  listen  to  the  men  on  the 
surface.  They  must  watch  and  guide  the  under- 
currents. 


THE  CHICO  JVIURDERS. 

The  Sau  FranciSco  Girls. 
Which  is  the  More  Horrible? 

At  Chico,  in  this  State,  five  Chinamen  have  been 
killed  and  robbed,  by  six  white  men,  or  boys. 

It  was  a  horrible  deed,  and  those  who  did  it 
should  be  punished  as  the  law  directs. 

It  was  thought  at  first  that  they  were  anti  Coolies, 
aod  their  bloody  work  done  at  the  instigation  of  a 
Society.  But  this  is  perhaps  only  a  blind  to  throw 
the  authorities  off  the  truck  oi  the  real  culprits. 

But  be  it  as  it  may,  even  this  foul  murder  has  its 
paralled,  nay,  it  is  exceeded  in  horror  and  moral 
depiavity  by  a  spectacle  brought  to  light  by  one 
of  our  city  policemen. 

He  found,  in  the  loft  of  an  old  shop,  three  boys 
and  three  girls,  laying  iu  pairs,  among  some  straw. 
Girls  of  twelve  to  fourteen.  Boys  from  that  to  seven- 
teen. 

Just  think  of  this.  Fathers  and  mothers,  think 
of  this.  In  the  Golden  State  of  plenty,  such  deprav- 
ity, such  degradation. 

What  is  the  cause?  In  each  case  the  same. 
Chinese  cheap  labor.  Lay  what  you  will,  disguise 
it  as  you  may,  talk  about  Christian  influence  as  you 
like,  Otis  Gibson  cannot  deny  that  the  presence  of 
his  Chinese  cheap  labor  is  the  immediate  cause  of 
these  white  boys  and  girls  being  in  this  wretched 
condition. 

In  every  city  iu  Ihe  world  there  are  parents  who 
are  too  poor  to  keep  their  children  at  home  for 
mere  idleness  or  education. 

Where  there  are  uo  Chiuese,  they  are  very  readily 
taken  into  employment,  kept  off  the  street,  taught 
induslrous  habits,  and  help  theirparents  to  main, 
tain  thejfamily. 

But  here  in  San  Francisco,  the  children  are  shut 
out  from  all  usefulness.  The  Chinaman,  or  the 
China  boy  is  there  before  them.  They  remain  a 
dead  weight  on  their  poor  fathers  and  mothers,  who 
must  also  contend  against  Chinese  cheap  labor. 

Thus  the  children  are  neglected,  idle,  worthless. 
They  grow  up  out  of  the  care  of  their  parents..  They 
seek  holes  and  corners,  as  did  these  boys  and  girls, 
and  are  thus  prepared  for  the  brothel  aud  the  pen- 
itentiary. 

Look  at  these  two  pictures  At  Chico  five  dead 
Chinamen.  And  six  white  men  dragged  to  the 
gallows. 

In  San  Francisco,three  girls  and  three  boys,  from 
twelve  to  sixteen,  huddled  together  in  a  loft. 

These  are  the  direct  effects  of  Chinese  cheap  la- 
bor. Away  with  it.  There  is  sin  and  dea'h  in  the 
polluted  thing. 
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Ancient  Order  of  Hibernians,  MoMy 
Maguires,  and  the  Ribben- 
men  of  Ireland    are 
one  and  the  same 
Thing, 

The    Difference  Between  Them  is,  the 

Difference  of  Locality  and 

Name  Only. 

We  publish  below  Ibe  Obligation  of  a  Ribbon 
man.  The  oath  taken  in  Ireland  by  Ihe  Kibbon,  is 
the  same  as  the  oath  taken  by  the  A.  O.  H.,  and  the 
Molly  Maguires  of  Pennsylvania.  The  evidence

The  person  is  first  asked  by  the  Captain  or 
Committee-man,  "Is  it  your  wish,  with  all  your 
heurt  and  mind,  to  assume  the  heavenly  test  of  a 
Ribboninan,  or  any  other  title  you  may  get  from 
the  Board?"    The  person  answers  "Yes." 

The  Captain  of  the  Committee  then  says,  "Take 
the  book  in  your  right  baud  and  go  down  on  your 
bare  knees.  You  swear  that  you  will  never  pros- 
ecute a  Ribbonman,  or  any  other  title  he  may  get 
from  the  Ribbon  Board,  before  Judge  or  Jury,  or 
any  other  man  that  can  hurt  our  system."  The  per. 
son  is  then  again  told,  if  it  is  not  Ms  wiah  to  re- 
ceive tho  chief  secrets,  he  may  rise  and  go  away ; 
but  if  he  answers  "Yes,"  the  Captain  then  orders 
him  to  bless  himself  and  take  the  book  in  his  rigit 
hand,  and  he  is  sworn  as  follows:

And  by  virtue  of 
the  oath.l  always  will  attend  atone  minute's  warn- 
ing, to  execute  any  commands  belonging  to  the  sys 
tem;  and  that  I  will  never  see  a  brother  hurt  or 
abused  by  any  not  up  to  this  system,  without  assist 
ing  him  ;  nor  will  I  buy  anything  from  a  Protestant 
at  auy  time  if  I  can  get  it  from  a  brother. — And  I 
also  feel  bound  to  believe  that  there  is  no  absolu 
lion  to  be  had  from  the  Pope  of  Rome,or  any  other 
authority  belonging  to  that  Church,lior  any  part  of 
this  solemn  test;  or  any  forgiveness  in  this  solemn 
test;  or  any  forgiveness  in  this  world  or  that  which 
is  to  come  lor  a  breach  of  this  test."

Capt.  Farrell,  the  boss  trustee  of  the  yard,  fears 
lest  his  occupation  of  squirting  water  over  the 
backs  of  the  lousy  hay  bunkers,  will  be  taken  from 
him. 

The  John  Chinaman  prisoners  has  raised  the 
price  of  washing  the  solitary  shirt  of  the  aristocratic 
jail  bird. 

Capt.  O'Donnell  has  applied  to  the  Supervisors 
for  some  weights  to  place  on  the  blankets  left  by 
prisoners  sent  to  the  Branch  Jail.  He  says  that 
some  means  must  be  provided  to  keep  the  blankets 
in  jail,  when  the  water  is  cut  off.

And  the  Protestant  nations  of  the  world  should 
not  permit  this  ambitious  and  despotic  Church,  to 
Beize  upon  a  single  State  by  force.  The  Pope  has 
got  to  be  fought,  Booner,  or  later.  He  has  devoted 
followers  enough  to  make  a  world  of  mischief.

And  yet  here  are  thirty  thousand  men  who  have  vol- 
unteered to  do  so.

LETTERS  FROM  ROME- 


No-  13. 


AringhuB,in  his  account  of  subterraneous  Rome, 
acknowldeges  this  conformity  between  the  Pagan 
and  Popish  rites, and  defends  the  admission  of  the 
ceremonies  of  heathenism  into  the  service  of  the 
church,  by  the  authority  of  their  wisest  Popes  and 
governors,  "who  found  it.  necessary,"  he  says,"in 
cun version  of  the  Gentiles,  to  dissemble  and  wink 
at  many  things,  and  yield  to  the  times;  and  not  to 
use  force  against  customs  which  the  people  were 
so  obstinately  fond  of;  nor  lo  think  of  extirpating 
at  once  everything  that  had  the  appearance  of  pro- 
fane; but  to  supersede,  in  some  measure,  the  oblig- 
ationn  of  the  sacred  laws ;  till  these  converts  con- 
vinced by  degrees,  and  informed  of  the  whole  truth 
by  the  suggestions  of  the  Holy  Spirit,  should  be 
content  to  submit  in  earnest  to  the  yoke  of  Christ." 

It  is  by  the  same  principles,  that  the  Jesuits  de- 
fend the  concessions  which  they  maKe  at  this  day 
to  their  proselytes  in  China;  who,  where  pure 
Christianity  will  not  go  down,  never  scruple  to 
compound  the  matter  between  Jesus  and  Confucius 
and  prudently  allow,  what  the  stiff  old  prophets  so 
impolitieally  codemmed,  a  partnership  between 
God  and  Baal ;  of  which  though  they  have  often 
been  accused  at  the  court  ot  Rome,  yet  I  have  never 
heard,  that  iheir  conduct  has  been  censured.  But 
this  kind  ofreasoning,  how  plausible  soever  it  may 
be  with  regard  to  the  first  ages  of  Christianity  or  to 
nations  just  converted  from  Paganism,is  so  far  from 
excusing  the  present  Gentilism  of  the  church  of 
Rome,  that  it  is  a  direct  comdemnation  of  it;  since 
ttie  necessity  alleged  for  the  practice,  if  ever  it 
had  any  real  force,  has  not,  at  least  for  many  ages 
past,  at  ail  subsisted;  and  their  toleration 
of  such  pratices,  however  useful  at  first  for  recon- 
ciling heaihen  to  Christianity,  now  to  be  the  read- 
iest way  to  drive  Christians  back  again  to  heathen- 
ism. 

But  is  high  time,  for  me  to  conclude,  being  per- 
suaded, if  1  do  not  flatter  myself  too  much  that  I 
have  sufficiently  made  good  what  I  first  undertook 
to  prove:  an  exact  conformity,  or  uniformity, rather 
of  worship,  between  Popery  and  Paganism;  for 
Bince,  as  1  have  shown  above,  we  see  the  present 
people  of  Rome  worshipping  in  the  same  temples, 
at  the  same  altars,  sometimes  the  same  images,  and 
always  with  the  same  ceremonies,  as  the  old 
Romans;  they  must  have  more  charity,  as  well  as 
skill  in  distinguishing,  than  I  pretend  to  have,  who 
can  absolve  them  from  the  same  superstition  and 
idolatry,  of  which  we  condemn  their  Pagan  ances- 
tors. 

It  is  objected  by  you  that  the  burning  of  incense 
was  not  received  from  the  heathen  temples,  but^the 
Jewish.  The  rite  is  enjoined  in  the  Jewish  law, 
Ex.  30:7.  To  this  I  reply  That  this  like  the  other 
Jewish  rites,  was  not  desiguod  to  be  perpetual. 

That  during  its  continuance,  it  could  rightfully 
be  performed  in  no  temple  but  that  at  Jerusalem. 

That  there  was  never  "a  temple  in  the  world,  not 
strictly  heathenish,  in  which  were  several  altars, 
all  smoking  with  incense  at  one  and  the  same 
time."  Yet  this  is  the  case  with  thousands  of  church- 
es, and  Popish  countries,  at  the  present  time;  which 
proves  that  the  rite  was  borrowed  from  the  heathen. 

The  Romish  use  of  incense  is  very  similar  to  that 
for  which  God  reproved  hia  ancient  covenant  peo- 
ple. The  Jews  of  old,"burned  incense  to  the  queen 
of  heaven  ;(Jer.44:  17.) 

and  the  Romanists  now  burn  incense  to  Mary   un- 
der the  same  profane  and  heathenish  title. 

The  profane  and  ridiculous  rite  of  sprinkling 
horses,  asses,  and  other  cattle,  is  said  to  have  origi- 
nated from  the  following  alleged  miracle,  as  detail- 
ed by  Jerome :  "A  Christian  of  Gaza   who   kept  a 


stable  of  race  horses  for  the  Circensian  games,  was 
always  beaten  by  his  antagonist,  who  was  an  idola- 
tor.  For  the  idolator,  by  the  help  of  certain  charms 
and  diabolical  imprecations,  constantly  damped  the 
spirit  of  the  Christan's  horses,  and  added  courage 
to  his  own.  The  Christian,  therefore,  in  despair, 
applied  to  St.  Hilarion,  and  implored  his  assistan 
ce.  But  the  saint  was  unwilling  to  meddle  with  an 
affair  so  frivolous  and  profane,  till  the  Christian, 
urged  it  is  as  necessary  defence  against  these  adver- 
saries of  God,  whose  insults  were  levelled,  uot  so 
much  at  him,  as  at  the  church  of  Christ;  and  his 
entreaties  being  seconded  by  the  monks  who  were 
present,  the  saint  ordered  his  earthen  jug,  out  of 
which  he  used  to  drinls,  to  be  filled  with  water  and 
delivered  to  the  man;  who  presently  sprinkled  his 
stable,  his  horses,  his  charioteers,  his  chariot,  and 
the  very  boundaries  of  the  course,  with    the  water. 

Upon  this,  the  whole  city  was  in  wondrous  ex- 
pectation. The  idolators  derided  what  the  Chris- 
tians  had  done ;  while  the  Christians  took  courage, 
and  assured  themselves  of  victory-  When  the  sig- 
nal was  given  for  the  race,  the  Christian's  horses 
seemed  almost  to  fly :  while  the  idolator's  were  la- 
boring behind,  and  left  quite  out  of  sight ;  bo  that 
the  Pagans  themselves  were  constrained  to  cry  out 
that  their  god  was  conquered  by  Christ."  [Work 
of  Jerome,  vol.  4,  part  2,  p.  80. 

The  Rev.  Dr.  Gustiniani,  formerly  a  Romish 
priest,  but  now  a  minister  of  the  Evangelical  Luth- 
eran Church,  writes  as  follows:  "If  I  could  lead, 
my  readers,  on  the  17th  of  January  to  the  cburchs 
of  St.  Antoine  at  Rome,  I  am  convinced  they  would 
not  know  whether  to  laugh  at  the  ridiculous  relig- 
ious performaces,  or  weep  over  the  heathenish  prac- 
tices, of  the  church  of  Romo.  They  would  there 
see  a  priest  in  his  sacerdotal  garments,  with  a  stole 
over  his  neck,  and  a  brush  in  hisrighthand,  sprin. 
kling  the  mules,  asses,  and  horses  with  holy  water; 
and  praying  tor  them,  and  with  them  and  blessing 
them,  in  order  that  they  may  be  preserved  through 
the  year  from  famine  and  danger,  sickness  and 
death,  for  the  sake  and  merits  of  the  holy   Antony. 

The  scene  is  so  grotesque,  that  no  American  can 
have  any  idea  of  it,  and  heathen  priests  would  he 
ashamed  of  it.  The  kicking  of  mules,  the  neigh- 
ing of  horses,  the  braying  of  asses,  the  shouting 
of  the  multitude,  the  ridicule  of  Protestants  who 
reside  at  Rome  all  together  go  to  constitute  a  spec- 
tacle which  would  shock,  not  only  Americans,  but 
the  very  heathen,  and  mutt  be  abominable  in  the 
sight  of  God.  Yet  all  this  is  yearly  practiced  by 
the  priests  of  Rome,  in  the  so  called  metropolis  of 
the  Christian  world,  and  under  the  sanction  of  the 
self-  styled  infallible  head  of  the  church." 
The  use  of  lamps  in  the  churches,  was  condemned 
by  many  of  the  primitive  bishops  and  presbyters, 
and  by  the  first  Christian  emperors,  as  a  superstit- 
ious and  heathenish  practice.  "They  {light  up 
candles  to  God,  "  says  tactantius,  "as  if  he  lived 
in  the  dark.  Surely  they  ought  to  pass  for  mad 
men,  who  offer  lamps  to  the  Author  and  giver  of 
all  light. 

Vigilantius  incurred  the  hostility  of  Jerome,  for 
writing  against  "monkery  the  celibacy  of  the  cler- 
gy, praying  tor  the  dead,  worshipping  the  relics 
of  martyrs,  and  lighting  up  candles  to  ..them,  after 
the  manner  of  the  Pagans."  We  see."  says  he,  "a 
Pagan  rite  introduced  into  onr  churches,  under 
the  pretext  of  religion;  when  heaps  of  wax  candles 
are  lighted  up  iu  clear  sun-shine,  and  people  every- 
where kissing  and  adoring,  I  know  not  what,  con- 
temptible dust,  preserved  in  a  little  vessel,  and 
wrapped  up  in  precious  linen.  These  men  do  great 
honor  to  the  blessed  martyrs,  no  doubt  by  lighting 
up  paltry  candles  to  those  whom  the  Lamb,  iu  the 
midst  of  the  throne,  illuminates  wiih  all  the  lustre 
of  his  majesty"  II  Vigilantius  deserves  to  bo  called 
the  Wickliffe  of  his  age.

The  officers  of  the  County  Jail  consists,  of  what 
we  would  term  in  the  army,  three  reliefs.  Instead 
of  corporals  to  each  relief,  they  have  a  captain. 
Captain  Dugart,  a  French  commander,  has  charge 
of  the  day  watch,  assisted  by  Lieutenants  Ferral, 
O'Donell,  and  Daily  (a  new  appointment )  These 
subordinate  officers,  however,  all  seem  to  have  a 
captain's  commission,  at  least  they  are  all  called 
captains.  We  suppose  for  the  reason,  as  we  are  in 
formed,  they  all  get  captain's  pay.  The  night  watch 
is  composed  of  two  reliefs,  of  two  cap'Mns  each. 
Their  names  are  Captain's  Hannah  and  0'lvcfefe,who 
foim  one  watch.  Captain  Sweeny  and  Captain  Lain 
form  the  other  watch  or  relief.  These  night  watchers 
commence  their  duties  at  11  p.  M.  and  remain  on 
till  11  r.  M.  They  are  then  released  by  the  other 
watch,  who  come  on  duty  at  11  p.  M.  and  stay  till  8 
a.  m.  The  French  commander,  Capt.  Dugart  and 
his  assistants  then  come  on  duty,  and  take  we  poor 
convtcts  in  charge.  Now  since  we  have  Tbecome  a 
boarder  at  Mr.  Noonan's  Hotel  under  the  charge  of 
the  above  named  officers,  we  have  formed  necessar- 
ily their  acquaintance.  These  officers  from  Sheriff 
Noonan,Commander  in  Chief.down  to  the  least  one 
of  them,  are  members  of  the  Holy  Roman  Catholic 
and  Apostolic  Church.  They  do  not  deny  this  fact, 
and  as  far  as  our  limited  acquaintance  with  them 
has  progressed,  they  seem  to  be  quite  a  jolly  lot  of 
gentlemen.  They  may  haye  done  some  naughty 
things  in  times  past,  or  they  may  not,we  are  unabfe 
to  say,  or  at  least  we  do  not  mean  to  say  while  we 
are  enjoying  their  hospitality  at  the  noted  Noonan 
Mansion.  We  are  kept  very  closely  confined  in  cell 
63,  and  do  not  have  that  chance  for  observation  that 
some  of  the  lucky  convicts  have.  Yet  wo  hear  and 
see  a  good  deal,  and  as  the  situation  is  of  a  rather 
novel  character  to  us,  we  cogitate  a  good  deal  on 
what  we  do  see  and  hear.  Any  incident  that  would 
pass  unobserved  under  other  circumstances,  causes 
considerable  food  for  reflection.  Everything  has 
been  going  on  smoothly  lately.  The  officers  have 
been  preparing  themselves  for  their  Easter  duties. 
We  have  sometimes  thought  their  past  sins  troubled 
some  of  them,  aa  they  would  occasionally  appear  a 
little  cross,  and  as  we  are  so  intimately  connected 
with  them, so  completely  under  their  control  their 
temper  is  a  source  of  great  solicitude  to  us.  It  might 
cause  ous  situation  lo  become  very  unpleasant  in 
a  dark  cell  with  a  dose  of  salts.  Last- Sunday  be- 
ing Easter,  the  last  day  of  Lent,  of  course  our  offi- 
cers after  so  much  fasting,were  well  prepared  to  re- 
ceive full  absolution,  and  no  doubt  some  of  the  best 
of  them,  secured  an  indulngeuce  from  the  worthy 
Bishop.    Be  that  as  it  may,  Sunday  passed  off  very 


quietly  in  the  County  Jail.  Some  of  our  Protestant 
Christians  made  their  usual  visit,  and  prayed  and 
sang  the  songs  of  Zion  to  the  edification  of  those 
who  were  in  the  main  corridor.

Captains  Sweeny 
and  Lane  having  no  doubt,  worthily  attended  to 
their  Easter  duties.come  on  guard  at  this  Hotel,and 
remained  till  relieved  by   Captains  Hannah  and 
O'Keefe  at  11  p.  m.    We  had  retired  to  our  virtuous 
couches  and  our  glim,  as  the  "hood's"  call  it,  was 
extinguished  and  we  were  about  to  dream  of  sweet 
liberty.good  dinners  and  a  luxurious  couch.  When 
we  were  arroused  by  an  unusual  noise  in  the  main 
corridor.  We  jumped  from  our  couches  and  made  a 
break  for  the  wicket  of  our  cell.    We  could  hear 
the  hurried  tread  of  Capt.  Hannah  and  his  assist- 
ant O'Keefe.    We  could  hear  some  whispering  or- 
ders, then  all  was  silent  agaiu.    Presently  we  heard 
the  martial  tread  marching  up  and  down   the  cor- 
ridor of  Captain  Hannah, we  could  uot  see  what  was 
going  on.but  from  the  unusual  commotion  we  were 
satisfied  something  important  was   taking  place. 
Presently  a  noise  of  many  footsteps  was  heard.  We 
heard  the  loud  voices  of  command.    "There  he  is, 
that's  the  cell,  I  saw  the  iron  bars  from  his  window 
laying  on  the  cell  floor.  He  was  just  about  to  make 
bis  escape,  and  nogdoubt  he  would  have  been  good 
before  this,  only  he  must  have  heard  me,  and  have 
waiting  till  I  went  nut  to  the  office.    When  I  disco- 
ered  the  situation  I  got  my  artillery  ready  and  was 
been  on  the  watch  tor  Mm, till  I  got  assistance  from 
the  Sheriff's  office."    Some  one  was  ordered  to  go 
on  the  roof,  others  were  sent  out  in  the  yard.  Capt. 
Hannah  said,"I  will  make  amove  on  the  right  flank 
while  you  secure  the  left  and  rear."     VVe  heard  the 
loud  command  "Are  you  all  ready!    Charge,charffe 
I  say  I"    We  heard  a  rush  for  the  cell  door.  Quick- 
ly it  was  opened  and  all  hands  made  a  rush  for  cell 
No.  18.    Their  eyes  stuck  out  like   peeled  onions. 
What  waB  it?    What  is  it  I  see!  There  lay  the  poor 
victim  of  all  this  trouble  cuddled  up  in  his  solitary 
blanket.    He  looked  at  them  with   astonishment. 
He  wondered  at  this  undue  commotion.  Capt.  Han- 
nah, what  does  this  all  mean,  is  this  an  April  fool?" 
said  a  voice,  "why  this  poor  man  has  a  wooden  leg 
and  has  taken  it  off  before  retiring  to  rest."  "Why" 
said  Capt.  Hannah  "that's  a  fact.    When  I  looked 
in  I  thought  it  was  the  bars  taken  out  of  his  wicket.

The  fire  Irum  all  aides  was  simply  horrible.  But 
our  rapid  motions  prevented  any  very  perfect  for- 
mation iigaiU&l  us. 

Kepeateuly  we  were  surrounded, but  broke, though 
the  turn  shell  of  the  foe,  and  anuu  cheers  iroin  all 
sides,  for  these  Jfiussiaus  admired  our  desperate 
Valor,  went  ou  our  way. 

AilaSL  the  haul  ellorl  was  at  hand.  The  height 
Wus  uel'Jie  us,  with  its  solid  lines.  Behind  the  en 
e:uj  pi  tssed,  aud  on  each  side  they  came  pell  nidi. 
iiic  circle  was  complcLe,  one  nug  of  tire.  The 
deadly  hail  powered  in  upon  usT  and  we  '"answered 
with  like  noises'1  till  the  car  lost  all  distinction  of 
EOund.

Our  officer  responded,  Bahl  To  die  lor  France  is 
nooie!  On  French  soil,  no  true  Frenchmen  sur- 
renders to  a  foe,  Give  us  a  passage,  or  we  will 
make  one!" 

Through 
the  Frusaiiius.over  the  ndge,down  the  decline  what 
was  left  ol  us.  There  was  no  power  in  man  to  resist 
thai  oulslaught,  As  we  passed  through  the  last  lines, 
the  brave  Prussians  themselves,  lilted  their  hats  in 
our  ht'Uor,und  let  us  pass.

A  few  stray  shots  from  the 
artillery  and  we  were  free,  between  our  foes  and 
Pans,  and  ready  to  join  the  first  army  corps  we 
met.

Aud  in  due  season  there  we  arrived.  But  others 
had  done  the  work  we  had  promised  ourselves.  We 
were  but  apart  of  the  great  whole,  though  an  Im- 
portant part. 

The  nst  of  my  story  is  public  history.  The  lie 
public  in  Pans  became  the  Commune.  The  peo- 
pie  had  good  reason  to  late  the  empire,  aud  Hie 
Church  as  well.  They  did.  I  did.  1  joined  heart- 
ily iu  every  worn  for  liberty  both  of  body  and 
mind.  I  had  seen  enough  of  the  corruptions  of  the 
Church,  and  of  the  lolly  and  falsehood  of  the  em 
pire. 

I  had  now  to  see  the  folly  of  the  people  also. 
Frauce  wus  divided  against  itself.  Had  France 
remained  true  to  herself,  she  would  have  beaten 
her  invaders,-  as  mothers  whip  taeir  disobedient 
children.  But  the  Commune  would  have  no  em- 
pire and  uo  aristocracy.  And  the  imperialists  and 
the  no  bless  would  uol  move  a  finger  to  give  victory 
to  the    Commune. 

Aud  so  Par. s fell.  And  then,  instead  of  wisdom 
and  moderation,  civil  war  ensued,  between  the  na- 
tion aud   the  capilol. 

My  Irieud  the  General  died  as  he  lived,  fighting 
for  Frauce  aud  liberty.  He  was  killed  while  lead 
mg a  sortie  against  the  enemy.  Under  ashed  he 
bieutliLd  his  last  words  to  me. 

"Ail  is  over!  Escape  if  you  caul  The  Commuue 
is  lostl  There  will  be  no  mercy!  Poor  France! 
Moderation  is  unknown  to  her.  The  government 
will  have  its  victims!  The  Church  will  take  its  r  - 
veugel  America  is  the  ouly  safe  place  for  you. 
tiei-k  it  at  once.  You  have  not  a  moment  to  lose;" 
i  did  not  stay  to  see  him  buried,  ouly  to  see  that 
life  was  gone  trom  the  bravest  and  most  disinterest- 
ed soldier  f  ever  saw. 

He  was  for  the  Kepublic,  and  for  the  Commuue 
only  as  a  part  of  it.  He  did  the  best  he  could  to 
reconcile  Frenchmen  and  secure  peace  among 
them.  He  was  only  implacable  against  the  Cuurcu 
ai.d  be  well  kuew  that  the  Church  was  equally  im- 
placable to  him. 

Had  the  Versailles  Government  never  recognized 
the  priests  he  would  never  have  fought  agaiust  it. 
Neither  would  1.  We  had  been  sworn  friends  aud 
brothers  from  our  first  meeting.  He  was  noble 
Chivalrous  and  highminded.  Had  1  met  him  in 
early  lile,  had  he  been  my  guide,  instead  of  impure 
and  hypocritical  priests,  1  might  have  been  a  good 
and  happj  man. 

As  it  is.  Well  I  found  my  way  to  New  York. 
1  entered  into  civil  life.  1  came  to  Calitornia*  Aud 
here  lam  in  my  old  age.  My  best  days  spent  in 
the  service  ol  Home,  in  pleasure,  in  sin,  in  false- 
hood aud  ambition. 

But  there  yet  remain  to  me  health  aud  strength 
and  power  to  undo  some  of  the  evil  1  have  done, 
and  to  resist  with  all  my  might  the  encroachments 
of  Papal  ty:anny  on  my  adopted  country.  Audi 
shall  use  it  to  the  utmost  stretch.

An   Open   Letter  to  Messrs;    Fitch  and 
Pickering, 

Pious  Frauds: — I  address  you  O  noble  brothers, 
from  these"deep  solitudes  and  awful  cells"  because 
you  so  lament  the  decay  of  journalistic  morality  and 
so  rejoice  that  wicked  malefactors  like  Thistleton 
have  been  brought  to  condign  punishment. 

I  infer,  by  the  way  you  are  heaving  stones  at  me, 
my  sanctimonious  Pharisees,  that  you  have  not  im- 
bibed to  any  undue  extent  the  spirit  of  Christ's  ob 
servation  to  the  crowd  surrounding  the  woman  taken 
in  adultery.  Or, is  yours  a  case  of  the  wincing  galled 
jade  and  have  your  withers  been  muchly  wrung? 

Or,  not  to  put  too  fine  a  point  on  it,  may  you  not 
be  pursuing  the  cowardly  policy  of  cudgeling  your 
enemies  over  my  shoulders  and  attempting  by  the 
aid  of  your  "two  papers,  both  daily,"  to  create  a 
public  sentiment  or  excitement  that  shall  assist  you 
in  your  favorite  suits  against  the  "Chronicle?" 

You  assume  that  I  am  a  fitting  representative  of 
t'.e  satanic  press  and  ought  to  be  suppressed.  I  de- 
ny the  impeachment;  but  if  it  be  true,then  you  and 
I  are  congeners  in  that  regard,  the  only  difference 
between  us  being  that  "you'r  another"  and  a  bigger 
one.  That  I  have  been  through  the  farce  of  a  trial 
and  convicted,  after  a  fashion,  in  a  Popish  prosecu- 
tion, is  most  true.  But  your  victims  took  the  royal 
road  to  your  puni-shinent,  through  courts  of  record 
up  to  the  highest  in  the  State  and  left  there  the  rec- 
ord of  your  condemnation  to  the  tune  of  many 
thousand  ducats  in  judgments  for  libel.

CALIFORNIA      THEATRE. 

Monday  and  Tuesday  evenings  were  devoted  to 
Romeo  and  Juilet,  and  on  Wednesday  evening 
"Measure  for  Measure" 'was  presented  with  Miss 
Neilson  as  Isabel.  The  play  is  more  suitable  to  be 
declaimed  in  private  than  to  be  placed  upon  the 
stage.  It  is  true  that,  a  good  deal  of  the  objec- 
tionable matter  has  been  expunged,  but  a  little  lea- 
ven remains.  The  plot  hangs  on  the  testing  of  a 
woman's  honor.  The  delicate  manner  in  which 
it  is  treated,  and  the  eloquent  language  full  of  grace 
and  rylhm,  can  hardly  suffice  for  a  representation  on 
the  stage.  Miss  Neilson  divests  it  of  a  deal  of  its 
wickedness,  investing  it  with  an  air  of  purity,  and 
redeems  its  plot.  Several  of  the  situations  are 
strong,  and  full  of  passionate  eloquence.  On  the 
whole,  it  was  a  good  effort,  and  we  would  not  have 
missed  it.  Bishop  made  quite  a  hit  as  Pompey. 
Mr.  Keene  as  Claudio  was  even  in  the  iniperson- 
ation.  In  fact  the  whole  company  were  well  cast. 
Miss  Neilson's  engagement  terminates  next 
Wednesday.  Prior  to  her  departure  she  will  play 
"The  Lady  of  Lyons"  and  the  "Hunchback." 

THE    GRAND  OPERA  HOUSE. 

Undoubtedly  "A  Midsummer  Night's  Dream" 
will  prove  another  pecuniary  success.  Whether  the 
play  will  be  of  long  duration  or  not,  will  be  a  mat- 
ter for  the  public  to  determine.  We  entered  the 
people's  sanctuary  on  Monday  evening.  The  bril- 
liant assemblage  were  gathered  there,  some  to  criti- 
cise and  others  to  dream  away  two  or  three  hours 
in  "dolce  far  niente"  with  the  somnolent  actors  on 
the  stage.  The^mouuting  of  the  several  sets  of 
scenery  were  very  elaborate  yet  through  the  whole 
runs  a  vein  of  primeval  simplicity.  The  second  act 
furnishes  the  chef  d'aeuvre  of  the  play.  It  repre- 
sents a  series  of  highly  colored  panoramic  scenes, 
picturing  the  outskirts  of  Athens.  Dense  woods 
are  discernable  on  every  side.  In  the  center  we 
note  lakes,  grottoes,  and  valleys  in  all  their  pris- 
tine splendor.  They  are  rich  with  bright  coloring. 
The  lakes  reveal  the  shadeB  of  empyrean,  and  the 
verdure  and  umbrageous  Irees  that  nestle  on  its 
banks.  The  beautiful  grottoes  and  caves  ot  various 
hues  and  shapes,  show_the  fine  pencilings  that 
Dame  Nature  has  given  to  her  cherished  offsprings 
The  quietude  of  the  peaceful  landscapes  were  of 
broken  by  frequent  plaudits  from  the  audience. 
Not  simply  that  applause  which  springs  from  the 
"sole,"  but  that  which  its  hearer  feels   comes  from 


the  hearts  "1  people  appreciative  of  the  aesthetic. 
'FbecommOD  saying.  "To  see  Rome  and  die"  would 
go  no  farther  than  the  wish,  if  we  were  domiciled 
in  the  suburbs  ot  Athens.  We  would  feci  like 
questioning  the  expression,  restiDg  on  the  slopes, 
lovely  with  a  perennial  greeuuess,  and  basking  in 
the  sunshine.  Much  rests  in  the  imagination  of 
die  artist,  but  still  we  hope  it  is  not  alt  a  dream  ; 
that  there  is  a  little  elysium  awaiting  us  some- 
where. 

We  cannot  speak  in  praise  of  the  four  perplexed 
lovers.  Messrs.  Edmunds  and  Barrows  are  decided, 
ly  out  of  place.  Their  acting  was  shaky,  and  not 
Sbaksperean.  We  expected  some  drawing  room 
episode  every  moment.  Miss  Mahon  will  never  be- 
come associated  with  the  character  of  Uermiu. 
There  is  a  luck  of  expression,  aud  no  study  or  force 
discernable.  If  it  was  the  fashion  in  olden  times 
for  young  women  to  raise  their  dresses  to  their 
kness,  and  stalkoff  in  a  manly  manner,  it  is  hardly 
ladylike  and  not  in  keeping  with  the  nature  of  the 
Athenian  lass.  Miss  Carey  did  much  better,  and  I 
showed  more  sympathy  with  the  part,  andwecould 
imagine  that  Cupid  had  been  painted  blind  when  j 
he  made  his  choice.  We  said  in  our  last  issue  that 
Shakspere's  writings  cannot  be  properly  under- 
stood unless  given  a  thorough  study ;  and  it  is  fol- 
ly to  expect  uu  actor  to  please  who  does  not  know 
what  he  is  aiming  at.  Miss  Mayhew  as  Titania 
walked  gracefully  and  talked  sweetly.  A  small 
part,  but  well  finished.  Puck  (by  the  by, this  is  the 
only  reliable  word  that  cau  be  depended  on  in  ma- 
king the  mouth  small  by  pronouncing)  as  imper- 
son  ed  by  Miss  Jennie  Ueauclerc,  was  vivacious, 
arch,  pretty,  and  several  other  attributes  that  are 
upon  our  tongue's  end, hut  we  would  gently  remind 
her  that  "A  Midsummer  Night's  Dream'"is  not  a 
burlesque.  "How  one's  manner  will  betray  one." 
We  will  place  to  her  credit  sundry  pretty  airs, that 
were  delivered  sweetly  and  smoothly  especially  the 
one  commencing,  "I  know  a  bank."  Mr.  Lingham 
stood  in  the  backgrouud.  Heisiudulging  in  quiet- 
ness. A  little  of  the  London  Fogg  still  clings  to 
him. 

We  have  no  fault  to  find  with  the  hard  handed 
and  headed  men  of  Athens.  Perhaps  they  did  not 
give  us  as  broad  au  interpretation  as  is  intended, 
b.;t  it  was  thoroughly  enjoyable  nevertheless.  Mr. 
Polk's  Nick  Bottom  we  have  rarely  seen  equaled. 
He  has  afuud  of  Lumor  coiled  within  him  that 
only  needs  time  and  place  to  show  itself.  Many 
hearty  laughs  (and  critics  do  laugh)  we  iudulged 
in  at  the  asinine  qualities  displayed  by  the  band. 
Much  latitude  of  originality  is  woven  in  the  charac- 
ter, aud  was  taken  advantage  of.  The  disadvanta- 
ges that  amateurs  actors  are  said  to  labor  under, 
were  met  ana  by  their  united  efforts,  banished. 
Kennedy's  make  up  as  the  "emaciated"  Thispe.was 
admirable,  and  his  acting  deserved  credit  for  the 
amusement  derived  from  it.  Mr.  Bradley,  another 
of  the  hard  handed  crew,  the  prologue  and  the  epi- 
logue of  the  play  also  received  his  share  of  the  ap- 
plause. Mendelssohn's  music  was  given  entire,and 
most  of  it  carefully  performed.

OATMEAL. 


In  Great  Britain  children  of  all  ranks  are  raised 
on  oatmeal  diet  alone,  because  it  causes !  them  to 
grow  strong  and  beautiful,  and  no  better  food  can 
possibly  be  found  for  them.  It  is  also  quite  as  de- 
si'iable  for  the  student  as  for  the  laborer,  and  for 
the  delicate  lady  and  her  haM-working  sister;  in- 
deed, all  classes  would  be  greatly;  beneiitted  by  its 
use  aud  dyspepsia,  with  all  its  manifold  annoyan- 
ces be  kept  at  a  distance.  Oatmeal  is  more  sub- 
stantial food,  it  is  said,  than  veal,  pork  or  lamb, 
giving  as  much  or  more  mental  vigor,  while  its 
great  desideratum  consists  in  one'o  not  beeomming 
weary  of  it,  for  it  is  as  welcome  for  breakfast  or  tea 
as  is  wheat  or  graham  bread.  It  can  be  eateu  with 
syrup  and  butter  as  hasty  pudding,  or  with  cream 
and  sugar  like  rice.  It  is  especilly  good  for  young 
mothers,  upon  whose  nervous  forces  too  great  ade 
mand  has  been  made,  aud  they  lose  the  equilibrium 
of  thejsystern  and  become  depressed  and  di'sspirited. 
Oatmeal  required  to  be  cooked  slowly,  aud  the 
water  should  be  boiling  hot  when  it  is  stirred  in. 


BUDDHISM  AND  ROMANISM. 


Rev.  Bishop  Marvin,  who  has  recently  visited 
Japan,  states  in  the  Pacific  Methodist  that  the  Budd- 
hist worship,  as  he  saw  it  there,  bears  a  striking 
resemblance  in  many  aspects  to  Roman  Catholic- 
ism.

A  SCOTCH  SAINT. 


Of  all  the  Scottish  saints  there  are  few  more  just- 
ly»respected  than  St.  Fillau,  whose  famous  crosier, 
up  to  the  beginning  of  the  present  Century,  possess- 
ed healiug  powers,  and  was  also  held  in  veneration 
for  its  virtues  in  detection  of  theft.  This  crosier 
which  has  lately  been  placed  in  the  Edinburgh 
Antiquarian  Museum,  was  opened  the  other  day  by 
instruction  of  the  authorities  of  the  Museum,  who 
were  desirous  to  know  whether  there  was  "hything 
hidden  in  the  interior — an  impression  having  pre- 
vailed in  many  quarters  that  it  contained  bones.

The  King's 
chaplain,  who  was  present,  immediately  examined 
the  case,  aud  found  the  arm  inside  it,  to  his  great 
surprise;  for  he  had,  as  he  confessed  to  the  King, 
brought  the  empty  case  to  the  field,  leaving  the 
arm  at  home,  for  fear  it  should  be  lost  in  the 
scrimmage.

In  defence  of  their  donaria  or  votive  offerings, 
the  Papists  allege, "tliut  things  innocent  in  them- 
Belvcs,  cannot  he  rendered  unlawful,  for  having 
been  abused  by  the  heathen;  and  that  it  cannot  he 
offensive  to  the  true  God,  that  ihose  who  believe 
themselves  to  have  received  favors  from  hiJS, 
through  the  prayers  of  his  saints,  should  make  a 
public  acknowledgment  of  it. 

Can  a  practice  be  called  iunocent;  which  is  a 
confessed  copy  of  paganish  superstition ;  which 
lends  lo  weaken  our  dependence  upon  God,  and  to 
place  it  on  those  who  aro  not  now  in  a  condition  to 
help  us;  which  inculcates  the  same  veneration  for 
the  Christian  saints,  which  the  pagans  paid  to  their 
subordinate  deities,  and  transfers  the  honor  due  lo 
God,  to  the  altars  of  departed  mortals?  Suck  a  wor- 
ship, I  say,  so  far  from  being  innocent,  must  nec- 
essarily be  condemned  by  all  unprojudicei  meu.si; 
profane  and   idolatrous. 

While  the  churches  of  the  Romanists,  in  every 
part  of  the  world,  arc  sufficiently  stored  with  pict- 
ures and  images,  and  their  rubric  enjoins  prayers 
lo  the  saints,  Ihey  arc  exceedingly  anxious  lo  es- 
cape the  charge  of  idolatry.

And  such, are  the 
idols  of  the  Papists.  And  this  goes  on  lo  substan- 
lale  by  a  great  variety  of  proof.  ,  As, 
Their  idols  are  declared  to  work  miracles. 
Take  the  following  as  an  example:  "Before  the 
glorious  picture  of  St.  Dominic,"  says  the  biograp- 
her of  the  saint,  "great  numbers  of  the  dead  have 
been  restored  to  life,  and  hundreds  from  the  ag- 
onies of  death.  The  dumb,  the  blind,  the  deaf,  the 
lame,  have  been  cured,  and  all  sorts  of  diseases  aud 
mortal  wounds  miraculously  healed.'* 

Before  the  pictures  or  images  of  the  saints,  re- 
ligious worship  is  offered  to  them.  The  following 
is  part}  of  a  prayer  offered  to  the  "virgin;  Mary, 
while  her  picture  wascarrried  in  solemn  process- 
ion at  Impruneta,  in  Italy:  "There  is  no  one  who 
can  be  saved,  O!  most  holy  virgin,  but  through  thee. 
There  is  no  one  who  can  be  delivered  from  evils, 
but  through  thee.  There  is  no  one  from  whom  we 
can  obtain  mercy,  but  through  Ihee.  Mary,  indeed 
opens  the  bosom  of  her  mercy  to  all,  so  that  the 
whole  universe  receives  out  of  her  fullness.  Mary, 
indeed,  opens  the  bosom  ofher  mercy  to  all,  so 
that  the  whole  universe  receives  out  of  her  fullness. 
The  captive  receives  redemption;  the  sick,  a  cure; 
,he  sad,  comfort;  the  sinner,pardon;the  just, grace; 
.he  angels,  joy ;  the  whole  Trinity,  glory." 
The  saints,  or  their  images,  aro  trusted  to,  to  re. 
ievc  distress,  and  delivered  from  danger.  Of  this 
ve  need  no  other  proof  than  the  constant  practice 
if  flying  to  the  images,  whenever  dangers  or  evils 
iivade,  aud  crying  to  them  for  relief. 

The  supporters  of  popery  would  have  us  believe, 
"hat  all  the  devotion  paid  to  the  saints,  extends  no 
father  than  to  desire  their  prayers;  aud  that  the 
pjtures  and  images  of  them  which  we  see  in  the 
clurches,  are  no  more  than  memorials,  designed  to 
ex>res3  our  esteem  for  the  persons  so  represented ; 
oras  helps  to  raise  our  affections  to  heavenly 
thngs.

The  case  of  Clarence  Matthews,  charged  with 
practicing  as  a  clairvoyant  without  a  municipal 
license,  came  up  in  the  High  Infallible  Court  of 
Bob  this  week,  and  was  continued  until  April  23d. 
at  the  instance  of  counsel  for  the  defense.  The  case 
had  been  continued  several  times  before  without 
any  opposition  from  the  prosecution  or  from  Bob.

His  counsel  who  had  only  the  day  before  been 
called  into  the  case,  asked  for  a  few  days  .reasona- 
ble continuance  that  he  might  examine  |the  case 
before  trial.  Then  it  was  different.  Bob  wouldn't 
grant  any  continuance,  not  any,  but  with  one  of 
those  fearfully  stern  from  that  he  only  is  capable 
of  expressing  commands  thatl'you  must  be  ready  at 
2  o'clock." 

On  another  occasion  the  same  marked  difference 
in  the  treatment  of  these  two  cases  was  observable. 
On  the  same  day  that  the  motion  of  Col.  Thistleton 
to  put  in  bail  came  on  to  be  heard  before  Judge 
Wright  in  the  County  Court.the  Matthews  case  was 
argued  on  appeal  from  a  former  trial  in  Bob's 
Court.  The  case  was  argued  at  length  by  Matthews' 
counsel  in  favor  of  the  appeal  and  a  new  trial.

Within  three  minutes  atter#the  Thistleton  case  was 
called,  when  Spud  Murphy  pitched  in  and  argued 
strenously  for  an  hour  in  '^opposition  to  the  right 
to  admit  Thistleton  to  bail  and  the  right  to  have 
his  ,appeal  heard,  and  Judge  Wright  so  ordered. 
Here  then  is  the  spectacle  of  the  High  and  Mighty 
Bob  continuing  one  case  from  time  to  time  upon 
the  mere  asking.  Spud  Murphy,  prosecuting  of 
fleer  elected  by  the  people  first  taking  sides  with  a 
prisoner's  counsel  and  in  the  next'  breath  doing  his 
level  best  to  bulldose  another  out  of  his  constitu- 
tional rights,  and  lastly  Judge  Wright  entertains 
Matthews'  appeal  from  Bob's  Court  because  it  is  a 
Police  Court  and  almost  in  the  next  breath  refuses 
to  entertain  Thistleton's  appeal  because  it  is  not  a 
Police  Court.  Froth  this.brief  comparison  of  the  treat 
ment  of.  these  two  casesjit  will  be  seen  that  consisten 
cy  is  a  jewel  not  worn  in  every  official  snout  in  this 
city.

JUDGE  TILEK  THROWS  A    METRALIEIJSE  IN: 
TO   IT. 


Upon  our  several  trials  in  the  City  Criminal  Court 
and  the  subsequent  proceedings  in  other  courts  our 
attorneys  have  pretty  fully  ventilated  the  absurdi- 
ties in  the  law  that  was  smuggled  through  the  Leg. 
islature  attempting  to  create  that  court.  In  another 
column  we  have  also  given  a  brief  history  of  the 
Act.  Now  we  have  another  chapter  showing  how 
densely  ignorant  the  man  was  who  framed  the  pre- 
tended law. 

The  charge  of  battery  and  vulgar  language 
against  G.  W.  Tyler  and  the  charge  of  battery 
against  Judgde  Farrel  were  called  in  the  Police 
Court  on  Thursday  morniDg,  when  Mr  Tyler  show- 
ed what  a  nico  little  muddle  he  proposed  to  involve 
the  courts  in  by  pleading  not  guilty  and  demanding 
a  jury  trial  in  the  Police  Court.  At  the  same  time 
he  filed  a  written  obj  eetion  to  the  trausfer  of  the  cause 
to  the  City  Criminal  Court  on  the  ground  that  the 
judge  of  that  tribunal  was  disqualified  to  act  in 
the  case.  Judge  Louderback,  in  response,  stated 
that  he  had  thoroughly  examined  the  law  and 
the  transfer  was  compulsory. 

He  further  said :  "  As  no  j  udge  can  or  will  act  in 
the  trial  of  a  cause  where  he  is  concerned,  and  as  it 
appears  that  there  is  no  provision  in  the  law  creat. 
ing  the  City  Criminal  Court  whereby  another  judge 
can  be  substituted  in  a  case  of  this  sort,  I  would  try 
his  cafe  by  jury  if  I  had  the  rightor  power  to  do  so. 
Whether  the  defendant's  right  to  a  speedy  trial  will 
entitle  him  to  a  discharge  on  the  ground  that  there 
is  no  judge  to  ask,  or  whether  further  proceedings 
in  the  case  must  be  suspended  until  the  Legislature 
enacts  a  law  so  that  a  disinterested  judge  may  act, 
is  for  others  to  decide.  The  law  is  mandatory, 
makes  no  exception,  and  leaves  the  court  no  discre- 
tion declariung  that  the  case  shall  be  assigned  and 
certified  for  the  trial  in  the  City  Criminal  Court. 
In  obedience  to  its  mandates  I  must  order  the  trans, 
fer."  The  court,  on  its  own  motion,  then,  dis- 
missed the  counter  charges  of  vulgar  language.  , 
Tyler  took  an  exception  to  the  ruling  on  his  object- 
ion. The  case  is  very  complicated  one,  and  how 
Tyler  is  to  be  tried  legally  is  an  unanswerable 
question  as  yet. 


The  most  unkindest  cut  of  the  present  week  was 
the  refusal  of  that  Alameda  Grand  Jury  to  indict 
Harry  Kind  for  trying  to  make  a  hole  through  his 
attentive  friend  Shearer.  Each  of  the  enterprising, 
daily  papers  had,  at  great  expense,  organized  a 
corps  of  able  and  experienced  reporters  to  go  over 
and  write  up  the  trial.  The  best  talent, in  the  city 
had  been  selected,  at  seven  dollars  a  week,  the  high 
est  wages  paid  for  any  literary  labor  in  San  Francis 
co,  to  each  of  whom  seventy-five  cents  and  a  ferry 
ticket  had  been  advanced  when  the  report  came 
that  their  services  would  not  be  needed.  Too  bad 
on  the  corps;  tou3  bad  on  the  papers;  but  Lord, 
how  their  readers  do  leap  for  joy. 

When  Hon.  Tom  Fitch  dubbed  Bob  Ferral  "The 
Hoodlum  Judge  of  a  hoodlum  Court"  Piatt's  Hall 
rang  with  the  plaudits  of  a  respectable  audience. 
The  "Bulletin"  published  the  speech  of  Mr.  Filch 
and  agreed  with  his  estimate  of  Bob  tben,  because 
ilhadno  axes  to  grind,  had  no  libel  suits  against 
Vie  "Chronicle."  Now  when  Tyler  merely  repeats 
the  term  old  Pick  raises  his  hands  in  holy  horror 
and  cries  "outrageous!"  "bulldozing"  and  then 
tickles  Incompetent  Bob  and  the  Irish  readers  of 
the  "Call1'  with  an  editorial  paean.

The  latest  tews  is  that  the  great  Bismarck,  the 
German  Chancellor  has  resigned. or  retired,  or  laid 
himself  away  for  rest  and  recuperation. 

Some  say  that  the  difficulties  that  beset  '.he  new 
empire  are  loo  much  for  him,  and  that  his  temper 
does  not  bear  contradiction  or  perplexity.  He  is 
said  to  be  nervous  and  excitable,  and  to  lose  his 
health  under  a  heavy  press  ol  business. 

And  his  perplexities  have  not  been  few,  nor  his 
anxieities  for  uoluiug.  He  has  pursued  a  policy  of 
agression  for  Prussia,  succeeds  well,  and  couse. 
riuently  raised  up  numerous  aud  powerful  jealou- 
sies He  grabbed  Schlegwig  and  Uolsteiri  from  Den- 
marck.  He  humbled  Austria  at  Sadona.  He  dis- 
membered France.  Uu  defied  the  Pope  aud  the 
Church,  and  he  built  up  the  Empire. 

But  they  do  not  forget  him.  They  are  all  eager 
(O  be  avenged.  The  Church,  especially,  never  yet 
forgave  or  forgot  aa  injury,  whether  real  or  imag- 
inaty. 

Then  the  empire  comes  at  a  late  day,  when  em- 
pire is  out  of  fashion, and  Hepublics  alone  can  reck- 
on on  the  affections  of  the  people.  The  Republic- 
ans are  not  pleased  with  the  empire.  In  the  parlia 
ineut  they  join  with  the  clericals,  aud  all  other  dis- 
conteuts  and  make  trouble  for  Bismarck. 

And  truth  to  say,  his  position  among  them  is  not 
u  happy  or  peaceful  one.  The  empire  cannot  be 
consolidated  without  a  liberal  constitution.  And 
with^a  liberal  constitution  all  the  jradtions  of  Prus- 
sia are  lost  and  there  is  danger,  the  emperor  be- 
comes a  copher,  and  the  empiie  drifts  towards  a 
Republic. 

The  Turkish'complicationadds  tothedifficulty  of 
the  situation.  Russia  is  too  powerful  to  snub.  Eng- 
laud,  joined  with  France  might  retake  Alsace  Lo- 
raine.  And  so  Bismarck  has  favored  neither  side. 
How  is  it  to  end? 

Who  knows?  And  the  burthens  of  the  people 
are  terrible.  To  maintain  11  is  grand  army  to  keep 
France  in  awe;  to  face  the  Pope;  to  be  a  first 
class  power  in  Europe,  is  an  expensive  luxury. 
These  burdens  breed  dsscontent  at  home,  make  rad 
icals,  who  clamor  for  peace  and  fraternity  with  the 
French  Republic. 

And  ?  liismarek  retires.  Does  heleave  the  work 
in  abl  i  ;mnds?  We  shall  seel  There  is  but  one 
sound  policy.  A  truly  liberal  constitution,  a  win- 
ing of  the  people,  peace  with  France,  and  conse- 
quent reduction  of  the  army. 

The  Church  cannot  be  pleased  short  of  slavish 
submission.  Defiance  of  the  Pope  and  further 
Church  reform  is  the  only  path  of  freedon  and  safe-

A  Rome  despatch  says  the  conditon  of  the 
pope's  health  is  serious,  despite  optimist  bulletins 
Cardinal  Simeoni  and  Valettaaro  alreaby  preparing 
for  the  Conclave.

NATIONAL  REFORM  CONVENTION  IN 
CHICAGO. 

Chicago,  April  lO.-The  National  Reform  Con 
vention  had  its  first  annual  meeting  here  to-day. 
Mc  Allister  of  Philadelphia  stated  the  objects  of 
the  association,  which  are  to  maintain  the  Bible  in 
public  schools,  the  Sabbath  laws,  the  oath  and 
other  Christian  features  of  our  Goverment,  and  to 
provide  for' them  an  undeniable  legal  basis  by  a 
religious  amendment  to  the  Federal  Constitution. 
Dr.Edwards,  of  Peoria  was  chosen  President.  He 
made  a  long  speech,  stating  the  objects  of  the  asso- 
ciation, which  he  said  was  not  formed  to  make  a 
new  party,  but  to  lay  the  foundation  of  what  should 
be  iulhis  nation  a  holy  book,  a  holy  name,  and  a 
holy  day.  He  argued  that  tne  Constitution  did 
not  now  embrace  the  thoughts  which  it  did  when 
first  promulgated  by  our  forefathers,  who  did  not 
anticipate  the  changes  in  the  religious  sentiment  of 
our  people,  which  have  been  superinduced  largely 
by  foreign  immigration. 


Legislative  Aborfion. 

How  the   Bill  Creating  the  City   Crinx- 
nal  Court  Never  Passed. 


But  was  Smuggled  through]  the  legislature 
Contrary  to  Law- 

This  is  perhaps  as  good  a  time  and  place  as  any 
to  ventilate  the  manner  in  which  that  monBtrous 
legal  abortion  the" What  Is  It"  City  Criminal  Court 
came  into  existence.  How  J  udge  Bob  was  a  defeat- 
ed candidate  for  District  Attorney  at  the  last  gen- 
eral election  and  how  he  hied  himself  away  to  the 
legislature  following,  vowing  lie  would  get  even  on 
the  people'' of  San  Francisco  for  repudiating  him, 
are  facts  wiibiu  the  knowledge  and  recollection  of 
most  people  in  this  city.  II  is  next  in  order  to  show 
by  what  means  he  carried  that  threat  into  execu- 
tion. 

His  first  move  was,  on  the  plea  of  party  service 
rendered  by  him  and  his  own  personal  defeat,  to 
ciaim  at  the  hands  of  a'  Democratic  Legislature 
some  rbward.  Iu  that  lie  was  successful.  He  was 
elected  Chief  Clerk  of  the  Assembly  and  thereby 
hangs  ji  talc.  Having  gained  this  vantage  ground 
he  was  not  slow  iu  devising  plans  for  future  opera- 
tions. It  required  a  large  amount  of  skullduggery, 
iu  the  way  of  petitions  bogus  and  otherwise,  to  get 
the  thing  well  underway  but  at  leugth.on  March  Cth 
Assembly  Bill  No.  567  "To  create  the  City  Criminal 
Court  etc,"  was  introduced  by  Mr.  darken,  present 
Clerk  of  the  "What  Is  It"  Court.  On  the  22nd  of 
Marchithis  Bill  passed  the  Assembly,  according  to 
the  journal  of  that  day  under  a  suspension  of  the 
rules  and  was  sent  to  the  Senate. 

On  the  31st  of  March  the  Senate  Journal  informs 
us  thai  the  rules  were  suspended  iu  that  body  also 
the  bill  taken  up  out  of  its  regular  order  and  passed 
and  sent  back  to  the  Assembly  where  it  originated. 
On  April  1st  the  Committee  on  Enrolment  id 
Assembly  report  that  they  have  ou  that  day  present- 
ed the  Bill  to  the  Govenor  for  his  signature.  No 
futlier  mention  is  made  of  the  matter  in  the  Jour- 
nals until  the  afternoon  of  April  3d,  the  last  day  of 
the  session  when  "Assembly  Concurrent  Resolution 
No.  60"  is  introduced,  asking  the  Governor  to  "re- 
turn Assembly  Bill  No.  567  in  order  to  correct  a 
clerical  error."  What's  the  matter  now?  Only  this 
and  nothing  more.  The  first  section  of  the  bill  gave 
this  wonderful  court  "exclusive  jurisdiction  of  all 
preliminary  examinations  of  persons  charged  with 
felony  in  said  City  of  San  Francisco."  The  Gover- 
nor would  not  sign  it.  There  were  many  other  out- 
rageous features  iu  thcbill  to  which  he  objected  but 
this  one  was  too  much.  He  wouldn't  sign  a  law  to 
give  any  court  exclusive  jurisdiction  of  anything, 
and  so  Bob's  pet  scheme  was  likely  to  come  to 
naught.  But  a  few  hours  of  the  session  remained, 
it  was  too  late  to  pass  the  bill  again  through  both 
houses,  and  with  the  light  that  had  been  thrown 
on  it^ince  its  passage  it  was  more  than  likely  to  be 
killed  if  it  ever  got  back  into  the  Senate  again.  Bob 
was  therefore  chopfallen,  but  he  had  a  few  fiiends 
who  knew  more  than  he  did  and  to  them  he  went 
for  advice.  The  result  was  the  Concurrent  Resolu- 
tion above  referred  to.  Get  the  Bill  back  from  the 
Governor,  strike  out  the  word  "exclusive"  and  in- 
sert the  word  "concurrent"  and  perhaps  the  Govern- 
or would  sign  it  then.  The  plan  was  no  sooner 
suggested  than  acted  upon.  The  Resolution  was 
passed  under  a  suspension  of  the  rules,  sent  to  the 
Senate  and  there  passed  also  under  a  suspension  of 
the  rules  and  iu  accordance  therewith  the  Bill  sent 
back  by  the  Governor  to  the  Assembly,  which  is 
the  last  mention  made  of  it  until  the  last  message  of 
the  Governor  to  the  Assembly  for  that  session  stat- 
ing that  he  had  signed  the  Bill. 

The  foregoing  is  a  brief  history  of  the  Act  creat- 
ing this  City  Criminal  Court  taken  from  the  Journ- 
als ot  the  Legislature.  Concerning  it  two  or  three 
facts  are  noticable.  First.at  every  stage  ot  proceed- 
ings concerning  the  Bill  action  was  taken  under  a 
suspension  of  the  rules.    This  of  course  is  not  ille- 


gal but  it  has  a  suspicions  look  anddoes  not  height . 
en  our  respect  for  the  influences  which  such  action 
indicates., 

The  next  thing  we  notice  is  more,  important  and 
that  is  the  altering  of  the  bill  after  it  passed' both 
houses.  No  point  in  parliinentary  law  is  tetter  es- 
tablished than  this,  that  neither  branch  of  the  Leg- 
islature nor  both  combined  can  alter  or  amend  a 
a  bill  iu  the  slightest  particular'  after  it  haa  passed 
without  destroying  the  validity  of  its  passage.  It 
has  been  held  that  even  to  read  a  bill  after  its  pas- 
sage destroys  the.effect  of  its  passage  and  it  becomes 
a  new  bill  and  must  again  go  through  all  the  several 
stages  and  be  regularly  passed  again  before  it  can 
become  a  law.    ' 

This  City  Criminal  CourtAct,wefindtheu,"never 
passed  the  legislature."  As  it  originally  stood.giv- 
iug  Bob  exclusive  jurisdiction  as  shown  above  it 
did  pass,  after  a  fashion,  was  farced  through  under 
a  suspeu3ion  of  the  rules,  but  the  Governor  would 
not  ami  did1  not  sign  it.  Then  the  bill  is  got  out  of 
Governors  hands  under  a  false  pretext,  tinkered, al- 
tered and  amended  by  Bob  himself  in  the  Assembly 
whereby  the  ettect  of  its  passage  was  annulled  and 
it  became  a  new  bill  aa  though  it  had  never  pasBed. 
But  the  Legislature  took  no  further  action  upon  it 
and  it  went  to  the  Govornor  for  his  signature  in  that 
condition.  From  this  brief  statement  it  will  be  seen 
that  the  so-called  pretended  law  under  which  that 
High  and  Inscrutable  Bob  holds  his  Supreme  Court 
is  not  a  law  at  all.  II,  did  not  pass  the  Legislature 
after  it  was  amended  and  tinkered  by  Bob  and 
hence  dkl  not  pass  at  all.  There  is  no  doubt  but 
Governor  Irwin  was  imposed  upon  iu  the  matter 
of  signing  the  Bill  at  last.  Another  fraud  in  repre- 
senling  to  him  that  it  had  regularly  passed  after 
amendment  would  be  in  keeping  with  the  history 
of  the  whole  matter;  moreover  it  is  not  likely  that 
the  Govornor  would  have  put  his  signature  to  it  if 
he  had  not  supposed  it  had  been  lawfully  passed. 
That  he  refused  to  sign  it  iu  its  original  shape  con- 
firms this.  And  now  it  comes  to  this,  that  the  pre- 
tended law  is  not  a  law  at  all  but  only  a  legislative 
abortion  jsigued  by  the  Governor  in  all  probability, 
under  a  misapprehension  of  its  true  character.  The 
whole  thing  is  a  fraud  upon  the  community,  from 
the  beginning  and  its  worthless  existence  is  a  con- 
tinuing fraud,  conceived  in  sin  and  brought  forth 
inipuity.

Itwasaqnict  place  in  which  we  lived.  There 
were  the  rector  aud  the  curate,  the  doctor  and  the 
lawyer,  and  the  usual  sprinkling  of  tradespeople,  of 
adies  of  uncertain  age  and  small  certain  incomes, 
of  bachelors  and  spinsters.of  widows  aud  widowers 
which  usually  makes  up  the  population  of  a  small 
country  town.

All  Ihe  afternoon 
long  she  read  or  conversed  with  me;  in  Ihe  gloam- 
ing she  sang.

FRED    DOUGLASS. 


His  Character  and  Remarkable  History. 

Tin  Whirligig    of  Time  Brings  Round  His 
Revenge. 

On  the  title  page  the  Giant,  this  week  gives  an  ex- 
cellent portrait  of  one  of  the  most  remarkable  men 
of  the  present  generation,  in  which  connection  the 
following  sketch  of  a  few  of  his  later  years  taken 
from  the  "Springfield  Republican, "is  appropriate: 

The  great  event  at  the  capital  of  the  nation  this 
week  has  been  the  confirmation  of  Fredrick  Doug- 
lass as  Marshal  of  the  District  of  Columbia  by  Dis- 
ocratic  votes.  And  when  one  remembers  the  past 
history  of  Mr.  Douglass,  this  indeed  seems  to  be  an 
event  worth  telegraphing  all  over  the  country.  It 
is  not  simply  that  he  was  a  fugitive  slave  in  the  days 
when  John  Quincy  Adams  was  fighting  slavery  at 
Washington,  and  John  P.  Hale  was  teariug  New 
Hampshire  away  from  the  old  rock-rooted  Democ-. 
racy  of  1845.  But  it  was  in  Douglass'  house  at 
Rochester  in  1858  that  John  Brown  wrote  his  "Pro- 
visional Constitution"  for  use  in  Virginia,  and 
Douglass  was  concerned  in  his  plaus  of  forcible 
emancipation.  When  the  blow  was  struck  at  Har- 
per's Ferry  in  October,  1856,  Douglass  was  under 
engagement  to  lecture  in  Boston  the  last  week  of 
that  month.  The  lecture  evening  came,  and  Mr. 
Slack,who  presided  in  the  Parker  fraternity  course, 
stated  that  "at  a  late  hour  the  day  before, the  lecture 
committee  had  received  acommunicationfrom  Mr. 
Douglass,  written  at  a  point  not  necessary  to  state, 
*  *  *  but  the  reason  the  lecturer  did  not  appear  was 
that  he  would  not  be  safe  this  night  in  Boston,  be- 
cause he  was  suspected  of  being  connected  with  that 
enterprise  of  which  the  brave  John  Brown  was  the 
leader."  So  he  introduced  to  the  audience  Henry 
Thoreau  of  Concord,  who  read  his  "Plea  tor  Cap 
lain  John  Brown."  A  day  or  two  later  Dougluss 
wrote  from  Cauada,  where  he  had  taken  refuge.say- 
ing  lhat  he  was  an  accomplice  in  the  general  con- 
spiracy against  slavery,  though  he  hau  not  favored 
tne  attack  on  Harper's  Ferry.  He  added,  "I  have 
no  apology  to  make  for  keeping  out  of  the  way  of 
those  gentlemanly  United  Slates  Marshals  who  are 
said  to  have  paid  Rochester  a  visit  lately,  with  a 
view  to  an  interview  with  me." 

And  now  he  has  become  one  of  these  Marshals 
himself.  A  year  later,  December  3 ,  18(i0,  Douglass 
came  to  Boston,  and  was  one  of  the  speakers  at  the 
John  Brown  meeting  iu  Tremont  Temple  that  day 
which  the  Boston  merchantaud  manufacturers  and 
young  lawyers  mobbed,  and  tried  in  vain  to  break 
up.  i  have  reason  to  remember  this,  for  I  was 
made  Chairman  of  the  meeting,  in  spite  of  my  ob- 
jections and  inexperience,  and  Douglass  was  my 
right-hand  man  during  the  tumult  lhat  followed, 
ibwaid  noon  we  were  both  taken  out  of  the  hall 
by  the  police,  but  returned  in  time  to  adjourn  the 
meeting  until  the  evening  iu  Sella  Martin's  color- 
ed church,  where  Wendell  Phillips  and  John  Brown, 
Jr,  spoke,  and  where  the  police,  heavily  armed, 
gave  us  all  needed  protection  tront  the  Boston  mob. 
Douglass'  good  humor  and  ready  wit  never  lorsook 
him  duriug  this  noisy  day,  and  ne  more  than  once 
turned  the  laugh  on  Richard  Fay  and  the  other  kid 
gloved  mob-leaders  who  took  possession  of  a  hall 
mat  other  men  had  hired.  When  Mr.  Fay  came 
upon  the  pialform  as  mob-chairman,  I  introduced 
him  to  his  own  followers  and  Mr.  Douglass,  at  a 
pause  in  his  oratory,  handed  him  a  glass  of  water. 
Whereupon  the  intruder  said,  "This  ackowledges 
me  as  chairman."  Profound  logician,  says  Phill- 
ips describing  the  scene, ''a  glass  of  water  is  his 
title  to  office,  and  Frederick  Douglass  is  authorized 
to  confer  it"  Douglass  now  has  more  important  tit- 
les and  offices  to  confer,  and  I,  for  one,  am  glad 
that  he,  has. 

Whan  Dr.  Howe  and  Ben  Wade  went  out  to  San 
Domingo  in  1871  to  help  Grant  and  Babcock  annex 
lhat  island,  Douglass  wenl  with  them  as  one  of  the 
Commission,  Coming  back  to  Washington  in  the 
spring  of  that  year,  they  were  on  a  Potomac  steam- 
boat  for  a  few  hours,  snd  while  there  Douglass  was 
exculded  irom  the  common  dinner-table  oh  account 
af  his  color.    Grant,  who  ought  to  have   taken    not- 


ice of  such  an  insult  to  his  officer,  let  it    pass 
out  correction    or   remonstrance,    though  h 
friendly  enough  to  the  colored  race.    He  was 
ward  urged  to  give  Douglaas  a  foreign  missioi 
I  suppose    Mr.  Fish  was  averse  to  it,    and 
left  for  Mr.  Hayes  to  bestow  onthis  brilliant 
resentaive  of  his  people  the  first    important 
he  has  ever  filled.    I  suppose  he  is  not  so  well 
ified  for  Marshal  as  for  Minister  to  France-   a 
which  he  he  deserves  better  thanGovernor  No 
General  Batiks.    He  has  been  a  fiery  orator,  il 
a  very  persuasive  speaker,  and  ought,  by  good 
to  sit  in  the  Senate  from  Maryland,  his  native 
Perhaps  he  will  yet. 

His  immediate  superior  is  Devens,  who,  i 
enough,  was  Marshal  of  Massachusetts  in  18/ 
when  the  first  fugitive  slaves  were  hunted  do« 
this  State.

The  policy  of  the  present  administration  is  to 
peace  and  satisfaction  to  Hie  whole  country 
make  us  again  one  people,  if  possible. 

The  only  discontent  is  at  the  South.  And  to  this 
section  the  president  has  directed  his  special  attcnt. 
Hod. 

The  question  there  arising  is  this.  Arc  the  white? 
sufficiently  loyal  to  the  Republic,  and  humane  to 
the  colored  people  among  tlicm, to  conduct  the  gov 
ernmout  of  the  South  on  the  just  principles  of  the 
Constitution,  if  left  free  from  Washington  influence 
to  do  80? 

The  frieuds  of  the  South  say  they  are.  The  enc- 
niies  of  the  South  say  they  are  not.  Or,  we  should 
rather  say  the  jealous  friends  of  the  colored  man, 
say  they  are  not. 

The  past  history  of  the  South  has  given  no  satis 
factory  solution  of  this  difficulty.  The  government 
at  Washington  has  been  afraid  to  trust  the  whites 
and  withdraw  the  military.  And  the  friends  of  the 
South  say  that  while  this  coercion  is  Kept  up,  the 
whiles  of  the  South  do  not  feel  called  upon  to  exhib- 
it their  good  behavior.  The  presence  ofthemili- 
tary  makes  them  churlish  and  refactory. 

Now  in  South  Carolina  there  is  the  largest  and 
the  poorest  colored  population,  and  the  smallest, 
richest  and  most  essentially  secession  aristocracy  of 
whites  in  the  Union. 

Wade  Hampton  is  their  choice  for  Governor,  a 
late  rebel  general,  who  now  professes  that  he 
wants  only  peace  law  and  order;  will  give 
the  Negroes  all  their  rights,  and  see  that  they  are 
protected  in  them.  Hamburg  Butler  is  his  next 
friend,  a  Negro  murderer,  one  of  the  heads  of  the 
ku.kluxand  White-Sinners,  and  he  says  the  same 
thing  as  his  chief.  "Take  away  your  soldiers.  Give 
ub  a  thow;  aud  you  will  see  that  we  do  right.  We 
will  have  a  Republican  form  of  government, the  col- 
ored  people  shall  vote,  and  shall  be  protected  in  all 
their  just  rights." 

And  President  Hayes  has  said,  "Gentlemen!  I 
take  you  at  your  word.  Go  home.  The  soldiers 
are  withdrawn.  Now  let  me  see,  let  the  country  see 
let  the  wrld  see  what  kind  of  men  you  are, and  what 
what  kind  of  government  you  will  set  up." 

"If  you  are  wise  you  will  settle  this  Southern 
difficulty.  You  will  redeem  this  pledge.  You  will 
conciliate  your  colored  citizens,  and  redeem  your 
State  from  contention  and  anarchy.  You  will  set 
an  example  to  other  Southern  State-.  You  will  solve 
this  problem,  so  difficult  for  the  nation.  You  will 
give  a  good  government  to  a  mixed  people  of  whites 
and  blacks, oppressing  neilber,and  winuingthe  con- 
fidence of  both.  And  henceforth  the  North  may  Irust 
the  South  with  its  own  affairs. 

"If,  on  the  contrary,  you  are  not  wise, 
if  you  discard  the  Constitution,  trample  upon 
the  rights  of  the  larger  half  of  your  people,  and 
establish  aa  oligarchy  of  force,  instead  of  ajiepub 
lie  of  equal  rights,  then  the  country  will  know  you 
as  you  are,  and  with  a  united  will,  take  the  matter 
into  its  own  hands.  Your  conduct  will  leave  no 
doubt  and  no  division.  The  people  of  the  North 
will  be  satisfied, as  one  man,  as  to  your  disposition, 
and  the  soldiers  will  return  to  secure  what  you  have 
neglected." 

In  this  view  of  the  case  the  President  makes  an 
experiment.  Every  loyal  man  will  accept  it  as  such. 
It  will  either  bring  Ihe  South  back  to  peace  and 
harmony,  unth  r  wise  leaders,  or  it  will  show  in  the 
plainest  manner  that  bayonet  rule  is  a  necessity.till 


tie  colored  people  areeducu'el  nnd  aVmed  and  able 
to  care  for  themselves. 

We  think  the  idea  a  happy  one,  and  South  Caro. 
lima  just  the  Stale  to  try  it  in.  And  if  the  secession 
general,  and  the  Hamburg  bulcher  can  prove  them 
selves  worthy  of  our  confidence,  iu  Heaven's  name 
let  them  do  it.  We  hail  the  experiment  as  a  master- 
stroke in  statesmanship.

THE  A.  O  H.  AND  MOLLY  MAGUIRES. 


The  late  convention  of  the  Ancient  Order  of 
Hibernians  before  adjournment  appointed  what  it 
was  pleased  to  call  a  National  Directory, consisting 
of  eight  members,  to  act  wilh  tlie  National  A.  O. 
H.  officers  in  managing  ihe  affairs  of  the  order. 
That  Directory  afterward  held  a  reunion  at 
Sweeny's  Hotel,  New  York,  and  after  issuing  an 
address  adjourned  sine  die.  That  address  is  a  re. 
markable  document.  Its  Hiberniauism  would  be 
recognized  anywhere.  It  deals  with  but  two  sub- 
jects,—Molly  Maguires  and  the  Church,  on  both  of 
which  points  we  have  a  few  words  to  offer.  The 
address  is  to  the  "People  ot  the  United  States"  and 
opens  as  follows: 

Whereas,  For  some  time  a  stigma  or  cloud  has 
rested  over  the  Ancient  Order  of  Hibernians  on  ac- 
count of  troubles  existing  in  certain  portions  of 
Pennsylvania,  the  convention  deems  it  necessary 
to  lurnish  for  your  carelul  consideration  a  true 
statement  in  regard  to  that  cloud  or  stigma.  As  an 
organization,  the  Ancient  Older  of  Hibernians  ex- 
ists throughout  the  length  and  breadth  of  this 
country,  aud  has  a  very  large  membership.  The 
Order  throughout  the  whole  "country,  seeing  the 
necissiiy  of  having  it  placed  in  its  proper  light  be- 
fore the  American  people, has  been  careful  in  select- 
ing from  the  various  Stales  delegates  to  this  con- 
vention having  the  esteem  and  confidence  of  the 
people.  The  doings  of  that  Convention  are  pub- 
lished, clearly  showing  that  the  Order  does  not  rec 
ognizes  any  connection  wilh  any  other  organiza- 
tion whatsoever.aud  particularly  with  that  terrible 
baud  of  misguided  men  that  have  committed  such 
crimes  in  Pennsylvania. 

Enemies  of  our  Order  exist  who  are  ever  ready  to 
cast  odium  on  our  people.  A  searching  investiga- 
tion was  instituted  by  the  national  officers  and  the 
State  officers  of  Pennsylvania  to  discover  if  any 
connection  existed  between  members  of  our  society 
and  the  Molly  Maguires.  Said  officers,  in  their 
wisdom  and  as  evidence  of  their  determination  to 
enforce  our  constitution,  which  misguided  and  uu- 
lorlunate  men  had  violated,  cut  off  from  all  connec- 
tion wilh  O'lr  organizaiion  the  following  named 
counties:  Schuylkill,  Carbon,Cclumbia  and  North- 
umberland. 

The  careful  reader  has  already  asked  himself  two 
or  three  questions,  such  as,  if  the  A.  O.  II.  has  no 
crnnectiou  with  any  other  organization  whatsove- 
er  why  did  they  find  it  necessary  to  issue  an  ad- 
dress to  anuounce  that  fact?  Aud  if  ii  is  "partlcu 
larly"  shown  thai  Ihey  have  "no  connection  wilh 
that  terrible  band  of  misguided  men  that  have  done 
such  crime  in  Pennsylvania"  why  in  "their  wisdom1 
did  Ihey  find  it  necessary  to  "cut  off  from  all  con- 
neclion  with  our  organization  Ihe  following  coun- 
ties, etc."  If  Ihe  Hibernians  had  no  connection 
with  Ihe  Mollies  how  could  crimes  of  the  latter 
"cast  odium'' on  the  former?  The  reader  would 
like  to  hear  that  committee  explain  how  th<,sc 
"misguided  and  unfortunate  men"  manage  to 
"violate  our  constitution','  if  they  did  did  not  belong 
to  the  order?  How  any  man  however  misguided 
or  unfertunate,  even  a  Molly,  can  violate  a  consti- 
tution to  which  he  owes  no  allegiance  we  doubt 
whether  any  but  a  Hibernian  can  eilher  explain  or 
understand.  But  the  committee  are  equal  to  the 
task  and  this  is  ihe  way  they   do  it: — 

"In  doing  so  (cutting  off  the  counties)  Ihey  were 
satisfied  a  greal  number  of  good  men  would  suffer 
lor  Ihe  misdeeds  of  a  few  ungovernable  oues.  Hut 
the  character  of  ihe  organization  was  iuvolved,and 
good  men  from  all  sections  were  demanding  Ihe 
expulsion  of  Ihosc  misguided  ones." 

"There  it  is.  The  Mollies  violated  our  constitu- 
tion because  thej  did  belong  to  our  order."  Con 
detuned  out  of  their  own  mouth.  First,  Ihey  say 
"the  Mollies  don't  belong  to  our  Order,  but  our  en- 
emies are  casting  odium  upon  us  by   falselv  repre 


senting  that  they  do  belong  to  it"  and  in  the  next 
sentence  cut  the  Mollies  oft  from  the  Order  because 
they  do.bilnng  to  it.  It  is  difficult  to  characterize 
such  declarations  as  ihey  deserve.  Such  stultifica- 
tion is  enough  to  disgust  every  .canded  mind.  It 
shows  also  in  blazing  characters  ihe  duplicity  and 
deviltry  that  permeates  everything  connected  with 
the  Church  of  Rome.  The  manifesto  will  deceive 
no  one.  It  officially  admits  Ihe  very  thing  that  it 
starts  out  by  denying.  Henceforth  let  lis  bear  no 
mo'e  denials  from  Popish  oreaus  that  the  Molly 
Maguires,  the  crowning  disgrace  of  the  nineteenth 
century,  do  not  belong  to  the  Church.  They  do 
belong  to  it.  They  are  also  members  of  the  A.  O. 
H.  and  thus  the  Church  slands  convicted  again  as 
it  has  been  a  thousand  limes  before  of  being  the 
most  prolific  genius  of  evil  known  among  men. 
The  address  continues    as  follows : 

We  have  endeavored  in  revising  our  constitution 
to  remove  every  cause  of  an  objectionable  nature  so 
as  to  make  our  rules  in  harmony  with  the  teachings 
of  our  Holy  Church. 

And  here  the  skiu  of  the  fox  is  too  short  for  the 
lion  again.  Not  a  word  about  making  the  rules  of 
the  Order  in  harmony  with  Ihe  Constitution  and 
laws  of  the  counlry  they  have  adopted,  not  a  word 
about  common  schools,  freedom  of  religious  faith, 
or  Republican  institutions,  but  everything  to  "har- 
monize wilh  the  Holy  Church."  They  iguore  coun. 
Iry  constilution  laws;  they  do  not  even  permit  in 
Iheir  creed  that  half  patriotic  formula  of  "Church 
first  and  country  afterward,"  but  with  them  it  is 
Holy  Church  first,  last  and  all  the  time. 

After  indulging  in  some  windy  bosh  about  "the 
Iiish  race,"as  though  it  were  an  object  of  the  Order 
as  it  really  is,  to  cultivate  race  distinction  wilh  all 
its  attendant  evils  in  this  counlry  of  equal  laws,  ihe 
address  closes  as  follows: 

We  hope  that  the  above  explicit  statement  will 
remove  all^existing  prejudices,  and  that  the  Ancient 
Order  of  Hibernians,  individually  or  as  a  body, 
will  never  in  future  lurnish  an  ilem  for  the  Press 
whii  h  will  cause  a  blusti  <  f  shame  to  mauile  the 
cheek  of  the  most  exalted  oi  our  race  or  creed. 

Vain  hope.  The  address  will  remove  no  preju- 
dices but  it  is  confirmation  rather,  strong  as  Holy 
Wilt,  that  everything  ever  charged  against  the  Or 
der  is  true;  thai  the  Holy  Church  promotes  discord, 
winks  at  assassination,  cultivates  race  distinctions, 
bleeds  violence,  and  seeks  in  every  possible  manner 
to  prevent  its  infatuated  members  from  forming  an 
attachment  for  the  institutions  of  this  country  un- 
der whose  equal  laws  ihey  have  been  prospered  as 
no  where  else  on  earth.

Secretary  Thompson  and  the  Satholics- 

TUe  Haiti  tnore"Catholic  Mirror"clainis  that  Pres 
ident  Hayes'  choice  of  Thompson  for  Secretary  of 
the  Navy  is  a  direct  and  premeditated  insult  to  the 
Catholics  of  this  country.he  having  "just  published 
an  ignorant,  intolerant,  mendacious  book,  'The 
Papacy   and   Civil  Power.'"    The  "Mirror"  says; 

"The  whole  Cabinet  seems  to  have  been  chosen 
with  a  view  of  carrying  out  the  views  of  the  Amer- 
can  Alliance,  viz:  to  organize  a  party  inimical  to 
all  foreign-born  citizens  and  to  all  Calholics.native 
and  foreign  born.  We  do  believe  that  the  antici- 
pated ami  Catboliccrusade  will  be  begun  under  this 
administration,  and  It  will  make  straight  the  way 
for  a  war  of  creeds." 

There  is  ne  doubt  but  the  "Mirror"  would  like 
Ao  see  a  war  of  creeds  begun  if  there  were  any  pros- 
pect of  Catholic  success.  Notwithstanding  their 
coni*ii»>.  denials  the  true  designs  of  the  Church  are 
constantly  cropping  out.  "Insult  to  the  Catholics 
of  this  country"  forsooth!  In  the  name  of  all  the 
gods  at  once  what  meat  has  the  Pope's  representa- 
tives been  fceduig  on  that  they  have  grown  so  great? 
Catholics  aro  insulted  because  the  President  of  the 
United  States  selects  a  cabinet  officer  whom  they 
do  not  like.  The  impudence  of  the  idea  is  perfectly 
staggering.  But  it  is  not  true  that  there  is  any  an- 
ticipated  anti-Catholic  crusade  but  it  is  true  that  the 
Catholic  Church  is  acontinuing  menace  to  Republi- 
can institutions,  to  civil  and  religious  lsberty,  to 
popular  education  and  in  fact  is  the  enemy  of  all 
that  freemen  hold  dear.  The  head  aud  front  of  Mr. 
Secretary  Thompson's  offending  is  that  he  has  writ- 
ten a  book  entitled  "The  Papacy  and  the  Civil  Pow- 
er" in  which  he  has  with  signal  ability  exposed  the 
fact  that  the  Papacy  is  everywhere  making  gradual 
encroachments  upon  the  rights  of  existing  govern- 
ments and  aiming  above  all  things  in  this  country 
to  get  control  of  the  educational  system.  Mr.  Thomp 
son'  conclusions  are  founded  upon  the  Pope's  En- 
cyclical letter  and  other  authoritative  declarations 
of  the  Church.  We  extract  the  following  significant 
words  to  refute  the  lie  quoted  from  the  "Mirror" 
and  to  show  that  the  crusading  is  all  the  other  way' 
that  so  far  from  it  being  the  wish  or  design  of  any 
portion  of  the  American  people  or  of  this  adminis- 
tration  to  incite  a  war  of  creeds,  it  is  the  deliberate 
purpose  of  the  Papal  power  to  subordinate  the  Gov- 
ernment of  the  United  States  to  the  Roman  Catholic 
Church.    This  is  what  he  says ; 

"The  Constitution  secures  the  right  to  every  man 
•of  worshipping  God  according  to  the  convictions  of 
his  own  conscience,  yet  the  Pope  calls  this  "insan- 
ity," and  declares  it  to  be  most  pernicious  to  the 
Catholic  Church.  The  Constitution  guarantees 
liberty  of  speech  and  of  the  press  ;yet  the  Pope  says 
this  is  "liberty  of  perdition,"  and  should  not  be  tol- 
erated. The  Constitution  requires-  that  all  the  peo- 
ple and  all  the  churches,  shall  "obey"  the  laws  of 
ithe  United  States;  yet  the  Pope  annathematizes  this 
provision,  because  it  requires  the  Roman  Catholic 
•Church  to  pay  the  same  measure  of  obedience  to 
law  as  is  paid  by  Protestant  Churches ;  and  claims 
that  the  government  shall  obey  him  in  all  religious 
affairs,  and  in  all  "secular"  affairs  which  pertain  to 
religion  and  the  Church.so  that  his  will.in  all  these 
matters  shall  become  the  law  of  the  land.  The  Con- 
stitution subodinates  all  churches  to  the  evil  power 
except  in  matters  oi  iaith  and  discipline ;  yet  the 
Pope  declares  this  to  be  heresy,  because  God  had 
commanded  that  the  Government  ot  the  United 
States  and  all  other  Governments,  shall  be  subordi- 
nate to  the  Roman  Catholic  Church."

Carious  Legal  Proceedings— Imprisoned  Debt- 
ors all  Come  From  Judge  Morrison's  Court- 

When  we  first  took  quarters  at  Hotel  de  Nunan 
our  cellmate  was  a  Mr.  Parsons.  It  was  he  who  in 
structed  us  in  making  our  couch  so  as  to  econo 
mise  space  and  make  our  cell  comfortable,  and  we 
found  hiui  a  pleasant  companion.  The  story  of  his 
imprisonment  told  by  himself  is  as  follows: 

"lam  confined  at  the  instigation  of  a  lawyer  named 
Buckley  who  took  some  iron  clad  oath  before  Judge 
Morrison  in  regard  to  the  transfer  of  some  property 
that  never  took  place,  charging  me  with  owing 
some  eight  thousand  dollars,  which  was  not  true 
and  I  refused  to  pay  it,  whereupon  Judge  Morrison 
sent  me  to  jail.  Upon  my  arrival  I  was  placed  in 
the  debtor's  room  where  I  remained  until  Buckley 
came  one  day  to  see  me  and  wanted  to  compromise 
which  I  also  refused.  He  then  told  my  attorney  he 
would  settle  for  five  hundred  dollars  which  I  also 
refused.  I  was  then  locked  up  in  a  cell  with  some 
petty  thieves  for  eltven  days,  as  I  am  led  to  believe 
by  order  of  Judge  Morrison,  as  Buckley  thought 
by  close  confinement  and  keeping  me  iwa}  from 
my  family  he  would  make  me  pay  this  unjust  de 
mand.    But  he  was  mistaken." 

Mr.  Parsons  remained  in  jail  near  four  months 
and  was  then  released  because  bis  board  was  not 
paid. 

Judge  morrison  bulldoses  mayor  bryant. 

Morgaa  Haley  came  from  the  East  and  settled  in 
this  city  with  his  family.  Himself  and  wife  wore 
of  the  Catholic  faith  and  lived  happily  together  un 
til  she  died.  Some  years  after, Haley  ugain  married 
a  Catholic  woman.  They  lived  unhappily  and 
Haley  at  length  obtained  a  divorce.  He  had  some 
$1200,  of  hard  earned  money  in  a  savings  hank 
which  he  withdrew  and  hid  in  Lhis  cellar  before  he 
oblained  a  divorce.  His  divorced  wife  applied  to 
Judge  Morrison  for  this  money.  Bishop  Alemany 
favored  the  suit  and  of  course  Judge  Morrison,as  in 
duly  bound  gave  judgment  in  favor  of  the  ex-Mrs. 
Haley.  Haley  was  ordered  to  produce  the  money 
and  went  to  the  hiding  place  to  get  it  but  found 
that  some  one  unknown  to  him  had  been  there  before 
him  and  made  away  with  it.  He  reported  these 
facts  to  Judge  Morrison  who  said  he  did  not  be 
lieve  him  and  ordered  Haley  to  prison  leaving  a 
daughter  of  some  fourteen  years  of  age  and  a  son 
of  eleven  to  wander  about  the  city  uncared  for.  Ha 
ley  was  kept  in  jail  over  four  months,  but  the  ex- 
Mrs.  Haley,  Bishop  Alemany  and  Judge  Morrison 
failed  to  get  the  money. 

A  FRENCH  DEBTOR. 

A  few  weeks  since  we  saw  a  Frenchman  in  the 
debtor's  quarters.  He  remained  but  a  week  or  so 
and  we  had  no  opportunity  to  converse  with  him' 

MORRISON   JOGS    ANOTHER     HARD    WORKING    MAN. 

Patrick  Kennedy  resided  on  a  ranch  near  Bene- 
cia  which  he  rented  of  one  Daniel  Hastings,  who  is 
the  owner  ef  a  large  tract  which  he  rents  out  in 
small  parcels.  Kennedy  has  been  on  the  place  five 
years  and  in  the  neighborhood  nearly  ten  years. 
He  went  on  the  place  under  a  lease  stipulating  to 
pay  Hastings  two  dollars  per  acre  per  year  for  188 
acres,  more  or  less.    There  was  no  fence    or   house 

onthe  place,  but  the  lease  set  forth  that  Kennedy 
could  put  up  fences  and  at  the  expiration  of  the 
lease  he  could  reinovethem  or  Hastings  would  pay 

for  them.    He  went  on  and, put  upfences  at  an  ac- 


tual cost  of  four  hundred  dollars  and  built  a  house, 
barns  for  stock  and  grain,  and  for  the  first  year 
paid  rent  on  188  acres.  It  was  then  discovered 
that  there  were  not  188  acres  when  it  was  agreed 
that  there  should  be  a  resurvey,  which  was  had 
and  the  place  found  to  be  118  acres  and  the 
amount  already  overpaid  $140,  was  to  apply  on 
the  next  years'  rent,  but  it  was  never  paid  Ken- 
nedy always  paying  the  rent  in  lull  for  the  118 
acres.  During  the  first  three  years  Kennedy  took 
charge  of  Hastings  stock  and  did  other  work  am 
ounting  to  at  least    $150. 

Last  November  Kennedy  sold  a  part  of  his 
grain  and  came  to  San  Francisco  to  make  purchases 
for  the  coming  year  intending  to  return  when  the 
rain  commenced  and  put  in  more  crops.  Imagine 
his  surprise  when  one  day  about  three  months  ago 
a  Sheriff's  officer  arrested  and  put  him  in  jail.  Ken 
nedy  says  he  was  arrested  at  the  instance  of  Hast 
ings  who  obtained  a  warrant  from  Judge  Morrison, 
claiming  that  K.  owed  li  im  $350,  for  a  wagon  which 
was  to  be  paid  for  on  final  settlement.  The  wagon 
was  left  on  the  place  and  could  have  been  seized 
there.  The  account  then  stands  in  Kennedy's  favor 
as  follows: 

Overpaid  on  first  year's  rent  $140;  labor  attend 
ing  stock  etc.,  $150  value  of  fences  to  be  paid  for  by 
Hastings,  $400,making  a  total  of$690,less  the  price 
of  the  wagon  $350,  leaves  $340,  due  from  Hastings 
to  Kennedy.  These  he  says  are  facts  which  he 
stands  ready  to  prove  by  good  and  reliable  witnesses 
any  time  he  can  have  an  opportunity.  He  demands 
a  speedy  investigation  before  Judge  Morrison  or 
any  other  court.  He  is  not  an  absconding  or  a 
fraudulent  debtor.  Hastings  knew  he  had  no  idea  of 
leaving  the  State  but  gets  him  locked  up  by  a  trick 
and  then  brings  suit  against  him;  but  even  if  K.  did 
intend  to  abscond  H  was  more  than  secured  for  his 
debt.  Now  the  question  is,  h  ave  we  a  free  country  ? 
Has  a  poor  hard  working  man  no  rights  that  a  rich 
one  is  bound  to  respect?  This  man  is  a  good  citi 
zen.  He  gains  his  money  by  hard  and  honest  toil  ■ 
No  man  can  accuse  him  as  a  law  breaker  or  ot  dishon 
esty  but  he  is  a  Roman  Catholic.  He  was  born  and 
brought  up  in  that  faith.  He  believes  in  the  doc 
'rines  of  that  Church.  He  has  the  same  right  to 
his  belief  as  I  have  lo  mine.  He  is  persecuted  by 
a  rich  man  and  placed  in  the  same  prison  and  the 
same  cell  with  me,the  proprietor  of  the  Jolly  Giant 
an  anti-Catholic  paper.  We  are  both  men  and  God 
has  given  us  the  same  right  to  live,  to  enjoy  the 
rights  of  a  free  country.  We  hare  told  each  others 
separate  stories  and  we  have  formed  a  mutual  friend 
ship.  We  are  both  opposed  to  persecution  and  op 
pression  and  we  are  both  the  victims  of  each.  One 
is  oppressed  by  a  rich  man  and  the  other  is  perse 
cuted  and  oppressed  by  the  Holy  Roman  Catholic 
and  Apostolic  Church.

CHRONICLES   OF  INCOMPETENT   BOB. 


It  will  be  remembered  by  all  that  when  the  sen- 
tence of  "Dr."  Moreno,  the  wife-beater  was  an- 
nounced from  the  bench  of  the  Graveyard  Court  a 
universal  sentiment  of  approval  among  all  who 
knew  of  the  brute's  inhuman  treatment  of  his  wife. 
Had  it  then  been  known  that  Bob.  Ferral,  the 
Judge  who  sentenced  Moreno  had  been  his  counsel 
bbfore  becoming  Judge  and  that  Moreno  had  been 
shabbily'treated  the'odium  that  rested  on  him  might 
have  been  divided  with  Bob.  The  history  of  the 
case  is  what  we  now  propose  to  give  and  is  as 
follows :  SS 

After  the  last  Legislature  had  adjourned  and 
while  Governor  Irwin  was  screwing  up  courage

■  sic  exhibitions  and  displays  of  legal  lore  that  daily 
abound  where  sits  Laouderback  and  speaks  no  sen- 
tence thatcan  be  heard  half  a  foot  away.  This  was  a 
able  ambition  on  the  part  of  Bob.  who  never  had 
studied  much  law  and  who  has  never  been  admit- 
ted to  practice  in  the  Surpreme  Court.  Well,  while 
Bob  was  loafing  around'  the  City  'Hall,  Moreno 
was  '  arrested  and  by  some  means  Bob 
whose  financial  hair  was  then  rather  short 
was  lucky  enough  to  get  into  the  case.  We  forget 
whether  he  appeared  openly  in  Court  or  not,  but 
of  one  fad  wo  are  positive  and  that  is  that  he  solici- 
ted Mr.  Flood,  the  Prosecuting  Attorney,  to  make 
some  light  disposition  of  the  case.  While  the 
case  was  still  pending  in  the  Police  Court,  Bob  was 
turned  out  a  full  fledged  Judge,  and  then  he  quiet- 

i  lyiwithdrew  his  support  from  Moreno.  That  indi- 
vidual now  had  a  hope  oi  safety  for  was  not  his  for- 
mer counsel  and  friend  a  Judge? 
1  The  result  was  that  he  took  a  jury  trial  and  of 
course  Was  sent  to  the  Court  from  which  there  is  no 
appeal —  "that  bourne  from  whence  no  traveler  re 
turns,"  except  thieves  and  hoodlums.  When  the 
case  came  up  in  that  Court  Moreno's  counsel  pro 
posed  to  raise  the  question  that  Bob  having  been 
counsel  for  Moreno,  could  not  decently  try  the  case 
and,  tk  erefore  no  Court  could  try  him.  This  would 
have  once  blocked  the  "  What  Is  It?"  Court,  and 
Bob  would  have  been  made  the  laughing  stock  of 
the  whole  community.  But  he  was  too  cunning  to 
allow  this,  and  in  some  way  his  eonnection  with 
the  case  was  never  disclosed ;  the  case  went  on  and 
Moreno  was  convicted.    It  was  expected    that   his 

'jiiioiuner  counsel  would  be  rather  lenient,  but  it  was 
that  very  fact  that  made  Bob  fierce  for  he  undoubt- 
edly-argueid'' Unless  I  punish  this  man  severely,  it 

■  J  will  be  sai"d  it  was  because  I  was  a  counsel.  There- 
Eire  J.  must  send  him  up  for  a  thousand  days"  and 
"up"  Moreno  went. 

^Tlie  principle  here  displayed  is  a  fair  sample 
of  Bob's  respect  for  the  dignity  of  a  Judge.  The 
veriest  shyster  who  hs.ngs  around  the  City  Prison 
ready  to  take  anything  from  a  car  ticket  to  a  mort- 
gage on  a  burial  lot  for  afee.would  have  too  much 
respect  for  the  bench  to  attempt  snch  a  thing  as 
was  done  in  Moreno's  case  by  Judge  Bob.  The 
principle  that  no  man  will  or  ean  try  a  case  in 
which  he  is  interested  or  of  whioh  he  has  any  ex- 
trajudicial knowledge  is  a3  old  as  law  itself,  and 
respectable  magistrate  would  allow  him  self  to  sit 
in  judgment  on  a  man  whom  he  bad  been  retained 
to  defend.  But  since  men  like  Bob  are  allowed  to 
hold  the  scales,  they  will  tilt  a  little  and  justice 
will  be  blinder  than  before. 


AN  OPENING  FOB  REFORM. 


There  is  no  reason  on  earth  why, Uncle  Sam  is 
not  entitled  to  have  just  as  much  and  as  honest 
service  performed  for  his  money  as  private  individ- 
uals. Yet  the  Federal  institutions  of  this  city,  not 
withstanding  the  pruning  which  has  lately  taken 
place,  are  full  of  sinecures.  There  are  men  here 
in  Federal  employ  who  do  not  perform  service 
enough  to  earn  their  salt.  They  can  be  seen  any  day 
around  the  public  offices  with  their  heels  elevated 
above  their  heads,  reading  the  newspapers,  or  chat- 
ting together,  or  loafing  around  the  wharves  sun. 
ning    themselves. 

There  are  no  two  departments  in  the  custom 
house,  which  might  not  be  put  into  one  and  all  the 
work  be  performed  with  ease  by  one  half  the  force, 
if  the  same  number  of  hours  were  put  in  and  the 
same  industry  required  as  in  any  merchant's  or 
broker's  counting  room  in  this  city.  Good  pay  and 
honest  work  ought  to  be  the  motto  of  the  govern- 
ment as  well  as  of  the  private  employer.  Let  the 
truth  of  what  wo  allege  be  investigated  and  we  will 
guarantee  that  the  facts  will  sustain  us.  We  repeat 
it — the  Federal  employees  in  San  Francisco,  wrth 
some%few  exceptions,  such  as  letter  carriers,  etc., 
work  less  hours  and  do  less  while  they  pretend  to 
work,  than  employees  or  private  pcrsons.by  nearly 
one  half. 

MURDER  OF  A* NUN  IN  A  CON- 
VENT. 


Efforts  of  the  Priests  to  Suppress  the  Facts. 
But  the  Police  Bring-  them  to  .Light. 

Dublin,  March  16, 1877.— The  Assize  Court  for 
the  couut  y  of  Kildure  was  recently  engaged  in  the 
investagation  of  a  charge  of  the  most  singular  atro- 
city. A  young  man  named  Eagney,  from  Moate,  iu 
Westmeaty,  belonging  to  a  respecteable  family  of 
the  farming  class,  was  charged  with  having 
caused  the  death  of  a  nun  in  the  convent  of  the 
Presentation  Order,  at  Maryborough,  on  June  7, 
last  year.  .On  that  morning,  Eagney,  who  seemed 
to  be  a  poor  man,  rang  at  the  n  covent  gate,  was 
admited  to  the  hall  aud  said  he  wanted  to  see  a 
nun  about  some  rosary  beads.  The  superioress 
happening  to  pass  through  the  hall  was  struck  by 
the  man's  appearance,  and  ordered  thar  he  should 
have  some  breakfast.  She  went  on  to  the  parlor, 
where  the  Catholic  Bishop,  Dr.  Lynch,  who  had 
just  said  mass,  was  breakfasting.  In  about  five 
minutes'  time  the  Bishop,  superioress  and  several 
other  persons  heard  a  prolonged  scream,  as  "from 
a  person  in  acute  pain."  They  ran  in  different  diiec 
tions  through  the  convent  to  discover  the  cause. 
Meantime,  a  servant  going  to  a  little  parlor  near 
the  entrance  gate  with  the  breakfast  odered  by 
the  superioress  "for  the  poor  man,"  found  a  nun 
on  the  floor,  her  head  was'.eaning  against  the  wall, 
her  body  so  close  to  the  door  of  the  room  that  it  was 
difficult  to  push  it  open.  She  was  partly  supported 
by  the  stranger,  who  looked  terrified.  She  seemed 
to  be  quite  unconscious.  Her  head  was  quite  bare; 
the  head-dress  must  have  been  pulled  off.  She 
never  rallied.  In  less  than  ten  minutes  from  the 
time  she  was  first  discovered  she  was  a  corde.  Her 
throat  was  swollen;  purple  marks  were  visible,  ex- 
actly such  as  would  have  been  made  by  a  person 
seizing  her  and  throttling  her.  There  were  scratch- 
es on  her  chin,  and  a  small  streak  of  blood  on  her 
"gamp,"  or  white  head  dress.  The  whole  affair  was 
hushed  up;  the  doctor  pronounced  she  had  died 
of  subden  spasm  of  the  heart.  She  was  buried  with 
he  usnal  formalities. 

THS    POLICE  INTERFERE. 

It  was  not  until  some  days  afterward  that  the 
police  came  lo  know  about  "the  poor  man"  who 
was  so  strangely  mixed  up  with  the  affair.  They 
suspected  he  was  a  tramp.  Gradually  a  horible 
theory  was  developed — that  the  fellow,  while 
speaking  to  this  poor  nun,  had  attemtded  some  in- 
decency, perhaps    the  grossest;  that    she  was  so 


terrified  that  she  screamed  ant,  was  clutched  by 
the  villain  by  the  throat  and;  so',  died,  partly 
by  reason  of  the  shock  to  her  modesty  and  ill 
usage.  She  was  a  delicate;  woman,,  about  fifty  six 
years  of  age. 

The  body  was  examined;,  deconiopsilion  was  far 
advanced.  The  surgeons,  who  examined  the  body 
found  no  marks  of  iadecent  violence;  the  throat 
and  chin  mark  were  faintly  tracable,  being  merged 
in  the  general  alienation. 

These  were  all  the  facts..  The  man  was  arrested, 
tried  and  acquitted^  on  the  ground  of  insanity,  it 
oppearing  by  the  evidence  of  the  best  doctors  in 
Ireland  that  the  man  was  insane. 

REMARKS. 

The  reflection  which  the  above  recital  of  facts 
suggests  ia  the  uniform  effort  always  made  and 
generally  successful  to  conceal  any  irregularity 
concerning  a  convent.  The  world  is  seldom  the 
wiser  for  what  transpires  within  those  walls.  No 
matter  what  outrages  are  practiced  or  what  crimes 
committed,  all  knowledge  of  them  must  be  sup 
pressed  lest  the  Church  be  scandalized  thereby.  In 
this  case  but  for  the  interference  of  the  police  few 
almost  none  beside  those  immediately  interested 
would  ever  have  known  that  this  poor  girl  was 
murdered  in  a  convent.  What  is  the  life  of  a  nun 
when  weighed  in'  the  balance  against  the  reputa- 
tion of  the  Holy  Church. 

Judge  Wheeler  hit  the  bulls-eye  on  Friday  of 
last  week  at  the  time  of  the  argument  on  the  writ 
of  prohibition  against  Bob  Ferral.  When  the  case 
was  called  at  the  morning  session  Judge  Tyler  was 
engaged  in  another.  Court.  Mr.  Barbour  appeared 
for  Judge  Tyler  and  stated  that  fact  to  the  Court 
and  asked  that  the  case  stand  over  till  2  o'clock. 
Bob's  henchmen  immediately  bounced  up  and 
yelped  and  snarled,  howled, and  snorted  with  great 
vehemence  for  an  immediate  hearing  of  the  argu- 
ment. The  case  must  go  on  now.  Bob  wanted  to 
get  another  chance  at  Thistleton  and  under  the 
guise  of  another  sentence  deliver  himself  of  another 
stump  speech  in  the  next  election  campaign.  Mr.. 
Barbour  replied  that  a  few  hours  continuance  would; 
work  no  hardships  upon  any  one  nor  prejudice  any 
rights;  the  defendant  is  already  In  prison  under 
sentence  for  a  year  and  if  it  should  at  last  be  deter" 
mined  that  the  Hoodlum  Court  had  the  power  to 
pronounce  judgment  it  could  not  take  effect  till  the 
present  sentence  expired.  This  did  not  satisfy  Bob's 
uupaid  henchmen,  and  without  appearing  to  appre- 
ciate their  contemptible  position  insisted  again  up- 
on the  immeditate  hearing.  Judge  Wheeler  then 
remarked  that  "there  seemed  a  feverish  anxity  on 
the  part  of  some  persons  to  inflict  further  punish- 
ment upon  this  defendant,  and  for  his  part  he 
couldn't  see  the  necessity  for  this  great  haste."  He 
then  continued  the  case  till  2  o'clock. 

This  is  the  first  time  in  the  history  of  all  these 
Popish  persecutions  of  Thistleton  that  any  Court  or 
other  officer  has  either  taken  or  experienced  a  pro- 
per view  of  the  demagogues  who  are  lending  them- 
selves to  'this  cursed  business.  The  poor  deluded 
fools  imagine  they  are  making  personal  political 
capital  for  themselves  by  their  course,  but  Lord , 
how  they  are  mistaken  1 

At  this  writing  it  is  not  kuewn  what  Judge  Wheel- 
er's {decision  will  be,  but  we  feel  satisfied  that  it 
will  be  an  honest  one  and  founded  upon  the  merits 
of  the  case,  fairly  investigated.

THE    NEW    IDEA  OF    CIVIL  SERVICE  RE- 
FORM 


The  new  rule  for  removals  anil  appointments  said 
to  have  been  laid  down  by  the  present  administra- 
tion proceed  upon  the  ib.eotyth.at  eight  years  of 
service  raises  a  presumption  against  the  incumbent 
Of  office,  while  four  years  of  service  raises  a  pre- 
sumption in  his  favor.  In  other  words— that  in 
eight  years  a  man  grows  trilling,  while  in  four  years 
he  does  not.  This  is  an  altogether  new  and  or- 
iginal phase  of  Civil  Service  Refol  m  and  it  strikes 
us  as  an  absurd  one. 

If  it  be  good  as  to  an  Individual,  why  may  not  it 
be  also  applied  to  a  party  V  And  how  would  good 
Republicans,  such  as  Hayea  and  his  cabinet  are, 
like  to  admit  that  the  twice  eight  years  terms  of 
office  by  the  parly  raised  a  double  presumption 
against  it? 

And  how  does  it  comport  with  the  one  term  idea 
so  strongly  shadowed  forth  in  President  Hayes  let- 
ter  of  acceptance? 

In  our  humble  opiuion.lhere  ought  to  be  no  such 
rule  adopted  as  the  one  referred  to.  It  proceeds  on 
a  false  theory.  The  man  who  has  served  accepta- 
bly eight  years  is  as  well  qualified  and  as 
likely  to  be  efficient  as  the  man  who  has  serv 
ed  but  four.  Intelligent  men  will  not  be  hood- 
winked by  the  pretense  set  forth.  They  will  only 
see  in  it  a  poor  excuse  for  making  place  to  re- 
ward friends.  In  fact,  it  is  but  the  old  Democratic 
idea  of  rotation  in  office,  against  which  false  idea 
Civil  Service  Reform  was  aimed. 

We  say  to  President  H  tyes  and  his  cabinet  that 
this  is  not  the  people's  idea  of  Civil  Service  Reform 
They  want  no  more  changes  of  evils  which  such  a 
trivial  rule  as  this  implies.  They  want  the  patron- 
age of  the  government  bestowed  for  merit  and  ca 
pacity,  and  not  for  partial!  services.  They  want 
honest  and  capable  officers  retained,  while  they  are 
honest  and  capable, aud  kicked  out  when  they  cease 
to  becoinj  so,  wliether  they  hive  served  eight  years 
or  one  month.  In  short  they  want  an  honest  equiv- 
alent in  service,  for  the  money  they  pay',  just  as  pri- 
vate citizens  will  do.

atical  bigoty  is  carried  into  politics,  into  business 
transactions,  into  the  every  day  relations  of  man 
with  man,  condemning  all  who  decline  to  coucide 
with  lis  exploded,  rotten,  aud  damnable  tenets,  then 
I  say  thai  U  is  lime  American  citizens  should  make 
a  nole  of  it  and  act  accordingly. 

If  an  impecunious  irishman  seeks  aid,  an  Ameri- 
can help  him  because  he's  a  fellow  creature,  one  of 
God's  great  family,  and  parleys  not  on  the  scoie  ol 
creed;  our  French,  Mexican  aud  Spauish  citizens 
do  likewise,  because,  all  honor  to  them,  their  gen- 
erosity '0  all  is  proverbial,  yet,  they  are  Catholics, 
with  this  difference,  they  do  not  allow  religious 
opinions  lo  interfere  with  common  charity,  'ihe 
funds  of  the  8.  F.  Benevolent  Association  would  be 
in  a  flourishing  condition  were  it  not  for  tho  crowd 
of  Catholic  applicants  who  do  not  hesitate  to  apply 
for  aud  receive  infinitely  more  aid  lhan  native  Cat- 
iforuians  or  Amencau  immigrants.

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LETTERS  FROM  ROME-

1 1  is  confessed  anil  lamented  by  learned  Romau- 
i»U>,  that  the  names  and  worship  of  many  pretend- 
ed saints,  who  never  had  any  i eal  existence,  have 
heen  fraudulently  imposed  upon  their  church. 
The  celebrated  Dr.  John  de  Launay  was  famous  for 
clearing  the  calendar  of  several  who  had  long  been 
worshipped  in  France,  as  the  tutelaiy  Divi  of  some 
of  the  principle  towns;  so  that  It  used  to  be  said  of 
him,  that  "there  never  passed  a  year,  in  which  he 
did  nut  pluck  some  saint  out  of  paradise." 
In  the  catacombs  of  Home,  which,  in  the  times  of 
heathenism,  constituted  the  burial  place  of  the 
slaves  and  poorer  citizens,  and  where  tue  bones  of 
Pagans  anil  Christians  lio  jumbled  promise  cuooua 
ly  together,  if  any  happen  to  find  a  little  phial,  or 
piece  of  glass  tinged  with  red,  in  some  hole  of  the 
earth,  they  lake  it  at  once,  as  the  learned  Mont- 
faucon,  (u  Catholic  ami  muni;,)  informs  us,  for  a 
certain  proof  of  martyrdom ;  and  by  the  help  of  the 
next  lnscripiiou  they  can  pick  up,  they  create  imm- 
•diutely  a  new  saint  and  martyr  to  the  Popish 
church   . 

Father  Madillan,  another  Romanist,  expresses  the 
wish  "that  they  would  be  more  scrupulous  on  his 
head,  and  not  forge  so  many  fabulous  stories  of 
saints,  without  any  certain  name,  nor  impose  Pagan 
inscriptions  for  Christian,  on  the  church." 

The  following  entertaining  account  of  Popish 
processions,  is  from  Brnckwell's  History  of  Por- 
tugal, pp  185,6.  "I  shall  now  proceed  to  give  my 
readers  a  trausient  view  of  the  two  yearly  process- 
ions inLisbon,  viz  Lent  and  Corpus  Christi  Day. 
The  former  commences  on  the  first  Friday,  and  ends 
on  the  last  Wednesday  of  Lent.  On  each  Friday, 
a  particular  passage  of  our  Saviour's  sufferings  is 
represented ;  his  being  betaayed;  his|urraignment; 
his  being  mocked  and  isulted  by  the  soldiers;  his 
being  Bcourgeo. ;  his  carrying  his  cross;  and  his 
crucifixion.  Each  sccessive  day,  one  of  these  pass 
ages  is  added  to  the  former ;  so  that  on  the  last  are 
represented  all  the  several  stages  of  oat  Lord's 
passion,  in  wax-work  figures  as  large  as  life,  rich- 
ly adorned  with  artificial  and  natural  flowers,  jew- 
els, brocades,  &c.  They  are  borne  on  men's  shoul- 
ders, who  walk  barefooted  attired  wholly  in  black, 
and  bound  about  with  knotted  cords.  They  are 
called  penitents,  and  are  hired  at  about  eighteen 
pence  of  our  money,  per  d?.y. 

"To  these  processions  belong  a  great  number  of 
men,  who  are  dressed  in  short  scarlet  cloaks,  and 
carrying  each  a  large  lighted  wax  taper,  adorned 
with  flowers,  in  their  hands,  walking  bare-headed, 
two  and  two,  some  preceding  and  some  following 
the  procession.  In  these  processions  are  also  car- 
ried the  images  of  the  founders  of  the  several  relig- 
ious orders  in  Lisbon;  as  that  of  Loyola,  of  St. 
Francis,  of  St.  Augustine,  of  St.  Dominick,  of  St. 
Bruno,  of  St.  Bernard,  iSic.  Each  image  is  attended 
by  a  detatchinent  of  the  friars  of  the  particular  or- 
der it  represents. 

"To  these  processions  also  belong  a  sort  of  peo- 
ple they  call  penitents,  whom  they  hire  for  about 
three  shillings  per  day,  to  perform  several  sorts  of 
penances.  These  people  are  generally  soldiers, 
porters,  coblers,  &c.  They  are  dressed  in  white 
from  head  to  foot,  so  that  they  are  not  known,  and 
perform  sundry  sorts  of  exercises.  One  carries 
twenty  or  thirty  swords,  spread  like  a  fan,  the 
points  being  bound  together,  and  resting  on  his 
breast,  he  being  bent  back  half  double.  Then,  at  a 
little  distance  behind,  comes  a  second,  with  his 
brawny  back  bare  down  to  the  waist,  which,  before 
besets  out,  is  cut  with  a  lance,  to  provoke  bleed- 
ing, and  draw  pity  from  the  ignorant  spectators;

Throat  and  Stabs  Hirnsdf,— b"t 
Still  lives. 


At  eleven  o'clock  last  Monday  night,  George  Ber 
nard.an  expressman  commonly  called"Big  George," 
who  for  years  had  worked  for  the  hardware  firm  of 
T.  J.  Selby  &  Co.,  on  California  street,  made  sever 
al  attempts  to  take  his  life  at  his  home,  No.  231 
Linden  street,  between  Laguna  and  Octavia.  At 
five  o'clock  yesterday  morning  Mrs.  Bernard,  whom 
occupied  a  room  separate  from  the  one  in  which 
her  husband  slept,  was  awakened  by  hearing  him 
moaning,  and  on  going  into  his  sleeping  apartment 
was  horrified  to  see  him  covered  with  blood,  which 
had  flowed  from  a  wound  in  his  throat.  Dr.  C.  E. 
Blake,  of  406  Hayes  street,  was  summoned,  and  ho 
at  once  visited  the  premises.  He  found  Bernard  in 
bed,  with  a  wound  on  the  neck,  a  couple  of  punct 
ured  wounds  in  the  abdomen,  and  fourteen  incised 
wounds  across  the  abdomen.  Bernard,  who  was 
very  weak  from  the  loss  of  blood,  stated  that  at 
eleven  o'clock  the  preceeding  night  he  swallowi  d 
the  contents  of  a  two-ounce  vial  of  laudanum,  after 
which  he  cut  his  throat  with  a  razor,  then  plunged 
a  three-inch  knifeblade  into  his  abdomen,  and  then 
with  the  razor  cut  himself  a  number  of  times  across 
the  abdomen.  He  also  stated  that  after  making 
these  several  attempts  to  end  his  life,  he  drank  a 
large  quantity  of  water.  The  wound  in  the  neck 
which  just  touched  the  windpipe,  severed  a  vein, 
but  did  not  touch  any  ot  the  large  arteries,  and 
while  it  is  not  dangerous,  it  caused  excessive  he  m- 
orhage.  The  punctured  wounds  of  the  abdo 
*  men,  which  are  a  little  to  the  right  and  Jabove  the 
umbilicus,  are  the  most  dangerous.  It  is  feared 
that  the  blade  entered  the  abdominal  cavity,  and 
that  inflammation  will  follow  and  perhaps  bring 
about  a  serious  result. 

,,,  Bernard,  when  questioned  about  these 
wounds,  stated  that  he  had  driven  the  knife 
in  to  the  hilt.  The  other  wounds  of  the  abdomen 
are  not  at  all  dangerous,  being  merely  superficial. 
These,  like  the  one  of  the  throat,  are  not  serious 
from  the  fact  that  the  razor  with  which  they  were 
inflicted  is  a  very  dull  one.  All  these  injuries  were 
properly  diessed,  after  which  the  doctor  turned  his 
attetion  to  the  attempt  at  poisoning.  He  gave  the 
man  an  emetic,  which  caused  him  to  throw  up  a 
quantity  of  liquid  which  was  strongly  impregnated 
with  the  odorof  laudnaum. 

Bernard  for  some  time  past  had  been  given  to 
drinking  to  excess,  aud  recently  had  some  trouble 
with  people  who  reside  in  the  upper  part  of  the 
house  in  which  he  lives.  A  few  days  since  these 
people  threatened  to  have  him  arrested.  This,  it  is 
thought,  worriad  him  to  such  a  degree  that  he 
concluded  that  he  would  pass  out  of  this  world. 
There  is;  a  slight  hope  for  his  recovery. 

The  obahd  jury  are  in  session  again  this  week.

he  caused  to  be  written  up  and  old  book  which 
hadbeen  abandoned  Bince  last  September  in  which 
he  caused  to  be  insertod  a  copy  of  the  commitment 
falsely  represening  upon  the  return  to  the  writ  of 
habeas  corpus  that  this  book  wes  the  minutes  the 
City  Criminal  Court  where  as  in  fact  it  was  man- 
ufactured for  the  purposes  of  the  return  to  that 
writ. 

These  doings  comport  well  with  the  history  we 
gave  last  week  of  the  way  the  bill  attempting  to 
create  this  court  was  smuggled  through  the  legisla- 
ture.

For  sneaking,  contemptible,  cowardice,  unmiti- 
gated by  one  single  attribute  of  manhood  commend 
us  to  the  Fitch-Pickering  concern  known  as  the"Bul 
letin-Call"  Those  qualities  are  also  aggravated 
by  a  vindictive  malevolence  andsupreme.all-absorb- 
ing  selfishness  unrestrained  and  unilluminated  by 
a  single  ray  of  anything  having  the  semblauce  of  a 
conscience.

This  "Bulle 
tin"  saw  fit  to  characterize  as  a  "scandalous  failure 
of  justice"  and  in  many  other  choice  terms  indicat 
ed  the  popular  estimate  that  the  City  Criminal  Court 
with  Bob  as  Judge  was  a  very  broad  burlesque  of 
the  idea  which  people  entertain  of  a  Court  of  jus 
tice.  But  that  was  when  Bob  was  running  a  class 
of  persons  through  his  mill  who  would  have  votes 
to  cast  next  fall  and  there  was  an  object  in  letting 
"the  boys"  off  easy;  a  few  hundred  votes  won  that 
way  might  help  him,  might  turn  the  scale  in  fact.

Here  was  a  point  thought  Bob ;  here 
was  richness — a  perfect  bonanza  of  Catholic  votes, 
and  right  within  his  grasp.  The  discovery  was  well 
nigh  overpowering  to  Bob  but  he  braced  himself 
for  the  conquest,  or  rather  to  gather  in  what  he 
thought  to  be  lying  around  loose.

They  tried  every  subsequent 
motion  and  all  the  different  proceedings  iu  the  case 
up  to  the  present  time,  not  limiting  to  cloak  a  hun- 
dred libels  under  the  guise  of  a  report  of  judicial 
proceedings.  Comes  never  a  word  of  comment  now 
from  the  dignified  evening  paper  or  the  Tar  Flat  or- 
gan about  Ihe  mendacious  defiance  of  law  by  Bob 
in  the  trial  nor  of  his  cooking  up  his  pretended  rec 
ord  afterward,  absolutely  manufacturing  a  record 
with  which  to  answer  the  writ  of  habeas  corpus.

Another  Dose  of  Bob  Ferral. 


It  is  quite  impossible  to  find  fining  teTms  in  which 
to  characterize  the  proceedings  fin  Bob  Ferral's 
smuggled  concern,  which  it  is  a  gross  perversion 
of  language  to  call  a  court.  His  malevolence,  vin- 
dictiveness,  ignorance  of  the  commonest  rules  of 
law.his  utter  shamelessnessin  exhibiting  his  spleen 
aiid  his  prejudices,  his  wanton  disregard  of  what 
little  law  he  does  know,  are  all  entirely  beyond  the 
powers  of  any  adequate  description.  Facts,  inci- 
dents and  doings  can  be  related,  but  the  peculiarly 
insulting,  sneering,vindictiveani  tyranical  manner 
of  Bob  Ferral  on  the  bench  is  something  to  make 
tie  citizen  of  San  Francisco  hide  his  face  in  shame. 
He  can  out — Jeffreys  Jeffreys  and  double  discount 
Dogberry.  How  long  the  career  fo  such  a  man  cao  last 
as  the  presiding  judge  of  any  kind  of  a  court  in  San 
Francisco,even  of  sueha  bastared  concern  as  the  so- 
called  Citj  Criminal,  it  is  hard  tote)l,but  it  will  not 
be  always. 

The  people  of  this  city  are  noted  for  long  suffer- 
ing under  grievous  evils,but  the  time  always  comes 
at  last  when  they  will  kick.  There  will  ore  day 
be  some  kicking  done  in  Incompetent  Bub's  case. 
Just  at  present  his  attentions  are  chiefly  directed  to 
making  political  capital  for  himself  in  the  next 
election  out  of  Col.  Thistletou's  cases  and  it  appears 
to  be  plain  sailing  in  a  smooth  sea  for  him  thus 
far,  but  Bob  will  take  the  same  high-handid  course 
with  any  other  defendaut  whenever  he  fancies  that 
his  own  pergonal  interest  will  be  subserved  thereby. 
He  thinks  and  his  few  Popish  friends  imagiue.thai 
he  has  discretion  enough  to  pick  the  right  man  at 
the  right  time  to  make  a  victum  of,  but  he  bus  not. 
To  illustrate  the  above  criticism  and  prove  to  the 
reader  that  what  we  say  is  not  mere  idle  declama- 
tion we  give  the  following  outline  of  the  final  pro- 
ceedings ot  the  bastard  court  in  the  Tubbs-Thisile 
ton  case : 

Judge  Wheeler  having  vacated  the  writ  of  pro 
hibitioD,  the  case  came  up  ^before  Bub  upon  Mr. 
Tyler's  motion  for  a  new  trial.  The  reasons  urged 
by  Mr.  Tyler  in  support  of  the  motion  were  first: 
that  the  defendaut  had  never  plead  and|  never  had 
pleaded  to  the  indictment  and  that  consequently 
ihere  never  was  any  issue  joined  in  the  case;  the 
trial  was  therefore  a  nullity.  In  support  of 
this  point  Mr.  Tyler  read  the  affidavit  of  B.  F.  Nap 
thaly  to  the  effect  that  he  did  not  [Mead  for  the  de- 
fendant (as  was  alleged  by  Bob;)  that  he  was  not 
at  the  time  attorney  for  the  defendant  and  therefore 
had  no  right  to  put  in  a  plea.  In  arguing  this 
point  Mr.  Tyle"r  said  that  a  plea,  in  order  to  be  a 
lawful  plea.upoa  which  the  defendant  could  have  a 
lawful  trial  and  the  court  pronounce  a  lawful  judg- 
ment, must  be  delivered  orally  and  be  entered  in 
the  minutes  of  the  Court..  In  this  case  no  record  ol 
any  plea  was  ever  entered  in  the  minutes.  Mr. 
Tyler  presented  an  affidavit  of  his  own  stating 
that  he  believed,  from  the  fact  that  no  plea  was  en- 
tered in  the  minutes  and  from  other  information, 
that  no  plea  had  ever  been  made  by  the  defendant 
and  that  he  had  therefore  produced  no  testimony 
on  the  trial  as  he  might  have  done,  relying,  as  he 
had  a  right  to  do,  upon  the  nullity  of  a  trial  where 
no  plea  had  been  entered. 

The  seeond  reason  for  asking  a  new  trial  was  an 
error  in  law  committed  at  the  trial,  to  which  ex- 
ception was  taken  by  defeudent's  counsel  at  the 
time,  in  this;  that  counsel  had  been  refused  by  the 
Court  to  argue  questions  of  law-  to  the  jury,  the 
Court  ruling  that  the  jury  must  take  the  law  from 
thejudge;   whereas  in  libel  cases  the  jury  are   by 


the    Constitution    and  the    Penal  Code  made  the 
judges  of  both  the  law  and   the  fact. 

Mr.  Tyler's  third  reason  for  asking  a  new  trial 
was  that  his  client  had  not  had  a  fair  trial.  In  ex 
planation  of  this  he  said  that  the  judge  had  no  right 
to  send  a  message  to  the  jury  informing  them  that 
"if  they  did  not  return  a  verdict  in  a  few  moments 
they  would  be  locked  up  for  the  night;  also  that  the 
bailiff  of  the  court  had  no  right  to  take  such  a  mes" 
sage  to  the  jury,  he  having  been  sworn  to  address 
no  words  whatever  to  the  jury,  except  to  ask  them 
if  they  had  agreed  UDon  a  verdict. 

Bob  then  .  went  through  a  cut  aud  dried  pro 
gramme  of  calling  some  more  witnesses  "just  to  in 
form  the  conscience  of  the  court,"  you  know,  as  to 
whether  a  plea  had  been  made.  Bob  then  ordered 
the  minutes  to  be  changed  so  as  to  show  that  the 
defendaut  pleaded  "not  guilty"  to  !he  indictment 
He  then  overruled  the  motion  for  a  new  trial  and 
sentenced  Col.  Thistleton  to  pay  a  fine  of  $1,000,  or 
be  confined  in  the  County  Jail  500  days.  Thus 
ended  that  farce. 
Thi.n  followed  anotheif  cene  charac  eristic  only  of 
Bob  and  his  "Court."  There. is  another  indictment 
in  this  Tubb's  matter  pending,  found  at  the  same 
time  as  the  one  just  tried.  When  the  point  of  no 
plea  being  made  was  first  raised  Bob  distinctly 
claimed  that  Mr.  Napthaly  put  in  a  plea  for  both  in- 
dictments at  the  same  time.  He  "distinctly  recol- 
lected  asking  Mr.  Napthaly  if  lie  pleaded  to  both 
indictments,  and  to  which  Mr.  Napthaly  replied 
that  he  did."  "There  was  no  doubt  about  it — n  c-t 
a  doubt  about  it."  If  that  were  true  it.  was  his 
duty  to  cause  the  plea  to  be  entered  in  the  minutes 
as  he  had  just  done  in  the  other  case.  To  be  con- 
sistent, however  is  not  Bob's  forte,  so  he  stultifies 
himself  immediately  after  the  sentence  above  allu- 
ded  to  by  calling  upon  Col.  Thistleton  to  plead  to  • 
the  other  indictment.  The  trial  ( V)  farce,  was  then 
set  for  next  Monday.

The  remark  is  frequently  heard  in  this  City,  that 
the  people  of  San  Francisco  are  not  working  for 
themselves  but  to  enrich  the  Gas  and  Water  com- 
panies and  the  landlords.  There  too  little  exag- 
geration in  it.  Some  people,after  paying  their  bills 
have  a  little  left  over  every  month,  to  bet  against 
Flood  &  Obriens  "little  game  but  not  as  much  as 
they  ought  to  have.  The  ginmill  kings  are  not 
satisfied  yet  and  some  way  must  be  contrived  to 
a  little  more  for  them.  But,  badinage  aside  this 
matter  of  rents  is  this  year  of  Our  Lord  or  serious 
question  in  this  City;  it  is  hourly  becoming  more 
so. 

Rents  must  come  down  from  twenty  to  fifty  per 
cent,  or  people  will  have  to  move  out  of  the  city. 
Many  are  already  adopting    the     alternative 

Buisiness  will  not  justify  the  prices  which  land- 
lords at  present  ask,  and  though  people  may  strug- 
gle along  for  a  few  months  more  or  less  in  hopes 
of  a  fovorable  turn  in  buissness  it,  only  a  struggle 
against  the  inevitable.  When  the  money  can't  be 
made  by  the  tenant  the  rent  can  t  be  paid ;  that  is 
plain.  In  all  eastern  cities,  notably  in  New  Vork 
there  has  been  a  reduction  of  rents  during  the  last 
three  years  of  from  fifty  to  twenty  five  per  cent,  and 
for  the  same  reason  that  it  must  come  here;  viz, 
that  there  is  no  alternative. 

The  present  exhorbitant  demands  of  the  landlord 
fall  most  heavily  upon  the  retail  dealers,  families 
and  lodging  houses.  Never  before  in  the  history 
of  San  Francisco  were  so  many  rooms,  stores  and 
houses  vacant  and  the  number  is  rapidly  increas- 
ing of  which  any  person  can  satisfy  himself  by  a 
few  days  observation  along  the  principal  streets. 
Thousands  of  people  who  have  occupied  expensive 
lodgings,  all  the  way  from  twenty -five  to  one  hun- 
dred dollars  per  month,  are  moving  out  to  cheaper 
quarters.  They  must  reduce  expenses.  Other 
thousands  of  retail  dealers  are  shaping  their  course 
to  get  out  of  business  or  go  elsewhere  because  they 
see  it  is  useless  to  spend  all  their  lives  working  for 
San  Francisco  landlords.  Real  estate  is  held  at 
fictitious  values  and  high  rents  charged  to  make 
the  fancy   investment   pay  fancy    interest.    This 


thing  cannot  go  on.  The  business  depression,  not 
alone  of  the  eastern  States  but  of  the  whole  civil- 
ized world,  has  at  last  reached  California.  The

The  stock  dealing  organs  seem  to  be  insensible 
of  the  great  credit  they  give  the  "Chronicle"  for 
power  to  influence  the  market.  Ask  them  the  di- 
rect question  if  that  paper  has  been  instrumental, 
directly  or  remotely,  in  whole  or  in  part,  of  send- 
ing the  best  stocks]  down  to  "bed  rock"  and  the 
others  out  of  sight  and  they  would  |hawl  in  deafen' 
ing  chorus,  "no."  But  that  is  an  "opinion,"  you 
see.  Forgetting  what  that  is  they  strike  out  wildly 
in  every  issue  at  the  wicked  "Chronicle"  imagiu- 
ing  that  the  epithet  "bear  organ"  comprehends  all 
that  is  opprobrious  in  the  vernacular.  This  little 
unpleasantness  between  the  "bear  organ"  and  the 
"ring  organs"  is  no  doubt  very  interesting  to  those 
whose"mud"  is  exhausted, but  it  is  only  amusing  to 
those  who  have  not  lost  anything  or  have  nothing 
to  loose  instocks 

The  big  fact  about  which  all  the  fuss  is  made  is, 
that  the  "Chronicle"  smote  the  subject  in  the  centre 
when  it  exposed  the  weakness  of  the  bonanza  mines 
and  again  when  it  exposed  the  flagrant  abuses  in 
mine  management.  It  is  [idle  for  the  mine  organs 
to  bloviate  about  the  motives  that  moved  the"Chron- 
icle"  to  make  the  attack.  The  facts  existed ;  some 
of  them  well  known,  others  only  guessed  at,  but  all 
of  them  generally  believed  in  a  vague  sort  of  way 
by  the  whole  community.  It  only  remained  for 
the  "Chronicle"  to  formulate  them,  then  they  be- 
came accepted  truths  and -down  went  the  mar 

ket.  It  is  useless  for  the  stock  papers  to  try  to 
scold  this  out  of  the  public  mind  ;  they  can't  do  it. 
It  matters  not  if  the  "Chronicle"  folks  did   have  a 


lot  of  margin  bonanza  stocks  which  they  could  not 
carry;  it  makes  no  difference  at  all  if  they  were 
called  on  for  "mud,"  which  they  could  not  furnish, 
to  help  swell  the  bonanza  bank  capital,  it  will  not 
be  denied  that  ithey  have  "come  up"  with  a  large 
amount  of  "mud"  of  another  sort.  The  "mud" 
they  did  furnish  was  exceedingly  dstastful  to  the 
virtuous  crowd  who  are  credited  with  having  [ruled 
out|  the  "Chronicle's"  margins.  It  is  "mud"  that 
don't  help  boiljthe  bonanza  pot  at  but  on  the 
coniary,  has  a  terribly  quenching  ^effect. 

It  is  absurd  for  those  pious  journals  which  enter- 
tain such  a  tender  regard  for  the  poor,  small  stock- 
holders to  hold  the  "Chronicle"  responsi- 
ble for  their  losses.  Those  small  stockholders  had 
to  be  "frozen  out"  anyway,  for  it  was  so  written. 
What  little  money  they  had  in  stocks  had  to  be 
"gobbled  up"  by  the  vulgar  gin-mill  graduates  who 
now  control  the  finances  of  the  Pacific  Coast,  for  it 
was  so  determined.  Whether  the  screws  were  ap- 
plied a  few  weeks  or  months  sooner  or  later  is  of 
little  consequence.  If  there  is  any  difference  it  is 
in  favor  of  having  it  done  soon^and  the.agony  over. 
The  victims  will  then  the  sooner  know  what  their 
fate  is  to  be. 

The  stock  dealing  community  is  a  sucked  orange, 
and  that  is  what  is  the  matter  with  the  market. 
Flood  &  O'Brien  have  taken  them  in  by  unload- 
ing stocks  upon  them  at  top  prices,  and  then,  after 
squeezing  out  of  „them  all  the  money  they  had  left 
or  could  borrow,  at  last  squeezed  the  stocks  out  of 
them.  We  see  no  reason  why  those  who,have  been 
thus  plucked  should  not  betake  themselves  to  the 
mountains,  or  wherever  they  can,2and  earn  some 
more  money. 


Judge  Wheeler  of  the  19th  District  Court.before 
whom  a  writ  of  prohibition  was  sued  out,  to   pre- 
vent Bob  Ferral   from  sentencing  [Col.   Thistleton 
without  giving  him  a  trial,  vacated  the  writ  last 
week,  on  the  ground  that  the  proper  remedy  was  a 
motion  in  arrest  of  judgement,  or  for  a  new  trial; 
that  these  remedies  remaining  to  the  defendants  writ 
of  prohibition  would  not  lie.    It  is  pretty   tough  to 
be  turned  over  to  the  ^tender  mercies  of  Bob,  but 
the  decision  of  Judge  Wheeler  is  no   doubt  correct. 
He  could  not  "do  otherwise,  and  we  have  not  a  syl- 
lable of  fault  to  find  with  it.    We  feel  sure  that  the 
Judge  gave  the  subject  a  fair,  and  impartial  con- 
sideration which   is  more  than  we  are  justified   in 
saying  of  any  other  decision    that  has  ever  been 
made  in  any  of  these  cases.  Neither  Judge  Wright's 
decision  denying  our  appeal,  nor  Judge  Dwinelle's 
in  upholding  the  jurisdiction  of  the;  bastard  Court, 
will  bear  investigation.    But  let  us  not  discuss  them 
now;  there  will  come  a  time.    The  case  then  went 
back  to  Bob  for  him  to  pass  upon  the  motion  for  a 
new  trial.    The  [farce  of  this  proceeding  we   have 
elsewhere  alluded  to,  but  not  described,  that   is  im- 
possible. 

An  Example  to  beJImitated. — The  work  of 
suppressing  vicious  literature  has  been  taken  in 
hand  in  Philadelphia  by  the  leading  citizens.  At 
a  recent  meeting  a  committee  of  twenty  was  ap- 
pointed to  devise  and  carry  out  measures  in  further- 
ance of  the  object.  That  is  an  institution  that  might 
with  benefit  to  the  moral  atmosphere  be  transplant- 
ed in  San:  Francisco  and  its  first  objects  of  inquiry 
would  be  those  daily  papers  owned  and  presided 
over  by  fugitives  from  justice  and  convicted  libel. 
ers. 

Eaisly  Enough  Done. — In  the  Municipal  Crim. 
inal  Court  (not  the  bastard  City  Criminal,)  last 
Monday,  the  case  of  Fred.  Marriott,  indicted  for  ex- 
tortion, was  placed  at  the  fo.ot  of  the  calendar. 
The  case  of  Fred.  Gradville,  same  offence,  went 
over  for  the  term.  Suppose  there  had  been  a  chance 
to  tickle  the  Irish  Catholic  vote  by  pressing  those 
cases  for  trial,  would  they  have  been  thus  post- 
poned f  Not  much  ;but  on  the  contrary ,they  would 
have  been  pressed  for  trial  as  though  the  fate  of 
empires  depended  on  piling  up  more  punishment 
on  the  old  man  of  the  "News  Letter."

haustable.  It  is  a  Police  Court,  says  Judge  Wrig. 
ht  for  the  purpose  of  allowing  an  appeal  in  any 
case  except  Col  Thistleton.  It  is  not  a  Police 
court  for  the  purpose  of  denying  Col  Thistleton  an 
appeal.  There  is  no  law  prescribing  how  it  shall 
obtain  ajury;  it  therefore  picks  up  jury  injany  man- 
ner that  Bob  may  see  fit.  The  Code  prescribes  the 
mode  of  proceeding  in  the  trial  of  indictments,  but 
this  bastard  concern  sets  the  Code  at  defiance  aDd 
makes  a  law  unto  itself  as  it  goes  aloDg,  varying 
the  same  to  suit  each  case  that  comes  before  it  ac- 
cording as  there  is  a  point  to  be  gained  or  as  the 
outside  pressure  may  be.

Our 
desire  "to  ameliorate  and  assure  their  lo,f  has  been 
shared  by  the  whole  Russian  nation,  which  now 
shows  itself  ready  to  bear  fresh  sacrifices  to  allev- 
iate the  position  of  Christians  in  the  Balkan  pen- 
insula. The  blood  and  property  of  our  faithful  sub- 
jects have  always  been  dear  to  us,  and  our  whole 
reign  attests  our  'constant  solicitude  to  preserve  to 
Russia  the  benefit  of  peace.  This  solicitude  never 
failed  to  actuate  us  during  the  deplorable  events 
which  occurred  in  Herzegovina,  Bosnia  and  Bul- 
garia. Our  object  before  all  was  to  effect  the  amel- 
ioration of  the  position  of  Christians  in  the  East 
by  means  of  pacific  negotiations,  and  in  concert 
with  the  great  European  powers  our  allies  and 
friends.  For  two  years  we  have  made  increased 
efforts  to  induce  the  Porte  to  effect  such  reforms  as 
would  protect  Christians  in  Bosnia,  Herzegovina 
and  Bulgaria  from  the  arbitary  measures  of  the  lo- 
cal authorities.  The  accomplishment  of  these  re- 
forms was  absolutely  stipulated  by  anterior  engage- 
ments, contracted  by  the  Porto  toward  the  whole  of 
Europe.  Our  efforts,  supported  by  diplomatic  rep- 
resentations made  in  common  with  other  govern- 
ments, have  not,  however,  attained  their  ohjecct. 
The  Porte  remained  unshaken  in  its  formal  refusal 
of  any  effective  guarantee  for  the  security  of  its 
Christian  subjects,  and  has  rejected  the  conclusions 
of  the  Constitutional  Conference. 

Wishing  to  essay  every  possible  means  of  concil- 
iation in .  order  to  persuade  the  Porte,  we  pro- 
posed to  other  cabinets  to  draw  up  a  special  pro- 
tocol, comprising  the  most  essential  condition  of  the 
Constantinople  Conference,  and  to  invite  the  Turk 
ish  government  to  adhere  to  this  international  act* 
which  slated  the  extreme  limits  of  our  peaceful  de- 
maud:  but  our  expectation  was  not  fulfilled.  The 
Porte  did  not  defer  to  this  unanimous  wish  or  Christ^ 
ain  Euroye,  and  did  not  adhere  to  the  conclusion  of 
the  protocol.  Having  exhausted  pacific  efforts,  we 
are  compelled  by  the  haughty  obstinacy  of  the 
Porte  to  proceed  to  more  decisive  acts,  feeling  that 
equity  and  our  own|dignity_enjoin  it.  By  her  refusal 
Turkey  places  us  under  the  necessity  of  having  to 
resort  to  arms.  Profoundly  convinced  of  the  justice 
of  our  cause,  and  humbly  committing  ourselves  to 
the  grace  and  help  of  the  Most  High,  we  make 
known  to  our  faithful  subjects  that  the  moment 
foreseen  when  we  pronouueed  the  words  to  which 
all  Russia  responded  with  complete  unanimitp  has 
now  arrived.  We  expressed  our  intention  to  act 
independently  when  deemed  necessary  and  when 
Russia's  honor  should  demand  it.  iNow,  invoking 
the  blessing  of  God  upon  our  valiaut  armies,  we 
give  them  the  order  to  cross  the  Turkish  fronitier.

Paris,  April  16 — Cardinal  Ledochowski's  extra- 
diliou  wus  really  demanded  aud  granted  by  ine  Ital- 
ian Government,  but  the  Pope  gave  him  asylum  at 
the  Vatican.

Following  is  a  synopsis  of  the  game  laws  now  in 
force  in  California: 

Quail,  Ducks — Every  person  who,  between  the 
15in  day  of  September  in  each  year,  takes,  kills  or 
destroys  quail,  paitridge  or  grouse,  mallard,  wood, 
teal,  spoonbills,  or  any  kind  of  broad  bill  ducks,  is 
guilty  uf  a  misdemeanor. 

Use  of  Poisons  Explosive  Compounds — Every 
person  who  places  or  allows  lo  pass  into  any  of  the 
water  ot  this  Slate  any  lime,  gas,  tar,  or  auy  other 
substance  deleterous  lo  fish,  is  guilty  of  a  misde 
meanor.  And  every  person  who  uses  any  poisonous 
or  explosive  substauce  for  the  purpose  oi  taking  or 
destroying  fish  is  guilty  of  a  misdemeauor 

Salmou — The  close  season  lor  salmon  commences 
August  lsl  and  extends  lo  NovemOer  1st. 

Deer,  etc. — E/ery  person  who,  between  the  first 
day  of  January  and  the  first  day  of  September  of 
each  year,  lakes,  kills  or  destroys  auy  elk,  deer, 
mounlain  sheep  or  antelope,  is  guilty  of  a  misde 
meanor. 

Penality — The  penalty  for  the  violation  of  the 
law  is  as  follows:  Except  in  cases  where  a  differ- 
ent punishment  is  piescribed  by  the  Code,  every 
offense  declared  lo  be  a  misdemeanor  is  punishable 
by  imprisonment  in  a  county  jail  not  exceeding  six 
six  months,  or  oy  a  fine  not  exceeding  $500,  or  by 
both.

BISHOP  ALEMANY  AT   BAY. 


It  is  a  matter  fresh  in  the  memory  of  our  readers, 
that  in  the  year  1864,  Bishop  Alemany  filed  arti- 
cles of  incorporation  in  the  office  of  the  Secetary 
of  State  at  Sacramento,  pretending  to  make  hiui- 
self  an  incorporation  sole,  over  all  the  territory 
west ; of  the  Rocky  Mountains  and  comprising  all 
the  Catholic  institutionsHherein.  The  matter  was 
laughed  at  by  many  people  at  the  time,  as  the  ^vis- 
ionary  scheme  of  a  religious  lunatic,  and  soon  for- 
gotten. But  whoever  estimates  a  Roman  Catholic 
Bishop  as  a  lunatic  or  a  visionary  bigot  makes 
a  false  estimate.  Especially  is"  this  the  case  where 
there  is  money  involved.  They  have  a  fancy  for 
dead  men's  estates  or  anything  that  happens  to  be 
lying  around  loose  ;  and  if  there  is  anything  valua- 
ble in  sight  but  not  loose  enough  to  be  carried  off, 
they  will  find  a  way  to  loosen  it  if  it  is  possible  for 
devilish  ingenunity  to  do  so.  It  now  transpires 
that  one  of  the  objects  of  Bishop  Alemany  in  incor- 
porating himself  the  sole  owner,  the  Great  I  Am, of 
all  the  Catholic  institutions  on  the  JPacific  Coast, 
was  to  gopble  up  dead  men's  estates,  the  patrimony 
of  orphans  and  widows  and  such  other  estates  aB  by 
any  means  legitmately  fall  to  the  various  Catholic 
societies  or  can  by  any  means  be  diverted  in  that 
direction. 

In  this  connection  it  is  interesting  to  note  that 
the  estate  of  Richard  Tobin  is  before  the  Probate 
Court  of  this  eity  the  will  being  contested  by  To. 
bin's  heirs.  The  will  leaves  $2650,  to  the  Boys 
Catholic  Asylum  at  San  Rafael.  Bishop  Alemany 
by  virtue  of  his  sole^coroperation  above  refered  to 
claims  to  be  not  "the  head"  of  the  Asylum  as  the 
daily  papers  have  it,  but  the  Asylum  itself.  In  his 
estimation  the  Asylum  is  Bishop  Alemany  and 
Bishop  Alemany  is  the  Asylum.  The  convenience, 
to  Bishop  Alemany,  of  this  little  arrangement  is  at 
once  apparent.  Whatever  funds  benevolent  Cath- 
olics donate  to  the  Boys'  Asylum  goes  to  Bishop 
Alemany,  who,  being  himself  the  Asylum  is  not 
under  the  unpleasant  necessity  of  accounting  to  any- 
body but  himself,  for  the  money. 

The  contestants  of  Tobin's  will  have  raised  the 
question  of  the  validity  of  a  bequest  made  to  such 
a  double-headed  back-action,  jumping-jack  con- 
cern as  this  Alemany-Asylum.  The  petition  sets 
forth  that  the  institution  is  not  ,an  incorporation, 
nor  even  a  society,  and  that  therefore  any  bequest 
made  to  it  is  void;  that  the  Asylum  as  a  Catholic 
institution  is  in  reality  Bishop  Alemany  and 
that  he  cannot  constitute  himself  a  society 
within  the  meaning  of  the  Code  of  California.  The 
question  also  involves  the  validity  of  a  large  num- 
ber of  wills  made  since  1874,  when  Bishop  Ale- 
many filed  his  Incorporation. 

The  impartial  reader  will  not  fail  to  note  the  fact, 
that  this  operation  of  the  acknowledged  head  of  the 
Catholic  Church  on  the  Pacific  Coast,  is,  when  the 
disguise  is  torn  off.nolhing  but  a  deliberate  scheme 
to  evade  the  laws  of  this  and  all  the  neighboring 
States  and  Territories.  The  equal  laws  which  are 
good  enough  for  all  other  religious  sects,  for  Gen- 
tile and  Jew,  do  not  satisfy  the  Catholic.  Hence 
the  scheme  to  evade  those  laws.  Does  any  man 
doubt  they  would  set  them  at  defiance  if  they  dare  1 
Not  one,  who  has  ever  paid  any  attention  to  the 
6ubject.

A  RIDICULOUS  CHARGE. 


Many  absurd  and  ridiculous  performances  have 
characterized  the  proceeding  against  Col,  Thiatleton 
in  the  City  Criminal  Court,  but  none  more  ridicu. 
lous  than  the  charge  made  last  Tuesday  against  Geo. 
W.  Tyler  Esq.,  of  grand  larceny,  for  stealing  a  pa- 
per from  the  Clerk  of  the  Court.  How  frivolous  the 
charge  is  may  be  seen  from  the  following  plain 
statement  of  the  occurrence  by  an  eyewitness  Of  the 
whole  scene: 

On  the  trial  of  the  indictment  against  Col.  This- 
tleton  for  libelling  Lillie  Tubbs,and  before  the  jury 
was  impanneled,Mr.  Barbour  who  was  assisting  Mr. 
Tyler  in  the  case,  asked  Mr.  Tyler,  who  was  stand 
ing  in  frontof  the  Clerk's  desk,  to  get  him  the  in. 
dictment.  Mr.  Tyler  asked  the  Clerk  for  the  paper 
which  was  handed  out  and  given  to '  Mr.  Barbour. 
The  latter  gentleman  opened  the  paper  and  a  car- 
toon fell  out  from  it  on  the  table.  It  was  not  at- 
tached to  and  made  part  of  the  indictment,  but  was 
folded  up  loose  within  it.  A  short  time  after,  Mr. 
Enos,  who  was  prosecuting  the  case,  asked  what 
had  become  of  the  paper  in  the  indictment,,  and  in- 
timated that  Mr.  Tyler  had  it.  Tyler  repliedJthat 
he  did  not  have  it.  After  some  words  Bob  ordered 
Tyler  to  produce  the  paper  forthwith  or  he  would 
fine  him.  Tyler  intimated  that  he  could  fine  away, 
whereupon  Bob  did  fine  him  fifty  dollars.  Tyler 
was  then  asked  if  he  knew  where  the  paper  was.  He 
replied  tbat  it  was  in  a  law  book  lying  on  the  table 
in  front  of  him.  The  paper  was  given  to  Mr.  Enos 
and  tne  fine  was  remitted.  Th  e  paper  was  not  a  file 
of  the  Court  and  its  presence  or  absence  could  make 
no  difference  to  the  defendant.  If  proper  and  nec- 
sary  as  evidence  another  could  have  been  easily  sup- 
plied. Mr.  Tyler's  explanation  of  the  matter  is 
very  simple  and  reasonable.  He  saw  it  lying  on  the 
table  and  laid  it  in  a  book,  thinking  it  was  his  own. 
He  did  have  one  just  like  it.  This  is  the  whole 
transaction.  The  attempt  to  obtain  an  indictment 
on  such  a  silly  charge  is  preposterous,  and  only 
serves  to  show  to  what  desperate  straits  the  City 
Criminal  Court  Is  driven  to  bolster  itself  in  the  re- 
gard of  this  community.  It  is  just  possible  t^iat  the 
result  will  be  different  from  that  intended  and  will 
only  be  to  render  it  contemptible  in  the  eyes  of  all 
right  thinking  men.

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LETTERS  FROM  ROME. 


N«.  is. 


The  house  of  Loretto,  or  Casa  Santa,  is  the  house 
or  more  properly  the  chamber,  in  which  the  virgin 
Mary  is  said  to  have  been  born ;  where  she  was  be- 
trothed to  her  spouse,  Joseph;  where  the  angel  sa- 
luted  her,  and  the  Holy  Ghost  overshadowered  her ; 
and  where,  by  consequence,  the  Son  of  God  was 
conceived  or  incarnated.  But  all  this  took  place 
in  Nazareth  oi  Galilee ;  and  of  course  the  house 
must  then  have  stood  there.  How  came  it,  then, 
at  Loretto,  in  Italy  ?  The  story  is  this;  and  for  the 
truth  of  it,  not  only  priests  and  princes,  but  infal- 
lible Popes,  and  in  fact  the  whole  Romish  church, 
stands  pledged.  In  May,  1291,  the  house  was  taken 
up  whole  by  a  choir  of  angels,  carried  safely 
through  the  air,  and  set  down  at  Tersato  in  Dal- 
matia.  About  four  years  and  six  months  after  this, 
it  was  again  taken  up,  in  like  manner,  and  remov- 
ed to  its  present  position  in  Italy.  It  13  quite  re- 
markable, that  old  house  stood  near  two  hundred- 
years  in  Italy,  before  a  single  author  of  that  coun- 
try took  any  notice  of  it.  To  compensate  for  this 
neglect,  howeverit  has  received  an  abundance  of 
notice  since.  Kings,  Queens,  and  Popes  have  con- 
spired together  to  enricn  it.  A  splendid  church 
has  been  erected  over  it,  under  which  it  stands,  as 
it  Were  in  a  tent. 

Several  instances  of  resemblance  between  the  an- 
cient heathen  and  present  Popish  rites,  may  be  no- 
iced,  in  addiiton  to  those  referred  to  by  Dr.  Mid- 
dleton,  in  his    letter.  % 

The  Egyptain  priests,  as  Herodotus  informs  us, 
had  their  heads  shaved,  and  were  continually 
bald.  It  was  on  this  account,  probalby,  that  the 
Jewish  priests  were  commanded  not  to  shave  their 
heads,  noi  to  make  any  baldness  upon  them.  Le - 
vit.  21:5.  Yet  this  Pagan  rasure  or  tonsure  on 
the  crown  of  the  head,  has  long  been  the  distin- 
guishing mark  of  the  Bomanish   priesthood. 

The  Jewish  priests  were  also  forbidden  to  make 
any  cuttings  in  their  flesh;  since  that,  likewise, 
was  a  common  practice  of  priests  and  devotees 
among  the  heathen.  Lev.  19 :  28.  Yet  these  cut- 
tings of  the  flesh  are  continually  practiced  tin  Pop- 
ish countries,  at  their  solemn  seasons,  and  in  their 
processions,  in  imitation  of  the  old  pagan  enthus- 
iasts. 

The  superstitious  veneration  and  solemn  trans- 
lation of  relicks,  which  make  so  important  a  part 
of  the  Bomanish  worship,  was  probably  derived 
from  Paganism,  If  any  doubt  this,  let  them  con- 
sult Plutarch's  account  of  the  transfer  of  the  bones 
of  Theseus,  from  the  isle  of  Syrus  io  Athens.  And 
as  this  transaction  was  first  suggested  to  the  Ath- 
enians by  the  apparition  of  Theseus,  and  after- 
wards enjoined  upon  them  by  the  Delphic  oracle; 
so  the  discovery  and  translation  of  relicks  in  the 
Roinish  church,  are  usally  grounded  on  some  pre- 
tended vision,  or   revelation  from  heaven. 

Celibacy  is  another  Popish  practice,  which  may 
be  traced  to  heathen  origin.  "Paganism,"  says 
Jerome,  "has  many  observances,  which,  to  the  re- 
proach of  christians,  imply  great  strictness  of  man- 
ners and  discipline.  Juno  had  her  priestesses,  de- 
voted to  one  husband ;  Vesta  her  perpetual  virgins : 
and  other  idols  had  priests,  osla,  who  were  under 
vows  of  chastity."  To  wipe  off  this  reproach  from 
the  Christian  cnurch,  monasteries  aud  nunneries 
began  to  be  multiplied,  recommended  chiefly  by 
the  writings  and  influence  of  Jerome.  Among  the 
heathen  customs  introduced  into  the  church,  Vig  - 
ilantius  mentions,  particularly,  the  vows  of  chas- 
tity which  were  imposed. 

Upon  the  heathen  temples  were  usually  painted 
the  fabulous  acts  of  the  old  heroes  or  deities  to 
whom  they  were  consecrated.  In  imitation  of  this 
practice,  wealthy  Christians  began,  in  the  fourth 
century,  to  build  churches  in  honor  of  the  martyrs, 
and  to  decorate  them  with  paintings,  representing 
the  acts  of  the  matyrs,  or  facts  recorded  in  sacred 
history.  Thus  Paulinus,  a  convert  from  Pagan- 
ism, of  Senatorian  rank,  and  who  was  afterwards 
bishop  of  Nola,  built  a  splendid  church  in  honor 
of  the  martyr  Felix.  On  its  portico,  he  caused  to 
be  painted  the  miracles  of  Moses  and  Christ,  to 
gather  with  acts  of  Felix,  and  of  the  other  rnartyrs- 
whose  relicks  were  there  deposited.  Apologising 
for  this  new  measure,  Paulinus  says,  "It  was  done 
with  a  design  to  draw  the   rude   multitude,   habit- 


uated to  the  profane  rites  of  Paganism,  to  a  knowl- 
edge and  good  opinion  of  the  Christian  doctrine: 
by  learning  from  these  pictures,  what  they  were 
not  capable  of  learning  from  books,  the  lives  and 
acts  of  the   Christian   saints." 

I  shall  mention  but  another  thing  which  the  early 
Christians  borrowed  from  the  Pagans,  and  that 
was  their  mysteries.  Among  the  Egyptians,  the 
Greeks  and  the  Romans,  (under  the  Pagan  emper- 
ors,) nothing  was  held  more  sacred  than  what  were 
called  the  mysteries.  This  circumstance  led  the 
Christians,  in  order  to  impart  dignity  to  their  re- 
ligion, to  say  that  they  also  had  similar  mysteries, 
or  certain  holy  rites  concealed  from  the  vulgar ; 
and  they  not  only  applied  the  terms  used  in  the 
Pagan  mysteries,  to  their  holy  things,  but  they 
gradually  introduced  the  rites  which  those  terms 
designated.  On  this  account,  not  a  few  of  the 
Christian  observances,  even  so  early  as  the  second 
century,  began  to  have  the  aspect  of  the  Pagan 
mysteries.

They  were  aware 
that  all  the  arts  that  cunning  and  deep  diplomacy 
could  put  forth,  were  being  used  by  the  Romish 
Church  to  gain  control  of  different  departments  of 
the  government;  and  the  matter  was  to  them  one  of 
serious  consideration,  but  it  so  happened,  in  the 
providence  of  God,  a  statesman  arose,  a  man  of 
great  force  of  character,  of  indomitable  will,  of  gi- 
gantic intellect,  of  determiuation  and  firmness  of 
purpose,  who  boldly  guided  the  wheels  of  State.and 
announced  his  hostility  to  all  attempts  to  enslave 
the  German  mind ;  to  all  encroachments  of  that 
Church,  or  its  interference  witb  the  affairs  of  State 
and  he  drove  from  power  and  position  all  who  were 
interested  or  abettors  in  such  a  scheme.  He  fore- 
saw that  a  conspiracy  existed  against  the  very  life 
of  the  German  nation, and  he  consequently  stamped 
his  foot  upon  it,  drove  out  the  conspirators,  and  as- 
serted the  freedom  of  Germany  from  all  such  influ- 
ences. His  work  has  been  applauded  by  the  whole 
Protestant  world,  aud  his  name  is  revered  and  res- 
pected wherever  the  word  of  God  is  known,  or  a 
Protestant  family  exists.  I  refer  to  that  statesman 
of  statesmen,  Bismarck,  who  may  well  be  styled  a 
second  Luther.  (Long  continued  applause.) 

Germany  is  not  the  only  nation  in  which  the 
Church  of  Rome  has  striven  to  gain  the  ascendan- 
cy over  the  affairs  of  State.  She  has  held  sway  in 
Spain  for  years,  and  what  has  been  the  result  ? 
Why  chaos  and  an  unstable  government.  The 
masses  are  kept  in  a  comparative  state  of  igno- 
rance;  the  light  ot  the  Holy  Scriptures  is  kept 
from  them,  and  thus  they  are  the  subjects  of  the 
priests,  and  completely  under  their  control.  The 
people  know  no  freedom,  neither  will  they  so  long 
as  Mother  Church  holds  the  rod  of  power  over 
their  rulers. 

In  Central  America  the  same  desire  of  tne  church 
to  control  in  State  affairs  led  to  massacre  after  mas- 
sacre, and  thousands  of  those  who  beliQve  not  in  its 
supremacy  were  cruelly  murdered  in  cold  blood. 
Look,  my  friends,  over  the  map  of  Europe.  France 
is  but  a  republic  in  name.  The  Roman  Church 
guides  and  directs  the  affairs  of  government.  Not 
long  since  one  of  her  cabinet  officeis  was  forced 
to  resign  his  seat  simply  because  he  would  not 
cringe  to  the  dictation  of  the  church,  or  obey  its 
behests.  No'  no,  my  friends,  as  easy  is  it  for  a 
camel  to  go  through  the  eye  of  a  needle  as  for  re- 
publicanism or  freedom  to  exist  in  a  land  where 
that  church  intermeddles  with  state  affairs,  or  where 
her  adherents  hold  the  offices  of  power.  She  labors 
to  enslave  the  mids  of  the  masses — to  keep  them 
in  a  state  of  ifinorance ;  for  by  no  other  means  can 
her  power  be  upheld  or  'maintained.  For  this 
reason  she  aims  at  the  control  of  all  educational 
institutions,  forbids  an  open  Bible  and  teaches  the 
people  to  believe  in  her  supremacy  over  both  tem- 
poral and  spiritual  affairs.

The  "Post"  is  making  frantic  efforts  to  attract  at.

The  se- 
crets of  drifts,  winers,  shafts  and  diamond  drills 
shall  be  all  yielded  up  by  authority  of  law  for  the 
general  good,  and  not  kept  solely  for  the  benefit  of 
the  lurky  managers.  A  band  of  favorites' who  have 
learned  "division  and  silence"  in  the  school  of  Cal- 
ifornia street  morals,  shall  no  more  amass  fortunes 
in  supplying  a  mine  wilh  candles,  or  fuel,  or  tim- 
bers, or  purchasing  machinery,  but  all  transactions 
shall  be  "on  the  square"  according  to  law.

Laws  cannot  be  devised 
which  mine  managers  cannot  evade,  if  they  are  so 
disposed,  and  they  will  be  so  disposod  just  so  long 
as  gudgeous  can  be  found  to  buy  shares  and  pay 
assessments.  One  of  the  wisest  men  of  the  last  gen- 
eration said,  "the  Public  is^a  great  ass."  When  the 
stock  gambling  public  comes  to  realize  that  it  has 
made  a  "great  ass"  of  itself  at  the  business  a  better 
protection  to  the  stockholder  will  be  secured  than, 
any  legal  enactment  can  ever  give.  All  men,  and 
women  too,  who  "deal"  in  stock  expects  to  niaka 
money  by  cheating  somebody  else:  the  result  of  a 
few  years' struggle  to  accomplish  the  feat  has  been 
that  a  few  of  the  knowing  ones,  smarter  than  the 
rest,  have  bagged  all  the  capital  that  was  invested 
in  the  enterprise.  The  sooner  the  "asses"  realize 
that  the  only  way  to  beat  this  game  is  to  let  alone 
the  better  for  them.  The  idea  of  protection  which 
the  "Post"  prates  about  is  a  delusive  one,  invented 
at  this  particular  juncture  ol  affairs  to  help  tide 
over  a  threatened  disolution  of  the  whole  stock 
gambling,  better  say  stock  swindling  fabrir,  more 
tottering  lo  its  fall.  If  the  robbed  and  plundered 
public  would  stand  from  under.it  would  tumble 
down  in  less  than  sixty  days.  This  is  well  known 
by  the  managers  of  those  papers  which  are  paid 
with  broadsides  of  advertisements  to  bolster  it  up, 
and  heme  the  siiblerfuge  of  protective  legislation 
aud  prattle  about  reform  in  mine  management. 
Let  the  public  be  assured  there  will  be  no  reform 
while  it  buys  stocks  and  pays  assessments. 


A  BATCH  OF  LIES  REFUTED. 

The  facility  with  which  the  average  editor  of  a 
daily  paper  cah  lie  must  take  rank  as  the  crowning 
wonder  of  Ike  nineteenth  century.  Old  Pick  of  the 
Tar  Flat  paper  carries  off  the  palm  in  that  line.but 
he  has  rivals,  now  and  then,  on  special  occasions. 
As  a  specimen  of  what  the  "Examine!"  man  can  do 
when  he  turns  loose, we  note  the  following  effort: 

The  Nineteenth  District  Court,  like  the  Fifteenth 
has  sustained  the  legality  and  regularity  of  the  pro- 
ceedings of  the  City  Criminal  Court  against  This- 
lleton  of  the  Jolly  Giant.  Judge  Ferral  has  had  a 
host  of  difficulties  to  overcome  in  this  prosecution. 
All  lhat  the  power  of  money  and  the  ingenuity  of 
counsel  and  fanatics  could  do,  or  devise,  has  been 
done  to  break  down  the  Court  and  defeat,  the  ends 
of  justice.  Slander  and  abuse,  and  even  personal 
violence,  has  been  resorted  to  for  the  purpose  of  in- 
timidation, but  all  in  vain.  Step  by  step  Judge 
Ferral  has  met  his  unscrupulous  assailants.and  has 
come  out  victorious  in  every  inslance.  The  Con- 
stitutionality of  his  Court,  the  regularity  of  its  pro- 
ceedings, the  judicial  fairness  of  each  and  every  act 
have  all  been  subjeclei  to  the  most  trying  test,  t.nd 
the  result  is  in  the  highest  degree  gratifying.  It  is 
gratifying  to  Judge  Ferral  and  his  host  of  friends 
throughout  the  State  to  know  that  his  official  con- 
duct has  been  thus  indorsed  by  his  brethren  of  the 
Bench,  belonging  to  Ihe  opposite  party;  but  it  is  a 
hundred-fold  more  important  for  the  public  to  know 
that  an  upright  and  fearless  Judge  who  cannot  be 
swayed  from  the  path  of  duty  by  ruffianly  violence, 
or  the  attacks  of  shameless  aud  libellous  newspa- 
is  supported  aud  upheld  by  the  highest  Courts  in 
the  State. 

We  say  to  Judge  Ferral :  Persevere  in  the  good 
work ;  shrink  not  from  the  performance  of  dnly  ;ad- 
minister  the  law  withoutfear  or  favor, and  the  Courts 
will  indorse  your  action  and  the  people  stand  by 
you  through  good  and  ill  report. 

In  the  above  paragraph  there  are  about  thtee 
times  as  many  falsehoods  as  sentences.

persisted  in  a  course  of  conduct  on  the  bench  of  his 
bastard  Court  that  would  disgrace  Jeffreys  himself. 
"The  judicial  fairness"  of  no  single  act  of  his  con- 
cerning the  trial  of  indictments  has  ever  yet  been 
tested  in  any  court  for  thereasou  that  every  attempt 
to  do  so  has  thus  far.been  successfully  resisted.  And 
herein  lies  the  secret  of  the  c  fforts  for  that  purpose_ 
lhat  Bob's  friends  know  the  weaknes  of  his  position.

2.  If  a  person  orders  his  paper  discontinued  he 
must  pay  arrears,  or  the  publishers  may  continue 
to  send  it  until  payment  is  made,  and  then  collect 
the  whole  amount,  whether  the  paper  is  taken  from 
the  office  or  not. 

3  The  courts  have  decided  that  refusing  to  take 
newspapers  or  periodicals  from  the  post-office,  or 
removing  and  leaving  them  uncalled  for,  is  prima 
acie  evidence  of  intentional  fraud.

Fine  double  parlors  and  pretty  mistresses  are 
gone,vauishedinto  thin  air;andthe"two  pairs  back', 
and  a  virtuous  lonely  couch  are  all  that  your  brok- 
er's clerk  can  afford.  Some  of  them  bear  up  like 
heroes.  They  can't  come  down  with  any  more 
theatre  tickets,  or  buggy  rides,  or  necklaces .  They 
resign  with  a  sigh  the  pretty  syren  who  beguiled 
heir  frisky  leisure  hours,  but  permit  her  to  carry 
ther  charms,  and  her  nice  presents  off  to  "the  luck- 
ier chap  than  me,"  without  a  murmur. 

But  they  are  not  all  of  this  caliber.  Not  a  few 
of  them  have  demanded  a  return  of  rings  and  dia- 
monds aud  necklaces  to  throw  into  the  hungry  jaws 
of  "margin,"  >aud  some  not  very  pleasant  alterca- 
tions have  come  to  the  notice  of  the  Police  on  this 
account.  But  these  worthies,  mostly  Specials,  and 
devoted  to  the  protection  of  private  vice  are  as  mum 
as  the  grave,  wherever  the  party  is  "respectable" 
and  comes  down  with  the  "dust"  for  tho  little  ser- 
vice.

CIVIL  SERVICE  AGAIN. 


Slowly,  and  by  degrees  we  come  to  understand 
what  the  new  Civil  Service  Reform  of  this  wonder- 
ful, olive  branch  administration  means.  First,  it 
was  to  be  reform;  that  was  the  fixed  fact  about  the 
whole  business.  And  there  were  a  thousand  or 
two  superunmerary  clerks  reformed  out  ot  the  de- 
partments tecauseof  a  lack  of  funds  to  pay  salaries. 
Next  came  the  promulgation  of  the  eight  years 
rule.  All  who  have  held  their  positions  eight 
years  are  to  be  considered  as  unfit  to  hold  them 
any  longer  and  must  give  place  to  fresh  hands.  No 
explanation  has  ever  been  offered  as  to  what  theory 
oi  reason  this  rule  proceeds  on.    Very  likely  the 


is  none  to  offer,  but  that  it  is  only  a  compromise 
or  an  idea  thrown  out  to  interest  the  public  for  the 
time  being.  It  was  evidently  designed  more  for 
ornament  than  use,  as  we  find  it  departed  from  al- 
most as  soon  as  it  ^is  declared,  in  the  case  of  an  im- 
portant office,  for  no  better  reason  than  because  the 
President  wanted  to  depart  from  it.  Mr.  Clapp  the 
Public  Printer  found  it  necessary  to  resign,  not  be- 
cause of  any  charges  against  him  for  general  or 
special  unfitness  but  because  the  President  wanted 
to  appoint  Defrees,  who,  previous  to  Clapp,  had 
held  the  office  ever  since  Lincoln's  first  adminis- 
tration. There  is  no  room  for  faultfinding  here,but 
there  is  occasion  to  say  that  Civil  Service  Reform 
Rules  are  a  humbug  and  a  delusion.  From  the 
nature  of  the  case  there  can  be  no  such  thing  and 
there  ought  not  to  be.  It  is  the  right  and  the  duty 
of  the  President  and  his  cabinet  to  control  the  ap- 
pointments in  the  Civil  Service  unhampered  by 
rules  framed  only  to  make  a  show  of  reform  or  to 
ornament  a  policy.  And  this  idea  proceeds  not  so 
much  on  the  ancient  Democratic  dootrine  that  to 
the  victors  belong  the  spoils  as  that  the  adminis- 
tration is  responsible  to  the  country  for  the  manner 
in  which  it  performs  the  public  service  and  there- 
fore of  right  ought  to  control  it  absolutely.  Re- 
sponsibility and  control  are,  Jn  this  case  insepar- 
able conditions. 

It  is  quite  too  much  to  hope  for  that  there  is  to  be 
any  great  regeneration  of  the  civil  service ;  the 
masses  of  the  people  are  not  themselves  honest 
enough  to  produce  a  very  efficient  or  honest  admin- 
istration of  the  government  or  any  part  of  it,  but 
there  is  room  for  improvement  and  that  we  do  hope 
for.  It  is  one  of  the  difficult  questions  for  the  ad- 
ministration to  solve,  but  not  so  difficult  that  a  vast 
improvement  may  not  be  accomplished.  It  is  also 
true  that  whatever  is  done  in  this  direction  will  come 
from  tho  application  of  the  fundamental,  principle 
that  governs  all  men  in  their  private  business;  that 
of  competent  salaries  fairly  earned.  There  is  room 
enough  within  that  rule  for  all  the  reform  that  the 
country  cares  anything  about.

It  is  a  common  saying,  "you  must  eat  a  peck  of 
,f  salt  with  a  man  before  you  can    know  him."  So 
nust  a  man  acquire    perfectly    the   language  oi  a 
■ountiy  ere  he  visits  it,  if  ho  intends  to   make  him 
>olt  sufficiently  acquainted  with  Hie    manners    and 
;ustoms  of  the  people,  and  if  he  desires   truthfully 
■a  enlighten  others  on  the  subject  of  their  general 
iharacteristics,  laws  and  government.    How   cam- 
mon  it  is  to  read  the  expression,  Onr  Sister  Repub- 
lie,  when  refering  to  Mexico.    What  a    misnomer. 
One  might  with  equal  justice  assert  that   the  act  of 
circumcision  alone  makes  a  man   a  Jew.    Mexico 
in  reality  is  no  more  Republic,  otherwise  than    by 
name,  than  a  zero  is  a  nine,  with    the    tail  cut    off 
In  the  first  place  the   language    Itself   forbids  the 
fundamental  principles  of  republicanism  to  acton 
the  basis  "that  all  men  are  born  equal."     For   ex- 
ample i  If  a  master  calls  his  servant,    he  says,  Ven 
tu  aca.  (come  here  you)  if  he  calls   another  whom 
he  characterizes  as  his  cqual.he    says :  Venga  usled 
para  aca  (come  here  your  honor.)  Respecting  their 
laws.    The  jnry  system,  the  symbol  of  liberty,  is  as 
little  known  as  honesty  and  truth.    The  only  jury 
known  is  that  of  the  seven  judges  (los  siete  jueces) 
something  similiar  to    our   Supreme  Court.    The 
franchise  is  not  goneral,  it    is  subject  to  qualifica- 
tion.    There  is  a  distribution   of  licences   to  vote, 
which  are  generally  issued   to    serve  the  party   in 
power,  for  were  everybody  allowed  to  vote,  no  oth- 
er  than  the  Church  party  would   ever  attain  a    ma- 
jority as  the  persons  (laborers)  alias  serfs,  are  still 
'as  fanatic  as  ignorance  and  superstition  can  possi- 
bly make  them.    The  servile  respect  shown  to  the

On  Friday  last  the  Custom  House  authorities  made 
the  largest  seizure  of  smuggled  opium  ever  cap- 
tured in  this  city  at  onetime.    Between  9'and  10 
o'clock  a  squad  of  revenue  officers  and  city  police 
unde   tbeleadershipofDeputy  Naval   Officer  Wal- 
ter Meade,  forced  an  entrance  to  the  building  No. 
738  Washington  street.Jopposite  Portsmouth  square 
b,  a  side  door  in  a  narrow  alley.    Descending  into 
too  basement  they  came  upon  a  sort  of  laboratory 
in  which  a  force  of  Chinaman  were  busily  engaged 
n  boiling  down  opium.    This  process  is  employed 
to  reduce  the  drug  Lfrom  a  state  of  gum  in   which 
form  it  is  commonly  known  as  crude  opium  to  a 
condition  adapted  for  smoking.    In  the    attar  form 
Us  about  the  consistency  of  tar.    Half  a  dozen 
kettles  were  in  operation  and  a  large  amount  of  the 
raw  maTerial  «! 1  found  in  the  place  awaiting  the 
ZZ  of  boiling.    The  value  of  the  entire  seizure 
?■  estimated  at  $7,000   but  it  may    argely  exceed 
that  sum.    No  person   on  the  premises  would  ac- 
knowledge any  interest  in  ths  opium  or  give  any 
fntormatL  concerning  it.    The  building   is  occu- 
nied  by  Ye  Wo  a  leading  Chinese  merchan  and  the 
Sons  are  that  though  he  is  a  dealer  „ >   gene- 
ral merchandise,  his  establishmen    is  chiefly  em- 
ployed as  a  distributing  depot  of  the  opium  trade 
throughtout  thecity.  ^

When  will  actors  and  actresses  learn  that  it 
is  better  to  cope  with  something  with  which  they 
are  familiar,  than  to  fly.,  into  regions  where  they 
make  a  poor  display.  Lingham  chose  the  role  of 
Hamlet  to  benefit;  nous  verrons.  "Charity"  ought 
to  begin  at  home,  but  it  began  at  the  "California. 
Charity  is  a  well  constructed  play,  full  of  fresh  dia- 
logue, and  not  borrowed  situations;  full  of  the 
lights  and  shades  of  society.  It  is  a  drama  that 
does  not  depend  upon  a  principal  actor.  As  acted 
you  can  criticise  as  you  would  a  picture:  Not  suf- 
ficent  light  here ;  a  plethora  ol  shade  there ;  an  artis 
tic  skill  displayed  in  the  groupings,  and  a  general 
contour  of  freshness.  Miss  Alice  Dunning  and  Mr. 
Lingard  have  had  a  prominence  in  this  play  which 
unfortunately  they  did  not  enjoy  in  their  others. 
Mr.  Keene  as  the  uncharitable  Smalley  gave  an  ex- 
cellent piece  of  character  acting;  better  than  any- 
thing we  have  seen  him  do  for  some  time.  We 
would  not  have  him  abate  a  whit  of  his  passion 
His  son(N.  Long)  presented  an  immaculate  get  up. 
A  few  applications  of  a  calorifip  culinary  utensil, 
familiarly  known  as  a  led  hot  poker,  would  proba- 
bly bring  about  a  little  more  action ;  it  was  needed. 
Miss  Ella  Wilton  was  most  too  refined  as  the  tramp, 
Ruth  Trudgit ;  but  it  was  altogether  out  of  her  line. 
There  was  nothing  to  absolutely  condemn,  and  not 
much  to  praise.  The  opera  is  again  in  force.  A 
series  has  been  inagurated  at  "Baldwin's"  under  the 
new  management,  with  competant  artists.  A  large 
house  sparkling  with  enthusiasm  greeted  the  ini- 
tial scene  of  Lucia  di  Lammermore  on  Wednes- 
day evening.  We  forbear  comment  until  the  artists 
feel  themielves  more  at  home  in  the  boudoir  thea- 
tre.

THE  CARDINAL'S  OATH. 


A  Catholic  paper  furnishes  some  facts  in  regard  to 
the  Cardinal's  oath.  This  oath  was  perscribed  by 
PiusV.in  what  is  known  as  the"Great  Roman  Bull." 
The  Cardinals  are,  upon  assuming  the  hat,  obliged 
to  swear  that  they  will  not  permit  the  alienation  of 
any  part  of  the  temporal  power  of  the  Church,  and 
this  is  emphasizedby  frequent  repetitious  in  various 
forms.  The  oath  is  again  repeated  when  they  as- 
semble in  conclave  to  elect  the  new  Pontiff.and  the 
Pontiff-elect,  when  he  assumes  the  chair,  demands 
a  renewal  of  it.and  then  again  upon  his  coronation. 
The  deduction  to  be  drawn  from  all  this  is  that  tem- 
poral power  is  the  grand  aim  of  the  Romish  Church 
It  is  not  the  spiritual  welfare  of  mankind  she  seeks 
hut  the  control  of  the  government  of  all  civilized 
nations.  Controlled  by  the  principles  stated  in  the 
above  oath  every  Catholic  judge  or  juryman  in  the 
State  is  bound  to  disregard  the  laws  of  this  State  and 
helpBishopAlemany  to  override  the  Code  and  gobble 
up  in  his  individual  capacity  all  bequests  bestowed 
upon  Catholic  benevolent  institutions  in  this  State, 
without  being  accountable  to  any  one  but  himself 
tor  the  disposition  he  makes  of  those  funds.  This 
is  the  reason  the  heirs  of  Richard  Tobin  contest  the 
will.  The  oath  here  alluded  to  and  the  circumstance 
of  this  will  furnish  another  instance  of  the  in- 
finite ways  in  which  the  demands  of  Popery  en- 
tangle its  votaries  in  complications  which  conflict 
with  their  duties  as  citizens.

Popery  and  Crime. 

Comparisons  are  Odious. 

The  time  will  never  come  iu  our, day  when  it 
will  not'be  necessary  to  keep  before  the  people  the 
tendency  of  Popery  to  crime.  One  of  the  most  ef- 
fectual ways  la  do  this  is  by  menus  of  comparative 
statistics.    Take  fur  Instance  the  following: 

From  the  returns  of  the  Inspector  General  of 
Prisous  in  Ireland  for  1*71  we  learn  that  there  were 
31,12'J  committals,  of  all  denominations.  That  of 
these  26,880  were  Roman  Catholics;  3403,  Protest, 
aut  Episcopalians;  S(J1  Presbyterians;  and  220  of 
other  denominations.  Uy  the  census  of  Mil  the 
entire  population  is  returned  at  5.402,759.  Now,  if 
we  compare  the  crime  with  the  population  accord. 
ing  to  the  three  denominations.  R.  Catholics,  Ep- 
iscopalians, and  Presbyterians — we  arrive  at  the 
following  significant  facts— namely,  in  every  1000 
Romanists  there  are  over  six  criminals  for  the  year ; 
in  every  1000  Episcopalians  there  are  more  than 
five  criminals;  while  in  every  1000  Presbyterians 
there  are  less  than  two  criminals.  We  Hud  it  au- 
thoritively  stated  that  iu  February,  1870,  while  the 
population  of  Eugland  and  Wales  was  estimated 
at  22,000.000  of  which  1,000,000  were  Roman  Cath- 
olics, ^Parliamentary ^return,  showing  the  number 
ol  prisoners  in  England  and  Wales,  was  presented 
to  the  House  of  Commons,  from  which  it  appears 
that  there  were  43,0:13  prisoners  belonging  to  the 
Church  o!  England,  10,420  Roman  Catholics,  2443 
of  other  denominations;  so  that  whilst  Romanists 
are  only  l-20ih  of  the  population,  the  proportion  ol 
Romish   prisoners  is  l-5lh. 


MEXICO. 


Affairs  in  Mexico  still  go  on  from  bad  to  worse  on 
an  ever  deceudiug  scale.  Political  arrests  continue 
to  be  made  by  order  of  or  iusfigaled  by  the  Church 
authorities  and  chaos  grows  daily  worst  confounded. 
It  is  well  known  that  it  was  the  power  of  the  Church 
party  which  overthrew  President  Lerdo,  and  now 
the  same  party  are  iudigoaut  because  Diaz  disavows 
an  alliance  with  them.  Here  their  ever  present  de- 
termination to  rule  the  politics  of  every  Stale  or 
country  where  they  obtain  a  foothold,  is  made  un- 
mistakably apparent.  The  administration  of  Pres- 
ident Lerdo  lo  TejaJa  was  acknowledged  by  the 
whole  world,  *ud  by  the  Mexicans  themselves  to  be 
the  most  beneficient,  wise  aud  progressive  that  Mex- 
ico has  ever  had  since  the  first  days  of  the  Repub- 
lic. But  that  did  not  satisfy  Rome.  What  advan- 
tage is  it  to  Ihe  Holy  Church  that  a  people  are  pros- 
perous, happy,  advanciug  iu  wealth,  arts,  sciences, 
education  and  the  capacity  for  self-government? 
Nothing  unless  lliey  acknowledge  her  supreme  au- 
thority. On  the  contrary  she  sees  in  such  au  admin- 
istration of  affairs  her  deadliest  foe.  The  public 
school  system  which  within  the  last  fifteen  years  has 
taken  such  a  deep  root  iu  the  affections  of  that  peo- 
ple has  beeu  the  red  flag  that  kept  the  priestly  bull 
in  constant  rage.  It  was  not  because  the  system  made 
auy  attack  upon  the  Church  or  because  the  govern- 
ment that  fostered  it  was  hostile,  but  because  the 
Catholic  priests  know  by  instinct  that  any  system 
of  education  not  controlled  by  them  is  sure  to  sap 
the  foundations  of  their  power.  No  matter  how 
wise,  intelligent  or  beneficial  that  system  may  be 
the  Church  will  notsubmit  to  it  unless  she  can  ab- 
solutely control  i'.  The  belter  the  system,  the  worse 
for  Rome.  They  know  that  it  is  impossible  to  make 
a  Catholic  of  any  person  born  in  a  cival'zed  com- 
munity unless  he  be   trained   from  childhojd  with 


that  purpose  iu  view.  Il  is  true  this  is  a  twice  told 
tale,  but  it  caunot  be  told  often  enough  nor  made 
emphatic  enough  until  all  Protestant  countries, sects 
and  communities, the  world  over,  realise  more  fully 
than  they  uow  do  its  fullest  importance.  There  is 
no  security  for  political  or  religious  freedom  any- 
where uutil  immovable  bouuds  are  set  to  the  en- 
croachment of  the  Church  upon  the  political  or  en- 
ueational  system.  It  seems  almost  as  if  a  beneficient 
Providence  has  purposely  sot  the  example  of  poor 
distracted  Mexico  so  close  to  the  doors  of  the  Amer- 
ican people  that  they  cannot  avoid  being  warned  of 
the  fate  that  awaits  them  if  ever,  in  the  exuberance 
of  their  generosity  they  suffer  their  government  or 
their  educational  system,Jto  fill  into  the  hands.of 
the  Mother  of  Harlots. 

STAND  BY  YOUR  COLORS,    BOY'S. 

At  this  early  hour,  the  Giant  has  a  few  words  lo 
say  to  the  Hue  loyal  Americans  of  San  Francisco 
whether  of  native  or  foreign  birth.  We  are  about 
entering  an  another  struggle  whicn  is  lo  determine 
who  shall  control  this  City  and  State  for  the  next 
two  years.  A  legislature  is  to  be  elected  which  will 
not  only  shape  the  legislation  for  another  term,  but 
will  choose  a  Uuited  States  Senator  to  succeed  Mr. 
Sargent  whose  term  will  expire  next  March.  There 
is  also  to  be  elected  a  full  list  of  City  and  County 
officers.  In  all  of  these  matters,  every  citizen, whelh 
er  he  feels  it  or  not,  has  a  vital  interest.  It  is  com- 
mon for  party  organs  on  tho  eve  of  every  election  to 
to  proclaim  that  the  most  important  crisis  in  the  his 
lory  of  the  country  has  arrived,  and  that  weightier 
questions  are  then  lo  be  solved  than  auy  that  have 
gone  before.  In  one  sense  this  is  true.  It  is  true 
that  the  present  is  always  a  critical  period.  So  long 
as  man  is  man  will  the  battles  ot  liberty  have  to  be, 
fought  over  again  and  again,  till  the  end  of  time,  if 
not  on  the  tented  field,  then  on  the  no  less  import- 
ant one  ot  Ihe  forum  and  at  the  ballot  box.  It  is 
just  as  lrue„in  times  of  prnfoundest  .peace,  that 
"Eternal  vigilance  is  the  price  of  Liberty,"  as  when 
every  breeze  is  laden  with  the  clash  of  resounding 
arms.  It  is  j  ust  as  true  to-day,  as  it  ever  was  in  the 
darkest  days  of  of  our  national  peril;  it  will  always 
be  as  true  as  it  is  to  day.  A  free  people  cannot  fight 
all  their  battles  and  then,  laying  down  their  arms 
fold  their  hands  in  security  from  every  danger  from 
without  or  within.  Elernal  vigilance,  let  us  repeat 
is  the  only  security,  and  even  that  is  often  subjet  to 
heavy  discouut.  jThe  way  cities  and  states  are 
plunged  in  debt,  public  trusts  squandered,  vicious 
laws  passed,  the  endless  devices  of  corporative  mon- 
copolies  for  plundering  the  people,  and  last  but  not 
by  any  means  least  the  way  our  common  schools 
and  other  institutions  are  menaced  by  a  foreign  pow- 
er all  attest  the  fact  that  the  Protestant  American 
citizen  who  hopes  lo  transmit  to  posterity  ;he  meas- 
ure of  freedom  he  now  enjoys  he  must  now.as  ever 
be  on  the  olert.  These  are  the  reasons  why  we  coun- 
sel vigilance  now.  In  the  pending  campaign  there 
will  be  conventions  and  tickets  of  every  color  and 
thade.  There  will  be  the  Republican  and  Demo 
cralic  straight,  aud  the  inevitable  Independent. 
There  are  already  two  Anti-Coolie  nominations  and 
there  bids  fair  to  be  a  deluge  of  them. 

The  tax  payers  and  Ihe  Independent-People's  and 
People's  Inelependent  will  be  mixed  in  inextricable 
confusion.  During  all  this  melee  we  call  on  Amer- 
icans.nalive  and  naturalized,to  stand  by  your  colors 
and  vote  for  no  one  who  owes  allegiance  to  the 
Pope.  Not.only  this.but  vote  for  no  one  who  will, 
vote  for  any  man  or  measure  anywhere    or    under 


any  circumstances,  yield  a  point  in  favor  of  Romish 
influence.  Do  your  best  in  the  different  clubs  to 
which  you  belong,  aud  iu  Ihe  piimaries  and  con- 
ventions, to  nominate  true  men.  Of  one  thing  be 
assured,  that  all  the  conventions  of  whatever  name 
will  bow  down  to  the  Church,  and  to  propitiate  her 
favor  put  some  good  Catholics  on  their  respective 
tickets.  Keep  an  eye  on  them  and  circumvent 
them  whenever  possible,  aud  finally,  when  the  tick- 
ets are  all  made  up  take  your  choice  ftom  the  lot 
and  vote  only  for  whose  record  is  good  on  the 
main  question.

Pauper  Children-Shall  They  be  Brought 
up  in  the  CathoPc  Faith. 

That  there  is  an  unusually  active  spirit  of  pro- 
selytism  abroad  in  the  Roman  Catholic  Church  at 
the  present  time  is  daily  made  more  apparent. 
People  aie  loth  to  believe  that  Ihe  old  attacks  upon 
our  Public  Sjhools  will  be  renewed,  but  that  such* 
will  be  the  case  is  just  as  certain  as  that  time  shall 
endure.  Il  may  not  always  be  openly,  in  a  square 
issue  but  there  will  be  constant  efforts  to  carry 
some  outpost,  to  gain  some  undue  advantage  where 
it  is  least  to  be  expected.  The  power  of  Bishop 
Alemany  and  the  whole  Church  will  he  exerted 
next  winter  to  obtain  as  far  as  possible,  the  passage 
of  laws  favorable  to  Roman  Catholic  Schools. 
They  fully  realize  that  to  make  a  Catholic  voter  the 
child  must  be  trained  for  it;  hence  the  desire  to 
place  all  the  children  of  this  country  under  the 
control  of  the  Church  that  she  may  superintend 
their  education.  Iu  this  connection  we  notice  an 
effort  is  being  made  by  the  Roman  Catholics  in  the 
Legislature  of  the  State  of  New  York  to  render  the 
pauper  wards  of  that  State  thoroughly  Roman 
Catholic.  Upon  that  subject  the  New  York"Times" 
has  the  following  to  say : 

Senator  Jacobs  has  ialroduced  into  the  Senate 
and  carried  through  that  body,  an  amendment  of 
the  excellent  law  passed  two  years  since,  requiring 
all  pauper  children  to  be  withdrawn  from  alms- 
houses,  and  placed  in  families  or  asylums.  This 
amendment  would  cause  great  expense  and  incon- 
venience to  the  rural  counties  which  have  no  Cath- 
olic asylums,  or  where  such  institutions  are  already 
full.  It  impedes,  too,  the  intended  beneficent  ac- 
t;oa  of  the  law,  and  aggregates  poor  children  in 
large  institutions,  as  the  Catholic  asylums  do  not 
distribute  their  subjects  to  any  great  degree  among 
families.  It  lends  the  aid  of  the  State  to  perpe- 
tuate the  influence  of  the  priests  over  a  degraded 
and  ignorant  ciass  of  children.  The  authorites 
should  be  allowed  to  distribute  these  dependents 
according  to  their  best  judgment.

The  anomalies  ot  Russian  life  and  character  are 
literally  without  end,  and  it  is  a  curious  one  that, 
while  official  rank  commands  the  very  highest  re- 
spect, hereditary  rank  is  scarcely  at  all  esteemed. 
Since  the  days  of  Peter  the  Great, the  highest  places 
in  the  public  service  have  been  open  to  men  of  ill 
ranks,  and  the  noblesse  have  beeu  elbowed  contin- 
ually by  gentleman  of  the  pavement  who  have  won 
Place  and  power  by  energy  and  intellect.  In  this 
strictly  autocratic  government,  personal  worth  and 
'ability  carry  with  them  all  the  possibilities  of  pro- 
motion which  are  theirs  in  the  most  democratic  of 
republic*.  The  man  who  holds  high  place  is  high- 
ly esteemed,  not  the  man  whose  great-grandfather 
held  high  place.  He  who  has  the  countenance  of 
the  czar  is  the  aristocrat,  even  though  he  may  have 
been  a  subaltern  officer  last  week,  a  drummer-boy 
the  week  befolc,  and  a  lackey  last  year. 

Men  of  distinction — men,  that  is  to  say,  who  hold 
high  rank  of  any  sort — areas  much  sought  after 
in  Russia  as  anywhere  else,  and  particularly  by  the 
merchants,,  who  are  much  given  to  what  is  called 
"fnobbishness."  The  merchants  are  ostentatious 
to  an  inordinate  extent;  but  true  to  the  Russian 
habit  of  doing  everything  into  contradictory  fash- 
ion, vhey  make  no  false  pretensions  of  any  kind. 
They  delight  in  flne  apartments,  fine  dinners,  and 
fine  horses,  but  they  never  pretend  to  be  other  or 
betler  than  they  are.  They  even  advertise  their 
social  position  in  their  costume;  they  do  not  pre- 
tend to  the  possession  of  refined  and  cultivated 
tastes;  and  they  make  no  effort  to  gain  admission 
to  good  society.  At  his  own  dinners,  indeed,  the 
rich  Russian  merchant  likes  to  have  as  many 
persons  of  rank  as  possible  among  his  guests,  and 
he  keenly  enjoys  the  reflected  distinction  which 
their  presence  confers  upon  him;  but  he  does  not 
pretend  to  anything  like  intimacy  or  social  equal- 
ity with  them  .They  do  him  honor  in  dining 
with  him,  they  do  not  thereby  recognize  him  in 
any  way  equal.  He  does  not,  expect  them  to  invite 
him  to  partake  ot  their  hospitality  in  return  for  his 
own.  The  bargain  between  them  is  well  under- 
stood. The  merchant  gains  credit  among  hie  own 
fellows  for  the  presence  of  the  great  men  at  his 
table,  and  the  great  men,  in  addition  to  the  good 
dinner  provided,  gain  a  sort  of  undefined  right  to 
expect  the  merchant's  subscription  to  public  or 
charitable  enterprises  in  which  they  are  interested. 
Sometimes,  indeed,  there  is  an  'express  bargain 
made  that  a  magnate  shall  appear  in  full  uniform 
at  the  table  of  a  merchant,  and  that  in  return  the 
merchant  shall  subscribe  a  specified  sum  to  the 
magnate's  favorite  benevolent  institute.  There  are 
whispered  rumor3,  too,  magnates  sometimes  let 
themselves  out  for  hire  as  table-ornaments,  one  re- 
ceive gifts  of  money  in  return,  which  are  only,  con-' 
structively  for  charitable  uses,  the  benevolent  in- 
stitution for  whose  use  they  are  given  being,  in 
fact,  supposititious,  existing  only  by  courtesy  in 
the  imaginations  of  the  persons  concerned  in  the 
transaction.  Mr.  Wallace  tells  as,  as  a  matter 
within  his  own  knowledge,  that  a  rich  merchant 
once  asked  the  governor  of  his  province  to  honor 
bim  wtin  his  presence  upon  an  important  occa- 
sion, and  pressed  his  request  that  the  wife  of  the 
governor  should  also  come.  Many  objections 
were  made,  and  finally,  it  was  hinted  that  the  gen- 
tlewoman had  do  dress  sufficiently  rich  to 
make  her  toilet  a  fair  match  lor  those  of  tbe  mer- 
chant's wealthy  plebeian  guests.  Two  days  later 
a  piece  of  the  finest  which  could  be  bought  in 
Moscow  came  to  the  governor's  door,  from  some 
giver  who  delicately  withheld  his  name,  and  my 
lady  was  present  at  the  merchant's  feast.  There  is 
no  reason  to  suppose,  however,  that  transactions 
of  this  nature  are  common  and  it  is  probable  thai, 
as  a  rule,  the  price  which  the  merchants  pay  for 
the  honor  of  entertaining  grand  folk  really  goes  to 
benefit  some  charitable  institution. — Appletons' 
Journal .

Why    Catholic     Bishops,      Jesuits, 
Priests  and  Laymen,  Perse- 
cute Col.  Thistleton- 

Wo  have  been  frequently  asked  why  do  the  Holy 
Roman  Catholic  Church  take  so  deep  an  interest 
iu  the  persecution  of  Col.  Thistleton?  In  answer 
to  that  question  we  propose  to  quote  some  extracts 
from  the  oath  taken  by  every  Romish  Bishop,  Priest, 
and  Jesuits  on  his  or  their  consecration.  These 
quotations  are  genuine  and  no  Catholic  Bishop, 
Priest  or  Jesuit,  will  deny  them.  We  think  our 
readers  will  be  perfectly  satisfied  after  reading 
these  extracts  why  we  are  persecuted  by  this  uu- 
holy  Church  and  its  members.  The  following  is 
an  extract  from  the  oath  thatJBishup  Alemany  took 
on  his  consecration  as  Bishop: 

BISHOP'S  OATH. 

I  will  not  be  in  auy  council,  action,  or  treat}',  in 
which  shall  be  plotted  against  our  said  lord,  and 
the  said  Roman  Church,  anything  to  the  hurt  or 
prejudice  of  their  persons,  right,  honor,  state  or 
power;and,ifI  shall, know  any  such  thing,to  be  treat- 
ed or  agitated  by  any  one  whomsoever,  I  will  hind- 
er it  all  that  I  can ;  and  as  soon  as  I  can,  will  signi- 
fy it  to  our  said  lord,  or  to  some  other,  by  whom  it 
may  come  to  his  knowledge.  The  rules  of  the  Ho- 
ly  Fathers,  the  Apostolic  decrees,  ordinances,  or 
disposals,  reservations,  provisions  and  mandates,  I 
will  observe  with  all  my  might,  and  cause  to  be 
observed  by  others.  Heretics,  schismatics,  and  re- 
bels to  our  said  lord,  or  his  aforesaid  seuctssors,  I 
will  to  the  utmost  ot  my  power  persecute  and 
oppose. 

Following  is  the  oath  of  all_Romish  Priests  in 
this  country. 

ROMISH  PRIEST'S   OATH. 

"I,  A.  B.,  do  acknowledge  the  ecclesiastical  pow- 
er of  His  Holiness,  and  the  mother  Church  of 
Rome,  as  the  chief  Head  and  Matron  above  all  pre- 
tended churches  throughout  the  whole  earth;  and 
that  my  zeal  shall  be  for  St.  Peter  and  his  success- 
ors, as  the  founder  of  the  true  andancient  Catholic 
faith,  against  all  heretical, kings,  princes,  stales  or 
powers,  repugnant  unto  the  same ;  and  although  I, 
A.  B.,  may  follow,  in  case  of  persecution,  or  olher- 
wise,  to  be  heretically  despised,  yet  iu  soul  and 
conscience  I  shall  hold,  aid  and  succor  the  mother 
Church  of  Rome,  as  the  true,  ancient,  and  Apostol- 
ic Church;  I,  A.  B.,  further  do  declare  not 
to  act  or  control  any  matter  or  thing  pre- 
judicial unto  her,  in  her  sacred  orders,  doc- 
trines, tenets,  or  commands,  without  leave  ot  its 
supreme  power  or  its  authority,  under  her  appoint- 
ed, or  to  be  appointed;  and  being  so  permitted, 
then  to  act,  and  further  her  interests  more  than  my 
own  earthly  good  and  earthly  pleasures,  as  she  and 
her  Head,  His  Holiness,  and  his  successors  have, 
or  ought  to  have,  the  supremacy  over  all  kings, 
princes,  estates,  or  powers,  whatsoever,  either  to 
deprive  them  of  their  crowns,  scepters,  powers,  pri- 
vileges, realms,  couutries,  or  governments,  or  to 
set  up  others  in  lieu  thereof,  they^dissenting  from 
the  Mother  Church  and  her  commands. 

Following  is  an  extract  from  the  oath  taken  by 
all  Jesuits  on  joining  the  order: 

JESUIT'S  OATH. 

I  do  renounce  and  disown  any  allegiance  as  due 
to  any  heretical  king,  prince  or  State,  named  Pro- 
testants, or  obedience  to  any  of  their  inferior  mag- 
istrates or  officers.  I  do  further  declare  that  the 
doctrine  of  the  Church  of  England,  the  Calvinsts, 
Huguenots,  and  of  others  of  the  name  Protestants, 
to  be  damnable,  aud  they  themselves  are  damned, 
and  to  be  damned,  that  will  not  forsake  the  same. 
I  do  further  declare,  that  I  will  help,  assist  and  ad- 
vise all  or  any  of  his  Holiness'  agents,  in  any  place 
wherever  I  shall  be  in  England,  Scotland,  and  Ire- 
land, or  in  any  other  territory  or  kingdom  I  shall 
come  to,  and  do  my  utmost  to  extirpate  the  hereti- 
cal Protestant's  doctrine,  and  „to  destroy  all  their 
pretended  powers,  legal  or  otherwise.  I  do  farther 
promise  and  declare,  that  notwithstanding  I  am 
dispensed  with,  to   assume  any  religion  heretical 


forj  v'le  propagating  of  the  mother  Church's  interest, 
to  keep  secret  and  private  all  her  agent's  conusels, 
from  lime  to  time,  as  they  entrust  me,  and  not  to  di- 
vulge directly  or  indirectly,  by  word,writing,or  cir- 
cumstances whatsoever, but  to  execute  all  that  shall 
be  proposed, given  in  churge,or  discovered  unto  me, 
by  you,  my  ghostly  father,  or  any  of  this  sacred 
convent.  All  which,  I,  A.  B.,  do  swear  by  the 
blessed  Trinity,  aud  blessed  Sacrament,  which  I 
am  now  to  receive,  to  perform,  and  on  my  part  to 
keep  inviolably;  aud  do  call  all  the  heavenly  and 
glorious  host  of  heaven  to  witness  these  my  real  in- 
tentions, to  keep  this  my  oath.  In  testimony  here- 
of, 1  take  this  most  holy  aud  hiesscd  Sacrainent^of 
the  Eucharist;  and  witness  the  same  further  with 
my  hand  and  seal,  in  the  face  of  this  holy  convent, 
this  day.

EXECUTION  OF  CHIN  MOOK  SOW. 

This  notorious  heathen  was  executed  Friday  aci 
cording  to  sentence.  On  Thursday  afternoon  he 
was  first  informed  by  a  Chinaman  employed  in  the 
Bank  of  California  that  the  Governor  had  refused 
to  pardon  him  or  further  commute  his  seutcnee,and 
that  he  must  be  hanged.  Ho  manifested  little  con- 
cern, and  said  he  was  not  afraid  to  die  as  he  had 
been  twice  shot  iu  the  back  in  the  mines.  He  has  a 
wife  and  boy  iu  Canton,  China.  The  scene  of  the 
execution  is  depicted  by  our  artist  as  it  took  place 
in  the  main  corridor  of  the  County  Jail  on  Broad, 
way.  The  platform  is  placed  on  the  iron  railing  at 
the  extreme  north  end  of  the  corridor  and  is  reached 
by  a  short  flight  of  steps  from  either  side.  The  rope 
is  suspended  from  a  stout  beam  passed  through  the 
ventalators  in  the  roof,  thereby  avoiding  the  usual 
carpenter's  work  of  posts.braces  and  like  execntion_ 
ary  structures.  The  trap  is  direetly  over  the  open- 
ing or  ventilator  to  the  lower  tier  of  cells,  which 
runs  the  whole  length  of  the  corridor  and  through 
which  the  unfortunate  Celestial  was  launched  off  to

-where  ? 


The  wickets  of  all  the  cells  fronting  upon  this 
corridor,  above  aud  below  were  closed  to  prevent 
the  execution  being  witnessed  by  any  of  the  Pris- 
oners. The  'murderer's  cell,"  No.  41  is  located  im- 
mediately at  the  foot  of  the  steps  leading  to  the 
scaffold  on  tiie  left,  from  which,  the  doomed  man 
emerged  only  to  take  his  last  view  of  earthly  things 
in  which  nothing  met  his  gaze  except  the  ghastly 
preparations  for  his    execution.

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LETTERS  FROM  ROME-

Those  who  censured  the  Jesuits  for  (he  manner 
in  which  they  conducted  their  missions,  more  es- 
pecally  that  in  China,  were  not  heretics  or  Prot- 
estants, but  Franciscans,  Dominicans,  Capuchins, 
Carmelites,  and  other  members  of  their  own  church. 
"The  Jesuits,"  says  Mosheeim,  "are  of  opinion, 
that  people  deeply  sunk  in  superstition,  should  be 
approached  with  art  and  policy,  and  that  hey  arc  to 
be  led  by  a  cautious  and  careful  hand,  to  embrace 
the  gospel.  Uence,  they  explain  the  received  doc 
trincs  and  opinions  of  the  Pagans,  in  such  away, 
that  they  may  seem  to  differ  as  little  ub  possible 
from  the  doctrines  of  Christianity ;  and  if  they  find 
anything  in  their  history  or  religion,  analogous  at 
all  to  faiih  and  the  history  of  Christians,  they  are 
careful  to  apply  it  to  demonstratte  the  harmony 
between  the  old  religion  and  the  new.  The  riles 
and  usages,  also,  which  the  notions  have  received 
from  their  progenitors,  (unless  these'  are  totally 
opposite  to  the  Christian  rites,)  they  tolerate;  and 
either  changing  their  form  a  little,  or  referring 
rhem  to  a  end  than  before,  accomate  them  to  Chris- 
tianity." In  short,  the  missionary  policy  of  the 
Jesuits  has  ever  been,  when  circumstances  required 
it ,  to  become  half  heathen  themselves,  in  order  to 
convert  the  heal  hen  the  other  half.  Thus,  Robert 
de  Nobili,  one  of  their  most  renowned,missionai  ies 
in  India,  pretended  that  he  was  a  Bramin,  and  had 
come  from  a  distant  country;  and  by  standing  his 
face,  and  adopting  the  austere  habits  of  a  Fakir,  he 
persuaded  the  credulous.people  to  listen  to  him. 
The  Jesuit  missionaries  in  China,  also,  not  only 
permitted  but  encouraged  their  converts  to  contin- 
ue their  heathenish  rites  at  the  tombs  of  their  an- 
cestors, and  in  honor  of  their  great  lawgiver,  Con- 
fucius. This  mode  of  conducting  missions,  was 
strongly  censured  by  the  other  orders  of  Komanish 
missionaries;  and  the  consequence  was  a  warm 
and  long  controversy  in  the  very  bosom  of  the 
Romish  church.  The  case  was  often  carried  to 
the  Pope.but  seems  never  to  have  been  definitively 
decided.  His  holiness  lacked  either  the  power  or 
the  the  courage,  to  pass  a  censure  on  the  Jesuits. 

Bishop  Warburton,  in  the  second  volume  of  his 
Divine  Legation  of  Moses,  (p.  355,)  objects  to  the 
argument  of  Dr.  Middleton's  letter,  insisting  that 
the  resemblance  between  the  religious  rite  of  Pop- 
ish and  Pagan  Rome,  furnishes  no  evidence  that 
the  former  were  derived  from  the  latter.  "They 
rather  to  be  ascribed  to  one  common  nature,  dedas- 
ed  by  superstition,  and  speaking  to  all  its  tribes  of 
individuals."  Notwithstanding  the  resemblance, 
between  Papists  and  Pagans,  the  same  spirit  of 
superstition,  operating  in  equal  circumstances 
made  them  both  originals  "  But  this  .reasoning  of 
Bishop  Warburton,  like  most  of  the  reasoning  in 
his  great  and  elaborate  work,  is  to  my  mind  en- 
tirely unsatisfactory.  On  the  principle  he  suggests 
to,  we  might  suppose  that  heathen  rites,  the  world 
over,  being  the  product  of  ono  common  nature, 
debased  by  superstition,"  wouid  be  much  the  same. 
Wheras,we  know  that  the  diversity  is  endless. 
Besides,  Dr.  Middleton  does  not  urged  the  confor- 
mity between  Popish  and  Pagan  rites,  on  the 
mere  ground  of  their  resemblance,  but  on  the  more 
unquestionable  ground  of  testimony.  All  credit- 
able testimony,  ancient  and  modern,  Romauish 
and  Protestants — that  of  Popes,  fathers,  and  ecc- 
lesiastical historians,  unites  in  tracin  up  many  of 
the  religious  observances  of  the  present  Catholic 
church  to  a  heathen  origin ;  and  assigns  the  rea- 
sons why  they  were  rdopted,  viz.  to  conciliate  the 
beathen,  and  accomodate  Christianity  to  their  hab- 
its and  wishes.  "We  do  not  err,  then,"  says  Dr. 
Middleton,  in  the  conclusion  of  his  reply  to  War- 
burton,  "when  we  affirm,  tost  the  Catholics  have 
borrowed  from  the  heathen;  or  that  Pagan  cere- 
monies were  introduced  into  the  church,  which 
there  were  strong  prejudices  subsisting  in  favor  of 
them ;  which  prej  udices  have  been  operating  in  it 
ever  since,  with  more  or  less  effect,  iu  propotion  to 
the  corruptions  of  its  rulers  and  the  decay  of  its 
discipcipline,  till  they  have  perfected  that  form 
and  system  of  worship  which  we  now  distinguish 
.by  the  name  of    Popery."

TILS  (ill El  TEST  LAWSUIT  IN  THE  WORLD 


The  intelligence  has  been  already  publsihed,  an- 
nouncing that  Mrs.  Myra  Clark  Gaines  has  at  last 
finally  wou  her  law  suit  against  the  city  of  New 
Orleans.  The  following  brief  history  of  the  case 
will  prove  interesting  to  every   reader. 

Mrs.  Gaines  is  the  widow  of  Gen.  Edmund  Pend- 
leton Gaines, and  was  born  in  New  Oorleans  in  1805 
Her  fitthir,  Daniel  Clark,  was  born  in  the  County 
Sligo,  Ireland, 1766,and  emigrating  to  New  Orleans 
inherited  a  considerable  properly  from  his  Uncle  in 
1709.  Before  the  acquisition  of  Louisiana  he  was 
American  consul  there.and  represented  the  territory 
in  Congress  in  1806.  In  August,1813,  Daniel  Clark 
died, and  his  property  was  disposed  of  under  a  will, 
dated  May  20,  1811,  which  gave  the  bulk  of  his  es- 
tate to  his  mother,  Mary  Glurk,who  was  then  living 
iu  Germantown,  Pa.  He  was  also  supposed  to  be  a 
bachelor, but  was  known  to  have  had  a  liason  with 
a  very  beautiful  Creole,  Zulime  des  Granges.  Two 
daughters  were  born  in  this  connection.one  at  Phil- 
adelphia in  April,1802,  and  the  other,Myra,at  New 
Orleans,  in  1805.  The  latter  was  taken  to  the  house 
of  Col.  Davis,  a  friend  of  Clark's  nursed  by  a  Mrs. 
Harner,  and  grew  up  in  Philadelphia, where  she  was 
known  as  Myra  Davis.  Iu  1830  Mr.  Davis,  being 
then  a  member  of  the  Pennsylvania  Legislature, sent 
home  for  certain  papers,  and  in  searching  for  these 
Myra  discovered  some  letters  which  partially  reveal- 
ed the  secret  of  her  birth',  aud  laid  the  foundation 
of  the  lawsuit  which  has  since  become  famous. 

Iu  1832  she  married  W.  W.  Whitney.of  New  York 
who,  in  following  up  the  discovery  made  by  his 
wife,  secured  from  Col.  Davis  an  old  letter  which 
gave  an  account  of  a  will  made  by  Clark  in  1813,just 
before  his  deathlfgiving  all  his  large  estate  to  Myra 
and  acknowledging  her  as  his  legitimate  daughter. 
Mr.  and  Mrs. .  Whitney  went  immediately  to 
Cuba, and  there,  after  a  long  search,  discovered  the 
writer  of  the  letter,  and  with  the  aid  of  evidence 
given  by  him,  began  suit  in  New  Orleans  for  the 
property  of  Daniel  Clark,  which  had  in  the  mean- 
time become  immensely  valuable,  and  included  a 
great  part  of  the  present  business  quarter  of  the  city. 
On  the  trial  of  this  suit  the  Mrs.  Harner  above  men- 
tioned testified  that  four  weeks  before  his  death 
Clark  showed  her  the  will  he  had  made  in  favor  of 
Myra,  and  acknowledged  the  child's  legitimacy. 

Baron  de  Boistontaine  testified  that  Clark  had 
made  the  same  statements  to  him.  On  this  and 
other  corroborative  evidence  the  lost  will  was 
received  by  the  Surpreme  Court  of  Louisiana  on 
February  18,  1856,  as  the  last  will  and  testament  of 
Daniel  Clark,  though  the  document  itself  could 
not  be  found.  The  objection  was  then  interposed 
that  by  the  laws  of  Louisiana  a  testator  could  not 
make  devises  to  his  adulterine  bastard.  On  this 
point,  however,  two  sisters  of  Myra's  mother  tes- 
tified that  Zulime  des  Granges  was  privately  mar- 
ried to  Clark  in  their  presence  in  Philadelphia  in 
1803  byja  Catholic  priest,  it  having  been  learned 
that  Znlime's  repuled  husbaud,  Des  Granges,  had 
another  wife  living,  and  was  therefore  not  legally 
married.  In  another  suit  growing  out  of  this 
difficulty  the  United  States  Surpreme  Court  deci- 
ded that  the  marriage  and  legitmacy  of  Myra  were 
established. 

In  the  meanwhile  Mr.  Whitney  died  and  his  wid- 
ow married  Gen.  Gaines, whom  she  had  also  out- 
lived. Assisted  by  the  general,  Mrs.  Gaines  con- 
tinued her  litigation,  and  in  1856,  in  the  Surpreme 
Court  of  the  United  States,  filed  a  bill  In  equity  to 
recover  valuable  real  estate  then  in  the  possession 
of  the  city  of  New  Orleans  and  a  decision  in  her 
favor  was  rendered  in  1867.  The  value  of  the  prop- 
erty claimed  was  estimated  in  1861  at  $35,000,000, 
of  which  Mrs.  Gaines  had  up  to  1874,  obtained  poss- 
ession of  some  $6,000,000.  Numerous  actions  of 
ejectment  against  individual  parties  have  followed, 
and  it  is  no  doubt  one  of  these  that  Judge  Billings 
has  now  decided  in  Mrs.   Gaine's    favor. 

The  heroine  of  this  romantic  story  is  a  li tie  black 
eyed  lady  of  over  seventy,  who  still  retains  traces 
of  former  uncommon  beauty.  She  is  well  edu 
cated  quick  and. courageous.  Her  long  and  varied 
experience  in  the  law  courts  has  given  ber  a  legal 
education  pf  ^io  mean  character.  On  several 
occasions,  and  notably  in  the  Surpreme  Court  of 
the  United  States  in  1861,  she  has  pleaded  her  own 
cause  personally    and  with   remarkable    success. 


Though  at  the  time  of  General  Gaines'  death  a 
wealthy  woman,  she  has  often  been  in  financial  « 
straits,  for  she  has  spent  several  large  fortunes  in 
prosecuting  her  claims.  The  property  now  known 
as  the  Honnas  Plantations  and  belonging  to  Mr. 
John  Burnside,  of  New  Orleans,  was  {{at  one  time 
part  of  the  Gaines  estate,  and  was  sold  with  the 
slaves  on  it  to  generl  Wade  Hampton.of  South  Car- 
olina, in  1812,  for  $500,000.  When  Mrs.  Gainea 
succeeds  in  getting  possession  of  all  the  property 
awarded  her,  she  will  be  the  wealthiest  person 
in  New  Orleans,  and  perhaps  the  richest  woman 
in    the    world. 


A  PAPAL  BLAST  AT  MASONRY. 


The  New  York  "Tablet"  a  Catholic  Organ  gets 
up  on  its  hind  legs  and  belches  forth  as  follows: 

It  is,  we  fear,  the  case  that  there  are  in  this  city, 
as  well  as  elsewhere  in  the  States  a  number  of 
Catholics  who,  despite  the  terrible  penalty  decreed 
by  the  Holy  See,are  at  this  moment  members  of  the 
"craft"  .  of  Freemasonary.  We  understand  that 
there  are  even  not  a  few  who,  whilst  belonging  to 
the  "craft "  frequent  the  sacraments.  This  appears 
almost  incredible.  They  must  know  that  the  very 
fact  of  being  a  Freemason  incurs  ipse  facto  the  sen- 
tence of  excommunication.  To  have  obtained  ab- 
solution they  must  constquently  have  kept  back 
part  of  the  price  and  lied  to  the  Holy  Ghost.  No 
priest  could  have  given  them  absolution  knowing 
them  to  be  Freemasons.  Indeed  if  we  are  not  mis- 
taken, the  sin  of  having  been  a  Freemason  is  a  re- 
served case,  over  which  the  ordinary  priestly  fac- 
ulties do  not  give  jurisdiction  except  in  extremis. 
If  this  be  so,  of  what  possible  use  can  it  be  for  a 
Catholic  who  is  a  Freemason  to  go  to  his  duties 
still  remaining  in  the  craft?  They  may  deceive 
their  confessor.but  they  cannot  deceive  God.  What- 
ever absolutions  ihey  may  receive  are  invalid,  and 
their  partaking  of  the  sacrament  of  penance  is  upon 
every  occasion  a  fresh  sacrilege.  If  they  partake 
of  Christ's  body  and  blood,  it  is  to  their  perdition, 
not  discerning  the' Lord's  body.  It  is  no  excuse  they 
derive  from  their  unhallowed  membership  of  an 
excommunicated  organization  temporal  advanta- 
ges. What  sort  of  figure  would  such  persons  cut 
if  they  were  called  upon  to  give  up,  not  temporal 
advantage  only,  but  life  itself  for  the  testimony  of 
Jesus  ?

By  the  memory  of  those  who  died  for 
naught,by  the  charred  remains  of  your  dismembered 
homes,  by  the  ashes  ot  your  statesmen,  dead  for  the 
sake  of  your  sons  and  daughters  and  their  children 
yet  to  be,  I  implore  you  to  take  it  with  loving  and 
with  loyal  hands.

ANOTHER  REVOLT    OF   ROMISH    SLAVES. 


Recently  the  bishop  of  the  diocese,  Father  De  St. 
Palais  of  Vincennes,  removed  Father  Quinlan,  offi- 
ciating priest  of  St.  Ann's  Church  in  this  city,  and 
a  few  days  ago  some  of  the  members  took  umbrage 
and  declaring  that  they  preferred  Father  Quinlan 
to  all  others,  nailed  up  the  Church  doors.

He 
then  had  the  damages  repaired  and  gave  the  keys 
to  Father  McEvoy,  who  officiated  there  yesterday 
and  read  a  sentence  of  excommunication  of  there- 
calcitrant  members,  as  they  had  forfeited  their 
membership,  according  to  the  action"  of  the  Coun- 
cil of  Trent.  The  rebelling  members,  led  by- Mr. 
T.  P.  Carroll,  aver  that  the  Franciscan  order  is  try- 
ing to  usurp  control;  that  Father  Qutnlan  had  got 
the  congregation  almost  out  of  debt;  but  that  he 
was  In  the  way  of  the  order,  and  was  therefore  re- 
moved.— Terre  Haute  Express. 


THE  PRINCIPLES  OF   ORANGEMEN. 

On  the  recent  occasion  the  Grand  Master  of 
Scotland  announced  the  following  as  being  the 
landmarks  of    Orangeism:- 

"1.  An  open  Bible,  and  the  right  of  all  to  read 
it. 

"2.  The  doctrine  that  justification  is  by  faith 
aloDe,  of  krace,  and  tuat  man's  salvation  is  to  be 
ascribed  to  the  finished  work  of  Christ,  add  to  Ihe 
power  and  love  of  Christ,  now  glorified  and  living 
in  heaven,  not,  in  whole  or  in  part,  to  any  works 
of  man  himself,  good  works  flowing  from  grace 
received,  and  necessarily  flowing  from  it, but  not 
in  and  nec6esarily  flowing  from  it,  but  not  in  any 
degree  contributing  to  procure  grace'  or  to  merit 
any  of  the  blessings   of  salvation. 

"3.  The  doctrine  that,  in  consequence  of  the  fall 
all  men  are  by  nature  sieful;  and  that  no  one  can 
enter  into  the  kingdom  of  heavn  without  being  reg- 
enerated by  the  Holy  Ghost,  by  whom  also  all  true 
believerers  in  Jesus  Christ  are  sanctified'  and  so 
fitted  for  the'fellowship  of  God,  and  kept,  through 
faith  unto'  salvation. 

"4,  The  only  proper  object  of  worship  ii  God 
Himself,  Father,  Sou  and  Holy  Ghost;  and  prayer 
is  to  be  made  to  God  alone ;  and  atl  prayer  to  the 
Virgin,  to  saints,  angels,  and  the  like,  with  all  ven- 
eration of  image  aud  relics,  is  to  be  abhorred  as 
idolatrous. 

"5  The  only  priest  of  the  Christian  Church  is 
the  Lord  Jesus  Christ  Himself,  our  Great  high 
Priest,  who  has  passed  into  the  heavens;  who,  hav- 
ing made  one  and  an  oil  sufficient  sacrifice  for  our 
sins,  the  sacrifice  of  Himself,  hath  entered  in  by 
His  own  blood,  iuto  the  holy  place  not  made  with 
hands,  there  to  appear  in  the  presence  ot  God  for 
us,  and  ever  liveth,  a  pries',  upon  his  throne,  mak- 
ing continual  intercession  for  His  people;  and,  un- 
der Him,  all  His  true  people  have  equal  and  free 
access  to  God  in  prayer  and  all  other  exercises  to 
of  worship. 

"6.  i  Confession  of  sins  to  be  made  to  God  alone, 
who  alone  can  forgive  sins ;  and  auricular  confess- 
ion is  to  be  rejected  as  having  no  authority  in  the 
Word  ol  God,  and,  indeed  contrary  to  it. 

"7.  The  pretended  sacrifice  of  the  mass  is  impiety 
being  plainly  inconsistent  with  the  aU-sufflcieney 
of  the  sacrifice  of  Christ, once  offered  for  the  sios  of 
many. 

"8.  The  doctrine  of  purgatory  ,so  faithful  a  source 
of  gain  to  the  Popish  clergy,  and  a  most  powerlui 
instrument  for  binding  the  souls  of  the  people  in 
slavish  subjection  to  them, is  to  be  detested  as  a  virtu 
al  denial  of  the  all-sufficiency  of  the  sacrifice  of 
Christ.and  of  the  free  and  full  forgivenes  of  sins  for 
his  sake. 

"6.  The  Holy  Scriptures  of  the  Old  and  New  Test- 
aments are  the  only  rule  of  faith,  the  traditions  of 
the  Roman  Catholic  Church  and  the  decisions  of 
the  Pope  being  of  no  authority. 

"10.  Loyalty  to  the  Sovereign  and  to  the  British 
Constitution  is  the  duty  of  every  one  in  this  land — 
a  duty  plainly  taught  in  he  HolyjScriptures." 


SEATS  IN  THE    STOCK    BOARDS. 


The  Supreme  Court  of  the  United  States  has 
lately  rendered  a  decision  which  is  of  more  than  or- 
dinary importance  to  stock  brokers,  and  the  credi- 
tors. It  has  heretofore  been  held  that  the  value  of 
a  seat  in  a  Stock  Board  could  not  be  marshaled 
with  the  general  assets  of  a  member  of  the  Board 
compelled  to  assign  his  property  to  his  creditors, 
or  adjudged  a  bankrupt;  that  his  seat  iu  the  Board 
must  be  regarded  as  the  security  for  obligations 
contracted  within  the  Board,  aud  that  the  proceeds 
of  its  sale  could  only  inure  to  the  benefit  of  credi- 
tors within  the  Board.  In  the  case  of  the  assignee 
of  Thomas  W.  Fenn,  who  brought  suit  against  the 
San  Francisco  Stock  and  Exchange  Board  to  recov- 
er for  Fenn's  creditors  at  large  $10,000,  the  pro- 
ceeds of  the  sale  of  his  seat  in  the  Board,  this  ques- 
tion came  up  before  the  Circuit  Court  of  California , 
which  decided  in  favor  of  the  Board.  The  case 
was  taken  on  appeal  to  the  Surpreme  Court  of  the 
United  States,  and  the  highest  tribunal  in  the  land 
has  reversed  the  decision  of  the  Circuit  Court  and 
givenjudgememt  in  favor  of  the  assignees  and 
against  the  Board.

But  here  is  a  man  in  the  full 
possession  of  his  faculties,  enjoying  from  earliest 
childhood  the  highest  advantages  of  education  aud 
culture  which  the  civalized  world  can  afford,  pro- 
claims himself  God,  and  it  is  taken  as  a  matter  oi 
course,  excites  no  comment,  for  no  other  reason 
than  because  he  is  the  acknowledged  head  of  the 
Romish  Church.  Argument  is  wasted  on  such  a 
subject  as  this,but  is  it  not  worth  while  to  stop  long 
enough  lo  ask  why  the  preposterous  assumptions  ol 
Ihe  knave  are  entitled  to  mire  consideration  than 
those  of  the  fool  ?  If  there  is  one  truth  more  per- 
sistently taught  than  another  in  the  Bible;  if  there 
is  one  truth  mote  clearly  than  another  uufolded  by 
reason,  it  is  lhal  God  alone,  the  maker  of  all,  cau 
forgive  sins.  Now,  to  cut  the  matter  short,  all  this 
pretence  of  the  Pope's  vice-gereucy  and  his  minis- 
terial character,  is  simply  a  euuniugly  contrived' 
scheme  to  work  upon  the  the  superstitions  of  the 
ignorant  dupes,  who  from  infancy  have  been  thus 
taught,  iu  order  lo  make  money  out  of  them.  We 
ask  any  Catholic, in  all  sincerity,  if  Ibis  transparent 
skullduggery  is  not  enough  to  put  any  rational  be- 
ing out  of  all  patience  with  himself  for  ever  having 
believed  a  word  of  it. 

We  next  note  the  conditions  oh  which  this  Ro- 
mish God  forgives  sins.  Only  those  "who  have 
prayed  for  the  propagation  ofthe  Catholic  faith  and 
the  peace  and  triumph  of  the  Romish  Church  can 
get  the  benefit  of  Ihe  Pope's  salvation.

It  is  one  of  Ihe  cunning, 
crooked,  devious  ways  that  Ihe  old  arch  enemy  of 
peace,  law,  order,  progress,  and  Christianity  has 
devised  to  undermine  free  constitutional  govern- 
ments by  alienating  from  them  ihe  affections  of  cit- 
izens.   This  is  Popery  undisguised.

worse  sufferers  (rom  the  relationship.  At  the  Cus- 
tom House  and  the  Mint  they  obeyed  his  nod,  and 
the  heavy  California  street  operators  were  only  loo 
glad  to  bask  in  the  light  of  his  smiles.

If  he  had  the  miraculous  power  to  turn 
wine  into  the  blood  of  Christ  how  the  deuce  kdoes 
it  happen  that  the  same  miracle  had  no  effect  on 
the  poison  ?  He  ought  to  have  been  able  to  change 
strychine  as  well  as  grape  juice.  Bnt  suppose 
some  "intilligint"  priest  should  BUggeBt  that  it  is 
not  printed  in  the  bills  that  strychine  can  be  turned 
into  blood,  or  that  the  Bishop  being  unaware  of 
the  presence  of  the  poison  did  not  expert  his  mir- 
acle working  power  to  change  that,  but  he  only 
turned  his  attention  to  the  wine.

There  have  been  various  mutterings  of  afoul  deal, 
a  big  steal  and  official  crookedness  in  connection 
with  the  Desert  Laud  Act.

nia street;  Flood  &  O'Brien  and  the  Nevada  Bank 
clerks  and  a  large  army  of  capsule  and  buchu  deal- 
ers all  have  simultaneously  discovered  that  every 
unoccupied  acre  of  the  fertile  valleys  of  California 
from  Sacramento  to  San  Diego  and  the  Colorado 
river,  are  deserts.  Land  that  will  yield  four  crops 
of  alfalfa  per  year  without  irrigation  is  a  desert.*

fully  permitted  to  see,  .shows  us  that  we  are  in  the 
midst  of  a  population  verging  on  |the  third  of  a 
million  of  souls  following  their  own  schemes  of 
evil  and  of  good.  Happiness  and  prosperity  attend 
some,  misery  and  woe  attend  others.  Some  that 
are  out  of  jail  ought  to  be  in,  and  some  that  are  in 
jail  oughtto  be  out. 

The  daily  paper  further  reminds  us  that  the  city 
is  full  of  demoralization  from  the  manipulation  of 
the  stock  gamblers.  Suicides  are  of  alarming  fre- 
quency, and  want  and  woe  sit  brooding  by  many 
firesides,  whilst  the  doers  of  the  mischief  are  roll- 
ing in  wealth.  They  are  outside  and  we  are  inside 
of  the  jail. 

The  daily  paper  likewise  informs  us  that  many 
high-toned  gentlemen  are  constantly  engaged  in 
plundering  the  government  and  the  public.  They 
are  outside,  we  are  inside  of  the  jail. 

A  great  many  of  the  publications  of  this  'city 
show  that  scandal  and  slander  are  the  breath  of 
their  nostrils  and  the  secret  of  their  prosperity. 
Black  mailing  and  extortion  are  the  practice  of 
their  lives.  And  these  same  joined  in,  and  were 
loudest  in  the  cry  against  us  when  the  Roman  Cath- 
olic Priesthood  demanded  our  head  from  a  politi- 
cal court.

We  have  never 
sought  one  dollar  by  extortion  or  blackmail,  or  ever 
attempted  to  do  so,  and  we  challenge  the  proof  that 
we  ever  did.  Our  error,  if  error  there  has  been,has 
arrisen  from  over  zeal  in  the  cause  we  have 'espous- 
ed. And  yet  we  are  in  jail  while  they  are  on  the 
outBide.  Such,  O,  citizens  of  San  Francisco,  is  the 
administration  of  justice  in  your  midst!  And  such 
O  Justice,  is  the  beautiful  impartiality  of  thy  dis- 
tribution of  rewards  and  punishments  when  Popery 
throws  her  sword  into  thy  scales  I

Ever  since  Judge  Dwinelle  of  the  15th  District 
Court  refused  to  discharge  Col.  Thistleton  upon  his 
writ  of  habeas  corpus,  it  has  been  his  intention,  at 
the  proper  time,to  try  the  same  questions  iu  the  Su- 
preme Court.

THIBTLETOM  AGAIN.

Before  Micro  can  Lenny  substantial  return  of  pros- 
perity to  San  Prnnclaco, people  must  be  weaned  from 
the  mania  of  gambling  in  stocks.    This  is  :i  propo- 
sition so  plain  Miat  it  ought  tj  need  no  argument, 
but  unfortunately  it  does  need  argument  the  most 
convincing.    There  is  a  large   class    c  f  superficial 
thinkers  who  affect  to  believe  and  perhaps  do  believe 
that  the  aggregation  of  capital  by  means  of  the  min- 
ing corporal  ions  and  the  Slock  Board   auxilliaries 
have  been  the  only  means  of  developing   the   Com 
stock  as  well  as  most  oilier  mining  properties  of  the 
Coast.    They  have   one  exultant   question   to   ask 
which  is  supposed  to  set  the  matter  at  rest  as  unan- 
swerable.   "Where  would  San  Francisco  be  to-day 
but  for  the  mines,  and  where  would  the    mines  be 
but  for  the  Stock  Boards?"  The  answer  is  that  San 
Francisco  would  be  here,  and  much  more  flourish- 
ing than  it  is  to-day;  money  would  be  more  equally 
distributed  throughout  Hie  community  jthere  would 
be  twice  as  many  manufactories  in  successful  oper- 
ation as  now;  there  would    be  many   thousand  less 
hands  out  of  employment;  there  would  be   a  much 
better  general  developement  of  Industries  through- 
out the  State, and  finally  the  mines  woulu  have  been 
as  well   developed  and   far  more  prosperous,  if  no 
Stock   Board   had  ever  existed   in  San   Francisco. 
The  Stock  Boards  have  created  nothiDg,  but  they 
have  wasted  a  great  deal.    They  have  produced  uo 
capital  but  they  have  furnished  the  means  whereby 
many  millions  have  been  diverted  from   ligitiinate 
enterprise,  only  to  be  squandered  in  ways  that  nev- 
er furnished  a  hope  of  returning  auylhiug.    With- 
out the  Stock  Boards  there  might  not  have  been  so 
many  wild-cat  mining  stocks  in  the  market  as  now ; 
there  might  not  have  been  so  many  holes  sunk  in  the 
ground   with  reckless   disregard  of  there  being  a 
reasonable  prospect  of  finding  ore;'th  re  certainly 
would  have  bc:u  some  Ihousands  of  shafts  less  sunk 
without  any  purpose  of  finding  anything  exoept a 
place  to  engulf  assessments.  Balth:  mines  would 
be  more  economically  worked;  explorations  would 
have  been  more  intelligently    conducted,  but   there 
would  have  been  millions  more  of  money  than  there 
have  been,  distributed  in  dividends.     There    might 
have  been  thiee  or  four  less  palaces  on    Nob  Hill 
hut  there  would  be  many  hundred  more  happy  and 
elegant  homes  throughout  the   city.    Nor    would 
thorc  have  been  any  more  lack  of  capital  for  the  de- 
velopement of  mines  having  any  real  value.    There, 
would  have  been  less  to  squander  in   princely  sala- 
ries, extravagant  outlay  of  every   description  and 
millions  less  to  be  stolen  in  all  the  various  crooked 
■ways  which  men  find  to  steal  when    entrusted  with 
other  people's  money  without  being  held   responsi- 
ble for  it. 

It  is  lime  the  distinction  was  drawu  between  min- 
ing investments  and  stock  gambling.  It  is  time 
that  the  opening  and  working  of  mines  was  con- 
ducted in  a  legitimate  way  like  any  other  business. 
It  is  time  for  people  to  undndcrstand  that 
as  the  stock  game  as  now  managed, affords  the  out. 
aider  infinitely  less  chance  of  winning  than  a  faro 
bank  or  a  Barbary  Coast  strap  game.  It  seems 
almost  like  a  hopeless  task  to  convince  the  public 
that  this  is  the  case  but  it  must  be  done  before  the 
present  downward  tendency  of  business  affairs  can 
be  checked.

'he  eighth  ot  May  last, the  patent  for  what  is  'cnown 
as  the  "leedmotion"  (the  vital  principle  in  ost  of 
the  sewing  machines)  will  expire:  and  a  unani- 
inous  desire  lias  been  expressed  that  the  patent  be 
no  longer  extended.  It  is  alleged,  and  we  believe 
the  statement  is  founded  on  truth,  that  the  combiu- 
alion"  arc  preparing  for  a  determined  attack  in 
Congress  for  the  obtaining  such  legislation  a*  will 
result  in  the  extension  of  lire  patent. 

Now  we  arc  decidedly  in  favor  of  giving  inven" 
tors  every  reasonable  privilege;  but  are  just  as  de- 
cidedly opposed  to  their  imposing  upon  the  mass- 
es of  the  people,  who  purchase  the  articles  manu- 
factured under  their  patents.  We  see  no  reason 
why,  that  after  amassing  large  fortunes  through 
the  rights  and  privileges  accorded  under  the  pa- 
tent laws,  that  these  should  be  extended  for  a  sec- 
ond term  of  years;  and  we  hold  that  some  restric- 
tion should  be  made  upon  the  prices  at  which  lliey 
are  to  charge  the  people  for  their  inventions,  or 
some  fixed  limit  set  for  the  same,  beyond  which 
they  should  be  prohibited  from  going. 

The  inventors  and  manufacturers  of  these  sewing 
machines  have  made  themselves  immensely  wealthy 
and  they  should  now  remain  satisfied.  It  is  high 
time  that  a  monopoly  which  charges  $65  and  $S5 
for  sewing  machines,  which  are  manufactured  at  a 
cost  of  but  $6  and  $10,  should  be  broken  up.  The 
6ewing-women  of  the  country  have  been  swindled 
long  enough ;  and  it  is  to  be  hoped  no  member  of 
Congress  from  the  Pacific  Coast  will  give  his  sanc- 
tion or  influence  to  any  measure  looking  to  an  ex- 
tention  of  the  sewing-machine  patents.

The  burning  of  can- 
dles, the  crucifixes,  images,  costumes,  the  mumery 
of  the  priests,  tinkling  of  bells  by  little  boys  under 
the  priests  shirt  tail,  burning  incence,  the  bog  lat 
in  and  holy  water  and  a  hundred  other  things 
too  numerous  to  mention  all  go  to  impress  the  be- 
holder for  the  first  time  with  an  idea  of  idolatry 
that  is  positively  shocking.  If  a  race  of  negroes 
were  discovered  in  the  interior  of  Africa  having 
such  forms  of  religious  Worship  and  practising 
such  rites  and  ceremonies  they  would  be  looked 
upon  with  pity  by  the  whole  civilized  world.  A 
squad  of  missionaries  would  be  forthwith  dispatch- 
ed to  convert  them  from  their  idolatry.  But  is  it 
less  idolatry  because  commonly  practiced  by  a 
great  and  powerful  Church,  and  among  all  civil- 
ized  nations?  Is  it  any  less  idolatry  because  prac- 
ticed by  people  who  know  better?  A  few  grains  of 
common  sense  will  answer  these'questions  without 
our  saying  anything  more  about  it. 

As  if  ,lo  confirm  what  we  have  so  often  said  on 
this  subject,  the  Church  every  now  and  then  seizes 
some  special  occassion  to  outelo  herself  in  respect 
to  her  idolatrous  practices,  thus  furnishing  indubi- 
table proof  of  the  assertions.  For  instance;  a 
Spanish  correspondent  recently  writing  of  the 
King's  visit  to  Seville,  thus  describes  the  visit  of 
the  royal  party  to  one  of  the  Churches:  "On  a 
small  platform,  brilliantly  lighted  up,  were  figures 
made  of  wax  or  carved  wood  to  represent  the  death

It  is,  therefore, 
trictly  on  priuciple  that  the  act  of  converting  to 
ne's  own  use  the  money  of  another  exibits,  in  the 
iirhtoi  our  lofty  civilization,  various  gradations

IN    THE    SUPREME    COURT. 

The  Argument   on  Habeas    Corpus 
in  Behalf  of  Col.  THistleton- 


The  City    Criminal  Court    .Legally  Dis- 
sected. 

On  Saturday  of  last  week, the  argument  on  the  pe- 
tition for  discharge  of  Col.  TMslleton  on  writ  of  ha- 
beas corpus  came  up  for  hearing.  Mr.  Barbour  in 
support  of  the  pititon  said : 

The  petitioner  relies  foi  his  discharge  on  the  fol- 
lowing points  aud  authorities : 

First:  The  commitment  annexed  to  the  return  is 
defective  in  matter  of  substance  in  that  it  is  not 
signed  and  certified  as  the  law  directs.  The  Penal 
Code  directs  that  the  commitment  shall  be  signed 
and  certified  by  the  Clerk ;  this  is  signed  by  R.  Fer- 
ral  Judge  and  is  certified  by  no  one.  The  docu- 
ment being  unauthorized  and  unknown  to  the  law 
the  piisoner  must  be  discharged. 

Second:  The  City  Criminal  Court  was  not  com- 
petent to  pronounce  the  judgment  referred  to  in  the 
commitment. 

The  judgment  set  forth  in  the  return  is  one  which 
the  City  Criminal  Court  had  no  jurisdiction  to  pro- 
nounce. The  jurisdiction  of  that  Court  over  cases 
of  libel  is  contained  in  the  following  language  of 
the  Act  creating  it:  "And  all  persons  indicted  by 
the  Grand  Jury  of  said  city  and  county  of  San  Fran- 
cisco for  misdemeanor, shall  be  tried  for  said  offence 
in  the  City  Criminal  Court." 

.  The  power  to  try  does  not  include  the  power  to 
pronounce  judgment.  The  legal  definition  of 'trial" 
is  ''the  actual  trial  of  tha  prisoner  by  the  jury." 

The  statutory  definition  is  the  same.  So  a  new 
trial  is  defined  to  be  a  re-examination  of  the  issue  in 
the  same  Court,  before  another  jury,  after  verdict, 
and  it  must  be  before  judgment. 

And  in  all  Ir'giilalive  Acts  creating  Courts  and 
defining  their  powers.except  where  the  Constitution 
has  expressly  dealt  with  the  subject, it  will  be  found 
that  the  language  used  has  been  either"its  jurisdic- 
tion extends,"  or  power  has  been  given  "to  try  and 
determine"  or  "to  hear  and  determine"  or  "to  try 
and  punish,"  all  of  which  clearly  import  the  power 
to  pronounce  judgment.  We  instance  such  as  the 
Act  creating  the  Municipal  Criminal  Court  of  San 
Francisco,  the  Superior  Court,  the  Police  Judge's 
Court,  Police  Courts,  Justices  Courts,  aud  Probate 
Courts. 

The  intent  of  the  Legislature  is  explained  by  ex- 
amining the  language  in  kiudred  legislation.  Test- 
ed by  that  made  use  of  in  the  foregoing  citations, 
we  must  presume  that  it  was  intended  not  to  author- 
ize tbe  City  Crimiual  Court  to  pronounce  judgment 
in  cases  of  misdemeanor  prosecuted  by  indictment. 

Third:  The  indictment  on  which  the  judgment 
appears  to  have  been  based  was  never  lawfully 
transmitted  to  the  City  Criminal  Court,  and  could 
not  legally  become  a  record  of  that  Court.  Indict- 
ments for  misdemeanor  must  be  found  in  the  County 
Court  and  they  must  be  filed  there.  This  record  is 
then  required  by  law  to  be  transmitted  to  the  Mu- 
nicipal Criminal  Court  of  San  Francisco. 

There  is  no  provision  of  law  for  its  transmission 
to  the  City  Criminal  Court.  The  Act  creating  the 
City  Criminal  Court  is  silent  in  this  regard.  Can  it 
be  said  that  the  law  requiring  its  Iran  mission  to  the 
Municipal  Court  is  repealed  by  implication?  We 
submit  that  it  cannot.  Nothing  shurt  of  an  express 
enactment  can  transfer  the  files  and  records  trom 
one  Court  to  another.  Admitting  that  the  City 
Criminal  Court  has  succeeded  to  the  jurisdiction 
which  the  Municipal  Court  had  theretofore  pos- 
sessed in  these  cases,  has  not  the  tailure  of  the  Leg- 
islature to  provide  fur  the  removal  of  the  causes  in- 
to the  former  Court  left  the  same  hiatus  as  that  in- 
ferentially  expressed  in  the  case  of  People  vs.  My- 
lands,  to  wit:  "A  capacity  to  exercise  the  jurisdic- 
I  tion  when  the  Legislature  shall  provide   the  means 


of  exercising  it?"  If  we  are  correct  in  this  propo 
sition,  it  follows  that  the  indictment  referred  to  in 
the  return  had  no  proper  place  among  the  files  of 
the  City  Crimiual  Court,  could  not  lawfully  have 
become  a  record  of  that  Court,and  that  the  trial.con- 
viction  aud  judgmeut  had  thereon  were  nullities. 

Fourth  :  No  appeal  has  been  provided  by  the 
Legislature  from  the  judgment  of  the  City  Criminal 
Court  in  cases  of  indictments  for  misdemeanor ,and 
therefore  so  m'ich  of  tbe  a  ;t  creating  that  court  as 
attempts  to  confer  jurisdiction  to  it  to  try  indict- 
ments is  unconstitutional. 

The  omissioD  of  the  Legislature  to  provide  the 
machinery  for  taking  appeals  in  these  cases  from 
the  City  Criminal  Court  to  the  County  Court  is  fa- 
tal to  so  much  of  tbe  Act  creating  the  City  Crimi- 
nal Court  as  attempts  to  confer  jurisdiclron  to 
try  them  The  Act,  pro  tauto,  is  unconstitutional 
and  void.  "No  person  shall  be  deprived  of  liberty 
without  due  procecs  of  law."  This  expression  of  the 
organic  law,  as  applied  to  criminal  cases,  meaus 
that  no  less  than  all  the  forms  and  means  and  so- 
lemuities  tor  ascertaining  his  guilt  shall  be  used 
and  applied  before  the  party  accused  can  be  con- 
demned. 

The  definition  given  the  phrase  "due  process  of 
law"  by  Daniel  Webster,  iu  his  argument  upon  the 
Dartmouth  College  case,  is  the  one  most  frequently 
adopted  by  the  Courts.  He  says,  "by  the  law  of  the 
land  is  most  clearly  intended  the  general  law ;  a 
law  which  hears  before  it  condemns;  which  pro- 
ceeds upon  inquiry,  aud  renders  judgment  only 
after  trial." 

If  it  be  necessary  to  the  judicial  determination  of 
the  guilt  of  the  accused  that  an  appeal  should  bo 
allowed  him. aud  lie  is  balked  of  that  appeal  by  the 
Legislature.aud  ajudgeinent  ispronouueed  against 
him  from  which  he  caunot  appeal,  aud  imprison- 
ment ensues  from  sucli  judgment,  then  he f  is  de- 
prived of  liberty  without  due  process  of  law. 
Whether  an  appeal  is  the  individual  right  of  the 
party  or  not,  we  maintain  that  it  is  one  of  the  means 
and  forms  of  ascertaining  the  guilt  of  tbe  pariy  ac- 
cused, where  by  the  consntuti  >a  or  the  course  of 
law  an  appeal  is  contemplated  as  part  of  the  pro- 
ceeding. Such  is  the  language  held  by  this  Court 
in  ex  parte  Hoge,  48  Cal ,  6. 

When,  lheri'lore,the  Legislature  establishes  these 
inferior  Courts,  as  it  m  iy  do  uuder  See.  1  ot  Art.  6 
of  the  State  Constitution,  and  invests  them  wiMi  ju- 
dicial powers,  it  is  required  to  provide  for  appeals 
from  tbeir  judgments  to  the  County  Court,  ru  all 
cases,  by  tue  same  authority  which  authorizes  their 
organization. 

Without  it  there  is  no  "due  process  of  law;"  no 
means  for  ascertaining  the  guilt  of  the  accused. 
The  two  sections  of  the  constitution  above  cited 
must  be  read  together,  and  by  them  must  be  meas- 
ured the  powers  and  duties  of  the  Legislature  in 
creating  these  inferior  Courts.  Thus  construed, we 
insist  thut  they  must  be  held  to  devolve  the  duty  on 
the  Legislature,  whenever  it  creates  these  inferior 
Courts  and  confers  judicial  powers  upon  them,  of 
providing  for  appeals  to  the  County  Court  from 
their  judgments.  The  constiiutioa  giants  the  pow- 
er to  create  mem,  and  grants  appellate  jurisdtctiun 
over  them  to  the  County  Court  when  created.  In 
either  case  legislative  action  is  necessary  to  the 
due  adminstration  of  law,  aud  when  the  Legisla- 
ture exercises  its  constitutional  power  to  create 
these  Courts,  the  constitution  imposes  upon  it  the 
corresponding  duty  of  providing  tor  appeals  from 
its  judgments. 

in  ttie  present  stale  of  the  law,  can  the  County 
Court  entertain  appeals  in  this  class  of  cases;  has 
the  machinejy  been  provided  for  taking  such  ap- 
peals ?  And  first,  does  this  ianguage  of  the  Consti- 
tution: "They  shall  ha^e  appellate  jurisdiction  in 
all  cases  arising  *  *  iu  such  inferior  Courts  as 
may  be  established,"  of  itself  confer  upon  the 
County  Court  the  power  to  entertain  the  appeal  and 
to  do  the  things  and  take  the  steps  necessary  to 
make  it  effectual  ?  We  say  lhat  the  constitution  is 
not  self-executing  for  such  a  purpose,  but  looks 
clearly  to  actual  legislation.

THE  NEW  JESUITICAL  DEPARTURE. 


In  another  column  we  print  entire,  the  speech  of 
Father  Gallagher,  at  the  dedication  of  a  Catholic 
'free  school"  at  St.  Joseph's  Church,  Tenth  street 
last  Sunday.  That  speech  needs  some  attention  at 
our  bands,  and  that  readers  of  the  Giant  may  fully 
understand  the  new  Jesuitical  plan  for  dividing  the 
Common  School  fund  we  make  room  for  the  whole 
speech.  It  is  a  cunning  plan,  and  well  calculated 
to  entrap  conservative  people  into  its  support  as 
well  as  to  allay  the  fears  of  those  who  watch  with 
Jealousy,  Romish  advances  upon  our  Common 
School  system. 

Nothing  will  so  enrage  a  Catholic  priest  as  to 
mention  the  subject  of  free  schools  in  his  presence. 
The  Church  hates  everything  free,  but  the  free 
school  is  her  particular  abhorrence.  It  is  the  red 
flag  that  never  fails  to  put  the  bull  in  a  roar.  The 
Church  fought  the  Common  School  system  of  ed- 
ucation in  this  country  from  the  beginning.  After- 
wards,  when  the  system  was  improved  by  remov- 
ing from  it  all  sectarian  iufluences  and  engrafting 
upon  it  the  system  of  free  tuition,  supported  by  the 
State,  it  met  with  lenewed  hostility  from  the  same 
quarter.  The  fight  has  been  long  and  bitter  but  it 
has  been  found  that  the  principle  of  free  unsecta- 
rian  education  is  so  firmly  intrenched  in  the  affec- 
tions of  the  American  people  that  it  cannot  be  dis- 
lodged,  even  by  the  power  of  PoDery. 

Now  there  is  a  change  of  tactics.  Instead  of  the 
former  violent  denunication  of  "free"  schools  the 
Holy  Church  discovers  that  "free"  sehools  are  just 
the  thiog  to  have,  and  Father  Gallagher  spreads 
himself  in  encomiums  on  them.  But  in  this  sud- 
den conversion  there  is  concealed  a  flank  move- 
ment of  the  Jesuitical  crew.  Failing  to  stamp  out 
free  schools  altogether,  or  to  obtain  a  division  of 
the  public  fund  for  the  support  of  sectarian  schools 
they  now  proclaim  and  dedicato  parish  "free" 
schools.  The  next  move  in  this  plan  will  be  un- 
folded in  the  next  legislature.  Attempts  to  divide 
the  Common  School  fund  and  divert  a  portion  of  it 
to 'the  training  of  holy  water  dippers  have  not  met 
with  success ;  but  now  Father  Gallagher  has  a"free'i 
school.  Surely  the  average  member  of  the  Legis. 
lature  cannot  refuse  to  give  a  portion  of  the  State 
fund  to  all  the  free  schools  alike.  This  will  be  the 
new  argument  addressed  to  the  Legislature  next 
winter  and  some  votes  will  no  doubt  be  captured 
by  it. 

But  the  ill-concealed  Romish  hatred  of  the  Com- 
mon  Schools  nevertheless,  runs  all  through  Father 
Gallagher's  speeeh.  He  says  "In  opening  this  in- 
stitution, it  is  to  supply  what  is  wanting  in  the 
Common  education."  The  "want"  which  he  pro- 
poses to  supply  is  the  crowning  glory  of  the  com- 
mon^ducation ;  that  it  does  not  teach  the  pupil  to 
become  a  bigoted,  Pope-worshiping  holy  water  dip- 
per. 

Again  he  says  "In  devising  a  system  of  educa- 
tion the  State  forgot  to  think  of  us."  Oh,  no  I  The 
State  did  not  forget  but.  took  especial  pains  to  re- 
member you,  and  to  make  it  impossible  that  you 
should  have  control  of  the  education  of  the  young.

Courts  in  similar  cases?  Evidently  the  County 
Courts  of  this  State  other  than  of  the  county  of  San 
Francisco,  for  they  alone  have  power  to  try  these 
indictments.  But  the  City  Criminal  Court  has  not 
the  powers  conferred  on  the  Counry  Courts,  and 
cannot  administer  the  law  according  to  the  proce- 
dure provided  in  the  Penal  Code  for  those  Courts. 

By  "the  right  of  trial  by  jury"  guaranteed  in  the 
constitution  is  meant,  as  applied  to  the  trial  of  in- 
dictments at  least,  a  common  law  jury  summoned 
in  a  courtof record. 

The  jury  provided  by  the  Penal  Code  for  the  trial 
of  indictments,  is  a  jury  summoned  substantially 
according  to  the  common  law  in  a  Court  oi  lecord, 
and  it  must  be  summoned  by  the  Sheriff. 

The  City  Criminal  Court  is  not  a  Court  of  record, 
has  no  terms,  aDd  is  not  attended  by  the  Sheriff. 
Therefore  it  is  without  power  to  follow  the  prac- 
tice provided  for  the  trial  of  indictments. 

The  Penal  Code  prescribes  that  a  trial  must  be 
had,  of  indictments,in  a  Court  having  a  seal.  This 
is  necessary  for  the  preservation  of  the  rights  of  the 
accused,  in  the  matter  of  presenting  his  evidence. 
The  City  Criminal  Court  has  no  seal. 

The  Penal  Code  contemplates  that  the  trial  of  in- 
dictments shall  be  in  a  Court  having  terms. 

The  City  Criminal  Court  has  no  terms. 

The  Penal  Code  contemplates  throughout  that  the 
Sheriff,  District  Attorney  and  County  Clerk.officers 
provided  for  in  the  Constitution,  shall  officiate  in 
the  trial  of  indictments. 

The  Act  creating  the  City  Criminal  Court,  pro- 
vides a  different  and  entirely  irresponsible  set  of 
officers.  These  citations  we  have  made  from  the 
Codes  show  that  the  City  Criminal  Court  is  without 
the  powers  and  functionaries  necessary  for  the  trial 
of  indictments.  It  caunotproceed  according  to  the 
course  of  the  common  law  because  it  is  without 
common  law  powers.  It  cannot  proceed  according 
to  the  statue,  creating  it,  because  it  is  constituted 
without  the  powers  of  the  County  Courts.  It  is, 
then,  that  imperfect  sort  of  legislation  impossible 
of  enforcement,  and  therefore  to  be  declared  void. 
Nor  can  it  adopt  a  practice,  as  may  be  hastily 
claimed,  under  Sec.  187  of  the  Code  Civ.,  Pro.,with- 
out  the  infraction  of  controlling  constitutioual  pro- 
visions aud  the  subversion  of  the  substantial  rights 
of  the  defendant.  The  constitution  requires  thai 
the  powers  and  duties  of  such  Courts  shall  be  fixed 
by  law. — It  forbids  that  any  person  shall,  be  de. 
prived  of  liberty  without  due  process  of  law.  It 
commands  that  the  accused  shall  be  allowed  to  ap. 
psarand  defend;  that  he  shall  be  tried  by  a  com- 
mon law  jury;  that  he  shall  have  a  public,  speedy 
and  impartial  trial ;  aud  that  all  laws  of  a  general 
nature  shall  have  a  uniform  operation.  The  Cily 
Criminal  Court  is  without  the  power  to  try  persons 
prosecuted  by  indictment  in  accordance  with  these 
fundamental  rights.  We  raise  no  mere  questions  of 
error  in  its  proceedings,  but  say  it  cannot  proceed 
at  all,  by  reason  of  fatal  defects  iu  the  law  of  its 
creation;  that  it  cannot  ascertain  guilt  or  inno. 
cence  in  the  manner  and  by  the  forms  prescribed  by 
law,  nor  by  the  course  of  the  common  law,  and  that 
therefore  so  much  of  the  law  as  attempts  to  confer 
the  jurisdiction  is  and  must  be  held  to  be  unconsti- 
tutional  and  void,  and  the  prisoner  must  therefore 
be  discharged.

FATHER     POWEKS      IN    A 
ULOUS  HOLE.

He  Takes  up  a  Children's  Quarrel  and  Gets  the 
Worst  of  It. 

The  "Amador  Ledger"  of  lust  week  brings  us  a 
spicy  account  of  Father  Power's  performance  at  a 
Mayday  pic-nic  held  at  Sutter  Creek,  in  that  coun 
ty  We  have  had  frequent  occasion  to  mention  the 
doings  of  this  clerical  fraud  but  remember  nothing 
more  ridiculous  than  the  following.  It  seems  to  be 
hisspecial  mission  in  this  world  to  make  an  ass 
of  himself,  and  to  show  how  bigoted,  narrow  soul- 
cd  aud.dictalorial  a  Catholic  priest  can  be.  How 
well  he  succeeded  in  his  last  effort  we  let  the  "Led 
gtr  tell  as  follows: 

A  case  which  gave  birth  to  much  excitement. 
came  up  in  Judge  Maxey's  court  in  Sutter  Creek 
on  Friday  of  last  week.  Father  Powers  figured  as 
complaining  witness  and  Samuel  Scott  as  defend- 
ant, in  a  charge  of  assault  and  battery.  The  case 
was  the  offspring  of  some  misunderstanding  that 
arose  at  the  Catholic  pic-nic  on  Monday.  It  ap- 
pears that  the  daughter  of  the  defendant— a  girl  of 
fifteen — was  present  on  the  grounds,  and  shared  in 
the  amusements.  Some  of  the  children  thought 
that  she  was  wanting  more  of  the  swing  than  a  tair 
divy  would  allow,  and  informed  her  that  "Father 
Powers  said  it  was  a  Catholic  picnic,  and  Protes- 
tants had  no  right  to  the  swing."  The  child  went 
home  and  told  her  father  that  Father  Powers  had 
forbidden  Protestants  the  use  of  the  swings.  In 
some  way  the  report  was  whispered  abroad,  and 
soon  reached  the  priest's  ears.  The  ecclesiastic 
waxed  wrothy  at  the  petty  scandal  that  idle  tongues 
were  seeking  to  fasten  to  his  sacerdotal  garments, 
and  determined  to  nip  it  in  the  bud  and  plucK  it 
up  by  the  roots.  In  company  with  a  member  of 
his  flock,  he  called  upon  Scott  at  his  workshop. 
Whether  that  reverend  gentlemen  assumed  that 
imperious,  diclorial  air  which  those  who  own  alle- 
gence  to  him  as  a  spiritual  guide  refuse  to  submit 
to  without  a  murmur,  we  know  not,  but  certain  it 
is  that  the  nature  of  his  demands,  or  the  manner  in 
their  presentat.on  did  not  exactly  chime  in  with 
Scott's  uotions  of  freedom  as  it  ought  to  exist  in 
this  "sweet  land  of  liberty."  The  evidence  went  to 
Bhow  that  Scott  seeing  that  his  visitor  was  excited 
to  avoid  a  quarrel,  ordered  him  to  leave  the  premi- 
ses; with  which  polite  request  Father  Powers  failed 
to  comply. 

At  last  the  climax  was  reached  by  the  clergyman 
assuming  a  threatening  attitude  .and  saying  that 
"any  person  circulating  reports  of  that  kind  about 
him  was  an  abominable  liar."  Then  came  the  de- 
noumeol,  in  the  shape  of  a  clenched  fist  planted 
fairly  between  the  eyes  of  the  priesthood,  slightly 
disturbing  the  centre  of  gravity.  The  interference 
of  the  reverend  gentleman's  companion  prevented 
further  hostile  demonstrations.  A  complaint  was 
sworn  to  before  Judge  Maxey.and  Scott  was  arraign 
ed  before  the  august  court  of  Sutter  Creek  for  bat- 
tery. Judge  Phelps  and  the  Hon.  Jas.  T.  Farley  ap- 
peared  as  prosecuting  attornnys;  the  defendant  was 
without  counsel,  and  pleaded  guily  to  the  charge. 
Nevertheless,  for  some  reason  unknown  to  us,  the 
Judge  took  evidence  in  the  case  ;after  hearing  which 
he  imposed  a  fine  of  $20.

SOME  CAUSES  OF  REVOLUTIONS. 


Respecting  the  frequent  revolutions  it  may  be  in 
teresling  to  know  their  origin.  In  Mexico  the 
supporters  of  the  body  politic  are  actuated  by  very 
different  motives  from  those  for  which  our  great  po- 
litical contests  are  fought.  Our  Democratic  parly's 
declaration  of  principles  Is:  To  the  victors  belong 
the  spoils.  The  Republicans,  a  desire  to  see  the 
country  ruled  to  the  sentence, word  and  punctuation 
of  the  decrees  ot  the  Constitution.  In  Mexico  it  is 
to-day  and  has  been  since  the  first  (Quito  de  la  In- 
depeudencia)  Cry  of  Independence  by  the  Rev.  Fath. 
er  Hidalgo  in  1834.  A  war  between  the  Liberal  and 
the  Church  party.which  latter  to-day  is  wagiug  with 
Geu..Diaz,supported  by  funds  of  the  Church, to  frus- 
trate the  possibility  of  its  being  dispossessed  of  the 
immense  income  derived  from  bequests  made  by 
the  dying,  who  being  tutored  to  believe  that  il  is 
better  to  give  freely  to  the  Church  and  be  saved  from 
the  torments  of  purgatory,  than  to  leave  their  prop- 
erty to  their  relations  and  be  denied  the  benefits  of 
absolution.  The  Church  party,  when  they  attain 
power  uses  every  possible  means  to  counteract  what- 
ever steps  the  liberal  party  may  have  taken  towards 
progress,liberty  of  conscience  and  of  the  press, which 
power  they  maintain  so  long  as  they  have  funds  to 
support  the  army,  and  until  they  overtly  repeat 
former  tyrannieal  acts,  urged  by  lack  of  funds 
which  occasions  a  reaction  of  the  liberals  and  a 
general  desertion  of  the  wealthy  fanatices,  who  no 
longer  able  to  suffer  their  extortion,  frequently  be- 
come converts  to  the  liberal  party.

GOING  FOR  THE  NEGROES. 


Evidence  is  daily  accumulating  that  the  Jesuits 
have  not  only  determined  to  "gather  in"  the  South- 
ern negroes,  but  that  they  are  actively  carrying  the 
plan  into  practical  effect.

terate  and  superstitius.  There  is  much  in  the 
glitter  and  the  principle  of  equality ;  in  the  pomp 
and  mummery  and  toggery  of  the  Romish  Church 
to  attract  and  daze  the  weak  understandings  of  the 
average  negro. 

The  "Church  Journal"  organ  of  the  Episcopal 
Church,  thus  complains  of  the  manner  in  which 
the  Romon  Catholics  have  stolen  a  march  on  them 
at  St.  Augustine,  Florida: 

While  our  Church  was  trying  to  raise  funds  to 
build  a  chapel  for  colored  work,  the  Romanists 
rapidly  completed  a  building  and  gathered  nearly 
all  the  young  negroes  in  the  town  to  their  Sunday 
school,  by  the  priest's  agreeing  to  spend  every 
Sunday  afternoon  teaching  them  games,  on  the 
condition  that  they  would  come  to  school  and 
church  in  the  morning.  He  met  with  marvelous 
success,  and  by  the  time  our  chapel  was  built  near- 
ly all  the  material  we  hoped  to  work  upon  was  un- 


der his  control.  With  the  help  of  processions  andl 
banners, and  music  and  games,  the  Church  of  Rome- 
is  adapting  itself  perfectly  to  the  mind  of  the  negro, 
and  is  destiutd  to  meet  with  greater  success  among 
them  than  among  any  other  portion  of  the-  Ameri- 
can people." 

Few  things  that  can  be  foretold  with  certainty, 
are  fraught  with  more  dancer  to  this  Republic 
than  the  Romanizing  of  this  densely  ignorant 
mass  of  Southern  colored  voters.  Here  is  ajchance 
for  the  Protestant  Churches  to  distinguish  them- 
selves.

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MUNICIPAL   MATTERS. 


It  is  not  too  soon  for  the  voters  of  this  city  to 
mark  out  the  course  they  intend  to  pursue  in  the 
coming  political  canvass.  They  may  not  now 
come  to  a  full  determination  what  candidates  they 
will  support  till  they  are  nominated,  but  it  is  not 
difficult  to  determine  in  some  instances  who  not  to 
support,  either  for  the  nominations,  or  after,  if  they 
should  be  nominated.  Some  general  observations 
will  not  be  out  of  place  concerning  some  possible 
candidates  and  the  main  course  to  pursue  with  re- 
gard to  all. 

Let  us  confine  ourselves  to  the  municipal  offices. 
First  in  importance  are  six  members  of  the  Board 
of  Supervisors  to  be  elected.  We  cannot  empha- 
size too  strongly  the  interests  involved  in  a  wise 
selection  of  these  officers.  Besides  the  general 
management  of  the  municipal  goverment,  some 
questions  of  great  magnitude  are  just  now  coming 
to  the  front  for  solution;  questions  which  call  for 
the  wisest  statesmanship,  the  clearest  intellect  and 
the  purest  patriotism  the  city  can  produce.  We 
need  only  allude  to  a  few,  sueh  as  our  future  water 
supply,  cheaper  gas,  a  better  sewerage  system  and 
reform  in  the  matter  of  street  construction.  These 
questions  involve  the  health  of  the  people  as  well 
as  the  value  of  property.  They  are  pressing  hard 
for  solution ;  they  can  not  be  long  put  off.  The  six 
Supervisors  to  be  chosen  cannot  avoid  having 
much  to  do  in  shaping  the  future  of  our  city  in 
these  respects.  These  men  should  be  as  far  re- 
moved as  possible  from  the  pothouse  scallawag, 
whose  highest  aim  would  be,  as  it  has  been,  to  fleece 
the  city  and  fill  his  pockets  through  thieving  rings. 
They  should  be  men  of  tried  integrity  and  sound 
judgment,  as  well  as  firm  and  patriotic.  Citizens 
of  San  Francisco  without  distinction  of  party,  race 
or  religion,  you  cannot  afford  to  neglect  your  whole 
duty  in  making  selection  of  these  officers. 

For  members  of  the  Board  of  Education  we  have 
one  unvarying  test  for  all  candidates.  Is  he  a 
Catholic  ?  If  yes,  no  matter  what  his  other  qualifi- 
cations may  be,  over  with  him.  Here  let  the  watch- 
word be,J"Put  none  but  Americans  on  guard."  No 
adherent  of  the  Romish  Church  can  be  safely 
trusted  to  have  any  influence  in  our  puplic  schools. 
No  Catholic  should  ever  be  allowed  the  position  of 
teacher  in  them.  Personally  they  may  be  well 
enough  disposed,  willing  and  competent  to  per- 
form the  duties  of  teachers,  but  they  cannot  If  they 
would.  Their  church  is  the  enemy  of  the  public 
school  system  and  no  person  who  is  under  the  con- 
trol of  the  priesthood  and  the  confessional  can  be  a 
usefnl  teacher.  One  has  but  to  read  the  speech  of 
Father  Gallagher  in  another  column  to  be  con- 
vinced of  this.  Don't  let  politics  stand  in  the  way 
of  your  choice  of  these  officers.  Scratch  every 
tioket  it  necessary;  vote  against  your  best  friend  if 
he  is  a  Catholic  and  for  your  worst  enemy,  if  you 
must,  in  order  to  defeat  a  Roman  .Catholic  for  a 
seat  in  the  Board  of  Education.  Let  us  see  if  there 
are  enough  friends  of  the  free  schools  in  San  Fran- 
cisco to  rebuke  the  Popish  Gallagher  for  the  libel- 
lous reproach  he  has  attemped  to  cast  upon  them. 

In  the  Street  Superintendent's  office  all  goes 
wrong.  The  streets  of  San  Francisco  are  prover- 
bially th6  poorest  and  most  expensive  of  any  Amer- 
ican city.  Much  of  this  is  due  to  the  jobbery  and 
rings  who  manage  the  contracts.  Some  good  ring 
smasher  would  make  an  invaluable  Street  Super- 
intendent for  one  term,  it  wouldn't  make  so  much 
difference  whether  he  had  much  knowledge  of 
streets  or  not  so  he  was  an  honest  man  and  would 


break  up  some  of  .the  abuses  that  exist   in  that  de- 
partment. 

As  to  the  Fire  Commissioners,  they  are  less  im- 
portant. It  is  notjimpossible  for  a  rough-and-tum- 
ble Catholic  Irishman  to  make  a  good  fireman  but 
on  the  contrary  he  is  very  apt  to  be  a  good  one. 
But  isn't  there  a  chance  for  a  little  change  for  the 
better  here?  It  seems  to  us  that  among  them  the 
O'Donnells,  O'Tooles,  Mahoneys  and  McCarthy's 
occur  with  wonderful  frequency.  Why  not  give 
some  other  nationality  a  show  now  and  then?  Let 
ub  elect  a  Board  of  Fire  Commissioners  who  would 
once  in  a  while  appoint  an  American  as  fireman  or 
driver.  They  might  also  by  way  of  experiment  try 
an  American  engineer.  It  is  just  possible  that 
some  competent  ones  could  be  found. 

The  District  Attorney's  office  with  few  excep. 
tions,  has  for  the  last  ten  or  fifteen  years  been  filled 
by  Catholics.,  There  are  good  lawyers  in  the  city 
who  are  not  Catholics,  and  who  would  accept  the 
office  and  discharge  the  duties  well.  The  criminal 
element  is  largely  composed  of  Catholics.  The 
District  Attorney  has  almost  absolute  control  over 
indictments,  and  while  he  belongs  to  the  same  faith 
and  kneels  at  the  same  confessional  as  they  do  it  is 
putting  human  nature  to  too  severe  a  test  to  expect 
that  he  will  in  all  cases  discharge  his  official  duty 
faithfully  and  without  favor. 

For  sheriff  it  would  be  well  to  select  some  one 
who  is  not  a  member  of  the  Ancient  Order  of  Hi- 
bernians, and  who  would  not  appoint  all  his  depu- 
tes from  that  Order.but  would  choose  good  citizens 
without  regard  to  their  nationality  or  creed. 

For  Judge  of  the  City  Criminal  Court,  it  makes 
but  little  difference  who  is  nominated  or  elected,  so 
it  is  not  Farrell.because  the  office  will  be  abolished 
anyway  provided  the  San  Francisco  delegation  in 
the  Legislature  do  their  duty  next  winter.  That  court 
is  an  abortion,  a  useless,  incumbrance  and  expense 
to  the  city.  It  serves  no  good  purpose,  it  supplies 
no  want.  The  best  way  is  to  abolish  it  altogether 
and  [save  the  expense  it  incurs.  The  other  courts 
arejamply  sufficient  to  perform  all  the  service,  do 
all  the  business  without  being  overworked.  If  that 
court  were  abolished  the  business  would  go  back  to 
the  Municipal  Criminal  and  the  Police  Courts  where 
it  belongs,  but  lest  that  most  desirable  event  should 
not  happen  it  will  be  best  not  to  elect  Ferral.  If 
the  court  must  continue  let  us  have  a  lawyer  to  pre- 
side  in  it. 

For;  Police  Judge,  Louderback  is  in  the  main 
a  very  fair  officer ;  in  fact  he  is  above  average,  but 
he  sometimes  needs  backbone.  He  is  also  Police 
Commissioner  which  increases  the  importance  of 
the  office.  There  are  about  a  hundred  chances  of 
doing  worse  to  one  ^of  doing  better  by  making  a 
change. 

Chief  of  Police — Ah !  Here  is  where  the  mischief 
comes  in.  Ellis  was  elected  as  a  reformer.but  Great 
Heavens,  what  reform  !  If  the  people  of  this  city 
generally  knew,  or  would  believe  when  told,  what 
crookedness  is  pratcised  in  this  department  their 
astonishment  could  not  be  expressed.  Not  to  make 
a  long  story  of  it  we  want,  if  possible,  to  elect  a 
man  who  is  willing  to  make  less  than  three  thou- 
sand dollars  a  month  for  his  share  of  the  Bwag 
from  the  gambling  dens.  We  want  a  man  who  will 
organize  a  force  that  will  be  willing  to  collect  less 
than  two  dollars  a  head  weekly  from  all  the  prosti- 
tutes in  the  city.  We  want  a  man  who  will  organ- 
ize a  force^that  will  be  willing  to  sell  their  services 
in  securing  cases  for  Police  Court  shysters  for  less 
than  fifty  per  cent  of  the  fees  collected  of  the  mis-  I 


erable  wretches  who  fall    into   their  hands.    We 

want well  let  us   stop  here,  and  say  we  want  a 

change;  even  if  it  be  for  the  worse,  let  us  have  a 
change. 

This  subjectot  municipal  candidates  is'a  profilic 
one,  not  alone  for  the  press,  but  for  the  citizen.  We 
throw  out  these  timely  suggestions  to  the  end  that 
we  may  if  possible  be  instrumental  in  shaping  pub- 
licthoughtin  the  right  direction.  We  opposeno 
man  for  office  because  he  is  a  Catholic  merely,  but 
because  his  religion  makes  him  a  subservient  tool 
of  a  foreign  potentate,  liable,  nay,  almost  certain 
to  be  cooxed  or  driven  from  the  strict  line  of  offici- 
al duty  by  Bishops  and  priests  who  are  the  sworn 
enemies  of  republican  institutions.  We  oppose 
Catholics  for  office  because  they  dare  not  disobey 
theBe  heads  of  the  Church  who  are  set  over  them. 


DEMOCRATIC  INFELICITY. 


The  Democracy  are  unhappy  over  their  late  pri- 
mary election.  Charges  and  counter-charges  of 
bulldosing^  fraud,  corruption,  intimidation,  repeat, 
ing, ballot-stuffing  and  so  on  down  the  list,  have 
filled  the  air  for  a  week,  and  the  end  is  not  yet. 
Returning  boards,  protests  and  re-counts  are  in  or- 
der, with  an  occasional  free  fight  to  keep  up  an  in- 
terest in  the  proceedings.  A  Democratic  primary 
wilhought  a  fight  would  be  a  tame  affair. 

But  there  is  a  poetic  incongruity  in  their  pro- 
ceedings which  we  fear  the  chief  actors  do  not  ap- 
preciate. A  few  months  ago  Captain  Mullan  and 
forty  other  ward  politicians  could  stand  up  and 
howl  by  the  hour  about  the  corruption  of  the  Lou- 
isiana returning  board,  the  counting  in  of  Hayes 
and  various  frauds  practiced  on  the  Democratic 
party.  They  are  never  tired  of  charging  the  Re- 
publicans with  casting  three  thousand  illegal  votes 
in  this  city.  Supervisor  Wise  became  so  much  en- 
thused by  frequently  repeating  the  lie  that  he  felt 
it  his  duty  to  set  on  foot  an  official  investigation. 
The  result  of  it  was  to  find  that  there  were  a  few 
dozen  illegal  votes  cast,  and  that  nine-tenths  of 
them  were  cast  by  Democrats.  We  don't  hear  so 
much  said  about  that  as  we  did.  But  this  late  pri- 
mary is  funnier  still.  In  the  Tenth  Ward  while  the  , 
count  was  in  progress  a  fight  was  improvised  which 
interrupted  proceedings,  when  one  of  the  Inspec- 
tors walked  off  with  the  ballots  and  kept  them  con- 
cealed for  two  or  three  days.  Finally  when  he, 
after  the  manner  of  Cronin's  Nose  organized  him- 
self into  a  returning  board  and  returned  with.fhe 
ballots,  the  contesting  parties  felt  and  expressed 
great  uncertainty  as  to  which  one  of  the  boys  said 
Inspector  was.  They  found  out,  however,  when 
his  ballots  were  counted  and  the  expected  majority 
was  reversed. 

There  are  some  other  curiosities  such  as  polling 
more  votes  in  a  precinct  than  there  are  voters  re- 
siding in  it.  In  another  which  was  known  to  be 
three  tojone  in  favor  of  the"opposition"ticket  actual- 
ly giving  a  majority  for  the  "regular."  In  another 
the  tally  lists  showed  some  200  more  votes  than 
were  ballots  in  the  boxes.  Life  is  too  short  to  en- 
umerate  all  the  crookedness  developed  and  charged 
but  the  point  we  make  is  that  until  the  Democracy 
can  conduct  a  family  primary  without  ballot  stuff- 
ing, and  counting  in  it  may  be  just  as  well  for 
them  to  refrain  from  charging  Republicans  with 
those  offences.

GALLAGHER'S    ADDRESS. 

In  opening  this  institution  for  the  education  of 
youth,  we  think  only  of  benefiting  individuals, 
families  and  the  community,  to  supplement  what 
is  wanting  in  the  ordinary  or  common  education. 
Is  there  a  deficiency  in  the  common  school  educa- 
tion! We  avail  ourselves  of  the  logic  of  facts  to 
present  an  affirmative  answer,  that  is,  the  thous- 
and private  and  select  schools  in  our  cities  and 
towns  of  the  State,  patronized  and  paid  for  by  the 
more  independent  and  respectable  of  the  commu- 
nity, who  pass  by  the  places  of  common  education 
and  at  great  sacrifice  support  the  schools  of  their 
preference.  Their  right  to  do  so,  whether  Jew  or 
Gentile,  whether  Catholic  or  dissenter,  Democrat 
or  Republican  is  undisputed.  The  present  institu- 
tion which  we  dedicate  to-day,  the  fruit  of  the  offer- 
ings of  the  poor  laid  at  the  foot  of  the  altar,  with 
such  devoted  zeal,  in  these  the  worst  of  times, 
stands  in  its  magnitude  and  grandeur  a  striking 
evidence  on  the  point.  In  devising  a  system  of 
education  the  State  forgot,  or  neglected  to  think  of 
us,  or  to  provide  for  our  necessities;  we  are  there- 
fore compelled  to  think  and  to  provide  for  our- 
selves. In  so  thinking  and  providing,  we  but  ex- 
ercise our  freedom  of  judgment  prejudicing  no 
man's  prerogatives,  claiming  no  privileges,  but 
exercising  our  right.  Judging  from  the  cry  for 
economy  and  reform  in  these  distressing  times, 
we  have  fullest  confidence  that  in  saving  the  educa- 
tion fund  the  expense  of  educating  some  two  thous- 
and children,  the  city  and  connty  and  State  will 
feel  grateful.  In  bestowing  our  efforts  and  ener- 
gies to  accsmplish  what  the  State  proposes — giv- 
ing a  gratuitous  education  to  youth — there  ean  be 
no  rivalry  but  what  must  promote  the  interest  of 
education,  and  may  more  properly  be  termed 
cordial  co  operation. 

The  education  which  fails  to  supply  an  adequate 
basis,  for  a  superstructure  of  sound  morals  is  mani- 
festly deficient.  You  cannot  impress  the  necessity 
of  observing  and  cultivating  sound  morals  unless 
you  impress  an  adequate  motive.  This  religion 
alone  supplies. 

To  be  consistent  after  the  elimination  of  religion 
the  teacher  must  not  suggest  a  better  motive  for 
avoiding  a  criminal  act,  the  grossest  violation  of 
morals,  than  that  such  a  thing  is  "naughty"  or  it  is 
"wicked,"  or  it  is  not  "decent."  Such  sickly,  silly 
censure  of  ill-conduct  is  a  fraud  on  the  part  of  those 
who  are  presumed  to  discharge  the  vicarious  du- 
ties of  parents,  as  are  teachers. 
•  Are  the  thinking  portion  far  astray  who  attribute 
to  this  fatal  dtfectin  the  system  of  common  educa- 
tion the  vicious  element  daily  on  the  increase  which 
infests  our  cities,whose  impious  doings  intimidate, 
whilst  they  horrify  peaceful  citizens;  and  educated 
hoodlums,  who  never  worked,  and  will  not  work, 
whose  numbers  on  the  street  corners  are  becoming 
formidable  to  the  authorities, and  who,  with  violent 
threats  to  stab.or  shoot.or  main,  or  murder  the  con- 
servators of  the  peace,  should  they  dare  to  molest 
them. 

Recent  police  reports  give  sad  evidence  that  these 
menaces  were  too  fatally  fulfilled.  This  godless  ed- 
ucation will  avenge  itself,  in  time,on  the  communi- 
ty ;  it  increases  the  burden  of  our  assessments,  even 
now.  The  arrest  and  punishment  of  these  evil-doers 
cost  more,  by  far,tuan  a  good,  education'  They  turn 
night  into  day,  the  lime  of  their  dissipation  and  de- 
bauch, disregard  the  exhortations  of  parent  or  pas- 
tor. They  forget  the  way  to  church,  but  are  famil- 
iar with  the  ways  of  the  gambler's  haunt,of  the  dire 


the  beer  cellar,  the  bar  and  the  brothel.  Will  not 
the  godless  training  be  responsible  for  evils  of  more 
tearful  magnitude,  even  in  the  near  future?  Will 
they  not  soon  begin  to  realize  their  power.their  nu- 
merical strength.defy  all  the  power  of  municipal  or 
State  authority,  conspire  in  the  dark  for  the  worst 
purposes,  make  a  demonstration  of  Communism 
worse  than  ever  disgraced  Prance,  vote  all  property 
theirs,  and  cut  the  throats  of  the  owners,  and  riot  in 
lust  and  rapine  f  Those  enterprising  men  who  In- 
vest their  capital  in  the  developement  of  the  resour- 
ces of  the  State,  giving  employment  to  thousands, 
and  who  have  legitimately  increased  their  fortunes 
so  beneficiently  and  laudably,  will  be  the  marked 
enemies  of  this  most  dangerous  and  desperate  class 
and  will  become  their  first  victims.  Am  X  an  alarm- 
ist? Do  I  speak  without  warrant?  I  judge  not.  I 
have  stood  on  the  watch  tower  here  for  a  quarter  of 
a  century,  I  have  observed  the  signs  of  the  times.  I 
see  whither  we  are  tending  and  sound  the  note  of 
warning  to  escape  the  gathering  storm.  God  grant 
that  X  be  not  the  Cassandra  of  the  crisis. 

This  common  education  is  for  females  equally 
deficient,  and  for  the  same  reason  of  course.  No 
adepuate  motive  impressed  upon  her  why  she 
should  not  yield  to  her  worst  impulses.  Her  empty 
head  is  turned  with  flattery  and  fine  dress.  She  will 
have  her  way.  Her  will  has  never  been  thwarted. 
She  spurns  restraint.  Knows  just  an  well  as  pa- 
rents or  guardians  how  to  take  care  of  herself;  and 
let  them  mind  their  own  business.  She  is  on  the 
down  grade,  the  brakes  not  down,  intoxicated 
with  the  love  of  pleasure,  and  dress,  and  jewelery; 
comes  not  to  her  senses  till  she  has  fallen  oyer  the 
precipice.  Awakens  to  her  humiliation  only  when 
she  finds  herself  in^the  depth  of  irreparable  ruin. 
In  schools  where  both  sexes  are  educated,  speci- 
mens of  filthy  correspondence  are  sometimes  inter- 
cepted, and  oh  horror  I  lhe  child  becomes  an 
adept  in  misleading  her  guardians,  as  to  her  move- 
ments, ere  she  has  become  a  woman.  She  eludes 
the  vigilance  of  parents  and  guardians  the  police 
put  on  her  track,  and  whither  do  they  trace  her  ? 
Police  reports  tell  of  recking  dens  of  pollution 
where  runaways  of  both  sexes  kennel  over  night  in 
promiscuous  prostitution.  Do  X  exaggerate?  Go 
examine  the  commitments  to  the  Industrial  School, 
the  admission  to  the  Magdalen  Asylum,  the  crimi- 
nals in  the  County  Jail. .  The  theory  that  there  are 
bad  children  and  vicionsyouth  in  every  city  utterly 
fails  to  explain  the  melancholy  fact  of  such  over- 
whelming numbers  of  the  irreclaimable  in  our  com- 
munity. 

In  my  judgment,  I  present  the  only  adequate  so- 
lution of  the  problem — deficiency  in  the  system  of 
common  education.  Does  this  suggest  that  all 
must  go  to  the  Catholic  schools?  I  think  they 
might  do  worse,  but  such  an  idea  is  not  deducable 
from  any  expression  of  mine.  If  the  question  were 
that  all  should  go  to  denominational  schools,  I 
would  unhesitatingly  answer  in  the  affirmative.  I 
would  infinitely  prefer  seeing  every  one  of  the  sects 
doing  for  their  youth  what  this  our  present  effort 
involves  for  ours,  making  them  as  sterling  and 
practical  members  of  their  denominations  as  the 
most  orthodox  of  their  preachers.could  desire, rather 
than  see  them  come  forth  from  the  schools  without 
even  a  tincture  of  religion,  faith  or  feeling,  drift- 
ing down  the  current  of  unbelief,  enemies  of  order, 
scourges  of  society  and  the  scandal  of  civilization. 
The  offerings  of  a  few  generous  and  zealous  friends, 
added  to  what  I  can  scrape,  enable  us  to  make  an 
offering  this  day  to  Christian  education  .of  this 
grand  institution,  and  to  proclaim  it  for  all  the 
children  of  the  parish,  free.

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THE  TIDAL  WAVE. 


A  few  days  ago  the  telegraph  announced  the  sec- 
ond destruction  of  Iquiqni,  in  Peru,  by  an  earth- 
quake. A  short  time  previous  to  the  news  reaching 
here  an  extraordinary  tidal  wave  was  reported 
along  the  Southern  coast  of  this  State.  Here  is  an 
interesting  -problem  for  the  earthquake  sharps  to 
work  out.  "Was  the  tidal  wave  that  swept  the 
coast  of  California  the  same  that  destroyed  the  Pe- 
ruvian town?  A  correspondent  of  the  Anaheim 
"Gazette"  writes  under  date  of  May  10  as  follows: 

At  half  past  (i  a.  m.,  when  the  tide  ought  to  have 
been  rising  regularly,  (at  8  was  to  be  high  water,) 
the  water  suddenly  rose  up  to  about  five  feet  in  the 
course  of  about  five  minutes.  After  being  tossed 
and  stirred  up  a  few  minutes,  it  suddenly  rushed 
out  again,  and  fell  five  or  six  feet  in  five  minutes. 
The  current  was  frightfully  swift  to  look  at  in  the 
creek.  Two  of  the  sailors  j  ust  then  coming  in,  in 
a  small  row  boat,  were  suddenly  carried  far  up  in 
to  the  creek  beyond  their  destination.  Then  sud- 
denly they  were  rushed  back  again,  and  barely 
could  make  the  shore  before  being  carried  out  to 
sea.  A  lighter  load  with  lumber  was  being  brought 
up  the  creek  at  the  same  time  and  became  also  un- 
manageable. The  tide  rushing  in  and  out  every 
five  minutes,  at  such  velocity,  would  at  one  time 
leave  the  lighter  high  and  dry  upon  tne  beach,  and 
again  it  would  be  floating  in  six  or  eight  feet  of 
water.  After  having  attempted  a  dozen  times  with- 
'  out  success  to  bring  in  the  lighter,  ihe  puzzled 
Japtain  Wilson  gave  it  up  in  disgust  and  anchored 
the  lighter  out  at  sea.  When  the  tide  fell  it  would 
always  leave  a  number  of  sharks  and  other  fish  on 
dry  land  fluttering  and  spluttering  in  sand,  only  to 
be  washed  off  again  into  the  water  within  the 
next  few  minutes.  At  the  same  time  the  water  in 
the  creek  seemed  tossed  and  stirred  up  by  some 
force.  Now  what  we  want  to  know  is  what  has 
caused  this  strange  unnatural  phenomenon.  This

All  churches,  of  whatever  denomination,  are 
earnestly  Invited  to  hold  commemorative  services 
on  the  preceding  Sabbath,  (May  27th,)  and  their 
pastors  to  preach   appropriate   Memorial  sermons. 

It  is  hoped  that  the  beautiful  custom  of  decorat- 
ing the  graves  of  our  dead  heroes  with  floral  offer- 
ings, which  has  prevailed  in  preceding  years,  will 
be  generally  observed,  and  that  the  loyal  citizens 
throughont  the  State  will  cheerfully  respond  to  the 
'  call  of  those  having  charge  of  the  ceremony,  by 
generous  donations  of  flowers.

HISTORY  CONDENSED. 


The  "Chronicle"has  a  habit  of  now  and  then  con- 
densing a  large  amount  of  history,  gall  and  bitter- 
ness into  a  small  space.

The  "Bulletin"  grew 
in  size  and  circulation  and  influence,  and  became 
an  oracle  and  a  power  in  the  land.  San  Francisco 
swore  by  it.  The  poor  and  the  weak  took  their 
complaints  to  it.  Politicians  bowed  to  it.  Honest 
courts  and  legislators  acknowledged  it  as  an  ally. 
Bad  men  feared  it.  Corruption  hid  from  it.  There 
was  none  strong  enough  to  frighten, nor  rich  enough 
to  bribe  it.  Alas,  for  the  evanescence  of  all  mortal 
things  1  By  and  by  this  once  brave  paper  grew  fat 
and  kicked;  grew  big  and  clumsy;  avaricious  and 
stupid  ;respectable  and  idiotic  ;a  flunky  of  the  great 
and  powerful,  the  tender  of  a  railroad  corporation, 
the  apologist  for  corrupt  rings,  the  censor  of  offend- 
ing weakness,  a  standing  libel  on  the  principles 
of  the  brave  James  King  of  William  who 
had  established  it.

A  Big;  lie  Out— And  Finney  or  Carr-  is  the 
Father  of  it. 


Some  few  thousand  folios  of  testimony;  a  ton  or 
so  of  ink  shed  and  a  weeks  time  of  divers  respecta- 
ble gentlemen,  and  some  who  are  not  very  respec- 
table around  the  office  of  the  Court  Commissioner 
of  the  Fourth  District  Court,  and  we  now  know  a 
little  less  about  the  true  inwardness  of  the  Pinney 
— Page — Can' — Sargent — Gorham —  Lagrange  im- 
broglio than  we  did  the  next  morning  after  the 
"Chronicle"  sprung  its  jumping  jack.  Lawyer 
Highton,  on  the  part  of  some  judgment  creditors  of 
Pinney,  seeing  it  stated  that  he  (Pinney)  had  left 
nearly  half  a  million  dollars  worth  of  property 
when  he  took  himself  off,  summoned  him  on  pro- 
ceedings supplementary  to  execution,  to  answer 
anent  the  same.  This  was  a  simple  proceeding 
and  ought  not  to  have  consumed  much  time.  But 
Pinney  came  armed  with  counsel  and  turned  the 
thing  into  a  pitched  battle  between  himself 'and 
Carr.

It  is  to  be  hoped  that  the  outcome  of 
an  investigation  into  that  will  be  more  satisfactory.

Attitude  of  the  Church   Stated  by   Au- 
thority— Commands  to  the  Faith- 
ful—Catholics  Cannot  Attend 
Them    With  a    Clear 
Conscience.

iddress   by  the    Society  tor  the   propagation 

Faith  on  the  subject  of  the  Public  Schools  of 

the  United  Slates,  ami  the  relation  of  (lie    Catholic 

Church  to    them.    This    document  was    issued    at 

Mine    time  since,  but  we   believe    it  has  not 

been    published   in   English,   except  in  the 

form  of  a   synopsis.     We  are   indebted  for  it  to  the 

editors  of  the  "Sunday  Messenger,"  a  new  Catholic 

organ  of  this  cily.     It  reads: 

"The  Sacred  Congregation  for  the'Propagation  of 
the  Failh  has  been  frequently  informed  that  most 
serious  loss  threatens  the  Catholic  youth  of  the 
United  States  from  the  so-called  public  schools. 
Wherefore  this  sad  news  brought  to  pass  that  the 
Sacred  Congregation  thought  fit  to  address  some 
questions  to  the  most  worthy  Bishops  of  that  count- 
ry regarding,  partly,  the  causes  for  which  the  faith- 
ful allow  their  children  to  attend  non-Catholic 
schools,  and,  partly,  ihc  means  by  which  the  young 
may  more  easily  be  kept  from  them. 

Moreover,  the  replies  obtained  from  th'-  said 
Bishops  were  laid  before  the  Supreme  Congrega- 
tion of  the  Universal  Inquisition  for  discussion, and 
the  matter  having  been  diligently  investigated,  the 
most  Eminent  Fathers  concluded,  on  June  30th, 
1875,  that  it  was  to  be  settled  by  following  instruc- 
tion, which  the  Holy  Father  accordingly,  on  Wed 
nesday,  Nov.  24th,  deigned  to  approve  and  con- 
firm. 

Moreover,  the  character  of  the  instruction  of 
youth,  special  and  peculiar  to  these  schools  was,  of 
right,  first  to  bo  considered.  Bat  that  character  of 
instruction  appeared,  even  in  itself,  to  this  congre- 
gation full  of  danger  aDd  very  much  opposed  to 
Catholic  interests. 

For  the  pupils  of  such  schools,  since  their  pecu- 
liar system  excludes  all  religious  teaching,  neither 
learn  the  rudiments  of  the  i'aith,  nor  are  taught  the 
precepts  of  the  Church,  and  so  lack  that  knowledge 
which  is  of  the  utmost  necessity  to  man,  and  with- 
out which  no  one  lives  a  Christian  life.  In  faet,  in, 
these  schools  the  young  are  educated  from  boyhood 
and  almost  from  early  chilhood,  at  which  period 
as  is  evident,  the  seeds  of  virtue  and  vice  take  root 
strongly.  Therefore,  it  surely  is  a  very  great  evil 
if  an  age  so  pliant  grow  up  without  religion. 

But,  moreover,  in  the  said  schools,  being  separ- 
ated from  the  authority  of  Church,  teachers  are  em- 
ployed indiscriminately  from  every  sect,  and,  be- 
sides, the  law  makes  no  provision  to  prevent  them 
from  bringing  destruction  to  youth,  so  that  it  is 
free  to  infuse  errors  ■  and  the  seed  of  vice  into  the 
tender  minds.  Certain  corruption  is  also  immi- 
nent from  this,  that  in  these  schools,  or  at  least  in 
many  of  them,  the  youth  of  both  sexes  are  gathered 
in  the  same  classroom  for  lessons,  and  are  compell- 
ed to  sit  upon  the  same  bench,  the  boys  next  to  the 
girls.  All  which  shows  that  the  young  are  unhap- 
pily exposed  to  injury  to  their  faith  and  danger  to 
their  morals.  But  unless  this  danger  of  perversion 
be  changed  from  proximate  (immediate)  to  remote 
such  schools  can  not  be  frequented  with  a  safe  con- 
science. This,  eveu  natural  as  well  as  divine  law 
proclaims.  This,  also,  the  Holy  Father  proclaim- 
ed in  clear  words,  writing  as  follows  to  the  former 
Archbishop  of  Freiburg,  under  date  July  14, 
1864: 

'Certainly  if  this  most  pernicious  design  of  driv- 
ing the  authority  of  the  Church  from  the  schools 
should  be  formed  or  should  be  in  process  of  execu- 
tion in  any  places  or  countries  "whatsoever,  and  the 
young  should  be  unhappily  exposed  to  injury  of 
their  faith,  the  Church  not  only  ought,  with  per- 
severing zeal,  to  use  every  endeavor,  sparing  pains, 
so  that  the  young  should  have  the  necessary  Christ- 


ian education  and  instruction,  hut  also  would  be 
Forced  to  admonish  all  lue  faithful  that  schools  of 
this  kind,  opposed  to  the  Church,  can  not  in  con- 
science be  frequented.' 

These  winds  being  founded  on  natural  and  di- 
vine law,  lay  down  a  general  principle,  having  a 
general  force,  and  pertain  to  all  those  regions  tvhere 
this  most  pernicious  system  of  educating  youth  has 
unhappily  been  introduced. 

It  behooveth tho  Bishops  then,  by  every  power 
and  work  to  preserve  the  flock  committed  to  their 
care  from  every  danger  from  the  public  schools. 
But  all  agree  that  nothing  i^  so  necessary  for  this  as 
that  Catholics  should  have  in  every  place  their 
own  schools,  which  should  not  be  inferior  to  the 
public  schools.  Provision  should  be  made  with  all 
care  for  building  Catholic  Schools,  where  they  are 
wanting,  or  for  enlarging  and  more  perfectly  pro- 
viding ami  furnishing  them,  so  that  they  may 
equal  the  public  schools  in  instruction  and  man- 
agement. And  for  carrying  out  so  holy  and  so 
necessary  a  purpose,  themembers  of  religious  con- 
gregations, either  men  or  women,  may,  if  it  seems 
fit  to  the  Bishops,  be  employed  with  benefit,  and 
that  the  expenses  necessary  for  so  great  a  work 
may  be  supplied  by  the  faithful,  it  is  very  neces- 
sary when  opportunity  offers,  both  in  sermons  and 
in  private  conversation,  to  remind  them  that  they 
will  be  grievously  derelict  in  their  duty  if  they  do 
not  provide  Catholic  schools  by  every  effort  and 
outlay. 

Especially  those  Catholics  who  excel  in  wealth 
and  influence  among  the  people,  and  who  are  mem- 
bers of  legislative  bodies,  are  to  be  admonished  of 
this.  And  in  truth,  in  those  countries  no  civil  law 
hinders  Catholics  from  instructing,  when  it  shall 
seem  proper  to  them,  their  dhildren  into  all  know- 
ledge and  piety  in  their  own  schools.  Catholics, 
therefore,  have  in  their  power  easily  to  avert  the 
detiiment  which  the  system  of  public  schools 
threatens  to  the  Catholic  religion. 

But  let  all  be  persuaded  that  it  is  of  the  utmost 
importance,  not  only  to  individual  citizens  and 
families,  but  to  the  flourishing  American  nation 
itself,  (which  has  given  so  great  hopes  of  itself  to 
the  church;  that  religion  and  piety  should  not  be 
expelled  from  your  schools. 

However,  the  Sacred  Congregation  is  not  igno- 
rant that  sometimes  circumstances  are  such  that 
Catholic  parents  may  in  conscience  send  their  child- 
ren to  the  public  schools.  But  they  can  not  do  so 
unless  they  have  a  sufficient  reason  for  it.  Whether 
such  reason  is  sufficient  iu  any  particular  case  or 
not  is  to  be  left  to  the  conscience  and  judgment  of 
the  Bishop;  and  from  what  has  been  s^id,  that 
sufficient  reason  will  commonly  exist  when  there  is 
no  Catholic  school  at  hand,  or  when  that  which 
offers  is  not  sufficiently  suited  for  educating  the 
young  properly  and  suitably  to  their  condition. 
But  that  these  public  schools  may  be  frequented 
without  sin,  it  is  necessary  that  the  danger  of  per- 
version (which  is  always  more  or  less  connected 
with  their  system)  should  be  changed  from  proxi- 
mate to  remote.  Therefore,  it  is  first  to  be  ascer- 
tained whether  in  the  schools,  concerning  atten- 
dance at  which  there  is  question,  the  danger  of  per- 
version is  such  that  it  clearly  can  not  be  made  re- 
mote, as,  whether  sometimes  things  are  done  or 
taught  there  contrary  to  Catholic  doctrine  and 
good  morals,  and  which  cannot  be  heard  or  done 
without  detriment  to  the  soul.  For  such  danger, 
as  is  self-evident, is  to  be  avoided,  no  matter  at  what 
cost — even  that  of  life. 

Moreover,  that  "the  young  may  without  sin  be 
permitted  to  attend  the  public  schools  they  should 
duly  and  diligently  receive,  at  least,  the  necessary 
Christian  education  and  instruction  outside  the 
time  of  school. 

Wherefore,  let  Pastors  and  missionaries,  mindful 
of  what  the  Council  of  Baltimore  most  providently 
determined  about  this  matter,  diligently  attend  to 
catechism  classes,  and  especially  exert  themselves 
in  explaining  those  truths  of  faith  and  morals 
which  are  more  attacked  by  heretics  and  unbeliev- 
ers. Let  them  endeavor  with  great  care,  one  while 
by  the  frequent  use  of  sacraments,  one  while  by  de- 
votion to  the  Blessed  Virgin,  to  strengthen  the 
young-exposed  to  so  many  dangers,  and  let  them 
stimulate  them  over  and  over  to  hold  firmly  to  Lheir 
religion.  But  the  parents  themselves,  and  those 
who  hold  their  place,  should  watch  with  solcitude 
over  their  children,  and  either  themselves,  or  if 
they  be  not  able,  others  for  them,  should  interro- 


gate the  children  concerning  the  lessons  heard; 
they  should  examine  their  bonks,  and  if  they  per- 
ceive anything  hurtful  therein  they  should  supply 
mtidotes;  ami  they  should  wholly  keep  them  away 
bom  and  prohibit  them  the.  intercourse  aud  asso-  ( 
elation  with  those  fellow-pupils  from  whom  danger 
to  faith  and  morals  might  threaten,  or  whose  mor-  ; 
als  might  be  corrupt. 

But  whatsoever  parents  neglect  to  give  this  neces- 
sary Christiau  instruction  and  education,  or  allow 
them  to  frequent  schools  in  which  the  ruin  of  their 
souls  can  not  be  avoided;  or,  in  fine,  although 
there  be  a  suitable  Catholic  school,  properly  pro- 
vided aud  arranged,  in  the  same  place,  or 
although  they  may  bo  able  to  educate  their  chil- 
dren in  a  Catholic  manner  in  another  placo,  never- 
theless send  them  to  the  public  schools  without  a 
sufficient  reason,  and  without  taking  the  precau- 
tions by  which  the  danger  of  perversion  will  be 
changed,  from  proximate  to  remote — such  parents, 
il  they  be  contumacious,  cannot  be  absolved  in  the 
sacrainent  of  peuauee,  as  is  manifest  from  the  Cath- 
olic doctrine  of  morals." 

A  MANLY  UTTERANCE. 


The  only  paper  in  the  city  beside  the  Jolly 
Giant  that  has  the  courage  to  tell  the  truth  about 
tho  Roman  Catholic  Church  and  its  designs  Is  the 
"Chronicle"  from  whoso  editorial  columns  we 
take  pleasure  iu  extracting  the  following  manly, 
fearless  utterances.  Whatever  may  be  its  faults  it 
has  one  qnality  that  stands  out  in  bold  contrast 
with  every  other  daily  in  the  city,  namely,  it 
dares.  This  is  what  it  says  of  the  French  situa- 
tion: 

President  MacMahon  deceived  himself  if  he 
thought  lo  abandou  the  Republic  of  France  to  the 
cisalpine  and  transalpine  vultures  of  the  Ultramon- 
tane party  without  exciting  the  jealousy  and  op- 
position of  Germany.  The  act  is  hardly  done 
when  we  hear  from  Berlin  that  the  German  army 
in  Alsace  Lorraine  is  to  be  increased  by  16,000 
men;  and  all  because  the  German  Emperor  can- 
not trust  the  new  Vatican  Cabinet  appointed  by 
the  French  President  with  the  preservation  of 
peace  between  the  two  nations.  There  is  a  look 
about  the  late  startling  coup  at  Versailles  and 
the  resolves  of  the  Germans  to  strengthen  their 
army  on  the  Rhine,  which,  coupled  with  the  re- 
cent'outgivings  by  Von  Moltke,  is  calculated  to 
create  a  suspicion  that  the  event  in  France  had 
been  planned  aud  secretly  resolved  upon  a  good 
while  ago,  and  that  somehow  or  other  the  Ger- 
man Government  had  information  of  what  was 
coming.  There  is  no  doubt  now  that  the  Vati- 
can implacables  own  MacMahon,  and  are  prepared 
to  run  or  wreck  the  Goverment,  even  at  the  has- 
ard  of  a  foreign  war.  At  all  events  this  is  the 
German  view  of  the  situation,  and  that  Govern- 
ment, by  actious  and  not  by  words,  plainly  gives 
the  Freneh  President  to  understand  that  they  are 
not  to  be  caught  in  the  Papal  trap  unprepared 
with  the  means  of  cutting  a  way  out. 

Habits  of  the  Ostrich.— That  ostrich  do  not  sit 
on  their  eggs,but  leave  them  to  be  hatched  out  by  the 
heat  cf  the  sun,  is  upset  by  the  report  of  a  captain 
of  an  Algerian  regiment  in  the  "Bulletin"  of  the 
Paris  Acclimatisation  Society.  According  to  the 
same  authority,  the  number  of  eggs  laid  by  one  fe- 
male averages  about  eighteen,but  the  whole  of  these 
are  hardly  ever  sat  upon.  In  many  cases  they  are 
left  entirely  alone,  without  being  once  covered, and 
of  course  they  are  not  hatched.  In  those  cases 
where  the  birds  brood  over  the  eggs,  three  or  four 
are  always  ejected  from  the  nest.  This  apparent 
wantonness  on  the  part  of  the  parent  bird  has  its  ob- 
ject; and  the  object  is,  that  the  eggs  shall  serve  as 
food  for  the  chicks  till  they  are  big  enough  to  ac- 
company their  parents  to  the  breeding  grounds. 
An  ostrich's  nest  is  often  built  in  the  midst  of  a 
desert,  mauy  miles  away  from  a  blade  of  grass ;  and 
if  some  provision  were  not  made  for  the  young 
bird,  it  would  be  born  only  to  die.  This  fact  has 
been  proved  by  placing  some  food  cut  fine  near  the 
newly  hatched  ostraches,  but  they  refused  it,  and 
the  mother  having  broken  the  shells  of  several  of 
the  rejected  eggs,  they  greedily  ate  the  contents, 
swallowing  a  quantity  of  sand  with  the  yelk  of  the

SUPREME  COURT  DECISION. 


Bob  Ferral's  Machine  is  a  Court  cf  record — 
But  he  is  not  God — He  may  be  revived  on  Writ 
of  Error — or  any  other  writ  necessary— We  end 
not  yet. 

Following  is  the  decision  in  full  of  the  Su- 
preme Court  in  the  petition  of  Col.  Thistleton  to 
be  released  on  a  writ  of  habeas  corpus: 

Neither  the  Act  "to  create  the  City  Criminal 
Court,"  nor  any  other  Act  of  the  Legislature  to 
which  we  have  been  referred,  supplies  in  terms 
a  particular  move  of  taking  an  appeal  from  that 
Court  to  the  County  Court.    (Acts  1875-9,  p.  829.) 

The  point  has  been  made  by  counsel  for  peti- 
tioner: "The  omission  of  the  Legislature  to  pro- 
vide the  machinery  for  taking  appeals  in  these 
cases  (misdeameanors)  is  fatal  to  so  much  of  the 
Act  creating  the  City  Criminal  Court  as  attempts 
to  give  jurisdiction  to  try  them." 

Prior  to  the  amendments  of  1862  the  Constitu- 
tion read:  "The  Supreme  Court,  and  each  of  the 
Justices.  *  *  *  shall  have  power  to  issue  writs 
of  habeas  corpus.  They  shall  also  have  power  to 
issue  all  other  writs  and  process  necessary  to  the 
exercise  of  their  appellate  jurisdiction."  (Art.  6, 
Sec.  4.) 

Section  1  of  the  sixth  article  of  the  Constitution 
declares  that  the  judicial  power  shall  be  vested 
in  certain  Courts,  (there  enumerated,)  "and  in 
such  Recorders'  and  other  inferior  Courts  as  the 
Legislature  may  establish  in  any  incorporated  city 
or  town."  And  the  eighth  section  of  the  same 
article  gives  "appellate  jurisdiction"  to  the  County 
Court  "in  all  cases  arising  in  Courts  held  by  Jus- 
tices of  the  Peace  and  Recorders,  and  in  such 
inferior  Courts  as  may  be  established  in  pursu- 
ance of  Section  1  of  this  article." 

By  the  eighty-fifth  section  of  the  Code  of  Civil 
Proceedure,  tne  Legislature  has  expressly  author- 
ized the  County  Court,  if  that  Court  did  not  pre- 
viously possess  the  capacity, — "to  issue  all  writs 
necessary  to  the  exercise  of  its  powers." 

Whether  in  the  absence  of  a  statute  purporting  to 
grant  the  ,power,  a  Court  on  which  the  Consti- 
tution has  conferred  certain  jurisdiction,  would 
have  the  power  by  rule  to  establish  the  manner  in 
which  an  individual,  or  the  people,  could  set  in  mo- 
tion machinery  for  bringing  within  its  judicial  cog- 
nizance the  person  of  a  defendant  and  an  appropri- 
ate subject-matter,  and  of  prosecuting  a  proper 
plaint  to  judgment,  is  a  question  which  need  not 
now  be  considered.  It  has  never  been  doubted  that 
the  Legislature  may  authorize  a  Court  (if,  indeed, 
such  power  is  not  inherent  in  every  Court  of  rec- 
ord) to  establish  a  practice,  or  rules  for  the  asser- 
tion and  prosecution  of  demands  on  behalf  of  the 
public  or  an  individual  which  may  come  within 
its  jurisdiction.  The  clause  of  the  eighty-flflh  sec- 
tion of  the  code  of  Civil  Procedure  above  quoted 
adds  nothing  to  the  jurisdiction  conferred  on  the 
County  Court,  but  provides  for  a  means  of  employ- 
ing a  portion  of  that  jurisdiction.  As  the  Legisla- 
ture was  authorized  to  declare  the  power  in  the 
County  Court  to  issue  all  writs  necessary  to  its  ju- 
risdiction, and  has  so  declared,  that  Court  possess- 
es the  power  to  the  same  extent  as  if  in  terms  it 
were  conferred  by  the  Constitution  itself. 

On  reaing  the  eigth  section  of  the  sixth  article  of 
the  Constitution  in  connection  with  the  clause  of 
the  Code  of  Civil  Prucedure,  the  similarity  of  the 
phraseology  to  that  employed  in  the  fourth  section 
of  the  same  article  of  the  Constitution,  denning  the 
jurisdiction  and  powers  ot  the  Supreme  Court  (as 
the  same  stood  prior  to  the  amendments  of  1862)  is 
at  once  apparent. 

And  under  the  provision  of  the  Constitution  last 
referred  to  ithas  been  repeatedly  held  that,  in  the 
absence  of  statutory  machine  for  repeal, a  case  may 
be  brought  to  this  Court  by  writ  of  error.  (Middle- 
ton  vs.  Gould,5  Cal..  190 ;  Adams  vs.  Town,  3  id.,247 
S.  P.  &  N.  R.  R.  Co.  V3.  Hanlon,  24  id.,  334.) 

The  constitution  of  Alabama,  gave  to  the  Su- 
preme Court  of  that  State  appellate  jurisdiction  in 
criminal  cases,  with  power  to  issue  such  remedial 
writs  as  might  be  necessary  to  the  employment  o  t 
suchjurisdiction.  It  was  held  in  Lyons  vs.  the 
State,  (5  Alabama,  236)— the  Legislature  having 
neglected  to  prescribe  regulations  by  which  the  con 
stitutional  jurisdiction  was  to  be  exercised — that 
the  record  and  judgment  in   a  criminal    case  could 


moved  be  irom  the  inferior  Court  by  writ  of  error. 

The  writ  of  error,  under  our  law,  is  a  writ  ex 
debito  justitiae,  wherever,  by  reason  of  error,a  j  udg- 
ment  of  a  court  of  record  ought  not  to 
stand,  and  an  appeal  is  not  provided  by  staute.  We 
are  convinced  that  under  the  Constitution  and 
Code  it  may  issue  from  the  County  Court  to  the 
City  Criminal  Court. 

It  is  urged,  however.that  the  last  is  not  a  court  of 
record,  because,  although  it  has  a  clerk  and  record 
it  has  no  seal.  But  this  suggests  too  narrow  a  defi- 
nition of  the  words"courts  of  record"  as  these  words 
are  employed  in  modern  days,  and  too  broad  a  defi- 
nition, perhaps,  as  they  were  formerly  used. 

In  England — and  in  some  of  the  States — every 
court  which  had  jurisdiction  to  fine  and  imprison 
was  a  court  of  record,  and  the  very  erection  of  a  new 
jurisdiction,  with  power  of  fine  and  imprisonment, 
made  "instantly  a  court  of  record."  (3  Blacks  Com., 
24-5,)  The  City  Criminal  Court  has  power  to  fine 
and  imprison,  and  is,  therefore,  plainly  a  court  of 
record  within  the  older  definalion. 

In  Thayer  vs.  Commonwealth,  the  writ  issued  to 
a  Justice  of  the  Peace,  and  it  was  intimated  by  Shaw, 
C.  J.  (12  Mete,  11),  that  it  is  perhaps  impossible  to 
decide  as  an  abstract  question  whether  a  statutory 
Court — with  jurisdiction  in  part,  special,  and  in 
part  common  law —  is  a  Court  ot  Record  according 
to  any  ancient  and  established  definition  of  those 
terms.  The  definition  there  given,  and  which  has 
been  approved  by  standard  authorities,  is  "a  judic- 
ial tributes  and  exercising  functions  independently 
of  the  person  of  the  magistrate  designated  generally 
to  hold  it,  and  proceeding  according  to  the  cause 
of  the  common  law." 

The  foregoing  implies  a  written  record,  but  not  a 
seal.  On  the  other  hand,  the  fact  that  a  Court  has 
a  seal.or  even  that  a  permanent  record  is  kept  of  its 
proceedings  does  not,  of  itself,  in  the  modern  law 
stamp  its  character  as  a  Court  of  record.  (Rovier, 
"Court  of  Record.")  The  City  Criminal  Court.with 
its  clerk  and  baliff.an  where  the  p.-oceedings  are  on 
indictment  and  by  trial  byjury.is  a  Court  of  Record. 

Even  if  we  entertained  doubt,  as  to  whether  the 
writ  of  error  is  a  proper  mode  of  taking  the  judg- 
ment of  the  City  Criminal  Court  to  the  County 
Court,  we  should  be  inclined  to  the  opinion,  that — 
the  Code — it  would  be  authorized, on  application  of 
the  defendant,  to  frame  and  issue  an  appropriate 
writ  for  the  purpose  of  bringing  up  the  alleged 
errors  committed  by  the  inferior  Court. 

The  petitioner  must  be  remanded  to  custody,  and 
it  is  so  ordered :  McKinbtry,  J.

EVERYWHERE  THE  SAME. 


Everywhere  throughout  all  the  earth  the  Roman 
Catholic  Church  is  the  genins  of  discord  and  strife, 
seeking  to  subordinate  the  State  to  the  Church. 
This  from  the  Melbourne  "Leader"  shows  what  is 
going  on  there: 

The  Education  Act  is  being  assailed  in  a  new 
form.  The  Roman  Catholic  clergy,  finding  no 
doubt,  that  it  is  easier  to  talk  about  an  exclusive 
system  of  education  than  to  maintain  one,  have  put 
forward  the  laity  to  Parliament  against  the  exist- 
ing State  system.  Peliliuus  were  presented  on 
Tuesday  from  several  parts  of"  the  country,  asking 
practically  for  a  return  to  deuominalionalism.  It 
is  somewhat  singular  that  some  ten  or  a  dozen  dis 
tricts  should  be  moved  simultaueously  to  this  at- 
tack, and  that  their  alleged  grievance  should  be 
preferred  in  almost  a  sterotyped  form.  The  excep- 
tion is  the  Creswick  petition,  which  humbly  states 
the  case,  and  modestly  proposes  to  make  the  whole 
State  scheme  subservient  to  the  necessities  of 
Roman  Catholicism.  The  proposition,  reduced  to 
simple  terms,  is  this:  Allow  the  Roman  Catholic 
priesthood  to  conduct  their  schools  as  they  please, 
or,  as  they  put  it,  "in  accordance  with  the  require- 
ments of  their  religion,"  and  give  them  a  subsidy, 
and  they  will  make  education  free,  and  •  give  the 
same  secular  results  as  the  State  schools.  No  one, 
of  course,  will  be  deceived  as  to  the  character  of 
this  proposal.  The  State  educatioaal  system  has 
proved  to  be  too  much  for  the  "free  and  flashing 
sword"  of  the  Slatteries,  and  priestly  denunciation 


has  frightened  from  their  propriety  none  save  a 
few  old  women  who  believe  in  the  infallability  of 
clerical  wisdom.  Consequently,  a  change  of  tac- 
tics is  necessary.  The  Roman  Catholic  priesthood 
can  accord  very  little  credit  to  those  outside  the 
pale  of  their  older  for  discernment,  or  they  would 
never  have  made  so  puerile  attempt  upon  an  edu- 
cational system  founded  upon  principles  that  their 
proposal  is  diametrically  opposed  to.  Given  to 
the  Roman  Catholics  that  all  they  ask  for,  and  the 
first  step  is  at  once  taken  in  the  direction  of  abol- 
ishing the  State  secular  system  of  education.

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A  Marine  Cariosity. 

A  Vessel  Propelled  by  Streams  of  Wat' r 
Pumped  from  Her  Hall. 


[From  the  Baltimore  Gazette,  May  9.] 

About  three  years  ago  an  intelligent  mechanic  ot 
Baltimore  began  to  put  in  shape  some  ideas  he  had 
concerning  water  as  a  propelling  power  for  vessels. 
He  believed  that  by  judicious  manipulation  a  boat 
could  be  propelled  without  wheel  or  screw.  With 
an  inventor's  sublime  faith  in  the  correctness  ot 
his  theory,  he  gave  his  spare  moments  to  putting 
his  ideas  into  practical  form.  He  built  a  model  and 
launched  her  in  a  trough.  He  "fired  up"  with  ker- 
osene and  raised  steam  to  wrk  his  pump.  The  ex- 
periment with  the  working  model  satisfied  the  in- 
ventor that  he  was  on  the  right  track.  But  between 
that  model  and  the  trim  little  Alpha,  which  ran 
down  the  bay  on  her  trial  trip  yesterday,  there  was 
a  wide  gulf  of  hope,disappointment,hard  work  and 
expectation. 

At  one  o'clock  p.  m.  yesterday  Mr.  Geo.  G.  Cald- 
well, the  inventor;  Capt.  Jermiah  (Jotterell,  master 
Mr.  John  Ahern, business  agent, and  Mr.  Wm.  War- 
ren, who  had  aided  Mi,  Caldwell,  went  on  board  at 
the  Long  Dock,  accompanied  by  representatives  of 
the  press.  The  Alpha  is  a  Baltimore  built  boat, con- 
structed on  the  tug-boat  model  and  as  neat  a  thing 
of  the  kind  as  there  is  afloat.  She  is  43  feet  in  length 
and  has  10}^  feet  of  beam.  She  is  furnished  with 
19-horse  power  horizontal  tubular  boiler  and  a  No. 
7  Knowles  pump.  From  the  pump  to  the  stern 
two  lines  of  pipe  which  strike  the  water  about  3 
feet  beneath  the  surface.  Two  similar  lines  run  to  the 
bow.  The  pump  drives  through  each  pipe  %%  inch 
stream,  which  enters  the  water  through  a  %  inch 
nozzle.  With  sixty  pounds  of  steam  .the  pump 
makes  180  strokes  to  the  minute,  each  stroke  driv- 
ing a  stream  into  the  body  of  water. 

This  is  all  there  is  about  this  wonderful  device. 
And  yet,  under  all  the  disadvantages  of  a  trial  trip, 
this  was  the  device  which  yesterday  enabled  the 
Alpha  to  make  ten  knots  an  hour  under  sixty  pounds 
pressure.  There  was  not "  a  ripple  astern  and  no 
perceptible  displacement  of  the  water,  except  the  lit- 
tle made  by  the  cutting  of  the  bow.  She  was  back- 
ed with  perfect  ease.  To  back  the  boat  the  stream 
is  driven  through  the  bow  nozzle  and  the  craftobeys 
on  the  instant.  If  the  boat  was  to  spring  a  leak, the 
pump  would  simply  draw  its  supply  from  the  hold 
and  go  on  with  its  work.  It  is  claimed  that  a  vessel 
provided  with  this  appliance  could  not  sink  under 
ordinary  leakage.  For  prudential  reasons  there 
were  no  experiments  in  this  line  yesterday. 

A  remarkable  feature  of  the  Caldwell  contrivance 
is  that  the  power  which  propels  will  also  steer.  To 
accomplish  this  the  nozzles  are  worked  alternately 
from  side  to  side,  using  the  streams  as  levers.on  the 
principle  of  the  oar.  There  is  yet  another  use  to 
which  the  device  can  be  applied.  In  case  of  fire  on 
board  or  about  the  docks  a  line  of  hose  is  attached 
to  the  pump,  and  in  a  second  there  is  a  floating 
steam  engine  which  could  at  least  hold  its  own 
with  anything  on  wheels.  The  inventor  claims  that 
his  device  can  be  profitably  applied  to  any  vessel, 
although  it  is  mainly  intended  for  canal  service, 
where  the  demand  is  for  a  cheap  propeller  that  will 
not  wash  the  banks.  Mr.  Caldwell  declares  that 
both  the  first  and  after  cost  of  his  invention  will  be 
far  less  than  that  of  anything  now  in  use.  The  en- 
tire driving  apparatus  is  below,  and  no  part  of  it 
could  be  carried  away  by  accident  or  design. 

The  whole  thing  is  so  simple  that  there  is  not 
much  to  get  out  of  order, and  nothing  that  could  not 
easily  be  repaired.  The  attempt  of  the  British  Gov- 
ernment in  1866  to  apply  water  as  a  propelling 
power  to  vessels  is  the  only  similar  effort  within 
our  knowledge.  The  Water  Witch  was  propelled 
by  streams  forced  out  at  the  sides,  a  rotatory 
fan  supplying  the  powor.  The  Water  Witch  achiev- 
ed a  failure  and  retired  from  business.  Mi.  Cald- 
well's invention  has  been  patented  in  Europe  as 
well  as  in  this  country.  Of  its  merits  it  can  only 
be  said  that  it  works  and  does  its  task.

Our  artist  this  week  presents  a  perfect  1  Ikeness  of 
the  most  brilliant  orator  in  the  United  States,  and 
that  means  the  world.  Sir.  Iugersoll  is  a  citizen 
of  Illinois,  a  good  lawyer  and  an  expert 
politician.  He  first  achieved  a  reputation  at  the 
St.  Louis  Republican  Convention  in  lhat  speech  of 
unapproachable  eloquence  in  which  he  placed  be- 
fore the  Convention  the  man  who  ought  to  have 
been  elected  President,  James  G.  Blaine.  His  fame 
as  an  orator  dates  from  that  moment.  It  was  stated 
at  the  time  by  those  who  heard  it,  that  no  such  im- 
passioned eloquence  ever  before  fell  from  the  lips 
of  an  American.  Though  his  favorite  candidate 
and  his  personal  friend  was  beaten  for  the  nomina- 
tion by  methods  about  which  the  less  said  the 
better  for  those  who  participated  in  them,  Col.  In- 
gersoll  took  the  stump  for  Governor  Hayes  and 
threw  the  whole  weight  of  his  manly  eloquence  in- 
to that  campaign  and  became  a  most  powerful  fac- 
tor in  the  success  of  the  Republican  party  in  the 
West.  His  war  record  is  also  everyway  worthy  a  pat- 
riotic American.  In  1858  he  was  the  Douglass  Dem- 
ocratic candidate  for  Congress  from  the  Fifth  Illi- 
nois district,  and  was  quite  successfully  beaten  by 
the  Republican  candidate,  Hon.  William  Kellogg. 
He;raised  the'Eleventh  Illinois  Cavalry,  and  lead  its 
brilliant  charges  on  the  field  of  Shiloh.  Since  the 
war  he  has  been  elected  Attorney-General  of  the 
State  of  Illinois  on  the  Republican  ticket.  Dur- 
ing the  last  few  months  he  has  been  winning  bright- 
er laurels  than  any  before  won  in  the  field  of  popu- 
lar lectures.  The  subjects  he  chooses  are  such  that 
no  other  living  man  could  handle  them  as  he  does 
without  calling  down  on  him  the  fiercest  denunci- 
ations. He  makes  sad  havoc  with  all  relgiious. 
faiths,  creeds,  dogmas,  but  in  such  a  humourously 
pursuasive  style  as  to  turn  his  hearers  though  of 
the  strictest  sect  into  admirers  and  well  nigh  dis- 
arm all  criticism. 

His  lecture  last  Tuesday  evening  far  exceeded 
the  highest  expectations  his  fame  had  raised. 
Piatt's  Hall  was  packed  with  the  most  enthusiastic 
audience  that  has  ever  met  in  this  city  since  the 
days  when  the  silvery  tones  of  the  immortal  Baker 
swayed  the  discordant  and  turbulent  masses  of  the 
Pacific  Coast  in  favor  of  a  war  for  the  Union  of 
States.

NEWSPAPER  DECISIONS. 


1.  Any  person  who  takes  a  paper  regularly  from 
a  post  office,whether  directed  in  his  name  or  anoth 
er's,or  whether  he  has  subscribed  or  not,  is  respon-- 
ble  for  payment. 

2.  If  a  person  orders  his  paper  discontinued  he 
must  pay  arrears,  or  the  publishers  may  continue 
to  send  it  until  payment  is  made,  and  then  collect 
the  whole  amount,  whether  the  paper  is  taken  from 
the  office  or  not. 

3  The  courts  have  decided  that  refusing  to  take 
newspapers  or  periodicals  from  the  •post-office,  or 
removing  and  leaving  them  uncalled  for,  is  prima 
acie  evidence  of  intentional  fraud.

The  only  way- 
the  service  can  be  done  at  this  figure  without  ac- 
tual loss  is  to  keep  corpses  on  hand  till  he  gets  a 
wagon  load  of  them,before  making  the  trip.  The 
chances  are  that  the  graves  are  not  very  deep .

SPAIN    AND    THE    PAPACY. 

[From  the  Philadelphia  "Express"  April,  19.] 

Spain  is  the  last  slronghold  of  Roman  Catholic- 
ism in  Europe.  There  is  probably  no  other  coun- 
try in  which  the  papacy  exercised  so  powerful  and 
unquestionable  au  influence,  and  Protestants  are 
therefore  justified  in  calling  attention  to  the  (act 
that  there  is  no  other  European  country  which 
shows  a  greater  amount  of  ignorance.  And  yet  in 
Spaiu  a  liberal  spirit  is  struggling  for  breathing 
space  aud  light,  and  has  acquired  sufllcieut  power 
to  make  itself  felt  as  a  motive  force  iu  politics,  and 
to  call  forth  the  protests  and  anathemas  of  the  re- 
pretentatives  of  the  papacy.  According  to  the 
treaty  between  Spain  and  the  Pope,  dating  so  far 
hack  as  1851,  the  Romisli  Church  is  established  as 
the  sole  aud  supreme  religious  authority  iu  Spain. 
No  heretical  teaching  is  permitted;  even  private  as 
well  as  public  schools  are  to  be  under  the  super- 
vision of  Roman  Catholic  bishops,  and  the  secular 
power  is  pledged  to  support  the  bishops  in  what- 
ever measures  they  adopt,  to  oppose  the  spread  of 
non-Catholic  teaching.and  especially  to  prevent  the 
printing,  introduction  and  circulation  of  books 
which, according  to  the  peculiar  idea  of , the  Popish 
authorities,  are  of  a  wicked  character,  having  a  ten- 
dency to  create  a  pernicious  iufluence. 

Lately,  however,  in  a  new  Constitution  intro- 
duced by  the  Spanish  Government,  a  clause  has 
been  inserted  to  the  effect  that  no  one  who  respects 
Christian  morality  shall  be  punished  on  account  of 
his  religious  opinion,  or  for  worshiping  God  in 
his  own  way  ;  but  even  this  moderate  concession  is 
qualified  by  the  addition  of  a  proviso,  which  may 
mean  much  or  lillle,according  to  the  spirit  of  those 
who  interpret  it,  viz.:  that  all  ceremonies  and  pub- 
lic manifestations,  other  than  those  of  the  State  re- 
ligion,are  forbidden.  What  constitutes  ceremonies 
aud  public  manifestations  has  not  been  authorita- 
tively defined  ;  but  some  lawyers  have  (gpressed  the 
opinion  that  the  prohibition  applies  to  the  holding 
of  public  worship  by  Protestants.  This  slight  con- 
cession, however,  to  liberty  of  religious  opinion 
has  thrown  the  clerical  party  into  a  fever  of  indig- 
nation and  alarm;  and  has  evoked  from  Rome  a  re- 
buke and  a  remonstrance,  couched  in  those  terms 
of  invective,  alternately  fierce  and  hysterical,  which 
the  hierarchal  papal  power  knows  so  well  bow  to 
use. 

The  Pope  has  addressed  a  letter  to  the  Cardinal 
Archbishop  of  Toledo,  iu  which,  after  referring  to 
the  article  ill  the  new  Constitution,  the  substance  of 
which  is  quoted  above,  he  says,  "We  declare  that 
article  XI,  which  pretends  to  be  able  to  give  free- 
dom of  worship  to  the  country,  violates  every  right 
of  truth  and  of  the  Catholic  religion,  annuls  illegal- 
ly the  concordat  between  the  Holy  See  and  the 
(Spanish  nation;  lays  the  Stale  opeu  to  the  charge 
of  wrong  doing;  aud  opens  a  road  10  error,  which 
is  but  the  precursor  of  a  long  succession  of  minor 
ills  to  a  nation  which  has  been  so  long  a  true  lover 
ol  Catholic  unity. 

After  reading  this  declaration  of  the  Pope,  we 
pause  to  take  breath;  for  its  mingled  audacity  aud 
blindniss  is  strange  to  witness,  even  in  the  Ro- 
mish Church.  Spaiu,  alas,  has  already  bad  to  en- 
dure, in  spile  of  her  love  for  Catnolic  unity,  a  long 
succession  of  minor  ills;  and  to  lookers  on, not  gift- 
ed with  the  infallibility  of  the  Vatican,  it  seems 
that  odc  of  the  first  conditions  of  her  recovery  is, 
that  she  should  shake  herself  free  from  thai  moral 
aud  intellectual  despotism  which  has  darkened  her 
life  for  many  generations. 

The  Jews  are  just  about  to  present  a  memorial  to 
King  Alfouso,  praying  for  the  revocaiion  of  the 
edict  by  which,  in  1492,  the  members  of  tbeir  race, 
to  the  number  or200,0U0  were  driven  forth  from  the 
country.  Their  expulsion  was  not  only  an  act  of 
shameless  cruelty  and  wrong,  but  it  iuflicted  an  in- 
jury on  Spain,  from  which  she  never  has  fully  re- 
covered; depriving  her,  as  it  did,  of  a  multitude  of 
her  ablest  and  most  useful  citizens,  and  yet  this  de- 
cree of  exclusion  remains  iu  force  to  tue  present 
hour. 

This  is  but  an  example  of  a  policy  which  has 
been  aB  short-sighted  as  it  has  been  inhuman,  and 
inspired  by  a  cowardly  terror  of  any  approach  to 
freedom  ot  opinion.  Those  who  think  that  the 
Church  of  Rome  has  modified  or  altered  her  imper- 
ious assumption  and  cruel  intolerance  will  be  un- 
deceived if  they  will  but  open  their  eyes  to  what  is  i 


going  on  at  the  present  day.  To  the  assurances  so- 
frequently  made  that  the  Roman  spirit  of  persecu- 
tion is  dead,  and  that  it  belongs  only  to  men,  and 
not  to  the  Church,  it  is  only  needful  to  give  one  re- 
ply.    Look  at  Spain. 


•REFORMING"  THE  BUNKO  GAMEft 


Here  is  a  partial  illustration  ot  the  reform  in 
miile  management  which  has  Been  inagurated.  It 
is  one  of  the  moal.  stringent  rules  of  the  Stock 
Boards  that  no  member  shall,  charge  a  less  com- 
mission  than  established  rates,  and  this  is  enfor- 
ced by  severe  penalties.  John  C.  Wiuans  is  a  mem- 
ber of  the  San  Francisco  Stock  Board,  and  consid- 
ering the  scarcity  of  lambs,  and  the  shortness  of 
grass  of  late,  John  concluded  not  to  make  mutton 
of  his  Iamb  at  once,  but  only  to  pluck  part  of  his 
fleece  now,  aud  defer  eating  him  till  another  time. 
Perhaps  John  thought,  as  a  matter  of  business,  it 
would  pay  better  to  prolong  the  lambs'  life  a  lit- 
tle ;  that  he  might,  fleece  him  a  few  times  more  and 
then  eat  him.  But  whatever  his  motives  he  accep- 
ted a  trifle  less  than  the  regulation  rates  of  eommis- 
mission  for  buying  or  selling  a  little  dab  of  wild- 
cat minning  stock  for-onc  of  his  customers,  John's 
meroy  for  his  lamb,  or  regard  for  his  own  interest, 
whichever  it  was,  cost  him  dearly,  for  no  sooner 
did  the  reformers  of  mine  management,  and  pro. 
motors  of  confidence  learn  of  it  than  they  plucked 
him  of  his  all  his  spare  coin  aud  turned  him  out 
of  the  synagogue.  The  Board  suspended  him  and 
fined  him  five  thousand  dollars.  John  C.  Winacs 
now  considers  himself  thoroughly  reformed.  He 
is  now  looking  around  for  another  lamb  on  which 
to  illustrate/he  new  management  inaugurated  at  the 
Palace  Hotel  the  other  night. 


Let  ds  See. — It  is  reported  of  Secietary  Sher- 
man, that  he  says  that  whatever  is  done  under  the 
Resumption  Act  will  be  communicated  first  to  the 
public.  Now  let  us  have  faith  that  this  promise, 
which  sounds  so  well  to  the  ear,  will  not  be  broken 
to  the  hope.  A  few  such  official  acts  are  in  order- 
just  now.  They  would  do  much  to  restore  that 
confidence  in  official  integrity  which  has  almost, 
died  out  of  men's  hearts.  Now  that  the  proclama- 
tion has  gone  forth,  let  us  see  if  the  performance- 
will  match  it.  Let  us  see  if  a  knowledge  of  the  Sec- 
retary's movements  under  the  Resumption  Act  be 
not  first  peddled  out  to  a  favored  few  whereby  a. 
few  cool  millions  can  be  turned.    Let  us  see. 


A  CATnoLic  conflict  in  Spain. — A  Madrid  tele- 
gram of  May  18,  states  that  a  conflict  had  occured 
at  Sabanell,  in  Catalonia,  between  Carlists  and 
Liberals.

of  provoking  civil  war.  This,  of  course,  was  a. 
weak  invention  to  suit  the  occasion,  and  furnish  an 
excuse  for  doing  nothing.  How  not  to  do  any- 
thing is  reduced  to  a  fine  art  in  all  Spanish  coun- 
tries, but  how  not  to  offend  (he  Catholic-  Church, 
blooms  there  in  absolute  perfection.

STILL  TRYING  OUR  CASE. 


We  have  before  called  attention  to  the  unfair 
course  pursued  by  the  daily  press  in  relation  to 
our  recent  cases  in  different  courts.  Our  cause  of 
complaint  is  more  particularly  against  the  "Bulle- 
tin" and  "Call,"  whose  proprietors  Wave  been  repeat- 
edly found  guilty  of  libels  and  made  to  respond  in 
heavy  damages.  ThoBe  sanctimonious  lawyers 
have  each  time  tried  our  case  and  pronounced 
judgment  in  advance  of  toe  action  of  the  courts. 
When  any  move  for  appeal  or  other  remedy  was 
made  in  our  behalf  those  papers  instantly  screamed 
in  the  ears  of  the  courts,  "you  can't-do  that,"  which 
being  interpreted  means,  "we  are  purveyors  of  pub- 
lic sentiment  and  our  small  advertisers,  being 
mostly  Catholics,  demand  that  you  render  judg- 
ment against  Thietleton  every  time.  We  shall 
make  you  feel  the  influence  of  our  two  papers  if 
you  don't,  It  was  so  iu  the  City  Criminal  Court; 
it  was  so  in  the  County  Court,  and  also  in  the  Fif- 
teenth District  Court,  and  again  in  the  Supreme 
Court.  And  now  that  the  Supreme  Court  have 
decided  that  we  have  one  remedy  left,  a  writ  of 
error,from  the  County  Court,  the  "Bulletin"  shrieks 
at  the  top  of  its  voice : 

"This  decision  also  cuts  off  all  chance  of  escape 
by  Thislleton  from  his  present  sentence,  unless  the 
County  Court  should  find  some  fatal  error  in  the 
proceedings,  which  is  not  probable." 

Note  the  last  four  words:  "which  is  not  proba; 
ble."  They  are  evidently  intended  for  the  eye  of  the 
presiding  judge  of  the  County  Court.  It  is  another 
judgment  in  advance  of  the  hearing  of  the  case 
rendered  by  the  newspapers.  It  is  a  shameless  per- 
version of  the  functions  of  the  press.  It  is  no  whit 
better  than  to  bribe  a  judge  or  pack  a  jury  and 
equally  subversive  of  the  rights  of  the  defendant. 
As  appropos  to  this  subject  we  quote  a  few  words 
from  the  Philadelphia  "Express"  concerning  a  case 
that  happened  lately  in  that  city,  as  follows: 

"The  editor  who,  during  the  course  of  a  trial  con- 
tinues giving  his  opinions  as  to  the  evidence,  and 
pointing  out  what  the  jury  should  do,  or  is  likely 
to  do,  is  to  our  mind  as  much  guilty  of  an  offence 
against  justice  as  the  individual  who  attempts  to 
pack  the  jury;  and  he  should  be  considered  as  an 
enemy  to  society,  and  his  newspaper  avoided  by 
every  good  citizen." 

We  may  with  propriety  add  that  those  editors 
who,  at  every  stage  of  proceedings,  have  been  con- 
tinually pointing  out  what  the  court  would  not  or 
that  judge  could  not  do  is  a  worse  "enemy  of  soci- 
ety" and  a  more  cowardly  wretch  than  any  other. 
■ ^     ■     ^ 

That  was  an  expressive  remark  of  a  practical 
man  regarding  the  woman  of  the  period,  "She  don't 
know  enough  to  bile  hot  water."

A  Bill  that  don't  Draw.— The  delinquent  list 
of  the  Julia  mine  makes  a  nine  column  advertise- 
ment iu  the  Gold  Hill"News."  When  we  consider 
that  the  same  list  is  published  in  four  or  more  San 
Francisco  papers,  not  one  of  which  could  live  a 
month  without  the  income  derived  from  assessment 
and  delinquent  notices,  we  can  make  somo  esti 
mate  of  the  interest  these  organs  feel  in  coaxing  the 
public  in.  The  changes  have  all  been  rung  on  all 
the  inducements.  At  one  time  it  was  hinted  that 
the  bonanza  firm  were  buying  up  all  the  Comstock ; 
then  it  was  the  Sutro  Tunnel  Company;  then  it  was 
some  mysterious  combination  whose  identity  could 
not  be  found  out,  and  the  last  yarn  was  that  English 
capitalists  had  already  captured  the  Tunnel  and 
were  now  bearing  the  market  and  gathering  in  the 
shares  at  the  same  time.  But  these  are  all  insuffi- 
cient to  alarm  people  into  paying  a  dollar  assest- 
ment  on  thirty  cent  stock.  The  bill  presented  by 
the  stock  dealing  programme  sheets,  however  at- 
tractive it  may  appear  in  print  as  a  sensation  is  one 
lhat  don't  draw  a  full  house. 


THE    FALSE    ALARM   RING. 


The  daily  paper  says : 

Some  miscreant  turned  in  four  false  alarms  on 
Friday  night.  It  was  very  evident  that  the  party 
who  rung  in  Ihe  alarm  was  well  acquainted  with 
the  exact  locale  of  the  boxes  as  the  last  box  is  not 
situated  within  200  feet  of  the  place  mentioned  in 
the  official  list,  and  would  not  be  easily  found  by 
one  not  acquainted.  Another  circumstance  that 
shows  the  parly  was  not  a  novice  in  the  business  of 
turning  in  alarms  is  the  fact  lhat  only  automatic 
boxes  were  tampered  with,  they  working  easier  and 
with  less  noise  than  the  crank,  and  consequently 
the  operator  was  less  liable  to  capture.  A  short 
time  before  the  alarm  from  Box  53  was  rung  in, 
officer  Doyle  states  that  he  saw  a  man  open  Box  68, 
on  the  corner  of  Brannan  and  Fourth  streets,  also 
automatic,  and  immediately  started  for  him,  but 
the  man,  discovering  him,  left  the  box  and  ran 
across  a  vacant  lot  which  was  full  of  holes,  and  the 
officer  fell  and  the  rascal  escaped.  Doyle  describe 
him  as  about  5  feet  7  or  8  inches  in  bight,  thin, and 
wearing  dark  clothes.  In  responding  to  the  alarms 
two  horses  were  lamed,one  belonging  to  Engine  No. 
2.  A  hydrant  was  broken  by  Engine  No.  10  while 
coming  out  of  the  engine-house  on  Folsom  street, 
and  the  water  flooded  the  cellars  of  the  houses  ad- 
joining." [JM 
^Following  is  what  the  daily  paper  did  not  say: 
The  presumption  is  so  strong  that  it  amounts  to  a 
conviction,  that  there  is  a  ring  formed  for  the  pur- 
pose of  turning  on  false  fire  alarms.  What  can  be 
the  object  of  such  a  ring?  The  average  citizen 
will  innocently  ask.  Perhaps  we  can  throw  some 
light  on  the  subject.  It  is  said  to  cost  the  city  on 
the  average  a  hundred  dollars  for  repairs  to  engines 
and  trucks  every  time  an  engine  turns  out  at  an 
alarm,  even  when  not  called  into  service.  Now 
when  times  are  dull  with  the  shops  which  do  the 
repairing  for  the  fire  department,  what  can  be 
more  convenient  than  to  have  a  dozen  or  so  engines 
and  hose  trucks  to  repair?  And  if  there  are  none 
that  need  repairing  what  can  be  more  simple  and 
easy  of  execution  than  to  secure  the  service  of  a 
professional  false  alarmist!  The  accidents  noted 
in  the  paragraph  quoted  above  from  the  daily  pa- 
per disclose  fie  results  of  the  false  alarm.  We  ven- 
ture to  say  that  business  was  brisk  in  the  repair 
shops  next  morning.  When  it  becomes  dull  again 
it  will  be  in  order  to  turn  on  a  few  more  alarms- 
Then  there  will  be  more  engines  to  repair  and  the 
city  foots  the  bill.  If  any  taxpayer  feels  sufficient 
interest  in  this  matter  let  him  investigate  for  him- 
self.

the  money  out  of  me.    I  have   just   returned  from 
Colfax.    On  my  way  there  I  met  a  man  from   Fol- 
som  driving  cattle  into  Nevada.    He  asked  me    if 
I  wanted  work  and  engaged  me  to  keep  the  stock 
from  running  back  on  the  wagon  road   after  they 
were  driven  through  the  chaparel.    He  then  asked 
my  name.    When  I  had  told  it  he   said  he  did  not 
want  me  as    I  refused  to  give  the    Priest  in  Sacra- 
mento $100  toward    the   Christian  Borthers     Col- 
lege, he  at  the  same  time  hired  an  Indian  boy  to  do 
the  work.    I  have    been  told  that  if  I  do  not  cive 
the  money  to  a  religion   I  do  not  believe  in  that   I 
will  be  prevented  from  getting  employment  on  the 
Coast  and  will  be  obliged  to  go  back  to  New  Jer- 
sey to  Peter  Cooper  to  get  employment.

the  establishment  and  support    of  school  societies. 

Third— Statistical  reports  on  Catholic  school 
matters  in  our  country  are  desirable  to  always  have 
a  full  knowledge  on  the  statues  of  schools. 

The  resolutions  passed  unanimously,  without  de 
bate,  showing  that  it  was  a  cut  and  dried  afiair. 
The  programme  was  undoubtedly  made  up  at  Rome 
by  and  with  the  advice  of  the.Bishops  and  other 
Church  dignitaries  in  this  country. 

First  let  it  be  remembered  that  the  Catholic 
Church  has  made  a  desperate  fight  to  emasculate 
the  school  fund,  which  fight  they  have  loBt,  but 
they  have  not  given  up  the  contest.  The  question 
with  them  next  was  how  to  accomplish  the  same 
end  by  other  means.  Evidently  a  plan  has  been 
adopted.  They  will  not  fight  the  Free  Schools  any 
more.  Oh  no !  They  are  in  favor  of  them ;  they  are 
going  to  have  free  schools  of  their  own  all  over  the 
United  States.  They  will  stop  the  open  warfare  on 
the  Public  Schools  and  slide  along  smoothly  for  a 
year  or  two,  and  then  begin  again  to  lay  a  claim 
for  a  division  of  the  Public  School  Fund  on  the 
ground  that  theirs  are  free  schools  too.  This  is  a 
sympathy  dodge  and  will  he  worked  for  all  It  is 
worth.

Last  week  we  accused  Father  Gallagher  of  intend- 
ing to  come  up  on  Ihe  blind  side  of  our  next  Legis- 
lature on  the  subject  of  a  division  of  the  School 
Fund  in  favor  of  his  Free  School  in  this  city.  We 
felt  convinced  that  it  was  only  a  crafty  game  of  the 
Chuicb.i  to  accomplish  Jby  indirection,  what  she 
had  failed  to  do  directly.  But  we  were  not  pre- 
pared  for  what  seems  to  be  a  more  extended  conspi- 
racy.    Father  Gallagher  is  not  alone  in  it. 

The  German  Catholics  are  holding  a  secret  con- 
spiracy against  the  peace  and  good  order  of  the 
country  of  their  adoption  at  Cleveland,  Ohio,  and 
on  Wednesday  last  they  passed  the  following  reso- 
lutions. 

Firat—The  Catholics  do  not  fight  the  school  sys- 
tem now  in  existence  but  leave  it  to  itself  ana  its 
own  development.  They  think  the  best  solution  of 
the  school  question,  under  the  circumstances  now 
in  existence,  is  to  bring  their  pupils  to  the  highest 
possible  perfection,  so  that  they  will  not  only  be 
epual  but  superior  to  others. 

Second— Catholics  should  make  their  own  schools 
free  schools,  if  possible.  That  means  that  they 
should  see  that  all  children  in  Catholic  schools 
should  get  instructions  gratis.  The  best  means  to 
accomplish  this  would  be  the  starting  of  school 
societies  in  all  Catholic  communities  which  shall 
furnish  the  necessary  funds  for  the  support  of  such 
schools  The  members  of  the  central  association 
pledge  themselves  to  work  with  the  utmost  zeal  for 


Who  dare  say  the  Roman  Catholic  Church  does 
not  exercise  a  tyrannical  authority  over  citizens  of 
this  State  ?  Every  now  and  then  the  daily  paper 
breaks  out  in  denunciation  of  the  authority  the 
several  Chinese  Companies  exercise  over  their 
countrymen,  in  defiance  of  the  laws  of  the  State/out 
who  ever  read  in  the  daily  paper  any  objection  to 
the  tyranny  exercised  by  the  Holy  Apostolic  Church 
of  Rome  over  American  citizens?  It  is  bad  enough 
for  the  Chinese  Companies  to  oppress  the  Chinese, 
and  we  like  to  hear  the  anti-Coolie  Pixely  wax 
eloquent  on  the  subject.  It  is  bad  enough  for  the 
RomanChurch  to  tyrannize  over  and  oppress  its  own 
members,  but  thatjt  should  be  suffered  to  squeeze 
money  out  of  Protestants  to  elevate  and  support  its 
priests  in  idleness  and  debauchery  is  intolerable.  The 
letter  of  Mr.  Downey  which  we  publish  elsewhere 
furnishes  proof  of  what  we  so  often  assert  of  the 
Church.that  oppression, tyranny  and  bigotry  in  their 
worst  forms  are  the  very  breath  of  its  nostrils.  The 
facts  and  dates  in  that  letter  are  an  eloquent  protest 
against  the  existence  of  such  a  power  among  us.  It 
is  simply  a  case  of  highway  robbery  by  indirection 
It  were  no  worse  to  make  a  man  stand  and  deliver 
in  the  streets  of  Sacramento  or  San  Francisco,  than 
to  chase  him  from  one  end  of  the  State  to  the  other 
with  the  threat  that  he  must  deffver  to  the  Church 
what  he  can  ill  afford  to  spare,  or  not  get  employ- 
ment. 


Democratic  Issues. — What  are  the  issues  be- 
tween the  Mannix-Brady  wing  of  the  Democracy 
and  the  opposition, no  man  can  find  out.

COME    TO    THE    FRONT. 


We  clamor  for  a  little  impartiality  in.  the  ad- 
ministration of  this  law  of  libel.  A  fundamental 
principle  of  justice  is,  that  laws  of  a  general  nature 
shall  have  a  uniform  operation.  The  administra- 
tion of  justice  should  be  like  unto  it,  impartial  and 
even  handed.  The  law  of  libel  was  not  enacted  for 
the  gratification  of  private  resentment,  no  matter 
how  much  any  one  may  be  aggrieved.  Resort  may 
be  had  by  private  parties  to  the  courts  In  civil  ac- 
tions tor  damages,  but  the  criminal  action  is  sup- 
posed to  be  a  remedy  for  injury  done  the  pub- 
lic. 

Now  we  publish  a  hebdomadal  of  limited  circu- 
lation compared  to  some  of  the  great  dailies.  A 
libel  published  in  one  of  them  is  so  far  a  really 
greater  offence  by  as  much  as  their  circulation  is 
greater  than  ours.  There  was  supposed  to  have 
grown  up  among  the  newspaper  press  ot  this  city 
an  intolerable  licence  in  attacking  private  charac- 
ter, but  no  criminal  prosecutions  had  been  had  for 
years,  although  it  was  well  known  that  rarely  a 
day  passed  but  some  one  was  stabbed  iu  a  tender 
place.  We  made  a  mistake  in  regard  to  the  loca- 
tion of  a  disgraceful  Irish  Catholic  wake,  and  be- 
came the  first  victim.  Great  was  the  rejoicing 
thereat.  We  became  thereupon  the  sacrifice  for  the 
sins  of  thewhole  horde  of  daily  press  libelers.  That 
is  all  right,  so  far  as  our  present  purpose  is  con? 
cerned.  What  we  complain  of  is  that  we  are  here 
alone  of  all  that  have  been  publishing  newspapers 
in  San  Francisco;  that  our  punishment  for  that 
cursed  wake  is  to  satisfy  the  public  conscience  for 
all  the  crimes  that  the  whole  city  press  can  commit 
in  the  next  hundred  years.  Is  it  possible  that  Ihey 
can  be  purged  of  all  their  shortcomings  and  over- 
steppings  and  justice  be  satisfied  by  the  sacrifice  of 
one  victim  and  he  so  insignificant  asourself?  Or, 
shall  we  reproach  those  in  charge  of  the  administra- 
tionnf  the  criminal  laws  with  being  afraid  of  the  pow- 
erful and  influential  papers?  Or,  worse  still,  with 
being  silenced  by  the  golden  arguments  of  our  con- 
freres of  plethoric  purses? 

Sensation  after  sensation  is  started,  in  which 
there  are  deluges  of  libels  and  yet  the  authorities 
take  no  notice  whatever  of  them.  Here  are  distin- 
guished men,  leaders  in  positions,  in  business  and 
in  social  life  distinctly  charged  with  crimes  and 
nobody  is  hurt.  It  don't  seem  to  occur  to  any  one 
that  anybody  has  been  libeled.  Civil  suits  are 
threatened,  but  that  does  not  meet  the  case.  Every 
one  knows  that  the  crime  of  libel  cannot  be  merged 
in  a  civil  judgnfent,  and  that  an  action  for  damages 
does  not  in  the  least  abate  the  obligation  of  Grand 
Juries  to  indict.  Every  Grand  Juryman  in  this 
city  knows  that  these  libels  are  published  and  has 
taken  an  oath  to  investigate  them,  not  alone  upon 
complaints  made,  but  upon  his  own  knowledge. 
Either  there  is  much  rpttenness  abounding,or  many 
conspicuous  individuals  are  grievously  wronged  by 
current  newspaper  publications.  Take  the  late 
long  article  in,  the  "Chronicle"  set  forth  with  as- 
tonishing head  lines,  assailiug  Sargent,  Page,,  Gor- 
ham,  Carr  and  others.  These  parties  were  vastly 
outraged  and  indignant  at  the  publication  and 
vehmently  denounced  it  as  a  tissue  of  falsehood. 
If  that  is  so  we  demand  in  all  seriousness  why  is 
not  somebody  prosecuted?  Why  is  not  some  com- 
plaint made?  And  why  are  ye  silent  Oh,  ye  Grand 
Jury  ?  11  the  charges  are  false  their  publication  is 
a  crime  against  the  commonwealth,  and  if  the  par- 
ties implicated  know  them  :o  be  false  it  is  duty  to 
ma  kethat  known  in  a  Criminal   Court  as  well   as 


their  privilege  to  sue  for  damages  in  a  civil  action. 
We  submit  for  their  consideration  the  suggestion 
that  the  high  and  inscrutable  course  of  treating  the 
matter  with  silent  contempt  will  not  win  the  popu 
lar  judgment  in  their  favor  but  is  more  likely  to 
bury  them  out  of  sight.  They  have  alreay  squirm- 
ed too  much. 

We  desire  to  see  no  man  unjustly  prosecuted ;  we 
know  how  it  is  ourself,  but  if  we  are  rightly  in  jail 
even  under  the  technical  rule  of  law,  then  a  num. 
ber  of  eminently  respectable  gentlemen,  so  called, 
have  no  characters  to  lose.  Or,  if  that  be  not  the 
case  does  it  not  look  as  if  some  can  with  impunity 
heave  their  bucket  of  slush  into  the  air  profouudly 
careless  as  to  whom  it  may  come  down  on?  There- 
fore we  invite  Messrs.  Prosecutors  to  divide  their 
attentions  around  a  little  or  come  out  and  frankly 
admit  that  they  are  afraid  to  do  their  duty.  We 
feel  more  and  more  lonely  every  time  we  read  the 
daily  papers,  and  as  we  scan  each  new  sensation 
we  are  reminded  that  we  either  ought  to  have  plen- 
ty of  company ,or  be  permitted  to  go  home.  There 
a  chance  for  somebody  to  come  to  the  front. 


PAPACY    AND    THE    SCHOOLS. 

We  pause  for  breath,  after  reading  what  the 
"Sacred  Congregation  for  the  Propagation  of  the 
Faith,"  and  the  Holy  Father  at  Rome,  have  to  say 
to  the  Catholics  of  the  United  State,  concerning  our 
Public  Schools.  As  a  specimen  of  sophistry,  bigo- 
try, perversion  of  fact  and  mendacions  insolence,  it 
stands  alone  and  unapproachable.  But  let  us  not 
waste  adjectives.  We  commend  it  to  the  attentive 
persiial  of  every  American  citizen.  We  last  week 
published  Father  Gallagher's  address  on  the  same 
subject  and  thought  that  a  mine  of  bigotry  and 
malevoleuce.but  those  old  hypocrites  in  Rome  can 
do  it  better  than  he.  Their  method  of  treating  the 
subject  reaches  far  out  beyond  the  trashy  efforts  of 
these  local  priest;  it  is  actually  sublime.  It  is 
manifeslty  the  source  whence  Father  Gallagher 
drew  the  inspiration  of  his  speech, in  fact  his  is  but 
a  diluted  draught  from  that. 

No  comment  that  we  can  make  will  do  justice  to 
the  hideous  character  of  that  address,  but  some 
things  we  willnote.  The  impudence  of  the  Church 
of  Rome  in  interfering  with  the  education  of  the 
children  ot  America  even  those  of  Catholic  parents 
is  enough  to  excite  derision,  but  what  shall  we  say 
of  its  attempt  to  control  the  legislation  of  this  count- 
ty  concerning  those  schools  ?  "  After  going  on  to 
command  what  the  Bishops  must  do  and  how  they 
shall  instruct  their  flocks,  all  with  a  view  to  build 
up  the  Catholic  schools  and  break  down  the  Pub- 
lic Schools,  the  address  says:  "Especially  those 
Catholics  who  excel  iu  wealth  and  influence  among 
the  people,  and  who  are  members  of  legislative 
bodies,  are  to  be  admonished  of  this."  Here  is  the 
plain  unequivoial  declration  direct  from  Rome  that 
the  Papacy  will  control  the  Public  School  legisla- 
tion of  this  country.  There  is  no  .disguise  about  it. 
The  Sacred  Congregation  says  that  when  a  Catho- 
lic obtains  a  seat  in  an  American  State  Legislature 
his  first  duty  is  to  attack,  injure  and  cripple  the 
Schools,  and  his  first  and  last  is  to  Propagate  the 
Church.  That  he  thereby  becomes  a  perjurer  is  ot 
no  couseuuence ;  the  priest  can  absolve  him  from 
that. 

In  accordance  with  this  address  Gallagher  has 
established  his  "free  school"at  St.  Joseph's  Church. 
He  expects  to  divide  and  divert  our  Common 
School  fund  to  support  it.  He  expects  the  people 
of  this  city  will  be  fools  enough  to  elect  Catholics 


to  the  Legislature,  who  will  do  what  he  bids  ii 
the  matter.  This  accounts  for  the  fact  that  a  mj 
jority  of  the  candidates  for  the  Legislative  Commil 
tees  of  both  wings  of  the  Democracy  at  the  lal] 
primary  were  Irish  Catholics.  No  matter  whic{ 
side  lost  Father  Gallagher  won.  No  matter  whicl 
wins  the  Public  School  fund  is  sure  to  suffei 
Having  thus  served  the  Legislative  Committee 
will  be  an  easy  thing  for  him  to  control  the  nomii 
ation  of  candidates  for  the  Legislature.  With  a 
unbroken  Catholic  delegation  from  this  city,  Jan 
such  others  he  can  pick  up  from  the  country,  Ga 
lagher  will  have  an  easy  time  of  it  in  emasculatin 
the  Public  School  laws.  He  intends  to  do  it.  Ht 
is  ordered  by  the  "Society  for  the  Propagation  < 
the  Faith"  at  Rome  to  do  it  and  he  intends  to  obe; 
He  dare  not  do  otherwise  than  obey.  In  order 
carry  out  the  plan,  he  will  drive  his  slaves  to  an 
infraction  of  our  laws,  or  to  the  violation  of  an 
oath.  The  address  furnishes  him  the  means  to 
this  in  its  closing  paragraph,  as  'follows :  "Sucl 
parents,  if  they  be  contumacious,  cannot  be  absolv 
ed  in  the  sacrament  of  penance,  as  is  manifest  fron 
the  Catholic  doctrine  of  morals." 


THAT  DECISION. 


That  is  a  remarkable  opinion  of  Justice  McKin- 
stry ;  remarkable, as  much  for  what  it  does  not  con 
tain  as  for  what  it  does.  Bnt,being  the  judgment  o 
the  court  of  last  resort  in  this  state,  it  is  law  of  th( 
land.  The  decision  does  not  go  to  the  length  tha 
we  believe  it  ought,  but  it  is  nevertheless  a  triumpl 
for  us  over  the  narrow  views  of  all  the  other  courts 
in  that  it  affords  us  some  chance  to  correct  flagran 
errors  in  the  City  Criminal  Court.  One  poin 
raised  by  our  counsel  was  that  the  City  Criminal 
Court  not  being  a  court  of  record  is  not  competent  t9 
try  an  indictment  according  to  the  mode  for  trial  of 
indictenmts  laid  down  in  the  Code  of  Criminal  pro 
ceedure.  To  the  surprise  of  everybody  the  Suprem1 
Court  attempts  to  sweep  that  argument  away  by  de 
ciding  that  the  City  Criminal  Court  is  a  Court  o 
Record.  This  is  all  the  more  remarkable  inusmucli 
as  the  District  Attorney  did  not  dispute  the  propo 
sition;it  never  occurred  to  him,  nor  to  anybod 
else.that  Bob's  Court  is  a  court  of 
Even  Bob,  himself  must  have  been  surp 
that.  It  never  occured  to  him  that  he  wit 
of  record.  The  only  way  we  can  account 
part  of  the  opinion  is  that  this  Court  did  not  givi 
that  part  of  the  subject  the  attention  its  important 
demands. 

The  Court  next  decides  that  there  is  no  appea 
provided  by  law  to  remove  a  case  from  the  Citj 
Criminal  Court  to  the  Couuty  Court.  That  is  doub 
less  a  sound  decision;  it  is  one  of  the  grouuds  o 
our  objection  to  the  competency  ot  that  court  to  tr 
an  indictment.  But  see  what  a  predicament  it  put 
Judge  Wright  in.who  is  allowing  appeals  from  tha 
court  every  day. 

The  Court  next  decides  that,there  being  no  appea 
to  the  County  Court,  we  have  the  right  to  have  th( 
case  brought  into  the  County  Court  upon  a  writ  ol 
error  which  affords  us  substantially  the  same  rem- 
edy as  we  might  have  an  appeal  under  the  Penal 
Code  as  it  now  stands.  So  it  transpires  that  Bob  is 
not  a  Supreme  Court  after  all.  We  have  a  right  to 
call  in  question  and  have  reviewed  the  errors  he 
committed  and  permitted  on  the  trial.  The  decis- 
ion ot  the  Supreme  Court  is  therefore  substantially 
in  our  favor,  and  we  shall  speedily  take  advantage 
of  it.

HOW  HATES'  POLICY  WORKS. 

Readers  of  the  daily  papers  have  been  kindly  per 
milted  to  learn  the  bare  fact  that  a  man  named 
Chisholm  in  De  Kalb  Couuty  had  tome  difficulty 
with  his  neighbors.  But  the  daily  papers  being 
committed  to  the  "Southern  policy  of  the  presi- 
dent," and  likewise  being  a  flunkey  by  nature  and 
instinct,  by  practice  and  profession,  its  readers 
have  not  learned  from  its  columns  that  Judge  Cuis- 
holm was,  murdered;  that  his  crime  consisted 
solely  of  the  heinous  offense  of  being  a  Republi- 
can ;  that  '"home  rule"  and  ''local  self-government" 
party  of  Missouri  in  pursuance  of  the  "Southern 
Policy"  surrounded  his  house  and  riddled  it  with 
bullets,  killing  him  and  his  son  and  daughter.  A 
citizen  of  Philadelphia  visited  the  family  for  the 
purpose  of  relief  in  their  distress,  and  writes  to  a 
friend  at  home,  which  letter  the  "Express"  of  that 
city  publishes  with  the  following  introductory : 

Throughout  the  length  and  breadth  of  our  land, 
the  hearts  of  patriotic  men  and  women,  now  turn 
with  deep  and  heartfelt  sympathy,  to  the  lonely  and 
broken  hearted  widow,  who  In  her  desolate  home 
in  the  heart  of  Mississippi,  grieves  with  a  sor- 
row none  can  know,  and  feels  most  keenly  that  life 
is  indeed  a  burden,  with  naught  of  happiness  for 
her.  Mrs.  W.  W.  Chisolm  now  mourns  the  death 
a  favorite  sou,  a  beloved  and  accomplished  daugh- 
ter, snd  a  noble  and  affectionate  husband.  In  the 
agony  of  her  grief,  she  surely  is  almost  tempted  to 
cry  unto  God  and  say  "my  trials  are  indeed  greater 
than  I  can  bear." 

We  cannot  give  full  expression  to  our  thoughts, 
as  we  reflect  that  the  dead  are  the  victims  of  politi- 
cal hatred ;  have  been  hurried  to  untimely  graves 
because  of  the  political  opinions  of  the  head  of  the 
family.  Surely  their  marlyrdom  will  give  inspira- 
tion to  loyal  men  to  move  in  solid  column  for  all 
lime  to  come,  and  never  cease  in  their  efforts  on 
behalf  of  Liberty  and  the  Republic  until  every  trai- 
tor is  driven  Irom  the  land.or  made  to  bite  the  dust 
at  the  hand  of  avenging  justice. 

The  slory  of  the  attack  upon  Judge  Chisolm,  the 
heroic  defense  on  his  behalf  by  his  daughter,  is  loo 
well  known  to  our  readders  to  call  for  repetition 
here.  Wounded,  she  died  for  want  of  proper  surgi- 
cal and  medical  treatment,  which  was  denied  her 
by  the  inhuman  mob  which  surrounded  her.  He, 
too,  now  sleeps  the  sleep  of  death. 

I  he  following  letter,  written  to  a  prominent  citi- 
zen of  this  city,  we  give  to  our  readers,  but,  for  ob- 
vious reasons,  we  withhold  the  names  of  both  the 
writer  and  the  recipient.  As  will  be  noticed,  it  was 
penned  before  the  death  of  the  Judge  and  his 
daughter.

Dear  Sir:— On  behalf  of  Judge  Chisholm,  and 
his  bereaved  and  afflicted  family  I  acknowledge 
the  receipt  of  your  favor  of  the  2d  iust,  tendering 
them  sympathy  and  encouragement. 

Be  assured,  my  dear  sir,  that  the  good  wishes  and 
thoughtful  solicitation  of  your  Republican  Club,  as 
expressed  in  your  letter,  are  well  understood,  and 
thoroughly  appreciated ;  and  every  word  therein 
contained,  finds  lodgment  in  warm  aud  responsive 
hearts. 

As  I  write,  the  widow  and  orphan  child  of  one 
of  the  victims  in  the  massacre,  is  silting  near  by — 
Mrs.  Gilmer — almost  forsaken  by  her  kindred, 
whose  political  affilia' ions  are  with  the  murderers 
of  her  husband ;  and  it  is  needless  for  me  to  say, ut- 
terly broken  hearted. 

The  members  of  the  Judge's  family  who  still  sur- 
uive  (himself  and  a  heroic  little  daughter)  are  both 


lying  before  me,  writhing  under  the  affliction    of  a 
score  of  ghastly  wounds. 

Both  are  doing  even  better  than  we  could  have 
hoped.thnugh  the  Judge's  life  is  despaired  of.  The 
daughter  will  probably  recover,  carrying  through 
lite  ,  a  maimed  and  crippled  arm. 

Little  Johnny, .w.th  one  arms-hot  away  and  his 
heart  shot  out, is  sleeping  quietly  under  the  ground 
The  house  is  being  guarded  by  a  few  lailhful 
frieuds  aud  relatives,  who  are  well  supplied  with 
shot  guns  aud  revolvers,  and  who  will  struggle  lo 
holdout  against  the  fearful  odds  of  "home  rule" 
and  "local  self-government." 

The  family  stands  in  no  immediate  need  of  assis- 
tance of  any  kind,  yet  God  only  knows  how  seion 
they  may  be  stripped  of  all  earthly  goods,  aud  they 
with  others  driven  like  beasts  to  the  woods  and 
Ihe-re  murdered. 

We  shall  he  pleased  to  1  ear  from  you  at  any  and 
all  times,  and  would  gladly  detail  to  you  the  full 
particulars  oiihis  bloody  affair,  which  in  all  its 
plollings  anel  final  consumation,  is  metre  diabolical, 
cowardly  and  inhuman  lhau  the  Mountain  Mead- 
ows massacre  itself. 

You  can  probably  do  us  no  greater  good  just 
now  lhau  to  aid  in  eve'i-y  possible  way  to  spread  the 
horrors  of  this  affair  before  the  Northern  people, 
aud  at  the  same  time  let  us  all  pray  to  God  that  the 
possibility  of  a  renewal  of  Sherman's  March,  may 
yet  be  a  reality.  Again  thanking  you,  I  will  close.

Mr.  F.  P.  Dewees,  a  lawyer  of  Schuylkill  county, 
Pennsylvania,  where  the  Molly  Maguires  flourished 
in  all  their  glory,  has  written  a  book,  setting  forth 
the  growth  and  character  of  the  organization,  giv- 
ing account  of  the  crimes  they  committed  and  their 
cocncction  with  the  Ancient  Order  of  Hibernians. 
Mr.  Dewees,  in  the  regular  course  of  his  profession, 
had  the  best  opportunity  lo  become  familiar  with 
the  whole  subject  and  is  therefore  competent  lo  treat 
it  undcrslundingly.

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However,  it  was  in  the  year  1481  that  the  inquisi- 
tion changed  its  character.  It  was  governed  by  a 
chief  inquisitor,  who  was  nominated  by  the  King 
and  was  only  ratified  by  the  Pope.  Consequently 
it  became  a  tool  for  the  Kings  as  well,  who  tried  to 
establish  their  monarchy  upon  the  remnants  of  li- 
berty and  nationality.  I!  became  the  best  medium 
to  link  the  powerful  priesthood  and  the  not  less 
powerful  nobility.  It  was  Philip  II.  who  in  that 
respect  allowed  the  inquisition  the  most  unlimited 
power,  and  understood  the  best  how  to  make  use  of 
it,  to  attain  his  ambitious  aims. 

CHAKACTEK  OF  THE  INQUISITION. 

But  before  entering  upon  the  particulars  of  the 
inquisition  since  the  year  1481,  we  will  first  con- 
sider what  it  was  in  the  year  1231. 

Not  only  did  it  persecute  the  living,  but  even  the 
dead  were  not  spared.  Not  only  did  it  severely 
punish  those  that  according  to  its  decision  were 
guilty,  but  the  innocent  had  to  suffer  as  well,  for  it 
took  possession  of  everything  belonging  to  the  con- 
demned, and^e  children  and  lawful  inheritors  were 
disinherited.  Heretics  and  those  suspected  of  here- 
sy were  prosecuted  and  condemned  to  death  by  flre, 
and  the  numerous  auto-da-fes  were  favored  with 
the  presence  of  the  king  and  all  his  retinue. 

Just  likeThomas  de  Torquemada  two  centuries 
later,  did  Nicolul  Eymerick  excel  in  execrable  ac- 
tions, and  the  auto  da-fes  wore  nothing  unusual. 
The  task  of  the  inquisitors  was  to  prosecute  and 
punish  heresy;  but  in  order  to  discover  the  heretics 
they  had  to  mind  very  carelully  the  doings  of  the 
Ghriclians.  An  impudent  word  or  thoughless  ut- 
terance was  sufficient  to  make  a  person  suspected 
of  heresy  and  to  be  imprisoned;  a  field  was 
thereby  opened  for  spies  and  informers :  whereas  to 
be  suspected  was  enough  to  be  punished  like  a 
heretic.  Regulations  were  made  to  serve  as  a  guide 
to  know  who  were  to  be  suspected  of  heresy,  borne 
of  these  regulations  are  as  follows:— 

1.  He  who  indulged  false  ideas  about  the  power 
of  God  and  his  attributes;  (Of  course  the  priests  as- 
sumed the  right  that  none  but  themselves  could 
know  and  determine  those  attributes  ) 

2.  He  who  was  reputed  to  be  a  soothsayer,  and 
held  company  with  bud  spirits,  to  look  into  the 
future— (because  they  also  made  use  ol  holy  water, 
oonsecrated  hostie,  hallowed  oil,  etc.) 

8.  All  those  that  invoked  bad  spirits  to  obtain 
some  fa-for  from  them :  a  practice  which  was  very 
much  in  vogue  in  Catalonia  during  the  fourteenth 
century.  (At  all  events,  it  is  a  fact  that  at  that  time 
the  Devil  was  invoked  and  honored  as  a  Deity  be- 
ing at  enmity  with  God,  and  that  the  rites  they 
made  use  of  were  derived  from  those  in  use  in  the 
Catholic  Church.  The  same  as  the  Christians,  who 
took  an  oath  on  the  Bible,  did  they  do  it  on  the 
Clavicula  Solemms,  or  the  Key  of  Solomo,  which 
contained  every  kind  and  form  of  adjuration  to  be 
imagined.) 

4.  All  who  remained  more  than  one  year  in  ex- 
communication without  having  requested  to  be 
taken  into  the  fold  again. ' 

5.  The  rebels,  who,  while  they  respected  all  the 
articles  of  faith,  on  the  other  hand,  asserted  that 
they  were  not  obliged  to  obey  the  Bishop  of  Rome 
in  his  quality  as  visible  chief  of  the  Catholic  Church 
and  as  vicar  of  Christ  on  earth.  ' 

6.  All  those  who  lodged  and  protected  heretics' 
or  were  their  adherents. 

7.  All  those  who  opposed  the  inquisition,  or 
hindered  the  inquisitors  while  performing  their 
duty. 

8.  All  proprietors  of  land  who  have  refused  to 
take  the  oath  which  obliged  them  to  drive  the  here- 
tics out  of  their  territory,  being  commanded  to  do 
eo  by  the  officers  of  the  Holy  Inquisition. 

9.  Those  in  command  of  kingdoms,  provinces, 
and  cities,  who  did  not  protect  the  church  against 
the  heretics,  when  exhorted  to  do  so  by  the  inquisi- 
tors. 

10.  Those  who  were  unwilling  to  abolish  insti- 
tutions and  privileges  of  a  city  when  they  were  not 
in  accordance  with  the  regulations  of  the  inquis- 
tion. 

11  All  lawyers,  notaries,  and  other  students  of 
law,  who  assisted  heretics  by  giving  them  advice  to 
protect  them  against  the  inquisition,  or  hide  their 
papers  whioh  oould  contain  the  proof  of  their  here- 


12.  Every  one  who  caused  to  be  buried,  with  the 
usual  church  ceremonies,  an  acknowledged  or  con- 
demned  heretic. 

13.  Those  who  refused  to  give  their  opinions  on 
an  article  of  faith  during  a  lawsuit  concerning  mat- 
ters of  faith. 

14.  Even  upon  the  dead,  accusod  of  heresy,  these 
regulations  had  to  be  applied;  the  corpses  had  to 
be  dug  up  and  burned,  and  their  possessions  confis- 
cated. 

15.  Jews  and  Moors,  as  soon  as  they  exerted 
themselves,  either  by  word  or  writing,  to  entice 
Catholics  to  embrace  their  doctrine. 

16.  Finally,  all  tho«e  who  did  not  belong  to 
one  of  the  above-named  categories,  but  could  be 
reckoned  to  belong  to  them,  either  by  speaking, 
writing,  or  acting.

THE  ESTABLISHED  CHURCH. 


[From  the  Industrial  (London)  Review.] 
Those  who  love  the  Established  Church  of  Eng- 
land and  its  ways  have  much  to  shut  their  eyes  to, 
although  we  very  freely  confess  that  of  all  the  Es- 
tablished Churches  it  is  on  the  whole  the  least  ob- 
jectionable. But  it  is  in  the  nature  of  an  Estab- 
lished Church  to  be  tyrannical,  exacting,  intolerant, 
and  offensive.  Gradually  in  England  a  process  of 
purification  has  been  going  on.  Public  opinion, 
worked  into  law,  has  been  pruning  down  old 
abuses,  and  it  has  succeeded  in  making  the  blacka- 
moor as  white  as  it  is  in  the  nature  of  blackamoors 
to  become.  But  our  English  Church,  like  all  true 
churches,  gives  up  nothing  in  the  character  of  priv- 
ilege or  power  without  a  struggle.  The  smallest 
fraction  in  its  rates  was  fought  for  as  a  gutter-boy 
fights  for  a  halfpenny  in  the  streetB.  The  Irish 
Church  fought  hard  for  its  money,  for  every  penny 
it  could  clutch,  and  we  must  do  it  the  justice  to  say 
that  it  carried  off  much  spoil  that  a  more  coura- 
geous policy  on  the  part  of  the  Government  would 
have  compelled  it  to  leave  behind. 

The  Burials  Bill  also  opens  an  avenve  through 
which  the  Church  may  be  seen  in  a  very  mean  and 
contemptible  light.  But  worse  still  than  this  is  the 
view  afforded  by  Alderman  McArthur  of  its  doings 
in  the  Island  of  Ceylon.  The  inhabitants  of  that 
island  count  in  round  numbers  %%  millions,  all  of 
whom  are  Buddists,  Hindoos,  Mahomedans,  and 
Veddahs,  except  some  quarter  of  a  million  who  are 
Christians  of  various  kinds ;  from  55,000  to  60,000  of 
these  are  protestants  and  between  10,000  and  11,000 
are  of  the  Church  of  England.  These  are  the  rich- 
est people  in  the  island,  and  could  very  well  afford 
to  pay  for  their  religion.  Even  if  they  wanted  a 
bishop  and  all  else  required  by  Protestant  ortho- 
doxy, it  is  said  these  might  be  obtained  by  aid  of 
the  great  religious  societies  in  England  interested 
in  the  salvation  of  people  at  a  distance. 

But  this  is  not  the  right  sort  of  thing.  Theirs  is 
the  creed  of  the  master  class,  and  they  must  enjoy 
it  like  masters.  Hence  £14,000  a  year  has  to  be 
raised  by  a  tax  on  the  heathens,  Roman  Catholics, 
and  dissenting  Christian  to  supply  these  orthodox 
people  with  a  genuine  article  they  feel  it  necessary 
to  have,  but  which  they  insist  on  having  at  the  ex- 
pense of  other  people.  The  Buddhists,  Hindoos, 
and  others  do  not  see  the  justice  of  this,  and  Mr. 
McArthur,  on  their  behalf,  made  a  protest  against 
it  on  Tuesday  evening  in  the  House  of  Commons. 
His  case  was  well  put,  and  those  who  followed  him 
in  the  debate  admitted  it  was  a  strong  one.  The 
abuse  does  not  exist  in  our  other  coionies,  but  Mr. 
Lowther,  on  the  part  of  the  Administration,  thought 
it  was  right  enough,  and  ought  to  be  continued. 
The  tax,  be  said,  spread  over  the  whole  people  was 
so  slight  as  not  to  be  worth  complaining  about. 
There  is  nothing  novel  in  this  bit  of  ministerial 
special  pleading,  by  making  the  plunderers  few  and 
the  plunderer!  many,  tais,  would  foe  th,e  case  in  any 


fraud.  The  girl  who  excused  her  illegitimate  child 
on  the  ground  that  this  was  a  very  small  one  reas- 
oned like  Mr.  Lowther. 

We  wonder  if  the  English  people  willbesatisfled 
with  this  sort  of  official  nonsense  wheu  put  forward 
to  Justify  a  wrong  more  ofl'eusive  by  its  meanness 
than  unbearable  by  its  maguitude.  This  wretched 
Ceylon  job  almost  fulfills  Moor's  dream  of  Hindo- 
stau-  Where  be  imagined  he  saw  in  his  sleep, 
State-established  outcher  shops  for  people  who  eat 
no  meat.  'And  pray,"  asked  I,  "by  whom  is  paid 
the  expense  of  this  strange  masquerade  Y"  "The 
expense!  Oh  that's  of  course  defrayed  by  yonder 
rascally  rice-consumers!"  "What!  they  who 
musn't  eat  meat!" 

"No  matter — 
The  rogues  may  munch  their  paddy  crop 
But  the  rogues  must  still  support  our  shop. 
And,  depend  upon  it,  the  way  to  treat 
Heretical  stomachs  that  thus  dissent, 
Is  to  burden  all  that  won't  eat  meat, 
With  a  costly  Meat  Establishment!" 


THE  POPE  A  LIAR. 

Rome  has  never  lost  an  opportunity  to  do  the  Re- 
public of  France  an  injury  and  there  can  be  no 
doubt  but  the  late  disturbance  there  was  caused  by 
Romish  influences.  The  Pope  is  constantly  whin- 
ing about  his  being  a  prisoner.  He  complained  of 
the  Austrian  government  to  the  Austrian  pilgrims, 
and  when  the  French  pilgrims  kissed  his  big  toe 
with  gifts  of  gold  iu  their  hands, he  had  the  supreme 
effrontery  to  complain  of  the  French  government. 
All  this  has  no  other  purpose  than  to  stir  up  strife 
and  discontent  among  the  ignorant  masses  of  Eu- 
rope, and  a  hatred  of  every  government  not  ruled 
by  the  Church.  But  the  blatant  old  imposter  is 
pretty  well  understood  even  in  France, as  the  follow- 
ing extractfrom  the  Paris  correspondent  of  the  Lon- 
don "Times"  of  May  6,  will  show: 

The  Pope.in  his  yesterday's  address  to  the  French 
pilgrims,  is  reported  by  the  "Univers"  as  saying: 
"You  are  witnesses  of  the  persecution  against  the 
Church.  The  governments  abandon  her,  but  she 
will  prevail.  We  are  under  the  reign  of  disorder. 
It  has  been  said  from  a  certain  tribune  that  the 
Pope  is  a  liar.  I  do  uot  care  to  know  what  govern- 
ment has  said  it,  but  it  has  been  said.  Let  us  pray 
God  to  revive  the  reign  of  order.  Let  us  have  con- 
fidence." 

The  Pope's  illusion  was  to  the  following  passage 
in  M.  Jules  Simon's  speech  on  Thursday:  "May  I 
be  allowed  to  say  that  it  is  not  correct  that  the  Pope 
is  a  prisoner,  and  that  the  reiterated  declarations 
to  be  met  with  in  many  papers  and  letters  and  pro- 
tests are  declarations,  shall  I  say  'fausses,'  shall  I 
say 'mensongeres?'  ['Yes.yesl'  on  the  Lelt.]  I  con- 
fine myself  to  saying  that  they  are  strangely  exag- 
gerated. [M.  Desclianel,  'Entirely  false.']  and  per- 
haps you  will  judge  them  still  more  severely  when 
I  read  you  the  text  of  the  Law  of  Guarantees.  .  . 
The  Pope  is  free,  I  say,  and  he  proves  it  every  day 
by  his  language  and  a'cts.  I  am  right,  then, in  pro. 
testing  agaiust  exaggerations  which  have  the  effect 
of  exciting  the  population  by  deceiving  them." 


A  poet  recently  sang  a  3ong  entitled  "What  shall 
my  Love  wear?"  to  an  editor;  the  latter  regarded 
the  questiou  wholly  iu  Its  moral  aspect,  and  sat 
down  and  wrote  a  kind  but  firm  article,  recommen- 
ding her  to  wear  clothes.

MIND  IN  ANIMALS. 


Evidence  of  Something-  More  than  In- 
stinct in  the  Lower  Orders. 

[From  the  Chicago  Times.] 

Dr.  Jewell,  of  Everfon,  delivered  a  lecture  on 
"Mind  in  (he  Lower  Animals"  in  the  Church  of 
the  Redeemer,  corner  of  Washington  and  Sanga- 
mon streets,  last  evening.  He  entered  into  a  long 
and  learned  disquisition  on  the  difference  existing 
between  mind  and  body.  The  former  was  imma- 
terial, the  latter  material.  What  in  man  was 
called  intellect,  in  the  insect  or  the  brute  is  called 
instinct.  The  doctor. compared  the  two  and  could 
see  no  great  difference,  except  as  regarded  the 
physical  formation  and  the  mode  of  action  or  ex- 
pression. Had  the  lower  animals  mind?  If  they 
bad  not  they  possessed  something  so  near  akin  to 
that  quality  that  it  might  be  easily  mistaken  for 
it.  In  the  task  of  proving  mind  in  the  lower  ani- 
mals, this  difficulty  would  not  be  in  finding  ex- 
amples by  which  to  illustrate,  but  in  making  a  se- 
lection from  a  mass  of  testimony,  showing  intellect 
in  the  insect  and  brute  crealion,  absolutely  un- 
wieldly.  He  related  iustances  of  this  nature  in  his 
own  experience  and  that  of  otherB. 

For  example,  a  black  beetle  on  the  highway, 
rolling  its  ball  along,  and  finding  it  tooheavy, 
going  for  a  brother  beetle  to  help  it  on  with  its 
load,  it  which  it  was  successful.  Ants  moving  out 
to  raid  on  other  ants  and  reduce  them  to  slavery, 
on  the  human  principle,  fighting  battles,  stealing 
eggs,  and  doing  other  ihiugs  of  a  naughty  but 
highly  intellectual  character.  Bees  were  another 
smart  race  of  insects.  They  sometimes  went  so  far 
as  to  build  fortifications  of  wax  to  protect  their 
hives  from  invasion,  rendering  the  entrance  a  kind 
of  pass  of  Thermopylae  which  could  be  defended 
by  half  a  dozen  good  stingers  against  hundreds  of 
"proud  invaders."  He  had  read  of  an  instance 
where  a  naturalist  transported  bees  to  a  tropical' 
island,  where  flowers  bloomed  all  the  year  round, 
hoping  that  they  would  work  without  intermission. 
Instead  of  doing  so,  discovering,  after  a  year's 
residence,  that  they  had  no  need  to  make  honey 
for  Winter  use,  they  gave  themselves  up  to  idle- 
ness and  luxury,  ceasing  to  be  profitable.  How 
could  that  be  accounted  for  if  bees  had  no  mind  ? 
Mere  blind  "instinct"  could  never  have  taught  them 
so  much  philosophy. 

Dogs,  too,  were  wonderfully  smart  in  their  way. 
He  told  some  high-spiced  anecdotes  of  canine  cour- 
age and  sagacity.  Cats  had  been  known  to  do  very 
bright  things,  and  other  beasts,  horses,  mules,  cows, 
sheep,  goats,  etc.,  were  more  or  less  given  to  think- 
ing for  themselves.  Another  belief  he  had  was  that 
insects  and  animals  had  a  species  of  language 
well  understood  by  them.  Whether  it  was  oral  or 
pantomimic  made  no  difference;  they  had  a  meth- 
od of  signalling  each  other  and  making  their  wants 
known.  From  all  this,  the  Doctor  argued,  insects 
and  brutes  are  possessed  of  minds  of  no  eommon 
order. 

Some  of  Dr.  Jewell's  anecdotes  were  so  comical 
and  so  spicily  told  that  the  audience  were  in  con- 
stant good  humor,  although  it  must  be  confessed 
a  look  of  skepticism  pervaded  the  faces  of  many 
of  the  listeners.  However,  Dr.  Jewell  made  him- 
self interesting  if  he  did  nothing  more. 


THE  BITES  OF  RABID  DOGS. 


The  eminent  French  surgeon  and  veterinarian 
Roucher  asserts  that,  out  of  forty-seven  deaths  from 
hydrophobia  which  occurred  during  his  experience 
in  Algeria,  there  was  only  one  in  which  the  red- 
hot  iron  had  been  applied  immediately  after  the 
bite;  that,  of  nine  cases  in  which  to  his  knowl- 
edge the  hot  iron  was  used,  there  was  but  one 
death;  and  that,  lastly'  of  thirty-seven  cases  of 
wounds  inflicted  by  a  rabid  dog  in  which  no 
cauterisation  was  attempted,  there  were  no  fewer 
than  thirty-five  deaths.  He  is  therefore  of  opinion 
that  the  best  prophylatic  is  actual  cautery  with  red- 
hot  iron.  To  burn  out  the  bitten  part  with  a  red- 
hot  poker  or  Italian  iron  is  little,  if  at  all,  more 
painful  than  to  treat  it  with  lunar  caustic  or  the 
more  severe  mineral  escharotics.  Should  the 
wound  be  deep,  or  in  a  part  of  the  body  where 
an  operation  is  difficult,  the  knife  should  first  be 
freely  used,  and  then  the  cautery  applied  to  the 
cut  surface.  A  correspondent,  writing  to-&  con- 
temporary, says  that  some  few  years  since  a  lady 
living  at  Stamford  Hill  was  bitten  in  her  arm  by 
a  mad  dog,  taking  from  the  arm  a  large  piece  of 
flesh.  Having  read  about  the  power  and  use  of 
salt  in  such  cases,  she  inslantly  applied  a  pound  of 
salt  to  the  wound,  keeping  a  salt  poultice  on  as  it 
worked  itself  off.  She  lived  about  twenty-five 
years  after  and  died  a  natural  death.  Doctor  Tol- 
man.  her  family  doctor,  and  Sir  Aslley  Cooper  stat- 
ed she  could  not  have  done  anything  better. 


IMMENSITY  OF  SPACE. 


Poverty  in  London. — The  poorer  districts  of  Lon- 
are  an  unpleasant  picture  to  contemplate.  Take 
any  of  those  of  our  own  great  American  cities,  and 
multiply  by  ten  or  fifty,  and  you  have  it — intermin- 
able streets  of  cheap  shop,s  below,  and  crowded 
tenements  above ;  swarms  of  wretched,  ragged  and 
almost  naked  children  of  all  ages,  thick  as  flies, 
fighting,  playing,  sleeping,  and  screaming;  idle, 
loafing  men  and  blowsy  women;  reeking  gutters 
and  filthy  odors;  the  most  showy  establishment  the 
gin-shop,  that  flourishes  openly  and  frequently. 

Personal. — The  Jolly  Giant  was  illumined  on 
Saturday  last  by  a  visit  from  Thomas  Walsh  Esq., 
of  Eureka,  Humboldt  Co,  who  had  just  returned 
from  a  visit  to  Southern  California.

In  a  recent  lecture,  delivered  in  Edinburgh,  on 
"The  Stars,"  Professor  Grant  gave  a  graphic  idea 
of  the  immensity  of  space.  He  said  a  railway  train 
travelling  night  and  day  at  the  rate  of  fifty  miles  an 
hour,  would  reach  the  moon  in  six  months,  the  sun 
in  two. hundred  years,  and  Alpha  Centauri,  the 
nearest  of  the  fixed  stars,  in  forty-two  millions  ot 
years.  A  ball  from  a  gun,  travelling  at  the  rate  of 
nine  hundred  miles  an  hour,  would  reach  Alpha 
Centauri  in  2,700,000  years ;  while  the  light,  travel- 
ing as  it  did  at  the  rate  of  185,000  miles  in  a  second 
would  not  reach  it  in  less  than  three  years.  Light 
from  some  of  the  telescopic  stars  take  5760  years  to 
reach  the  earth;  and  from  some  of  these  clusters 
the  distance  was  so  great,  that  light  would  take  a 
half  million  of  years  to  pass  to  the  earth,  so  that 
we  saw  objects  not  as  they  really  are,  but  as  they 
were  half  a  million  of  years  ago.  These  stars  might 
have  beeome  extinct  thousands  of  years  ago,  and 
yet  their  light  might  present  itself  to  us.  As  to  the 
magnitude  of  the  stars,  he  noticed  that  it  was  com- 
puted that  Alpha  Lyra  was  one  hundred  billions  of 
miles  distant  Irom  tne  earth, and  its  magnitude  and 
splendor  were  as  20  to  1  when  compared  with  our 
sun.  Similiar  investigations  brought  out  the  fact 
that  our  sun  was  neither  vastly  great  nor  vastly  less 
than  the  great  majority  of  the  stars.

Virgine,"  and  bo  forth.  When  a  candle  has  been 
lit  for  a  bidder,  and  burns  out  without  a  higher 
bid  having  been  made,  the  sale  is  over."  •

A  CATHOLIC  CLUB. 


In  Philadelphia  a  club  has  been  organized  com- 
posed exclusively  of  Roman  Catholics,  at  which 
the  "Express"  is  moved  to  remark  as  follows: 

A  few  evenings  since,  this  club  composed  of  gen 
tlemen  professing  the  Roman  Catholic  faith,  gave 
its  opening  reception  in  the  new  club  moms,  No. 
217  South  Broad  Street,  and  it  was  really  a  bril- 
liant and  handsome  affair.  The  guests  numbered 
nearly  one  thousand,  among  them  being  a  large 
number  of  our  most  prominent  citizens.  That 
these  gentlemen  have  a  perfect  right  to  organize  a 
olub  composed  of  exclusively  Roman  Catholics, 
we  admit;  but  whether  the  organization  of  dis. 
tinctly  religious  social  clubs  is  sound  policy  or 
productive  of  good  is  another  question.  The  for- 
mation of  a  club  composed  of  members  of  ODe  reli- 
gious denomination,  tends  to  the  formation  of  others 
of  an  opposing  or  different  denomination,  and  be- 
gets a  division  of  socity  into  religious  classes  of  a 
decidedly  injuiious  character.  Men  may  differ 
upon  religious  questions;  they  may  difter  upon 
questions  of  a  political  nature,  and  yet  all  will  be 
at  the  same  lime,  socially,  friends  and  brethren. 
When,  however,  it  comes  to  congregating  men  into 
social  religious  clubs,  an  antipathy  will  in  time  be 
created  to  mingling  in  social  life  with  those  hold- 
ing different  views,  which  cannot  but  gradually  be- 
come intense  in  feeling,  producing  alienations, 
clashing  in  business  matters,  and  widespread  ani- 
mosities. 

Without  in  the  least  disputing  the  high  character 
of  the  so-called  Catholic  club,  we  think  the  gentle- 
men composing  it  have  made  a  mistake,  and  we 
would  look  upon  a  general  initiation  of  their  ex 
ample  as  exceedingly  detrimental  to  the  best  inter-" 
est  of  our  Republic.  We  know  of  no  country  in 
the  world,  where  a  club  of  this  character  exisu 
and  we  are  very  certain,  it  -will  be  looked  upoDi 
as  a  well-conceived  plan  to  make  proselytes  to 
the  Roman  Catholic  Church.  When  men  are  so 
prejudiced  that  they  cannot  belong  to  a  social 
club  unless  the  members  are  all  of  their  religious 
faith ;  when  through  it,  they  to  aim  disseminate 
their  faith,  it  will  not  be  long  before  they  will  use 
its  influences  for  political  purposes.  Roman  Cath- 
olics look  upon  their  church  as  the  only  true  church ; 
and  they  believe  that  in  extending  its  powers  over 
nations  and  governments,  and  all  means  may  be  re- 
sorted to. 

It  wasnodoubt  with  a  knowledge  of  the  fact  that 
there  were  many  solid  objections  to  the  existence 
of  such  a  club  that  induced  the  fulsome  editorial 
of  the  Evening  Telegraph  cemmending  the  club, 
and  which  was  pnblished  a  few  days  since.  The 
editor  well  knew  that  a  defence  was  needed;  and 
he  made  the  best  argument  he  could,  but  one  whicn 
was  specious  in  the  extreme,  and  intended  to  blind- 
fold the  people.    Said  he : 

As  regards  the  Catholic  Club  its  chief  significance 
is  in  this — that  its  marks  a  most  gratifying  and 
proper  step  on  the  part  of  the  citizens  of  that  faith 
in  this  community,  to  serve  the  general  ends  ol  cul- 
ture while  seeking  to  combine  aud  raise  the  tone  of 
their  own  community.  No  better  evidence  could 
be  given  than  is  afforded  by  the  establishment  ot 
this  Club  than  the  upper  Catholic  element  of  Phil- 
adelphia is  a  social  weight  of  the  most  pronounced 
kind.  It  is  generating  here  the  sort  and  extent  of 
influence  which  cultivated  society  among  every 
people  and  every  clime  of  latter  days. 

Yes;  and  it  is  just  such  an  influence  as  will  prove 
injurious  to  society,  rather  than  beneficial.  The 
idea  is  to  extend  the  Roman  Catholic  faith,  by  in- 
culcating in  each  member  a  strict  observance  of  the 
rules  of  the  church,  by  making  converts  and  by 
aiding  "in  the  support  of  such  institutions  or  un- 
dertakings as  his  Grace,  the  Archbishop  of  this  dio- 
cese, shall  direct."  Instead  of  being  really  Catho- 
lic in  their  views  and  opinions,  the  members  are 
restricted  and  bigoted.  The  term  "Catholic"  is  by 
no  means  appropriate  to  the  principles  governing 
the  club;  had  it  been  Btyled  "The  Roman  Catholic 
Club,"  all  would  have  understood  its  nature  thor- 
oughly.

PROSPECTS  OF  THE  PAPACY. 


The  position  and  prospect  of  the  Papacy  engross 
more  public  attention  the  present  than  they 
have  done  for  some  considerabe  time  past.  Air 
kinds  of  rumors  are  in  circulation  as  to  the  intention 
of  the  Pope.ani  those  with  whom  he  is  allied.or  by 
whom  he  is  watched.  Whilst,  on  the  one  hand, 
magniflcient  preparations  are  being  made  for  the 
celebration  of  his  approaching  jubilee,  on  the  other 
grave  fears  are  entertained  of  his  sudden  demise. 
In  the  former  case  vast  sums  of  money  are  being 
collected  for  presentation ;  in  the  other  a  careful  in- 
ventory is  being  made  of  all  that  the  Vatican  con- 
tains. 

It  ennnotbe  doubted  that  the  demise  of  the  Pope 
is  a  contingency  which  may  occur  any  day.  He  is 
now  in  the  eighty-fifth  year  of  his  age,  and  the  fifti- 
fifth  of  his  pontificate.  He  has  both  lived  and  ruled 
longer  than  any  of  his  predecessors.  In  many  res- 
pects his  lot  has  been  cast  in  troublous  times;  and 
and  with  his  demise  there  will  unquestionably  he  a 
still  greater  change  in  the  Papal  administration. 
The  temporal  sovereignty  is  already  a  .thing  of  the 
past;  and  even  the  spiritual  authority  of  the  Pope 
is  being  restricted,  there  is,  however,  vitality  in  the 
papal  system  still,  and  it  may  yet  prove  an  element 
of  anxiety  and  trouble  in  European  matters  and  af- 
fairs. 

One  of  the  most  recent  of  all  the  rumors  is  that  an 
organized  conspiracy  is  forming  for  the  restoration 
of  the  Pope's  political  power.  The  Jesuits  are  cred- 
ited with  the  scheme.  Father  Beckx,  the  General 
of  the  Order,is  said  to  be  confident  of  success  ;while 
Cardinal  Sinieoni,  the  successor  of  Antonelli,  looks 
on  with  approval.  The  precise  means  to  be  used 
for  the  attainment  of  the  end  are  not  explained,  and 
it  is  more  than  probable  that  the  whole  scheme  is 
the  invention  of  some  imaginative  newspaper  cor- 
respondent. In  any  cases,  however,  the  movements 
of  the  Vatican  are  watched  with  very  jealous  eyes 
of  Germany,  Italy,  and  Austria,  not  to  mention 
France,  and  Spain,  By  Prince  Bismarck,  at  least 
there  is  firm  resolve  that  no  further  inroads  shall  be 
made  by  the  papacy  in  the  Fatherlands;  and  recent 
negotiations  point  rather  significantly  to  the  fact  of 


au  alliance  between  the  first  throe  mentioned  coun- 
tries to  prevent  the  election  of  a  Jesuit  to  the  Ponti  - 
ficial  chair,  and  to  circumscribe  still  more  severely 
the  exercise  of  even  the  spiritual  prerogative  of  tho 
Holy  Father.  It  is  not  beyond  the  rauge  of  possi- 
bility that  the  seat  of  the  pontiff  will  be  removed 
from  Rome;  and  since  the  College  of  Cardinals  has 
adopted  a  regulation  which  admits  of  the  election 
of  a  Pope  of  any  nationality,  we  may  even  find  his 
Holiness  among  us  here  in  the  person  of  Cardinal 
M.cCloskey,or  the  British  nation  may  be  honored  in 
seeing  Cardinal  Manning  raised  to  supreme  com- 
mand. This  would  doubtless  be  a  departure  from 
the  usage  of  the  Church.  For  more  than  three  hun- 
dred years  none  but  an  Italian  lias  been  considered 
eligible  for  the  highest  honor.  The  times  have 
changed, however.siuce  Pius  IX.  ascended  the  Ponti- 
fical throne ;  and  with  fresh  emergencies  new  con. 
cessions  may  be  deemed  advisable.  In  antici  pa- 
tion  of  the  Pope's  early  decease  speculation  is  rife 
as  to  bis  successor,and  already  a  system  of  canvass- 
ing has  begun  in  favor  of  certain  candidates.  Ac- 
cording to  the  latest  dispatches,  the  principal  can. 
didates  at  present  in  the  field  are  the  Archbishop  of 
Nuples  and  Perugia  and  the  Vicar  of  Rome.  Both 
have  strong  claims.  A  furious  contest  is  almost  cer- 
tain. 

There  is  no  hope  of  a  restoration  of  temporal 
sovereignty  to  the  Vatican.  It  is  vain  to  expect  it; 
it  will  be  suicidal  to  attempt  by  arms  to  secure  it 
In  this  matter  Germany  will  have  a  controlling 
power.  Even  Father  Beckx  had  better  not  provoke 
a  collision  with  Prince  Bismarck.  Victor  Emman. 
uel,  too,  will  assert  his  claim  to  the  Vatican  as  the 
rightful  property  of  the  Italian  Kingdom;  and  any 
violent  resistence  on  the  part  of  the  adherents  of  the 
papacy  may  only  result  in  a  curtailment  of  the  pow- 
er they  have  left.  As  a  spiritual  organization  the 
Church  ofRome  has  as  much  right  to  toleration  and 
protection  as  any  other  religious  denomination  ;but 
when  its  eclesiastical  regulations  encroach  upon 
civil  rights  it  becomes  dangerous  to  the  State,  and 
its  power  should  be  restricted. 


A  Horrible  Outrage- 

A  Young  Q-irl  Enticed  Into  a  House  of 
Ill-fame  by  two  Abandoned  Women. 

Catharine  Leor  and  Sophia  Shenkler,  are  charged 
in  the  Police  Court  with  the  vilest  of  all  crimes,  the 
enticing  of  a  young  and  innocent  girl  into  their 
den  for  the  purpose  of  making  money  out  of  her 
ruin.  The  little  girl  is  Laura  Bretsford,  not  yet 
fourteen  years  of  age,  and  has  been  living  at  home 
with  her  mother.  Catharine  Leor  by  the  combined 
acts  pf  flattery  and  promise  of  a  fine  parlor,  nice 
dresses,  plenty  <jf  money  and  everything  else  that 
could  tempt  the  poor  girl  into  her  den, and  finally  to 
accompany  her  to  her  house  No,  827  Sacramento 
street,  where  she  was  seated  at  the  window  subject 
to  the  passers  by.  Some  one  who  knew  her  in- 
formed officer  Dan  Coffey,  and  he  promptly  went 
to  the  house  and  gathered  the  child  in,  and  upon 
learning  her  story  arrested  the  two  women.  The 
mother  when  informed  of  what  had  taken  place  was 
overwhelmed  with  joy  at  the  escape  of  her  daughter 
from  ruin.  Judge  Louderback  will  inquire  into 
the  case  of  the  women  to-day.

be  made,  and  somebody  be  hurt.  The  Giant  being 
at  the  present  time  not  surrounded  by  the  most  feli- 
citious  circumstances,  nor  in  Ibe  happiest  frame  of 
mind,  is  pleased  to  note  the  extensive  preparations 
that  are  being  mado  for  augmenting  human  misery, 
Giant  rejoiced  when  Pinney  liberated  that  numer- 
ous litter  of  full-grown  ill-favored  felines  which  so 
moved  the  political  gods,  whom  many  good  people 
have  worshipped,  to  vehement  denials.

In  the  gen- 
eral melee  which  is  sure  to  follow  some  of  these 
crooked  ways  are  sure  to  be  turned  up  and  if  the 
result  does  not  benefit  us  it  may  lead  to  exposures 
which  will  prevent  a  repetition  of  like  outrages. 

THE   SCHOOL  QUESTION   IN   AUSTRALIA. 

It  is  not  alone  in  this  country  that  the  Catholic 
Church  aspires  to  control  the  education  of  all  the 
youth,  and  manes  no  end  of  trouble  if  not  allowed 
to  have  her  own  way.  Wherever  there  is  anything 
approaching  a  liberal  educational  system  there  is 
opposition  aud  turmoil  aud  strife  engendered  by 
Ibe  priesthood.  Australia  is  no  exception  as  the 
following  from  the  Melbourne  Leader  shows: 

The  zeal  of  the  society  of  Jesus  is  getting  to 
be  loo  obtrusive;  here,  as  elsewhere,  the  Jesuits 
have  managed  10  secure  for  their  Order  the  sole 
control  of  the  education  of  Ibe  youth  of  their  sect, 
and  it  would  seem  that  Father  D.illon  keeps  a  good 
look  out  for  such  waifs  and  strays  as  he  Ihinks  can 
be  gathered  into  the  fold.  A  secular  and  godless 
Education  Act  has  done  away  with  nearly  the  last 
trace  of  State  aid  to  religion;  but  I  lie  good  father 
could  reflect  with  pious  satisfaction  that  there  was 
still  a  small  portion  left,  and  he  determined  to  do 
his  best  to  make  that  portion  us  large  as  possible 
The  subsidy  which  the  Slate  has  been  in  the  habit 
of  granting  to  the  orphanages,  Protectant  and  Caih- 
olic,  has  to  some  extent  depended  on  Ibe  number  of 
children  each  of  them  has  charge  of;  and  it  became 
desirable,  before  the  annual  distribution  of  the 
Treasury  loaves  and  fishes,  lo  make  us  good  a  show 
as  possible  for  the  institution  in  which  Father  Dal- 
ton  was  interested.  It  is  true  he  could  have  got  as 
many  young  Catholics  as  would  have  filled  it  half 
a  dozeu  timesout  of  the  industrial  schools,  but,  its 
these  were  safely  booked  for  the  Church  already, 
the  godless  State  might  be  at  the  sole  expense  of 
their  keep.  A  poor  woman  named  Bates,  who  dur- 
ing her  lifetime  does  not  appear  to  have  troubled 
hersell  about  religion,  Catholic  or  Protestant,  at  all, 
having  dud,  leaving  two  young  children  in  the  care 


of  a  Mrs.  Smeaton,  a  Protestant,  it  was  discovered1 
that  tho  dead  woman,  had  left  her  children,  by  one 
of  'hose  astonishing  viva  voce  death-bed  wills  so- 
common  in  Catholic  countries,  to  a  Mrs.  Hall,  who 
is  of  the  correct  faith.  When  the  matter  became 
public,  such  an  oulcry  arose  that  Father  Dalton.to 
save  appearances,  promised  to  bring  the  children 
up  at  the  police  court  as  neglected  children;  but 
although  they  were  produced,  care  was  taken  that 
it  should  be  in  such  a  manner  as  that  the  magis- 
trate could  do  nothing  in  the  matter.  The  whole 
proceeding  was  a  farce,  got  up  to  deceive  the  public, 
which  had  truly  arrived  at  the  conclusion  that  the 
cbildreu  were  intended  fir  the  orphanage,  By 
producing  them  in  charge  of  Mrs.  Hall,  it  was 
hoped  that  the  eyes  of  ibe  public  would  be  blinded 
lo  Ibe  real  state  of  the  case.  But  the  attempt  is  too 
shallow;  and  it  now  becomes  a  matter  of  serious 
consideration  whether  it  would  not  be  advisable  to 
remove  the  temptation  to  such  meddlesome  zeal  on 
the  part  of  the  Society  of  Jesus,  as  the  story  illus- 
trates. We  perceive  from  Mr.  Kerlerd's  remarks 
in  the  House  on  the  subject,  that  Parliament  will 
be  asked  to  consider,  when  the  vote  comes  on, 
whether  sectarian  institutions  like  the  orphanages 
should  continue  to  receive  State  aid. 

LITTLE  BY  LITTLE.

nearer  and  nearer  to  the  high  standard  at  which 
you  aim. 

Little  by  little,  fortunes  are  accumulated;  little 
by  liltle,  knowledge  is  gained;  little  by  little,  char- 
acter aud  reputation  are  achieved. 


Religious  Toleration  in  Fhance. — In  France,, 
if  a  Protestant  pastor  preaches  in  a  private  house- 
to  more  than  twenty  persons  he   is  liable  to  prose- 
cution.   It  was  ouly  last  fall   that  a  pastor  of  the- 
Reformed  Church,  which  is  an  established  church, 
was  sentenced  by  the  Court  of  Bourges  for  an  of- 
fense of   this   kind.    He    preached    in  a  private 
house,  because   the   congregation    was  too  poor  to 
have  a  church.    The  French  Assembly   is  reasona- 
bly asked  to  make  such   a  case  as   this  impossible- 
by  passing  a   bill  establishing  full  liberty  of  wor- 
ship.

cannot  be  prohibited. 
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THE  ROMAN  CATHOLIC  INQUISITION. 


A  small  volumne  entitled  "The  Martyrs  of  the 
Spanish  Inquisition"  translated  from  the  German 
ofF.  Gunst,  byH.C.  Kloppenburg,  is  one  which 
nest  afler  Dens'Theology  ought  to  be  read  by  every 
one.  Presuming  upon  the  lack  of  accurate  histor- 
ical infoimation  among  that  class  of  people  who 
are  liable  to  become  converts  to  the  Roman  Catho- 
lic Church,  it  is  customary  for  the  PriesS  and  Bish- 
ops to  deny  that  the  Inquisition  was  ever  author- 
ized or  countenanced  by  the  Church  or  by  her  au- 
thority. It  is  the. object  of  the  little  volume  men- 
tioned above  to  disprove  these  bold  assertions  of 
the  priesthood  by  indisputable  contemporanous 
history,  giving  names,  dates  and  facts  that  can  not 
be  controverted.  The  author  condenses  into  a 
brief  space  an  account  of  the  beginning  of  the  In. 
quisition  and  by  whom  it  was  instituted  and  under 
what  auspices  and  authority  Next  some  account 
of  the  laws  enacted  by  the  Church  against  heretics; 
then  a  particular  description  of  the  torture,  and 
finally  the  names  of  the  Chief  Inquisitors  and  the 
number  oi  victims  who  suffered  torture  and  death 
at  lb e  h an ds  of  each. 

The  history  of  those  atrocties  ought  not  to  be  per- 
mitted to  fade  from  the  memory  of  people  and  with 
a  view  to  prevent  it  we  make  the  following  extracts 
and  reccommend  every  reader  to  purchase  the  book- 
The  appalling  facts  contained  in  it  will  be  new  to 
many. 

BARLT  PERSECUTION  OF  HERETICS. 

From  the  fourth  to  the  eighth  century,  severe 
punishments  weie  imposed  upon  the  heretics,  viz: 
deprivation  of  trusts  of  honor  and  ministry,  infamy, 
confiscation  of  possessions,  prohibition  to  make  a 
last  will  or  to  accept  of  a  legacy,  and  various  penal- 
ties. 

These  punishments  already  show  the  avarice  and 
covetousucss  of  the  priests,  whose  object  It  was  to 
live  well  on  the  property  of  others.  But  on  account 
of  their  pride  the  priests  were  still  more  assuming, 
and  brought  their  influence  to  bear  upon  the  weak 
and  deluded  princes,  which  caused  tliem  to  issue 
more  rigid  laws  against  the  heretics,  viz:  whip- 
ping, banishment,  and  even  the  punishment  of 
death.  At  that  lime,  however,  the  courts  of  justice 
were  not  presided  over  by  the  bishops,  but  by  an 
imperial  judge;  so  that,  by  abjuring  his  heresy,  a 
person  freed  himself  troin  any  persecution. 

The  Spanish  Church  went  on  in  this  way  uulil 
the  fourth  Council  of  Toledo  was  held,  when  King 
Siserand  consented  to  place  the  managemeut  of  the 
heretic  Jews  in  the  bauds  of  the  bishops,  to  be  pun- 
ished by  them  and  to  force  them  to  give  up  Juda- 
ism. Those  who  had  given  up  Christianity  for 
Paganism  were  punished  according  lo  their  rank  and 
condition.  The  nobles  were  rejected  or  banished 
out  of  the  community ;  others  of  less  oriain  were 
whipped,  the  hair  cut  from  their  heads,  and  their 
property  confiscated.  The  influence  and  power  of 
'.he  popes  becoming-  more  extensive,  it  was  tlie 
same  with  their  pride  and  ambition;  they  already  be- 
gan to  dispose  of  kines  and  crowns,  and  to  relieve 
the  subjects  from  their  oath  of  allegiance.  The 
emperors  of  course  endeavored  to  keep  peace  with 
the  popes,  and  subjected  themselves  as  much  as 
possible  lo  their  will.  Besides  the  Abbot  Theo- 
phane,  other  priests  were  engaged  in  teaching  in 
public,  proclaiming  that  it  was  in  accordance  with 
the  spirit  of  the  gospel  to  burn  here'.ics.  Shortly 
afterwards  the  Benedictine  Monk  Goltschalk  wa3 
punished  with  imprisonment  and  received  one  hun- 
dred lashes;  and  already,  in  the  beginning  of  the 
eleventh  century ,the  burning  of  heretics  took  place, 
who  had  been  condemned  by  a  council  lo  be  burn- 
ed alive.  From  that  period  it  was  considered  mer- 
itorious and  glorifying  to  God  lo  persecute  heretics, 
which  work  was  carried  on  with  blessings  from 
his  highness  at  Rome. 

LAWS  AGAINST  HERETICS. 

A  great  church  assembly  was  called  for  by  Pope 
Lucius  II.,  at  Verona,  in  the  year  1184,  when  these 


most  severe  and  cruel  measures  were  adopted 
against  heresy.    It  was 

"Resolved,  that  the  counts,  barons,  and  others, 
had  to  swear  to  lend  their  armed  assistance  to  de- 
tect and  punish  heretics; 

"That  the  inhabitants  had  to  promise,  on  oath, 
that  they  would  point  out,  without  any  exception, 
to  the  bishop  and  his  alternates,  those  who  were 
suspected  of  being  heretics,  or  held  private  assem- 
blies; 

"That  the  bishops  themselves  had  to  visit  the 
cities  and  villages  twice  a  year  to  trace  oul  here- 
tics; 

"That  all  those  had  to  be  surrendered  to  the 
worldy  authority  who  were  pointed  out  as  heretics 
by  the  bishops,  and  were  unwilling  to  acknowledge 
their  crime ; 

"And  finally,  that  all  those  who  were  accused  of 
heresy  were  to  be  declared  infamous,  and  that  their 
property  was  to  be  confiscated." 

On  account  of  these  resolutions  did  Alphonse  II., 
King  of  Arragony,  give  orders  to  put  all  heretics, 
without  any  exception,  out  of  his  possessions.  It 
was  forbidden  to  his  subjecls  to  allow  them  an  asy- 
lum, which  was  to  be  considered  as  a  crime  against 
his  majesty,  and  to  be  punished  with  the  confisca- 
tion of  their  property.  Three  years  later,  his  son, 
Pedro  II.,  renewed  these  laws,  adding  another, 
which  allowed  all  sorts  of  cruel  treatment,  death 
and  mutilation  to  be  applied  to  obstinate  here- 
tics. 

FOUNDING     OF     THE     INQUISITION  AND    AURICULAR 
CONFESSION. 

This  assembly,  then,  had  resolved  everyihiug  ne- 
cessary and  expedient  for  the  persecution  of  here 
tics,  and  formed  the  foundation  upon  whicli  the  in- 
quisition was  to  be  built  afterwards.  The  care  for 
the  continuance  of  the  faith  was  still  left  to  the 
bishops,  but  Ihe  want  was  felt  of  a  Iribunal  inde- 
pendent of  the  bishops  and  the  worldiy  princes,  to 
prosecute  and  i  ondemn  heretics — a  court  presided 
over  by  the  Pope,  to  which  the  princes  even  had  to 
submit  on  pain  of  banishment,  and  to  be  deprived 
of  their  estate. 

The  organization  of  such  a  tribuual  against  here- 
sy took  place  in  the  thirteenth  century. 

In  the  year  1198  the  inaguvation  took  place  of 
Pope  Innocentius  III.,  the  moot  eminent  of  Popes 
afler  Gregorius  VII.  This  Pope  is  properly  called 
the  founder  of  the  inquisition,. and  it  wa3  him  also 
who  established  the  auricular  confession. 

The  heretics  being  still  powerful  in  Fiance,  the 
influence  of  the  bishops  was  not  sufficient  lo  dim- 
inish their  power,  when  Innocentius  resolved  to 
bring  the  inquisition  into  motion,  to  whom  il  was 
allowed  to  prosecute  the  heretics,  iudepcndenl  of 
the  bishops.  The  Abbot  de  Citaux  and  the  Monks 
de  Casleluau  and  Haul  were  appointed  lo  bring  the 
heretics  back  into  the  Ronian  Catholic  faith;  being 
supplied  with  the  most  extensive  papal  warrants. 
De  Caslelnau,  however,  was  killed  by  the  Albige- 
nees,  when  Iunocenlius  sent  out  a  second  crusade 
to  preach  against  the  heretics  in  France,  in  which 
two  fanatic  Spanish  priests  excelled  the  ruost.nauie- 
ly,  the  Bishop  Diego  and  the  so-called  Holy  Djmi- 
nick. 

At  the  beginning,  the  king  of  France,  Philip  II., 
did  not  wish  to  meddle  with  this  affair.  He  was, 
however,  to  w*  ak  loo  counteract  these  persecuting 
and  bloodthirsty,  fanatical  priests,who  carried  civil 
war  into  his  counlry,  and  brought  to  desolation. 

Afler  the  siege  oi  Beziers,  Arnold  wrote  lo  Inno- 
centius: "Sparing  neither  sex  nor  age,  we  have 
killed  nearly  30,000  human  beings,  and  afterwards 
pillaged  and  burnt  the  city ;  the  holy  cause  has 
manifested  itself  by  this  wonderfully  against  the 
heretics!"  The  God  of  these  priests  must  have 
bei.n  an  awful  one  indeed,  to  manifest  himself  iu 
such  a  cruel  manner;  lo  cut  down  thousands  of  in- 
nocent victims,  because  their  faith  was  a  different 
one  to  the  one  prescribed  by  the  church.  It  is  im- 
possible to  give  with  certainty  the  number  ot  vie 
tims  that  were  most  tormemiugly  killed  at  that 
time. 

Accordingly  did  the  inquisition  become  effica- 
cious during  ihe  reign  of  Pope  Iunocenlius  III.  and 
of  King  Phil  p  II.  of  France,  about  the  year  1208. 
Iunocenlius  III  summoned  a  solemn  assembly  of 
the  church  at  Lalerane,  which  is  known  as  ihe  fourth 
Council  of  Laterane,  when  more  severe  resolutions 
were  passed  against  Ihe  heretics  than  those  passed 
at  the  assemblv  of  Verona. 
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THE    DOMINICAN    ORDER. 

However.was  confirmed  by  bim.which  order 
wards  became  powerfully  useful  to  the  inquis  ">'" 
Many  eminent  inquisitors  belonged  to  said  (  ip« 
and  the  Dominicans  served  the  inquisition  gene  fc  1 
as  so  called  Familares. 

Pius  Honorius  III.  followed  the  same  com 
his  predecessor, prosecuiing  heretics  by  inquis: 
With  the  consent  of  the  Etnperor  Frederic  II.,i 
had  been    his  disciple,  and    who  had   become 
protector  of  the    tribunal   against  the  heretic 
introduced   the  inquisition    all    over  Italy,  es 
Venice,  which  firmly   opposed  Ihe   papal  assifB' 
tion,  and  Naples,  where  il  was  impossible  to  i.fcoit 
duce  the  inquisition   with    success.    The  inqLn 
tion  was  noi,  as  yet,  organized  as  a   court;  a  I. 
persons  being  only  authorized  by  the  Pope  to   :  l 
secule  heretics.     But  during  the  reign  of  Grej 
IX.  the  inquisition   was  transferred  into   a  reg 
court  of  justice. 

NEW  LAWS  AGAINST  HERETICS. 

At  the  councils  of  the  church  held  at  Thoulo 
Milan,  Melun,  Beziers,  the  old  laws  against 
heretics  were  renewed  and  augmented  with  olb 
Of  the  new  ones  we  beg  to  give  some  special  oi 

All  masculine  inhabitants  of  fourteen  and> 
feminine  of  twelve  years  of  age,  had  to  promise, 
taking  an  oath,  to  hunt  up  the  heretics.  In  cast 
refusal,  they  were  to  be  considered  as  suspec 
themselves; 

Those  who  do  not  appear  before  the  court  til 
times  a  year  are  considered  to  be  suspected.  Ev 
ciiy,  inhabited  by  heretics,  has  to  pay  a  mark 
silver  lo  every  one  who  discovered  a  heretic  i 
had  him  surrendered  to  the  court; 

All  houses  having  served  as  asylums  to  beret 
to  be  pulled  down ; 

All  property  belonging  to  the  heretics  and  tb 
adherents,  lo  be  confiscated,  whereby  their  childi 
become  disinherited  j 

Heretics,  having  become  converted  voluntair 
are  not  allowed  to  remain  in  those  parts  were  tb 
dwelt  before  their  conversion; 

Such  converted  heretics  are  obliged  to  wear  ot 
their  upper  dresses  two  yellow  crosses— one  on  I 
breast.auotheron  the  back— to  show  the  distinctii 
b  etween  tntin  and  other  Catholics. 

Finally,  no  layman  was  allowed  to  read  the  He 
Scriptures  in  the  vulgate. 

FIRST  FATAL  BULL  AGAINST  HERETICS. 

Gregory,— tkat  cruel  enthusiast, — was  not  sat 
Bed  with  these  severe  laws.  Iu  the  year  1331,  1 
proclaimed  a  bull  againsl  all  heretics,  by  virtue . 
which  they  were  all  excommunicated  and  surreno 
ered  to  the  worldly  authorities.  All  the  comuiano 
of  Gregory  were  executed  under  the  protection 
Ihe  si -i alkd  Lewis  the  Slut,  King  ol  France,  an 
of  the  Emperor  Frederic  II.  . 

The  inquisition  now  being  ii  induced  in  Irani 
and  Italy,  and  the  worldly  pov.tr  of  the  Pope  b 
coming  more  lespetted  by  it,  Gregory's  though 
were  now  bent  upou  Spain, where  he  wanted  toe 
tablish  his  power  in  an  unlimited  manner. 

In  the  year  1232,  bis  instructions  lo  the  Arc. 
bishop  Tarragona  were  an  exhortation  about  11 
ireatmeul  ol  heretics,  and  not  to  differ  lrom  tt 
precepts  contained  iu  his  bull  of  the  year  123 
This  archbishop,  "likewise  the  bishops  ot  Lieri 
and  Urgel,  at  once  went  to  work  to  obey  this  papi 
exhortation— the  Dominicans  offering  thcmselvi 
ai  once  toserve  ;hem  as  inquisitors,  And.as  ever 
whereelse,  they  met  with  a  great  deal  ot'oppoailio 
at  first.  The  popula  ion  became  cxciteu,  killin 
several  monks  belonging  lo  the  Dominican  an 
Franciscan  orders.  Still  these  bloody  scenes  di 
not  stop  the  inquisition,  for,  after  all,  Ihey  can 
out  victorious,  ready  at  its  turn  to  revenge  tb 
blood  shed  for  her  by  a  few  of  her  zealots. 

The  inquisition  then  was  introduced  into  Spai 
by  Gregory  IX ,  which  country  seems  to  have  bee 
chosen  to  produce  its  most  cruel  scenes. 

Before  going  on,  however,  we  first  beg  leave  I 
remark  that  the  true  period  of  the  Spanish  inquis 
lion  must  be  said  to  have  begun  two  hundred  an 
fifty  years  later,  iu  the  year  1481,  when  the  nomin 
lion  took  place  of  Thomas  de  Foiquemada  as  chr 
inquisitor.  .  .  . 

From  Ihe  year  1231  till  1481,  the  inquisition  w; 
headed  by  a"  papal  delegate,  and  constituted, 
course,  a  papal  Iribunal.

In  the  Italian  Chamber  of  Deputies,  it  wasre-

And  Views  the  "Wonders  of  Spring  Val- 
ley. 

San  Mateo,  May  29, 1877. 
Editor  Jolly  Giant,  DeakSik:  I  have  been 
unwell  for  a  few  days.  But  when  you  have  read 
this  letter  you  will  know  why  I  was  a  little  under 
the  weather.  Some  weeks  ago  this  town  took  an 
emetic  and  threw  up  a  host  of  bummers  and  loafers 
for  a  grand  pic-nie,  up  to  the  head  waters  of  the 
SpriDg  Valley  Water  Works. 

Through  various  disguises  they  decoyed  a  few 
gentlemen  into  their  crowd,  probably  to  have  them 
pay  the  expenses,  and  give  the  thing  a  semblance 
of  respectability.  It  would  have  done  your  soul 
good  to  see  the  out  side  loafers  fall  into  rank;being 
without  money  and  not  a  popular  loafer,  I  was  left 
out  in  the  cold,  although  they  never  refuse  to  take 
a  drink  atjj  my  expense,  but  I  have  heard  so  much 
said  about  the  Spring  Valley  Water  Works,  its  ser- 
pentine roads,  its  beautiful  scenery,  filth  and  bugs, 
that  I  concluded  to  take  a  trip  up  there  my  self.  But 
how  to  get  up  there  was  what  puzzled  me ;  to  walk 
up  there  ten  or  fifteen  miles,  is  a  feat  that  I  am  too 
lazy  perform.  To  hire  a  team  is  out  of  the  question, 
for  my  credit  at  the  livery  stable  is  gone, so  Hooked 
around  for  a  few  days  and  at  last  concluded  to  bor- 
iow  of  Mr.  Hayward  a  fine  pair  of  black  flyers,  but 
on  my  way  for  a  drink  of  whisky  to  back  up  my 
courage  for  the  task,  who  should  1  meet  but  an  old 
acquaintance,  a  farmer  from  the  country.  After 
we  had  taken  a  smile  I  told  him  about  the  grand 
pic-uic,aud  after  picturing  to  his  highly  imaginative 
mind  the  report  of  the  imperious  bloats,  of  the  in- 
ascessible  scenery,  the  high  precipies,  the  beauti- 
ful fountain, the  mountain  t;0ut,the  beautiful  deers, 
the  fine.groves,  and  large  bodies  of  water  rushing 
down  the  mountain  in  torrents  over  precipices  form 
ing  cataracts,  and  falls  second  only  to  the  Niagra. 
The  countyrmau  said  he  would  like  to  see  the  deer, 
so  we  agreed  to  go  up  and  see  the  wonders.  He  was 
to  furnish  a  team,  and  I  was  to  furnish  a  lunch.  I 
bought  two  bits  worth  of  crackers  and  cheese  and 
two  bottles  of  whisky  from  Burns',  and  started  for 
our  mountain  tour.  How  pleasant  it  is  to  leave  a 
gin-mill  rabble  and  have  for  your  companion  a  man 
of  good  sound  sense,  where  you  c*u  throw  oft'  all 
restraint  and  say  just  what  you  mean  and  think 
without  his  taking  umbrage  and  want  to  fight.  As 
we  rolled  out  of  town  we  passed  a  little  stone  chap- 
el, and  a  large  building  resembling  a  boarding 
house.  Here,  said  the  countryman,  is  where  broth- 
er Brewer  holds  forth.  Here  we  can  send  our  young 
sprigga,  and  they  will  be  taught  theology  and  mil- 
itary atactics  which  are  inseparable.for  religion  and 
the  sword  go  hand  in  hand.  As  we  come  on  the 
country  road  we  passed  Mr.  Howard's  beautiful 
grounds,  where  all  along  the  road  we  see  the  work 
of  the  artisan  and  mechanic,  fine  houses  and  orna- 
mental trees  on  either  side,  here  the  sweet  perfume 
of  the  different  flowers  and  green  foliage  come 
borne  upon  the  gentle  breeze,  no  hand  can  com- 
pound its  equal, for  nature's  laboratory  is  far  ahead 
of  man's  ingenuity.  We  pass  the  cite  for  a  town 
laid  out  by  the  late  Wm.  C.  Ralston,  the  lots  are  all 
fenced,  the  avenue  and  streets  are  lined  on  either 
side  with  ornamential  trees.  Conspicuous  among 
themare  the  Australian  gum  trees  which  are  about 
twenty  feet  high,  the  growth  of  two  or  three  years. 
I  hope  Mr.  Sharon  will  carry  out  the  programme 
of  building  the  town. 
As  we  drive  along  we  soon  arrived  at  Millbra6,on 


the  left  is  a  large  milk  dairy,  owned  by  D.  O.  Mills. 
I  think  it  is  the  largest  of  the  .kind  in  this 
State,  known  far  and  wide  for  its  choice  breed  of 
milkers.  On  the  left  upon  the  hill  side  in  a  beau- 
tiful nook,  well  sheltered  from  the  cold  east  winds 
you  will  see  the  palatial  residence  of  Mr.  Mills 
probably  there  has  been  two  or  three  hundred  dol- 
lars expended  in  this  beautiful  place,  yet  our  asses- 
sor has  it  down  for  a  few  thousand  dollars.  Next 
we  come  to  a  grand  causeway  leading  from  the 
County  road  up  to  Mr.  Mills  residence,  at  the  en- 
trance of  this  causeway  stands  on  either  side  mas- 
sive granit  posts  (wooden  posts  covered  with  sand 
to  imitate  granite,  these  posts  Bhould  be  repainted 
to  keep  up  the  sham)  on  these  majestic  posts  hang 
two  ponderous  iron  gates,  and  on  the  right  stands  a 
ueat  little  cottaie,  in  which  the  distinguished  and 
weli  know  personage,  A.  F.  Green  resides,  and 
whose  duty  it  is  probably, to  attend  these  gates  and 
playfully  swing  them  to  and  fro  as  Mr.  Mills  car- 
riage passes  and  repasses.  I  have  heard  the  enquiry 
made  by  several  persons,  why  Mr.  Mills  did  not 
furnish  Green  with  a  livery  suit  trimed  with  large 
brass  buttons. 

As  we  drove  up  to  the  well-known  seventeen 
mile  house,  we  were  greeted  by  the  amiable  hosts, 
Messrs.  Hepford  &  Staniels.  Those  gentlemen 
know  how  to  treat  their  guests.  After  taking  a  fine 
havana.we  turned  our  steed  towards  the  mountains- 
Here  we  passed  Dr.  Garnott,  who  keeps  a  country 
store  where  all  kinds  of  merchandise  can  be  had. 
The  poor  can  gel  goods  from  his  counter  on  Jong 
credit.  My  companion  for  some  reason  had  been 
rather  glum  since  he  left  San  Mateo,  and  to  cheer 
him  up  1  pulled  ont  the  bottle  of  whiskey.  After 
taking  a  good  horn,  I  passed  the  bottle  to  him,  he 
received  it  with  a  nervous  grasp,  and  after  placing 
it  in  position,  he  commenced.  It  was  like  drench- 
ing a  horse.  One,  two,  three,  four,  five;  at  this 
juncture  his  face  was  of  a  livid  hue.  Just  as  he 
was  filling  his  moustro  us  mouth  for  the  sixth  time, 
I  grabbed  the  bottle  and  took  it  away.  At  this  crit- 
ical moment  he  commenced  throwing  his  arms 
wildly  about,and  appeared  to  gather  all  his  strength 
ana  concentrate  it  on  hishugh  pair  of  lungs,  which 
sent  the  whiskey  up  in  a  perfect  shower.  After 
gasping  a  few  seconds,he  finally  came  to  so  he  could 
speak.  He  said  you  ought  to  have  told  metnatwas 
some  of  Jimmy  Bums'  whiskey;  for  I  never  venture 
to  lake  more  thau  two  swallows  at  a  time.  But  the 
effect  was  electrical.  It  worked  like  a  charm.  (I 
will  slate  here  lhat  I  would  recommend  to  some  of 
our  political  speakers  for  the  next  political  cam- 
paign some  of  Burns'  whiskey  or  Cannabsis  Indi" 
cea;  dose  one  fluid  ouuee  of  the  latter,  but  not 
much  of  the  former.)

pearance  alighted  and  after  geting  some  mail  mat  ■. «, 
ter  and  passing  a  few  orders,'cordial  remarks  wifl   (,) 
seme  gentlemen  from  the  train,  he  again  entered  hii   1 1( 
carriage,  and    after    seating  himself   and  leaninj   |„ 
back  in  a  most  sang  froid  manner,  the    carriage   i , 
was  driven  away  and  disapeared  up  the  Mills'  ave   1 0| 
nue.    My  friend  had  been  watching  this  gentlemai 
all  the  while,and  steping  up  to  me  enquired,  is  that 
Baron  Gustavo  de  Rothschild?    No,  said  I,  that  ii 
Green.    Mr.  Mills  has  gone  East.    He  smiled  audi 
bly.     Here  is  a  sharp  curve  of  the  road,  and  ws 
came  near  being  run  down  by  a  man  named  Shad, 
dock,     with    a    pair    of    a    snorting    mustangs 
and  a  chariot,  the  descriptions  of  which  I  am  una- 
ble to  give.

As  we  drive  down 
at  San  Andreas  lake,  we  slopped  to  get  a  drink  of 
water  from  the  flume  that  empties  a  small  stream 
of  water  into  the  lake.    I  dipped  up  a  dish  full, 
what,  good  Heavens  do  the  Spring  Valley  folk  call 
this  water?    I  should  think  by  the  look  and  smell 
that  they  had    given  it  a  dose  of   physic.    To   be 
honest  about  it,  it  is  nothing  but  one  body  of  slum 
and  mud.    I  think  some  one  must  be  mining  not 
one  mile  away,  or  that  they  aie  trying  to  fill  up  the 
lake  as  the  water  goes  down,  or   perhaps   they  are 
trying  to  stop  a  leak.    We  can  sec  that   there   has 
been  large  quantits   of  gravel  and  mud  sluiced  in. 
The  water  is  very  low  their  booms  as  break  water 
are  of  no  use,  one   set  has  been  taken  up  and   piled 
the  other  set  has  broken  down  and  are  ready  to  be 
piled  up  for  cord  wood  or  any  other  use. 

A  few  miles  farther  brings  us  to  Lake  Paliscitos. 
We  drove  about  to  the  picnic  grounds.which  are  de. 
lightful,  here  we  encountered  Mr.  Ebright,  the  hos- 
pitable host  of  the  lake.  We  now  commenced  to 
look  around  for  those  wonders.  The  trout  we  could 
see  them  i  ump  clear  out  of  the  water,  as  for  the 
dears  we  did  not  see  any , but  could  sec  their  tracks, 
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I  tracks  were  long  and  narrow  probably, they  were 
iCks  of  doughB.  The  water  was  very  low.  I  should 
ink  there  was  about  ten  or  fltteen  feet  of  avail 
le  water  in  the  lake.  It  resembles  the  reservoirs 
the  minning  district.where  they  have  beeu  nearly 

ained  and  deserted.  We  now  spread  our  superb 

nch  (cracker  and  cheese)  which  we  washed  down 

!ith  the  Burns  elixer.  It  was  oxhilerating.  When  we 

ptied   the  bottles   the  lake  appeared  to  be  about 

II  of  water.    There  were  plenty  of  deer.the  water 
as  rushing  down  the  mountain  in  torrents, the  trees 

the  grove  were  dancing  the  German, and  the  hills 
peared  to  be  going  in  every  direction.  We  start- 
i  for  home,  we  made  out  to  get  out  of  the  grove 
'ithout  having  any  of  the  trees  run  over  us,but  had 
re-t  difficulty  to  elude  the  hills.  In  a  few  days 
flerwards  I  found  myself  at  homo  and  in  bed  with 
orrible  headache,  and  the  table  loaded  with  vials, 
ndjcups;my  wy  wife  said  that  I  had  been  sunstruck 
rhich  I  believe.  It  is  amusing  to  sit  and  hear  some 
if  our  leading  politicians,  such  as  Lawrence, Burns 
nd  Maynard,  have  an  animated  discussion  about 
lome  trifling  aflair  that  they  know  but  little  about, 
ut  their  whole  souls  blend  together  when  they  slap

:y.  I  shall  keep  my  eye  on  some  of  onr  smart  men 
nd  will  write  again  before  we  elect  a  jointSenator.

THE  SQUIRE'S   GIG. 


Twenty  years  ago  people  of  means  and  position 
did  not  drive  about  in  such  fine  equipages  as  they 
do  now.

I  had  determined  to  borrow  the  Squrie's  gig  to 
drive  pretty  Hetty  Harper,  the  belle  of  the  village, 
and  the  best  as  well  as  the  bonniest  girl  of  the 
neighborhood,  to  the  pk-nic  party  and  dance  at 
the  Outwoods',  to  which  we  had  both  been  invit- 
ed.

It  seemed  to  me  that  the 
gardener  at  the  Hall  could  not  produce  finer  roses 
than  those  which  grew  there;  that  the  sweetest 
songsters  of  the  feathered  tribe  selected  the  trees 
about  the  cottage  to  build  their  nests  in,  in  pre- 
ference to  all  others  in  the  park ;  that  the  very  grass 
was  greener,  and  the  flowers  sweeter,  than  our  gar- 
dens could  boast. 

I  had  contracted  a  habit,  whenever  I  was  at  the 
Hall  in  vacation  time,  of  strolling  down  to  the  cot- 
tage, as  the  twilight  approached,  and  of  spending 
the  greater  part  of  the  evening  with  Hetty  and  her 
mother.  I  had  loved  Hetty  ever  since  I  saw  her 
one  day,  shortly  after  their  establishment  at  the 
cottage,  coming  through  the  fields  of  golden  grain 
in  her  white  dress,  her  brown  curls  lying  upon  her 
shoulders,  and  her  hat  swinging  by  its  blue  ribbon 
upon  her  arm. '  She  reminded  me  of  a  picture  I  had 
once  seen  of  Ruth  amongst  the  corn ;  only  the  real- 
ity was  far  prettier  thon  the  painted  maiden. 

For  a  long  time  I  did  not  know  it  was  love ;  but 
for  a  considerable  while  before  that  day  upon 
which  I  had  resolved  to  borrow  the  Squire's  gig  I 
had  been  perfectly  certain  it  was  no  passing  fancy 
for  a  pretty  girl  which  caused  my  steps  to  turn  so 
often  in  the  direction  of  the  Park  Cottage,  but  the 
one  deep,  unconquerable  love  of  a  lifetime. 

I  do  not  think  I  was  hideous  to  look  at.  I  was 
tall  and  straight ;  somewhat  awkward  in  my  ap- 
pearance, Ifear,  on  accountof  a  constitutional  shy- 
ness I  was  constantly  doing  battle  with  and  never 
conquering— with  tawny  hair  aud  blue  eyes.

It  waB  mortifying,  after  spending  an  hour  in  my 
room,  studious  over  the  set  of  my  collar  and  tie, 
casting  half-a-dozen  aside  before  1  could  satisfy  my- 
self—after dressing  with  careful  taste,  and  strolling 
down  to  the  oottage,  determined  to  make  Hetty  ac- 


quainted forthwith  with  the  state  of  my  feelings — to 
find  myself  returning  to  the  Hall  an  hour  later, 
haviDg  uttered  nothing  in  Hetty's  presence  save 
truisms  about  the  weather,&c. 

Things  were  in  this  state  when  the  invitation 
came  to  the  pic-nic  and  dance  at  the  Outwoods',  a 
country-house  five  miles  distant  from  Berrybloom, 
inhabited  by  mutual  friends  of  the  Harpers  and 
ourselves.  Mrs.  Harper  had  given  me  permission 
to  escort  Hetty  thither;  and  I  instantly  resolved 
that  this  should  be  the  opportunity  which  I  would 
avail  myself  of  to  put  my  fate  to  the  test.  I  eagerly 
consulted  an  almauac,  and  found,  to  my  delight, 
that.if  we  left  the  Outwoods'  at  ten  o'clock  at  night, 
our  drive  home  would  be  in  the  moonlight. 

What  a  drive  it  would  be — five  miles  through  the 
silver  streaming  moonlight,  with  Hetty  by  my  side, 
and  no  other  person  near  to  overhead  what  I  should 
whisper!  Five  miles  along  a  white  road,  between 
hedges  covered  with  wild  roses,  the  perfume  of 
which  would  fill  the  night  air,  with  the  pale  moon 
shining  in  the  blue  sky  above,  and  not  the  faintest 
sound  to  disturb  my  confession.! 

If  I  could  not  avail  myself  of  this  opportunity,  I 
should  never  deserve  another.  Surely,  when  I  had 
her  alone  under  the  stars— which  are  no  talebearers 
— I  should  have  courage  to  tell  her  what  I  had  so 
often  dreamed. 

The  night  before  the  eventful  day  upon  which  I 
was  to  drive  Hetty  to  the  pic-nic  my  heart  began  to 
fail  me;but,having  resolved  that  the  morrow  should 
not  come  and  go  without  Hetty's  knowing  of  my 
love,  I  determined  to  make  sure  of  myself  by  writ- 
ing a  note,  which  I  could  slip  into  her  hand  at  the 
last  moment,  if  speech  failed  me. 

This  was  a  good  idea.  I  waited  until  my  uncle 
had  retired,  and  than  I  opened  my  desk  and  spread 
a  sheet  of  paper  before  me.

"To-morrow  we  shall  drive  together ;  and  if,  as  I 
fear,  I  cannot  summon  enough  courage  to  tell  you 
this,  I  shall  give  you  this  letter  to  read  when  you 
are  alone  in  your  own  room. 

"Will  you  try  to  think  well  enough  to  take  me 
for  your  husband  ?  I  love  you  better  than  my  life  ; 
and  all  that  a  man  can  do  to  make  a  woman  hap- 
py I  will  do.  With  a  little  hope  and  encourage- 
ment from  you,  I  feel  that  I  shall  be  capable  of 
great  things,  and  that  in  the  future  you  may  have 
cause  to  be  proud  of  me. 

"If  I  may  dare  to  hope,  write  me  a  line,  or  give 
me  some  sign  that  you  love  me.  If  you  find  it  im- 
possible to  give  me  what  I  ask,  next  time  we  meet 
keep  silence  regarding  this  letter;  behave  as  usual, 
and  I  shall  know  what  is  meant.  You  will  not 
think  it  strange  if  I  cannot  bear  to  see  or  speak  to 
you  after  that. 

"This  is  a  strange  love-letter,I  fear;  its  only  merit 
is  that  it  contains  an  expression  of  the  feelings  of 
my  iumost  heart.  I  have  never  loved  or  spoken  of 
love  to  any  one  before,  nor  shall  I  ever  again. 
Whether  you  can  return  my  love  or  not,  all  I  have 
to  give  is,  and  ever  will  be,yours.,' 

"Hal  Denbie." 

I  sealed  this  letter  in  the  daintiest  envelope  I 
could  find,  wrote  Heity's  namd  upon  it,  and  con- 
signed it  to  my  pocket, feeling  perfectly  secure  now 
in  the  event  of  my  constitutional  weakness  rende- 
ingme  dumb. 

The  morning  arose  bright  and  sunny,  with  the 
scent  of  summer  flowers  filling  the  air,  and  the 
singing  oi  birds  everywhere.

THE  ROMAN  CATHOLIC  INQUISITION. 

MODE  OF  PROCEEDING. 

Fvery  one  was  subject  to  the  inquisitorial  tribun- 
nal,  even  kings  and  princes;  only  the  following 
were  excepted;  the  Popes,  their  delegates,  nuncios, 
officers  and  familiars,  and,  during  the  first  inquisi- 
tion, the  bishops.  As  soon  as  any  of  these  were  ac- 
cused or  suspected  of  heresy ,they  had  to  answer  for 
this  to  the  Pope.  Tbe  respect  for  the  kings  was  so 
much  diminished  that  they  had  to  obey  a  simple 
monk  as  soon  as  he  was  nominated  inquisitor. 

Such  an  inquisitor,  when  nominated,  informed 
the  king  of  it  directly,  who  at  once  had  to  send  an 
order  to  all  the  governors  of  thi  cities  which  the  in- 
quisitor intended  to  visit, to  afford  him  all  necessary 
assistance.  They  had  to  arrest  all  persons  con- 
demned as  heretics  or  suspected  as  such  by  the  in- 
quisitor; they  had  to  look  to  the  execution  of  those 
punishments  to  which  those  persons  were  sentenced 
they  had  to  take  care  that  neither  the  inquisitor  nor 
his  subordinates  were  insulted;  dually, a  fit  dwell- 
ing-house had  to  he  furnished,  and  all  ease  and 
comfort  had  to  be  procured  for  the  inquisitor  when 
on*his  journey.  In  the  beginning  the  inquisitors 
received  no  pay,  because  they  belonged  to  Orders 
whose  nile  it  was  that  its  members  had  to  live  in 
poverty.  Still  it  is  proved,  that  they  did  not  slick 
to  their  principles,  by  taking  where  there  was  any 
tbmg  to  be  had,  leading  an  easy  and  lazy  life  at  the 
expense  of  their  fellow-men,  whosetormentors  they 
gradually  became.  Afterwards  tne  pope  command- 
ed the  Bishops  to  take  care  of  t^g  ;uquisitors;  the 
Bishops  soon  knew  how  l0  "d  iueujsclves  of  this 
charge,  which  they  loaded  upon  the  land-owners, 
until  the  necessary  expenses  to  carry  on  (he  inquis- 
ition could  be  made  up  out  of  ihe  confiscated  aud 
sold  goods,  and  out  of  the  fines.  All  the  inhabit- 
ants of  Ihe  cities  were  scared  by  the  entrance  of  the 
inquisitor,  wilh  his  secretaries,judges,and  an  armed 
force.  The  magistrate  and  other  officers  of  the 
city  had  to  appear  before  him  at  a  slated  hour,  and 
were  obliged  to  swear  to  see  to  the  execution  of  all 
the  laws  against  the  heretics,  and  to  use  all  means 
which  might  be  needful  for  their  discovery  aud  im- 
prisonment. The  inquisitor  had  the  right  to  dis- 
charge a  king's  officer  when  refusing  to  execute  his 
commands.  Further,  all  the  believers  were  forced 
tc  appear  in  the  church  on  some  appointed  day, 
when  the  inquisitor  delivered  a  sermon,  showing 
that  it  was  their  duty  to  discover  all  heretics;  they 
even  went  so  far  as  to  summon  heretics  to  give 
themselves  up. 

FAREWELL  TO    HOPE. 

When  the  command  for  tbe  imprisonment  of  a 
person  was  given,  being  suspected  of  heresy, he  was 
surely  lost  to  society.  No  privilege  nor  asylum  was 
left  to  such ;  neither  rank  nor  station  gave  them  any 
protection.  Every  where  he  was  persecuted,  and 
even  at  home  he  was  not  safe ;  he  was  arrested 
amidst  his  family  and  friends,  and  nobody  dared  to 
show  any  opposition.  For  woe  unto  him  who 
would  have  dared  .to  show  even  a  sign  of  sympathy 
with  the  victim  of  Ihe  inquisition. 

The  accused  was  thrown  into  a  most  abominable 
dungeon,  whilst  the  servants  of  tbe  inquisition  en- 
tered his  house  and  took  possession  of  everything 
it  contained.  Those  to  whom  the  prisoners  were 
indebted  lost  all  claim  upon  restitution  or  payment ; 
the  wife  and  children  were  reduced  to  beggary,  be- 
cause nothing  was  left  them ;  nobody  was  allowed 
to  hold  intercourse  with  them,  because  they  had 
been  intimate  wilh  or  were  relations  of  the  prison- 
(r. 

THE  TRIAL. 

After  a  certain  period  it  was  allowed  to  the  pris- 
oner,by  the  inquisitor,to  ask  for  a  trial ;  for  accord- 
ing to  ihe  rules  of  the  inquisition  the  prisoner  was 
always  obliged  to  petition  therefor.  Having  once 
made  his  appearance  before  the  inquisitorial  court, 
it  was  a  rare  exception  when  a  person  was  acquited. 
The  witnesses  were  not  obliged  to  bring  forward 
any  proofs  when  giving,  evidence  against  the  ac- 
cused; they  were  examined  in  his  presence,  but  the 
accused  never  saw  his  accuser  except  when 
masked.  The  evidence  of  the  most  in- 
famous and  unprincipled   person  was  taken  tor 


granted ;  even  the  most  blameless  and  honest  man 
could, if  he  bad  euemies,  and  who  is  without  them  ? 
by  their  evidence  be  burnt  to  death.  Did  the  accus- 
ed refuse  *.o  acknowledge  the  crimes  ascribed  to  him 
he  was  put  lo  the  rack ;  of  course  a  great  many  con- 
fessed to  crime  which  they  never  committed, lo  fr<  e 
tliemselves  from  the  horrible  torture.  The  inquisi- 
tors were  noted  for  their  insensibility,  ignorance, 
and  cruelty,  as  well  as  for  their  hypocrisy  aud  dis. 
simulation.  They  preierred  to  conduct  themselves 
in  a  coarse  and  cruel  manner,  and  did  nol  spare  any 
means  to  make  any  person  his  own  accuser.if  poss- 
ble.  They  generally  brought  in  practice  some  so-, 
called  stratagems  or  "precautiones,"  named  so  by 
the  Dominican  Monk  N.  Eymericus,  in  his  work 
Called"Guide  for  Inquisitors."  By  giving  a  couple 
of  them,  the  reader  will  be  better  able  to  judge: 

When  it  is  impossible  to  prove  that.for  which  the 
accused  person  is  on  trial.aud  he  refuses  obstinately 
to  acknowledge,  it  is  then  permitted  the  inquisitor 
to  take  up  Ihe  acts  of  accusation,  and  by  running 
them  through, to  say  to  the  accused:  "It  is  but  true 
that  you  do  not  speak  the  truth,  and  will  not  ac- 
knowledge that  which  is  already  proved;"  etc.,  to 
make  the  accused,  believe  that  his  guilt  is  already 
proved  in  tbe  facts;  or  the  inquisitor  may  take  up 
some  papei,  when  the  accused  still  deuies.throwiug 
a  hasty  look  into  the  paper,  and  exclaim,  witli  as- 
tonisbment:  "How  is  it  possible  to  deny  an}'  long- 
er? Don't  we  know  everything  already  ?"  etc.  lu 
the  meantime  the  inquisitor  has  to  be  careful  not  to 
enter  into  particulars  with  the  accused  ;  he  must  ad- 
here to  some  general  expressions,  and  just  hint  at 
some  fact  known  to  him,  by  which  to  take  the  ac- 
cused by  surprise.  This  is  all  necessary,  in  order 
that  he  dojs  not  beliay  himself,  aud  that  the  accus- 
ed does  not  preceive  that  it  was  not  only  a  pretext 
to  make  him  speak. 

The  second  is  more  malicious.  In  this  case  the 
inquisitor  must  avail  himself  of  a  convened  accoin 
phce,  or  somebody  who  is  converted;  it  must  be 
some  one  known  by  the  accused,  aud  the  inquisitor 
must  be  sure  that  the  accused  is  open-hearted  lo  one 
of  them.  Let  them  visit  the  accused  in  the  prison ; 
the  converted  must  act  in  such  amannerjas  to  make 
his  friend  believe  that  he  still  shares  his  opinions 
but  has  abjured  them  on  account  of  fear,  just  as  if 
he  had  become  an  infidel  of  truth.  If  the  accused 
shows  that  he  confides  in  his  frieud,  this  one  must 
pass  the  evening  with  him,  aud  keep  up  the  dis- 
course so  long  that  it  is  too  late  to  go  home,  so  as 
to  remain  with  the  accused,  when  he  must  try 
to  persuade  the  accused  to  muke  a  con- 
fession. Before  the  door  spies  are  placed,  who  are  • 
abletohear  everything,  must  catch  up  every  word, 
and,  if  necessary,  must  have  a  notary  at  hand  to 
TT.iie  it  down. 

Don  Manuel  Abady  la  Sierra,  who  was  the  forty- 
second  chief  inquisitor,  did  not  approve  of  these 
tricks,  but  named  them  ignominious. 

The  examination  of  the  inquisition  was  carried 
on  wilh  the  aim  to  condemn  each  and  every  one  that 
fell  into  its  hands,  and,  to  promote  this,  all  means 
were  permitted.  It  is  not  strange  that  these  fanati- 
cal priests  made  use  of  such  means.  Is  not  their 
sole  handicraft  based  upon  the  aim  to  try  all  sorts 
of  tricks  on  unsuspicious  mankind  and  to  subju- 
gate them? 

NOBODY  WAS  LET  GO  UNPUNISHED, 

When  once  in  the  grasp  of  the  inquisition, whether 
he  abjured  heresy  or  whether  he  was  oneof  the  least 
suspected.  The  inquisition  had  tbe  power  to  in 
flict  all  temporal  puaislirnent,  except  capital  pun- 
ishment; still,  when  they  decided  that  a  person 
ought  lo  be  put  to  death,  they  delivered  him  up  to 
the  worldly  judge,  who  had  to  pass  the  sentence  of 
death,  else  he  would  be  looked  upon  as  one  who 
protected  the  heretics,  and  might  fall  himself  into 
the  hands  of  the  inquisition. 

THE  LIGHTEST  PUNISHMENT. 

Which  was  inflicted  on  the  leiut  suspected,  was  as 
follows: — 

On  a  day  especially  fixed  for  that  purpose,  Ihe 
people  and  clergy  were  assembled  in  the  church ; 
the  accused,  with  his  head  uncovered,  was  stand, 
ing  upon  somelhing  like  a  scaffold  which  wa3 
erected  in  Ihe  church.  After  mass  being  snng,and 
before  Ihe  gospel  was  read,  the  inquisitor  stopped 
the  high  mass  to  deliver  a  speech  against  heresy, 
than  which  no  subject  was  more  dear  to  these  ignor- 
ant and   stupid  inquisitors.    A  cross  and  gospel 
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were  handed  to  the  accused  when  he  took  the  oath 
a  fallegiance  to  the  doctrine  or  the  church,  and  be- 
ing able  to  write,  he  had  to  ratify  the  oath  with  bis 
signature.  Next  ho  waa  absolved  by  the  inquisitor 
who  took  him  back  into  the  communion  of  the 
Holy  Church,  dictating  to  him  the  following  fines: 
On  All  Saint's  Day,  Christmas,  New  Year's  Day, 
and  Candlemas  as  well  as  on  all  Sundays  during 
the  great  fast.he  had  to  betake  himself  to  the  Cuthe. 
dral  and  attend  the  procession  in  his  shirt,  bare- 
foted,  his  arms  across  his  breast;  and  on  each  01 
those  days,  except  on  Palm  Sunday,  he  was  10  re- 
ceive a  whipping  from  the  bishop  or  priest  on  duly. 
On  Ash  Wednesday  ho  had  to  proceed  to  the  church 
in  the  same  manner,  but  during  the  whole  fast,  he 
was  chased  out  of  the  church  and  was  obliged  to 
attend  the  service  standing  at  tlie  door.  Ou  his 
breast  he  bad  to  carry  two  crosses,  different  in  col. 
or  from  his  other  garments;  this  penalty  'lasted,  for 
the  least  suspected  three  years;  for  the  more  sns- 
pected,  five  years ;  and  for  the  very  suspected,  seven 
years. 

Those  who,  according  to  the  views  of  the  inquisi- 
tors, were  heretics  in  reality,  and  had  requested  to 
be  converted,  were  absolved,  after  abjuring  their 
errors,  and  next  were  imprisoned  for  life.  How 
Christianlike! 
Did  the  accused  persevere  in  his  heresy, he  was  con- 
demned to  be  "let  loose,"  to  wit:  to  be  given  up  to 
the  worldly  judge,  who  sentenced  him  to  death. 

He  who  fell  back  into  heresy  could  never  obtain 
any  mercy.except  being  strangled  by  the  execution- 
er before  his  being  burned. 

Not  wishing  to  be  accused  of  exaggeration,  we 
will  herewith  give  in  the  original  text  an  authentic 
piece, which  was  composed  by  the  Holy  Dominick, 
and  which  furnishes  the  necessary  explanation 
about  the  aims  of  the  inquisition  and  inquisi- 
tors: 

"To  all  believers  in  Christ  who  read  this, Brother 
Dominick,  Prebendary  of  Osuia,  the  loast  among 
among  the  priests,  sends  his  greeting  in  Christ 
Jesus. 

"Conforming  to  the  dignity  of  our  master,  the  Ab- 
bot of  Citeaux, whose  representative  we  are, we  have 
taken  back  into  the  fold  of  our  church  the  bearer 
of  this  letter,  Ponce  Robert,  who  has  given  up  her- 
esy through  the  mercy  of  our  Lord.  After  having 
promised  by  oath  to  fulfill  our  commands,  we  have 
ordered  that  for  to  three  succeeding  Sundays,  after 
having  stripped  himself,  he  is  to  be  led  from  the 
gate  of  the  city  to  the  Church.by  a  priest, who  will 
lash  him  with  a  rod.  Further,  he  is  not  allowed 
to  eat  meat,  eggs,  nor  cheese,  in  one  word,  nothing 
which  may  be  called  animal  food, during  all  his  life 
time,  except  on  Easterday,Whitsu"Hde,and  Christ- 
mas.on  which  days  we  command  him  to  eat  thereof 
to  prove  his  abhorrence  of  heresy.  Moreover,three 
times  a  year  he  will  have  to  fast  by  not  eating  any 
any  fish,  oil,  nor  drink  wine,  except  when  sickness 
or  hard  labor  oblige  him  to  do  so.  Further.he  will 
have  to  wear  a  garment  on  which  to  the  right  and 
left  of  the  breast  are  fastened  two  small  crosses ;  to 
attend  mass  every  day  and  the  vesper  on  Sundays 
and  holidays  ;to  say  theprescribedmorning,day,and 
evening  prayers, to  wit :  to  pray  the"Lord's  Prayer" 
seven  times  in  daytime,  ten  times  in  the  evening, 
and  twenty  times  towards  midnight.  Finally,  he 
must  live  chaste ;  every  month  he  will  show  this  let, 
ler  to  the  priest  of  Cereri,  his  parish, whom  we  here- 
by ordain  to  keep  a  watchful  eye  on  said  Pouce 
Robert.  He  will  have  strictly  to  adhere  to  the 
above  until  further  notice;  and,  in  case  of  neglect, 
we  command  that  he  shall  be  looked  upon  as  a  per 
juror  and  excommunicated  heretic,  and  be  turned 
out  of  the  communion  of  the  beiievers." 

THE  SECOND  INHIBITION. 

By  contemplating  the  institution  of  the  first  in- 
quisitiou,  its  execrable  actions   aeainst  suspected 
heretics,  its  cruel  punishments  inflicted  on  the  con- 
demned, it  is  difficult  to  believe  that  those  barbari 
ties  ever  would  be  equaled,  yea.would  be  surpassed 
■  Still  such  was  the  case.    As  in  all  human   institu- 
tions, deeds,  and  actions,  the  genius  of  mankind 
Iwas  not  idle  in  this  case.    The  second  inquisition 
Isurpassedthe  first  in  all  respects   so  far  as  exerea- 
Ible  action'and  cruelty  are  concerned.

THE  LEGAL  ASPECT  OF  OUR  CASE. 


The  Supreme  Court  has  decided  that  a  writ  cf 
error  lies  from  the  County  Court  to  the  City  Crim- 
inal Court. 

Judge  Wright  decided  that  the  practice  laid  down 
in  the  Penal  Code  for  appeals  is  applicblo  to  the 
writ  of  error. 

The  Penal  Codo  at  section  1272  says:  After  con- 
viction of  an  offence  not  punishable  with  death,  a 
defendant  who  has  appealed  may  be  admitted  to 
bail: 

1.  As  a  matter  of  right,  when  the  appeal  is 
from  a  judgment  imposing  a  tine  only; 

2.  Asa  matter  of  discretion  in  all  other  cases. 
Under  the  first  clause  of  this  section  Judge  Wright 

permits  us  to  put  in  bail  in  the  Tubbs  case  because 
the  Judgment  in  that  case  is  for  a  fine  only 

Under  the  secoud  clause  Chief  Justice  Wallace 
admitted  the  defendant  to  bail,  in  Exparte 
Hoge,  where  the  defendant  was  convicted  of  an 
assault  with  a  deadly  weapon  and  sentenced  to 
eighteen  months  imprisonm  nt  in  the  State  Prison. 
From  that  judgment  Hoge  appealed  to  the  Supreme 
Court  aod  then  applied  on  habeas  corpus  to  be  per- 
mitted to  put  in  ball  pending  the  appeal.  In  rend 
Cling  his  decision  the  Chief  Justice  said: 

"Tbey  (the  poiuts  raised  by  the  appeal)  are  sufti. 
cient,  In  my  judgment,  to  show  that  the  appeal  is 
bona  fide,  and  the  case  made  is  not  frivolous  or 
unsubstantial.  I  think  that  should  I,  under  the 
circumstances,  refuse  to  admit  the  prisoner  to  bail, 
it  would  be  a  misapplication  of  the  discretion  con- 
ferred by  the  statute.  The  right  to  appeal  is  guar- 
anteed by  the  constitution  to  the  prisoner,  and  is  as 
sacred  as  the  right  of  trial  by  jury.  It  is  one  of  the 
means  the  law  has  provided  to  determine  the  ques- 
tion of  his  guilt  or  innocence.  Upon  such  an  ap- 
peal, the  ultimate  question  is  nearly  always  as  to 
the  validity  of  the  judgment  under  which  the  pris- 
oner is  to  suffer;  and  it  is  certainly  not  consonant 
to  our  ideas  of  justice,  if  it  can  be  prevented  by  le- 
gal means,  that  even  while  the  question  of  guilt  or 
innocencence  is  yet  being  agitated  in  the  form  of 
an  appeal,  the  prisoner  should  be  undergoing  the 
very  punishment  and  suffering  the  very  infamy 
which  it  was  the  lawful  purpose  of  the  appeal  to 
avert.

Conway  was  sup- 
ported by  Kate  Kimball,  his  sister,  and  Patrick 
Kimball,  his  brother-in  law;  and  Mrs.  Kimball 
was  backed  up  by  Annie  Walsh,  her  sister.  Con- 
way was  charged  with  battery  on  his  wife  aud 
sister-in-law;  Margaret  Conway  and  her  sister 
were  charged  with  battery  on  Conway;  Kimball 
was  charged  with  battery  on  Mrs.  Conway  and  her 
sister,  and  Kate  Kimball  was  charged  with  battery 
on  Mrs.  Conway. 

One  day  last  week  Conway  saw  one  of  his 
nephews  going  to  a  brewery  for  beer,  and  forbade 
him  taking  the  liquor  to  the  house.  This  led  to 
a  grand  row,  in  which  all  hands  took  part.  Mrs. 
Conway  struck  her  husband  on  the  back  of  the 
head  with  a  ten-pound  rock.

OUR  CORRESPONDENCE. 

Branch  Jail,  June  4th  '77. 

Editor  Jolly  Giant  : — Times  are  pretty  lively  at 
this  place.  I've  been  in  the  Jail,  and  in  the  Branch 
Jail,  they  are  both  lively  places,  but  I  think  the 
Branch  can  take  the  rag  oft  the  County  Jail.  The 
Branch  was  the  old  County  Hospital,  and  there  is 
no  cell  to  speak  of  in  it.  The  prisoners  are  put  in 
the  large  rooms,  some  twenty,  thirty  and  forty  to- 
gether. If  a  boy  is  sent  here  innocent,  he  will  be 
anything  but  innocent  when  he  leaves,  as  the  large 
number  of  old  criminals  who  become  his  associates 
will  soon  demoralize  him.  The  same  rule  will  work 
with  girls.  The  Branch  is  the  head  quarters  of  the 
convict  women,  and  if  perchance  a  young,  and  in- 
nocent girl  should  be  sent  here(and  there  sometimes 
is,)  she  will  leave  here  one  of  the  most  degraded. 
Women  of  the  most  depraved  character,  are  sent 
here,  and  the  rooms  are  a  pandemonium.  Talk 
about  purgatory ,where  you  have  your  sins  scorched 
off  like  schorching  pin  feathers  off  a  chicken.  It  is 
no  circumstance  to  the  womans  department  of  the 
Branch  Jail.  This  delectable  portion  of  the  Branch 
Jail.is  presided  .over  by  a  Matron  by  the  name  of 


Mrs.  Gross.  Mrs.  Gross  is  a  very  worthy  and  res- 
pectable lady,  and  the  mother  of  some  grown  up 
daughters.  I  have  been  informed  that  one  of  these 
daughters,  is  in  constant  receipt  of  letters  from  a 
convicted  young  butcher,  confined  in  the  County 
Jail.  The  young  lady,  who  shall  be  nameless  for 
the  present,  has  much  fun  in  reading  these  letters. 
I  picked  up  a  part  of  one  of  these  letters  last  week, 
and  see  his  name  is  Julius  Fish.  He  commences 
each  line  with  a  capital  letter,  and  it  is  darling, 
Darling,  darling  I  can't  sleep  at  night  my  eyes  are 
red  with  weeping  about  you,  I  will  lick  any  cuss 
who  speaks  of  you.  There  is  no  one  here  dare  say 
a  word  about  you  except  the  Captains,  and  one  of 
them  is  a  sucker.etc,.  I  will  write  you  again  soon. 
A  Lady  Trusty  at  the  County  Jail. 


MUST  COME  DOWN. 


Since  the  Giant,  some  two  months  ago,  in  view 
of  the  general  depression  of  business,  demanded  a 
reduction  of  rents,  we  notice  that  the  subject  has 
become  one  of  general  comment  with  the  city 
press.  Nearly  every  paper  ha  staken  up  the  refrain, 
and  with  more  or  less  vigor  attacked  the  suicidal 
policy  of  the  landlords  of  San  Francisco.  Because 
while  in  the  past  people  could  pay  the  exhorbi- 
tant  rents  landlords  have  accumulated  fat  bank  ac- 
counts, they  are  not  yet  obliged  to  come  down  to 
living  rates.  They  can  undoubtedly  hold  out  and 
let  their  buildings  stand  idle  a  long  time,  but  the 
longer  they  do  that  the  lower  will  prices  go  in  the 
end.  This  is  too  plain  to  need  any  comment.  The 
hard  fisted  policy  of  freezing  out  business  with 
high  rents  tends  directly  to  drive  people  away  from 
the  city.  Small  dealers  close  out,  if  they  have  the 
good  fortune  not  to  be  closed  out  by  the  sheriff, 
by  the  hundred  and  seek  pastures  new,  where  if 
they  do  less  business  their  expenses  do  not  con- 
sume all  their  profits  and  eventually  their  capital. 
This  process  has  been  going  on  lor  months,  but 
landlords  have  it  in  their  power  in  great  measure 
toputastonto  it.  We  notice  that  the  signs  "to 
let"  grow  ominously  plentiful  along  Montgomery 
aud  California  streets.  Many  Of  those  old  most  fre- 
quented haunts  are  deserted  now  and  no  sound  of 
clinking  coin  or  hum  of  business  is  heard  with 
"to  let,"  and  "for  rent',  staring  one  in  the  face  with 
discouraging  monotony.  It  is  not  alone  in  busi- 
ness circles  that  rents  are  distressingly  high.  The 
lodgings  and  dwellings  are  held  at  proportionately 
stilted  figures.  Accommodations  for  a  moderately 
sized  family  cost  as  much  as  the  rent  of  a  good 
farm,  while  a  den  capable  of  holding  one  person 
without  violating  the  cubic  air  ordinance  can  only 
be  obtained  at  a  price  that  ought  to  pay  for  a  com 
fortable  house  for  a  large  family. 

Then  let  the.rents  come  down.  They  must  come 
down.  Better  take  a  less  aud  a  reasonable  price 
than  nothing,  for  to  one  or  the  other  it  must  come. 

The  purchasing  power  of  money  is  now  almost 
double  what  it  was  ten  years  ago,  in  everything  ex- 
cept rents.  It  takes  just  as  much  coin  to  pay  rents 
now  as  it  did  then,  because  landlords  from  sheer 
force  of  habit  think  they  must  place  just  so  much 
to  the  credit  of  their  bank  account  every  month . 
They  seem  oblivious  to  any  changes  that  have  taken 
place.  Probably  they  will  make  the  discovery  af- 
ter a  while  but  we  fear  it  will  not  be  until  serious 
damage  is  done  by  thefreezing  out  process.

The  butcher  says  Julius  stole  his  money 
and  spent  It,  Ihe  Judge  believed  him,  and  wouldn't 
believe  Julius.  When  Julius  came  into  cell  32  he 
emmigrated  from  cell  41.it  contained  hoodlums.  He 
thought  cell  32  had  the  same  class  of  convicts,  so 
he  gave  a  history  of  his  exploits.  He  said  he  came 
from    New     Jersey    and    New     York.      He   was 

A    OENOTNE  TOUGH. 

Venly  in  fact  he  was  a  captain  of  a  gans  of 
toughs.  He  gave  us  a  full  account  of  his  robberies 
in  Jersey  and  New  York.  How  the  "cops"  went  for 
him  and  he  went  for  the"cops."  They  captured  fiveof 
his  brother  toughs, and  he  skiped  the  city  and  came 
to  San  Francisco.  All  his  companions  were  sent  to 
SiDgSing  and  he  alone  was  left  to  tell  the  tale.  He 
belonged  to  the  loughs  here,  he  knew  them  all, if  he 
didu'the  was  a  sof-a-b  and  his  tongue  went  as 
though  It  was  a  hing  on  a  swivel,  and  wagged  at 
both  ends.  Harry's  hair  stood  on  ends,  Farrell 
couldu't  sleep,  Mike  said  by  Jasus,  but  Julius  is  a 
hard  case.  John  the  soldier  with  his  war  with  the 
Indians  was  nowhere,  as  for  ourself  we  thought  we 
had  escaped  from  cell  63  and  had  been  landed  in 
Purgatory,  and  we  prayed  to  the  Holy  Virgin  and 
St.  Peter  to  get  us  out.  We  resolved  ourselves  into 
a  school  of  correction  with  a  dertermened  purpose 
to  reform  the  skallaway  or  die  in  the  attempt.  Far- 
rell and  Mike  Kelly  took  him  in  haud  and  put  him 
through  the  first  course  of  sprouts.  Harry  and  the 
soldier  next  took  him  in  hand,  and  we  read  him  one 
of  our  short  patent  sermons  from  an  old  number  of 
the  Jolly  Giant.  By  our  united  efforts  we  think 
he  is  saved.  He  at  least  is  much  changed  for  the 
better.  Julius  now  says  he  is  a  very  respectable 
young  man  and  came  here  with  the  best  recommen- 
dations from  Jersey.  He  Is  going  to  get  married  as 
soon  as  he  gets  out  of  jail  and  raise  a  young  family 
of  butchers.  Julius  thinks  he  is  well  qualfled  for 
the  business.  IfCapt.  O'Donald  had  seen  him  as 
he  did  Harry,  he  would  certainly  recommend  him 
to  become  a  priest,  or  a  member  of  Henry  Ward 
Beecher's  Church.  Julius  has  been  promoted  as 
third  assistant  cook.  His  duties  when  not  engaged 
in  courting  aud  writing  love  letters  is  to  wash  up 
the  boilers  and  keep  the  fire  in  working  order.  Our 
little  Apple,  the  head  cook  thing  he  will  eventually 
make  a  good  dishwasher  at  all  events.  Apple  says 
that  beans  is  Julius  favorite  dish,and  we  have  voted 
him  leave  of  absence  from  our  cell  on  purpose  to 
apply  to  head  quarters  for  its  approval  at  our  earl- 
iest convenience.

Little  Apple  the  cook  says  his  slush  barrel  is  much 
reduced  in  the  kitchen  since  this  famous  Mazeppa 
style  has  been  introduced  in  the  County  Jail  kitch-

^  Capt.  O'Donnel  then  left  us  alone  in  our  glory 
§§)  for  a  time.    We  paced  our    solitary  cell,  and  medi- 

•  iated  on  the  straDge  vicissitudes  of  lite.  We  won- 
•  dered  how  it  was  that  old  Pick  of  the  ''Call"  and 
i  the  worthy  Deacon  Fitch  of  the  "Bulletcn"   Mike 

and  Charley  De  Young  of  the  "Chronicle,"  the  old 
a:  lady  of  the  "Alta,"  and  last  but  not  least,  old  Mar- 
[i  riot  of  the  "News  Letter,"  could  publish  all  kinds 
?"  of  libels,and  yet  retain  their  liberty.  Surely  we  who 
eiyiad  served  our  country  in  every  battle  and  had  been 
fe  an  active  participant  in  the  war    since  our    child- 


hood.   We  who  bore  honorable  scars  in  defence  of 


-,iour  flag  during  the  Mexican  war ;  the  war  that  gave 
X "us  California  with  its  untold  wealth.    We  who  had 
3  pever  been  under   arrest    during  our  life,  until    we 
3;.Jtook  up  the  cry  of  unsectarian  schools  and  diffused 
jits  teachings  throughout  the  land,    against  Popish 
1-  machinations.    Why  should  we  be  selected  for  ven- 
r   igeance.     We  believed  that  this  country  ofCalifor- 
I  'nia  gained  by  the  well    fought  battles  of   Mexico, 
i.  should  be  our  home,  and  that  our   life   and  liberty 
''    should  be  protected,  as  long  as  we  obeyed  the  laws ; 
I    that  this  is  a  free  country,  and  that   Popery  could 
'■"  have  no  more  influence  here  than  any  other  denom- 
ination or  faiih;  that  the  right    of  free    speech  and 
'—free  press  were  the  rights  of  every  free    man ;  that 
if  we  did  not  believe  in  the  unholy    Church  or   its 
Roman  Catholic  wakes,  we  had   the  same    right  to 
hold  them  up  to  ridicule,  as  the    Koman   Catholic 
press  has  to  denounce  the  Proteslant  religion,  and

He 
says  this  is  our  only  chance,  and  we  believe  him. 

Our  next  companion  was  the  English  forger,  F. 
Ford,  who  remained  with  us  for  some  weeks,  and 
was  then  sent  back  to  England.  Once  more  we 
were  left  to  our  solitude  in  cell  63.  We  made  the 
acquaintance  of  the  occupants    of  cell  34,  opposite 


lo  us.  Clark  was  in  for  etnbezelment.  The  Stock 
Board  was  his  ruin.  His  broker  came  to  him  for 
assessments,  and  said  there  would  be  a  rise.  He 
took  some  money  from  his  employer,  stocks  went 
down,  down,  and  poor  Clark  is  now  serving  out 
four  and  a  half  years  in  San  Quentin. 

SOME  OTAER  COMPANIONS. 

We  were  seated  on  the  floor  of  our  cell,  after  eat- 
ing our  morning  repast,  when  our  cell  door  was 
opened  by  Captain  Farrel,  and  in  walked  Captain 
Jack,  a  tall  Irishman  from  Solano  County,  with  his 
bed  and  blankets,  cup  and  traps  from  cell  65. 
"Hello,"  says  we,  "where  did  you  come  from?'1 
"Oh,  by  die  gods,  am  I  in  wid  de  Joily  Joint.  Sure, 
be  jabers'tisa  quale  place  to  be  afther placing  me." 
Captain  Jack  placed  his  matress  in  the  opposite 
corner  of  the  cell,  and  arranged  his  bundles  on  the 
side,  and  finally  set  himself  down  on  our  solitary 
bucket, and  took  a  good  look  at  us.  "Sure.begorra, 
ye  are  not  as  bad  looking  as  yer  pictures  make  you 
out  to  be.  Faith  an'  I've  often  heard  of  ye,  and  be 
gob  I  thought  ye  was  the  divil  entirely,"  said  Cap- 
tain Jack. 

"Did  you  think  we  had  horns  ou  our  head,  and  a 
long  tail  with  a  fork  on  the  end  of  it,"  said  we> 
"Be  the  powers,  thin,  may  the  devil  run  away  wid 
me,  sure  I  was  thinking  ye  had  something  of  the 
koind  about  ye,  so  I  did.  Bedad  but  yees  raised 
the  divil  on  the  outside,  so  ye  have,  and  the  howly 
Cburch  will  never  forgive  ye." 

"Mr. you  have  not  told  us  your  name,  and 

as  we  are  to  be  companions,  we  would  liKe  to  know 
what  name  to  call  you,"  said  we. 

"Is  it  me  name  ysr  want  to  know?  Well,  thin 
me  name,s  Patrick  Kennelly,  so  it  is, at  yer  service. 
That's  me  roight  naamo.so  it  is,but  up  on  the  ranch 
in  Solano  County,  the  neighbors  used  to  call  me 
Capt  Jack,  bad  cess  to  them." 

"Well,  Mr.  Kennelly,"  said  we,  "what  are  you  in 
for,  and  how  long  have  you  been  a  boarder  at  Nu- 
nan's  Hotel!" 

"What  am  I  in  fur,  do  ye  say?  Well,  thin,  I'm 
in  because  a  "oloak'  up  in  the  counthry  says  I  owe 
him  mouey,  but  divil  a  cent  do  I  owe  him,  atall, 
atall,  if  I  had  me  rights.  Ye  see  he  took  me  up  be- 
fore Judge  Morrison.and  swore  I  was  going  to  lave 
the  Sti.te,  and  I  was  Bint  here,  and  sure  I've  staid 
here  lor  the  three  months.  But  be  Jases  lie  has  to 
pay  seven  dollars  a  wake  for  me  board,  and  bo  jab 
bers  I'll  stay  here  as  long  as  he  can  pay  for  me,  so 
I  will.  By  the  g.ids  but  it  is  the  divils  own  hole 
yer  in,  <md  1'me  to  stay  wid  ye,,' 

Captain  Jack  remained  with  us  for  some  time, 
and  told  his  story,  which  was  published,  and  which 
was  the  means  of  getting  him  his  release. 
My  next  companion  was  a  German  musician.  He 
went  into  business  manufacturing  pianos.  He  was 
to  furnish  the  skill  and  talent  aud  another  German 
was  to  furnish  the  capital  to  carry  on  the  business. 
Times  got  mud,  and  money  became  tight,  and  busi- 
ness slack.Thecapiialist  thought  he^ould  lose  his 
money ,so  he  tried  to  gobble  up  the  pianos  on  hand 
and  those  underway — swore  he  was  not  in  partner- 
ship,aud  charged  the  poor  German  for  all  the  mon- 
ey expended.  Our  companion  was  unable  to  pay, 
so  this  gobler  had  him  arrested  fur  spite.and  agreed 
to  pay  seven  dollars  a  week  to  Nunan  to  keep  him 
safe  till  called  for.  Nunan  undertook  the  job,  but 
this  German  capitalist  found  it  was  a  loosing  game 
and  refused  to  pay  any  more  board  money.  So  our 
companion  was  bundled  out  of  the  cell.  He  at  first 
refused  tolgo,  but  Nunan  refused  to  board  him  for 
nothing,  so\he  was  sent  out  in  the  cold,  cold  world 


and  we  were  left  awidow  again  in  our  lonely  cell. 
We  went  into  cell  63  as  an  old  soldier,  and  it  was 
but  proper  that  we  should  go  out  with  a  soldier  for 
a  companion.  Our  German  friend  has  not  absent- 
ed himself  many  weeks  before  Capt.  O'Donald  pity- 
ing our  lonely  widowhood,  secured  us  a  soldier 
companion.  John  Stapleton,  our  last  companion 
belongs  to  an  Artillery  Regiment,  a  «company  of 
which  is  stationed  at  Fort  Point.  John  is  an  old 
soldier,  now  serving  out  the  latter  part  of  his  sec- 
ond enlistment,  John  is  well  liked  by  both  the  offi- 
cers and  men  of  his  company.  But  John  like  many 
another  old  soldier,  got  on  a  bit  of  a  spree  one  day 
in  the  city,and  as  he  was  more  accustomed  to  govern, 
ment  horses  than  he  was  to  the  Arab  steeds  of  the 
livery  stable,  came  near  running  over  a  stragling 
lady  on  the  street,  one  of  our  bright  stars  saw  a 
chance  to  increase  his  record,  seized  John  and  took 
him  before  Judge  Louderback,  the  judge  heard  the 
tale,  wiped  his  specks,  looked  awfully  solemn,  and 
sentenced  John  the  soldier  to  fifty  or  sixty  days 
board  at  Nunan's  Hotel.  Capt.  O'Donald  received 
John  at  the  door  in  company  with  several  old 
bums  from  Louderback's  Court.  He  read  them  a 
lesson  on  morality,  some  he  sent  to  the  House  of 
Correction,  others  to  the  Branch  Jail,  and  John  the 
soldier  was  selected  from  the  crowd  to  be  our  com- 
panion. In  introducing  John  the  soldier  to  us  at 
our  cell  door,  Capt.  O'Donald  said,  well,  "here's  a 
soldier  for  you,  I  respect  a  soldiers  uniform,  and  so 
I  brought  him  for  a  companion  for  yourself." 

CHANGED  TO  NO.  33. 

John  the  soldier  and  myself  soon  made  an  ac- 
quaintance, and  were  getting  along  very  well,  we 
had  retired  to  our  virtuous  couch  and  were  about  to 
enter  dreamland,  when  we  heard  a  queer  noise  at 
our  "dunigan,"  we  listened  and  soon  found  out 
the  uninvited  guest  to  be  a  large  sized  rat  who  had 
forced  an  entrance  to  our  cell  by  knawing  a  hole 
through  the  floor  near  the  dunigan.  This  rat  stole 
our  "dummy,"  and  committed  other  outrages  dur- 
ing the  night.  The  next  day  we  entered  a  formal 
complaint  to  Capt.  O'Donald,  who  at  once  ordered 
us  to  take  room  No.  82.  So  here  we  are  in  our 
new  quarters,  the  parlor  cell  of  the  jail.  We  had 
the  walls  painted  and  the  ceiling  frescoed,  and  as 
the  "Mail"  of  last  Saturday  says  CjI.  TMstleton 
is  now  in  clover,  the  best  cell  in  jail,  and  in  com- 
pany with  Ave  other  criminals. 

Cell  32  is  one  of  the  large  cells  on  the  upper  cor- 
ridor near  the  office,  it  is  a  situation  neither  better 
nor  worse  than  the  other  cells  in  the  same  corri- 
dor, cell  32  however,  is  used  partly  as  a  trusties 
cell,  and  therefore  has  a  reputation  for  respecta- 
bility. We. have  for  our  companions  five  beside 
ourselves. 

JAIL    SOCIETY. 

The  world  and  society  is  the  same  everywhere. 
Society  has  its  various  grades,  and  the  County  Jail 
is  no  exception.  We  give  a  short  sketch  of  the  1 
noted  five  in  coll  32.  Our  character  as  a  criminal  is 
too  well  known  already.  The  first  on  the  list  is 
Ned  Farrell.  Farrell  is  the  boss  trustee  of  the  yard. 
He  is  an  Irishman  by  birth  aod  was  raised  in  the 
Holy  Church.  He  is  a  miner  by  occupation  and 
baa  always  been  an  honest,  hard  working  man. 
Farrell  came  to  this  city  from  the  mining  districts 
on  account  of  his  health  being  impaired  by  over 
work.  He  had  accumulated  some  coin,  and  pro- 
posed to  lay  off  for  a  short  time.  He  took  a  room 
in  one  of  our  lodging  houses,  and  fell  in  love  with

THE  WRIT  OP  ERROR. 


Si  iu  ii-  o  fits  Beauties— Kottou  Legislation 
Farther  Illustrated— Present  Aspects 
of  the  Case. 

The  inconsistency — worse  than  thai,  the  tyranny 
of  thai  piece  of  outrageous  legislation  which  called 
into  existence  the  City  Criminal  Court  isunfatliom. 
able.  It  never  can  all  be  lound  out.  But  we  are 
finding  out  some  of  it.  We  have  been  developing 
some  of  it  at  every  move  we  have  made  since  our 
trials  began,  now  six  months  ago.  It  is  safe  to  say 
that  no  such  legislation  was  ever  before  permitted 
lo  stand  iu  any  country  where  the  common  law  is 
recognized  as  a  rule  of  action.  We  undertake  to 
say  here,  that  every  Court  before  whom  was  present- 
ed Ibe  issue  of  the  constitutionality  of  the  Act  creat- 
ing that  Court,  or  at  least  so  much  of  it  as  pretends 
lO  give  it  jurisdiction  to  try  indictments,  ought  to 
have  driveu  a  four  horse  team  through  it.  The  one 
tact  that  the  statute  did  not  directly  provide  an  ap- 
peal from  that  Court  ought  to  abolish  it.  It  is  a 
mistaken  notion  that  is  sometimes  entertained,  that 
Courts  must  always  uphold  an  Act  of  the  legisla- 
ture if  possible.  The  people,  and  especially  liti- 
gants have  some  rights  that  even  the  legislature 
ought  lo  be  made  to  respect.  And  Courts  are  in- 
stituted for  that  purpose  as  well  as  to  interpret  and 
to  adminisler  those  laws  which  ought  to  stand. 
The  failure  of  the  legislature  to  provide  an  appeal 
in  case  of  indictments  has  cost  us  six  nionlhs  of 
imprisonment  to  reach  a  remedy  by  way  of  a  writ 
of  error  ,  owing  to  the  law's  proverbial  delays. 

Our  readers  are  already  aware  that  the  Supreme 
Court  decided  that,  inasmuch  as  the  constitution 
gives  the  County  Court  appellate  jurisdiction  of  al' 
cases  tried  iu  the  City  Criminal  Court,  that  a  defen- 
dant tried  in  the  latter  Court  could  not,  by  the  fail, 
ure  of  legislation  be  entirely  cut  off  from  all  remedy 
by  appeal.  Therefore  a  writ  of  error  will  issue 
from  the  County  Court  to  enforce  its  appellate  jur- 
isdiction. Pursuant  to  that  decision, our  attorneys, 
Messrs.  Barbour  and  Reynolds  prepared  petitions 
setting  forth  the  errors  complained  of  in  the  trials 
in  the  City  Criminal  Court,  and  presented  ihein  to 
Judge  Wright  of  the  County  Court  and  upon  them 
asked  for  writs  of  error  lo  issue.  Ou  Friday  last 
Judge  Wright  granted  the  writs  and  made  Ihcm  re- 
turnable on  the  Gill  day  of  July  next,  ordering  ihe 
City  Criminal  Court  lo  send  up  ihe  records  in  both 
cases. 

Ou  Monday  our  motion  lo  put  iu  bail,  pending 
the  healing  and  determinatiou  of  the  cases  upon 
the  return  of  the  writs  of  error  was  argued  before 
Judge  Wright.  Heree  the  beanlis  (?)  of  legislation 
were  again  made  apparent.  The  code  does  not  con. 
template  any  such  thing  as  a  writ  of  error  in  any 
civil  or  criminal  proceeding,  and  hence  no  practice, 
or  mode  of  procudure  under  such  a  writ  has  been 
provided.  District  Attorney  Murphy  was  on  hand 
to  oppose  the  motion,  to  oppose  the  writ,  he  said, 
and  lo  oppose  everything,  Here  was  another  quan- 
dary for  Judge  Wright.  The  question  was  how 
should  he  proceed?  Mr.  Reynolds  claimed  that  as 
there  is  no  mode  of  procedure  provided  by  law  for 
writs  of  error,  and  as  the  Supreme  Court  have  de- 
cided lhat  the  writ  of  error  iu  this  case  stands  in 
the  place  and  stead  of  an  appeal,  lhat  therefore  all 
proceedings  provided  for  by  ihe  code,  for  appeals, 
so  far  as  they  can  bo  made  appliable  should  be 
made    the  practice  in  proceedings  under  this  writ. 

Mr.  Murphy  opposed  the  view.  It  seems  to  be 
his  especial  official  duty  to  oppose  every  move  that  I

I  took  the  letter  from  my  pocket,  ami  turned  it 
over  a  dozen  limes  during  the  morning,  feeling  se- 
cure as  I  looked  at  my  dernier  ressort.

As  an  instance  of  successful  acclimatisation,  the 
introduction  of  cinchona  cultivation  into  British 
India  is  most  remarkable.  For  the  plants  have  not 
only  been  transplanted  from  one  quarter  of  the  globe 
to  another,  but  they  have  been  converted  from  wild 
lo  cultivated  products.  The  beneficial  results  of 
bringing  quinine  and  ihe  other  febrifuge  alkaloids 
in  Ihe  cinchona  bark  within  the  reach  of  ihe  peo- 
ple of  India  certainly  cannot  be  exaggerated.  Cin- 
chona cultivation  in  India  was  commenced  in  1861. 
In  1874  there  were  2  949.033  plants  on  the  Govern- 
ment plantations  of  the  Neilgherry  Hills  alone;  be 
sides  private  plantations,  among  which  234531 
plants  and  469)4  ounces  of  seeds  have  been  distri- 
buted. In  the  same  year  61,773  lb.  of  bark  were 
supplied  Lo  the  manufactory,  for  the  preparation  of 
quinine  in  a  cheap  form  for  use  in  India,  the  value 
o!  which  was  £2,294;  and  1,181  cases  of  East  In- 
dian and  Ceylon  bark  were  sold  in  the  London 
market.  The  tallest  chichona  tree  on  thcNeilgher- 
ry  Mills  is  now  32  feet  high,  with  a  girth  of  I8J2 
inches. 


The  term  "tweeds"  for  a  well-known  description 
of  woollen  cloth  is  said  lo  be  a  corruption  of 
"tweeds."  The  latter  word  w£.s  blotted  or  imper- 
fectly written  on  an  invoice,  and  so  gave  rise  to  the 
now  familiar  name  of  these  goods.  "Tweed"  was 
lead  as  "tweed"  by  the  late  James  Locke  of  Lon 
don,  a  pioneer  of  Ihe  trade, and  it  was  so  approprile, 
from  Ihe  goods  being  made  on  the  banks  of  the 
Tweed,  that  it  was  at  once  adopted,  and  has  been 
continued  ever  since.  1  Weeted  cloth  is  cloth  wo- 
ven diagonally.

"Very  well," 
auswered  Carroll,  who  looked  very  pale,  but  com- 
posed. During  the  reading  of  the  warrent  Carroll 
kept  his  eyes  fixed  upon  the  dread  document,  and 
when  the  sheriff,  having  finished  reading,  replaced 
it  in  the  envelope,  rcmarked,"You  have  quite  a  pile 
of  them  ?''  "Four  of  them,"  said  Mr.  Werner.in  an- 
swer.

The  Duke  of  Edinburgh's  Tisit  to 
bourne. 


He  Figures  in  a  Libel  Suit. 

[From  the  Melbourne  Leader.] 

The  name  of  his  Royal  Highness  the  Duki 
Edinburgh  was  brought  into  prominent  notice 
the  County   Court   on   Wednesday,  before  Jul 
Cope  and  a  jury  of  four,  in   an   action   for  slam 
brought  by  Sarah  Reynolds,  a  woman  well  kno 
to    the   police,    to    recover    £99    damages    fn 
Mary    Ann  Downing,    the  owner    of    houses 
Madeline  street,  Carlton.    The  house  in   questi 
was  occupied  by  a  man  named  Geo.  Hoard,  w 
whom  the  plaintiff  was  living.    Mrs.  Downing, 
appeared,  did  not  like  such  a  person  as  Sarah  Re 
nolds  occupying  her  house,  and  on  7th  May  li 
directed  her  agent,  named  M'Millau,  to  serve  notii 
to  quit  on  Hoard,  the  reason  given  being  "that  tl 
person  living  wilh  you,  namely,  Sarah   Reynol ' 
is   a  notorious  prostitute."    Those    words  consl 
tuted  the  libel.    The  publication  of  Buch   a  stal 
ment  respecting  her  had,  it  was  stated,  caused  h^ 
loss  of  business  and  credit.    The   defense  was  that 
the  words  were  true,  and  evidence  was  ealled  to 
substantiate    the   defence.     In    cross-examination 
Sarah  Reynolds  denied  that  she  was  a  prostitute, 
but  admitted  having   been   convicted   in   1854   of 
receiving  stolen   property.     She   also  confessed  to 
having  been  sentenced   lo  four  months  imprison 
onment  for  keeping  a  house  frequented  by  disorder 
ly  persons ;  also   that  she  had  kept  various  houses 
the   rooms  of  which   were   let  to    young  women; 
but  she  did  not  know   what   for,  though  she   had 
been  turned  out  of  them  by  the  police.  She  also  said 
that  when  the  Duke  of  Edinburg  was  here  Detect] 
ive  Mackay  hired   apartments   in  the  front  of  her 
house,  paying  at  the  rate  of  five  guineas  per  week. 
To  those  rooms  the  Duke  of  Edingburgh,  she  said, 
brought  a  girl   named  Annie  Young,  of  Sydney! 
kept  her  there  during    his  stay  in    victoria,  and 
then  took  her  away   with   him.    In   reply   to  the 
cross-examination  of  Mr.  G.  P.  Smith,  the  woman 
said  she   was   sure    it   was   not  Sarah   Saqui  the 
Duke  brought,  and  that  the  Royal  standard  was  not 
raised  over  her  house  when  the  Duke  was  there! 
The  house  she  occupied  then  was  Yarra  Cottage! 
in  Flinders   street.    Sergeants  Pewtress,   Muoney 
and  Dalton,  and  some  constables,  deposed  that  then 
had  known  the  woman  from  four  to  twenty  years!

In  the  time  of  James  1  a  man  was  burned  for 
causing  a  storm  atsea  with  the  intention  of  destroy- 
ing one  of  the  Royal  family — and  it  would  have 
been  a  good  thing  had  he  succeeded;  and  a  woman 
was  tried  and  convicted  before  Sir  Matthew  Hall 
for  causing  children  to  vomit  crooked  pins.  Sit 
Thomas  Moore  said  that  to  give  up  witchcraft  was 
to  give  up  the  Bible  itself;  and  John  Wesley  was  a 
firm  believer  in  this  thing  for  ye  ars  after  every  law 
touching  it  was  repeated.  At  Beale,  in  1670  a  roost- 
er was  tried  ou  a  charge  of  lay  ing  an  egg, for  every- 
body knew  that  roosters  eggs  were  used  for  making 
witchcraft  ointment,  and  the  rooster  was  burned. 
A  beadle  would  go  round  the  lanes  armed  with  an 
exoration  from  the  church  giving  the  rats  and 
snakes  warning  to  remove  their  quarters  by  such  a 
date  under  a  penalty.  Let  us  not  laugh  however, 
too  much  at  our  forefathers ,  but  remember  that  we 
are  in  the  some  intellectual  business  in  some  parts 
of  our  countiy.  Only  the  other  day  the  Governor 
of  Minnesota  appointed  a  day  of  prayer  to  see  if 
some  power  could  be  induced  to  kill  the  grasshop- 
pers, or  send  them  into  some  other  State.

Does  a  man  asking  for  a  favor  inquire  for  a  church 
member,  so  that  he  will  not  be  refused?  Is  it  worth 
while  to  send  missionaries  to  other  lands  while 
every  penitentiary  in  ours  is  full  ?

I  ask  that  the  future  may  be  en- 
riched with  the  thoughts  of  the  present  for  human 
beings  to  put  a  shoulder  in  the  army  of  progress 
Exercise  your  liberty  in  your  own  way,  and  extend 
the  same  right  to  every  other  being.    I  plead  for- 


individual  independence.  Let  the  ghosts  go;  jus 
ticc,  art,  sun  and  hope,  music  and  love  are  left.  In 
the  religion  of  the  future  there  will  be  women, 
children  and  men  and  all  the  humanity  of  the 
hearts,  but  not  one  single  ghost.

THE  WAR. 


After  looking  over  the  field  ofhostilities,  reading 
Sargent's  manifesto, ami  Piuney's  open  letter.GlAUT 
comes  to  the  sage  conclusion  that  some  of  those 
things  were  better  unsaid.  In  his  address  to  the 
public  which  the  "journalistic  slut"  paraded  with 
a  flourish  of  trumpets  and  beating  of  gongs,  Mr. 
Sargent  has  weakened  his  cause  about  as  much  as 
by  his  guerilla  warfare  on  the  "Chronicle."  It  is  a 
weak  thing.  It  has  not  the  bold,  defiant  ring  of  a 
strong  man  ;  too  much  argument  and  talk.  It  was 
enough  for  him  to.  say  defiantly  that  this  is  a  fight, 
stand  from  under.  Begging  the  public  '.o  suspend 
judgment  never  won  a  case.  As  a  general  thing 
the  public  don't'suspend  its  judgment,  even  when 
asked  to,  and  wheu  it  finds  a  man  clamoring  for 
suspension  of  judgment  the  suspicion  is  aroused  that 
he  has  no  caBe  to  present,  but  is  only  making 
dilatory  motions  in  the  hope  that  the  high  court  of 
public  opinion  will  forget  the  case  altogether. 

Pinney's  open  hjtter  is  adroit  and  defiant  and  tells 
some  ugly  things.  We  advise  Mr.  Sargent  to  make 
no  reply  unless  he  can  obtain  an  abler  man  than 
himself  to  write  it. 

Pinney's  letter  abounds  in  hints  at  what  terrible 
things  he  has  in  store  for  his  enemies,  but  he  is  such 
a  tricky  cuss  there  is  no  telling  how  it  may  turn 
out.  His  performance  in  the  end  may  fall  lament- 
ably short  of  his  proclamation.  He  is  the  under 
dog  just  now,  and  has  some  sympathy  on  that  ac- 
count, but  that  is  more  than  overbalanced  by  Can's 
money.  And  money  is  the  main  thing  in  a  legal 
contest.  We  have  observed  that  success  perches  on 
the  banners  of  the  party  who  has  the  best  bank  ac- 
count, with  marvellous  uniformity.  Carr  is  un- 
mistakably making  it  a  moneyed  fight,  and  there  is 
where  he  seems  at  present,  to  have  the  advantage  of 
Pinney.  When  he  turns  his  attention  to  the"Chron- 
icle"  the  case  will  stand  differently.  It  is  comfort- 
ing to  reflect,  however,  that  it  is  a  real  fight,  and 
no  sham  battle.  It  is  consoling  to  know  that  com- 
promise and  hushing  up  are  now  apparently  quite 
out  of  the  question  and  that  somebody  is  going  to 
be  hurt.  There  are  plenty  of  impartial  observers 
who  think  that  justice  will  be  best  subserved  ifnone 
of  the  parties  escape.

THE  ROMAN  CATHOLIC  INQUISITION. 

A  combination  took  pl..ce  between  the  despo- 
tisms of  the  Church  and  of  the  Stale;  between  the 
covetonsness  of  Ihe  priests  with  that  of  the  worldly 
rulers;  between  the  amhiiiou  of  the  Pope  with  that 
of  the  despotic  kings.  It  seemed  as  if  all  the  infer- 
nal powers  had  formed  a  conspiracy  against  man- 
kind tor  its  annihilation. 

THE  SECOND  INQUISITION 

Was  a  tribunal  holding  the  power  to  decide  over 
liberty,  wealth,  life  anc1  death.  The  possessions  of 
the  condemned  fell  due  to  the  king's  receiver-gen- 
eral ;  and  even  the  children  of  those  who  were  sus- 
pected of  heresy  were  disinherited,  which  was  not 
thought  of  during  the  first  inquisition;  yea,  the 
grandchildren  had  to  alouefor  the  sins  of  the  grand 
parents;  and  the  children  of  condemned  heretics 
were  not  allowed  to  become  merchants, nor  farmers, 
much  less  to  hold  au  office. 

During  the  first  inquisition  it  was  among  the  liv- 
ing to  find  out  heresy  ;  but  during  the  second  they 
investigated  the  career  of  tfie  long  since  departed, 
us  well,  and  did  such  career  bear  signs  of  heresy, 
the  children  and  grandchildren  had  to  suffer  for  it. 
Consequently  nobody  was  sure  to  remain  owner  of 
his  parents'  inheritance,  for  sooner  or  later  an  ac- 
cusation might  be  made  against  father  or  mother, 
wheu  the  possessions  were" taken  by  the  State.  And 
such  an  institution  was 

SANCTIONED  BY  A    POPE, 

after  the  death  of  Pius  Sextus  IV.,who  had  always 
hesitated  lo  do  so. 

The  Oaesaropy  (the  royal  papacy)  was  finally  ac- 
knowledged in  Spain,  on  account  of  the  bull  ot  In- 
nocentius  VIII.  of  March  30,  1781,  after  an  hesita- 
tion of  eleven  ytars. 

No  sooner  did  the  people  observe  that  the  king 
had  adopted  the  sacerdotal  dress,  in  order  to  be 
more  safe  in  assailing  his  people's  property  and 
goods  than  they  rose  against  the  inquisitors  and 
murdered  several  of  them.  But  such  sudden  and 
unprepared  risings  have  never  had  any  good  result. 
The  calm  and  thinking  hold  back,  when  the  lead  is 
taken  by  the  rough  and  uneducated  classes;  and 
there  is  nothing  more  horrible  than  a  licentious 
crowd,  that  ouly  listens  to  the  inspiration  ot  pas- 
sion and  revenge.  Just  for  this  re  a;un  did  the  rising 
have  no  further  result.and  the  priesthood  as  well  as 
the  nobility  found  themselves  sufficiently  protected 
by  the  stringent  laws  of  the  inquisition.  Moreover 
at  that  lime  all  classes  believed  that  the  true  faith 
had  lo  be  sustained,  and  that  heretics  had  to  be 
iried. 

PERSECUTION  OF  THE  JEWS. 

No  wonder  that  it  was  an  easy  matter  for  Ferdi- 
nand V  ,  surnamed  "Ihe  Catholic,"  aud  his  consort 
Isabella,  to  introduce  the  inquisition  into  both 
their  kingdoms,  Airagonic  and  Caslilie;  it  beiog  a 
tact  that  he  was  very  fond  of  money  and  was  vijry 
covetous;  consequently  the  inquisition  offered  him 
the  best  chances,  under  the  mask  of  religion,  to  ap- 
propriate to  himself  the  immense  riches  and  pos- 
sessions of  the  Jews. 

At  that  time  it  was  more    difficult  tha  at 

present  fur  Christians  to  compete  with  Ih  ws,  as 
tar  as  trade  was  concerned,  no  doubt  caused  by  the 
easy  and  lazy  mauncr  ol  the  Christians,  and  on  ac- 
count of  their  doctrine,  which  taught  them  to  oc- 
cupy themselves  more  about  the  life  hereafter,  and 
nut  to  accumulate  riches  here  below.  Consequent- 
ly nearly  all  Christians  in  Spain  were  indebled  to 
ihe  Jews  at  that  lime.  This  circumstance  soon  led 
lo  enmily,  and  was  the  cause  of  the  succeeding  ri- 
sings ot  the  people  against  the  Jews,  thousands  of 
whom  were  innocently  killed,  lo  counteract  this 
enmity  there  was  but  one  remedy,  to  wit:  to  le- 
come  Christian— and  soon  more  than  100,000  Jew- 
ish families  went  over  to  the  Calholie  Church,  but 
remaining  inwardly  faithful  lo  the  faith  of  their  la- 
thers. Such  converted  Jews  were  called  Marranos 
(swine) 

Those  who,  notwithstanding  their  conversiou,had 
remained  Jews  secretly,  were  soon  found  out  which 
furnished  a  pretext  lo  Pius  Sextus  IV.,  as  well  as  lo 
Ferdinand  V  ,  to  introduce  a  court  whose  calling  it 
was  to  punish  such  a  crime  severely. 

As  sooh  as  the  inquisition  began  to  fulfil  its  mis- 
sion in  Spain  in  that  raanner.all  the  new  Christians 


(ihe  converted  Jewsj  left  country.  The  iuquisi'ors 
becoming  aware  of  this,  their  chief  inquisitor. 
Thomas  de  Torquemada,  at  once  declared  these em-i 
igrants  to  be  heretics,  ordered  their  imprisonment 
aud  their  goods  to  be  coufiscated,and,  by  deceiving, 
the  refugees,  they  promised  grace  lo  all  who  would 
appear  before  their  court,  which  being  dune  by  sev- 
eral Marranos,  instead  of  receiving  grace,  they 
were  imprisoned  and  conemded— an'  act  which) 
shows  how  dangerous  it  is  lo-believe  in  the  good, 
faith  of  priests. 

NEW  BURNING  CHRISTIANS. 

Scarcely  four  days  was  the  inquisition  in  force  at 
Sevilla,  when  she  commenced  by  burning  six  per- 
sons to  death.  A  few  days  afterwards  seveuteen  un- 
fortunates followed  suit.and  two  months  afterwards' 
two  hundred  and  ninety-eight  new  Christians  (con- 
veiled  Jews)  were  burned  lo  death,  while  seventy 
others  were  imprisoned  for  life.  \V!  ile  this  w;  a) 
going  on  at  Sevilla,  two  thousand  Marranos  were 
burnt  in  different  parts  of  the  province;  a  large' 
number  were  burned  in  efflgy.and  seventy  thousand] 
of  these  unfortunates  were  condemned  to  different! 
Church  puuishmenls.  Inside  of  Ihe  gates  ol  Sevil-i 
la  a  scaffold.  In  llese  statues  these  new  unfaithful! 
Christians  were  locked  up  lo  be  burned  to  death.! 
This  scaffold  is  known  by  the  name  i>f  Quemadero' 
(lire-place.)  These  awlul  tortures  inspired  all  new 
Christians  with  indescribable  fear,  aud  everyone 
tried  lo  save  himself  by  nia-ht.  A  lar^e  number 
fled  to  France,  Portugal  and  Africa;  others  went  to 
the  Pope,  hoping  to  find  protection  against  the  ar- 
bitrariness of  the  inquisitor?.  But  the  vicegerent 
of  Christ,  on  earlh,  remained  obstinate,  and  threat. 
eued  them  in  his  turn  with  church  punishments, 
such  horrible  conduct  and  such  murdering  of  man- 
kind, proceeding  from  Ihe  ministers  of  a  religion, 
which  was  named  the  religion  of  love,  was  to  brin" 
iorih  a  depopulation  of  Ihe  country. 

When  Ferdinand  V.  became  kingjhe  inhabitauls 
of  the  kingdom  numbered  twenty  millions,  on  his 
death  this  number  was  diminished  by  four  mill- 
ions. At  the  commeuceroent  of  the  sixteenth  age 
Spain  only  counted  twelve  millions;  in  1688.  but 
twelve  millions;  and  twelve  years  later,  scarcely 
eight  millions  of  inhab'tants.  During  the  reign  of 
Philip  V.  the  number  diminished  to  six  millions  of 
inhabitants.  But  what  do  tyrants  and  priests  care 
about  the  number  ot  inhabitants  as  long  as  ihev 
can  perform  their  abominable  schemes  aud  get 
their  aim. 

lu  ihe  year  1484,  the  chief  inquisitor,  Thomas  de 
Toiqueinada,was  assembled  with  all  the  irqusi'ors 
and  their  advisers  at  Sevilla.  At  the  assembly  the 
so-called 

CONSTITUTION  FOR  THE   SPANISH  INCJOTSITION 

was  projected. 

The  hist,  second,  and  third  articles  contained  the 
deleiminliou  hew  and  in  what  manner,  in  all  cit- 
ies, com  Is  of  inquisiiion  should  be  established,  and 
also  the  publicatiou  of  Ihe  diflerent  church  puuish- 
menls against  heretics  and  the  unfaithful;  aud  fi- 
nally, the  settlement  of  the  term  during  which  the 
seizure  of  Ihe  posessions  of  the  condemned  cuul  J 
not  be  executed. 

Article  four  determined  Ihatflhe  voluntary  confes- 
sions made  before  the  expiration  of  the  term  of 
grace  should  be  adi  ed  to  the  act  of  accusation. 

Article  five  forbade  every  secret  acquittal,  ex- 
cept in  case  when  no  one  was  acquainted  with  the 
crime  t>f  the  new  adopted. 

Arliclesix  determined  that  every  one  who  was  ac- 
quited  was  condemned  lo  be  unfit  lo  hold  a  trust  of 
honor,  and  that  it  was  not  permitted  him  to  wear 
gold,  silver,  pearls,  silk,  nor  fine   wool. 

Rome,  however,  derived  a  good  revenue  by  this 
because  by  paying  a  certain  sum,  one  could  obtain 
permission  to  wear  the  above-named  articles  again. 
Article  seven  imposea  a  fine  on  all  those  who 
had  made  a  voluntary  confession. 

Article  eighties  Jved  that  such  repentant,  who 
psesented  nevertheless  with  the  confiscation  of  his 
possessions.  These  article  were  very  beneficial  lo 
the  covetousness  of  Ferdinand. 

Article  niue  determined  that  all  persons  who  had 
reached  the  age  of  twenty  years  and  presented 
themselves,  were  to  receive  a  gentle  punishment. 

But  what  did  these  inquisitors  uuderstanj  by  a 
gentle  punishment!

"Well,  I  don't  know  that  he  will,  yet  I  have  heard 
that  he  refused  Capt.  McDonald  when  he  came  back 
from  Europe  and  he  had  a  pass  from  Sheriff  Nu- ' 
nan  to  see  Col.  Thistleton.  But,  ye  see,"  says  Capt. 
Sweeny,  "Capt.  Farrell  is  a  very  nice  man,  but  he 
gets  queer  uotions  in  his  head  some  times  and  then 
he  is  cross, and  would  refuse  admission  to  the  Popes 
nuncio  although  he  has  a  pass  from  the  Holy  Fath- 
er, the  Pope  himself."

I. 

"I  then  had  a  conversation  wid 

JACK  LYNCH. 

"Yere  the  second  cook"  sez  I. 

"I  am,"  says  Lynch, "and  when  I  leave  this  place 
I  am  going  to  start  a  restaurant  on  the  outBide." 

"Do  the  prisoners  like  yer  cooking?"  sez  I. 

"Well,  ye  see,  I  am  only  second  cook,  and  I  am 
under  orders  uv  the  little  'Apple,'  but  I  do  the  best 
I  can  for  the  prisoners,  but  its  little  that  -I  can  do 
for  them,  as  I  am  closely  watched  by  the  Apple, and 
he  is  under  orders  of  the  contractors,  do  ye  see," 
said  he.

"Tommy  Round  Head  sez  I,  sure  I've  heard  that 
name  before.  Where  is  he,  and  what  is  he  doing 
here  ?

confined  here  and  can't  do  anything  to  help  them 
all,  because  the  four-eyed  Judge  wanted  to  get  sat- 
isfaction out  of  me  for  a  supposed  injury.

I  each  ze  frog  und  zell  him  to  von  Frenchman,  and 
make  much  money,  zo  vone  day  I  goest  mit  China- 
town and  see  von  nice  China  gal,  I  dinks  I  vill 
marry  her  for  my  vife.

Shudge  Louderpack  he  nojpelicve  mine 
sthory,  ant  he  sent  me  up  mit  de  County  Jail,  but  I 
get  out  soon  mit  dis  tain  hole,  ant  I  go  to  San  Mi- 
guel ant  catch  more  frogs,  but  I  nevar  go  mit  dem 
China  gals  no  more,  so  help  mine  cot." 

"Who  is  your  companion?"  "he  looks  like  a 
Frenchman  wid  his  big  whiskers  and  mustache," 
sez  I,  "sure  he  must  be  a  French  Count  from  Paris." 

"Dat  mau  dat  ish  a  shleeping  iu  mine  cell,  dat 
ish  a  noice  mon,"  says  Frank,  "his  name  is 

HENRY  BUKGECL0PP. 

"Henry  says  he  is  Captain  Dougart's  favorite 
trusty,  I  talk  zee  French  ant  German  and  several 
other  languages  mit  Captain  Deugart,  I  am  well 
acquainted  with  Dr.  Blach  and  Dr.  Stevers,  1  vas 
studying  medicine  under  Dr.  Stevirs  at  the  City 
Prison  when  Antonia  Von  Apping  was  sent  there 
for  medical  treatment.  Miss  Von  Apping  vas  a 
nice  lady,  I  gave  her  all  de  goot  things  I  could,  and 
I  vanted  to  marry  mit  her,  but  she  got  in  love  mit 
some  other  dam  fool  and  went  pack  on  me.  Dis 
made  me  sick  and  te  Doctor  Blach  said  I  was  crazy 
and  sent  me  up  to  Nunau's  Hotel  to  cure  me.  My 
time  will  pe  out  next  month,  ven  I  goes  to  see  Miss 
Von  Apping,  ant  if  she  no  marry  me,  I  kill  dat  tarn 
fool  she  is  in  love  mit." 

"Hello!  here  comes  a  gentleman,"  sez  I,  as  a 
young  man  came  up  the  corridor  with  a  white  col- 
lar, and  a  pen  stuck  behind  his  ear,  looking  as  dig- 
nified as  a  turkey  gobbler.

"Mr.  Grasper,  I  am  an  unfortunate  gentleman, 
says  he,  "I  was  born  of  Hebrew  noble  parents  in  the 
city  ot  London,  England.  My  first  recollections 
were  in  a  store  surrounded  by  a  large  variety  of 
bundles,  each  bundled  labeled  with  a  small  ticket, 
and  a  beautiful  trio  of  gold  balls  were  over  the 
door.

On  Kearny  street 
near  Bush  1  saw  the  three  golden  balls  of  my  child- 
hood, I  felt  at  home,  I  entered  and  spoke  to  the  pro- 
prietor in  Hebrew,  he  recognized  me  at  once,  and 
asked  me  if  I  had  anything  to  pawn,  I  told  him 
that  I  was  from  London,  and  had  just  arrived  in 
the  city.  I  felt  an  itching  sensation  and  a  constant 
desire  to  scratch."  "Vy  young  man  you  are  lousy," 


said  Mr.  Myers,  the  pawn  broker,  "you  take  this 
suit  of  clothes, and  strip  yourself  back  there,  and  put 
them  on,  I  will  sell  those  you  have  on  to  a  gent  ile, 
thus  benefiting  you  and  serving  the  faithful  at  the 
same  time,  I  did  so,  and  Mr.  Myers  took  a  liking 
to  me,  and  hired  me  for  a  clerk  at  once,  I  found  the 
situation  pleasant,  and  got  along  very  well.  Mr. 
Myers  is  not  a  married  man  in  the  general  accepta- 
tion of  the  word,  but  Mr.  Myers  believed  in  David 
and  King  Solomon.  They  kept  concubines  and 
Myers  followed  their  noble  example.

One  of  the  Captains 
gave  me  this  job  and  here  I  am  a  genuine  jail 
bird.

NEWSPAPER  DECISIONS. 


1.  Any  person  who  takes  a  paper  regularly  from 
a  post  office, whether  directed  in  his  name  or  anoth 
er's,or  whether  he  has  subscribed  or  not,  is  respon- 
ble  for  payment. 

2.  If  a  person  orders  his  paper  discontinued  he 
must  pay  arrears,  or  the  publishers  may  continue 
to  send  it  until  payment  is  made,  and  then  collect 
the  whole  amount,  whether  the  paper  is  taken  from 
the  office  or  not. 

3  The  courts  have  decided  that  refusing  to  take 
newspapers  or  periodicals  from  the  post-office,  or 
removing  and  leaving  them  uncalled  for,  is  prima 
facie  evidence  of  intentional  fraud.

To  Whom  it  May  Concern,

I 
prove  this  by  not  stuffing  them  with  fulsome  flattery 
and  by  painting  their  faults  as  virtues,  as  does  the 
"Monitor,"  "Irish  World"  and  other  such  papers 
which  live  by  imposing  upon  their  creduility,  but 
by  weekly  exhibiting  to  them  their  palpable  short- 
comings and  showing  up  by  pen  and  pencil  the 
frauds  theo'logical  and  political,  whose  dupes  they 
are. 

It  may  be  said,  that  "a  friendly  eye  could  never 
see  such  faults."  To  this  I  answer  that  "a  flatness 
would  not."

Allegheny,  Nacuitocucs,  Albany,  Louisville,  Gal- 
veston, Detroit,  Oreon  Hay,  Hartford  and  other  dio- 
coses  anil  one  huudred  and  fifty  other  American 
Catholics.  Of  course  these  Roman  Catholics 
couldn't  get  along  without  presenting  the  Pope 
witli  :iu  address  ou  such  an  important  occasion, and, 
as  in  duty  bound,  Archbishop  Wood  must  make  tiic 
address  interesting  to  the  Holy  Pauper,  and  hence 
the  address  contained  the  following  choice  senti- 
ment. 

"The  American '  nation  had  acquired  strength 
enough  to  arouse  the  jealousy  of  European  nations, 
but  the  people  had  prided  themselves  on  being  Re- 
publicans, (at  the  utterance  of  the  expression  a  geri- 
eral  laugh  was  raised,  in  which  all  the  Cardinals 
Joined),  but  they  must  remember  they  must  bow  to 
enter  Paradise." 

The  enjoyment  manifested  at  this  gratuitous  in- 
sult to  America  has  an  evident  mcaniDg,  and  that 
is,  that  the  Vatican  indeuds  to  command  civil  pow- 
er in  America.

They  well  under- 
stand the  tendency  of  a  people  to  rest  secure  in  their 
liberties  when  once  achieved  and  how  liable  they 
are  lo  forget  that  eternal  vigilance  is  the  price  they 
must  always  p  ly  for  it.  Taking  advantage  of  this, 
the  Church  in  a  multitude  of  ways,  seeks  to  under- 
mine our  government  and  its  institutions.  It  seeks 
to  overthrow  the  very  foundations  of  Republican 
Government  by  destroying  its  educational  system. 
It  is  making  a  strong  effort  to  gather  the  negro 
vole  of  the  Southern  states  into  the  Church,  that  it 
may  directly  obtain  political  power.  It  eousistant- 
ly  cultivates  and  teaches  in  its  churches  and  schools 
a  contempt  for  our  government.  It  stirs  up  strife, 
sows  discord,  promotes  crime,  encourages  discon- 
tent and  seeks  iu  alt  ways  and  by  all  means  to  turn 
society  into  a  pandemonium  Now  comes  this 
shameless  insult  by  Catholic  Americans  to  Amer- 
ica, in  presence  of  the  Pope.  After  giving  to  Pope 
Pius  IX  the  money  lhat  was  taken  from  the  hard 
aarnings  of  men  and  women  of  America  the  Bishop 
and  priests  of  America,  fling  this  insult  in  the  face 
of  their  countrymen  and  degrade  themselves  and 
their  religion  in  the  eyes  of  the  whole  world.

ated such  lrequent  cases  of   flagrant  treachery  as 
have  been   committed    under    Ihe    influence    and 
leaching  of  the  Popish  faith.     History  verifies  Ihe 
assertion.    France  to-day  is  quivering  with  fear  of 
a  repetition  of  ils   dire  effect.    Mexico  is  again  a 
slaughter-house  to  ils  horrible  r norm'uy.    The  epi- 
sode of  seeing  five  consecutive  Presidents  installed 
in  the  city  of  Mexico  withih  the  space  of  six  weeks, 
may  not  be  out  of  place,  in  order  to  portray  the  vile 
character  prevalent  there,  consequent  only  through 
the  effect  of  immortal  teaching.

Among  the  Aboriginal  blacks  of  Australia,  court, 
ship,  as  tin  precursor  of  marriage,  is  unknown- 
When  a  young  warrior  is  desirous  of  procuring  a 
wife,  he  generally  obtains  one  by  giving  in  ex- 
change for  her  a  sister,  or  some  other  female  rela- 
tion of  his  own;  but,  if  there  should  be  no  eligable 
damsel  disengaged  iu  the  Iribe  to  which  he  belongs 
then  he  hovers  around  the  encampment  ot  some 
other  blacks  until  he  gels  an  opportunity  of  seizing 
one  of  their  "leubras,"  whom  he  has  seen  and  ad- 
mired when  attending  one  of  the  feasts.  His 
mode  of  paying  addresses  is  simple  and  effica- 
cious. With  a  blow  of  his  war-club  he  stuns  the 
object  of  his  "affection,"  and,  as  she  recovers  her 
senses,  brings  her  home  to  his  own  gunyah  in  tri- 
umph. Anothermethod  with  the  wife-stealer  is  to 
ascertain  the  camp-fire  beside  which  the  girl  whom 
he  covets,  sleeps.  When  he  gains  the  knowledge  he 
requires,  he  creeps  close  to  the  camp  on  some  dark, 
windy  night,  and  stretching  out  his  spear,  inserts 
its  barbed  points, among  her  thick,  flowing  locks; 
turning  it  slowly  round,  some  of  her  hair  becomes 
entangled  with  it;  then,  with  a  sudden  jerk,  she  is 
aroused  from  her  slumber,  and  as  her  eyes  open  she 
feels  the  point  of  another  weapon  against  her 
throat.  Shs  neither  faints  nor  screams.  She  knows 
well  that  Ihe  slightest  attempt  at  escape  or  alarm 
will  causeher  instant  death,  so,  1  ike  a  sensible  wo- 
man, she  makes  a  virtue  of  necessity,  and,  rising 
silently,  follows  her  captor  to  begin  a  life  ol  toil 
from  which  she  is  not  released  till  death. 


Economy. — There  are  daily  and  hourly  satisfac- 
tions to  be  had  in  economy.  It  is  a  school  where, 
if  there  is  hard  work,  thero  are  also  many  prizes, 
and  a  higher  reach  of  sentiment  than  is  generally 
to  be  found  with  money.

synonymous  with  religious  graces

Never  deceive  for  the  sake  of  a  foolish  jest,; or  to.

pense  of  a  friend.   Be  anxious,  when  you  relate  any-- 
thing,  to  tell  it  just  as  it  occured.

The  Taking  of  Constantinople  Four  Hun 
dred  Years  Ago. 

A  Desperate  Straggle 

For  nearly  four  hundred  aud  twenty  Ave  years 
Constantinople  has  remained  undisturbed  iu  the 
possession  of  the  Turks.  On  May  26,  1453— the 
city  was  then  the  capital  of  the  Byzantine  Empire 
—  it  was  stormed  by  the  Turks,  the  last  Byzantine 
Emperor,  Coastantine  XIII.,  losing  his  life  in  the 
defence.  The  taking  of  the  city  is  thus  powerfully 
described  by  Richard  Kuolles  in  his  "History  of 
the  Turks,"  published  in  1603,  and  a  second  edition 
in  1610:— 

A  little  before  day  the  Turks  approached  the 
walls  aud  begau  the  assault,  where  shot  and  stones 
were  delivered  upon  them  from  the  walls  as  thick 
as  hail,  whereof  little  fell  in  vain,  by  reason  of  the 
multitude  of  the  Turks  who,  pressing  fast  unto  the 
wails, could  not  see  iu  the  dark  how  to  delend  them 
selves,  but  were  without  number  wounded  or  slain 
but  those  were  of  the  commou  and  worse  soldiers,o, 
whom  the  Turkish  King  made  no  more  reckoning 
thau  to  abate  the  first  force  of  the  defendants.  Upon 
the  first  appearauce  of  tue day, Mohammed  gave  the 
sien  appointed  for  the  general  assault,  whereupon 
the  city  was  in  a  moment,  and  at  one  instaut,  ou 
every  side  most  furiously  assaulted  by  the  Tut  ks; 
for  Mohammed.the  more  to  distress  the  defendants, 
aud  the  belter  to  see  the  forwardness  of  the  soldiers, 
had  before  appointed  which  part  of  Ihe  city  every 
colonel  with  his  regiment  should  assail;  which  they 
valiantly  performed,  delivering  their  arrows  aud 
shot  upon  Ihe  defendant  so  thick  that  the  light  of 
day  was  therewith  darkened;  others  in  the  m;an 
time  courageously  mounting  ihe  scaling-laddei'3, 
and  coming  even  to  handstrokes  with  the  defend- 
ants upon  the  wall,  where  the  foremost  were  for  Ihe 
most  part  violently  borue  forward  oy  thein  which 
followed  after.  Ou  the  other  side,  ihe  Christians 
with  no  less  courage  withstood  the  Turkish  fury, 
healing  theor  down  again  with  ereat  stones  and 
weighty  pieces  of  limber,  aud  so  overwhelmed  them 
with  shot,  darts,  and  arrows,  aud  other  hurtful  de- 
vices from  above,  that  the  Turks,  dismayed  wilh 
Ihe  terror  thereof,  were  ready  to  retire. 

Mohammed,  seeing  the  great  slaughter  and  dis- 
comfiture of  his  men,  sent  in  fresh  supplies  of  his 
janissaries  and  best  meu  of  war,  whom  he  had  for 
that  purpose  reserved  as  his  last  hope  aud  refuge, 
by  whose  coming  on  his  fainting  soldiers  were 
again  encouraged,  and  Ihe  terrible  assault  began 
afresh.  At  which  lime  the  barbarous  king  ceased 
not  lo  use  all  possible  meanB  lo  maintain  the  assault 


by  name  calling  upon  this  and  that  captain, promisi 
ing  unto  some  whom  he  saw  forward  golaen  moun 
tains,  and  unto  others  in  whom  he  saw  any  sign  a< 
cowardice  threatening  most  terrible  death  ;by  whicli 
means  the  assault  became  most  dreadful,  dealt 
there  raging  in  the  midst  of  many  thousands.  Ana 
albeit  that  the  Turks  lay  dead  by  heaps  upon  llul 
ground,  yet  other  fresh  meu  pressed  on  still  in  theii! 
places  over  their  dead  b  jdies.and  with  divers  event 
either  slew  or  were  slain  by  their  enemies. 

Iu  this  so  terrible  a conflict.it  chanced  Xustinianufjt 
the  General,  to  be  wounded  iu  the  arm,  who  losing 
much  blood,  cowardly  withdrew  himself  from  the 
place  of  his  charge,  not  leaving  anyone  to  suppl* 
his  room,  and  so  got  into  thecity  by  the  gate  called" 
Romaua,  which  he  had  caused  lo  be  opened  in  the 
inner  wall;  pretending  the  cause  of  his  departure 
to  be  for  the  binding  up  of  his  wound, but  being  in. 
deed,  a  man  now  altogether  discouraged. 

The  soldiers  there  present,  dismayed  with  thede; 
parture  of  their  General,  and  sore  charged  by  the 
janissaries,  forsook  -their  stations,  aud  in  haste  fledi 
to  the  gate  whereby  Juslinianus  was  entered;  with! 
the  sight  whereof  the  other  soldiers,  dismayed,  rant 
thither  by  heaps  also.  But  whilst  they  violently 
strive  together  to  get  in  at  once,they  so  wedged  ouo< 
another  iu  the  entrance  of  the  gate,  that  few  ot  S0i 
great  a  multitude  got  in,  in  which  so  great  a  press 
aud  confusion  of  minds,  800  persons  were  there  by. 
them  lhat  followed  trodden  ucder  foot  or  thrust  to 
death.  The  Emperor  himself,  for  safeguard  of  his; 
life,  flying  wilh  the  rest  iu  that  press  as  a  man  not  J,| 
regarded,  miserably  ended  his  days,  together  with) 
the  Greek  empire.  His  dead  body  was  shortly  after 
found  by  ihe  Turks  among  Ihe  slain,  and  kuown  byy  "' 
his  rich  apparel, whose  head  bjing  cut  off,wasforth.|  je 
wilh  preseuted  to  the  Turkish  tyrant, by  whose  coiu-i 
mandment  it  was  afterward  thrust  upou  the  point 
of  a  lance,  and  in  great  derision  carried  about  as  a 
trophy  of  his  victory,  first  in  the  camp,  and  after-1  ™ 
ward  up  and  dowu  the  city. 

The  Turks,  encouraged  with  the  flight  of  thai 
Chrislians,  presently  advaoced  their  ensigns  upou 
the  toD  of  the  uttermost  w.-.ll, crying  Victory  aud  by.'  " 
the  breach  entered  as  if  it  had  been  a  great  flood, 
which,  having  once  found  a  breach  in  Ihe  bank, 
oveilioweth,  and  bearcth  down  all  before  it;  so  the 
Turks  when  I  hey  had  won  ihe  outer  wall  entered  I 
the  eity  by  the  same  gale  lhat  was  opened  for  Justin- J  ' 
iauus,and  by  a  breach  which  the}'  had  before  made 
with  their  great  artillery,  ind  without  mercy  cut- 
liug  in  pieces  all  that  came  in  their  way,  without 
further  resistance  became  lords  of  lhat  famous  and 
imperial  city.  *  *  *  In  Ibis  fury  ot  the  barbar- 
ians perished  many  thousands  of  men,  women  and 
children,  without  respect  (.if  age,  sex  or  condition,, 
many,  for  safeguard  of  their  lives,  flyd  into  the  tern- 
pie  of  Sophia  »  here  they  vveie  all  without  pity  slain, 
exct  pt  some  few  reserved  by  the  barbarous  victors 
to  purposes  more  grievous  than  death  itself.

TlIE  DESERTS. 


Secretary  Schurz  is  credited  with  saying  that  all 
applications  under  the  Desert  Land  Act  which 
prove  on  enreful  examination  to  be  grass  land  or 
capable  of  tillage  without  irrigation  shall  lie 
promptly  cancelled  and  the  parlies  prosecuted  fur 
fraud.  This  is  too  good  to  be  true.  We  predict 
that  the  Secretary  will  do  nothing  of  the  sort.  The 
Desert  ring  is  too  big  and  loo  powerful.  We  pre- 
fer to  believe  that  there  will  be  little  resistance 
made  to  the  desert  suatchcrs,  that  if  aDy  is  made  at 
all  it  will  be  very  mild,  just  enough  to  make  them 
"come  down"  and  divide  the  spoils. 

But  the  law  itself  is  loose  enough  to  admit  of  any 
necessary  amount  of  abuse.  It  was  framed  for  the 
purpose  of  being  abused  and  how  it  came  to  pass 
both  houses  of  Congress  is  a  wonder.  That  Grant 
signed  it  is  not  any  wonder.  It  ought  to  consign 
to  infamy  every  man  who  favored  it. 

The  first  section  of  the  act  provides  that  auy  citi- 
zen, or  any  person  who  has  filed  his  declaration  to 
toj  become  such  shall  be  entitled  to  a  cer- 
tificate of  entry  of  not  more  than  610  acres  upon  the 
payment  of  twenty-five  cents  per  acre,  and  filing  his 
declaration  that  he  "iuteuds  to  reclaim  a  tract  of 
desert  by  "conducting  water  upon  it  within  the  pe- 
riod '>f  three  years.  It  is  not  necessary  that  he  shall 
reclaim  any  land  or  actually  conduct  any  water  on 
it,  or  do  other  act  except  to  swear  that  he  intends  to 
reclaim  a  desert,  and  pay  twenty-five  cents  per  acre. 
The  only  restriction  to  this  is  that  he  must  have 
two  witnesses  to  3wear  that  in  their  opinion  the 
land  is  desert.  This  is  the  first  step ;  now  for  the 
next: 

At  any  time  within  three  years  upon  "making 
satisfactory  proof  to  the  Register  and  Receiver  of 
the  declamation  of  said  tract  of  land  in  the  manner 
aforesaid  and  the  payment  of  one  dollar  additional, 
a  patent  for  the  same  shall  issue." 
There  is  provision  requiring  an  actual  reclamation 
of  a  single  acre  or  the  bona  fide  compliance  with 
the  law.  First  a  man  must  swear  that  he  "intends 
to  conduct  water  on  a  desert"  pay  twenty -five  cents 
per  acre.  It  then  becomes  a  vested  right.  Next  he 
must  prove  that  he  "has  conducted  water  on  said 
tract  of  desert."  No  intimatiou  as  to  how  this  shall 
be  done,  whether  there  shall  be  a  bona  fide  com- 
pliance. But  for  anything  there  is  in  the  law  he 
may  "conduct"  the  water  in  a  half  inch  gaspipe,  or 
he  might  haul  a  barrel  or  two  of  water  from  the 
nearest  slough.  He  needn't  incur  that  expense. 
He  might  ride  a  mule  and  with  a  well  filled  can- 
teen slung  behind  him,  "conduct"  enough  water  at 
a  single  trip  to  "reclaim  said  tract  of  desert"  under 
this  law.  It  is  altogether  a  most  shameless  perver- 
sion of  land  legislation.  It  should  be  entitled  "An 
Art  to  provide  for  stealing  what  is  left  of  the  Pub- 
lic Land." 

It  is  difficult  to  understand  how  members  of  Con- 
gress who  have  made  so  much  opposition  to  rail 
road  and  other  land  grants,  as  we  have  seen  daring 
the  last  few  years,  should  pass  such  a  law  as  this. 
It  ought  to  damn  every  man  who  favored  it ;  more 
than  that.it  should  damn  every  senator  or  congress- 
man who  did  not  oppose  it.

The  lady  of  the  house  says  that  John  is  discreet, 
John  does  not  talk,  John  never  tells  the  husband 
the  secret  of  the  untrustworthy  wife,  John  is  al- 
lowed in  the  sleeping  rooms  of  young  and  innocent 
maidens,  John's  mistress  thinks  nothing  of  allow- 
ing John  in  her  room  before  she  gets  out  of  bed,  or 
when  she  is  dressing.

THE  ROMAN  CATHOLIC  INQUISITION. 


MORE  OF    THE    CONSTITUTION. 

Article  ten  delermined  that  the  period  had  to  be 
fixed  when  the  acquitted  had  falleu  into  heresy,  so 
as  to  be  able  to  decide  how  much  (if  his  fortune  was 
to  go  to  the  receiver-general. 

Article  eleven  determined,  that  to  him  who  sat  iu 
the  secret  prisons  of  the  inquisition,  and,  while  sin- 
cerely repenting,  asked  to  be  acquitted,  such  an  ac- 
quittal was  to  be  allowed;  but  at  tbe  same  time  he 
was  to  be  puDished  by  imprisonment  for  life 

Article  twelve  allowed  the  power  to  the  inquisi- 
tors to  condemn  to  be  let  loose — i.  e.  lo  death, — us 
non-repenlants,  those  whose  confession  they  con- 
sidered insufficient,  and  whose  repentance  they  con- 
sidared  hypocritical. 

Article  thirteen  condemned  lo  the  same  punish- 
ment those  who,  later  on,  might  appear  to  have 
kept  secret  something  or  other  when  confessing. 

Article  fourteen  determined  that  an  accused, 
whose  crime  was  proved,  and  who  kept  on  denying 
obstinately,  was  to  be  condemned  as  a  hardened 
sinner,  and  burned. 

Article  fifteen  determined  that  all  who  were  but 
slightly  suspected  and  denied  their  crime,  were  to 
be  put  on  the  rack.  It  they  confessed  while  being 
tortured  and  adhered  to  their  confession,  they  were 
condemned  after  all ;  if  they  revoked  their  confes- 
sion, they  were  to  be  put  on  the  rack  again. 

Article  sixteen  forbade  communicating  to  the 
coudemued,  in  writing,  the  evidence  of  the  wit- 
nesses. 

Article  seventeen  obliged  the  inquisitors  to  ques- 
tion the  witnesses  themselves. 

Article  eighteen  determined,  that  during  the  tor- 
ture, one  or  two  inquisitors  had  lo  be  present  to 
lake  down  the  depositions  of  the  accused. 

Article  nineteen  determined,  that  every  one,  when 
summoned  iu  due  form  before  the  Court,  and  did 
not  appear  at  ihe  fixed  lime,  was  to  be  condemned 
as  a  heretic. 

Article  twenty  ordered  that  tbe  dead  body  of  any 
one,  out  of  whose  writings,  etc.,  il  could  be  proved 
that  he  had  been  a  heretic,  had  to  be  dug  up,  and 
all  his  property  confiscated  to  the  disadvantage  of 
bis  lawful  inheritors. 

Article  twenty -ouc  prescribed  to  the  inquisitors 
the  duty  of  extending  their  power  lo  the  vassals  of 
tbe  laDd  as  well  as  to  the  proprietors,  and  to  inflict 
church  punishments  upon  ihe  lasl-narned  when  of- 
fering resistance. 

Article  twenty-two  allowed  a  portion  of  ihe  goods 
to  ihe  children  of  those  whose  property  was  confis- 
cated, in  Ihe  shape  of  alms.  (This  resolution,  how- 
ever, was  but  a  hollow  sound,  for  what  did  these 
heard-bearted  inquisitors  care  about  the  destiny  of 
such  unfortunates?  Their  portion  was  misery  and 
desolation) 

Article  twenty-three  treated  about  a  favor  of 
grace,  which  was  allowed  to  the  king  to  bcslow 
upon  him  who  was  taken  back  iuto  the  fold  of  the 
Church  ,and  which  consisted  in  his  property  being 
restored  to  him.  (This  must  have  lakeu  place  very 
seldom,  for  not  one  case  is  known  to  us.) 

By  article  twenty-four,  it  was  forbidden  to  Ihe 
king  to  beslow  such  favor  on  the  slaves. 

The  last  articles,  twenty-five  to  twenty-eight,  con- 
tained regulations  for  the  guidance  of  the  inquisi- 
tors, as  well  as  for  their  subordinates. 

The  above  is  a  brief  extract  of  the  infernal  consti- 
tution, according  to  which  the  blood-thirsty  inquis- 
itors could  arbitrarily  dispose  of  the  lives  and  pos- 
sessions of  their  fellow-men. 

Beiore  going  further,  we  will  first  make  our  read- 
ers acquainted  with 

THE    TORTURE. 

The  administering  of  the  torture  served  to  force 
the  accused  to  make  a  confession.  The  pains  oc- 
casioned thereby  surpass  everything  imaginable. 
The  object  was  to  annihilate  as  slowly  as  possible 
the  lives  oi  the  victims. 

No  implement  has  ever  been  invented  to  torture 
and  martyr  mankind,  compared  to  the  one  of  the 
inquisition! 

The  torture  was  applied  in  three  different  ways — 
with  ropes,  water,  and  fire.  The  execution  took 
place  in  a  subterranean  apartment  or  grotto,  which 
was  reached  by  large  circuits.  This  torture-room 
was  only  lightey  by  two  torches,  which  threw  their 
pale  rays  on  the  poor  victims,  while  the  most  pro- 
found silence  reigned  all  around.    Scarcely  was  the 


accuser  brought  before  the  inquisitors,  when  the 
hangmen,  dressed  in  a  long  black  garment,  with  a 
head-covering  of  the  same  color,  with  two  eye-holes 
in  it,  took  hold  of  the  unfoi  Innate,  stripped  him 
naked,  and  Ihe  torture  commenced 

TORTURE  OF  THE  ROPE, 

In  applying  the  torture  with  the  rope,  the  hands 
of  the  accused  were  tied  on  his  back  ;  then  a  rope, 
which  worked  like  a  windlass,  was  wrapped  around 
him  A  weight  of  about  one  hundred  pounds  was 
attached  to  his  legs,  which  were  put  iu  irons,  when 
the  unfortunate  was  hoisted  up  about  four  to  five 
feet  from  the  ground,  iu  which  painful  situation  he 
had  to  auswer  the  questions  put  to  him  by  the  in- 
quisitors. In  proportion  to  the  importance  of  the 
accusation,  he  received  twelve  lashes  besides.  After 
hanging  some  time  the  rope  was  suddenly  let  loose, 
allowing  the  victim  to  drop  down  with  a  horrible 
shock,  causing  the  limbs  to  get  disjointed,  and  the 
rope  wherewith  his  hands  were  tied,  cut  the  flesh  to 
the  boue. 

This  torture  usually  lasted  about  an  hour,  and 
very  often  did  the  strength  and  Consciousness  of  the 
accused  failed  him.  If  they  foresaw  thai  the  vic- 
tim might  give  way  during  the  torture,  they  did  not 
proceed,  and  he  was  sent  back  to  prison,  where  he 
was  left  lo  suffer  terribly  and  iu  despair,  until  the 
inquisitors  thought  proper  lo  subject  him  to  the 
still  more  terrible 

TORTURE   BY   WATER, 

The  application  which  was  made  as  follows: 
The  accused  was  stripped  naked  and  stretched 
out  on  a  hollow  bench  on  which  there  was  scarcely 
room  enough  tor  a  human  being;  on  a  lath,  which 
went  through  Ihe  beuch,  Ihe  holy  rested  iu  such  a 
manner  lhat  the  head  wus  lying  lower  than  the  legs, 
making  il  difficult  to  or  -alhe.  The  arms,  legs,  and 
the  head  were  fastened  with  slroug  ropes  on  Ihe 
side**  of  the  bench,  on  which  iron  hooks  were  to  be 
found,  so  as  Lo  be  able  lo  strain  the  ropes  slill  more, 
very  often  penetrating  to  ihe  flesh, causing  Ihe  blood 
lo  spout  out  of  the  wounds.  In  order  to  suppress 
Ihe  louel  screams  of  pain,  a  wad  was  pul  in  the 
uioulh  of  the  accused,  und  in  this  paiulul  cendilion 
ihe  executioner  worked  a  piece  of  wet  linen  or  silk 
inlo  his  throat,  Covering  the  nostrils  at  the  same 
lime.  This  piece  of  ljnen  or  silk  was  const, .ntly 
kept  wet,  to  make  it  work  not  unlike  a  filler,  which 
process  was  so  slow  that  it  took  more  than  an  hour 
tor  one  litre  of  water  lo  Boak  through.  Ttiis  treat- 
ment made  it  nearly  impossible  for  the  accused  to 
breathe,  and  caused  him  all  the  while  lo  feel  this 
stifling  oppression  which  is  iell  by  one  who  is  near 
drowning.  Trying  to  get  some  air,  the  unl'ortu  jate 
tried  constantly  to  swallow,  but  was  prevented  lion 
doing  so  on  account  of  the  wet  liueu,  and  the  water 
which  was  constantly  penetrating  through  mouth 
and  nose.  The  torture  being  end,  d,  the  piece  of 
liuen  or  silk,  which  had  entered  the  gullet,  iu  r  >n- 
sequeuce  of  the  repeated  efforts  to  breathe,  au->  i.ie 
unceasing  supply  of  water,  was  pulled  out  with  a 
jerk;  usually  a  was  all  soak'id  with  blood,  ou  ac- 
count of  the  blood  vessels  having  been  lacerated, 
as  it  were,  by  the  supernatural  efforts  of  the  victim, 
whose  hands  and  legs  were  cut  lo  the  bona  by  the 
ropes  which  had  been  straiued  during  the  torture. 
VVe  question  whether  it  is  possible  to  imagine 
Hell  to  be  more  terrible  than  such  atorturiug-room. 
Is  it  possible  to  picture  the  devil  more  horrible, 
mure  cruel,  than  those  Christian  priests? 

TORTURE  BY   FIRE. 

The  ibird  degree  ol  torture  was  the  fire,  and  was 
as  it  were  applied  at  the  last  moment,  wheu  it  was 
impossible  lo  force  Ihe  accused  lo  confess  by  apply- 
ing the  two  tortures  described  above. 

The  victim  was  placed  ou  a  seat,  something  like 
a  chair;  his  hands  and  legs  were  so  well  lied  ou  the 
seat  that,  il  was  impossible  to  make  the  least  move- 
ment; the  feel  were  pinched  between  two  boards, 
rubbed  in  with  oil,  lard,  and  other  greasy  articles, 
and  brought  into  Contact  with  a  good  burning  fire, 
roasting  ibetn  completely-  As  soon  as  the  victim 
became  overwhelmed  by  pain,  aud  his  lamenta- 
tions and  cries  commenced  lo  be  superhuman,  a 
board  was  pushed  between  the  fire  and  his  feet, 
when  the  inquisitors  tried  their  utmost  to  encour- 
age the  victim  to  confess;  did  he  refuse,  the  board 
was  immediately  pulled  back,  and  the  roasting 
went  on  until  the  bones  and  tendons  niad-e  their 
appearance  on  ail  sides. 
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These  three  degress  of  torture  were  applied  on 
ith  sexes,  and  the  accused  had  to  undergo  all 
rec  repeatedly  if  he  refused  to  confess  to  acts  of 
null  he  was  accused,  but  which  he  had  not  com- 
ilted.  Later  on,  U  was  decided  by  the  upper 
mncil  of  the  inquisition,  that  it  was  allowed  to 
►ply  all  three  degress  only  once  on  one  and  the 
me  person.  The  inquisitors,  however,  invenied  a 
aoncr  to  evade  this,  by  declaring  the  torture  tcm- 
>rarily  suspended,  when  they  left  the  unfortunate 
nguishiug  iu  the  prison  until  they  considered  it 
Miveinent  to  proceed  with  the  torture. 
It  is  not  to  be  wondered  at,  that  on  account  of 
Lch  inhuman  cruelty  a  great  many  welcomed 
;ath  as  their  saving  angel.  A  great  many  of  these 
ifortunate  victims  committed  suicide,  or  made 
>nfessions  of  greater  guilt  than  what  they  were 
icused  oT,  so  as  to  he  burned  at  an  auto-da-fe.

John   Chinaman,  like    the  Jesuite,  can  be  found 
everywhere  on  the  Pacific  Coast.    He  is  an  institu- 
tion in  our  Jails.     John    rather  likes  being  sent  to 
jail,  and  be  supported  at  the  city's  expense.    Even 
when  he  is  kept  locked  in  bis  cell,  his  condition  is 
immensely  improved  and  his  food  more  plentiful 
than  in  his  own  country;  consequently  John  has  no 
objection  to  commit  petty  larceny  and   got  a  home 
in  the  County  Jail.    It  does  not  disgrace  him  at  all 
and  before  the  Supervisors  passed  the  oidinance  to 
have  their  queues  cut  off,  the  Jail  could  hardly  hold 
fhem,  and  the  city  was  put  to  an  enormous  expense 
to  feed  them.    John  however ,was  not  to  be  outdone 
on  account  of  that  ordinance.    His  ingenuity  has 
overcome  the  difficulty.    John  now  gets  his  queue 
cut  off  before  be  enters  jail  if  possible,  and   by  that 
means  saves  the  expense  of  a  new  queue  when  his 
time  expires.    This  does  not  always  happen,  he  is 
more  frequently  brought  here  with  his  queue  in 
full  bloom  with  the  hope  that  some  good  Samaritan 
Chinese  will  pay  bis  fine,  and  thus   preserve  the 
queue  from  the  scisors  of  the  cruel  Mellican  man, 
Captain  Deugart  gives  him  a  chance  to  increase  the 
city's  treasury  if  he  can  do  so.  On  his  arrival,  if  he 
promises  to  pay  the  fi^e,  bis  qneue  fc  permitted  to 
adorn  his  head  for  a  few  days  until  his  friends  come 
up  with  the  coin.    If,  however,  the  coin  does  not 
come  to  hand  at  a  reasonable  time,  John's  queue 
seceeds  from  his  noble  brow.    Our  Artist  has  por- 
trayed John's  disgust  at  its  departure.    Our  Artist 
gives  an  illustrated  history  of  John  from  his  land- 
ing in  this  country  to  his  final  incarceration  in  the 
County  Jail.    On  his  arrival   some  of  our  citizen 
China  lovers  secure  his  services  as   a  cbamberman 
in  place  of  giving  employment  to  our  white   girls. 
John  is  introduced  to  the  family   and  becomes  a 
privileged  character  and  has  the  run  of  the  house 
from  cellar  to  garret.    There  is  no  room  too  sacred 
from  his  intrusion  at  any  and  all  times.  John  is  so 
good  and  innocent.    John  sees  money  and  jewelry 
laying  around  loose  and  helps  himself;  sometimes 
be  is  caught,  but  afterwards  escapes.  If  he  is  caught 
and  his  brother  Chinaman   is  unable  to  swear  him 
out  (which  he  will  do.if  tall  swearing  can  do  it,)  he 
is  sent  to  the  County  Jail  and  locked  in  a  cell.  His 
queue  is  cut  off  and  John  mourns  as  a  mother  would 
for  her  only  child.    His  companions  interview  and, 
explain  the  mystery  of  attaching  his  queue  on  again 
and  John  is  comforted.    His  tears  are  dried  and  a 
ghastly  smile  illuminates  his  '-mug."    The   China- 
men trusties  steal  him  in  some  extrafood  aud  sheers 


his  heart  by  promising  him  their  influence  in  get- 
ting him  out  as  a  trusty.and  John  grins  all  over  his 
face. 

There  are  some  fourteen  trusties  of  the  Celestial 
Kingdom  in  jail;  they  are  employed  in  cleaning 
up, and  distributing  the  food  to  the  prisoners.  They 
are  as  happy  as  a  clam  at  high  water.  They  can 
be  seen  huutiug  lice  from  the  heads  of  their  com- 
panions and  shaving  their  noble  foreheads,with  the 
handle  of  a  sharpened  Bpoon;  others  are  trying  on 
iu  a  scientific  manner  their  last  queues/while  others 
are  lying  in  their  cells  smoking  opium.  They  re- 
ceive the  same  food  as  the  white  trusties,  and  en- 
joy themselves  generally.  John  is  put  in  posses- 
sion of  a  ticket  on  his  arrival.  This  ticket  "gives  a 
description  of  himself,  how  long  he  is  to  serve,  and 
the  crime  he  is  imprisoned  for.  His  hair  by  con- 
stant cultivation  grows  to  a  sufficient  length  while 
in  prison  to  enable  bis  companions  to  tie  on  his 
queue  aud  he  leaves  like  a  celestial  Mandarin  at  the 
expiration  of  his  sentence.  If  Sherifl'Nunan  would 
issue  an  order  to  the  jailers  in  charge  to  have  the 
Chinamen's  hair  clipped  a  day  or  two  before  his 
lime  expired,  it  would  be  impossible  for  John  to 
attach  his  queue,  and  his  appearance  on  the  street 
would  disgust  the  Celestials  and  prevent  others  from 
coming  here.  The  City  Treasury  would  be  replen- 
ished at  the  same  time.

Making  Cable  Wires  for  the   Brooklyn 
Bridge. 


Every  man  about  the  Brooklyn  Bridge  was  hard 
at  work  on  Saturday,  and  almost  too  busy  to  talk. 
The  engineers  have  hopes  of  good  weather  for  cable 
making,  and  everything  is  being  moved  briskly  to 
get  under  way  the  work  which  has  been  delayed  on 
account  ot  the  vast  amount  of  preparation.  The  yard 
of  the  Brooklyn  anchorage  is  full  of  posts,  connect 
ed  by  a  scantling,ou  which  coils  of  wire  that  have 
been  coiled  are  hanging  to. dry.  In  the  shed  that 
covers  the  anchorage  are  thirty-two  immens  drums, 
capable  of  holding  60,000  feet  of  wire  each.  The 
wire,  as  it  qomes  from  the  factory,  is  in  coils,  con- 
taining about  1,000  feet.  As  each  coil  is  coiled,  it 
is  drawn  to  the  top  of  the  anchorage  and  placed  on 
a  flat  drum  which  moves  horizontally.  From-  this 
drum  the  coil  is  wound  with  great  care  over  a  wheel 
four  feet  in  diameter,  moving  about  a  horizontal 
axis.  This  wheel  and  its  carriage  are  placed  in  posi- 
tion before  one  of  the  great  drums.  It  is  then  neces- 
sary to  fasten  the  end  of  the  wire  to  that  already  on 
the  drum.  A  workman  steps  up  with  a  double  vise, 
in  which  he  puts  the  two  ends  of  wire  which  have 
beei  previously  threaded, and  joined  theni  by  a  hol- 
low nut  of  crucible  steel  two  inches  long  and  an 
eighth  of  an  inch  thick.  The  inside  of  the  nut  is 
threaded  in  opposite  directions,  to  conform  to  the 
threads  on  the  ends  of  the  wire.  The  nut  is  then 
fastened  in  a  hand  vise,  it  is  screwed  up  so  as  to 
bring  the  two  ends  of  the  wire  almost  together.  By 
aid  of  this  contrivance  the  joint  is  given  69  per  cent 
of  the  strength  of  the  wire.  When  the  fastner  steps 
to  another  drum  a  man  with  a  box  of  chemicals  and 
acids,cleans  the  joint.  Then  another, with  a  pot  of 
melted  zinc,  gives  the  joint  a  bath,  in  which  some 
chloride  of  ammonia  has  been  thrown  to  destroy  the 
dross.  Another  man,  with  a  tool,runs  the  zinc  well 
on  to  the  wire  to  galvanize  it  thoroughly.  Next  a 
man, with  apan  of  linseed  oil,  and  apjcce  of  sheep's, 
skin  rug  dripping  with  oil,  seizes  the  wire  where 
it  has  been  joined, and  holds  it  fast  in  his  oily  grasp 
while  the  other  workmen  carefully  winds  it  trom  the 
small  reel  to  the  large  drum.  Much  care  is  taken 
both  at  the  factory  and  at  the  bridge  to  wind  the 
wire  on  straight.  There  is  enough  wire  on  each 
drum  for  seventeen  trfps  accross  the  river.  The  end 
of  the  wire  is  fastened  to  a  pully,  which  is  drawn 
over  the  river,  3,500  feet,  by  the  "traveler"  rope.  It 
is  passed  around  an  iron  shoe  at  the  opposite  an- 
chorage, then  sent  back  to  Brooklyn.where  it  passes 
about  another  shoe.  Each  wire  is  carefully  adjust- 
ed to  a  guide  wire  by  men  who  stand  on  foot  bridges. 

Although  the  popular  impression  is  that  the  ca- 
ble is  to  be  of  twisted  strands  of  wire,  the  contrary 
is  true.  The  wires  are  kept  paralled,  and  as  soon 
as  133  wires  are  sent  across  the  river  they  will  be 
tied  with  temporary  wrappings.  These  will  make 
one  of  the  nineteen  strands,  of  which  one  cable  is 
made.  There  are  suspending  pendulum  rods  from 
one  of  the  wires  to  prevent  the  entangling  of  the 
wires  as  they  pass  to  and  fro  and  are  fanned  by  the 
wind. 

There  are  four  wires  now  in  position  on  each  of 
the  down-stream  cables.  These  are  the  first  wires 
that  have  been  put  up  that  will  enter  into  the  big 
bridge's  ultimate  structure.  Twenty-five  men  are 
to  be  put  to  work  this  morning  as  early  as  they  can 
see  to  begin  the  active  work  of  stretching  the  wires. 
It  will  take  about  two  years  to  carry  across  the  24,- 
000  wires.

Its 
idea  is  as  beautiful  as  its  workmanship.  It  repre- 
sents that  just  as  the  pure  white  flower  may  grow 
out  of  the  mire  and  filth,  and  blossom  into  loveli- 
ness, so  may  the  heart  of  man  raise  itself  above  the 
corruption  of  the  world  into  a  state  of  spotless  pur- 
ity- 
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SECRETARY  OF  WAR. 


Mr.  Thompson  issued  a  work  on  Papacy  last 
year,  very  displeasing  to  the  Catholic  Jesuits  con- 
trolling the  "Monitor."

who  are  the  final  arbiters  upon  all  public  ques- 
tions. If  their  attention  shall  be  arrested  by  it,  and 
they  shall  be  excited  to  additional  diligence  in 
guarding  the  civil  and  religious  rights  guaranteed 
to  them  by  the  Government  of  the  United  States,  it 
will  concern  me  very  little  to  know  that  it  has  in- 
vited criticism,  or  that  I,  on  account  of  it,  have  in- 
curred the  animosity  and  anathemas  of  such  as  pay 
for  the  protection  our  institutions  give  them  by 
Jesuitical  plottings  to  establish  a  'Holy  Empire' 
upon  their  ruins." 

COMMENTS,  BY   THE   "MONITOR." 

Wc  ask  the  reader  to  pause  and  reflect  upon  what 
we  have  just  quoted.  It  proves,  in  the  first  place, 
that,  after  all  his  fine  words  and  professions  as  to

It  is  a  demagogue's  way  of  saying  that  "the  peo. 
pie"  are  not  educated, but  are,  instead,  ignorant  and 
in  connection  with  what  immediately  follows,  it  al. 
so  is  the  base  and  incendiary  demagogue's  man. 
ner  of  appealing  to  the"people,"  of  inciting  the  mob 
to  lawlessness.exciting  the  worst  passions  of  zealots 
and  fanatics,  and  of  infiaming  the  multitude  to  a 
sweeping,  fierce,  vindictive  and  destroying  crusade 
against  a  particular  Church,  under  the  atrocious 
watchwords  of  the  infamous  organization  known  as 
the  American  Alliance — ''No Popery  !""Down  with 
the  Jesuits!"  "Proscription  of  Catholics!"  We  shall 
show,  as  we  proceed,  just  what  Mr.  Thompson  in 
ended  when  he  wrote  this  wicked  book  of  vile  per- 
versions of  history  and  facts,  not  for  the  educated 
classes,  but  only  for  "the  people,"  upon  whose  ig- 
norance he  could  impose,  and  whose  angry  passions 
he  could  rouse  and  direct  against  the  Roman  Catho- 
lics of  the  Union.

BIOGRAPHY. 

Richard  W.  Thompson  is  a  Virginian  by  birth, 
and  a  Whig  politician  of  the  old  school.  Fie  was 
born  in  Culpepper  County,  on  June  9th,  1809,  and 
received  a  good  classical  education. 

In  1831  he  settled  in  Louisville,  Ivy.,  as  a  clerk  in 
a  small  store.  Subsequently  he  lemoved  to  Law- 
rence County,  Iud.,  where  he  taught  school  for  a 
few  months,  and  then  went  into  a  store,  selling 
goods  by  day  and  studying  law  by  night.  In  183-1 
lie  was  admitted  to  the  liar,  and  was  almost  imme- 
diately elected  to  the  Indiana  Legislature.  Hewas 
re-elected  in  1835,  and  in  the  following  year  went 
to  the  Senate,  where  he  served  two  years,  being 
President  pro  tern,  of  that  body.  Iu  the  campaign 
of  1840  he  worked  zealously  for  General  Harrison, 
being  a  Presidential  elector,  and  speaking  con- 
stantly from  the  stump.  In  1841  he  was  elected  a 
Representative  iu  Congress.  In  1844  he  was  again 
chosen  a  Presidential  elector,  and  in  1847  re-ap- 
peared in  Congress.  President  Taylor  offered  him 
the  appointment  of  Charge  d'Affaires  to  Austria, 
and  President  Fillmore  the  office  of  Recorder  of  the 
General  Land  Offiee;  but  Mr.  Thompson  preferred 
to  practice  his  profession.  He  was  the  author  of 
the  resolutions  adopted  by  the  Chicago  Convention 
in  I860,  and  a  firm  supporter  of  the  Government 
during  the  war.  Iu  1864  he  was  elected  a  Presi- 
dential elector,  and  in  1808  was  a  deligate  to  the 
Republican  National  Convention,  and  was  the 
Chairman  of  the  Indiana  delegation  at  t':e  Cincin- 
nati Convention  last  year.

MY  PLATFORM. 


To  Wliom  t  May  Concern, 

As  proprietor  of  the  Jolly  Giaht,  I  deem  it  but 
iust,  in  view  of  the  false  accusations  so  presistently 
brought  against  it  and  me,  and  which  have  too  often 
engendered  undeserved  prejudices,  to  declare  thus 
publicly  and  personally — 

That  I  neither  hate  or  denounce  any  man  becaue 
of  his  birth-place,  religious  belief  or  political 
creed. 

That  I  have  no  antipathy  to  Irishmen  or  women 
as  such.  On  the  contrary,  I  have  always  had  a  sin- 
cere regard  for  the  Irish  people,  recognizing  them 
as  a  race  possessed  of  fine  natural  intellectual  en. 
dowments,  generous  impulses  and  chivalric  instinct. 
Prom  among  them  I  count  many  of  my  warmest 
personal  friendships.  And  it  is  consoling  to  ob- 
serve that  as  they  know  me  better  they  like  me 
more.  I  believe  that  I  am  to  them  a  true  friend.  I 
prove  this  by  not  stuffing  them  with  fulsome  flattery 
aud  by  painting  their  faults  as  virtues,  as  does  the 
"Monitor,"  "Irish  World"  and  other  such  papers 
which  live  by  imposing  upon  their  creduilily,  but 
by  weekly  exhibiting  to  them  their  palpable  short- 
comings and  showing  up  by  pen  aud  pencil  the 
frauds  theological  aud  political,  whose  dupes  they 
are. 

It  may  be  said,  that  "a  friendly  eye  could  never 
see  such  faults."  To  this  I  answer  that  "a  flatness 
would  not." 

No,  no,  I  have  fought  and  bled  and  bivoucked 
with  too  many  gallant  Irishmen  in  two  wars — in 
Mexico  and  in  the  South — to  bear  them  enmity.

I  amopposed  to 
the  Roman  Catholic  Ohurch.because  history  proves 
and  I  am  convinced  that  it  is  the  anti-podes  of 
everything  Republican — the  life-long  opponent  of 
the  rule  of  the  People  by  the  People.  The  supre- 
macy of  Ihe  Roman  Catholic  Church  would  be  the 
destruction  of  free  speech, free  press  and  free  schools. 
I  look  with  concern,  therefore  on  its  encroach- 
ments in  this  country,  where  it  seeks  to  gain  what 
it  has  elsewhere  lost  ;and  so  believing  I  would  be  re- 
creant as  an  American  citizen  and  a  well-wisher  of 
my  kind,  if  I  did  not  oppose  its  spread,  here  and 
elsewhere,  by  all  legitimate  means  in  my  power. 
To  act  otherwise  would  be  to  stultify  my  moral  con- 
victions and  degrade  my  manhood. 

I  therefore  oppose  the  Democratic  party  as  a 
political  organization,  because  that  party  has  been 
and  notably  is  but  a  cohort  of  the  Romish  Church.

A   TRUE  STORY  IN  POINT. 

On  or  about  the  year  1869  there  came  a  brother 
Mason  from  the  East  to  San  Francisco.  This  brother 
had  taken  au  active  part  in  the  last  war  of  the  Un- 
ion. He  had  devoted  his  money  in  raising  soldiers 
fer  his  country.  He  raised  three  companies  at  his 
own  expense  and  uniformed  one  with  his  own  cash  iu 
1801.  The  people  of  the  city  where  he  resided  loved 
and  respected  him.  Among  his  warm  friends  were 
members  of  the  Mr.sonic  order,  who  proposed  him 
as  a  member  of  that  ancieut  aud  noble  institution. 
He  was  examined  ana  found  worthy  to  join  the 
brotherhood,  and  was  duly  elected.  Oa  account  of 
his  duties  keeping  him  in  camp, a  special  dispensa- 
tion was  granted  to  confer  on  him, the  three  degrees 
at  one  meeting.  He  was  that  uight  "raised"  to  the 
sublime  degree  of  a  Master.  The  next  day  he  res- 
umed kis  duties  as  an  officer  of  the  Army,  and  par. 
licipated  with  the  Army  during  the  war.  His  time 
being  occupied  in  the  field  in  active  seivice.he  bad 
but  little  chance  to  meet  witli  his  brethren, and  learn 
the  mysteries  of  lilt  ancient  work.  Afler  the  war  he 
went  to  auother  city,  with  an  appoiutment  to  raise 
a  regiment  iu  defense  of  the  liberties  of  Mexico — 
circumstances  transpired  which  induced  him  to  re- 
linquish Ihe  expedition  to  Mexico.  He  then  came 
.o  San  Francisco,  exdecling  to  return  again  East. 

While  in  this  city  he  met  some  of  the  brethren,  j 


aud  asked  if  it  would  be  proper  for  him  to  visit  the 
Lodges  here.  He  explained  lo  them  ihe  circum- 
stances of  his  absence  from  his  own  Lodge.  The 
Brother  said  as  lie  had  never. to  his  knowledgc,bc.en 
suspended  for  non-payment  of  dues  he  could  see 
no  impropriety  in  his  visiting,  provided  he  could 
stand  an  examination.  Ibis  brother  did  visit  a 
Lodge  here.and  learned  that  luc  rule  adopted  by  the 
Order,  was  lo  have  members  from  a  distance  (if 
they  made  this  their  h"ine)  demit  or  pay  dues  iu  a 
Lodge  here,  as  they  would  not  be  permitted  to  visit 
alter  a  certain  lime.  The  Brother  got  up  a  publica- 
tion, and  proposed  to  go  East  with  it,  and  therefore 
dit  not  demit  or  attach  himself  to  any  Lodge,  at  Ihe 
same  time  desisted  from  visiting.  Time  passed  on. 
and  he  still  remained  in  the  City — circumstances 
over  which  he  had  no  control  kept  him.  He  finally 
went  into  business  as  a  publisher.  He  was  anli- 
Calholic  and  m«t  wilh  much  opposition  from  that 
sect  which  prevented  him  from  attending  lo  his 
Lodge  matters.  He  became  a  member  of  some  auti- 
Calholic  societies, and  they  become  acquainted  wilh 
a  member,  who  afterwards  became  an  employer  of 
his.  This  man  said  he  was  born  and  raised  a  Ro- 
man Caluolic,  but  that  he  had  become  disgusted 
wilh  the  rotten  old  Church  and  he  was  bound  to 
do  all  he  could  to  expose  the  corrupt  doings  of  the 
Church  of  Rome.  He  was  a  "red-hot"  Protestant. 
He  aud  his  wife  had  joined  a  Proleslaut  Church. 
He  had  joined  the  Masonic  fraternity,  as  well  as 
the  auli-Catholic  societies.  The  members  of  one  of 
the  Protoslant  societies  found  that  they  had  a  spy 
among  them'.  Acommittewas  lo  investigate,  aud 
this  man  was  suspected. 

Iu  the  meanwhile  this  brother  had  him  in  his 
employ,  and  had  the  most  implicit  confidence  in 
his  integrity.  This  man  wrote  scathing  articles 
against  the  Popish  priests,  called  the  Irish  "chaws" 
and  the  priest  vile  names.  The  brother  wondered, 
and  sometime  doubted  his  sincerity.  A  letter  was 
received,  giving  an  account  of  a  drunken  Catholic 
priest.  This  man  was  sent  to  investigate  and  re- 
port ihe  case.  Ho  did  so,  and  wrote  up  the  article 
aud  accused  a  priest  who  always  bore  a  good  char- 
acler.  aud  was  noted  for  his  temperance.  The  bro- 
ther looked  over  the  proof  and  questioned  this  man 
in  regard  to  it.  He  said  it  was  all  right  and  thai 
this  was  the  priest  and  he  knew  him.  The  brother 
modified  the  article  and  allowed  its  publication, 
and  was  arrested  for  libel,  and  escaped  at  a  consid- 
erable cost.  Was  Ibis  a  Jesuit  trick?  It  was  only 
by  careful  watching  he  escaped  several  other  libel 
suits  which  were  written  up  by  this  man.  His  ar- 
tist was  induced  to  leave  him  without  notice  in  the 
middle  of  the  week,  which  he  learned  afterwards 
was  through  Ihe  same  influence.  Another  artist 
was  secured  t.nd  was  induced  to  leave  in  the  same 
manner.  This  unaccountable  desire  seemed  to  ac- 
luate  every  artist  engaged,  and  came  near  ruining 
the  publication. 

Onr  broiler  has  since  found  out  it  was  a  Jesuit 
plau  lodeslroy  thisonti  Catholic  publication.  This 
brother  Mason,  this  "red-hot"  anti  Catholic,  this 
man  could  not  find  in  the  English  language,  words 
vile  and  filthy  enough  to  revile  his  own  Church.  He 
pretended  the  greatest  solicitude  and  brotherly  love 
for  the  publisher,  when  he  was  at  the  same  time 
working  iu  the  most  underhand  way  to  ruin  him. 
Finding  that  a  number  of  his  plans  were  counter- 
acted, and  that  friends  were  added  to  the  cause  by 
the  thousands,  he  concocted  a  different  plan.  A 
plan  to  ruin  him  among  the  Masonic  Fraternity. 
This  hellish  plan  was  the  more  easy  lo  accomplish 
as  he    had  gained  admission  into  that  institution 


himself,and  wasa  regular  weekly  visitor  to  his  owm 
Ldge,  aud  a  frequent  visitor  of  olher  Lodges.    By 
this    means    he    bieame  acquainted  with  a  large' 
number  of  Ihe  brotherhood,  aud   gained  Ihe  confi- 
dence of  some  of  ils  most    worthy  members.    This 
Jesuit   knowing    that  the  proprietor  of  a  publica- 
tion was  peisonaly  n  sponsible  for  any  article  pub.

It  was   already 
mentioned  iu  au   Oakland  paper,  "Chronicle"  and 
German,  'Demokrat."      The  gproprietor    did   not 
know  the  man;  hid  never   heard   of  his  existence, 
and  certainly  was  not  aware  that  he  was  a  member 
of-  any   honorable   society,  and    had  a    family  of 
daughters.

he  has  been  expelled  from  the  fraternity, and  tries 
in  every  Jesuitical  way   to   encourage  prosecution.

He  afterward '  left  Bishop  Alemany's 
Church,  aud  joined  hirnselt  to  a  prominent  Protest- 
ant Church  of  this  city,  and  changed  bis  "name,"  at 
the  same  time  he  changed  his  religion.  He 
then  became  a  staunch  Protestant  and  joined 
Anti-Catholic  societies,  and  took  au  active  part 
against  the  unholy  Church  aud  became  a  noted 
"red  hot"  and  bigoted  agitator  and  exposer  of  the 
Jesuitical  workings  of  the  Jesuits  against  our  free 
Republican  Government  and  free  school  system 
Tbe  Chief  of  the  Fire  Department  appointed  him  as 
a  fireman  but  afterward  told  him  he  must  resign  or 
he  would  be  compelled  to  dismiss  him  from  the 
force.  He  then  concluded  to  turn  Roman  Catholic 
again,  sell  out  his  property  and  go  back  to  Austra- 
lia, but  was  induced  to  remain,  and  go  to  work  on 
an  Anti-Catholic  paper. 

His  workings  on  that  publica  Hon  are  already  re- 
corded. We  now  ask  agaiu  is  this  man  a  genuine 
Protestant,  and  a  true  member  of  our  noble  institu- 
tion? 

The  proprietor  of  this  anti-Catholic  publication 
is  well  know  to  the  writer,  and  he  is  persecuted 
man.  Members  of  tbe  fraternity  have  been  misin- 
formed in  regard1  to  his  character,  and  are  doing 
him  an  injury  under  a  misaprebension.  The  party 
to  blame  lor  his  errors  is  at  large,  and  is  nourished 
by  them  as  an  honourable  man,and  a  faithful  mem- 


ber ol  our  fraternity.  We  hope  the  above  facts  will 
open  the  eyes  of  some  of  tbe  brotherhood, and  cause 
hem  at  least  to  investigate  before  they   condemn.

Foo  is  the  sonorous  name  of  a  Chinese  savan  who 
has  lately  been  holding  forth  to  intelligent  audi- 
ences in  New  York  city,  lecturing  on  tbe  subject  of 
Buddhism,  Christianity,  the  Immortality  of  the 
Soul,  etc ,  and  who  seemingly  sustains  bis  side  of 
tbe  question  against  all  opposition.  He  enthusias. 
tically  says:  "The  Chinese  invented  the  art  of 
printing,  made  the  first  compass,  the  first  porcelain, 
the  first  gunpowder,  the  first  cannon,  the  first  sys- 
tem of  laws.  You  must  not  j  udge  the  Chinese  from 
those  who  emigrate  to  America.  They  are  the  low- 
est part  of  tbe  Chinese  population.  There  are  ten 
times  as  many  murders  in  tbe  United  States,  as  in 
China  with  ten  times  the  p'opulation.  The  best  aud 
most  highly  educated  men  are  selected  for  rulers. 
They  are  not  selected  by  ballot,  but  are  trained  for 
their  places,  and  are  chosen  only  after  a  thorough 
competitive  examination  which  eliminates  all  the 
inferior  material.  The  religion  of  China  is  not 
heathenism;  it  teaches  immortality  and  obedience 
to  a  supreme  spirit.  It  has  all  the  essentials  of 
Christianity.  There  have  never  been  any  religious 
persecutions  in  China,  while  thousands  of  men, 
women  and  children  have  been  slaughtered  in 
Christian  countries  on  account  of  tbe  differences  in 
religious  belief.  'A  tree  is  known  by  its  fruit.'" 
We  rejoice  that  Ten  Wing,  etc.,  is  making  an  effort 
to  reform  this  country.  In  China  the  best  and  most 
highly  educated  are  selected  for  rulers,  while  in 
this  country,  the  bummer,  the  gambler,  the  knock- 
down politician  and  disreputable  saloon  keeper  are 
often  placed  in  a  position  where  they  can  swindle 
the  people.  We  hope  that  Ten  Wing  Tze  Way 
Shin  Shuo  Shing  Tze  Way  Shing  Show  Tan  Tze 
Way  Keo  Ton  Ye  Che  Pow  Kow  Shu  Yu^Lee  Yeh 
Wong  Chin  Foo  will  come  to  Chicago  and  estab- 
lish a  missionary  society.

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THE  TEMPLE  OF  JUGGERNAUT. 


Tbe  great  Temple  of  Juggernaut  at  Poree  is 
threatened  with  imminent  destruction.  Rank  veg- 
etation has  taken  root  in  the  earth  deposited  in  the 
cracks  and  crauies  of  the  edifice,  and  by  its  growth 
is  rapidly  breaking  up  the  structure.  The  founda- 
tions are  everywhere  pierced  by  roots,  arid  tbe  walls 
are  in  every  part  interlaced  with  fibers  and  branches 
of  trees.  Other  Hindu  shrines  are  suffering  similar 
fate,  the  applications  have  been  made  to  the  Gov- 
ernment to  arrest  the  process  of  decay,  and,  in  the 
case  of  the  temple  at  Poree,  to  restore  the  building 
to  its  original  state.  "The  petition,"  says  the  Ath- 
enaeum, "is  cautiously  urged  on  non-religious 
ground,  that  by  Government  aid  alone  India  will  be 
saved  the  loss  of  an  important  historical  landmark. 
On  the  other  hand,  the  rebbilding,  under  the  pat- 
ronage of  the  British  Government,  of  one. of  the 
leading  shrines  of  India,  would  offend  all  but  Hin- 
dus." The  question  of  how  far  tbe  Iudian  Govern- 
ment is  responsible  for  the  preservation  of  ancient 
Hindu  architecture  is  thus  foretng~an  immediate 
decision. 

The  ground  on  which  the  Temple  of  Juggernaut 
stands  is  considered  holy ;  so  are  churches,  altars, 
etc.,  in  this  country  viewed  in  the  same  light.  In 
Poree,  where  this  sacred  temple  is  located,  the  prin- 
cipal street  is  composed  of  religious  establishments, 
all  of  which  is  very  satisfactory  to  the  Deity  of  that 
country.  But  decay — decay— tears  down  the  tem- 
ples dedicated  to  God  in  that  land,  with  the  same 
impunity  that  it  does  a  house  of  licentousuess. 
There  God  expresses  no  outward  preference  for  the 
Temple  of  Juggernaut.  Neither  has  he  ever  ex- 
pressed a  decided  preference  for  the  houses  of  wor- 
ship in  this  country.  But  then  as  the  houses  of 
worship  decay — die — so  do  Gods.  Jove,  Juno,  Ap- 
ollo, Mercury,  Venus,  the  Gods  of  ancient  Greece, 
have  no  votaries  in  the  world  lo-day.  As  they  have 
passed  away,so  will  all  the  Gods  of  the  present  gen- 
eration vanish  before  the  onward  march  of  science 
and  progress  of  die  human  mind.  Nearly  all  per- 
sons have  a  different  God,  but  like  the  Gods  of  an- 
cient Greece,  they  will  vanish  and  give  rise  to  oth- 
ers better  adapted  to  the  wants  of  the  mind.  There 
is  only  one  God,  and  no  one  can  correctly  define 
his  nature. 

A  SKELETON   IN  A  CLOSET. 


How  a  Mexican  Woman  Preserved  the   Re- 
mains of  her  Son 

A  little  flurry  of  excitement  was  occasioned  yes- 
terday morning  by  a  report  made  "by  a  hackman 
that  in  the  house  of  a  Mexican  woman 
named  Jesua  Reseudez,  west  of  San  Pedro, a  human 
skeleton  was  concealed.  The  hackman  reported  to 
Deputy  Marshal  Shardien  that  he  opened  a  trunk 
belonging  to  this  woman,in  which  he  found  a  small 
box  carefully  wrapped  with  a  piece  of  oilcloth,  and 
the  fact  exciting  his  curiosity  he  opened  the  box 
and  found  it  to  contain  human  bones.  Shardcn  pro- 
ceeded to  the  house  in  question  and  made  inquiry 
concerning  the  matter,  but  the  woman  denied  any 
knowledge  of  the  reported  skeleton.  Her  manner, 
however,  convinced  the  offic  r  that  she  was  deceiv- 
ing him,  aud  a  aearch  of  the  premises  was  institu- 
ted. Theseareh  resulted  in  the  finding  of  the  skel- 
eton,the  bones  being  placed  in  a  bag, all  jumbled  up 
together,  aud  hung  up  in  a  closet  in  the  house. 

The  woman  was  brought  before  Justice  Houston 
in  the  afternoon,  and  an  examination  of  the  affair 
was  made.    The  woman's  statement  to  the  Justice 


was  straightforward,  and  reasonably  aecounted  for 
the  "skeleton  in  Ihe  closet,"  yet  a  singular  story 
withal.  She  said  she  lived  here  about  seven  years 
ago,  and  had  a  boy  about  15  years  of  age.  She 
moved  to  Victoria  about  that  time,  and  shortly  af- 
terward her  boy,  who  was  in  good  health  while 
here,  died.  The  remains  were  buried  near  Victoria 
and  some  time  afterward— about  three  years  ago, 
we  understand — the  graveyard  where  the  interred 
fell  into  private  hands,  and  the  owner  anonnced 
that  he  intended  to  cultivate  the  ground,  and  that 
parties  who  had  buried  friends  there  could  remove 
their  remains,  otherwise  the^remains  would  be  ob- 
literated. The  woman's  affection  for  her  dead  boy 
was  to  strong  to  permit  her  to  loose  trace  of  his 
resting-place,  and  she  had  all  that  was  left  of 
him,  the  skeleton,  exhumed.  She  was  very  poor 
had  no  money  with  which  to  purchase  a  coffin  and 
have  the  bones  buried  in  any  graveyard,  so  she 
kept  them  in  a  box  awaiting  the  time  when  she 
could  have  them  interred  according  to  her  desire. 
She  learned  their  hiding-place  in  the  trunk  had 
been  discovered,  and  fearing  they  would  be  taken 
from  her,  she  placed  them  in  the  bag  and  hung 
them  in  the  closet,  where  they  were  found. 

A  physician  of  this  city,  who  attended  the  wo- 
man's boy  wbile  here,  corrobrated  that  part  of 
the  story,  and  declared  that  some  hairs  adhering  to 
the  skull  were  of  the  same  color  as  the  hair  of  the 
sick  boy.  As  no  charge  of  a  criminal  nature  could 
be  sustained  against  the  woman  she  was  discharged 
and  the  bones  of  her  boy  will  now,  no  doubt,  find 
a  final  resting  place. 

As  various  and  conflicting  rumors  grew  out  of  the 
affair  it  excited  no  little  comment  on  the  street  yes- 
terday.— San  Anlonia  Herald.

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Many — w.e  might  almost  say  most — of  the  great 
men  of  history,  have  been  men  of  short  stature,,  *:

as  the  saying  goes,  was  so  diminutive  that  he  had 
to  carry  lead  in  his  pocket  to  prevent  his  being 
blown  awiiy.  Canute  the  Great,  for  example,  was 
a  singularly  small  man  ;  Napoleon,  too,  was  little; 
Nelson  had  no  height  to  boast  of,  and  the  great 
Conde  was  short  enough,  Hildebrand — Gregory 
the  Seventh — the  mightiest  of  all  Popes,  was  also 
quite  a  diminutive  person.  Then  among  men  of 
letters,  poets  and  philosophers,  Montaigne,  the  es- 
sayist, was  little;  so  was  Pope — "a  little  crooked 
thing  that  asks  questions;"  so  was  Dryden,  so  was 
Dr.  Watts,  who  insisted,  as  all  know,  on  the  mind 
being  the  stature  of  the  man ;  and  so  was  Scarron, 
who,  alluding  at  once  to  his  ill  health  aud  his  little 
size,  called  himself  an  "abridgment  of  human 
miseries."  Will  any  one, after  such  names  as  these 
— and  the  list  might  bo  indefinitely  extended — look 
down  on  little  men  with  disdain? 


Dr.  Humphrey  Sandwith  in  the  London  "In- 
dustrial Review"  in  speaking  of  the  persecution  of 
the  Christians  in  Turkey  says:  "Of  the  religious 
toleration  of  Turkey,  I  who  have  lived  many  years 
in  the  country,  and  have  traveled  in  every  province 
but  Albania,  can  scarcely  speak  with  patience.

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THISTLETOX  GETS  BAIL. 


The    Last  Struggle    on    Habeas    Corpus 
Successlul. 

(San  Francisco  Chronicle  .June  22d) 

George  Thistleton  was  brought  bofore  Judge 
Wheeler  yesterday  on  a  writ  of  habeas  corpus,  on 
application  for  bail. 

I".  J.  C'rowU-y  appeared  for  District  Attorney 
Murphy, who  is  absent  with  the  Water  Commission 
ers,  investigating  the  Feather  river  scheme.  He 
wished  the  bearing  continued  until  the  return  of 
the  District  Attorney,  which  would  be  about  Tues- 
day next.  The  petitioner  is  asking  to  be  put  in 
bail  when  the  matter  is  before  the  County  Court. 

Judge  Wheeler  said  that  is  no  answer  to  a  writ  of 
habeas  corpus.  You  are  eminently  qualified  to  rep. 
resent  the  people.  It  is  simply  a  matter  of  Court 
discretion.  1  should  be  disposed  to  let  the  matter 
stand  over  till  the  District  Attorney  returns. 

The  counsel  for  the  petioner  stated  that  they 
could  not  consent  to  let  the  matter  stand  over. 

THE  DIFFERENCE. 

Judge  Wheeler  said  that  while  Murphy  is  riding 
around  the  country,  Thistletou  languishes  in  jail. 
He  thought  under  the  circumstances  the  matter 
ought  to  be  disposed  of.  It  seems  hard  that  while 
the  District  Attorney  is  spending  his  vacation  in 
the  country,  Thistleton  is  spending  his  vacation  in 
jail.  If  he  was  entitled  to  bail  he  ought  to  have 
it. 

Mr.  Reynolds  stated  that  the  County  Court  had 
adjourned  and  that  Judge  Gregory,  occupying  the 
bench  in  the  absence  of  Judge  Wright,  refused  to 
bear  the  case.    The  writ  was  then  got  out. 

Mr.  Crowley  argued  that  the  petition  did  not 
comply  with  statutory  provisions,  because  it  was 
the  petition  of  George  Thistletou  verified  by  bis 
wife,  Harriet  E.  Thistleton.  Judge  Wheeler  thought 
that  the  Supreme  Court  in  granting  the  writ  had 
passed  upon  the  sufficiency  of  the  petition. 

The  question  of  a  power  of  a  Judge  other  than  the 
one  pronouncing  judgment  in  the  case,  the  appel- 
late Court  or  a  judge  of  the  Supreme  Court  to  al- 
low bail,  was  raised. 

Judge  Wheeler  said  that  the  habeas  corpus  is 

THE   FUNDAMENTAL  RIGHT 

Of  an  American  citizen.  Its  object  is  to  save  a 
man  Irom  lying  in  prison,  awaiting  the  return  and 
action  of  an  absent  Judge.  The  decision  of  a  Dis- 
trict Judge  ou  habeas  corpus  is  final.  It  seems 
very  absurd  lor  a  man  to  be  tried  and  sentenced  to 
a  year  in  jail,  and  when  he  finds  that  he  is  entitled 
to  an  appeal  the  prosecution  say,  "Go  on  and  take 
your  appeal,"  but  keep  him  in  jail  lor  a  year  await- 
ing a  hearing  on  the  appeal,  which  may  result  in 
reversing  the  judgment.  If  Judge  Wright  decides 
that  no  error  was  committed  by  the  City  Criminal 
Court,  the  petitioner  must  go  back  to  jail.  I  have 
a  very  high"  opinion  of  Judge  Wright,  and  bis  de- 
cision would  influence  me;  but  I  would  exercise 
my  own  discretion  under  a  habeas  corpus. 

THE  LAW  OF  THE  QUESTION. 

Judge  Wheeler  having  signified  his  willingness 
to  procee.de  in  tue  case,  Mr.  Reynolds -said  be  bad 
ten  assignments  of  error  any  of  which  was  enough 
to  make  out  a  prima  facie  case  on  the  application 
to  put  in  bail,  and  some  of  them  ought  to  reverse 
any  judgment  in  any  appeliate  Court.  One  of  his 
grounds  of  error  was  that  the  Court  delivered  an 
oral  charge  to  the  jury.  This  was  a  non-compli- 
ance with  the  Penal  Code,  which  declares  that  the 
charge  to  the  jury  "must  be  in  writing  unless  taken 
down  by  the  phonogrophic  reporter."  This  provi- 
sion, he  said,  was  mandatory,  and  whenever  an  ap- 
peal had  been  taken  to  our  Supreme  Court  upon 
this  point  the  judgment  had  been  reversed.  There 
were  some  seven  or  eight  decisions  bearing  direct- 
ly on  this  assignment  of  error,  in  one  of  the  latest 
of  which  the  Court  remarked  that  "the  decisions 
on  this  point  have  been  uniform  for  the  last  fifteen 
years,  and  we  hope  that  we  have  seen  the  last  case 
brought  here  upon  it. 

ANOTHER    POINT. 

Mr.  Reynolds'  next  point  of  error  was  that  coun 
selwere  prohibited  by  the  Court   from   addressin 


the  jnry  on  questions  of  law  raised  in  the  issue. 
Here  he  cited  Section  8  of  Article  L  of  the  Co 
lion  and  three  several  sections  of  the  Penal  Code, 
affirming  the  right  of  the  jury  in  libel  eases  to  de- 
termine both  the  law  and  the  fact.  Under  these 
provisions  the  jnry  are  tequired  to  pass  upon  the 
whole  matters  of  law  and  fact  in  issue.  The  ques- 
tion whether  the  indictment  charged  a  public  of- 
fense—whether the  words  charged  as  libelous  were 
libelous — was  a  question  of  law  embraced  in  the  is- 
sue and  which  the  jury  had  aright  i"  decide,  It 
followed,  therefore,  as  a  necessary  consequence, that 
counsel  have  the  right  to  address  the  jury  upou 
these  questions  of  law  as  well  as  of  fact,  in  girder 
that  they  may  understand  the  rule  of  law  in  the 
case  at  issue,  with  its  exceptions,  1  iinits  and  quali- 
fications, and  how  to  apply  the  evidence  to  the 
same. 

THE  PETITION  GRANTED. 

Mr  Reynolds  cited  authorites  directly  affirming 
his  position,  when  Judge  Wheeler  said  that  with- 
out feeling  called  upon  in  this  collateral  proceed- 
ing to  decide  that  the  judgment  appealed  from 
would  positively  be  reversed,  still  he  thought 
there  were  good  grounds  for  appeal.  He  thought 
it  a  bad  and  vicious  law  which  gives  a  man  an  ap- 
peal, but  yet  says  he  shall  sutler  the  penalty  while 
the  appeal  is  pending.  Bail  will  only  suspend  the 
petitioner's  punishment.  He  had  no  sympathy 
with  atrocious  and  cold  blooded  libels.  On  the 
other  hand,  he  had  no  sympathy  with  harsh  provi- 
sions of  the  law.  He  thought  it  absurd  to  keep  a 
man  in  jail  a  full  term  when  the  judgment  might 
be  finally  reversed.  In  his  opinion  no  great  injus- 
tice could  be  done  the  Slate  by  admitting  the  peli 
tioner  to  bail.  He  then  admitted  Thistleton  to  bail 
in  $1500  for  each  conviction.  The  bonds'  were  af- 
terwards filed  in  both  cases,  with  James  McCue 
and  A.  Himmelmau  as  sureties,  and  Thistletou  was 
set  at  liberty. 


THE  ROMAN  CATHOLIC  INQUISITION. 

THE  AUTO-DA-FE. 

Auto-da-fe  means  an  action  wh^ih  takes  place  for 
religion's  sake.  Two  kinds  were  held — special  ones 
and  general  ones.  The  special  took  place  several 
times  a  year,  either  in  the  church  in  the  presence  of 
the  faithful,  or  in  the  great  sitting-hall  of  the  court, 
with  closed  doors,  and  only  in  presence  of  invited 
persons.  The  number  of  victims  was  generally  less 
than  at  the  general  ones, and  it  was  but  seldom  that 
persons  were  burned  to  death  at  a  special  one.  Usu- 
ally the  accused  were  obliged  to  perform  a  very  sad 
and  humiliating  part. 

The  general  auto-da-fes  were  but  seldom  held. 
This  public  spectacle  was  only  given  ou  extraordi- 
nary festivals,  viz:  on  the  accession  to  the  throne  of 
a  new  ruler,  on  his  marriage  or  the  birth  of  an  in- 
fant, or  on  the  remembrance  of  a  great  day.  Gen- 
erally they  were  held  in  a  large,  spacious  church,or 
in  one  of  the  public  squares  of  the  city.  Iu  order  to 
make  an  imposing  affair  of  such  an  auto-da-fe,those 
that  were  present  as  well  as  those  condemned  to  be 
burned  to  death. 

One  month  before  a  general  auto-da  fe,the  inquis- 
itors left  the  palace  of  the  inquisition  on  horseback 
preceded  by  standard-bearers  and  heralds  to  the  great 
market-place,to  announce  to  the  inhabitants  that  af- 
ter one  month  a  general  punishing  was  to  take  place 
of  those  who  were  condemned  by  the  inquisition. 
Thereafter  the  procession  went  all  through  the  city, 
accompanied  with  music,  so  as  to  call  the  attention 
of  the  population  to  the  performance  which  they 
had  to  expect.  After  this  public  announcement, the 
preparations  were  at  once  commenced,  in  order  to 
make  theceremony  as  imposing  and  solemn  as  pos 
sible.  The  lower  classes  as  well  as  the  nobility 
were  so  morally  corrupted  by  their  priesthood  and 
their  religion, that  they  showed  great  impatience  to 
witness  the  day  when  the  execution  was  to  come 
off,sacrificing  even  any  amount  of  money  and  goods 
to  make  the  sad  ceremony  assspleudid  as  possible. 

In  order  to  give  our  readers  a  clear  idea  of  such 
an  auto-dafe,and  of  the  moral  corruption  of  the  no- 
bility as    well  as  of  the  people,  we  will  now  giye 


tin  in  an  ample  description  of  one  of  the  most  re- 
markable auhi.da-l'es.licM  in  the  year  1680,  at  Mad- 
rid, in  presence  of  King  Charles  II.,  bisspouse.and 
his  mother.  • 

The  Spanish  painler,  Francisco  Rizzi,  has  per- 
petuated this  fuel  mi  canvass,  and  his  painting  is 
Still  to  be  luuud  at  the  palace  llueii  Reliro,  where  it 
is  placed  as  a  monument  ol  the  execrable,  bloody 
massacrc,ot  which  the  kings  of  Spain  ami  the  priest 
hood   together  are  and  remain  guiliy. 

Insensibility  and  bard  heartedness  were  so  great 
in  those  days,th:it  the  Courl  and  the  inquisitors  did 
not  know  bow  to  offer  to  the  new  queen,  Marie 
Louisa  de  Bourbonta  greater  honor,  or  to  show  ina 
more  dignified  manner  their  obedience  and  loyalty, 
than  by  giving  more  splendor  to  the  feasts,  on  the 
occasion  of  her  marriage  with  Charles  II.  of  Spain, 
by  adding  an  auto-de-fe  when  nearly  one  hundred 
and  eighteen  persons  found  their  death  iu  the 
flames. 

The  Spanish  historian  Jose  de  01  mo,  who  was 
connected  with  the  inquisition,  being  an  eye-wit- 
ness, gives  the  following  description  of  this  abomin- 
able performance: — 

After  the  command  has  been  seut  to  all  the  courts 
of  inquisition  to  hasten  all  the  pending  cases,  so  as 
to  be  able  for  each  to  furnish  his  portion  for  the 
heretic  exhibition,  a  beginning  was  made  by  the 
erection  of  a  large  scaffold  on  the  largest  square  in 
the  town, and  the  announcement  made  so  as  to  afford 
the  necessary  places  for  the  spectators.  Two  hun- 
dred ami  fifty  workmen,  called  "Soldiers  of  the 
Faith,"  were  engaged  by  the  iuquisiton  to  watch 
over  the  condemned.  E.ghty-five  persons  offered 
themselves  voluutaiily,lo  aid  as  so-called  familiares 
(dignitaries)  of  ihe  inquisition,  among  whom  were 
to  be  found  Castillian  grandees  and  persons  of  the 
highest  nobility. 

On  the  twenty-eighth  of  June,  a  ceremony  some- 
thing like  a  forerunner,  took  place,  when  a  parade 
was  held  by  the  "Soldiers  of  the  Faith,"  and  the  so- 
called  "procession  wiih  the  two  crosses"  came  off. 
One  of  the  crosses  was  green,  draped  with  a  trans 
paient  black  vail,  the  proper  insignaof  the  inquisi- 
tion :  the  other  cross  was  white.  The  first  was  plac- 
ed on  Ihe  scaffold,  the  second  on  a  high  pillar,  er- 
ected iu  the  background  of  Ihe  square  where  the- 
first  slapleB  were  standing.  The  white  cross  was. 
carried  by  the  brotherhoods  of  Peter  the  Martyr  es- 
tablished atMadrid  and  Toledo;  the  green  was  car- 
ried by  the  Duke  Medina  Celi,  accompanied  by  the 
Dominican  and  other  spiritual  orders.  The  king's 
band  played  a  solemn  Miserere  with  full  orchestra. 
During  ihe  whole  night  did  the  Dominicans  watch 
the  grceu  cross, while  the  sung  the  matutinen  (morn 
ing  anthem)  directly  after  midnight,  and  masses 
were  held  uninterruptedly  uuiil  six  o'clock  in  the 
morning.  The  preceding  evening  all  the  prisoners, 
who  had  been  kept  at  the  houses  of  the  familiares, 
were  taken  to  the  prison  of  the  capital.  Those  who 
were  condemned  to  death  were  made  acquainted 
with  their  doom,  that  they  might  prepare  them- 
selves; the  inquisitors  remained  assembled  during 
the  whole  niglit,  lo  give  a  hearing  to  those  who 
might  require  an  audience,  to  recant,  or  to  be  ac- 
quitted. According  to  the  above-named  historian, 
two  women  were  converted  that  night. 

The  sentence  ol'death  was  read  to  the  accused  in, 
the  following  manner: 

Brother,  your  case  has  been  considered  by  a  crit- 
ical, learned,  and  able  man,  and  your  crimes  have 
been  found  to  be  so  criminal  and  abominable,  that 
as  a  warning  to  others  and  for  your  punishment  we 
have  decided  and  ordained  that  you  will  die  to- 
morrow. Prepare  yourself  for  death;  and  to  enable 
you  do  so,  two  worldly  priests  will  remain  here  to 
assist  you. 

At  three  o'clock  in  the  morning  of  the  day  of  the 
auto-da-fe,  the  clothes  in  which  they  had  to  appear 
were  condemned,  as  well  as  the  "San-Benitos  and 
Corozas."  (The  first  was  some  kind  of  linen  shawl;, 
the  second, a  bat  three  feet  high,made  of  pasteboard 
Both  had  devils  and  flames  painted  on  them.)  At 
seven  o'clock  the  procession  started  in  the  follow- 
ing order:

The  Independant  Democrats  Again. 

Our  ubiquitous  Man  attended  an  adjourned  meet- 
ing of  the  Independant  Democratic  Club  of  the 
Eighteenth  Senatorial  District,  at  the  Erin's  Home 
Headquarters.

The 
illustration  of  St.  Patrick  the  Frenchman,  driving 
the  snakes  from  the  bogs  of  Ireland,  occupied  its 
former  position,  while  the  potato-profiled  map  of 
Ireland,  with  its  fifty-two  counties,  each  about  as 
large  as  an  ordinary  sized  American  farm,  hung  in 
its  occustomed  place ;  the  faded  green  flag  drooped 
dejectedly,  reminding  one  of  Moore's  mournful 
lament : 

"The  harp  that  once  in  Tarra's  Halls 

The  soul  of  music  shed 
Now  hangs  as  mute  on  Tara's  walls 
As  if  that  soul  were  fled." 

The  fumes  of  bad  tobacco  and  worse  whisky  were 
even  louder  than  the  preliminary  and  informal  dis- 
cussion, which  was  chiefly  carried  on  in  bad  Eng- 
lish with  a  foreign  accent. 

The  surroundings  were  unmistakably"Democrat- 
ic,"  as  expounded  in  these  days  of  modern  Ameri- 
can politics,  and  that  it  might  appear  so  without 
exception,  Our  Man,  for  prudential  reasons,  took 
particular  care  to  put  on  his  other  and  dirtier  shirt 
similate  being  tired  and  sat  in  a  corner.

He  acts  like  thesnake,  that 
he  is,  aud  charms  his  victims,  drawing  him  closer, 
closer  to  his  deadly  fangs,tlll  like  the  poor  charmed 
bird  he  becomes  the  victim  of  his  treachery.  All 
this  time  he  professes  the  warmi  st  friendship,  a 
wonderful  interest,  the  kindest  regard.  Iu  fact  no 
lover  could  woo  woman  so  assiduously  as  this  rep- 
tile will  woo,  his  victim  on  to  destruction. 

A  TRUE  STOUY  IN  POINT. 

On  or  about  the  year   1869  there   came  a  brother 
Mason  from  the  East  to  San  Francisco.  This  brother 
had  taken  an  active  part  in  the  last  war  of  the  Un- 
ion.    He  had  devoted  his  money  in  raising  soldiers 
for  his  country.     He  raised  three  companies  at  his 
own  expense  and  uniformed  odc  with  his  own  cash  in 
18G1.  The  people  of  the  city  where  he  resided  loved 
and  respected  him.   Among  his  warm  friends  were 
members  of  the    Masonic  order,  who  proposed  him 
as  a  member  of  that  aucient  aud   noble  institution^ 
Be   was  examined    and  found  worthy   to  join  the 
brotherhood,  and  was  duly  elected.     On  account  of 
his  duties  keeping  him  in  camp, a  special  dispensa- 
tion was  granted  to  confer  on  him, the  threedegrecs 
at  one  meeting.     He  was  that  night  "raised"  to  the 
jublime  degree  of  a  Master.    The  next  day  lie  res- 
umed his  duties  as  an  officer  of  the  Army,  and  par. 
icipated  with  the  Army  during  the  war.    His  time 
jeing  occupied  in  the  field  in  active  service, he  had 
)ut  little  chance  to  meet  with  his  brethren, and  learn 
he  mysteries  of  the  ancient  work.    After  the  war  he 
vent  to  another  city,  with  an   appointment  to  raise 
.regiment  in  defense  of  the  liberties  of  Mexico — 
ircumstances  t)  inspired  which  induced  him  to  re- 
linquish the  expedition  to  Mexico.    He  then  came 
:)  San  Francisco,  exdecting  to  return  again  East. 
While  in  this  city  he  met  some  of  the  brethren 


and  vsked  if  it  would  be  proper  for  him  to  visit  1h 
Lodges  here,  lie  explained  lo  them  the  circum- 
stancosofhis  absence  from  his  own  Lodge.  The 
Brother  said  as  he  had  never. to  his  knowledge, been 
suspended  for  non-payment  of  dues  he  could  see 
no  impropriety  in  his  visiting,  provided  he  could 
stand  au  examination.  This  brother  did  visit  a 
Lodge  here.aud  learned  that  the  rule  adopted  by  the 
Order,  was  to  have  members  from  a  distance  (if 
they  made  this  their  home)  demit  or  pay  dues  in  a 
Lodge  here,  as  they  would  not  be  permitted  to  visit 
after  a  certain  time.  The  Brother  got  up  a  publica- 
tion, and  proposed  ti  go  East  with  i',  and  therefore 
dit  not  demit  or  attach  himself  to  any  Lodge,  at  the 
same  time  desisted  from  visiting.  Time  passed  on. 
and  he  still  remained  in  the  City — circumstances 
over  which  he  had  no  control  kept  him.  He  finally 
went  into  business  as  a  publisher.  He  was  anti- 
Catholic  and  met  with  much  opposition  from  that 
sect  which  prevented  him  from  attending  to  his 
Lodge  matters.  He  became  a  member  of  some  an'.i- 
Catholic  societies, and  they  become  acquainted  with 
a  member,  who  afterwards  became  an  employer  of 
his.  This  man  said  he  was  born  and  raised  a  Ro- 
man Catholic,  but  that  he  had  become  disgusted 
with  the  rotten  old  Church  and  he  was  hound  to 
do  all  he  could  to  expose  the  corrupt  doings  of  the 
Church  of  Rome.  He  was  a  "red-hot"  Protestant. 
He  and  his  wife  had  joined  a   Protestant   Church. 

He  had  joined  the  Masonic  fraternity,  as  well  as 
the  anti-Catholic  societies.  The  members  of  one  of 
the  Protestant  societies  found  that  they  had  a  spy 
among  them.  A  committe  was  to  investigate,  and 
this  man  was  suspected. 

In  the  meanwhile  this  brother  had  him  in  his 
employ,  and  had  the  most  implicit  confidence  in 
his  integrity.  *  This  man  wrote  scathing  articles 
against  the  Popish  priests,  called  the  Irish  "chaws" 
and  the  priest  vile  names.  The  brother  wondered, 
aud  sometime  doubted  his  sincerity.  A  letter  was 
received,  giving  an  account  of  a  drunken  Catholic 
priest.  This  man  was  sent  to  investigate  and  re- 
port the  case.  H1;  did  so,  aud  wrote  up  the  article 
and  accused  a  priest  who  always  h>re  a  good  char- 
acter, aud  was  noted  for  his  temperauce.  The  brd"- 
ther  looked  over  the  proof  and  questioned  this  man 
in  regard  to  it.  He  said  it  was  all  right  and  that 
this  was  the  priest  and  he  knew  him.  The  brother 
modified  the  article  and  allowed  it*  publication, 
and  was  arrested  for  libel,  aud  escaped  at  a  consid- 
erable cost.  Was  this  a  Jesuit  trick?  It  was  only 
by  careful  watching  lie  escaped  several  other  libel 
suits  which  were  written  up  by  this  man.  His  ar- 
tist was  induced  to  leave  him  without  notice  in  the 
middle  of  tlie  week,  which  he  learned  afterwards 
was  through  the  same  influence.  Another  artist 
was  secured  i.nd  was  induced  to  leave  in  the  same 
manner.  This  unaccountable  desire  seemed  to  ac- 
tuate every  artist  engaged,  and  came  near  ruining 
the  publication. 

Our  broil  er  has  since  found  out  it  was  a  Jesuit 
plan  to  destroy  this  anti  Catholic  publication.  This 
brother  Mason,  this  "red-hot"  anli  Catholic,  this 
man  could  not  find  in  the  English  language,  words 
vile  and  filthy  enough  to  revile  his  own  Church,  lie 
pretended  the  greatest  solicitude  and  brotherly  love 
for  the  publisher,  when  he  was  at  the  same  lime 
working  in  the  most  underhand  way  to  ruin  him. 
Finding  that  a  number  of  his  plans  were  counter- 
acted, and  that  friends  were  added  to  the  cause  by 
the  thousands,  he  concocted  a  different  plan.  A 
plan  to  ruin  him  among  the  Masonic  Fraternity. 
This  hellish  plan  was  the  more  easy  lo  accomplish 
as  he    had   gained  admission  into  that  institution 


himself,and  wns  a  regular  weekly  visitor  to  his  own' 
Lodge,  aid  a  frequent  visitor  of  other  Lodges.  By 
this  means  he  became  acquainted  with  a  large 
number  of  the  brotherhood,  and  gained  the  confi- 
dence of  some  of  its  most  worthy  members.  This 
Jesuit  kn-  wing  that  the  proprietor  of  a  publication 
was  personally  responsible  for  any  article  published 
and  .vas  liable  for  damages  or  criminal  prosecution 
for  libel  ;and  finding  that  the  sympathy  of  the  respec 
table  portion  of  the  community  was  with  the  publi. 
cation,  as  long  as  it  confined  itself  to  the  anti-Cath- 
olic doctrine,  determined  to  write  up  a  libelous  ar- 
ticle against  one  of  our  most  wealthy  citizens  and  a 
prominent  Mason  occupying  a  seat  in  highest  mys- 
teries or  our  ancient  Order.  This  article  not  only 
was  intended  to  cast  a  stigma  upon  this  brother 
Mason,  but  to  cast  a  cloud  over  his  entire  family. 
The  article  was  written  in  the  most  venemous  style 
and  would  have  been  published  entire  if  our  brother 
had  not  accidently  seen  it.  The  circumstances  of 
the  publication  were  in  this  manner.  It  was  the  last 
publication  before  the  4th  of  July,  and  it  was  sug. 
gesled  by  the  proprietor  to  get  up  an  article  and  il- 
lustration on  the  coming  4th.  "Oh,  no!"  says  the 
Jesuit,  "I  have  a  splendid  sensation,  and  as  the  Chi- 
nese question  is  agitating  the  public  mind,  it  will 
be  just  the  thing."  He  then  went  on  to  explain  his 
article  and  suggest  the  illustration,  saying  that  it 
was  undoubtedly  true.  He  had  ascertained  and  in- 
vestigated the  facts,  and  found  them  to  be  so.  In 
fact,  everybody  knew  it,  and  it  was  the  talk  of  the 
whole  Slate,  ll  was  already  mentioned  in  an  Oak- 
land paper,  "Chronicle"  and  German,  "Demokrat." 
The  proprietor  d  d  not  know  the  man  ;he  had  never 
heard  of  his  existence,  and  certainly  was  not  aware 
that  he  was  a  member  of  an  honorable  society,  and 
had  a  family  of  daughters.  He  knew  of  his  father 
on  account  of  a  hotel  by  th.t  name,  and  also  knew 
ihat  he  was  a  widower.andhad  heard  some  say  that 
he  was  a  jolly  old  gentleman,  and  fond  of  ladies  so- 
ciety. This  Mason  had  been  in  his  employ,anum 
ber  of  years'aud  was  a  brother  Mason;  he  certainly 
would  not  suggest  a  lilelous  article  against  an  hon- 
orable man,  a  brother  Mason,a  man  w  ith  grown  up 
aud  married  daughters.  These  tacts  were  not  men- 
tioned, they  were  kep'  in  the  dark.  They  would 
have  exposed  the  wily  Jesuit's  trick  and  prevented 
the  libelous  publication.  This.the  Masonic  brother 
aud  Jesuit  knew  well.  The  article  was  presented 
for  publication,  and  again  was  this  Masonic  Jesuit 
asked  if  he  was  certain  of  the  truth  of  the  article, .

uits  and  the  Democratic  party.  He  is  still  an  active  ■- 
member  of  the  Masouic  fraternity,  aud  pretends  to 
be  a  warm  fiiend  of  his  former  employer,at  the  same- 
time  in  an  underhand  way,  he  tells  the   judges 
and     prosecuting    attorneys,    and    the    Masonic- 
brolherhcod  that  this  man  is  noMason.hehas  been, 
expelled  from  the  fraternity,  and  tries  in  every 
Jesuitical      way      to       encourage      prosecution 
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and  persecution,  and  to  engender  an  enmity  be- 
tween him  and  the  fraternity,  The  above  state- 
ments are  "Masonic  facts,"  and  can  be  substantiat- 
ed to  the  entire  satisfaction  of  any  member  of  the 
fraternity.  We  ask  justice,  and  justice  only  for  this 
brother,  and  we  ask  again,  "have  the  Roman  Cath- 
olics Jesuitical  sp;es  in  the  Masonic  Lodges  on  the 
Pacific  slope?"  Are  they  not  trying  to  bring  into 
disrepute  our  ancient  order  in  the  same  manner  as 
they  are  trying  to  destroy  our  free  public  school

brother  Mason  before  they  investigate  his  character 
and  standing?  Because  his  circumstances  have  pre- 
vented him  from  attaching  himself  to  a  lodge  here 
or  paying  his  dues  to  his  own  lodge  in  the  East 
does  that  give  the  brotherhood  a  proper  reason  to' 
•  wink  at  his  persecutions,  when,  he  has  aked  no  pe- 
cumary  benefits  for  himself  or  his  family  nor  ex- 
pects them  ?  Is  not  a  Mason  once,  a  Mason  for 
lite,  unless  he  is  expelled  from  the  order  for  a  crime 
worthy  ol  expulsion,  and  the  lodges  throughout  the 
states  notified  of  the  facts?  I3  not  the  fraternity 
liable  to  get  black  sheep  in  the  fold,  as  well  as 
church  societies  are  to  gethypocrit.es  in  their  mem- 
bership? If  the  above  statements  are  true,  is  not 
the  present  member  a  Jesuitical  spy,  and  an  injury 
to  the  order?  We  have  investigated  and  know  the 
above  statements  to  be  true,  and  will  now  give  a 
short  history  of  the  individual  in  question.

MY  PLATFORM. 

To  Whom  It  May  Concern. 

As  proprietor  of  the  Jolly  Giant,  I  deem  it  but 
iust,  in  view  of  the  false  accusations  so  presistently 
brought  against  it  and  me,  and  which  have  too  often 
engendered  undeserved  prejudices,  to  declare  thus 
publicly  and  personally — 

That  I  neither  hate  or  denounce  any  man  because 
of  his  birth-place,  religious  belief  or  political 
creed. 

That  I  have  no  antipathy  to  Irishmen  or  women 
as  such.  On  the  contrary,  I  have  always  had  a  sin- 
cere regard  for  the  Iiish  people,  recognizing  them 
as  a  race  possessed  of  fine  natural  intellectual  en- 
dowments,  generous  impulses  and  chivalric  instinct. 
From  among  them  I  count  many  of  my  warmest 
personal  friendships.  And  it  is  consoling  to  ob- 
serve that  as  they  know  me  better  they  like  me 
more.  I  believe  that  I  am  to  them  a  true  friend.  I 
prove  this  by  not  stuffing  them  with  fulsome  flattery 
and  by  painting  their  faults  as  virtues,  as  does  the 
"Monitor,"  "Irish  World"  and  other  such  papers 
which  live  by  imposing  upon  their  creduility,  but 
by  weekly  exhibiting  to  them  their  palpable  short- 
comings and  showing  ■  up  by  pen  and  pencil  the 
frauds  theological  and  political,  whose  dupes  they 
are. 

It  may  be  said,  that,  "a  friendly  eye  could  never 
see  such  faults."  To  this  I  answer  that  "a  flaterer 
would  not." 

No,  no,  I  have  fought  and  bl<  d  and  bivoucked 
with  too  many  gallant  Irishmen  in  two  wars— in 
Mexico  and  in  the  Scuth— to  bear  them  enmity. 
The  reverse  is  the  truth,  and  those  who  assert  other- 
wise  do  it  either  with  malicious  intent  or  from  pure 
ignorance.  But  unhesitatingly  I  am  deeply,  en- 
ergetically and  taruestly  opposed  to  the  Roman 
Catholic  Church,  while  look  upon  its  victims 
more  in  sorrow  than  in  anger.  I  amopposed  to 
the  Roman  Catholic  Church, because  history  proves 
and  I  am  convinced  that  it  is  the  anti.podes  of 
everything  Republican— the  life-long  opponent  of 
the  rule  of  the  People  by  the  People.  The  supre- 
macy of  the  Roman  Catholic  Church  would  be  the 
destruction  of  free  speech,free  press  and  free  schools. 
I  look  with  concern,  tberefore  on  its  encroach- 
ments in  this  country,  where  it  seeks  to  gain  what 
it  has  elsewhere  lost;and  so  believing  I  would  be  re- 
creant as  an  American  citizen  and  a  well-wisher  of 
my  kind,  if  I  did  not  oppose  its  spread,  here  and 
elsewhere,  by  all  legitimate  means  in  my  power. 
To  act  otherwise  would  be  to  slultify  my  moral  con- 
victions and  degrade  my  manhood. 

I  therefore  oppose  the  Democratic  party  as  a 
political  organization,  because  that,  party  has  been 
and  notably  is  but  a  cohort  of  the  Romish  Church.

THE   TRUSTY 

,jystem  is  a  nuisance  and  a  fraud.  From  inability  or 
[unwillingness, this  receivingprison,  like  the  County 
Jail  and  its  branch,  is  not  furnished  by  the  authori- 
ties with  the  requisite  number  of  jailors  or  turnkeys. 
Hence  selections  have  to  be  made  from  among  the 
prisoners  for  the  performance  of  such  duty.  Such 
trusties,  especially  iu  the  City  Prison.are  abled  bod- 
ied  young  brutes.given  to  larceny  and  robbery  when 
on  the  outside.and  the  way  they  abuse  the  poor  fel- 
lows over  whom  Ihey  are  placed  in  temporary  con- 
trol is  enough  to  make  one's  blood  boil  to  witness. 
They  show,  naturally  a  special  repugnance  to  a  de- 
cent looking  man,  and  the  way  they  hustle  such  a 
man  about  would  do  credit  in  brutality  to  the  bul- 
lies! second  mate  that  ever  trod  the  deck  of  a  black- 
ball liner. 

A  half-inebriated  man,  for  instance,  is  brought  in 
by  a  policeman  and  led  up  to  the  desk  of  the  prison 
keeper.  Here  he  is  required  to  give  his  name,  etc, 
whilg  the  record  of  the  proud  peeler  is  increased  by 
one.  The  poor  culprit,  who  is  often  more  sober 
than  the  cop  who  arrested  him,  has  thea  to  submit 
to  the  indignity  of  being  rudely  searched.  His 
pockets  are  cleaned  out  thoroughly  and  an  invento- 
ry of  the  contents  taken— the  correctness  of  which 
depends  entirely  upon  the  honesty  of  the  officers 
in  charge  lor  the  time-being.  If  his  plug  of  tobacco 
is  not  long  and  fresh  he  is  permitted  to  retain  it  for 
the  benefit  of  the  trusties.  The  same  ceremony  is 
gone  through  with  in  every  case  of  arrest,  being  pa- 


plied  to  the  high-toned  gentleman  as  well  as  the 
the  meanest  street  loafer. 

A  waiting  and  eager  trustie  is  beckoned  to.  "Put 
him  in  No.C'is  the  order.and  the  victim  is  suddenly 
and  rudely  seized  by  the  villainous  aid  and  "fired" 
iu  to  the  designated  dungeon  with  a  celerity  and 
rudeness  which  wakes  a  smile  on  the  countenance 
ot  the  kind-hearted  and  gentlemanly  prison-keeper. 
Indeed  the  poor  prisoner.if  besides  his  mortification 
and  humiliation  of  mind,  is  not  kicked  and 
knocked  down  by  the  trusties.just  for  fun  or  to  keep 
their  hands  in  pugilistic.traintng  for  the  use  on  the 
outside.  It  would  be  hard  to  find  a  more  unconsion. 
able  ruffian  than  a  San  Francisco  City  Prison  trusty 
He  seems  to  bo  selected  for  duty  on  account  of  the 
possession  of  those  ruffianly  traits  which  make  him 
pre-eminent.

Now,  have  not 
thev  arrested  them,  for  repairing  their  fences,  after 
one  hundred  years  of -'possession?  It  the  Indians 
cut  branches  to  make  hoops,  so  as  to  provide  flour 
for  their  families,  they  are  still  arrested 

"In  the  face  of  all  these  things  can  it  be  said  to 
us  that  Canada  is  England's  and  under  the  same 
government?  No ;  the  priests  of  Rome  govern  all 
Canadians  as  subjects  of  Pius  IX  instead  of,  as  it 
should,  subjects  of  her  Majesty  Queen  Victoria.  I 
can  only  say  in  the  presence  ot  God  that  the  Indians 
have  been  wounded  and  their  lives  made  miserable 
for  a  long  time,  and  I  cannot  say  what  may  happen 
it  peace  and  contentment  are  not  soon  guaranteed 

"For  this  reason  I  have  addressed  with  a  tremb- 
line  hand  the  generous  and  acknowledged  subjects 
of  her  Majesty  Queen  Victoria  in  this  letter,  I  am, 
your  servant,  Chief  Joseph  Ohasaeenra-t.

The  Jolly  Giant  comes  out  of  the  fifth  pitched 
battle  with  the  combined  forces  of  Moneybags, 
PoperyandtheDemagogues,bearicg  his  colors  aloft, 
Tubbs  chooses  to  be  relentless  in  his  persecution, and 
he  has  again  met  with  a  merited  rebuke.  Taken 
altogether,  this  Tubbs  persecution  is  one  of  the 
most  remarkable  chaplers.in  the  history  of  crimin- 
al trials  in  this  State.and  the  end  is  not  yet.  It  has 
become  perfectly  evident  that  he  is  not  seeking  Tin- 
dication  of  his  character  nor  that  of  his  family,  but 
revenge  and  persecution,  pure  and  simple.  It  had 
that  look  from  the  start,  when  he  contrived  to  pro- 
cure two  indictments  in  Oakland  and  three  in  this 
city,  all  formed  on  the  same  article  published  in 
a  single  issue  of  the  Jolly  Giant. 

One  of  those  indictments  was  for  an  alleged  libel 
against  Lillie,  the  daughter  of  Tubbs.  It  was  tried 
twice  at  Oakland;  at  the  home  of  Tubbs  and  before 
juries  selected  from  among  ,his  neighbors,  and 
where  from  his  long  residence  and  great  wealth  his 
influence  was  supposed  to  be  supreme;  yet  the  first 
jury  stood  9  for  acquital  to  3  for  conviction,and  fail- 
ing to  agree  upon  a  verdict  were  discharged.     At 


the  second  trial  the  jury  shortly  after  retiring  re- 
turned a  verdict  of  acquittal. 

The  scene  of  hostilities  was  then  shifted  to  San 
Francisco,  leaving  one  indictment  in  Alameda 
County  to  fall  back  on.  But  here  Tubbs  success 
was  not  much  better.  Here  he  had  three  indict, 
ments  and  he  first  took  up  one  which  charged 
a  libel  against  himself,  Lawlor  or  the  hotel,  or 
all  three,  it  was  impossible  to  say  which.  The  jury 
returned  a  verdict  of  acquittal,  though  the  persecu- 
tion was  conducted  with  the  utmost  determination 
to  convict. 

Tubbs  next  tried  his  Lillie  indictment  in  this  city 
In  that  case  the  Court  drove  the  cause  to  a  trial 
without  auy  plea  ever  having  been  put  in  and  rest- 
ing satisfied  of  the  illegality  of  such  a  proceeding 
our  counsel  made  no  defense  whatever  and  the  jury 
could  not  do  otherwise  than  bring  in  a  verdict  of 
guilty.  That  verdict  will  beyond  a  reasonable  doubt 
be  reversed. 

Still  there  was  an  indictment  left,  that  charging 
a  libel  on  Tubbs  himself.  It  is  a  most  remarkably 
far-fetched  and  strained  document,depending  large- 
ly on  imagination,  as  we  shall  hereafter  see  for  any 
application  to  Tubbs  or  any  member  of  his  family. 
But  Tubbs  wanted  some  vindication  for  him- 
self, and  so  he  must  press  this  trial.  If  he  can  find 
any  gratification  in  this  business,  and  if  he  finds,  it 
flattering  to  himself  we  certainly  ought  to  be  satis- 
fied with  the  result. 

Let  us  look  at  this  last  trial ;  see  what  it  was  all 
about,  how  it  was  conducted  and  what  result  was 
reached. 

TEN  OF  THE   JORYMEN 

Were  good,fair,  evidently  honest, well-meaning  men 
of  Italian,  German  and  American  nationalities. 
When  examined  as  to  their  competency  to  act  as 
jurors  they  appeared  to  be  exceptionaly  free  from 
bias  and  prejudice  of  any  ktnd.  Not  so  the  other 
two.  Henry  White  said  he  was  a  hatter  on  com- 
mercial street;  has  known  Tubbs  for  twenty  years; 
had  some  business  with  him  two  or  three  weeks  ago 
sold  him  a  bat;  read  about  this  libel  matter  a  year 
ago;  have  read  about  it  every  now  and  then  ever 
since;  I  formed  an  opinion  about  the  case  and  have 
got  that  opinion  yet;  it  is  a  pretty  strong  one.  I 
think  I  can  give  the  defendant  as  fail  and  impartial 
trial  as  though  I  never  heard  of  the  case.  1  have 
formed  an  opinion  as  to  whether'  the  defendant  is 
guilty  or  innocent —  have  that-  opinion  now ;  it 
would  take  pretty  good  evidence  to  remove  it. 

Our  counsel  challenged  this  juror  tor  having 
formed  and  expressed  this  opinion,  but  the  Court 
held  te  challenge  not  good,  and  so  that  juror  was 
allowed  to  sit  on  the  jury.  It  is  needless  to  state 
that  this  is  one  of  the  two  jurors  who  would  not 
agree  to  an  acquittal. 

D.  Keefe  or  O'Keefe  is  a  produce  dealer,  don't 
know  Tubbs,  or  Thistleto  n ;  in  fact  there  is  a  great 
deal  he  don't  know  but  he  appeared  to  be  unpreju- 
diced and  was  therefore  not  challenged.  But  he 
was  raised  a  Roman  Catholic ;  his  mother  and  all 
his  family  friends  are  Catholics, and  hence  the  little 
he  did  know  was  just  enough  to  convince  him  that 
Tubbs  had  been  libeled. 

THE  TRIAL 

Commenced  on  Monday  morning.  Mr.  Enos  spread 
himself  in  a  very  theatrical,  stiled  way  in  opening 
the  case  for  the  prosecution,  but  evidently  did  not 
make  the  impression  upon  the  jury  that  he  had 
counted  on.  Respecting  the  testimony  for  the  pros- 
ecution two  things  are  remarkable.

How  We  Got  Out  of  Jail. 


We  copy  from  the  "Chronicle"  a  brief  report— 
and  the  only  fair  oue  by  the  way — of  how  we  tern- 
porarly  got  out  of  the  clutches  of  the  priests  and 
demagogues.  But  that  does  not  half  tell  the  story, 
nor  can  we  afford  the  space  to  tell  it  all  here,  but  a 
few  points  may  not  be  uninteresting  or  out  of  place. 
The  story  is  one  of  tyrannical  outrage  from  begin- 
ning lo  close  with  the  exceptiou  of  the  last  act, 
which,  thanks  to  the  firmness  of  an  upright,  con- 
scientious judge.gave  us  a  respite.  Our  readers  are 
familiar  with  the  main  l'acts;of  the  outrageously  cr- 
erroneous,  illegal  trial  before  Bob  Ferral,  of  his  re- 
fusing to  grant  a  new  trial  that  the  tyranny  of  his 
errors  had  subjected  us  to;of  our  attempt  to  appeal 
the  case  to  the  County  Court  and  Judge  Wright's  re- 
fusal to  entertain  the  appeal  on  the  ground  of  want 
of  jurisdiction  although  he  entertained  an  appeal 
from  the  same  Court  in  another  case  within  three 
minutes. almost  with  the  same  breath  that  he  denied 
ours.  How  we  then  attacked  the  jurisdiction  of 
Ferral's  Court  by   a  writ  of  habeas  corpus   before 

Judge  Dwinelle,  and  how  that  old  functionary 

well,  we  will  say  nothing  about  him  only  that  he 
scuffled  the  case  out  of  Court  with  an  opinion 
which  every  lawyer  in  this  city  is  ashamed  to  see 
issue  from  the  bench.  How  we  then  took  the  case 
before  the  Supreme  Court  on  another  writ  of  habeas 
corpus  in  which  our  attorneys  presented  the  case  in 
such  shape  that  the  Court  had  one  of  two  things 
to  do;  to  demolish  the  jurisdiction  of  Ferral's  Court 
to  try  an  indictment, and  therefore  ses  us  at  liberty, 
or  to  give  us  some  sort  of  appellate  remedy  to  the 
Courty  Court.  They  chose  the  latter  and  decided 
that  the  County  Court  should  issue  a  writ  of  error 
to  review  Ferral's  proceedings. 

On  the  2nd  of  June  our  attorneys  succeeded  in 
causing  the  issue  of  writs  of  errors  by  Judge  Wright 
made  returnable  on  the  6th  of  July.  Upon  the  issue 
of  those  writs  we  were  entitle  d  to  the  privilege  to 
put  in  bail  until  they  were  heaPd;  and  accordingly 
our  application  was  made  for  that  purpose  before 
Judge  Wright  on  the  4th  of  June.  Then  came  an- 
other series  of  attempts  to  baffle  us  of  our  legal 
rights  and  delay  the  application  until  it  would  af- 
ford us  no  remedy.  District  Attorney  Murphy  per- 
formed his  part  by  interposing  objections  at  every 
point,  which  he  expected  Judge  Wright  to  sustain 
for  no  other  reason  than  because  Murphy  made  them 
But  our  counsel,  Mr.  Reynolds  met  him  at  every 
point  with  a  better  reason  and  with  sound  legal  ar- 
guments,so  that  after  a  half-day's  discussion  Judge 
Wright  felt  compelled  to  adopt  a  practice  under  the 
writ  of  error  which  had  the  effect  to  give  us  an  or- 
der as  a  matter  of  right  to  put  in  bail  in  the  Tubbs 
case,  and  which  he  accordingly  granted,  fixing  bail 
at  $1500.  But  fearing,  no  doubt,  he  had  displeased 
our  enemies  by  this  strictly  just  and  lawful  order 
he  staved  off  the  application  for  bail  in  the  Galla- 
gher case  on  the  most  frivilous,  technical  grounds, 
and  then  adjourned  his  Court  for  two  weeks  and 
left  the  city. 

We  waited.in  jail,of  course,  two  weeks  for  Judgs 
Wright  to  open  his  Court  again,  so  as  renew  the  ap- 
plication.but  when  the  two  weeks  came  round, there 
came  no  Judge  Wright  but  in  his  place  Judge  Greg- 
gory  of  Solano,  who  utterly  refused  to  entertain  the 
application  at  all.  This  was  a  plain  dereliction  of 
duty.    The  prosecution  wanted  to  set  the  case  for' 


the  next  week,  or  next  Monday  or  the  next  Friday, 
any  way  to  get  it  staved  off,  but  Mr.  Reynolds 
squarely  refused  to  consent  to  any  postponement 
aud  then  immediately  sued  out  of  the  Supreme 
Couit  another  writ  of  habeas  corpus  made  returna- 
ble before  Judge  Wheeler  of  the  lOthDistrict  Court, 
for  the  purpose  of  determning  this  application  for 
bail.  The  writ  was  returned  on  the  21st  instant  and 
then  ensued  another  fight  tor  delay  by  the  prosecu- 
tion. This  did  not  avail.  Judge  Wheeler  thought 
that  no  frivolous  or  dilatory  motion  ought, to  pre- 
venta  defendant  from  putting  in  bail  until  his  ap- 
peal was  heard  and  proceeded  to  hear  the  case.with 
the  results  slated  elsewhere.

ROMAN  CATHOLICISM  VS.  REPUB- 
LICANISM. 


[From  the  Philadelphia  "Express."] 
It  cannot  be  disputed  that  the  Roman  Catholic 
is  everywhere  aiming  to  obtain  the  supremacy  over 
secular  authority.  The  fact  is  openly  admitted  and 
acknowledged  by  the  adherents  of  that  Church,  and 
their  every  movement  has  a  tendency  in.that  direct- 
lion. 

*  The  head  of  the  Church  longs  for  this  suprema- 
cy, and  to  gain  it  would  overthrow  nations  and  des- 
troy millions  of  people.  The  only  obstacle  in  his 
way,  is  the  fact  that  the  odds  are  against  him.  Had 
he  numerical  force  enough,  he  would  not  for  a 
moment  hesitate  to  strike  for  the  supremacy  by 
force  of  arms.  Every  Roman  Catholic  Bishop  in 
the  world  is  fighting  on  this  issue,  and^are  lo-day, 
directly  and  indirectly  in  conflict  with  every  Eu 
ropean  government. 

It  is  only  necessary  to  read  the  speeches  made 
by  several  of  these  at  the  Ecumenical  College;  and 
the  speeches  made  by  many  of  the  priests,last  sum- 
mer, in  New  York,  together  with  the  resolutions 
adopted  by  them,  to  discover  the  fact  that  a  deli- 
berate, premeditated  and  determined  movement  is 
on  foot  to  uproot  and  destroy  the  fundamental 
principles  of  our  own  and  every  form  of  Republi; 
can  government.  The  doctrine  announced  by 
them  was  that  the  Romish  hierarchy,  directly  and 
exclusively  represents  God ;  and  that  whatever  this 
hierarchy  so  desires,  it  has  the  right  to  assume  the 
control  of  any  government. 

The  August  number  of  the"Catholic  World  enun- 
ciated the  following: 

The  State  divorced  from  the  Roman  Catholic 
Church,  and  wholly  separated  from  religion,  is  sep- 
arated from  morality;  cannot  staDd;  and  ought  not 
to  stand,  for  it  is  incapable  of  performing  a  single 
one  of  its  proper  functions.  Hence,  we  say,  that 
whatever  hope  there  is  for  our  Republic  (the  Am- 
erican) is  in  the  growth  and  preponderance  of  the 
Catholic  Church,  in  the  minds  and  hearts  of  the 
American  people  ;and  there  is  a  well  grounded  hope 
for  it,  only  in  the  prospect  that  she  may,  before  it 
is  too  late,  become  the  Church  of  the  great  major- 
ity- 
Such,  such  are  the  doctrines  the  American  peo- 
ple have  to  fear.  These  we  must  meet  aud  over- 
throw. They  are  the  doctrines,  upon  which  the 
Roman  Catholics  rest  their  eternal  happiness,  and 
their  hopes  for  future  success;  and  it  is  for  Ameri- 
can men — American  Protestant  men — to  see  that 
the  arm  of  resistance  and  of  vengeance  be  speedily 
raised,  whenever  such  theories  are  attempted  to  be 
enforced. 

The  doctrine  of  the  supremacy  of  the  Romau 
Catholic  Church  over  political  power,  its  authority 
to  usurp  unto  itself  exclusive  rights,  must  be  stren- 
uously and  zealously  opposed — aye,  prevented 
from  being  inculcated  in  free  America;  aud,  if 
needs  be,  at  the  expense  of  the  demolition  of  every 
Roman  Calholic  Church  in  the  land,  and  the  con- 
dign punishment  ol  all  who  embrace  aud  uphold 
it.  Such  doctrines  are  of  a  treasonable  character; 
are  in  opposition  to  the  principles  of  tthe  Constitu- 
tion of  our  country;  and  are  calculated  to  wrest 
from  their  foundation  every  pillar  of  equal  rights 
and  of  freedom  of  thought,  to  establish  which  our 
fathers  fought  and  won  the  victory.  They  taught 
us  that  great  truth,  that  all  power  springs  from  the 
people,  and  not  from  the  Romish  or  any  other 
Church.  They  made  the  Church  subordinate  to 
the  State,  but  declared  that  every  citizen  had  a 
right  to  worship  God  according  to  the  dictates  of 
his  own  conscience. 


The  Romish  Church  publicly  avows  that  it  is 
above  the  State,  and  that  its  allegiance  is  primar- 
ily due  to  a  foreign  potentate.  Let  one  step  be 
taken  in  advance  in  support  of  this  theory,  and 
American  citizens  will  not  hesitate  to  choose  be- 
tween liberly  and  equality.and  the  Romish  Church, 
and  in  a  manner  never  to  be  forgotten.

What  more  proof  does  any  sensible  citizen  de- 
sire than  the  above  extract,  to  convince  him  that, 
with  few  exceptions,  in  our  present  city's  govern- 
ment, there  is  jobbery  in  every  monied  transaction 
possible,  between  contractors  and  persons,  who 
clothed  with  the  brief  authority  of  disbursing  the 
taxgathers  hoardings,  take  advantage  of  even  the 
item  of  brooms,  tor  street  sweeping,  to  pay  out  $15 
for  an  article,  (probably  manufactured  by  Chinese 
labor.)  When  a  possible,  better  article  is  offered 
(manafactured  by  white  labor  exclusively)  for  near- 
ly half  that  amount  per  dozen,  the  otter  is  not  made 
privately,  but  publicly  through  the  press. 

Who  ever  the  shoe  fits,let  him  put  it  on  and  walk 
down  to  his  office  and  cancal  that  $15  contract, 
and  oblaiu  the  article  for  a  less  figure  as  offered 
above.  And  for  once  be  an  honest  public  servant 
and  do  an  honest  public  duty  and  have  a  good 
night's  rest  lulled  to  sleep  by  the  thought,  "well 
done  good  and  faihtful  servant.

The  bloody  contest  being  waged  in  Europe  and 
Asia  between  Muscovite  aud  Turk,  the  massacre  of 
defenceless  white  women  and  children  by  lhe"noble 
red  man"  in  the  wilds  of  Idaho  nor  the  never-end- 
ing struggle  for  political  place,  seems  to  have  less- 
ened in  the  public  eye  the  interest  occasioned  by 
the  extraordinary  action  of  the  landlord  of  one  of 
the  principal  hotels  of  Saratoga,  New  York,  in  re- 
fusing to  receive  as  a  guest  of  his  fashionable  and 
expensive  establishment  any  one  professing  the 
Hebrew  faith. 

Very  naturally  comment  in  reference  thereto  is 
nowhere  more  earnest  than  in  the  cosmopolitan 
city  of  San  Francisco,  a  considerable  number  of 
whose  residents  arelsralitesofstandingand  wealth. 
Hilton  the  prescriptive  innkeeper,  was  for  many 
years  the  confidential  legal  adviser  of  the  iate  A.  T. 
Stuart  to  whose  munificence  and  legacy  he  is  in- 
debted for  his  present  immense  wealth.  He  is  a 
cold  minded  lawyer  of  admitted  ability,  and  doubt- 
less well  considered  all  the  legal  points  involved 
before  taking  final  action.

They  plume  therasel 
as  Chiistians,  and  if  they  are  such,  must  give 
ation,  and  homage,  and  worship  as  God,  a  pew 
of  Jewish  birth— the  King  of  the  Jews,  Jesus  Chrl 
His  mother,  the  Virgin  Mary,  was  a  Jewess  1 
husband,  Joseph  the  carpenter,  also  belonged 
the  Jewish  faith. 

They  pretend  to  be  followers  of  Christ  the  Jew,wj 
preached  love  and  good  will  toward  all  men,  a 
yet  hate  and  revile  their  fallen  man  for  being  a  Jet 
We  think  even  a  lawyer  as  able  as  the  wily  Jud;
